THE  third  tmfrejjion  of  this  Work  gave  pfe  art 
Opportunity  of  expreffing  ?ny  Ackmijcledgments  to 
the  Puhiic  for  the  good  Reception  of  the  former  ; 
and  1  mufl  now  further  own  the  kind  Continuance 
tf  the  fame  Obligation,  T'he  CorreUions  and  ImprOnjements  in 
that  Part  of  the  Simples^  luhich  I  receivd  from  Mr,  Miller, 
a  very  worthy  Apothecary,  and  a  mojl  judicious  Botanifi,  re- 
main here  as  in  the  fo'iiner  Edition,  no  Intimations  being  made 
of  any  DefeEl  in  that  Part  fince,  lo  this  are  added  about  one 
hundred  new  PrefcriptionSy  being  fuch  as  I  have  met  with  fince 
the  former,  and  which  are  moft  efficacious  and  valuable  Me-- 
dicines  :  To  the  new  Edition  0/  Lemery'j  Coiirfe  of  Chymii- 
try,  /  do  acknowledge  many  of  them^  particularly  feme  new 
Managements  of  Steel,  which  t  take  to  be  better  for  divers 
Purpofs^  than  any  before  us^d, 

Alt  ho  Difpenfatory-PPriters,  cind  PuMifiers  of  FtecipeSj,' 
have  been  at  all  times  very  numerous  -,  yet  it  has  fo  happen  d, 
that  the  teafi  able  have  hitherto  fallen  upon  this  'Task,  as  the 
mofi  eafy,  and  likely  to  anfwer  any  ntercenary  Views  :  which 
feems  to  have  been  the  reafon,  that  more  able  Hands  have 
grown  into  a  Negleci  of  it.  Us  an  Under- Part  of  their  Pro- 
f^lpoUi   and  below  their  Notice* 
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"fhat  mcfl  Perfons  are  fond  of  JJ^orks  of  this  khidj  ismani^ 
fefl  from  their  Efleem  even  of  the  rcoijiy  and  the  uni'uerfal 
Reception  0/ Salmon'j-  ColIeBions^  zvhich  areas  bad  as  they 
are  vQlufninoiis .  But  fuch  we  hope'  hereby  to  hanijh  from  the 
Desks  of  Apothecaries y  and  others  zvhofe  Profeffion  it  is  to  be 
acquainted  hereiath  ;  that  they  who  are  regularly  educated  in 
Pharmacy y  may  not  any  longer  have  the  Difgr ace  of  borrowing 
AlTiftances  from  Empirics.  If  any  Jhould  charge  us  with  lay" 
■i fig  open  hereby  the  Myfleries  of  their  Profeffion  too  ?nuch  ;  the^ 
may  refieBy  that  nothing  of  this  nature  has  yet  been  fuffex^d 
to  remain  in  a  Language  unknoim  to  the  common.  People  ;  and 
likewife  be  affuredj  that  the  true  and  only  Secret  in  Phyjicy  is. 
How  ro  give  a  Medicine,  and  not  how  to  make  it  :  and 
that  it  will  always  remain  Jo,  to  thofs  who  are  acquainted  with 
ma^iy  neceffary  Prsecognita  in  the  Works  of  Nature* 

Our  Materials  are  coUeBed  from  all  the  Authors  of  the  befl 
Note  in  either  of  the  PharynacieSy  of  every  Country  and  Lan- 
guage 5*  and  tho  many  of  them  have  been  tranflaiedy  and  are  to 
be  met  with  in  Englifh,  yet  we  have  not  trufted  to  any  fuch 
Leaders.  Many  of  the  Extemporaneous  Prcfcriptions  have  been 
taken  from'  Dr.  Fuller,  as  he  took  them  from  others  before ; 
but  with  the  liberty  of  varying,  where  any  thing  is  aJi  Ingre- 
dient which  is  unfit  for,  the  Form  it  .is.  prefcribed  in,  or  not 
juitable  to  the  main  Intention  of  the  wboh.  In  the  former  of 
thefe  Cafes  that  Author  very  often  errSy  particularly  in  ordering 
Rjfential  Oils  in  ^JulepSy  Dr aught Sy  and  fuch  like  liquid  Forms  : 
fir  allowing  them  to  fuit  the  Intention  of  C^re,  yet  they  agree  not 
with  fuch  a  For  in  y  and  render  it  both  unpalatable  and  unflghtly, 
and  may  much  more  conveniently  be  given  in  another  manner. 
And  in  every  refpeB  we  have  had  particidar  regard  to  the  Ek' 
gance  and  Conveniencies  of  making,  as  ,well  as  to  the  medicinal 
Efficacies  of  every  Prefcription* 

Some  Difficuhiesy    it  is  very  probable y    may  appear  in  the 

former  Part  concerning  the  "Theory  of  Pha.rmacy^    to  fuch  who 

have  ',  ot  been  previonfly  converfant  with  Studies   of  the  like' 

kind'-,  we  have  thrrefine  cQiitraBed  it  into  as  final/  a  compafs 

as  pfj'bbs  :  tho  it  is  h'\hly  to  be  wif/d,  that  aU  vJjo  make 
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Phayrnacy  their  Projefjiouy  would  put  a  better  Value  upon  fuch 
Knoidedge  than  heretofore  they  have  done^  and  not  fet  out  only 
with  an  implicit  Faith  in  the  Precepts  of  an  Apprenticejhip  :  for 
the  Under/landing  is  more  to  he  employ  d  in  that  Profejjion,  than 
many  fiem  to  haye  thought  it  ;  and  a  good  Injight  into  the  Na- 
ture of  Bodies y  and  fuch  Suhflances  as  are  the  SubjeEls  of  his 
Any  is  of  no  light  moment  to  every  Preparer  and  Compounder ,^ 
of  Medicines, 

In  this  Part  indeed  we  have  been  affifl^d  by  Dr.  Freind, 
whofe  Prselediones  Chymicse  have  been  fo  much  to  our  pur- 
pofe,  that  they  have  been  almofl  wholly  tranflated  into  it ;  and 
with  the  addition  of  fome  Explanations  peculiar  to  the  Galeni- 
cal Pharmacy y  they  make  up  our  Firfl  Part, 

'  The  Defcriptions  of  the  Officinal  Simples  are' now  en- 
largedy  not  only  with  the  Synonime's  given  in  the  Catalogue 
to  the  laft  Amendment  of  the  College  Dirpenfatory,  but 
hkewife  with  all  thofe  ufed  by  Authors  of  Note*  In  this 
likewife  it  hath  been  thought  fit  to  take  notice  of  all  in  that 
Catalogue,  altho  fome  oj  thefn  are  now  in  difufe.  In  their 
Preparations  by  the  Chymical  Pharmacy^  inany  that  .are  men- 
tioned by  fome  Authors  are  omitted.  'The  exp.enltve  and  ex^ 
tvavagant  Pretenfions  from  Gold,  and  fome  other  fuch  Sub" 
fiancesy  are  entirely  left  out,  and  only  fuch  prefervd  as  are 
of  real  fervice,  and  worth  keeping  in  the  Shops.  And  to 
the  Preparations  of  Mercurials,  Chalybeates,  &c.['  are 
prefixed  Jhort  Explications  of  the  Manner  of  their  Qper  at  ion. 
And  the  fever al  Vegetable  Simples  are  dijlributed  into  Clajfes, 
anfwering  to  fome  general  Denomination  of  Cephalics,  A- 
lexipharmics.  Diuretics,  and  the  f ike  y  to  each  of  which 
D  ivifions  is  alfo  prefixed  an  Account,  of  their  Operations, 
and  fuch  DireBions  as  are  proper  to  their  peculiar  Manage- 
ment. 

The  officinal  Medicines  are  now  entirely  according  to 
the  Standard  of  the  College  \  becaufe  a  due  Conformity 
thereunto  in  the  Shops,  is  ahfohitely  necefjary  \  tho  Liberty 
is  taken  in  the  annexed  Retnarkfy  of  ohferving   with  Sub- 

nvijfion 
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niijjion  to  future  Revifalsy  wherein  fime  further  Alterd*^ 
tions  may  be  made  for  the  better.  To  thefe  are  added  fuch 
as  are  worth  recommending  from  other  Difpenfacories ; 
%Dhich  are  diftributed  into  Divifions  by  themfehesy  and 
marlid  from  whence  taken*  Under  the  feveral  Forms  are 
DireBions  for  what  is  feculiar  to  that  F&rm^  and  what  is 
moft  {roper  to  be  direBed  in  it. 

*fhe  lafl  Part  is  a  ColleEtion  of  Examples  for  Extempora'* 
neous  Prefcriptions,  wherein  we  ha'ue  been  guided  more  by  the 
prefent  PraBice,  than  by  any  Authors  yet  public ;  and  have^ 
in  that  Part  of  the  Simple Sy  drgefted  thofe  ef  every  Fornt 
under  general  Heads  fuited  to  the  fame  Intentions  in  Cure : 
tvhereby  the  Prefcriber,  without  the  trouble  of  turning  frequently 
to  Indexes,  will  have^  in  one  view,  choice  of  the  fame  Form, 
for  the  like  Purpofe.  Under  which  alfo  are  freqttently  in* 
terfj^erfed  fuch  ExpliccttionSy  a£  are  ufejul  to  teach  how  thofe 
of  fuch  a  Divijion  operate^  in  their  conducing  to  that  par- 
ticular End  for  which  they  are  given*  And  in  this  has  been 
ftudied  the  utmofi  Vlaimiefs  and  PerfpicUity^  avoiding  all  thofe 
Figures,  and  metaphorical  IVays  of  Exprefjion,  which  the  bejl 
Writers  have  too  much  abounded  in.  For  in  Phyjic  no  Fi- 
gure of  Speech  is  allowable,  which  carries  off  the  Mind  from 
the  Images  and  clofe  Reprefentations  of  the  thing  in  defcription ; 
becaufe  tho  they  may  arftufe,  and  give  a  confused  Notion,  yet 
they  add  not  at  all  to  true  Knovcledge :  as  for  inflance,  what 
can  a  Man  form  in  his  Mind  from  this  Explication  of 
Dr.  FpUet'y  of  the  Operation  of  H\fierics  ?  This  and  o- 
ther  fetid  Medicines  take  oft' Hyfteric  Fits,  by  hand- 
ling the  Spirits  roughly^  and  driving  and  difperfiitg 
them.  For  when  they  grow  mutinous,  and  unequally 
difperfed,  running  in  tumultuous  Crouds  in  fome  places,, 
and  leaving  others  almofl  ungarifonM  ;  and  fo  either  in- 
termit their  Duty  within  the  Precinds  of  the  Brain,  Of 
Pracordia,  or  elfe  do  it  perverfly ;  then  the  beft  Courfe^ 
h  to  fend  fuch  a  ftern  Remedy  among  them,  as  may  ufe 
fevere  Difcipline,  and  lafh  and  fcourge  them  till  they 
are  glad  to  leave  their  Diforders,  and  run  to  their  pro- 
per Poll,  and  fall  to  their  Charge  ag^in,  Crc.     And  what 
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confufed  Stuff  is  this  Jrom  Salmon  ?  Fermentation  is.  a  cer- 
tain Manifeftation  of  Life,  fitting  it  for  a  Refufcitation, 
and  without  which  it  would  remain  captivated  within 
the  Bonds  or  Chains  of  Death.  Or  it  is  the  breaking  of 
the  Bond  of  Corruption  and  Putrefadion  by  the  Power  of 
Life,  affifted  by  a  Homogene  Matter,  or  Principle  alrea- 
dy freed. 

But  before  we  have  dene  mth  the  Reader^  it  may  net  he  a^ 
mifs  to  apologize  for  a  Freedom  ive  have  taken,  in  pointing  out 
the  Sofhiftications  of  fome,  uho  deal  in  Medicines  only  for  their 
Sale  'y  fuch  as  thi  wholefale  Apothecaries  and  Chymijls,  T'his 
Liberty  was  taken  in  the  former  Editions ;  hut  the  careful  In- 
ffeBion  of  the  College  of  late,  and  the  accidental  Difcoveries 
fince  of  mafty  notorious  Cheats  this  way,  hath  heen  the  occafion 
of  a  much  flriEler  Search  into  thefe  Matters ;  fo  that  in  this 
Edition  are  annexed  all  the  ways  of  Svphifti cation,  both  of  the 
Simples  and  Compounds,  and  the  Marks  to  know  thtm 
from  one  another^  as  far  as  we  can  get  Information  concern^ 
ing  thoje  wicked  PraBices.  In  which,  Affijiance  hath  heen 
given  us  by  the  mcfl  knowing  in  their  refpeclive  Profejfwns, 
either  of  Apothecaries^  Chymifis,  or  Druggifts,  who  have 
had  Honefly  enough  to  deteEi  fuch  pernicious  Frauds,  where- 
ever  they  meet  with  them:  hut  it  is  yet  to  be  fearedy 
that  aU  the  Helps  this  way  will  he  infifjcient  to  root  out 
the  Evil  i  unlefs  fome  greater  Power  than  new  fuhfjls,  be 
given  to  punijh  the  Offenders ;  and  which  one  would  think  it 
mt  unreafcnahle  now  to  exfecl  from  the  Care  which  is  taking 
for  the  public  Health :  for  a  Peftilence  is  net  more  to  be 
dreaded  than  the  Mifchiejs  here  complained  of;  and  a  Perfon 
who  makes  and  deals  in  Medicines,  05  mcfl  of  our  Chjfnifts 
and  wholefale  Men  do,  for  the  Profits  of  their  Sale  only,  with- 
out  any  Care  of  the  Patient  who  ufes  them,  is  as  jvflly  to 
be  guarded  againfl  by  the  Public,  as  Ships  from,  infetled 
Countries* 

'Thefe  Inconveniences  are  indeed  as  much  as  ptffihle  reme* 
died  in  the  Chmical  way  by  the  Care  of  the  Apothecaries  Com' 
fany^  who  with  a  joint  Stock  have  thofe  M^diciuei  made   at 

their 
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their  HaUy  under  fuch  careful  Management  and  InJpeBion, 
as  cannot  give  any  pofjtble  Opporttinies  for  Impojitions  oj 
this  kind  ,  fo  that  thofe  Shops  'who  any  otherwife  fupply  them- 
felves  in  this  Branchy  are  juflly  to  be  fiifpeHed  ;  unlefs  they 
make  them,  or  buy  them  where  they  can  have  equal  Certainty 
of  their  Goodnefs^

ALT  H"0  no  Part  of  na- 
tural Knowledge  can 
be  of  greater  moment 
to  the  Good  of  Human 
Life,  than  that  which 
-directs  to  Remedies  and  Means  of 
^elie^  under  thofe  Infirmities  which 
'Elejh  is  Heir  to  5  yet  this  very  Part, 
either  by  reafon  of  unable  Managers, 
cr  miftaken  Means  of  Inquiiy,  lies 
to  this  day  in  the  greateft  Obfcurity. 
^he  various  Turns  of  Philofophical 
"Theories,  an4  Hypothefes,  have 
indeed  fill'd  the  Difpenfatorles  and 
Shops  with  a  vaft  Number  of  Medi- 
cines^ from  both  the  Pharmacies  5 
but  they  have  their  Rife  and  Declen- 
{lons  like  our  Fafhions,  and  become 
Jiew  or  old  as  Clothes>  without  any 
fiiew  of  true  Principle,  either  as  to 
the  manner  of  Preparation  and  Com- 
pofition,-  or  Intention  of  Cure ;  but 
Veiy  lately  Dr,  Freind,  in  fome  Lec«. 
tilres  ai  Qy^fordj  has,  advanced  the 


Ghymical  Pharmacy  amongjl  the  ScU 
ences,  tho  almoii  over-run  with  Ab- 
surdity and  Enthufiafm, 

The  fame  Principle  and  Way  of^ 
Reafoning,  which  has  given  fuccefs 
to  the  foremention'd  Work,  hath 
likewife  m  other  hands  introduced  ai 
great  deal  of  Light  into  the  true  Ap- 
prehenfion  of  Phyfical  Caufes  an«i 
Effeds ;  particularly  into  the  Anima! 
O Economy,'  by  Dr.  James  Keill  : 
which  encourages  Hopes  of  fiirtheif 
Succefs,  in  reducing  the  whole  Bufi« 
nefs  of  Pharmacy,  and  all  that  ne- 
ceflarily  concerns  both  the  making 
and  applying  a  good  Medicine,  tor 
fome  Reaibn  and  Certainty. 

Rejeding  therefore  all  Hypothe-* 
{ts  and  imaginary  Theories,  w'e  fbail 
ground  our  future  Reafonings  upofi 
this  Pofiulattim  : 

That  there  is  an  attrarti've  VorU 

in  all  Bodks  ivhatfoevsr :  ovg 
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Ihat  all  fhe  Parts  of  Matter 
arc  mfitually  drawn  towards 
one  anothtr. 

Tho  it  I's  out  of  the  reach  of  Hu- 
man Capacity  to  explain  phyfically 
and  mechanically,  how  Matter  be- 
comes endued  with  this  univerfal 
Prjoperty,  and  we  are  therefore  forc'd 
torefolve  it  into  the  Divine  Pleafure 
and  Agency  j  yet  it  is  a  Property 
cur  Senfes  are  fb  continually  wit- 
nelTes  to,  that  none,  who  are  not 
refolv'd  to  be  fceptical,  can  doubt 
of  it.  That  fame  Inclination  which 
is  manifefl:  in.  all  fufpended  Bodies 
towards  the  Earth,  is  as  confpicuous 
in  the  Tendency  of  all  the  mod 
minute  Parts  of  Matter  towards  one 
another,  to  any  one  who  enquires 
into  fuch  thinjis.  If  the  Term  At- 
irafiion  is  difpTeafing  to  {ome,  as  it 
has  been  mifufed  in  a  bad  Philofo- 
phy,  which  took  Terms  upon  trull; 
without  an^^adequate  Meaning  5  they 
may  call  it  Gravitation :  and  he  that 
can  queftion  whether  fuch  a  Power 
or  Tendency  be  in  Matter,  may 
with  equal  Reafon  deny  there  is  fuch 
a  thing  as  Motion  j  as  fomc,  for  the 
fake  of  cavilling,  have  been  fool- 
liardy  enough  to  do.  Altho  the 
Laws  or  Conditions  of  this  Inclina- 
tion may  in  fome  different  Circum- 
ftances  not  be  cxaftly  the  fame  j  fo 
that  what  is  true  of  greater  Bodies 
without  one  anotiier,  may  not  be 
fo  in  all  refpcfts,  as  to  the  influence 
%vhich  the  minuter  Parts  of  Matter 
have  upon  each  other,  in  their  Ap- 
proaches tc,  and  their  Contai3:s  and 
Cohefions  with  one  another,  in  the 
Compofition  either  of  Fluids  or  So- 
lids :  yet  the  Difference  is  Co  fmall, 
as  not  to  make  them  diftinfl:  Pro- 
perties, altho  Attrni-Hon  is  more 
generally  apply M  to  the  latter  Con- 
fidcration. 
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Conditions  or  Laws  of  this  Property, 
which  v;ill  be  of  moment  to  ouc 
prefent  Enquiiy,  are  ihefe  : 

Prop.  I.  AttraHion  in  all  Bot^Jes 
is  caeteris  paribus  as  their  Solidities, 

For  the  attractive  Power  of  any 
Body  is  compofed  of  the  Sum  of  all 
the  Attractions  of  the  Parts  of  that 
Body  3  and  thdrefpre,  as  they  are 
moft  numerous  in  the  moft  folid 
Bodies,  their  Attractions  muft  be 
Arongefl.  But  this  is  to  be  under« 
flood  of  the  fmalleft  conftituent  Par- 
ticles of  Mattpr,  and  not  of  Cor- 
pufclcs  or  Compofitions  made  up  of 
thofe  Particles ;  for  they  may  be  fo 
put  together,  that  the  moll  folid 
Particles  fhall  form  the  lightefl  Cor- 
pufcles  :  that  is,  the  Unfitnefs  of 
their  Surfaces  for  intimate  ContaCl 
may  occafion  fuch  great  Intei-ftices, 
that  will  make  their  Bulks  large  in 
Compofition,  in  proportion  to  the 
Matter  they  contain.  And  this  is 
conjeCtur'd  with  very  good  reafon 
to  be  the  cafe  of  many  Salts,  whofe 
component  Particles  are  very  (olid, 
but  by  the  great  Interftices  between 
them  they  are  mighty  eafily  fepara- 
tcd  by  a  convenient  Fluid,  as  will  be 
further  explained  below,  in  its  pro- 
per place. 

Prop.  2,  The  attraBive  Force  is 
mfiiiitely  greater  at  the  point  of  Con* 
taft,  or  extremely  near  it,  than  af 
any  determined  Dijinnce. 

The  attractive  Force  exerts  it  felf 
only  where  the  Tendency  of  a  Paiu 
ticle  another  way  is  ovcr-power'd  by 
its  Proximity  to  that,  into  whofe 
Contact  it  is  fupposM  to  be  drawn. 
For  as  this  Property  is  univerfal,  and 
every  part  of  Matter  draws,  and  is 
drawn  bv  every  other  part  of  Mat- 
ter, within  one  another's  Spheres 
of  Attraction  :  Co  one  cannot  in- 
fUicnce  another  at  any  diltance,  but 
muft  neccflarily  be  very  near  it;  and 
fo  much  the  aearev,  in  proportion 
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to  its  Smallnefs  :  fo  that  upon  a 
double  account,tvvo  Particles  cannot 
inflaencc  one  another  by  their  At- 
traftions>  trnlefs  very  near  j  one  for 
Reafons  already  fuggefted  from  tlieir

Prop.  5;  A  large  Particle  attra^s 
not  more  ftrongl<j  than  a  fmall  one 
of  the  fame  Solidity  ,  but  Diverjity 
if  Figure  caufes  different  degrees  of 
Attraction  in  Particles  that  are  other- 
'wife  the  fame. 

This  is  almoft  a  Confequence 
from  the  former  Propofition  ;  for 
as  this  attra£live  Force  can  only  a£l 
bn  fuch  Particles  as  are  extremely 
Hear,  the  remoteft  Parts  in  a  large 
Particle  can  conduce  nothing  there- 
unto. And  for  the  fame  reafon  this 
Power  varies  according  as  Matter 
is  in  ConeSy  Cylinders,  Cubes,  or 
Spheres  j  and  a  Spherical  Particle  c£- 
teris  paribus  has  the  flrongeft  Attrac- 
tion, as  there  is  more  Solidity  un- 
der fuch  a  Surface  than  in  any  other 
figure. 

Prop.  4.  If  Particles  fwimming 
in  a  Fluid  dttra5l  one  another  more 
Jlrongly  than  they  do  the  Particles  of 
ihe  Fluid,  the  Force  by  which  they 
come  to  eac,h  cither,  will  be  as  the 
Excefs  ef  their  mutual  AttraSiions, 
fp  their  Attra6iions  of  the  Fluid, 

Such  Parts  of  the  Fluid  as  inter- 
pofe  between  the  attrading  Particles 
will  be  thruft  or  prefs'd  upon  by 
fuch  their  Inclinations  to  each  otherj 
and  therefore  according  to  the  Na- 
ture of  Fluidity,  the  Parts  of  the 
Fluid  will  be  drove  out  of  their 
places  by  fuch  Excefs  of  Preffure, 
and  therefore  th«  atiradting  Pardcles 
tvill  ^oin,

Prop.  5.  If  Particks  fwimming  in 
a  Fluid,  are  mere  attrafied  by  the 
Fluid  than  by  o?ie  a}2cther,  they  will 
recede  from  one  a.7iciljer,  with  a 
Force  that  will  be  eqp'.nl  to  the  Dif- 
ference of  their  mutu.1l  Attratliony 
and  the  Attra'^ton  of  .he  Fluid, 

For  the  ambient  Particles  of  the 
Fluid  attra ding  them  more  ftrongly 
than  they  do  each  other,  they  will 
by  fuch  Excefs  of  Force  be  drawn 
from  one  another  into  Conta(nr  and 
Cohefion  with  the  Particles  of  the 
Fluid. 

Upon  the  two  foregoing  Propo- 
fitions  depends  the  whole  Theory  of 
Cryflallization  and  Sohition,  as  we 
fliall  further  fee  below  under  thofe 
Heads. 

Prop.  ^.  The  Force  by  ivhich  Par- 
tides  attraBinq,  one  another  cohere, 
is  cfieteris  paribus  in  proportion  to 
their  Co77td6fs. 

For  thofe  Parts  not  In  Confab 
conduce  nothing,  or  extremely  llttle> 
to  the  Force  of  Cohefion  ;  and  a 
much  greater  Power  is  requlr'd  tdi 
feparate  two  Particles  which  cohere 
in  two  Points,  than  two  Particles 
which  cohere  only  in  one  Poinr, 
For  which  renfon  it  is,  that  we  find 
two  polifliM  Marble-ftones  (ofa  foot 
fquare,  for  inftance)  adhere  more 
ftrongly  than  any  other  two  Bodies 
of  equal  Dimcnfions,  which  are  noc 
fo  folid,  but  have  more  Pores  and 
Interftices  between  their  Part^,  and 
which  will  not  receive  fo  good  a  Po- 
liOi,  by  means  of  which  the  Paits  are 
brought  into  fuch  a  clofe  Contact 
with  one  another.  And  for  the 
fame  reafon  it  is,  that  mart)^  light 
Subftances  have  fuch  ftrong  Cohe-* 
fions  or  Tenacities  5  for  that  where- 
by Particles  of  the  leafl:  Matter  in 
proportion  to  their  Sui'faces^  are  fpe- 
cifically  lightefi,  atfo  occafions  their 
ftrongeft  Gohefions,  by  being  ca* 
pable  gf  pjore  C<5nta^,  than  Par-* 
g  2,  sicl?5 
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tides  of  more  Solidity  under  lefs 
Surface. 

Prop.  7.  If  the  attracting  Corpuf- 
cles  are  Elaftic,  they  muji  necejfarily 
produce  an  mtejline  Motion  greater  or 
lejfsryaccording  to  the  Degrees  of  their 
Elafticity  and  attractive  Forces. 

Becaufe,  upon  the  Occurfions 
which  their  attraftive  Pov/ers  draw 
them  into,  they  will  fly  off  from  one 
another  ao;ain  with  the  fame  dcs;ree 
or  Velocity  that  they  met  together 
with,  abating  the  Refiftance  of  the 
Medium  5  but  when  they  approach 
other  Particles  in  their  Refilition, 
their  Velocity  muft  increafe  becaufe 
they  are  afreili  attraded  ;  and  there- 
fore meeting  a  fecond  time,  they 
will  recede  with  the  greater  Veloci- 
ty than  they  did  at  their ;iirft  Con- 
curlion  :  which  will  continue  nn 
intefline  Motion  greater  ov  lelTer, 
according  to  their  attradive  Powers 
and  Elafticities. 

Prop.  8.  Particles  attracting  one 
another  in  a  Fluids  moving  either 
"with  a  fwift  or  flow  progrefflve 
Motion,  attract  one  another  jufi  the 
fame  as  if  the  Fluid  was  at  rejl, 
if  all  the  Particles  move  equally  j 
tbut  a?i  unequal  Velocity  of  the 
Particles  will  interrupt  their  At- 
tractions. 

All  the  Parts  of  the  Fluid  moving 
on  V7ith  equal  Velocity,  leave  the 
attrading  Particles  in  the  fame  con- 
dition as  {^  the  whole  Fluid  was  at 
reft.  But  fonie  Parts  moving  faiter 
than  others,  muft  frequently  change 
their  Pofitions,  and  thereby  difturb 
their  Attradions,  Thus  it  h  that 
Salts  will  not  cryftallize,  till  the 
Water  m  which  they  are  dilTolv'd  h 
«ear  or  quite  cold,  ^x\6.  the  inteftine 
Motion  of  its  Particles,  caufed  by 
Heat,  h  quieted. 

As  what  h  premlfed  may  be  a  fuf- 
ficient  Guide  to  our  Rcafonings  on 
the  Influences  of  Bodies  upon  one 


another,  as  they,  come  under  the 
Compounder's  Management  j  fo  it 
may  help  us  in  excluding  a  great 
many  very  ill  grounded  Notions  ancf 
Miftakes,  which  have  crept;  into 
Wntings  of  this  nature.:  which  we 
fhall  as  briefly  mention  as  poflJIble, 
by  way  of  Corallary  ji'om  the  fore- 

1.  One  Body,  or  Portion  of  Mat-^ 
ter,  has  no  influence  upon  another, 
but  as  it  is  under  the  diredion  of 
this  univerfal  Property.    Neither  the 
Information  of  Senfe,  nor  any  po{^ 
fible  Dedudions  from  thence,  giv6 
us  any  manner  of  notice  of  any  o- 
ther  Property  in  Matter,  than  this 
of  Attraction.     And  it  is  very  ma- 
nifeft,    that  one  Body  cannot  have 
any  influence  in  changing  the  Mode 
of  Exiftence  of  another  Body  at  a 
diftance  5    but  that  all  Alterations 
which  are  made  by  fuch  Agents,  are 
from  their  feveral  Occuruons,  and 
Accidents  arifins;  from  them,  when 
m  motion :  for  Inadlivity,  or  an  In- 
ability to  change  the  manner  of  its 
prefeilt  Condition,  as  ,to  Situation, 
Bulk,  ar  Figure,  h  as  much  in  the 
Eflcnce  of  Matter,   barely  as  ftich, 
as    any   of  its   pofltive   Properties 
whatever.     The  only  adive  Princi- 
ple therefore  in  the  material  World 
is   this   attradive   Power,    infufed 
thereinto  by  the  Author  of  its  Ex- 
iftence 5  and  no  Changes,  how  mi- 
nute foever,  can   be  made  therein, 
but  under  the  Diredion  of  fuch  an 
Influence.

that  which  has  Parts  very  fmall  and 
capable  of  the  leafl  Contad,  will  be 
moft    fmid.     In   the   former,     the 
greatefl  Requifite  is  to  be  as  near  to 
Cubes y  and  in  the  latter  to  Spheres, 
as  poflible.     And  iii  the  fame  man- 
ner are  to  be  accounted  for,  not  only 
all  the  intermediate  Degrees  between 
the  moft  folid  and  the  moft  f.nid 
Bodies,     but   thofe   difterent  Con- 
fiftencies  which  are  diftinguifh'd  by 
other  Name?,  as  friable,  tenacious, 
glHtincuSy    anc'    the  like  :    for    the 
greater  the  SoK  *icies  of  the  compo- 
nent 
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n«nt  Parts  of  any  Body  are,  in  pro- 
portion to  their  Surfaces  -,    tho  that 
Body  by  the  Aptitude  of  their  Con- 
tads  may  be  what  we  call  veiy  hard, 
yet  it  will  be  the  moft  friable,  or 
hrittle.     And  where  the  Surfaces  of 
the  compounding  Particles  are  much 
extended  upon  a  fmall  Quantity  of 
Matter,  the  Bodies  they  compofe, 
<ho  they  may  be  light  and  foft,  yet 
ivill  be  tenacious  or  glutinous  -,    for 
altho  the  Flexibility  of  their  cofn- 
pounding  Parts  admits  of  their  eafy 
Change  of  Figure  by  any  external 
Force,  yet  by  their  touching  ane 
another  in  fo  many  Points,  they  are 
very  diiEcultly  feparated.     The  for- 
mer is  the  Cafe  of  cryftallized  Sahj 
Rcfins,  and  the  like  5  the  latter,  of 
Turpentines,  Gums,  and  all  of  that 
Tribe. 

The  laft  Ufe  we  fhall  make  of  the 
foregoing  Dodrine,  in  this  place, 
wy^l  be  to  form  as  juft  Notions  as 
We  can,  of  what inakes  a  great  part 
in  Works  of  this  Nature,  under  the 
Title  of  Principles.  To  trace  the 
fallacious  Reafoniiigs  and  Abfurdi- 
ties  upon  this  Head,  as  far  as  they 
would  carry  us,  would  of  it  felf  em- 
ploy Volumes  :  we  fhall  therefore 
pafs  by  all  the  extravagant  Conceits 
of  this  kind,  and  only  examine  in 
what  refpecl  w^e  may  regard  thole 
feveral  Diftindions  of  Matter,  now 
commonly  call'd  the  five  chymical 
principles. 

It  U  plain  from  what  has  been  al- 
ready faid,  that  the  common  Matter 
of  all  mix'd  Bodies  is  the  fame  5  and 
that  the  Matter  which  compofes  one 
Body,  in  no  refpeft  differs  from  that 
which  compofes  another,  but  in  Fi- 
gures, and  Bulks,  and  what  from 
thence  arifes  °  and  therefore  in  the 
mofl  flrid  [tni't  there  can  be  but  one 
univerfai  Pri/za//^,  'viz.  Matter. 

But  as  compound  Bodies,  under 
the  mariagemem  of  Pharmac)^  ap= 


pear  refolvable  into  Parts  feemingly 
homogeneous  and  iimpie  5  thole 
Parts  have  been  contend,ed  for  as 
true  Principles.  They  are  term'd, 
I.  Spirit,  o^  Mercury.  1.  Sulphur^ 
or  Oil.  5,  Salt.  4.  Water,  or  Phlegm ^ 
And,  5.  Earth. 

The  firfl' three,  by  fome  chymicai 
W^riters,  are  term'd  a^ive  Principles, 
and  the  two  laft  pajftve  j  but  with 
how  much  Impropriety,  any  one 
will  fee,  who   confiders  the  fore- 
going, and  has  any  tolerable  Idea  of 
Matter  in  general  :  For  there  can  be 
no  Principle  of  Adion  therein,  but 
fuch  as  hath  been  allignM  ;    which 
is    a  mutual  Inclination  of  Bodies 
towards  one  another  j  and  that  is  m 
proportion  to  the  Gjuantity  of  Mat" 
tsr  in  alb  Bodies,    let  them  exift  un«. 
der  what  Modifications  foever,  there 
can  be  no  Alteration  made  of  this 
univerfal  Property.     And  thei*efore 
any  Diviflon  of  Matter  into  whar^ 
for  diftindion-fake  fi'om  any  other 
Divifions,  may  be  call'd  Spirit,  does 
not  give  it  any  Properties  inconfif- 
tent  with  this  general  Law  5  and 
confequently  fuch  Diftindion  feems 
to  be  chimerical  :  notwithftanding 
it  has  occafion'd  many  pretty  A» 
mufements  from  Perfons  of  a  bet* 
ter  Talent  in  Speaking  than  Think- 
ing.    But  we  fnall  be  better  fet  right 
in  this  matter,  by  taking  a  view  of 
thefe   five  Subdivifions,    and  exa- 
mining how  far  it  may  be  of  ufe 
to  confider  them  as  Principles. 

By  Sprit  is  underftood  the  moft 
fine  and  fubtile  Parts  of  Bodies, 
which  are  difcoverable  by  their  Vo-« 
latih'ty  and  Quicknefs  to  the  Smell 
and  Tafte,  and  in  Diftillation  rife  firfl. 
Now  if  this  be  faid  to  be  an  adive 
Part  of  Matter  with  regard  to  its 
Facility  of  Motion,  in  comparifon 
to  grofTer  and  more  bulky  Parts  5  it 
conveys  fomewhat  intelligible.  But 
the  feyeral  Parts  of  a  fpii  ituous  Body, 
B  4  ^oa- 
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confider'd,  in  themfelves,  have  no 
more  a  Power  of  Motion  or  Adion, 
than  as  they  are,  in  common  with 
all  other  Bodies,  under  the  Influence 
©r  the  Laws  of  Attradion.  By  the 
Lightnefs  of  this  Sortment  of  Mat- 
Iter,  which  for  manifeft  Reafons  fub- 
jefts  it  tp  rife  and  be  uppermoft 
where  it  can  getloofe,  it  is,  that  thofe 
Subftances  wherein  it  moil  abounds, 
are  moft  liable  to  inteitine  Motion  ; 
and,  if  it  makes  its  efcape,  leaves 
them  in  that  State  we  call  Cornip- 
tion.  This  often  happens  m  animal 
and  vegetable  Subftances  j  but  Mme- 
rals  have  fo  very  little  of  it  in  their 
Compofldon,  that  they  are  not  by 
jnuch  fo  fubjed  to  change.

it  mioft  aboimds,  we  find  it  preferyes 
them  witliout  much  Change  thro  all 
the  Seafons  of  the  Year.  It  is  very 
hard  to  affirm  a  Poflibility  of  pro- 
curing this  without  a  Mixture  of  o- 
ther  Sortments  i  for  in  the  lighter 
Oils  of  Vegetables,  as  Rofemary, 
Lavender,  and  the  like  j  they  ap- 
per  to  have  a  Mixture  of  Spirit,  or 
volatile  Salt,  by  their  Pungency  j 
and  in  others  drawn  from  Woods, 
as  Guaiacum,  Cinnamon,  &c.  they 
feem  to  bring  over  with  them  Salts 
of  a  grofler  and  more  folid  Nature, 


Wi^at  paiGTes  under  this  Name  m     which  makes  them  fpecifically  hea-» 


pharmacy  cannot  with  any  Strift 
nefs  be  deemed  a  Principle,  both  as 
it  IS  of  dllxerent  Kin.ds^  as  the  bo- 
dies from  wbich  it  is  produced  dif- 
fer ;  and  as  it  is  in  neither  to 
be  drawn  entirely  uncompounded. 
There  are  three  very  different  forts 
under  this  Denomination  :  the  firft 
is  the  Spirit  o£  Animals,  as  what  Is 
procur'd  from  Hartfhorn.  This  feems 
to  be  Salts,  moft  capable  of  Exal- 
tation, wrapped  up  in  a  fmall  Por- 
tion of  Phlegm.  The  fecond  is  the 
infiammable  Spirit  of  Vegetables ,  and 
what  is  procured  by  the  help  of  Ter- 
mentation.  This  feems  m  a  great 
paeafure  to  be  a  very  fubtile  Oil, 
blended  with  a  fmall  Portion  of  vo- 
latile Salts.  The  laft  is  what  is  forced 
from  Vinegar,  Vitriol,  and  fuch  like 
acid  Siibfiances  j  which  feem  to  be 
ficthing  el^e  but  very  acid  pungent 
Salts,  put  in  Fudon  by  Tire,  and  fet 
floating  in  a  fmall  quantity  oi  Phlegm. 
Sulphur  or  Oil  is  ve:y  foft  and 
miftiious,   and  the

yier  than  Water. 

Under  the  Denomination  of  Salt 
is  to  be  underftood  moft  of  that 
which  gives  Solidity  to  Bodies,  is 
dill<:>lvablc  in  Water,  and  affefts 
the  Tafte  v/ith  a  peculiar  Pungency. 
But  thei'e  are  three  diftind  Sorts 
which  pafs  under  thi$  Name  in  Me- 
dicine .;  -  the-Jixed,  the  volatile,  and 
the  ejfential ;  the  fixed  is  what  re- 
.  mains  after  Calcination,  and  is  procu- 
red by  difTolving,  the  faline  Parts  of 
tlie  Afhes  in  ho't  Water,  and  evapo- 
rating it  until  the  Salt  is\t£t  dry  at 
the  bottom  ;  for  that  will  not  rife 
in  Vapour.  This  is  call'd  in  the 
Shops  a  lixivious  Salt  5  and,  it  is 
feared,  is  more  owing  to  the  Fire 
for  its  Qiialities,  than  the  Plant  'tis 
produced  from  :  and  therefore  m 
the  room  of  all  of  this  kind,  which 
are  in  the  Shops  titled  the  Salts  of 
fuch  peculiar  Plants,  fome  with  very 
good  reafon  fubftitute  Salt  of  Tar- 
ta '.  But  this  will  be  better  under- 
ftood, when  we  conie'to  coniider 
thofe  Parts  of  the  Materia  h.ledic^„ 
which  are  to  be  managed  '  y  Cal- 
cination. The  Volatih  is  v/i^.at  x-i- 
fily  palTes  over  the  Heln

as  tne 
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Salt  of  Animals.  The  Ejfential  Salt 
is  tliat  which  is  obtain'd  by  cryftal- 
Jization  from  the  Juices  of  Plants  j 
.and  this  is  of  a  Nature  between  the 
other  two,  and  may  moft  properly 
be  tcrm*d  effential,  having  no  Force 
u(td  in  its  Produftion. 

If  there  be  in  a  ftrift  {tn^Q  any 
iiich  things  as  a  Principle^  Salt  is  fo  j 
but  then  it  muft  be  that  which  is 
termed  fo0e  Salt,  or,  Sal  Gemms,  : 
for  this  not  only  appears  to  be  the 
plain  Production  of  Nature,  but  to 
be  the  moft  homogeneous  and  un- 
conipounded  Part  Matter  can  be  di- 
vided into.  As  for  the  Differences 
taken  notice  of  between  thofe  which 
pafs  under  the  fame  Denomination, 
jhey  may  be  owing  to  the  different 
■  Contextures  of  thofe  Bodies,  into 
whofeCompofition  they  are  wrouo-Iit 
up,  whether  Vegetable  or  Animal, 

The  firft  Appearance  of  this  is 
in  Springs  and  Rivers,  into  which  it 
is  wafhM  by  fubterraneous  Currents  j 
thence  by  the  Sun  it  is  m  feme  mea- 
sure exhaled  in  Vapour  5  from  whence 
it  returns  again  in  Snow,  Hail,  and 
Dews  :  for  common  Rain-water 
does  not  feem  to  partake  of  it ;  or 
in  very  fmall  Quantities,  forReafbns 
obvious  to  the  Searchers  into  flich 
Caufes,  and  too  long  to  be  explain'd 
here.  JFrom  this  Return,  the  Surface 
of  the  Globe  \s  faturated  with  it  5 
whence  it  reafcends  m  the  Juices  of 
Vegetables,  and  enters  into  all  thofe 
Productions,  as  Food  and  Nouriili- 
ment,  which  the  Creation  fupplies. 

Now  m  the  little  Alteration  this 
receives  bv  its  Entry  into  the  Juices 
of  moft  Plants,  it  \s  again  capable 
of  fhooting  into  Cryflal,  not  great- 
ly unlike  its  primitive  Form  5  but  by 
the  manifold  Comminutions  and  E- 
laborations  it  underq;oes  in  an  Ani- 
mal Body,  it  is  fo  very  far  broke 
^.Vi'i  ^ivi-ie^:!,  as  to  Dafs  ro;;  n  V:h.tVjs, 
gild   benr  ve/y  i:t:Ie  Jleremalance 
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to  what  it  was  in  its  Origin.  And 
that  what  undergoes  this  mighty  Al- 
teration is  never  reducible  into  its 
original  Form,  may  be  much  owing 
to  the  fulpliurous  Particles  in  which 
it  wraps  it  felf,  in  its  Paffage  thro 
Animal  Subftances ,  particularly  : 
which  likewife  again  confirms  our 
former  Conjedure,  that  what  palTes 
for  Spirit  as  a  Principle^  is  no  other 
than  a  highly  fubtilized  Salt,  with 
fome  Mixture  of  an  exalted  Sulphur. 

This  Divifion  of  Matter  does  mofl 
abound  with  the  Force  of  Attradion, 
by  reafon  of  the  SoHdity  of  its  Parti- 
cles J  and  therefore  in  Bodies  where 
there  is  much  of  it,  as  there  is  in 
many  M'merals,'&it.y^XQ  prodigionfly 
hard  and  compa<ft,and  almc^  incapa- 
ble of  Decay  or  Alteration  by  Time. 

Phlegm  or  V/ater,  is  the  common 
Vehicle  or  Diluter  of  all  folid  Bo= 
dies  J  and  in  proportion  to  its  Quan- 
tity i\\  any  Mixture,  are  the  other 
more  languid,  or  difabled  in  their 
attractive  Influences,  It  is  much  to 
be  queflion'd  whether  this  can  be 
drawn  by  Diflillation  without  fome 
Mixture  5  that  which  has  the  lead 
muft  come  neareft  to  the  Nature  of 
a  Prmclple  5  and  upon  that  account 
Rain-Water  is  moft  likely  to  afford  it. 
In  fome  Minerals,  where  there  are 
none  of  the  lighter  Sortments,  this 
comes  over  the  Helm  firft  5  as  Hke- 
wife  from  inodorous  Vegetables. 

Earth,  and  as  fome  call  it  Caput 
Mortuum,  is  that  part  of  a  Body 
which  is  left  laft  in  the  Furnace,  and  is 
capable  neither  of  being  rais'd  by  Dif. 
tillation,  nor  diflblved  by  SoUrion. 

Thus  far  have  we  comply 'd  with 
the  udial  PracV'ce  of  Writers  irv  thig 
wav,  in  "zivinsf  fome  Thoughts  iiDon 
the  Principles  or  mixed  Bodies  ;  fo 
far  "s  it  is  hoped  may  be  of  fome 
ufe,  ?,-.  the^e  feveral  Appearances 
c?-m:iz:or?H'  occur  in  r^e  Anahjis 
3f  rr.  -ft  ^:jiXi^.     But  if  the  Reader 

takes 
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takes  up  with  thefe,  and  ajfHgns  to 
ihem  any  imaginary  Properties,  not 
aiiiing  from  the  Figure  and  Bulks 
of  their  fevei'al  Particles,  he  will  be 
carry 'd  into  Obfcutity  and  Confii- 
fion.  What  has  long  perplex'd  Per- 
sons about  Alkalies  and  Acids,  will 
eafily  appear  fo  groundlefs  and  ri- 
^culous,  to  any  one  but  tolerably 
grounded  in  the  foregoing  Theory, 
that  it  would  be  mifpending  Time, 
to  intermeddle  m  the  Debate  :  For 
fuch  a  one  will  fbon  difcern  how  far 
thofe  Terms  may  be  allow'd,  and 
wherein  they  are  abufed,  m  ftirring 
up  Contention  among  thofe  who 
neither  underftand  one  another,  nor 
themfelves.  But  as  we  have  a  great 
deal  of  Light  in  this  once  intricate 
Affair,  from  fome  excellent  Hints  of 
Sir  Ifaac  Newton,  we  ihali  clofe  this 
Section  with  a  literal  Tranfcription 
.thereof,  as  it  was  firft  printed  in  the 
fecond  Volume  of  Dr.  Harrises  Lexi- 
con Technicum. 

The- Particles  of  Acids  are  of  a 
-fi^ze  grofTer  than  thofe  of  Water,  and 
therefore  lefs  volatile  j  but  much 
imalier  than  thofe  of  Earth,  and 
therefore  much  lefs  fixed  than  they. 
They  are  endu'd  wi^th  a  great  attract 
live  Force ;  in  which  Force  their  Ac- 
tivity confifls,  and  thereby  they  alio 
affeft  and  flimulate  the  Organ  of 
Tafte,  and  diilblve  fuch  Bodies  as 
they  can  come  at  :  They  are  of  a 
middle  Nature,  between  Water  and 
terrejlrial  Bodies,  and  attrad  the 
particles  of  both. 

By  this  attra6ii-ve  Force  they  get 
about  the  Particles  of  Bodies,  whe- 
ther they  be  of  a  metallic  or  fioryy 
Nature,  and  adhere  to  them  moil 
clofely  on  all  fides- ;  fo  that  they 
can  be  fcarce  feparated  from  them  by 
J^i/ldlation  or  Sublimation  i  when 
they  are  attracted  and  gathered  toge- 
ther about  the  Particles  of  Bodies, 
they  raifej  disjoin,  and  fhake  then^ 


from  one  another  j    that  is,   they 
dilTolve  thofe  Bodies. 

By  the  attr active  Force  alfo,  by 
whicli  they  rufh  towards  the  Parti- 
cles of  Bodies,  they  move  the  Fluid 
fo  as  to  excite  Heat  j  and  they  Ihake 
afunder  fome  Particles,  fo  much  as 
to  turn  them  into  Airy  and  generate 
Bubbles.  And  this  is  the  reafon  of 
Dtjfoltition  in  ail  violent  Ferment a-^ 
fion  i  and  in  all  Fermentation  there 
is  an  Acid  haunt  or  fufpreffed, 
which  coagulates  h\  Precipitation^, 
Acids  alfo  by  attrafting  Water,  as 
much  as  they  do  the  Particles  of  Bo* 
dies,  occafion  that  the  diffolved  Par- 
ticles do  readily  mingle  with  Water, 
or  fwim  or  float  in  it,  after  thd 
manner  af  Salts. 

And  as  this  Globe  of  Earth,  by 
the  Force  of  Gravity,  attracting  Wa->- 
ter  more  ftrongly  than  it  doth  ligh- 
ter Bodies,  caufes  thofe  lighter  Bo- 
dies to  afcehd  in  the  Water,  and  to 
go  upwards  from  the  Earth  -,  fo  the 
Particles  of  Salts,  l^y  attracting  the 
Water,  do  mutually  avoid  and  re- 
cede from  one  another,  as  far  as 
they  can,  3hd  fo  are  diffufed  thro 
the  whole  Water, 

The  Particles  of  Sal  Alcali  diO 
confifl  of  earthy  3.ndacid  united  to- 
gether after  the  fame  manner  5  but 
thefe  Acids  have  fb  great  ia  attrac- 
tive Force,  that  they  cannot  be  fe- 
parated from  the  Salt  by  Fire  ;  they 
do  alfo  precipitate  the  Particles  of 
Metals  dilfolved  in  Menftrua,  by 
attracting  from  the  acid  Particles, 
which  before  diilblved  them,and  kept 
them  fufpended  in  the  Menflruum, 
If  thefe  acid  Particles  be  join'd  with 
earthy  ones,  m  but  a  fmall  quan- 
tity, they  are  fo  clofely  retain'd  by 
them,  as  to  be  quitefuppreiTed,  and 
hidden  as  it  were  by  them  ;  ^o  that 
they  neither  ftimulate  the  Organ  of 
Senfe,  nor  attraft  Water,  but  com- 
pofe  Bodies  which  are  not  ^cid,  i.  e. 

fat 
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fat  and  fubtlle  Bodies  j  fuch  as  a?2    it  on  fo  far  fometimes,  as  to  the 


Merxurius  pulc'ts,  common  Brim^ 
flon^i  Luna  corner,  and  Copper  cor- 
iroded  by  Mercury,  fMmate. 

From  the  attra^ive  Force  in  thefe 
jlcid  Pai'ticles  thus  fupprefled,  ariftss    .do  at  long  run  ^finuate  themfelves 
that  univerfal  property  of  almoft  all    into  the  leaft  Intetftices  that  lie  be- 


PtitrefaSlion  of  the  Compound  ; 
which  Putrefatiion  arifes  hedce. 
That  the  acid  Particles,  which  have 
a  long  time  kept  up  the  Fermentation, 


ftt  Bodies,  that  they  adhere  or  ftick 
to  others,  and  ar«  eafily  inflam- 
mable, if  the  heated  acid  Particles 
meet  with  other  Particles  of  Bodies 
in  Fume  j  which  the  Jlcld  attracts 
more  ftrongly  than  it  doth  the  Par- 
ticles to  which  it  is  united.     And 


tween  the  Particles  of  the  fii-ft  Com- 
pofition  J  and  fo  intimately  uniting 
with  thofe  very  Particles,  do  pro- 
di^e  a  new  Mixture  or  Compound, 
which  cannot  fall  back  again  into  the 
fame  Form. 

Having  thus  gone  thro  the  necef- 


thus  the  Acidy  v^hich  lies  fuppreifed    fary   Pr<zcogmta   to   our   Work,  it 
in   fulphureous   Bodies,    by  more    feems  moft  methodical  next  to  give 


ftrongly  attrading  the  Particles  of 
other  Bodies  {earthy  ones,  for  in- 
ftance)  than  its  own,  promotes  a 
gentle  Fermentathn,  produces  and 
cherifhes  natural  Heat,  and  carries 


fomc  account  of  the  mofl:  remarka- 
ble Operations  that  are  made  ufe  of 
in  Pharmacy ;  which  will  not  fo  na- 
turally, m  the  Work  it  (elf,  come 
under  any  diftind  Head. 


SECT.    II. 

Of  Trituration. 


THIS  is  chiefly  employ'd  to 
reduce  hard  Subftances  to  fine 
Pouders,  either  by  the  Mortar,  or  by 
way  of  Levigation  upon  a  Marble, 
There  is  little  Difficulty  in  this, 
befides  the  Labour,  but  what  is 
obvious  to  every  Tyro  j  only  one 
general  Caution  is  not  amifs  here  to 
be  incuIcated,to  obviate  the  Mifchiefs 
and  Inconveniences,  which  thro  In- 
advertency or  Hafte  frequently  hap- 
pen in  the  pradical  Shops  :  which 
is,  that  whatfoever  is  pouder'd,  the 
whole  Ingredient  or  Ingredients, 
with  ail  their  Parts  to  be  ufed,  fhould 
pafs  the  Sieve,  aud  be  all  mixed  e- 
cuaily  together,  before  any  is  ufed  ; 
for  thro  negieft  of  this,  feveral  Me- 
dicines, which  come  under  this  Ma- 
nngement,  v/ill  be  in  their'  different 


Parts,  of  different  EfEcacies ;  ac-s 
cording  as  that  part  of  moft  Virtue, 
being  more  or  lefs  friable,  may  pafs 
thro  firft,  which  will  make  thae 
much  too  ftrong  j  or  remain  behind, 
to  the  fame  Prejudice.  In  Compo- 
iitions  likewife  of  Ingredients  of  difi 
ferent  Textures  and  Coheflons,  fome 
run  thro  much  fooner  than  others  j 
fo  that  there  is  an  abfolute  NeceflTty 
of  mixing  the  whole  carefully,  afteif 
*tis  all  pafled. 

This  Admonition  may  appear 
need! efs  in  fo  obvious  a  Matter  5 
but  I  have  often  found  great  Mif- 
chiefs  from  a  Negleft  herein,  efpe- 
cially  in  the  poudering  fuch  things 
as  Jalap,  Ipecacuanhay  and  the  like, 
whofe  Virtues  lie  in  the  more  re- 
flnous   Parts  i    which  3    being   the 

moft 
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•Tiioft  biitde,  break  in  the  Mortar, 
and  pafs  the  Sieve  firft.  And  nothing 
is  more  common  in  fuch  things  than 
'to  put  at  once  into  the  Mortar  two  or 
three  times  the  quantity  of  what  pre- 
fent  Vl^^  calls  for ;  which  perhaps  is 
only  a  Dofe  juft  then  to  be  mcide  lip, 
<?r  enough  to  fill  a  fmall  Glafs,  which 
ftands  to  be  in  readinefs  :  whereby 
•  the  firll  Patients  are  overdofed,  and 
the  latter  by  having  only  the  woody 
and  fibrous  Part  of  the  Ingredient, 
are  cheated  in  their  Expeftations. 

Trituration  has  a  great  fiiare  '^^ 
fome  Inftances,  in  raifing  or  de- 
prelHng  the  Efficacy  of  what  comes 
under  its  Management.  For  m 
grinding,  all  thofe  Bodies  whofe  Ef. 
iicacy  confifls  much  in  the  peculiar 
Shape  and  Points  of  their  compo- 
nent Parts,  the  more  and  finer  they 
arc  broke,  the  lefs  will  they  ope- 


rate :  thus  may  Calomel  be  render'd 
much  gentler,  and  made  capable  of 
being  given  in  much  larger  quantities, 
only  by  long  rubbing  in  a  Glafs  Mor- 
tar :  for  the  continual  Triture  has 
tlie  fame  EfFed  upon  it,  as. repeated 
Sublimation,  which  is  only  breaking 
of  the  faline  Spicula  more  and  more, 
until  it  becomes  alinoft  plain  Mer- 
cury. But  in  rellnous  Subflances, 
particularly  thofe  which  are  purga- 
tive, as  Jalap,  Scammony,  &c.  the 
finer  the  Pouder  they  are  reduced 
■into,  the  greater  is  likely  to  be  their 
Efficacy  :  as  the  Senfe  which  the 
Stomach  and  Bowels  have  of  them, 
is  in  proportion  to  their  Conta£ts  : 
therefore  the  more  the  fame  Quan- 
tity is  divided,  the  further  will  it  dif- 
fuse it  felf  and  velHcate  the  Fibres ; 
that  is,  in  other  woi'd5,  it  will  work 
the  more. 


SECT.     III. 


Of  Calcination. 


TH I S  is  fuch  a  Management  of 
Bodies  by  Fire,  as  renders  them 
reducible  to  Pouder,  and  is  for  that 
reafon  termed  Chymlcal  Pulveriza- 
imi.  This  Operation  is  mofl  con- 
cern'd  in  the  Chymical  Pharmacy, 
and  is  feldom  performed  without 
Melting  or  Fufion  ;  being  chiefly 
cmploy'd  about  ^alts  and  Metals  : 
it  will  be  therefore  convenient  to  un- 
derftand  how  it  is  brought  about, 
that  fuch  Bodies  are  melted  or  fufed, 
which  is  much  the  fame  thing ;  or 
Jiow  from  Solids  they  are  render'd 
Fluids.  To  which  purpofe  it  is  ne- 
ceilary  to  recoiled,  from  what  has 
been  laid  down  in  the  Introduction, 
fome  Thoughts  concei'ning  Solidity 
and  Fluidity, 


The  Solidity,  Hardnefs,  orForc€j^ 
by  which  the  Parts  of  any  Body  re- 
fifl  Separation,  arifes  from  the  jnu- 
tual  Cohefion  of  its  component 
Parts  ;  which  Cohefion  is  but  a  ne- 
cefTary  Confequence  of  that  attrac- 
tive Power  refiding  m  all  Matter. 
Now  the  attractive  Force^  as  it  is 
flrongeft  at  the  Point  of  Contad, 
is  the  Caufe  that  the  Cohefion  of 
all  Bodies  is  in  proportion  to  the 
Number  of  Points  they  touch  one 
another  in  :  fo  that  thofe  Particles 
which  have  leafl  Solidity  in  propor- 
tion to  their  Surfaces,  altho  they  at- 
tradl:  the  leaft  at  a  diftance,  yet  when 
they  touch,  they  cohere  the  moft 
flrongly.  But,  for  the  contrary  rea- 
fon, where  the  Cohefion  is  fmall,  as 
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in  rphericalBodieSjWhofe  Superficies     difunire,  Mmerals  (iower,  n.nd  Me- 


can  only  touch  in  a  Point,  their  Par- 
ticles eafily  give  way  to  every  Im- 
jiulfe  :  and  whenever  they  are  fet  in 
tnotion,  whether  by  Nature  or  Art, 
fluidity  takes  place  ;  and  how  this 
jiiay  be  efFeded  by  Fire,  'tis  not 
difficult  to  conceive.  Whilft  the 
Particles  of  fire,-  by  their  Activity 
and  Force,  infinuate  themfelves  in- 
to the  Subftance  to  be  melted,  they 
fb  divide  and  break  it,  that  there  is 
a  much  lefs  Contad  of  Parts,  iind 
of  courfe  a  weaker  Cohefion,  And 
this  Cohejion  may  ftill,  by  a  Con- 
tinuance of  the  fame  Caufe,  and 
by  further  diminifhing  the  Degree  of 
Ccntad,  be  fo  far  weaken'd,  as  to 
render  it  infufficient  to  keep  the  com- 
ponent P?.:ts  clofe,  or  prevent  them 
ii'om  rolling  over  one  another,  that 
is,  turning  the  Body  into,  a  Fluid. 

From  the  ^.arefa-^ion,-  which  is 
remarkable  in  the  Fufion  of  thefe 
Subftances,  it  is  evident  that  thefe 
Parts  may  be,  and  adually  are  divi- 
ded and  Separated  rrom  one  another 
by  Fire.  '  For  unlefs  the  Fire  gain'd 
admiffion  between  their  component 
Parts,  ic  far  as  to  force  them  a 
greater  <diftance  from  one  another, 
and  thereby  leflen  their  Contafts  j 
there  could  be  no  Reafon  aflign'd 
for  their  expanding  themfelves  into 
a  larger  compafs.  For  Experience 
teaches  that  a  Plate  of  Iron  by  be- 
ing made  red-hot,  not  only  increafes 
in  Bulk,  but  in  Length.  The  fame 
is  obfervable  in  cslcining  Copper. 

From  this  Difference  of  Cohefion 
proceeds  all  th:nt  Variety  we  obferve 
in  the  Fufion  of  Bodies  :  for  fuch  as 
have  leafl:  Contact  of  Parts,  fooneft 
give  way  to  the  Fire  ;  andfome  will 
melt  away  by  the  Warmth  of  a  Va- 
pour only,  when  others  which  have 
a  fti'onger  Contaft,  are  not  to  be 
feparated  but  with  difricult)'.  Upon 
this  account  Ve^etahki  very  eafily 


tals  floweft  of  all.  And  of  the  lafl:^ 
thofe  wherein  the  Contad  of  Parts 
is  leaft,  as  in  Lead  and  Tin,  moit 
readily  melt  5  but  thofe  which  are : 
more  compad,  us  Gold  and  Silver, 
are  not  to  be  diiTolv'd  but  by  a  yio" 
lent  Heat, 

Now  if  the  Force  of  Cohefioi^ 
was  proportional  to  the  Quantity  of 
Matter,  or  to  the  Weight  of  the  Bo». 
dy,  we  might  from  Statics  account 
for  all  the  Variety  which  occurs  in  Fu-- 
fion  5  for  by  knowing  the  fpecific 
Gravity  of  a  Body,  we  fhould  thea 
know  what  Force  is  requir'd  to  meh 
it.  But  becaufe  the  fame  Quantity 
of  Matter  may  be  fo  varioully  dif- 
pos'd,  that  in  one  Body  there  fhali 
be  a  much  ^'eater  Contad  than  in 
another,  tho,  at .  the  fame  timey 
the  Gravity  be  equal,  or  even  lefs  ^ 
therefore  the  Force  of  Cohefion  can- 
not  be  eftimated  by  Gravity  :  which 
is  alfo  confirm'd  by  Experience.  Foe 
Leady  altho  more  ponderous  than  all 
other  Metals  except  Gold^  yet  in  the 
Fire  is  more  eafily  melted  than  an^ 
other.  So  that  it  necefi'aiily  fallows^ 
that  in  this  Metal  there  niufi:  be  a  lefs 
Cohefion,  or  Contad  of  Parts,  how 
much  foever  it  may  exceed  others  in 
the  Quantity  of  its  Matter. 

Bodies,  after  Fufion,  return  again, 
into  a  folid  Mafs,  upon  their  Remo- 
val from  the  Fire,  and  the  CefTation 
of  the  Motion,  which  the  Fire  pro- 
duced ;  becaufe  their  Particles  are 
brought  nearer  to  one  another  by 
their  attradive  Force,  and  fo  com- 
pell'd  to  unite.  Such  as  confift  of 
homogeneous  and  unalterable  Parts, 
as  Wax,  Gumsy  and  the  purer  Ms^ 
tals,  recover  their  priftine  Form  : 
for  when  the  fame  Texture  of  Parts 
remains  in  the  whole  Body,  it  muft 
of  courfe  reaffume  the  fame  Appea- 
rance, when  the  feparSting  Power 
ceafes  to  ad,      But  other  Bodies, 

whofc 
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wliofe  PartSi  vvith  refpeft  to  Denfity 
and  Surface,  are  extremely  different 
fi*oiii  one  another^  fome  being 
carry 'd  off  by  the  Force  of  the  Heat, 
and  others  chan2,'d  as  to  Fi2;ure  or 
Poiition,  niufl  be  forc'd  to  appear 
in  anotiier  form  :  for  they  cannot 
recover  their  original  Phafes,  Un- 
lefs  every  Particle  could  reinftate  it- 
felf  in  that  very  Situation  it  had  be- 
fore i  which  may  be  hinder'd  infinite 
ways,  as  may  eafily  be  experienc'd 
ih  Heterogeneous  Bodies,  fuch  as 
Vegetables,  and  all  Minerals,  ^s 
likewife  the  bafer  fort  of  Metals, 
Thus  every  PluM  is  turn'd  to  A^^es  ^ 
and  Vttfioli  when  all  its  Moiilure 
is  dty'd  away,  becomes  Ghalcan- 
thutn  5  and  CUy<i  by  the  Heat  of 
the  Furnace^  hardens  iiita  Tiles  and 
Bricks. 

Therefore  the  difference  which  is 
6bferv'd,  even  iti  tiotnogeneotts  Bo* 
^\ts,  after  Liquefadion,  h  no  way 
to  be  accounted  for,  but  from  the 
Ghangeablenefs  of  Surface  in  ix^ 
Parts  :  for  thofe  Bodies,  whofe  Parts 
conflantly  retain  tlie  fame  Surfaces,- 
iiever  loie  their  Forffi  j  but  others, 
by  having  the  Sm-faces  of  their  Parts 
Slter^d,  acquire  a  different  Texture, 
and  put  oil  another  Appearance. 

Tluidity  being  in  fliis  manner  ex- 
Jjlain'd,  Cale'matlon  may,  without 
difficulty,  be  underftood  ;  which, 
in  many  Inf^ances,  is  only  the  effed 
of  a  longer  Liquefadiori .  For  when 
the  Fufion  is  longer  continifd,  not 
only  the  more  fubtile  Pafticlesof  the 
Body  itfelf  fly  off,  b«it  the  Particles 
of  the  Fire  likewife  infinullte  thern- 
felves  in  fuch  riiultitudes,  and  are 
io  difpers'd  artd  blended  through- 
out all  its  Subfiartce,  thcit  the  Flui- 
dity, which  was  firfl  caused  by  the 
Kre,  can  no  longer  fubfifV.  From 
this  Union  arifes  a  third  kind  of 
Body,  which  being  very  porous  and 
^mrie,  is  eafily  reduced  to  PoujUr  [

for  the  Fire  having  penetrated  evftry 
where  into  the  Pores  of  the  Body> 
the  Particles  are  both  kept  from  mu- 
tual Contad,  and  divided  into  mi- 
nute Atoms  J  fo  that  they  are  eafily 
reduced  to  the  finefl  Pouder, 

From  the  foregoing  'tis  manifeft, 
that  not  only. the  Parts  of  the  Body 
calcin'd  are  much  broken  and  ra- 
rify'd,  but  that  the  very  Increafe  of 
the  Weight  itfelf  proceeds  from  the 
Fire.  The  Gravity  of  crude  Ltad^ 
if  compared  to  V/aler,  is  as  1 1  |-  to 
I  5  but  that  of  calcined  Lead  is  as  ^ 
to  li  So  the  Proportion  of  calcin'd 
Copper  to  Water,  is  but  5  -j-i  5  but 
that  of  crude  is  8  i.  The  Propor- 
tion of  white  Lead  to  Lead  itfelf 
comes  out  ftill  leis,  i.  e,  fubtriple. 
But  four  Ounces  of  Regulus  of  Anti^ 
I'aoriyi  if  ptit  'm  Fufion  for  an  hour 
aiid  a  half,  will  gain  two  Drams  and 
a  half  5  tho  i\\  the  mean  time  a  mul- 
titude  of  Effluvia  go  off  in.  Vapoun 
Hence  it  appears,  that  the  abfolute 
Gravity  is  increas'd  indeed  by  Calcl^ 
hation,  but  the  Specifkk  is  leffen'd  i 
the  reafon  of  which  is  this.  That 
the  Particles  of  the  Body,  divided  by 
tlie  Fire,  and  feparated  from  mutual 
Comad,  Jtre  diffufed  int-o  a  larger 
Bulk.  Buf  the  Particles  of  Fire,- 
which  are  much  lighter  than  the  cal- 
cin'd Body,  being  every  where  mix'<{ 
with  it,  and  difpers'd  thro  its  Pores, 
leffen  the  fpecific,  and  increafe  the 
abfolute  Gravity. 

But  however  the  Particles  of* 
Bodies  ai'e  divided  and  feparated 
by  Calcination,  fo  as  to  lofe  their 
antient  Appearance  j  yet  many  Me* 
ials,  and  fome  Minerals,  whofe 
Parts  are  moftly  Homogeneous,- 
don't  feem  tc^lofe  their  Nature  with 
their  Form.  For  Gold,  Silver,  and 
(^ickfdverf  cannot  be  fo  defifby*!! 
by  all  the  Calcining  imaginable,  bu^ 
that  they  may  with  very  little  trou- 
ble be  reYiyed,     So  out  of  Salt  of

Tfn,    the  Tin  it  felf  may  be  again    to  be  calcin'd  with  a  Spatula,  or  el/e 


cxtrafted ;  nay,  the  Calx  of  Lead, 
the  moft  impure  of  all  Metals,  re- 
turns with  eafe  into  its  originalForm. 
Thus  too,  not  only  the  Regulusy  but 
the  very  Subilance  of  ^numo?2y, 
may  be  drawn  both  from  the  Calx 
and  Glafs  o^  Antimony.  So  that 
^Calcination  is  but  itnferfi^ly  /pQi-- 
formed  in  fuch  Bodies  j  for  a  great 
many  Particles  feem  to  be  fo  little 
chang'd  and  deftroy'd,  that  as  foon 
as  ever  they  are  let  loofe  from  this 
-artificial  Combination,  they  re^aC- 
fume  their  proper  and  natural  Fi- 
gure. Neither  fhould  we  omit  ta- 
lcing notice  of  what  is  of  the  greateft 
moment  in  Calcination,  That  thofe 
very  Particles,whofe  attractive  Force 
is  ftron^eft,  and  which  contiibute 


mix  it  with  fomething  elfe.  Th* 
Defign  of  both  thefe  Methods  is  to 
make  the  Particles  cohere  lefs  toge- 
ther, and  not  only  to  yield  more 
eafily  to  the  Fire,  but  become  more 
convenient  for  their  intended  Ufes. 

Moft  hitherto  laid  down  has  been 
with  relation  to  Chymiftry  5  for  the 
other  Pharmacy  is  employ'd  veiy 
little  in  this  part,  unlefs  we  reckon 
into  it  the  burning  of  Plants  to 
Afhes,  in  order  to  obtain  their  fixed 
Salts  J  an  Accouiu  of  which  parti- 
cular Operation  may  more  properly

SECT.     IV. 

Of  Fermentation, 


IT  Is  not  very  ea{y  to  irx  the 
Bouridai'ies  of  this  Term,  for 
under  it  feme  are  for  reducing  at- 
moft  all  that  belongs  to  Phyfick  : 
as  \t  will  therefore  be  fufEcient  to 
the  prefent  Purpofe,  this  Difcourfe 
fhall  only  confider  that  Inteftine 
Motion  of  Bodies,  which  is  to  be 
met  with  in  Pharmacy --  either  in  the 
making  and  exalting  the  Efficacy  of 
a  Medicine, .  or  in  caufing  its  Decay 
'and  Deftruction* 

In  this  View  what  firfl:  offers,  iS 
to  account  for  the  Fei'mentation  of 
Vegetables  and  their  Juices,  and  the 
manner  whereby  their  Medicinal  Ef- 
'iicacies  may  be  exalted  by  fuch  Pro- 
cefs  5  which,  asit  confifts  generally 
in  difengaging  and  feparating  the 
fineft  and  moft  fpirituous  Parts,  we 
cannot  have  a  better  Idea  of  all  that 
comes  under  this  Part  of  Pharmacy, 
than  by  underftanding  what  con- 
cerns the  procuring  a  fpirituous  Li- 
quor from  Corn. 

In  the  Grain  it  felf  muft  lie  the 
Materials  of  the  fpirituous  Part, 
becaufe  nothing;  elfe  \?>  concern'd 
in  it  but  >5^ater  :  to  this  pui*- 
pofe  therefore  it  is  foaked  juff  fo 
long  in  a  Ciftern  of  Water,  as  is 
fuflicient  to  loofen  or  open  its 
natural  Texture  ;  after  which  it 
is  thrown  in  a  heap,  where  it  h 
fuffer'd  to  lie,  till  by  the  Motion 
of  Its  more  fine  and  volatile  Parts, 
it  begins  to  heat  and  fhoot  out,  as 
in  Vegetation.  Eut  to  confine 
thefe  Parts  from  not  frying  off  by 
too  long  a  Continuance  of  fuch  in- 
teftine Motion,  it  is  thrown  abroad 


thinner,  and  exposM  more  and  mofe^ 
to  the  Air,  till  it  contracts  almofl  a 
Drynefs,  which  U  finifh'd  by  the 
Kiln,  all  its  Parts  being  mafntain'c! 
together  j  tho  its.  fuch  a  lax  Condi- 
tion, as  to  open,  and  unite  with  the 
utmoft  eafe  with  warm ;  and  hot 
Water  :  for .  by  the  Sweetnefs  and 
Confifteilc^  of  the  Wort,  as -it  is 
call'd  afterward,  and  the  Lightnef^ 
of  the  Grains,  being  reduc'd  tc> 
mere  Husk,  it  is- plain  that  the  whole 
Subftance  of  the  Kernel  is  mixed 
with  the  Liquor. 

Aft&i  this  Appafatusy  tofinlfhthd 
Procefs,  and  raife  from  it  a  ftrong 
Spirit,  the  reft  is  done  by  Fermenta' 
tion  ;  which,  how  procur'd,  is  need- 
lefs  to  go  over  particularly,  as  known 
to  every  one  already  :  but  how  fuch 
irttefline  Motion  is  mechanically  ef- 
feded,  and  how  it  brings  forth  fuch 
a  Spirit,  may  be  conceived  in  this 
manner,  efpecidlly  if  the  Reader  be 
acquainted  with  thefe  Propofitions/ 
which  are  demonflrated  in  Hydros 
Jiatics,

lid  Bodies  immerfed  m  a  Fluid  fpe- 
cifically lighter,  and  the  lighter  Parts 
as  fuch  Bodies  in  a  Fluid  fpecifically 
heavier  ;  as  it  has  been  already  de- 
monflrated,  that  the  component 
Parts  of  all  Fluids,  fepai'ately  confi- 
der'd,   are  folid. 

This  Liquor  therefore, call 'd  Wort^ 
or  a  Beto5iion  of  Malt,  may  be  ccn- 
fider'd  as  fuch  an  heterogeneous 
Fluid,  whofe  Parts  cannot  but  be  in- 
terchanging in  their  Pofitions,  until 
each  has  obtain'd  fuch  an  Elevation 
as  correfponds  to  its  proper  Gravi- 
ty 5  but  left  this  alone  fhould  fail  of 
the  Intention, by  not  being  fufficient 
to  break  thofe  Molecuh  and  Vifci- 
^kits  which  entangle  the  fpirituous 
Parts,  and  likewife  to  prevent  their 
flying  off  at  the  Surface,  fome  Por- 


Moderate  Warmth  much  haftens 
this  Operation,  becaufe  it  aflifls  in. 
opening  the  Vifcidities  in.  which 
fome  fpirifuous  Parts  may  be  entan* 
gled,  and  unbends  the  Spring  of 
the  included  Air,  which  cannot  but 
much  contribute  to  the  Rarifaction 
-and  Comminution  of  the  whole* 
The  vifcid  Parts,  which  are  raifed 
to  the  top,  not  only  on  account  of 
their  own  Lightnefs,  but  by  the 
continual  Efforts  and  Occur fions  of 
the  Spirit  to  get  uppermoft,  fiiew

This  Subftance,  term'd  Barm  or 
Yeajiy  confifls  of  a  great  quantity  of 
fubtile  fpirituous  Particles,  wrapped 
Dp  in  fuch  as  are  vifcid  j  now  when 
this  is  mix'd  with  fuch  a  Liquor,  it 
cannot  but  much  contribute  to  that 
inteftine  Motion,  which  is  occafion'd 
by  the  Intercourfe  and  Occurfions 
of  Particles  of  different  Gravities,  as 
the  fpirituous  Parts  will  be  continu- 
ally flriving;  to  get  up  to  the  Surface, 
and  the  vifcid  ones  continually  re- 
tardina:  fuch  Afcent,  and  preventing 


Still. 

What  has  been  faid  of  this  Pro- 
cefs,  may  give  fufKcient  Light  into 
all  that  concerns  fermenting  Vege- 
tables, or  other  Subftances,  in  or- 
der to  draw  out  their  Medicinal  Ef- 
ficacies J  and  hence  likewife,  from 
the  natural  Textures  and  Cohefions 
of  Bodies,  we  may  know  how  to  ma- 
nage them  i  for  thofe  of  a  loofsir 
Texture  will  require  the  lead  open« 
ing  by  fuch  means.  But  the  greateft 
ufe  of  this  Theory  will  be,  to  inftru£b 
us  what  Parts  of  the  Materia  medica 


their  Efcape  :    fo  that  by  thefe  two     are  moft  properly  brought  under  this 

C  Pro  cefs  5 
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Procefs  5  and  alfo  how  fuch  intef- 
tine  Motion  does  in  fome  things 
defti'oy  the  Virtues  :  for  as  by  fome 
Medicines  an  Intention  is  aimed  at, 
which  is  not  to  be  anfwer'd  but  by 
their  being  fpirituous,  in  the  fenfe 
we  have  been  fpeaking ;  whereas  in 
Others,  the  direct  contrary  Properties 
are  requir'd  j  in  fuch  cafes  therefore, 
when  by  any  adventitiousCaufe  thofe 
Medicines  ferment,  their  Virtues  are 
deftroy'd,  and  therefore  they  lliould 
never  be  admin ifter'd  ;  as  feveral 
EleSluar'ies  and  Syrups,  for  inftance, 
which  by  Fermentation,  from  too 
great  an  accidental  Warmth,  or  too 
thin  a  Confiftence,  lofe  their  intend- 
ed Efficacies,  and  turn  to  a  Tertium 
^luid,  quite  foreign  to  the  original 
Purpofe  of  the  Compofition  :  as 
will  better  appear  from  the  follow- 
ing part  of  this  Explication. 

There  are  feveral  other  Species  of 
Fermentation  j  but  what  elfe  con- 
^cerns  us  at  prefent  of  this  kind,  may 
be  bell:  taken  from  the  fame  Author, 
whom  we  have  hitherto  made  our 
chief  Guide  in  the fe  Enquiries  ^  who, 
to  account  for  thofe  more  violent 
Commotions,  which  occur  in  the 
Chymical  Pharmacy,  fiippofes  the 
Particles,  which  contribute  thereun- 
to, to  be  Elafiic. 

For  Particles,  which  are  entirely 
Elafiic,  recede  from  one  another, 
after  they  have  met,  with  the  fame 
Celerity  they  had  before  they  met. 
In  Particles  therefore  of  this  kind,  a 
new  degree  of  Motion  will  be  ac- 
C|uir'd  after  every  Shock,  and  the 
Conflift  will  therefore  be  more  vio- 
lent ;  fo  that  at  length  their  Moment 
will  be  fo  great,  as  to  break  and 
deftroy  the  hardeft  Bodies.  And 
fince  this  Force  of  Elafiicity  is  at- 
tended with  that  of  Attra^ion  too, 
the  Motion  will  increafe  to  a  greater 
degree  j  for  the  Impetus  of  a  Parti- 
cle, which  is  refle^ed  agaiiift  ano* 


ther  endu'd  with  an  attractive  Force, 
is  continually  augmented  by  the  Re- 
percujfton.  Particles  thus  agitated, 
endeavour  to  drive  out  and  exclude 
all  the  Air,  which  is  contain'd  in 
their  Pores  ;  and  the  Air  being  ra- 
rify'd  by  this  CoUifion,  fo  that  it 
cannot,  upon  account  of  its  Levity, 
keep  its  former  place,  carries  up 
with  it  thofe  Globules  of  Water 
which  enclosed  it,  to  the  Surface,  and 
there  forms  Bubbles  :  which  is  well 
illuftrated  in  the  following  Experi- 
ment. If  you  put  Filings  of  Steel, 
after  you  have  poured  Water  and  Oil 
of  Vitriol  upon  them,  into  an  Air' 
Pump,  when  the  external  Ak  is  gra- 
dually exhaufting,  all  the  Air  con- 
tain'd within  the  Pores  of  the  Steel 
and  Water,  will  burft  out  with  fuch 
a  Force,  as  not  only  to  raife  a  pro- 
digious Frotii  on  the  Surface  of  the 
Liquor,  biit  even  to  drive  the  Li- 
quor over  the  Brim  of  the  Glafs. 

If  this  Motion  increafes  to  a  very 
high  degree,it  caufes  Tin  Ejfervefcency 
and  Heat,  which  confifts  of  nothing 
elfe  but  a  more  rapid  Motion  and 
mutual  Attrition  of  the  Parts.  And 
that  we  may  the  better  conceive 
this,  let  us  examine  how  an  Ejfer' 
ziefcency  is  produc'd,  by  mixing  dif. 
ferent  Liquors,  as  Water  and  Oil  of 
Vitriol.  In  this  Oil  there  is  fuch  an 
abundance  of  Salt  (as  is  evident  from 
its  Gravity)  that  they  feem  to  be 
plac'd  clofe  to  one  another  j  and 
upon  this  account,  becaufe  the  At- 
tra£fion  is  diffus'd  equally  every 
way,  they  continue  as  it  were  in  an 
Equilibrium  :  but  when  the  Water  is, 
poured  upon  it,  the  Contact  or  the 
Salts  is  taken  away,  and  the  Attrac- 
tion becomes  unequal.  Thefe  Salts, 
according  to  their  natural  Propenfi- 
ty,  ftrive  to  unite  again  ;  and  fince, 
by  reafon  of  the  quantity  of  Mat- 
ter they  contain,  they  attraft  one 
another  more  th^  they  do  Water,

SECT.    V, 

Of  T>igeJiion, 


BY  Blgefiim  is  underftood  that 
Solution  of  Bodies,  which  is 
made  by  MenJirimmSy  with  the  Af- 
iiftance  of  Pire,  and  differs  from 
Solution  in  little  elfe  than  its  requi- 
ring fuch  an  Afliftant. 

To  explain  the  Nature  of  Digef- 
tion,  it  is  neceflary  to  fliew  how  tlie 
Particles  of  Bodies,  extraded  by  this 
Procefs,  can  be  diffus'd  every  way, 
and  fuftaia'd  m  the  Menflriium.- 
And  this  the  more  deferves  to  be 
accounted  for,  becaufe  thefe  folid 
Particles  have  not  the  fame  fpecific 
Gravity,  as  the  Liquors  \\\  which 
they  fvt'im  r  for  there  can  be  no 
<|ueftion  made  about  thofe,  whofe 
Specific  Gravity  is  the  fame  as  that 
of  the  Menflrimm  5  \t  being  evident 
from  HydrofiaticSy  that  thefe  are 
>j)refs*d  as  much  as  the  Parts  of  the 
Tluid,  and  retain  whatever  Pofition 
they  are  put  into  i  but  when  they 
happen  to  be  fpecifically  heavier  or 
lighter,  it  is  not  fo  eafy  to  appre- 
hend how  they  can  be  fuflainM  and 
fufpended.  And  tliis  is  what  we 
fhall  endeavour  more  fully  to  illuf- 
trate  and  make  out. 

Tho  the  Nature  of  a  perfedly 
fluid  Body  be  fuch,  that  the  Par- 
ticles, which  conftitute  it,  do  very 
readily  give  way  upon  the  fmalleft 
Impulfe,  and  recede  from  one  ano- 
ther ;  yet  there  is  found  in  mofl:  Li- 
quors fome  degree  of  Tenacity  j  and 
from  hence  arifes  fuch  a  Cohesion  of 
Jarts,  as  cannot  be  broken  without 


fome  Force.     And  tho  indeed  this 
Force  of  Cohefion  in  Liquors  feems 
to  be  but  litde  or  none  at  all,  when 
compared  with  what  we  experience 
in  Solids,    yet  we  find  it  can  make 
fome  Refiftance,     And  as  the  Force 
in  Liquors  is  either  ftronger  or  wea- 
ker, fo  it  produces  a  Variety  of  Ef^ 
{ed:s,  differing  more  or  lefs  from 
the  Phenomena,  which  would  natu- 
rally flow  from  a  perfect  Fluid.     So 
that  tho  by  the  LaWs  of  H'^drofia-^ 
tics,    every  Corpufcle,    how  fubtile 
foever,  if  put  into  a  Fluid,  which  is 
fpecifically  lighter,  mufl  neceflarily 
fink  to  the  bottom  ;    yet  we  find 
fome  heavy  Bodies,    fuch  as  Gold, 
^c.  when  reduc'd  into  thin  Plates, 
or  Leaves,  will  be  fuftain'd  ii\  Spirit 
of  wine.     This  Force  of  Tenacity^ 
tlierefore,  which  refifts  the  Motion 
of  Bodies  in  a  Fluid,  is  proportional 
to  the  Number  of  Parts  which  are 
to  be  feparated,  or  to  the  Surface  of 
the  Body,    which  we   would  have 
move  in  the  Fluid.    Hence  it  is,  that 
iinct  t\\e  Surf  ace  of  a  Body  may  be 
eniarg'd  without  altering  any  thing 
of  its  Gravity,  the  Refinance  of  a 
Jthiid  may  be  fo  augmented,  as  to 
equal  tlie   Force  of  Gravity,  which 
carries  t'ne  Body  downwards.    In  or- 
der to  underftand  this  the  better,  it 
may  not  be  amifs  to  bring  it  to  Cal- 
culation :  Let  there  be,  for  inftance, 
a   Cylinder  of  Gold,  in  which   the 
IDia'/neter  of  the  Bafe  is  juft  an  Inch, 
and  let  us  fuppofe  the  Force  of  Gra-

vity  in  the  Metal  to  be  to  the  Rc- 
fiftance  of  the  Fluid  in  the  Propor- 
tion of  100  to  I.  Now  if  the  Gold 
fliould  be  form'd  into  another  Cy- 
linder whofe  Bafe  is  ten  Inches  Dia- 
meter, then  the  Surface  of  this  Cy- 
linder, /Which  touches  the  parts  of 
the  Fluid,  willbe  lOO  times  broader ; 
and  confequently  thenewRefiftance 
which  the  Fluid  m  this  cafe  makes, 
will  be  equal  to  the  Gravity  of  the 
Cold,  and  keep  it  from  finking  : 
therefore,  by  Experiments,  we  may 
eafily  find  what  degree  of  Force 
tJiere  isin  the  Tenacity  of  any  Fluid. 
Let  us  imagine  an  Ounce  of  Lead, 
in  a  Cylindrical  Form,  with  its  Bafe 
dilated,  till  it  will  no  longer  fink  in 
the  Fluid,  whofe  Tenacity  we  enquire 
after.  The  Bafe  of  the  Cylinder, 
thus  dilated,  is  neceflarily  propor- 
tional to  the  Surface  of  the  Fluid, 
whofe  Tenacity  is  equal  to  the 
Weight  of  an  Ounce.  Now  fuppofe 
upon  making  the  Experiment,  the 
Mafs  is  not  obferv'd  to  defcend,when 
theDiameter  of  its  Bafe  is  ten  Inches, 
it  follows  that  that  breadth  of  the  Sur- 
face of  the  Fluid,  which  is  equal  to  a 
Circle  of  ten  Inches  Diameter,  will 
have  a  Tenacity  equal  to  an  Ounce  ; 
and  that  part  of  the  Surface,  which 
is  equal  to  a  Circle  of  an  Inch  Dia- 
meter, will  be  equal  to  -^-  of  an 
Ounce.  Thefe  things  being premis'd, 
we  may  fet  the  whole  Matter  of  Di- 
geflion  in  a  clear  Light.  A  Body,  tho 
fpecifically  heavier  than  the  Fluid  in 
which  it  is  immers'd,  may  be  very 
Well  fuftain'd  by  that  Fluid,  provided 
it  be  reduc'd  into  very  fmall  Particles  j

But  if  Sal  Ar* 
moniac  be  mixed  with  them,  then 
the  Tintiure  is  not  only  extraded 
fooner,  but  made  fl:ronger,  and  fit* 
ter  for  Medicinal  Ufes.  So  that  Vu 
gani^s  Opinion  of  Myrrh  feems  very 
true,  that  little  or  nothing  is  ex- 
traded  in  common  Elixirs  ;  there- 
fore he  took  Myrrh,  and  hung  it  up 
in  a  little  Bag,  with  Salt  of  Tartar, 
till  flich  time  as  it  grew  foft :  for  by 
this  means  it  diiToIves  fooner  in  Spi^ 
rit  of  Wine.  Which  holds  good  in 
extrafting  the  Tindures  of  refinous, 
gummy,  or  glutinous  Bodies  j  for 
the  Salt  of  Tartar  divides  and  loofens 
the  Cohefions  of  their  Parts,  fo  that 
they  are  more  eafily  attracted  by, 
and  join  v/ith  thofe  of  the  Men- 
firuum.      This  Method  of  Viza?ii*s, 


Particles  as  are  lighter  cannot  rife 
up  to  the  Surface  :  For  the  PrefTure 
of  Fluids  being  equal  every  way, 
the  fuperior  Parts  a£t  reciprocally 
on  the  inferior  5  fo  that  the  fame 
Force,  M'hich  keeps  the  heavier  Par- 
ticles from  finking,  will  not  permit 
thofe  which  are  lighter  to  afcend. 

The  Ufe  of  Bigefticn  may  be  un- 
derftood  f-om  the  Word  j  namely, 
to  extrad  the  Particles  of  Bodies, 
which  are  more  volatile  and  freed 
from  the  Terreftrial  ones,  by  a  cer- 
tain Menfirumn,  and  to  mix  them 
intimately  with  ii*  To  this  end  a 
gentle  Fire  is  commonly  ufed,  that 
the  Corpufcles,  which  are  mod  vo- 
Jatile,  may  feparate  as  it  were  of 
their  own  accord  ;  for  a  fierce  Fire 
forces  out  the  'F.ices,  as  well  as  the 
finer  Particles ;  and  if  it  does  not 
abate  the  Strength  of  the  Liquor,  it

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SECT.    VI. 

Of  T>i(folution, 


UNDER  this  Head  fo  much 
of  the  Materia  medica  comes 
to  be  examin'd,  that  we  cannot  be 
too  particular  in  explaining  it.  And 
becaufe  the  Solution  of  Salts  feems 
to  be  as  fimple  an  Operation  as  any 
which  falls  under  this  Head,  we  fliall 
begin  with  that  j  firfl:  examining  from 
what  Caufes  their  conftituent  Parts 
are  fet  in  motion  in  a  Fluid,  and 
then,  howby  means  of  that  Motion 
they  are  feparated  and  diflblv'd. 

This  Motion  therefore  may  very 
well  be  accounted  for,  from  that 
attraHive  Force,  which  has  been 
taken  notice  of  to  be  fo  very  exten- 
iive  in  Natural  Ph'tlofophy ^  that 
there  is  no  kind  of  Matter  in  the 
Univerfe,  but  what  is  fubje£t  to 
h.  We  are  to  obferve  then,  that 
the  Corpufcles  of  Salts,  which  are 
the  moft  fimpie  of  any,  (tho  at  laft, 
when  they  are  left  to  cr^^ftallize, 
they  unite  into  MolecuU  full  of 
Pores)  are  very  minute,  and  for 
their  Bulk  very  fohd  ;  and  therefore 
have  a  very  ftrqng  attraHive  Force, 
which  c&terh  paribus  is  always  pro- 
portional to  the  Quantity  of  Matter. 
Hence  it  comes  to  pafs,  that  the 
Particles  of  Water  are  more  ftrongly 
attraded  hythtfal'me  Particles,  than 
they  are  by  one  another.  The  Par- 
ticles of  Water  therefore  cohering 
but  loofely,  and  being  eafily  mo- 
ved, approach  the  Corpufcles  of 
Salty  and  run  into  Contact  :  and 
the  Motion  of  them  is  quicker  or 
flov/er,  according  to  their  lefs  or 
grearer  diftances  5  the  attra6live 
Force  in  all  Bodies  beini^  ftronaieft 


at  the  point  of  Contad,  as  the 
Mathematicians  have  demonftrated. 
Therefore  if  we  throw  Salt  into 
the  middle  of  a  VelTel  full  of  Wa-. 
ter,  we  fhall  find  the  aqueous  Par- 
ticles, which  are  in  the  middle  of 
the  VelTel,  will  be  iharp  and  pungent 
to  the  Tafte  j  while  the  Water  upon, 
the  fides  of  the  VefTel  continues  al- 
moft  infipid.  So  that  when  fuch  a 
Motion  once  arifes,  the  aqueous  Par- 
ticles are  carry 'd  with  fome  force 
towards  the  Salts  ;  and  the  Moment 
of  them  is  to  be  efliimated,  as  Me^ 
chamcks  teach  us,  from  their  Weight 
and  Celerity  con]un5lly.  By  the 
Force  of  this  Impulfe  they  open 
themfelves  a  PafTage  into  the  Pores 
of  the  SaltSy  which  are  very  nu- 
merous ;  and  at  length  they  fo 
break  and  divide  their  Texture^ 
that  all  Cohefion  of  their  Parts  is 
deftroy'd  :  bein^  therefore  fepara- 
ted, and  remov'd  to  a  convenient 
diflance  from  one  another,  they 
are  difpers'd,  and  float  every  where 
in  the  Water. 

Thus,  from  this  great,  tho  fimple 
and  intelligible  Principle  of  Attrac- 
tion, We  find  this  Operation  accoun- 
ted for.  And  this  we  not  only  der 
duce  by  Reafoning,  but  can  evince 
fi'om  ocular  Demonftration.  For  we 
plainly  fee,  that  when  Sugar  is  put 
into  Water,  the  aqueous  Particles 
rife  up  immediately,  and  by  de- 
grees infinuate  themfelves  into  the 
Parts  of  the  Sugar,  which  are  above 
the  Surface  of  the  Water.  This  at- 
tra6live  Force  is  likewife  demon- 
flrated  from  Oils,  which  are  made 
C  4  pr 
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fer  Deliqmufni  for  by  this  Force 
it  is,  that  they  continiially  abforb 
and  draw  in  the  Moifture  of  the 
Air. 

But  in  the  Sohition  of  thefe  Salts, 
we  meet  with  fome  Variety ;  for  fe- 
veral  of  them,  fuch  as  Nitre,  SalAr- 
tnon'mc,  &c.  require  a  iefs  time  to 
difTolve  them ;  but  others,  fuch  as 
Common  Sdt  and  Vitriol,  a  longer. 
And  there  is  alfo  another  Difference 
in  Salts  j  for  fome  will  diffolve  in  a 
Iefs,  others  in  a  greater  proportion, 
in  the  fame  quantity  of  Water.  So 
that  if  we  would  compare  the 
Weight  between  the  V/ater  and  the 
Salts,  we  fnou'd  find  that  Common 
Salt  diilblv es  but  in  a  half  propor- 
tion. Alum  in  almoft  an  equal,  and 
Sugar  in  a  double.  This  Variety  of 
Solution  does  not  proceed  from  the 
Water,  which  is  perfedly  the  fame 
in  all  thefe  Inftances,  but  from  the 
different  Cohefion  of  the  Salts : 
for  fuch  as  are  of  a  rarer  Texture, 
as  Sugar  feems  to  be,  are  more 
eafily  broken  in  pieces  by  this  intef- 
tine  Motion,  and  fo  melt  in  larger 
quantities. 

That  the  Solution  of  Saks /"^r  De- 
liquium  in  the  open  Air,  is  by  their 
Attraftion  of  the  aqueous  Particles 
from  the  Air,  is  manifeft  from  this 
conftant  Obfervation,  That  nothing 
haftens  this  kind  of  Solution,  more 
than  the  Moifture  of  the  Place  and 
Weather.  Hence  the  Water,  which 
is  thus  contain'd  in  the  Air,  is  the 
occafion  of  the  Increafe  of  Weight 
in  the  Salts,  v/hen  they  are  dlC- 
folv'd  :  fo  that  from  an  Ounce  of 
Salt  of  Tartar,  we  have  two  Ounces 
of  oil.  Juft  fo  likewife  does  Oil  of 
vitriol  gain  ivi  Weight,  when  'tis 
fet  m  the  open  Air,  But  if  Salts 
be  firft  reduc'd  to  Cryftals,  they 
will  hardly  ditfclve  per  Deliquiu/n, 
by  reafon  of  their  greater-  Cohe- 
-fion,  and  confequently  a  ilronger 


Refiftance  to  any  outward  Force, 
And  thofe  Salts  which  are  extraded 
from  the  Alhes  of  Plants,  and  call'd 
Alkalizate,  tho  they  diflblve  in  the 
open  Air  the  eafieft  of  allj  yet  if 
once  cryjlallisi'd,  will  not  melt  but 
with  the  utmofl  difficulty.  But  this 
we  muft  obferve  concerning  thefe 
Solutions,  that  by  application  of  Fire 
they  are  all  perfbrmM  fooner,  arid 
in  larger  quantities.  For  the  igne- 
ous Particles  do  not  only  break  and 
deftroy  the  Cohefion  of  the  Particles 
of  Salt,  but  alfo  increafe  the  Moment 
of  the  aqueous  Particles,  and  by 
that  means  affift  them.  The  fame 
is  to  be  faid  of  any  opher  Motion 
and  Agitation  whatevet. 

'Tis  a  common  Notion,  that  tho 
Water  be  impiegnated  with  one 
Salt,  till  it  can  take  no  more,  yet 
after  that,  it  may  imbibe  fome  of 
another  kind.  This,  as  affirm'd  of 
Salts  in  general,  may  with  good 
reafon  be  doubted.  For  in  the  very 
Experiment  they  here  give  us,  they 
take  for  G;ranted  what  ought  firft  to 
be  prov'd,  while  they  let  the  Water 
lie  a  long  while  upon  the  Salt,  in 
order  to  faturate  the  Solution.  Foi* 
when  the  Solution  has  ftood  a  con- 
fiderable  time,  a  great  part  of  thofe 
Salts,  which  firft  floated  in  the 
Wat^r,  fubfides  and  turns  to  Cryf^ 
tals.  So  that  the  Water  is  fo  far 
from  having  imbibed  all  the  faline 
Paiticles  it  could,  that  if  youfhould 
again  add  more  of  the  fame  kind 
of^  Salt,  it  will  without  any  difficul- 
ty abforb  that  too.  And  if  the  Ex- 
periment be  made  after  this  man- 
ner, why  may  we  not  fuppofe, 
that  it  may  as  well  be  capable  of 
receiving  fome  faline  Particles  of 
another  kind  ?  However,  I  don^t 
deny,  but  it  may  fometimes  hap- 
pen, that  Water,  when  it  can  take 
in  no  more  of  one  kind  of  Salt,  yet 
will  very  readily  admit  fonifi  ot  Au- 
■  other« 
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other,  as   yjt  find   Sugar  will  dif-    the  Cohefion  is  lefTen'd;,  but  the  ^z- 

traCllon  is  increas'd.  Por  a  great 
number  of  Particles  are  hence  ex-

Nor  is  tl"iis  any  ways  inconfiftent 
with  Reafon  :  for  fince  there  is  fuch 


a  Variety  in  the  Cohefion  of  Salts,     ter  more  Urongly.     For  the  fame 


j;he  Water  niuft  naturally  leave  that 
untouch'd  which  is  of  a  more  firm 
Texture,  and  diffolve  and  imbibe 
that  which  is  of  a  more  loofe  one. 
But  it  can  be  hardly  thought,  that 
this  is  ever  the  cafe,  in  thofe  that 
are  of  the  very  fame  Texture.  This 
will  appear  more  clearly  to  us,  if 
w^e  make  a  nicer  Inquiry  into  th? 
Reafon,  why  only  a  determin'd 
quantity  of  Salts  can  be  diilblv'd. 
For  when  a  good  part  of  the  faline 
Body  is  melted  gown  in  the  Wa- 
ter, thofe  Corpufcles,  which  are 
already  difToly'd,  attra^  one  ano- 
ther every  way  5  fo  that  the  rnutual 


reafon  it  is,  that  W^e  beat  the  har- 
der Bodies  into  Plates  5  or  take 
the  Filings  of  tliem,  that  they  may 
be  more  eafily  corroded  by  the 
Acids, 

Ey  thefe  Principles  w^  rn.ay  ac- 
count for  the  Solution  of  all  othe^ 
Bodies  :  to  explain,  which  exadly, 
we  muft  confider  not  only  the  Force 
of  Cohefion,  and  Magintude  of  the 
Pores 3  in  the  Body  to  be  diilolv'd^ 
i)ut  the  i?!^tnefs  to  Motion,  and  the 
degree  of  Power  in  the  Men- 
firuum. 

If  all  thefe  Particulars  could  be 
accurately  deterniin'd   and  fettled.

ger :  when,  in  the  mean  time,  the 
Motion,  which  at  firfi:  was  ftrono- 
upon  the  undilTolv'd  Mafs,  is  fo  bro- 
Jken  and  languid,  that  at  length  it 
quite  ceafes.  For  all  the  Motion, 
which  was  firft  rais'd,  was  owing  to 
the  Difference  which  is  between  the 
attraHive  Force  of  the  Water,  and 
that  of  the  Salt,  Therefore  when 
the  Attraftion  is  equal  on  both  fides, 
the  Motion  muft  ceafe,  and  fo  there 
can  be  no  farther  Solution,  Tliis 
will  make  us  underhand,  why  v/e 
may  ufe  an  indefinite  quantity  of 
Crocus  Metallorum,  in  the  making 
o£Emetick  V/ine  \  for  put  in  as  much 
Pouder  as  you  pleafe,  only  a  certain 
Portion  of  it  will  be  difiblv'd.  Up- 
on this  account,  the  Dofe  of  a  Vo- 
mit is  determin'd,  not  from  the 
quantity  of  the  Crocus,  but  that  of 
the  V/lne. 

Salts  are  commonly  reduc'd  into 
Pouder,  that  they  may  difiolve  mOre 
eafily  3  for  by  that  means,  not  only 


is  obferv'd  i\\  Solutions.  Let  us 
take,  for  inftance.  Water  and  Sprit 
of  Wirie,  whpfe  Natures  are  very 
different  j  for  Salts  will  eafily  dif- 
folve in  the  firft,  becaufe  the  aqueous 
Particles  are  more  ftrongly  attraded. 
by  the  faline  Corpufcles,  than  they 
are  by  one  another  i  whereas  in  Spi- 
rit of  Wine,  which  is  indeed  much 
lighter  than  Water,  but  more  ini-. 
pregnated  with  faline  Particles,  they 
continue  untouch'd.  So  that  the 
Particles  of  the  Spirit,  upon  account 
of  the  Minutenefs  of  their  Bulk,  at- 
trading  one  another  more  ftrongly 
than  they  do  the  Salts,  are  not  able 
to  break  the  Cohefion  of  the  Parti- 
cles of  Salt.  From  the  fame  Caufe 
it  is,  that  the  Feathers  of  Water- 
Fowl,  and  fat  Subftances,  receive 
no  Moifture  when  they  are  put  in- 
to Water.  On  the  contrary,  Spl- 
rlt  of  wine  eafily  difToIves  Ke- 
fins,  which  Water  can  by  no 
means  dp,    the  particles  cf  Kefm 

feem 
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feem  to  be  fo  clofely  united  and 
compaft,  as  to  lea,ve  bitt  very  fmall 
Intei'ftices,  into  which  the  Corpuf- 
cles  of  the  Water  can't  enter,  but 
thofe  of  the  Sftr'it  can  very  eafily, 
becaufe  their  Bulk  is  {q  much  fmal- 
ler. 

Corrojion,  vv^ith  the  Chymijis,  is 
a  Diflblution  of  Bodies,  either  by 
an  Acid  or  Saline  Menfiruum  j    fo 
tliat  what  we  have  already  faid,  will 
afford  us  fome  affiftance  m  explain- 
ing this  too.     This  is  peculiar  to 
Corrojiony  that  it  is  almoft  wholly 
defign'd  for  the  Refolution  of  Bo- 
^dlies  which  are  more  ftrongly  com- 
pared,   fuch  as.  Bones  and  Metals  : 
ib  that  faline  Menjlruums  feem  to 
have  a  very  confiderable  Moment  or 
Force  j  the  Reafon  of  which  it  may 
jfiot  be  amifs  to  trace  out  more  dif- 
tindly.     Thefe   Liquors,    Vi'hether 
uicid   or  Urinous,  are  nothing  but 
Saks  diluted  with  a  little  Phlegm. 
Therefore  thefe  being  folid,  and  con- 
sequently containing  a  confiderable 
Quantity  of  Matter,  do  both  attraft 
one    another   more,  and   are  alio 
more  attraded  by  the  Particles  of 
the  Body,  which  is  to  be  diffolv'd  : 
And  as  their  AttraHions  at  equal 
Diftances  are  proportional  to  their 
Bulks,  ceteris  paribus  -,  fo  when  tiie 
more  fblid  Bodies  are  put  into  fa- 
line  Menjlruumsy  the  AttraH'ton  is 
dftronger  here  than  in  other  Solu- 
tions ;  and  the  Motion,  which  is  al- 
ways proportionable  to  the  Attrac- 
tion,   more  violent.     And  we  may 
eafily  conceive,  how  when  the  Mo- 
tion is  increased  in  this  manner,  it 
fhould  drive  the  Salts,  like  fo  many 
I)arts,  into  the  Pores  of  the  Bodies, 
and  open  and  loofen  the  Coheflon 
of  them,  tho  ever  fo  firm.     And 
we  are  to  obferve  this  in  Corrojion, 
that  the  more  minute  the  Particles 
of  the  Menftruum  are,    they  pene- 
trate the  foonefj  and~wrtli  the  greater 


force.  For  the  Motion,  which  At^ 
tradion  produces,  is  always  greateft 
and  moft  confiderable  in  the  leafl: 
Corpufcles,  and  is  almoft  next  to 
nothing  in  the  large  ones.  For  a 
fmall  Corpufcle  is  carry 'd  with  a 
confiderable  Velocity,  when  a  grea- 
ter, by  reafon  of  its  large  Surface, 
is  often  obftrufted  by  the  ambient 
Fluid,  an4  depriv'd  of  Motion. 
And  there  h  another  Advantage 
gain'd  by  this  Minutenefs  of  the 
Particles  ;  in  that  they  iapproach 
nearer  the  Body  to  be  diffolv'd, 
without  which  the  attraftive  Force 
will  not  be  felt.  Hence  thofe  very 
Salts,  which  diffolv'd  in  Water  will 
hardly  touch  Metals,  yet  if  once 
turn'd  into  Acid  Spirits,  will  eafily 
penetrate  and  diffolve  them.  For  afl 
ter  Dijlillation  not  only  a  lefs  quan- 
tity of  >5^ater  remains,  but  the  fa- 
line  Bodies  are  fo  minutely  divided 
and  broken  by  the  Fire  as  to  make 
them  more  capable  of  being  mov'd 
by  an  attrablive  Force  j  therefore 
fuch  a  dijliWd  Menfiruu/n  is  much 
more  efficacious  than  any  fimple  So- 
lution of  Salt  in  Water. 

What  concerns  the  Solution  of 
Re  fins.  Sulphurs,  Gums,  and  fuch 
like  Bodies  produc'd  from  vegetable 
Subftances,  comes  properly  to  be 
confider'd  under  other  Heads  j  as 
that  of  Digefiion,  and  the  Difference 
of  Menfiruums  :  Only  in  this  place 
we  fliall  juft  take  notice,  that  Gums 
and  vifcous  Bodies  do  not  (6  foon 
diiTblve  in  Spirit  of  Wine  as  in  com- 
mon Water  ;  becaufe  as  their  Co- 
hefions  are  tl:rengthen'd  by  the  large 
Contad  of  the  Surfaces  of  their 
conftituent  Parts,  and  as  Spirit  of 
Wine  confifts  of  very  fmall  Parts, 
which  therefore  flrongly  attrad:  one 
another,  they  are  by  this  means 
unfitted  to  influence  each  other  : 
whereas  a  Particle  of  Water  having  -Vr 
mere  Surface  than   a   Particle  of 

Spirit 
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likewife  fooner  diflblves  thefe  Sub* 
ftances  than  hot,  becaufe  its  Parti- 
cles are  broke  fmaller  by  Heat,  and 


Spirit  of  Wine,  it  touches  a  Parti- 
cle bf  Gum  in  many  more  Points, 
and  therefore  more  forcibly  draws  to 
hy  and  unites  with  it :  and  for  the 
fame  reafon  it  is  that  cold  Water 


thereby  approach  nearer  to  the  Na< 
ture  of  Spirit. 


SECT.    VII. 

Of  the  Difference  of  Menftruums. 


THERE  has  been  a  great  buf- 
tle  amongft  Authors  about 
Menftruumsy  and  many  Hypothefes 
have  been  invented  to  explicate  why 
fome  Bodies diflblve  in  a  Saline  Men- 
firuum,  as  Metals  j  others  in  a  Sul- 
fhureous,  as  Refms  j  and  others  a- 
gain  in  an  Aq^ueom  one,  as  Salts  : 
particularly  great  Controverfles  have 
arifen  about  Aqua  Fortis,  and  Aqua 
Regia  j  why  the  firft  diflblves  Silver^ 
and  not  Gold ;  and  "why  the  latter 
diiTolves  Gold,  yet  does  not  touch 
Silver.  But  whatever  they  advance 
to  folve  this  Ph&nomenoni  is  fo  very 
precarious,  that  their  Arguments 
won't  bethought  of  any  force  among 
found  Philofophers.  This  indeed  is 
one  of  the  mod  difficult  and  abflrufe 
Enquiries  in  the  Chymical  Pharmacy  j 
however,  the  fame  Principles  hither- 
to made  ufe  of  may  fet  it  in  a  clear 
Light.  That  we  may  have  a  better 
Conception  of  the  whole  Matter, 
let  us  brin^  it  to  a  Calculation.  It 
will,  I  think>  be  readily  granted, 
that  the  Cavity  of  the  Pores  in 
Gold  is  not  fo  great  as  that  of  the 
Pores  in  Siluer,  becaufe  its  Gravity 
does  much  exceed  the  Gravity  of 
Silver.  Let  us  therefore  fuppofe 
the  Diameters  of  their  Pores  to  be 
as  2  to  I  ;  then  it  will  follow^  that 
Corpufcles,  fit  to  penetrate  Gold, 
jr»u(i  be  eight  times  lefs  than  thofe 
jhap  will  enter  Silver,    Let  us  again 


fuppofe  that  the  Attra5iive  Force  m 
Gold  is  to  that  in  Silver,  as  i  to  i, 
or  as  40  to  20.  Farther,  let  the 
Diameters  of  the  Particles,  whicli 
compofe  Aqua  Fartis,  be  twice  as 
big  as  thofe  of  the  Pores  of  Gold^ 
fo  that  they  can  never  enter  or  pe- 
netrate it  5  and  let  the  Force,  with 
which  Silver  attrads  Aqua  Foriis, 
compar'd  with  the  Force  whereby 
the  Particles  of  that  Menftruum  at^ 
trad  one  another,  be  as  zo  to  12  5 
and  the  Cohejion  of  the  Silver,  to 
the  Moment  with  Tvhich  the  Parti- 
cles of  Aqua  Fortis  rufh  againft  it, 
as  8  to  5  :  which  degree  of  Force 
will  be  fufficient  to  break  the  Tex- 
ture of  the  Silver.  Laflly,  fuppofe 
the  Cohejion  of  the  Particles  of  Gold 
to  be  to  that  of  Silver,  as  5  to  2, 
Now  upon  dilfolving  Sal  Arrmmae 
in  Aqua  Fortis,  there  arifes,  as  is,  well 
known  by  Experience,  fuch  a  vehe- 
ment Fermentation,  that  unlefs  the 
Aqua  Fortis  be  pour'd  on  leifurely, 
by  little  and  little,  the  containing 
Glafs  muft  burfl:.  So  that  from  this 
violent  Motion,  and  the  continual 
Collifion  of  the  Particles  one  againfi: 
another,  we  may  very  well  conclude 
their  Diameters  to  be  lellen'd  half^ 
and  at  length  become  fo  fmall,  as  to 
be  capable  of  entring  the  Pores  of 
Gold.

SECT.  vm. 

Of  Extraction, 


Extraction,  taken  in  its  largeft 
Senfe,  fignifies  any  Solution 
made  by  Menfiruums,  unlefs  there 
be  allow'd,  as  perhaps  very  well 
may,  this  difference  betwixt  them. 
That  in  Solution  the  Menflruums 
abforb  the  whole  Subflance  of  the 
Body  ;  but  in  this,  they  only  carry 
off  certain  Particles  of  it  :  And  m 
this  Senfe  Cam^hire  is  diffolv'd  in 
Sprit  of  Wine,  But  '\}ala^  is  more 
properly  faid  to  be  extracted  j  for 
the  Kefm  only  is  dilTolv^d  m  the 
Menftruum,  the  other  Particles  b^ 
ing  left  almoft  untouch'd.  But  the 
Extra6lion  now  to  be  treated  of^  is 
(iich  an  Infpiffation,  or  thickning  of 
a  Solution,  as  when  a  certain  Quan- 
tity of  the  Menfiruum  is  drawn  off, 
the  remaining  Mixture  is  reduc'd  to 
the  Confluence  of  Honey.  Thus 
after  the  Tinclure  from  Saffron  has 
been  plentifully  drawn  with  Spirit 
of  Wine,  afterwards  the  Spirit  is 
drawn  away  by  Diflillation,  to  half 
the  Quantity,  and  then  the  Remain- 
der is  placed  upon  Sand,  in  an  open 
VefTel,  to  the  end  that  the  remaining 
Moifture  may  evaporate  as  far  as  ne- 
ceilary.  By  this  Contrivance,  the 
Particles  of  the  Saffron^LveCo  broken, 
and  divided  by  the  Spirit,  that  they 
Ver)'  eafily  mi.x  with  it,  and  produce 


a  fufHciently  liquid  Tin£^ure  ;  bi^ 
there  being  fcarce  any  Spirit  left  af- 
ter Diflillation,  the  remaining  Mat- 
ter muft  necelfarily  thicken  ;  and 
when  it  is  put  into  an  open  VefTel, 
and  the  more  fubtile  Parts  aredifll- 
pated  by  the  Force  of  the  Fire,  it 
will  be  reduc'd  into  a  much  thicker 
Confiftence  than  it  was  before,  which 
is  then  call'd  an  ExtraSi.  The  fame 
Procefs  is  ufed  in  making  the  Extrads 
of  Gentian,  Liquerife,  Extr,  Eujia' 
chii,  and  the  Aloephangin  Pill  j  where 
the  Spirit  is  drawn  away  by  Diflilla* 
tion,  and  will  ferve  the  fame  Purpofes 
over  again.  Sometimes  the  Juices  of 
Vegetables  run  of  themfelves  into 
Extracts.  Extradion  as  perform'd  af« 
ter  this  manner,  does  not  require  any 
long  Difcourfe  to  explain  j  flnce 
whatever  has  been  faid  of  Digeflion^ 
may  very  well  be  apply'd  to  it. 

Extracts  are  cliiefly  made  from 
Vegetables,  and  require  different 
Menflruums,  according  to  the  diffe- 
rent Nature  of  the  Plants  5  as  may  be 
obferv'd,  efpecially  in  Extra^sfi'om 
Gums :  for  fuch  of  thefe  as  are  Muci^ 
laginous,  as  Gum  Arabic,  Tragacanth, 
&c,  are  not  eafily  diiTolv'd  but  in  a^ 
queoiislAc\aoxs;  on  the  other  hand, 
Rejinous  Gums,  as  Galbamii^,  Scam- 
mo7i'^,  &:c,  mufl  have  iiigh  reflified 
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Spr'tti  to  diflblve  them.  There 
are  others  again  of  a  middle  Na- 
lurcj  which  may  be  dinolv'd  in  ei- 
ither  fort  of  Menfiruums,  tho  not 
fo  eafily  in  one  as  m  the  otlier. 
Thus  Aloes  and  Rhubarb,  which  are 
(bmething  refnous,  are  better  made 
into  Extrads  with  Spirit  of  Wine, 
than  Water.  But  Plants,  which  a- 
bound  lefs  with  Refin,  fuch  as  Helle- 
bore, &c.  are  more  commodioufly 
cxtrafted  with  Water,  than  with  Spi- 
rit of  Wine.  If  we  would  there- 
fore perform  Extra6iion  as  it  fhould 
be,  we  ought  to  find  out  a  proper 
Menfiruum,  and  one  which  is  as 
it  were  a-kin  to  the  Body  to  be 
cxtraded. 

There  have  been  more  pains  be- 
ftow'd  upon  the  Extraction  of  O- 
fium,  than  of  any  thing  befides,  it 
being  one  of  the  moft  noble  Medi- 
cines we  have  j  and  it  i^  ftill  \n  ^x^^- 
pute,  what  is  the  moft  proper  Men- 
firuum for  it.  'Twould  be  a  tedi- 
ous Bufinefs  to  relate  all  the  Forms 
and  Proceffes  given  us  of  this  Ope- 
ration, 'twill  be  enough  juft  to  touch 
upon  one  or  two  of  them  :  Some 
extrad:  Opium  by  the  help  of  A- 
cid  Menfiruums,  after  it  has  been 
evaporated,  either  upon  live  Coals, 
or  kindled  Brimfione  ;  that  the  Nar- 
cotick  Strength  of  the  Opium  may 
be  fix'd  and  correded  :  but  this 
way  of  obtaining  the  Extraft  of 
Opium  is  all  trifling,  unlefs  we 
would  ufe  a  Caput  Mortuum  for 
an  Extrad,  inftead  of  a  Medicine  } 
for  the  more  fubtile  part  of  the 
Opium,  that  abounds  moft  with  vo- 
latile Salt,  flies  away  upon  the 
Application  of  Fire  or  Heat.  Far- 
ther, it  feems  very  injudicious  to 
make  ufe  of  Acids  j  for  if  we  exa- 
mine the  Virtue  of  Opium,  we  fhall 
find,  that  Acids  are  quite  contrary 
to  it.  'Acids  coagulate,  and  induce 
4  lemor  on  the.  Blood  j  whereas 


nothing  in  the  World  does  more 
eftedurdly  attenuate  it  than  Opium, 
So  that  to  join  Acids  with  Opium, 
for  the  Intention  of  Curing,  is  juft 
like  a  Surgeon's  blunting  the  Edge 
of  his  Inftrumeni,  that  he  may  make 
the  better  Incifion.  And  for  the 
fame  reafon,  the  Acid  Juices  of  Ve- 
getables, with  which  Opium  Is  wont 
to  be  fermented,  will  hardly  efcape 
Cenfure,  when  they  come  to  be  ex- 
amin'd,  how  little  foever  they  may 
diminiQi  its  Virtue.  Others  add 
Salt  of  Tartar,  which  is  cry'd  up  fo 
much,  as  to  obtain  the  Name  of  the 
Corrector  of  Opium  j  but  as  there  is 
no  great  matter  of  hurt  in  it,  fb  no 
mighty  advantage  is  to  be  had  from 
it  :  for  Opium  has  no  need  of  this 
Salt  to  facilitate  its  Extradion,  fince 
it  diflblves  in  a  Menfiruum  readily 
enough  of  it  felf  j  nor  is  that  Me- 
dicine, which  aftuages  Pain  fo  mi- 
raculoufly,  of  fuch  a  favage  and  ma- 
lignant Nature,  as  to  ftand  in  need 
of  being  tam'd  and  correded  in  that 
manner.  Without  doubt  that  Cor^ 
re6iion,  us'd  by  the  Antients,  how-- 
ever  improperly  fo  callM,  was  much 
better,  who  always  mixed  Aroma' 
ticks  with  their  Opiates,  by  which 
the  Force  of  the  Opium  was  broke 
fo  little,  that  it  rather  acquired  from 
them  a  new  and  greater  Virtue  for 
Medicinal  Ufes.  For  this  reafon 
Dr.  Sydenham,  in  imitation  of  the 
Antients,  puts  Saffron,  Cinnamon, 
and  Cloves  into  his  Laudanum.  The 
other  Menfiruums,  made  ufe  of  to 
extrad  Opium,  are  Spirit  of  Wine, 
Wine  it  felf,  and  Water,  and  each 
of  them  has  its  Champions  and  De- 
fenders ;  tho  perhaps  the  Quarre! 
may  be  fairly  ended,  if  we  give  the 
Preference  to  Wine  :  for,  not  to 
mention,  that  Spirit  of  Wine  is  too 
hot  for  fome  Conftitutions,  it  too 
plentifully  abforbs  the  refinous  part 
of  the  Opium,  and  fb  often  oc- 
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cadons  Loathings  and  Gripes.  Be-  from  the  Cucurbit.  But  tho  they 
iides,  all  hot  Spirits  produce  a  Co-  fliould,  by  the  Force  and  Afliftance 
Agulum  in  the  Blood,  which  is  quite  of  Fire,  attempt  to  rife,  they  caa 
contrary  to  the  Nature  of  Opium,  never  afcend  to  the  top  of  the 
as  has  been  taken  notice  of  already.  Alembick ;  but  by  the  force  of  their 
On  the  other  hand,  tho  Water  ex-  natural  Gravity,  fall  down  again, 
trads  Opium  well  enough,  yet,  by  and  precipitate.  In  this  manner, 
reafon  of  its  Weaknefs,  'tis  not  ve-  thofe  Liquors,  which  are  abfirac- 
xy  agreeable  to  the  Stomach,  efpeci-  ted  from  Tin^ures,  keep  their  pro- 
ally  of  one  that  is  fick.  But  Wine,  per  Nature,  and  retain  no  Co/(7»r. 
efpecially  Canary  and  Sherry,  have  But  fometimes  the  more  light  Cor- 
none  of  thefe  Faults  j  for  they  don't  pufcles,  fuch  as  thofe  of  Opium, 
only  very  well  extract  the  Volatile  Saffron,  <kc.    rife  together  with  the 


Salt  of  Opium,  which  contains  the 
greateft  Virtue  of  the  Remedy,  but 
they  are  both  very  grateful  to  the 
Stomach,  and  ferve  as  a  Vehicle  to 
convey  the  Medicine  thro  all  the 
Stages  of  Circulation  of  the  Blood 
and  Spirits. 

One  may  obferve,  that  when  Tine- 


Menjiruum  into  the  Receiver  5  which 
may  be  perceiv'd  both  by  Tafte 
and  Smell,  tho  they  are  not  fo  nu- 
merous as  to  give  a  Tindure  to  the 
Menjiruum, 

Thus  ExtraSiion  is  ufually  per- 
form'd  J  but  its  Ufe  does  not  feem 
to  be  fo  great  m  Phyfic,  as  \s  gene- 
tures  are  extraded  by  Bigeflion,  they  rally  imagin'd.  For  almoft  all  the 
are  very  much  faturated  5  but  being  more  fubtile  Particles  fly  away,  and 
afterwards  drawn  off  by  Diftillation,  are  diflipated,  either  when  the  Men- 
the  Menjirua  recover  their  antient  flruum  is  drawn  off  by  Diftillation, 
Colour.  For  when  the  ^^y?r^i^ic;2,  or  when  it  evaporates  in  the  open 
by  the  Alembick,  is  perform'd  with  Air.  So  that  if  thofe  Particles  are 
a  ftrong  Fire,  the  Particles  of  the  any  ways  ufefiil  in  Medicine,  'tis  to 
Liquors  do  fo  rarify,  that  they  very  no  purpofe  to  feek  for  them  \n  Ex- 
cjuickly  afcend,  by  reafon  of  their  trails  5  but  if  we  would  have  only 
fpecific  Lightnefs.  Which  may  be 
pbferved  efpecially  in  Spirit  of 
Wine,  there  being  no  Menjiruum 
more  apt  to  rarify  than  that.  But 
the  minute  Particles  of  Bodies,  which 
£wim  in  thefe  Liquors,  and  tinge 
them  with  a  certain  Colour,  how 
thin  and  fubtile  foever  they  are,  yet 


a  CoUedion  of  the  more  grofs  and 
unadive  Parts,  there  is  no  other  kind 
of  Operation,  whichwillfo  happily 
fupply  us  with  them.  It  is  alfo  of 
fervice,  to  clear  fome  Gums  and  Re- 
fins  from  Drofs  :  as  the  genuine  Sub-r 
ftance  is  taken  up  by  a  proper  Men- 
jiruum, and  leaves  all  that  is  hetero- 
-being  uncapable  of  Rarifadion  be-  geneous  behind  5  fo  by  evaporating 
-caufe  of  their  Solidity,  they  are  de-  the  Menjiruum  again,  the  Refifn,  or 
Terted  almoft  entirely  by  the  Volatile  whatfoever  of  that  nature  it  is,  wilf 
Menjiruum,  and  can't  be  drawn  off    be  reftor'd  to  its  atmoft  Purity. 
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Of  Cryjfaliization. 


THIS  is  fucK  i  Combination 
of  faline  Partides,  as  refem- 
bles  the  Form  of  Cryjial,  bti't  va- 
rioufly  modify 'd,  according  to  the 
Kature  and  Texture  of  the  Salts. 

The  Method  ufed  herein  is  this  : 
The  faline  Body  is  diffolv'd  in  Wa- 
ter ^  afterwards  tHeSolution  is  filter'd, 
which  being  evaporated  till  a  little 
Film  appears  on  the  Surface,  it  fpon- 
taneoufly  runs  into  Cry/lal.  Bijfolu- 
tion  and  'Filtration  are  made  ufe  of^ 
that  the  Salts  may  be  purged  from  all 
their  Drofs  ;  for  otherwife,  if  any  fo- 
reign Matter  fhould  get  in,  not  only 
die  Tranfparency  of  the  Cry/ials 
would  be  impair'd,  but  the  Figure 
alfo  would  be  mangled  and  broken. 

Thefe  Salts  therefore  being  in  this 
manner  wafh'd  and  purg'd  afrefli^the 
Water  (as  being  of  no  further  ufe) 
is  taken  off  by  Evaporation  ;  which 
is  done  with  a  defign,  that  the  re- 
maining Solution  fnould  be  more 
Saturated.  And  this  Saturation  of 
the  Solution  is  necefTary,  that  a 
.greater  quantity  of  the  Salts  might 
.run  into  Cryftals.  Now  thefe  be- 
ing nothing  elfe  but  a  Congeries  of 
the  faline  Particles,  if  the  Caufe  of 
this  tJiiion  is  fhewn,  you  will  eafily 
perceive  why  thev  cannot  fubfide 
in  a  more  diluted  Menjlrtmm.  Now 
this  Compofition  arifes  from  that 
atira5live  Force,  by  which  Salts, 
which  are  near  one  another,  do  na- 
tu^'ally  ftrive  to  coalefce  and  unite  : 
which  they  do  fo  much  the  eafier, 
the  nearer  they  are  to  one  another. 
For  the  Force  of  Attraction  exertingr 
it  felf  moll  at  the  point  of  Contad, 


is  the  caufe  of  its  being  little  or  tio'-* 
thing,  when  Bodies  are  removed  to 
a  greater  diftance.  Hence  Salts,  ve- 
ry mUch  diluted-  wfth  cold  Water; 
fcarcely  attraH  ^t  all,  becaufe  they 
are  kept  at  too  great  a  diftance  one 
from  another,  arid  hereupon  remaift 
quiet  in  their  refpeftive  Situations  5 
and  tho  the  Solution  (laould  be 
ftronger,  it  would  part  with  its  Salts 
but  very  fparingly,  without  EvapO' 
ratio}z :  but  by  letting  the  Water  e- 
vaporate  till  there  appear  a  thin  Skin, 
the  Salts  are  plac'd  fo  near  as  almofl 
to  touch  one  another  5  and  confe- 
quently  they  will  attrad  one  ano- 
ther very  ftrongly  :  and  being  very 
clofely  and  intimately  united,  they 
are  form'd  as  it  were  into  fo  many 
little  Lumps  or  Bundles. 

If  any  faline  Solution  were  to  be 
left  to  it  felf  for  fome  time,  the  Cryf- 
tals would  precipitate,  and  fall  of 
their  own  accord  :  for  the  Waterj 
which  obftruds  the  Cohefion  of  the 
Salts,does  fome  way  or  other  exhale. 
But  the  very  fame  Salts  being  dif^ 
folv'd  in  warm  Water,do  quickly  and 
eafily  melt  and  fwim  in  it  j  nor  do 
they  run  into  Cryftals,  fo  long  as 
that  retains  its  Heat.  For  the  Mo- 
tion, excited  by  the  Heat,  hinders 
and  deftroys  the  Motion  arifingfrom 
the  attra^ive  Force.  But  as  foon  as 
the  Water  turns  cold,  and  the  Parts 
of  it  are  at  reft,  the  Salts  now  being 
able  to  approach  one  another,  ex- 
ert their  attratlive  Force,  and  fo  u- 
nite  themfelves  into  Cryftal*?.     ^ 

Flitherto  has  been  explain'd  the 
Reafonof  Cryftallization :  as  for  the 

Figures, 


Tfgures,  they  are  obvious  to  every 
Beholder :  and  their  Beauty  and  Va- 
riety are  To  admirable,  that  there  is 
fcarce  any  thing  in  nature,  which 
can  entertain  the  Eye  more  agree- 
ably. The  Pigures  of  thefe  are  fome- 
dmes  feen  by  the  naked  Eye,  but 
by  the  help  of  Micro/copes  are  dif^ 
cern'd  much  better.  In  common  Salt 
we  plainly  difcover  G^uadrilaterdl 
Pyramids,  with  fquare  Bafes.  In 
Sugar  J  the  fame  Pyramids,  with  ob- 
long  and  redangular  Bafes.  Ih 
JLlum,  they  rife  with  fix  fides,  fup- 
ported  with  a  hexagonal  Bafe.  The 
Cryftals  of  Vitriol  very  much  re- 
femble  Icicles,  united  one  to  ano- 
ther with  great  variety,  among 
which  lie  fome  Polygons,  as  may 
be  difcover'd  with  the  naked  Ey6. 
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one  might  as  eafily  divert  and  de- 
prive them  of  their  Saltnefs,  as  of 
their  figure.  This  being  an  immu- 
table and  perpetual  Law,  by  know- 
ing the  Figure  of  the  Cr)  ftals,  w^ 
may  underftand  what  the  Texture  of 
the  Particles  ought  to  bC;,  which 
can  form  thofe  Cryftals.  And  on 
the  other  hand,  by  knowing  the 
Texture  of  the  Particles,  we  may 
determine  the  Figures  of  the  Civf- 
tals.  For  fince  the  Figures  of  the 
mofl  fimple  Parts  remain  alw:n^s  the 
fame,  'tis  evident  the  Figures  which 
they  run  into,  when  compounded 
and  united,  muft  be  Uniform  and 
conftant.  And  fince  the  Force  of 
Attraction  is  ftronger  on  one  fide  of 
the  fame  Particle  than  another,  tiiere 
will  conftantly  be  a  greater  Concre-

rows.  Glauber's  Sal  Mirahile,  which 
is  made  of  common  Salt  and  Vitriol, 
exhibits  theFiguie  of  both  thofe  Salts, 
l^itre  appears  in  certain  Prifmatical 
Columns,  not  much  unlike  Bundles 
of  Sticks ;  among  which  there  are 
interfpersM  fome  Rhomboid es,  and 
Pentagons^ -which  feem  to  come 
Veiy  near  thofe  of  comrhon  Salt, 
Hence  Lemery  very  juftly  remark'd, 
that  Nitre  could  not  be  purifyM  by 
any  Art  or  Contrivance  whatever, 
but  fomething  of  a  Sal  Gem,  or  ^ojfil 
Salt,  v/ould  flick  to  it.  But  Salt  of 
Tin  cut-does  all  fjr  Beauty,  in  which 
are  Lines  like  little  Needles,  fpread- 
ing  themfelves  every  where  from  a 
Point  as  fi'orn  a  Center,  {o  as  to  re- 
prefent  a  Star,  much  like  what  we 
fee  in  the  Bjegulus  Martisi 
♦  But  this  is  very  peculiar  m  thefe 
Salts,  that  let  them  be  ever  [o  di- 
vided and  reduced  into  minute  Pat- 
tides,  yet  when  they  are  form'd  into 
Cryftals,  they  each  of  them  re- 
afTunie  their  proper  Shape  ;  fo  that 


the  Figure  of  the  leaft  ^Particles  is 
intirely  different  from  that  which  ai>- 
pears  in  the  Cryftal.  But  we  muft 
leave  this  to  the  Mathematician': ^ 
left  we  fhould  feem  to  invade  their 
Province. 

F^rom  this  Theory  of  the  Aflbcia- 
tion  and  Combination  of  Salts,  we 
may  learn  how  to  avoid  fuch  Con- 
jundions  in  thofe  Preparations^ 
where  the  Nature  of  the  2vledicine 
requires  them  to  be  kept  afundei-^ 
and  m  a  flate  of  Solution ;  as  in 
Syrups^  Confe^ions,  and  EleUtiarisSi 
For  in  thefe  Form::,  as  much  Care 
\%  neceflarv  to  prevent  the  Sugar  or 
Honey  contain'd  \ti  their  Compofi^ 
tion  from  runnins;  into  fiich  Com- 
binations,  or  Candyinc^,  as  it  is  ufu- 
ally  term'd,  as  in  the  former  to  af^ 
fift  fuch  a  Conjundion. 

For  this  purpofe,  in  the  PVepari* 
tion  of  thofe  Medicines,  every  part 
ought  to  be  manag'd  fo  as  to  pre- 
vent the  too  near  Approach  of  thofb 
attradive  faline  Particles  to  one  ano- 
2>  ther* 
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ther.  The  Fire  ought  therefore  to 
have  as  little  fhare  herein  as  pofli- 
ble :  for  in  boiling  thofe  Syrups 
which  have  a  double  quantity  of 
Sugar  allow 'd  to  that  of  the  Liquor, 
if  the  DilToIution  is  not  by  a  very 
gentle  Heat^  the  Fire  will  carry  off 
To  much,  as  not  to  leave  a  Sufficien- 
cy to  Jceep  the  Particles  of  Sugar 
from  fuch  a  near  Approach,  as  will 
draw  them  into  mutual  Contad : 
Thar  is,  after  the  Syrup  comes  to 
ftand  fome  time,  it  will  candy, 
which  \s  quite  out  of  the  Intention 
of  the  Medicine.  In  Syrups  made 
of  acid  or  auftere  Juices,  as  thofe  of 
Lemons,  Rafphrries,  (^I'mces,  and  the 
like  J  the  Sugar  is  much  more  inclin- 
able to  do  fo,  as  the  Particles  of  fuch 
Juices  are  more  apt  to  favour  fuch 
Intercourfes,  by  their  natural  Difpo- 
fltions  to  draw  and' be  drawn  into 
them  with  the  Sugar.  In  the  ma- 
king therefore  of  all  fuch  Medicines, 
it  is  much  fecurer  to  difTolve  the  Su- 
gar gradually  in  the  Juice,  by  putting 
in  little  at  a  time,  and  frequently  ftir- 
ring  it  j  for  without  the  help  of  any 
Heat  at  all,  they  will  in  time  dif- 
folve  Sugar  enough  to  render  'em  of 
a  due  Confiftence  .-  ^i\d  there  is  this 
farther  Advantage  in  this  Method, 
that  the  fame  which  prevents  its  run- 
ning into  Candy,  by  preferving  the 
more  fluid  and  volatile  Parts,  pre- 
ferves  likewife  u\  a  much  greater  de- 
gree the  natural  Flavour  of  the  Juice 
of  which  the  Syrup  is  made,  becaufe 
in  boiling  it  flies  off  with  the  Steam. 
In  this  way  indeed,  if  the  Juice  is 
not  duly  fupply'd  until  it  is  fully  fated, 
and  will  diflolve  no  more,  it  will  be 
apt  to  corrupt  and  be  fpoil'd  in  the 
other  Extreme;  but  this  is  eafily 
prevented  with  Care. 

In  boiling  up  likewife  thofe  Sy- 
rups to  a  Confiilency,  which  have 
not  fo  great  a  Proportion  of  Sugar 
allowed  tliem,  in  regard  to  the  Li- 


quor when  firfl  mix'dj  if  they  be 
boird  too  high,  as  it  is  generally 
call'd,  the  Particles  of  Sugar  having 
not  Fluid  enough  left  to  keep  them 
at  a  fuflRcient  diflance  from  each 
other,  they  will  attrad  one  another, 
and  run  into  Candy.  This  likewife 
fpoils  many  of  the  Confe6lions,  where 
there  are  not  Specks  or  Pouders  e- 
nough  to  prevent  fuch  Contafts  and 
Coheflons. 

And  here  it  may  not  be  amifs  to 
premife  a  word  or  two  in  general, 
with  relation  to  all  thofe  Ele^ptaries 
which  have  three  fourths  of  Honey 
or  thereabouts,  in  their  Compofi- 
tion.     The  Honey  is  order'd  to  be 
clarify*d  or  dcfpumated,  and  it  is  the 
ufual  Pradice  of  the  Shops  fo  to  do  5 
which  is  to  diffolve  it  over  the  Fire, 
and  continue  the  Heat  till  it  throws 
up  a  large  Scum,  which  is  taken 
off,  and  the  Remainder  left  tranf^ 
parent.      By  this  means,    under  a 
Notion  of  taking  away  fome  Im- 
purities from  the  Honey,  ft  is  di- 
vefted  of  thofe  Parts  which  were 
neceffaiy  to  keep  it  from  candying. 
For  by  continual  Experience  it  is 
found  how  very  powerful  the  Parts 
of  Honey  are ,   in  attrading  one 
another;  therefore   unlefs  they  be 
much  divided  by  other  Bodies,  they 
will  run  together :  fo   that  by  this 
Error  it  often  happens,  that  thofe 
Medicines  which  have  fo  much  of 
this  in  their  Compofition,  are  fpoil'd 
by  candying,  and  even  the  capital 
ones,  as  Venke-Jreachy  Mh/yndate, 
dec.     Therefore  to  keep  thofe  Me- 
dicines fmooth,  and  in  a  due  Con- 
fifl:ence,    which  is  always  a  great 
part  of  their  Excellency  ;  it  is  much 
more  proper  not  to  clarify  the  Ho-, 
ney  at  all  ,but  melt  it  only  jufl  enough 
to  admit  of  a  Mixture  with  the  Spe- 
cie?;.    In  w^hich  Management  they 
will  never  be  found  to  candy.     For 
this  purpofe  indeed  Care^  mufl  be

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taken,  that  the  Honey  be  as  clear        As  to  this  Head  therefore^  this

where  fuch  Combinations  are  not 
only  out  of  the  Intention  of  the 
Operator,  but  injurious  to  the  Me- 
dicine he  has  under  Management  j

SECT,    X. 

i^f  Incorporation. 


THE  Procefs,  thus  termM  in 
Pharmacy,  is  employed  in 
bringing  and  joining  together,  by 
the  Interpofition  of  a  particular  Bo- 
dy, fuch  others,  as  in  themfelves  are 
incapable,  or  very  difficult  to  be 
mix'd  together.  This  indeed  is  not 
concern'd  in  any  of  the  ftanding 
Shop-Medicines  of  the  Galenical 
Pharmacy,  but  frequemly  occurs  in 
the  Prefcriptions  of  Phyficians,when 
they  order  fuch  things  together, 
which  either  for  Decency  or  Conve- 
niency  of  taking,  are  thus  to  be 
mix'd.  So  m  thofe  Forms  call'd 
Edegma's  and  Lin^us^s^  Syrups  and 
Oils  are  prefcribed  together,  which 
by  putting  only  into  a  Veflel  will  not 
intimately  unite  ;  but  upon  rubbing 
fine  a  fmall  Portion  of  Sugar,  Salt, 
or  any  Subftance  of  the  Hke  nature, 
with  the  Syrup  firft,  and  then  gra- 
dually dropping  in  the  Oil,  they  will 
join  into  a  fmooth  uniform  Sub- 


ftance,  tliicker  than  either  was  be« 
fore  in  Separation. 

To  underftand  this  aright,  it  is 
necelTary  to  take  notice,  that  the 
reafon  why  tliefe  Bodies  do  not  in- 
corporate of  themfelves,  is,  becaufe* 
as  is  the  Cafe  in  all  vifcid  light  Bo- 
dies, they  have  but  very  weak  attrac- 
tive Powers,  and  their  Cohefions 
with  one  another  are  very  great,  be- 
ing according  to  their  Contafts  1  and 
therefore  when  they  are  put  together, 
their  mutual  Attradions  are  not  great 
enough  to  overcome  their  refpeftive 
Cohefions,  which  in  other  words 
is,  they  will  not  mix  :  but  when  a 
third  Subftance  is  join'd  with  them 
in.  fuch  a  manner,  as  to  open  and 
diffociate  their  Parts,  and  lefien  their 
Contads  and  Cohefions  with  one 
another  ;  they  will  readily  join. 
And  as  their  conftituent  Parts  have 
a  great  deal  of  Surface  in  refpeft  to 
their  Solidities,  the  more  they  con- 
P  i  tinue 
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tinue  ftill  to  be   parted  refpedively     divides  and  opens   the  Texture  and 


by  farther  Mixture  with  each  other, 
the  compound  Body  they  form, 
will  be  lefs  fluid,  or  of  a  thicker 
Confiftency ;  for  the  Fluidities  of 
all  Bodies  are  as  the  Gravities  of 
their  conftituent  Parts,  m  propor- 
tion to  their  Surfaces,  as  was  be- 
fore obferved.  And  upon  the  fame 
Theory  we  may  proceed  to  ac- 
count for  the  entire  lofs  of  Fluidi- 
ty, by  a  Mixture  of  fbme  certain 
Fluids  J  but  as  this  is  o^  no  great  Im- 
portance in  the  prefent  Affair,  thus 
far  may  be  futficient  to  our  Pur- 
pole. 

The  fame  way  of  Reafoning  h'ke- 
wife  accounts  for  the  mixture  of  fe-

The  Amalgamation  of  Metals,and 
fonie  ccher  Proceiies  in  the  Chymi- 
cal  Pharmacy  ,tho  not  foreign  to  this 
Head,  have  been  too  frequently 
hinted  at  already  in  feveral  of  the 
preceding  Pages,  to  require  any  far- 
ther Explication :  and  what  under 
this  Article  has  been  advanc'd,  was- 
not  indeed  fo  exprefly  necelTary 
with  regard  to  any  Difpenfatory 
Compofitions  5  but  ^s  it  frequently 
occurs  m  the  Piaftical  Shops,  it  may- 
not  be  amifs  to  have  faid  thus  much- 
of  it ;  the  Perfons  ufually  em- 
ployed therein,  not  being-  often  o- 
verftocked  with  Theory,  and  the 
true  Grounds  of  Procedure,  even  in 
the  moil:  eaf)'  parts  of  their  Pro- 
fefllon. 


S  EC  T.     XL 

Of  Filtration, 


THIS  is  a  Method  by  which 
Liquors  are  render'd  fine  and 
clear,  and  is  chiefly  concerned  in 
Tin6lnref,  when  fonie  Portion  is 
drav/n  from  the  Ingredients,  or  fuf- 
pended  in  the  Jxlcnliruum,  w'jich  is 
not  neceflary  thereto,  but  didurbs 
and  renders  the  whole  unpleafant 
and  difagreeable  both  to  the  Palate 
and  Sight. 

There Js  a  Filtration,  which  has 
much  tortured  the  Philofophy  of 
fome  Ages  to  account  for,  perform 'd 
by  the  Afcent  of  the  finer  parts  of  a 
I^iquor  up  a  Chord  or  Skain  of  Cot- 
ton, or  inch  like  matter,  which  is 
contrived  to  drop  over  into  another 
Vefi'el,  r.nd  leave  the  groifer  part 
behind  j  but  as  this  has  little  or  no 


place  in  Pradice,  it  is   not  worth 
taking  up  any  time  about. 

Tiie  Filtration  in  ufe,  is  (training 
a  Liquor  through  a  Paper,  which 
by  reafon  of  the  Smalln efs  of  the 
Pores  admits  only  the  finer  parts 
through,  and  keeps  the  reft  be- 
hind. 

An  Explication  of  this  cannot 
but  be  needlefs  to  a  Perfon  even  of 
the  meaneft  Apprehenfion  in  fuch 
Matters  j  it  may  therefore  be  fuffi- 
cient,  under  this  Head,  to  leave  this 
general  Obfervation,  from  whence 
Vv'ill  flow  a  very  necenary  praftical 
Caution, That  in  all  TintVures,  or  Li- 
quors to  be  made  fine  by  thisMethod, 
fuch  onlv  ought  to  be  committed 
to  the  Fiiti'e,  whofe  Medicinal  Efli- 

cacies 
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cacies  ariTe  from  the  fin.°{l  and  moft 
minute  Paits  j  otheiwife  the  Medi- 
cine will  remain  behind,  and  no- 
thing but  what  is  ufeh-^fs  pafs  thro. 
Thus  only  fuch  Tindures  are  to  be 
better'd  by  thi-:  Manas^ement,  which 
with  a  fpirituous  Menftrutmi  diC- 
folve  and  take  up  R.efins  and  the 
moft  volatile  Sulphurs :  becavife  fuch 
a  Menftiuum  unites  with  thofe  Bo- 
dies in  fuch  very  fmali  Parts,  and 


attrafts  them  Co  ftrongly  when  in 
Contact,  that  they  will  not  be  parted 
in  the  Filtre,  but  continue  fine  e- 
nough  to  pafs  thro  together.  But  in 
moftDecodions  of  Plants  and  Roots, 
and  other  Ingredients  with  Water, 
the  Medicinal  Virtues  of  wliicli  may 
confift  in  fome  of  the  groifer  Parts  j 
they  are  not  to  be  treated  this  way, 
but  come  under  the  following  Ma-- 
nagement. 


SECT.   xrr. 

Of  Clarification  and  "Depuration. 


ANOTHER  way  of  improving 
fome  Medicines,  is  by  what  is 
call'd  Clarification.  This  is  done 
by  beating  up  with  Whites  of  Eggs, 
Decodions  and  turbid  Liquors  into 
a  Froth ;  which  upon  boiling  will 
entangle  the  grojQi'er  Parts,  and  carry 
them  up  to  the  top  in  a  tough  Scum  : 
which  is  either  taken  off  with  a 
Spoon,  or  feparated  by  the  Hippo- 
craies's  Sleeve,which  is  a  thick  flan- 
nel Bag. 

To  account  for  this  Phsenome- 
non,  is  not  in  the  leafl  difficult. 
The  clammy  and  vifcous  Particles  of 
the  Egg  mix  with  and  entangle  the 
groffer  Parts  of  the  Decodion,  more 
than  the  finer  j  becaufe  with  them 
they  are  capable  of  the  moftContad, 
and  confequently  of  the  ftrongeft 
Cohefion:  And  thereby  upon  the 
Impulfe  of  the  Eire  bearing  through 
fi'om  underneath,  they  are  carry'd 
up  together  to  the  top,  making  there 
a  very  tough  Scum.  The  continu'd 
Fire  keeps  flill  driving  up  the  groffer 
Parts,  until  they  are  all,  or  in  a 
great  meafure,  intangled  in  the  Scum 
^s  in  a  Net  J  but  if  xt  remains  lon- 


ger than  while  it  boils  up,  that  is 
until  the  Scum  breaks,  by  the  Rol- 
ling and  Waves  of  the  Liquor,  the 
before  feparated  Foulneffes  will  be 
broke  from  one  another,  and  agaia 
mix  with  the  Decodion  :  and  there- 
fore it  fhould  either  be  fcummed 
jufl:  before  the  top  breaks,  or  gen- 
tly poured  into  the  Hippocrates'^ 
Sleeve. 

The  this  feems  a  very  fimple 
and  eafy  Procefs,  yet  there  are 
many  Errors  committed  by  it  in 
the  Shops  5  the  chief  of  which  may 
be  worth  mentioning, 

Whatfoever  Decodions,  whether 
to  be  ufed  as  fuch,  or  to  be  made  in- 
to Syrups,  have  in  them  Ingredients 
of  a  vifcous,  mucilaginous,  or  flimy 
Nature  5  ought  not  to  be  meddled 
with  this  way,  becaufe  it  is  manifefl:, 
that  all  fuch  Paits  in  the  Decodion 
will  be  mix'd  with  the  Egg,  and  fepa=? 
rated  with  the  Scum,whereby  theMe-» 
dicine  will  be  defrauded  of  its  Virtue, 
Hov/ this  can  juftify  the  promifcuous 
Clarifications  of  all  Decodions,efpe.^ 
^ially  for  Syrups  ufed  in  the  Shops, 
any  indifferent  Perfon  may  judse.

SECT.    XIIL 

OfDiJiillation. 


DlJlllUtton  is  the  Afcent  and  Ele- 
vation of  Particles  in  form  of 
Vapour,  which  afterward  defcend 
again  in  the  form  of  Drops, 

This  Afcent  of  Fluids  is  chiefly 
promoted  in  a  two-fold  way  j  firfl, 
upon  account  of  their  fpecific  Levi- 
ty 5  and  fecondly  by  Impulfe. 

The  firft  way  of  Elevation  is  ac- 
counted for  from  this  Lemma,  before 
cited  in  what  was  faid  of  Termenta- 
iioYty  viz.  That  Particles  of  Bodies, 
which  fwim  in  any  Tluid,  if  they 
are  fpecifically  lighter ,  mufi  he  horn 
upwards  hy  that  Flmd.  Therefore 
fince  diJliWd  Liquors  are  carry*d 
upwards  thro  the  Air,  it's  to  be  en- 
quired how  they  can  be  made  fpeci- 
fically  lighter  than  the  Air.  Now  a 
^  Fluid  may  be  fpecifically  lighter  than 
another,  when  under  a  larger  Bulk, 
it  has  an  equal,  or  a  lefs  Gravity. 
According  to  this  Proportion,  the 
Bulk  of  the  Fluid  ought  to  be  in- 
creased in  Bijiillation  5  and  how  ea- 
fily, by  the  help  of  Fire,  it  may  be 
increas'd,  or,  which  is  tlje  fame 
thing,  rarifiedy  one  who  is  but  to- 
lerably vers'd  in  Phyfics,  may  com- 
prehend. And  whoever  has  ob- 
ierv*d  a  Thermometer,  a  Cupping- 
Glafs,   or  Boiling  Water,   muft  be 


fenfible  how  great  a  quantity  of  Air, 
or  pofiibly  of  fome  more  fubtile 
Matter,  there  is  contain'd  in  almoft 
all  Fluids,  and  what  a  Force  there  is 
in  Heat  to  rarify  it  j  at  leafl:,  thofe 
prodigious  Fumes  which  rife  in  the 
Receiver,  upon  dijlilltng  Vitriol,  do 
fufficiently  prove  this  :  for  Kari^ 
faction  is  nothing  but  the  fame  quan- 
tity of  Matter  diffused  into  a  greater 
fpace  i  fo  that  the  fame  Weight  re- 
mains, tho  the  Bulk  grows  much  lar- 
ger. From  whence  'tis  plain,  there 
muft  be  a  greater  number  of  Pores 
in  the  rarify'd  Body,  which  are  ei- 
ther emirely  void  of  Matter,  or  at 
kaft^of  fuch  Matter  as  hath  any  con- 
fid  erable  Gravity.  A  very  clear 
Infl:ance  of  this  may  be  had  in  the 
Air  it  felf,  which  is  known  by  Ex- 
periments with  the  Air-Pump,  to 
have  been  rarify 'd  to  almoft  an  in- 
finite degree. 

Having  gone  tlius  far  in  explain- 
ing this  Matter,  it  is  now  to  be 
found  out,  what  proportion  of  Rari- 
fadion  is  fufficient  to  produce  this 
fpecific  Levity.  And,  that  the  Mat-

we  fee  Sheets  of  Lead  are  fometimes 
torn  away  entire  by  the  Wind,  and 
carried  thro  the  Air.

It  muft  be  obferved,  tha^  where- 
ever  fpecific  Levity,  or  Rarifaiiion, 
has  any  place  in  Dijiillation,  there 
Impulfe  concurs  too  j  for  the  Fire 
equally  does  both  at  the  fame  time  : 
fo  that  a  lefs  degree  of  Rarifaciton 
is  fufficient  to  elevate  Bodies,  than 
what  was  before  ^fligned,     :^ut  in 

thofe 
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thofe  Bodies,  which  are  raifed  by 
Impulfe,  'tis  not  neceilary  that  Rari' 
faCiion  Ihould  concur,  for  fometimes 
there  is  no  RarifaHion  at  all.  There 
is  alfo  another  difference  between 
RarifaSl'wn  and  Impulfey  that  very 
much  favours  this  account  of  Difiil' 
lation.  That  H  more  gentle  Fire  may 
ferve  for  diftilling  fuch  Bodies  as 
are  elevated  by  means  of  their  Rari- 
fa6iton  ;  but  thofe  which  are  raifed 
by  Impulfe  only,  require  a  very  in- 
tenfe  ¥Lt^x.iy 

As  to  what  concerns  the  different 
Method  of  performing  this  Opera- 
tion, there  are  generally  two  ways 
ufed  in  Biflillation  j  for  'tis  either 
Right f  or  oblique :  the  latter  is  done 
by  the  Retort,  and  the  former  by  the 
jilembkk.     There  is  but  little  diffe- 
rence in  the  Manner  of  both,  ex- 
cepting only  that  the  right  Dijlilla- 
tion  has  this  peculiar  Property,  tliat 
whatever  is  thus  diftill'd,    is  form'd 
after   the  Refemblance   of  Ram  : 
for  as  the  watry  Vapours,  drawn 
by  tlie  Sun's  Heat  from  the  Earth 
and  the  Sea,  and  (o  rarify'd  as  to 
become  fpecifically  lighter  than  Air, 
afcend,    and    are    condens'd    into 
Clouds-,    but  afterwards,    growing 
heavier  than  the  Air,  defcend  by 
their  own  Weight,  and  diftil  down 
by  Drops  in  the  form  of  Rain  :  fo 
the  very  fame  Reafoning -holds  in 
the  Alembtck,    The  fluid  Particles  of 
the  Body  in  Diflillation  are,  by  the 
jForce  of  the  Fire,    as  has  been  ex- 
plained before,  prefs'^  out  and  ele- 
vated upon  the  account  of  the  RarU 
fa5lwn  and  Impulfe  rhey  undergo, 
%o  the  top  of  the  Alembtck,  in  the 
form  of  Vapours  j  where  being  re- 
llfted,    repell'd,    and  condens'd  by 
the  external  Cold,  they  fo  unite  with 
pne  another,  that  by  the  Force  of 
their  fpecllic  Gravity,  they  defcend 
along  the  internal  Sides  of  the  A- 
emihick,  from  whence  they  are  con- 


vey'd  into  the  Neck,  as  it  were 
thro  a  Canal.  The  fame  Explication 
is  to  be  apply'd  to  Oil  of  Sulphur, 
made  by  the  Bell,  In  diflilling  Oilss 
and  fometimes  Spirits,  they  apply 
to  the  Neck  of  the  Alembtck  a  long 
Pipe,  turn'd  into  a  Spiral,  which  by 
pafling  thro  a  Veffel  of  cold  Wa- 
ter, keeps  the  Vapours  from  flying 
off,  and  condenfes  them  fooner  in- 
to Drops. 

There  is  ano  ther  fort  ©f  ^ifiilla" 
tion,  mention'd  by  Authors,  which 
is  by  Defcent ;  wh^re,  when  the  Par- 
ticles of  the  Bodies  are  feparated  by 
the  Force  of  the  Fire  in  the  upper 
VelTel,  fuch  of  them,  which  are 
more  fluid,  diftil  into  the  lower  Vef^ 
fel :  familiar  Inftances  of  which  we 
have  in  extra6iii}g  Pitch,  and  ma- 
king Rofe-Water. 

But  the  reafoii  why  fometimes  the 
Right,  and  fometimes  the  Oblique 
DiJlilUtian  is  moft  convenient,  mufl 
be  deduc'd  from  the  Nature  and 
Texture  of  the  Body,  which  is  to  be 
diftill'd.  Right  Bifiillation  is  ufed 
when  the  Texture  of  the  Body  is 
fuch,  as  allows  of  an  eafy  Afcent : 
of  this  laft  kind  are  Vegetables.  O- 
ther  Subftances,  which  confifl  of 
heavier  Particles,  give  way  but  (low- 
ly to  tlie  Fire,  and  (fannot  be  rais'd 
to  the  top  of  the  Alembick  j  fuch 
are  almoft  all  Minerals  and  Metals  : 
and  thefe  therefore  are  only  capable 
of  oblique  Diflillation,  ^ 

The  Right,  being  the  more  gentle 
Operation,  belongs  to  thofe  Bodies 
onl)',  which  are  eafily  rarify'd  j  but 
the  oblique  is  deflgn'd  for  the  moft:

S  E  C  T» 
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SECT.    XIV. 

Of  Sublimation, 


Sublimation  differs  vei7  little  from 
Difilllation,  excepting  that  in 
Dijiillation  only  the  fluid  Parts  of 
Bodies  are  raised,  but  in  this  the  fo- 
iid  and  dSe^  ones;  and  that  the  Matter 
to  be  diltill'd  may  be  either  folid  or 
fluid  :  but  Sublimation  is  concern'd 
only  about  folid  Subfl:ances. 

There  is  ^fo  another  difference, 
namely,  that  Rar'ifatiion,  which  is 
of  very  great  ufe  in  Dijiillationy  has 
hardly  any  room  in  Sublimatioti  j 
for  the  Subftances,  which  are  to  be 
fMlrn'd,  being  folid,  are  incapable 
of  Ranfa5iion  :  and  fo  'tis  only 
Jvipulfe,  which  can  faife  them.  It 
being  therefore  Impulfe  alone,  which 
is  the  caufe  of  the  Afcent  of  Bodies 
now^  under  notice,  the  Nature  of 
this  Operation  may  be  clearly  de- 
duc'd  from  what  has  been  faid  con- 
cerning Impulfe. 

However,  it  may  not  be  impro- 
per to  inquire  a  little  more  nicely 
into  the  reafon  of  fuch  a  Diverfity 
in  the  Elevation  of  Bodies  j  why 
fome  afcend  with  a  gentle  Heat, 
and  others  are  not  to  be  rais'd  with 
the  moft  vehement  Fire.  And  fuch 
an  Inquiry  will  more  properly  come 
in  here,  becaufe  this  Head  contains 
all  the  bufinefs  of  Volatility  and 
Fixation  ;  concerning  which  fo 
much  has  been  writ,  fo  little  to  the 
purpofe. 

Fix'd  Bodies  are  fuch  as  abide  the 
Fire  -,  VolatiUy  fuch  as  not  being 
able  to  endure  the  Fire,  are  rais'd  by 
the  Force  of  its  Heat.  We  will 
therefore  begin  with  tiie  flrft,  and 
explain  the  Manner  how  in  volatile 


Subflances,  which  feem  to  be  of  the 
fame  nature,  there  happens  fo  great 
a  Variety  and  Difference  in  their 
Elevation. 

The  Caufe  of  this  Elevation  and 
Afcent  in.  the  Parti€les  of  Bodies,  is 
to  be  afcrib'd  to  the  Fire,  not  only 
on  the  account  of  Impulfe,  but 
of  another  Property  the  Fire  has  j 
namely,  to  infinuate  it  felf  into  all 
the  Intei-ftices  of  thefe  Bodies,  and 
thereby  break  the  Cohefion  of  their 
Parts,  fo  that  they  are  at  laft  divided 
into  very  Imall  Particles,  if  not  into 
the  fmailelt,  which  Art  can  reduce 
them  into.  Particles  thus  feparated 
and  divided,  lofe  much  of  their  Grar 
'vity,  as  was  taken  notice  of  before, 
For  the  Gravity  of  the  fame  Parti- 
cle decreafes  in  the  fame  proportion, 
as  the  Cube  of  its  Diameter  is  lef^ 
fen'd.  Suppofe  therefore  a  Body, 
whofe  Diameter  is  ii,  and  its  Gra- 
vity li  :  If  then  its  Diameter  be 
madelcfs  by  i,  the  G/vzx'i/<y  of  that 
Body  will  be  only  9  -^,  or  there- 
abouts. For  1531,  which  is  the 
Cube  of  the  laft  Diameter,  bears  the 
fame  proportion  to  9  i,  which  171 8ji^ 
the  Cube  of  the  firfl  Diameter,  does^ 
to  iz,  the  Gravity  of  the  Body.

fo  light.  By  this  Contrivance  of* 
Nature,  viz.  that  the  Gravity  of 
Bodies  decreafes  in  a  Triplicate,  but 
their  Surface  in  :i  Duplicate  Propor- 
tion of  their  Diameters ;  it  comes 
to  pafs  that  Bodies,  which  have  a 
vity  will  be  lefs  than  z,  the  Surface    ver)^  diiFerent  Gravit)'^,  may  be  rais'd 

with  the  very  fame  Force.  Thus  the 
Salts  of  Animal  Subflances,  as  of 
Hartfhorn,  Human  Blood,  of  Vipers, 
Z^c.  being  compos'd  of  very  mi- 
nute Corpufclcs,  as  is  found  by  Ex- 
perience in  difiilling  them,  do  eafily 
afcend,  becaufe  the  Surface  in  them 
is  not  lefTen'd  fo  much  as  the  Gra- 
vity  is.  And  the  Salts  of  Vegeta^ 
hies,  as  of  Tartar,  ^c.  which  are 
of  a  more  clofe  Texture,  by  reafon 
of  their  large  Surfaces,  are  without 
much  difficulty  rais'd.  The  Cor- 
pufcles  alfo  o£  Minerals  and  Metals, 
tho  very  compad  and  heavy,  do 
in  fome  meafure  give  way  to  the 
Fire,  and  are  capable  of  being  fub- 
lim'd. In  all  thefe  Inflances  the 
Breadth  of  the  Sui'face,  which  ex- 
pofes  the  Particles  more  to  the  Im- 
petus of  the  Fire,  is  the  reafon  why 
they  are  rais'd  with  as  much  eafe^-  as 
if  their  Gravity  had  been  lefTen'd  by 
diminiQiing  their  Surface.  So  that 
Particles  tho  ever  fo  different  in 
Weight,  may  be  equally  rais'd  by 
the  fame  degree  of  Keat,    if  the 

Pro- 


will  ftill  amount  to  3  ^.  So  that 
tho  the  Gravity  of  a  Particle  be  fo 
leflen'd,  as  to  be  reduc'd  almoft  to 
nothing,  yet  there  will  be  Surface 
enough  left,  which  will  ferve  to 
raife  it.  This  Argument,  which  is 
drawn  from  the  Largenefs  of  the 
Surface,  and  which  has  been  ex-, 
plain'd  by  Calculation,  may  be  de- 
monftrated,  as  it  were  to  Senfe,  by 
the  following  Experiment.  If  Wa- 
ter be  pour'd  upon  the  Tilhzg:  cf  I- 
ron,  and  a  little  Oil  of  Vitriol  drop'd 
Upon  it,  a  Fermentation  w'ill  pre- 
nrly  arife,  and  rhe  Globules  of  the 
ir,  in  ilriving  to  difengage  znA  ex- 
tricate themfelves,  will  carry  up  v/ith- 
them  fome  of  the  Particles  of  Iron  to 
the  Surface  of  the  Water.  This  can. 
happen  upon  no  other  account,  but 
that  the  Proportion  of  Gravity  in 
the  T dings  of  Iron  is  very  xniall  in 
refpeft  to  the  Largenefs  of  their 
Surface  ^  and  therefore  'ron  is,  forc'd 
upwards  by  a  Body,  w'hich  h  a 
great  deal  Specifically  lighter  than 
it  felf.     But  how  much  this   mult 
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Proportion  of  their  Gravity  be  reci- 
procal to  that  of  their  Surfaces. 
Prom  what  has  been  thus  at  large 
explain'd,  may  eafily  be  deduced 
the  reafon  of  all  that  Variety  ob- 
ferv'd  in  the  Volatility  of  Bodies. 
As  for  Jtxatton,  fince  it  is  owing 


to  juft  the  contrary  Caufes,  it  does 
not  want  much  Explanation.  For 
he  that  thorowly  underftands  why 
fome  Subftances  can  be  fublim^dt 
muft  of  courfe,  at  the  fame' time, 
apprehend  why  others  cannot. 


S  E  C  T.     XV. 

Of  Treciptation. 


THIS  is  that  Pro cefs  by  which 
Particles,  after  having  floated, 
and  been  fiifpended  fome  time  in  a 
Menfiruum,  do  at  length  fink  to  the 
bottom.  Thefe  Particles  fometimes 
precipitate  of  their  own  accord,  but 
oftner  by  the  affiftance  of  fome  o- 
ther  Liquor  added  to  the  Menftruum, 
The  reafon  of  the  Befcent  in  both 
cafes  IS  the  fame. 

It  may  be  eafily  conceiv'd,  from 
what  has  been  faid  of  Digeftion,  how 
Fluids  may  be  made  to  fuftain  Bo- 
dies fpecifically  heavier  than  them- 
felves  J  namely,  by  making  the  Re- 
fiilance,  arifing  from  the  Cohefion 
of  the  Parts  of  the  Fluid,  equal  to 
the  Excefs  which  there  is  of  fpecific 
Gravity,  in  thofe  Bodies  above  the 
Menflruum.  And  it  has  been  fhewn, 
that  this  Refiftance  is  proportional 
to  the  Surface  of  the  Corpufcles. 
Therefore  a  contrary  Condition  to 
this,  IS  all  that  is  requifite  to  tiieir 
being  fuftain'd  no  longer  j  or,  which 
is  the  fame  thing,  to  their  Precipita- 
tion :  namely.  That  the  Tenacity  of 
the  Menflrmim  be  not  proportional 
to  the  Gravity  of  the  Corpufcles. 
And  this  may  fee  prodtfcM  two  ways. 

In  the  firfl:  place,  Precipitatio7i 
generally  follows  upon  dropping  m 
a  Liquor  fpecifically  lighter.  For 
fey  this  Mixture  the  Gvayity  of  the 


Menftruum,  which  always  is  propor- 
tional to  the  compound  Gravities 
of  both  Liquors,  becomes  lighter. 
The  Menftruum  being  thus  diluted, 
the  Force  of  Cohefion  is  alfo  weak- 
ned,  fo  that  it  is  not  able  to  refift, 
or  bear  up  the  Bodies  diffolvM  in 
it  :  hereupon  the  Mquilihium  be- 
ing taken  off,  they  are  precipitated 
by  the  Force  of  their  own  Gravity. 
Juft  in  the  fame  manner  as  Hydros 
meters,  which  are  eafily  fuftain'd  iti 
Water,  upon  pouring  in.  a  good 
deal  of  any  inflammable  Spirits,  fink 
to  the  bottom  of  the  Glafs.  And 
this  does  not  only  a^ree  very  ex- 
actly with  the  Lav/s  of  Mechanicks, 
but  likewife  with  Experiments  them- 
felves.  Thus  Spirit  of  Sal  Armoniac 
does  very  plentifully  precipitate  the 
Filings  of  Metals,  which  are  di{^. 
folv'd  in  acid  Menftruums,  tho  i# 
be  abundantly  lighter  than  any  of** 
them.  The  fame  thing  is  done 
quicker  by  Spirit  of  Wine,  whofe 
Gravity  is  known  to  be  almofl  the 
leaft  of  any.  By  this  Spirit  alfb  all 
SaltSy  which  are  fufpended  in  Wa- 
ter, are  precipitated,  and  after-* 
wards  unite  into  Cryflals.  So  if  you 
drop  in  diftiWd  Vinegar,  the  Drofs 
of  Antimony  dIfFus'd  in  Water  falls 
to  the  bottom,  and  affords  the  Gol- 
den Sulphur.  After  the  fame  man- 
ner. 
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Of  ^recifttation. 


ner.  Water,  Vinegar,  5c  c,  make  a 
Precipitation  from  Acids,  tho  more 
iparingly.  Nay,  Acids  themfelves 
being  pour'd  upon  others,  which  are 
heavier,  will  precipitate  wi^tever  is 
fwimming  in  them.  Thus  Sprit  of 
Salt  precipitates  either  Lead,  Copper, 
or  Tin,  diflolv'd  in  Oil  of  Vitriol. 
So  h'ttle  need  is  there  for  AlcaWs  in. 
this  buflnefs,  tho  all  the  Chymijis 
have  unanimoufly  contended  for 
them  as  abfolutely  neceflary. 

In  the  fecond  place.  Precipitation 
i;vill  fucceed  as  well,  if  there  be  ad- 
ded a  heavier  Liquor  to  the  Men- 
Jiruum,    For  the  Particles  of  this 
Liquor,    what   with  their  Weight, 
and  what  with  the  Impetus  they  ac- 
quire in  their  Defcent,  carry  down 
and  link  all  the  folid  Corpufcles  they 
meet  with  in  their  way.     So  that  the 
Corpufcles  being  thus  forc'd  down, 
and  kept  there  by  this  adventitious 
Liquor,  cannot  mount  up  into  their 
former  Situation,     And  '^  any  one 
has  a  mind  to  try  the  truth  of  this 
Reafoning  by  Experiments,    there 
are  enough  to  confirm  it :  For  not 
only  acid  Spirits,    but  Water  alone, 
will  precipitate  Tindures  of  Vege- 
tables extraded  by  Spirit  of  Wine. 
And  the  very  fame  Tindures,    ex- 
traded  with  Water  or  Wine,  are  pre- 
cipitated very  copioufly  by  acid  Spi- 
rits, which  are  heavier.     After  this 
manner,  Metals  which  are  diffolv'd 
An  Spirit  of  Sal  Arrnoniac,  are  pre- 
_  Jp:ipitated  with  Oil  of  Vitriol,  or  Spi- 
'     rit  of  Nitre.     The  fame  Bodies,  tho 
fufpended  in  Aqua  Fortis,  are  ea/ily 
precipitated  with  Oil  of  Vitriol,    or 
Bezoartic  Spirit  of  Nitre.     And  this 
very  Oil,    if  pour'd  upon  Sal  Vola- 
tile  Oleofum,  or  any  other  Solution 
of  Salt,    ever  fo  much  faturated,. 
does  not  only  fink  the  finaller  Par- 
ticles, but  converts  almoft  the  whole 
A^  Liquor  into  Salt.     For  when  thefe 
Liquors  are  pour'd  upon  one  ano- 
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ther,  the  Salts,  with  which  they  a- 
bound,  being  put  into  motion  by 
their  attradive  Force,  lOin  mutually 
towards  one  another  3  and  becaufe 
they  don't  recoil  far  back  after  the 
Shock,  they  are  at  length  fo  united, 
as  to  become  like  a  Solid,   there 
being  very  little  Phlegm  remaining. 
The  fame  may  Ukewife  be  obferv'd 
in  Tartarum  Vitriolatum.     In  ma- 
king all  thefe  Experiments,    there 
happens  fuch  a  Conflid  and  Effer- 
vefcence,    as  evaporates  almoil  all 
the  Moifture,  with  which  the  Salts 
are  diluted.     And  upon  this  depends 
the  Rationale  of  Chemical  Coagula- 
tion, zthin^  of  very  great  confe- 
quence  in  the  bufinefs  of  Precipita- 
tion,    Nor  can  we  account  for  Oil 
of  Tartar's  precipitating  Bodies  dif. 
folv'd  in  Acids,  any  othei-wife  than 
from  its  making  a  kind  of  Co.igu- 
lum  with  thefe  Corpufcles,  which 
thereby    becomes   too   heavy    for, 
and  exceeds  the  Tenacity   of  the 
Menfiruum. 

Nor  does  Coagulation  fucceed 
only  upon  the  mixing  of  heavier 
Fluids,  but  it  alfo  very  often  pro- 
motes Precipitation,  when  the  Gra- 
vity of  the  inftill'd  Liquor  is  entirely 
equal  to  that  of  the  Menfiruum, 
or  but  very  little  different  fi'om  it* 
And  this  Agglutination  of  Parts  is  to 
be  feen  in  many  Liquors,  but  raofl: 
of  all  in  faline  ones.  Thus  Spirit  of 
Sal  Arrnoniac,  Spirit  of  Hartjhorn^ 
that  of  Human  Blood,  and  Sal  Vo't 
latile  Oleofum,  whofe  Gravities  are 
nearly  the  fame  as  that  of  common 
Water,  precipitate  the  Solution  of 
Sublimate  very  plentifully,  as  you 
may  obferve  in  makiag  the  White 
Precipitate  of  Mercur<y.  In  which 
Experiment,  the  Increafe  of  the 
Weight  gives  a  fufficient  Indication 
of  an  Union  of  thofe  Salts,  which 
are  pretty  copious  in  the  Sublimate, 
and  Liqugrs  which  are  pour'd  upon

A  V I N  Q  pfafTed  thro  what 
was  thought  necellary  to 
eftaljlifli  a- true  and  ratio- 
iftil  Pharma-cy,  it  feems.  moft  pro- 
per, in.  the  next  place,  to  take  a  ge- 
neral Survey  of  the  Materials  which 
come  under  the  Management  of  this 
Profeflion,  as  they  are  the  Produc- 
tions of  Nature,  before  their  Pro-^ 
perties  come  to  be  alter'd  by  Prepa- 
tation  and  Qompolition.    But  as  the 
Jjitiii;ber    of  thefe    is    prodigtoufly 
ipultiply'd  thro  the  injudicious  Luyu- 
riancy  of  fome  Writers,  they  having 
d  fomewhat  to  fay  of  the  Medici- 
mal  Virtues  of  many  thcufand  Sim^ 
pies,  which  have  never  been  brought 
into  We ;  and  as  the  Space  intended 
for  this  Part,  will  not  admit  of  fuch 
a  Length  :  v/e  fhall  ber.e,  in  the  bed 
Method  we  can^-  jind  'much  better 
fitted  to.Praciice,thail  any  one  other 
hitheito  ccntriv'd,  endeavour  to  fet 
in  view  luch  ^/;7?&/^.f  only,  as  have, 
by  reafcn  of  long  Tryal,  obtain'd  a 
Place  in  theCompoiitions  of  the  beft 
plf^enfatories,  and  are  now  found 


in  the  PHfcf?i|>ri'6fe  ef  gt'eatef  l^otd  • 
and  Efteem.  "'  :; 

'  To  this  pui'pofe  they  are  diftribu- 
ted  uftder  diftinft  Heads,  according 
to  the  general  Denominations  they- 
have  obtain'd  iti  Medicine,  either  of 
Cephalics,  Diaphoretics,   Cath antes',"' 
(jTc.    which  muflrbe  of  much  more 
Eafe  to  the  Reader,  than  turning  to- 
almoft  fo  many  different  Places  by 
the  Diveftiohs  of  an  Index,  when  he 
would  colled  or  take  a  Survey  of  all" 
the  Materials  of  the  fame  Efficacid?, 
But  the  princip^il  Advantage  of  this 
Method,  isits  Suitablenefs"  to  exhibit' 
the   intended   Explications  of  their 
Virtues,  in  anfwering  a  Prefcriber's 
intention,    becati^'of  the  genera! 
denomination  affix'd  at  the  Head  op 
eacii  Divi/ionj  which  leaves  no  want? 
i>f  a  Repetitr6!i  under  the  particulai' 
Simples  ;    which  has  hitherto  never 
been    done    by    any    Difpeufatory-* 
Writer. 

■  The  whole  Materia  Medica  is  cer«» 

lainly  reducible  nndei  the  three  I>iirf 

tinitions  gi  Alter attvesj  Evacuants^ 

E  4  aui 
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and  Refioratives.  The  firfl:  compre- 
hends all  that  has  any  Power  to  alter 
the  Conftitution,  without  fenfibly  in- 
creafing  or  diminiftiinF;  any  of  the 
natural  Evacuations.  The  fecondj 
whatever  vifibly  promotes  thofeD if- 
charges.  And  the  laft,  all  that  con- 
tributes to  leffen  them,'  and  make 
the  Increafe  greater  tKan  the  Wafte. 
But  as  thefe  Denomioi^tions  are 
fomewhat .  too  general,  we  have 
broke  them  into-Subdivifions  j-  ,altho  " 
for  the  greater  Convenience  upon 
other  Accounts,  beft  fuiting  our  own 
Scheme,  fuch  Subdivifions  fall  not 
exaflly  under  thofeTefpediveHeads.'" ' 
T  he  firfi,  thirds  fourth  and  eleventh 
Sedions  include  whatbelong-sto;^/-: 
t^rathes  :  The  fifth,  jlxth,  feventh, 
eighth  and  riinthy  what  comes  under 
Evactm7its  :  and  to  the  lad  belong  ■ 
i\\Q  fecond  and  tenth.  And  as  even 
thefe  Divifions  are  fome  of  them  too ' 
general,  we  have  found  it  conveni- 
ent to  dircinguifh  them  farther  into 
different  Clzffh,  under  more  re- 
ftrain'd  Denominations. 

In  this'  Part,  fome  Authors  feem 
to  have  taken  a  great  deal  of  pains, 
tho  not  to  any  great  purpofe.  The 
Method  here  made  ufe  of^  is  the 
neareft  to  that  of  l,udovkus  of  any 
that  have  gone  before,  as  to  the  g.e-, 
jieral  Denominations,  the  Simple:  are 
ranged  under  :  Altho  in  his  Divifion 
of  Alteratives  into  Pri}7iary  ziyd  Se- 
Cimdary,  wherein  he  imitates  Schro- 
der, and  is  after w.^rds  copy'd  by; 
Etr/iuller,  we  have  not  fallow'd  hisr 
Example  ;  becaufe ;  the  Grounds  of 
fuch  a  Diftinftion  are  too  trifiina 
to  deferve  the  Trouble.  Too  con- 
traded  a  Diftribution  occafions  the 
fame  Simple  m  feme  refpeds  to  be 
plac'd  under  every  Head  j  and  too 
large  an  one  multiplies  hard  Terms, 
and  occafions  fo  many  Breaks,  as 
are  both  tedious  and  trouolefome  : 
for  there  is  almoft  no  end  in  the  Sub- 


divifions fome  make  ;  and  were  all 
the  Appellations  continu'd  in.Medi'; 
cine,  to  have  fome  fhare  in  the  Dit- 
tri button  of  the  Materia  Medica, 
there  would  hardly  be  a  Simple  for 
each.  In  this  Matter  therefore  a 
Mean  is  hgre  endeavour'd,  between 
the  Obfcunty  of  too  great  a  Concife- 
nefs,  and  the  Perplexity  of  toormany. 
Subdivifions  :  fo  that  tho  a  Simple-' 
in  many  places  might,  upon  fome 
account  or  other,  be  reckon'd  in 
another  Se^ion  or  Clafs  ;  yet  it  is 
expected  it  will  be  commonly  found, 
that  where  it  ftands  it  has  the  moft 
right,  by'  reafbn  of  its  moft  predo- 
minant Qiiah'ty. 

The  moft  ufual .  Diftribution  of 
the  simples  into  Her h s, Flow ers,B ark r, 
■Roots,  vc  occafions  the  fiime  thing 
to  be  repeated  more  frequently  than 
is  necelTary,  as  all  or  moft  of  the 
Parts  of  feveral  Vegetables  are  of 
the  fame  Ufe  in  Medicine  :  for 
where  the  different  Parts  are  not 
prefcribed  for  different  PurpofeSj 
they  might  much  more  convenient- 
ly be  mention'd  all  together,  where-  j 
by  fuch  Repetition  would  be  avoid- 
ed 5  and  where  they  are  different 
in  their  Efficacies,  as  it  happens  in 
many  Inftances,  they  are  much 
more  properly  reduc'd  under  fuch 
general  Heads,  as  have  one  corS^ 
mon  Intention.  To  which  purpofe,  , 
in  the  following  Method,  as  far  as  ^jfl 
is  confiftent  with  our  main  DefignJMl^ 
the  feveral  Parts  of  Simples,  whe^^^B 
ther  Ve^^e table..  Animal  or  Mineral, 
are  put  together  according  to  their 
nearnefs  of  Affinity  in  Produdion  j 
and  Growth  :  As  in  any  Sedion, 
particularly  of  the  Vegetables,  the 
Herbs  ftand  together,  next  the 
Flowers,  then  the  Seeds  ;  and  fo 
on  in  the  fame  manner  :  but  air 
ways  with  fuch  Care,  that  eveiy 
Individual,  by  its  moft  confpicu- 
ou§  Qj^iality,   beft  deferves  a  place 
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m  that  particular  Se5lion  or  Clafs 
where  it  is  inferted. 

The  cuftomary  Diftiiidlon  drawn 
from  Precedency  in  the  three  King-- 
doms,  as  they  are  call'd,  is  neg-> 
leded  here  5  not  only  as  fuch  Regard 
is  trifling,  but  becaufe,  according 
to  the  Method  we  have  taken,  that 
has  been  thought  moft  proper  to 
be  put  firft,  which  fupplies  us  with 
moft  Materials  for  the  prefentXVork. 
For  which  reafon  the  Vegetables 
arife  foremoft  ;  next,  the  Animal ; 
and  laft  of  all,  the  Mineral  Produc- 
tions, which  have  any  fhare  in 
Medicine. 

There  is  one  gi'eat  Error  which 
has  run  thro  the  whole  Tribe  of 
Difpenfatory  Writers  5  when  in  the 
Diftribution  of  Simples ,  and  the 
Explanations  of  their  Virtues,  they 
introduce  fuch  Things  from  the  Am- 
mal  and  Mineral  Kingdoms,  which 
are  never  made  ufe  of  in  Medicine, 
without  great  Alteration.  For  what 
avails  it  to  be  acquainted,  that  there 
are  peculiar  Virtues  in  the  Hair^ 
Nails,  Hoofs,  or  Bones  of  fuch  par- 
ticular Creatures;    when   no    fuch 
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things  are  ever  met  with  in  Pre- 
fcription,  nor  are  to  be  procured  in. 
the  Shops  ?  Such  Accounts  may  be 
amufing  enough  to  thofe  who  read' 
Books  of  this  kind  for  no  othei* 
end,  and  anfwer  the  mean  Pur^ 
pofes  of  fuch  wretched  Colledors 
of  Rubbifh,  and  Compilers,  as  the 
late  Salmon  :  but  they  can  never 
fupply  any  one  with  the  means 
of  doing  good,  or  increafing  any 
ufeful  Knowledge  5  and  therefore 
ought  long  ago  to  have  been  ex- 
pung'd.  For  the  fame  reafon  in 
this  Part,  when  we  come  to  the 
Preparations  of  Simples,  no  more 
will  be  taken  notice  of  concerning 
Minerals  and  Metals,  than  what 
is  of  real  Ui't  j  altho  fome  Au- 
thors have  injudicioufly  fv/ell'd 
their  Writings  with  thefe  Mate- 
rials. 

Cuftom  has  rank'd  many  of  the 
Simples  together,  under  a  general 
Title ;  which  being  often  included 
in  Prefcription  without  naming  of 
them  fingly,  it  may  not  be  amifs 
juft  to  mention  them  here.

Herbs  are  at  the  bell,  when  be- 
ginning to  flower  ;  and  fliould  be 
gather'd  when  there  is  no  Rain  or 
I5ew  upon  them,  elfe  they  will  be 
apt  to  tctrn. black  in  drying.  They 
ought  to  be  dry'd  in  the  made,  for 
too  great  Heat  exhales  their  Moiflure 
too  faft,  and  takes  off  their  beauti-  . 
ful  Verdure.  The  fl'efherthey  come 
into  ufe  the  better  ;  tho  fome  may 
be  kept  much  longer  tlmn  others. 
So  long  as  the  freCh  Colour  they  dry 
with  continues,  they  may  be  trufted 
to  ill  Medicine,  but  no  longer. 
They  are  much  better  for  Decod:ion 
and  Difiillatipn  when  dry'd,  than 
green  J  becaul^  their  fahne  and  vo- 
latile Parts  will  liQt  well  mix  with  a 
Menjl7'uum,  until  their  native P^%?zj 
be  evaporated.  Which  v/ill  farther 
appear,  when  we  come  to  coiifider 
them  in  Compofttion. 

tlowers  and  Seeds  Oiould  be  ga- 
ther'd likewife  with  the  fame  Cau- 
ti0n,dry  j  the  former  v/hen  they  are 
full  blown,and  the  latter  when  ready 
to  fhed  :  unlefs  it  be  mck  Flowers 
as  are  order'd  to  be  ufed  in  thfe  Bad, 
as  Red  Rofes  for  Conferve^y  &c.

TH  I S  Term  is  very  compre- 
hend ve^  and  may  take  in  all 
thofe  Parts  of  the  Materia  Medico. 
by  which  the  Nerves  are  affeded  : 
but  here  it  is  ufed  in  a  more  re- 
ftrain'd  fcnfey  and  is  to  be  under- 
ftood  only  of  thofe  things  which 
bave  an  immediate  effedl  upon  the 
Spirits,  or  which  contribute  to  ac- 
celerate and  enliven  the  Motion  of 
the  Solids  i    fo  that  the  Senfations 


at  the  Head,  Stomach,  or  Heart, 
become  forthwith  much  more  light- 
fome  and  agreeable  than  before. 
Whatfoever  anfwers  this  "End, 
paiTes  commonly  under  the  Appel- 
lations of  Cephalic  and  Cardiac  5 
and  therefore  we  fhall  join  thofe 
together,  in  explaining  the  Man- 
ner by  which  fuch  Simples  ope- 
rate, as  come  under  thefe  genei»l 
Terms.

T  il-E  'Reafon,  why  thefe  are 
placed  together,  is  both  from  the 
DifScuky  of  making  any  material 
Diilinftion,  and  from  the  Affinity 
of  thofe  Simples  which  are  generally 
rang'd  under  thefe  two  Denomina- 
tions. What  in  a  proper  fenfe  is  a 
Cor  dial 3  miift  be  alfo  Cephalic,  as 
the  Head  hath  the  principal  fliare 
in  agreeable  Senfations.  And  in- 
deed infom.e  refpe£ls,  whatfoever  is 
grateful  andferviceable  to  the  Solids 
in  anv  part,  may  be  term'd  Cepha- 
J^y  dace  in  ihe  Head  is  their  Ori- 


gin 5  whereby  as  It  partakes  of  thetV 
Uneafineifss  at  a  diftance,  fo  it  alfb 
very  agreeably  fympathizes  in  their 
Releafement  therefrom.  Amon^ft 
the  Alteratives  likewife  there  are 
none  which  go  under  thefe  Names 
in.  diftindlion,  but  what  agree  in 
their  principal  Qualities. 

There  are  Medicines  indeed,  both 
simple  and  Co7npound,'pveCci'io''d  pro- 
perly for  Diftempers  of  the  Head, 
from  the  Operation  OFwhich  nothing 
arifes  ftridly  to  denominate  theni 
C(7r^i^/,but  they  rather  have  the  con- 
trary

trary  effed ;  fince,  for  the  prefent 
efpecially,  they  faint  and  deprefs 
the  Spirits :  fuch  are  Cathartics 
and  other  Evacuants.  But  as  the 
Head  is  the  better  from  them  only 
fecondarily,  or  by  accident  j  they 
cannot  come  under  the  Denomina- 
tion, of  Cephalics,  as  we  here  ufe 
the  word.  And  as  the  fame  diffe- 
rence may  occur  in  other  things,  the 
whole  Clafs  of  detergent  Balfamics 
being  accidentally  Diuretics ;  fo  it  is 
moft  proper  to  keep  to  thofe  gene- 
ral Terms,  according  to  their  firft 
and  chief  Intention. 

Whatfoever  raifes  the  Spirits,  and 
gives  fudden  Strength  and  Chearful- 
nefs,  is  term'd  Cardiac  or  Cor- 
dial, as  comforting  the  Heait.  To 
underftand  the  Operation  of  which 
upon  a  human  Body,  it  is  neceflar^ 
firft  to  conflder  that  a  Languor  or 
Faintn.efsinuft  either  be  theConfe- 
quence  of  too  much  Exercife,  too 
long  Watching,  or  too  great  a  Hurry 
of  the  animal  Fundions,  as  in  many 
Diftempers  5  all  which  fb  far  wafte 
or  diflipate  the  nervous  Fluid,  or 
animal  Spirits,  that  the  Solids  can- 
not repeat  with  wonted  Vigour 
their  necellary  Motions.  Or  iuch 
Deprellion  muft  arife  from  an  Ob- 
ftruciion  of  fome  natural  Evacua- 
tion, and  this  is  generally  that  of 
Perfpiration,  from  external  Cold; 
which  lays  a  load  upon  the  Confti- 
tution,  and  produces  the  fame  Sen- 
fation,  as  a  Diminution  of  Strength 
would  do,  when  the  ufual  Weight 
remained , 

In  both  thefe  Cafes,  the  Manner 
by  which  a  Cordial  ad:s,  is  the  fame  5 
fince  it  muft  produce  its  Effeds  by 
adding  to  the  Springinefs  and  Force 
of  the  Fibres.  And  as  this  Change 
is  moft  remarkably  occafion'd  by 
Spirits  or  fpirituous  Liquors  ;  it  may 
yo.  of  ufe  firft  to  examine  how  they 
caiiie  to  obtain  fuch  a  Dcnomiua- 
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tion :  whereby  we  may  the  better 
underftand  how  the  Parts  of  fuch 
Siwples,  or  Ingredients,  taken  in  fub- 
ftance,  operate  to  produce  the  fame 
Effed.  To  this  purpofe  it  is  of 
great  moment  to  conceive,  as  near 
as  our  Senfes  and  reafonable  De- 
dudions  from  them  will  carry 
us,  the  Make  and  Contextures  of 
thofe  iineThreds  or  Fibres,  of  which 
the  Solids  of  a  human  Body  are  com- 
pos'd  J  and  how  that  Fhiid  which  is 
call'd  Animal  Spirits,  or  Nervous 
^uice,  is  prepar'd  and  convey'd  to 
them  :  but  this  would  take  up  too 
much  room  here,  and  muft  there- 
fore be  referr'd  to  other  Authors ; 
fuch  as  Baglivi  de  Fih^  Mot  rice, 
Bellini  de  Villo  Contra6ltli,  in  his  C- 
pufcula ;  and  to  a  Digreftion  concern- 
ing the  Elajticity  of  an  Animal  Fihre, 
in  a  late  Edition  of  San6lorius's  Me^ 
dicina  Statica,  with  Explanations. 

It  may  be  fufficient  to  our  prefent 
Purpofe,  to  attend  only  to  what  is 
in  every  one's  Experience  5  that  the 
more  fpirituous  any  thing  is  which 
enters  into  the  Stomach,  the  fooner 
a  Perfon  feels  its  cordial  Eftefts.  For 
that  Increafe  of  Vigour  which  a  Man 
obtains  from  common  Food,  altho 
it  is  the  moft  natural  and  durable,  is 
not  fudden  enough  to  procure  the 
Inftruments  thereof  the  Appella- 
tions of  Cordials  ;  fInce  they  muft 
pafs  thro  feveral  Comminutions  or 
Digeftions,  and  be  a  Ions;  time  e'er 
they  arrive  to  fuch  a  Finenefs,  as  retjr 
ders  them  difpenfable  to  the  Nervess 
whereas  a  fpirituous  Subftance  is  fo 
fine  and  fubtile  in  all  its  parts  before 
it  is  taken,  that  it  feems  to  enter  or 
foak  into  the  Nerves  as  fbon  as  it 
touches  them  ;  whereupon  their  Vi- 
brations are  invigorated, and  allSenfe 
of  Faintnefs  is  remov'd.  And  upon 
the  fame  account  it  i?,  that  Volatiles 
affect  the  Nofe  ;  being  fo  extremely' 
fubtile,  as  to  penetrate  the  olfactory

Nerves  as  fbon  as  tliey  come  at  'em. 
And  thus  it  is,  that  the  Effiuvia  or 
Steams  of  Flowers,  Fruits,  and  all 
things  deem'd  Cordialj  operate  upon 
the  Organs  of  Smelling. 

By  the  fame  we  may  eafily  con- 
ceive how  all  thofe  things  afFed 
the  Body,  which  are  rang'd  in  the 
following  Clafs.  For  by  the  Pun- 
gency of  fuch  Subftances  both  upon 
the  Tafte  and  Smell,  it  is  manifeft 
they  are  ftock'd  with  many  fubtile 
Parts,  which  by  their  Finenefs,when 
diifolv'd  by  Digeftion,  and  mix'd 
with  the  animal  Fluids,  are  moft  fit 
to  enter  into  the  flendereft  Fibres, 
and  recruit  that  Wafte  their  conti- 
nualMotions  make  of  their  neceffary 
Moiftures.  Thus  all  Aromatus  and 
fweet-flavour'd  Ingredients  have  a 
title  to  this  Rank  5  and  more  or  ItCs 
conduce  to  this  End,  in  proportion 
to  the  Subtilty  and  Volatility  of 
their  component  Parts.  And  thus 
when  we  fay,  fuch  a  thing  comforts 
the  Heart,  firengthens  the  Brain,  or 
is  a  Cephalic,  y/e  underftand  that 
it  is  fuitable  to  make  a  part  of  the 
nervous  Fluid,  and  maintain  the  due 
Vigour  and  Motion  of  the  Solids. 
As  a  Conflitution  becomes  weak  by 
Age,  artificivil  Helps,  by  which  we 
underftand  all  that  is  ufed  as  Me- 
dicine, are  more  and  more  need- 
ful :  for  when  the  digeflive  Facul- 
ties grow  languid,  and  are  not  able 
to  furnifh  a  due  Supply  from  ufual 
Diet,  for  the  Waftes  that  are  daily 
made  in  the  Animal  OEconomy , 
then  thefe  Auxiliaries  are  the  more 
wanted.  And  whatfoever  Means 
at  any  times  occafion  a  Diftempe- 
rature  in  this  Fluid,  fuch  Afliftances 
as  come  under  this  Denomination 
arc  necelTary ;  they  being  fitted  by 
degrees  to  wear  out  fuch  undue 
Mixtures,  and  invigorate  the  whole 
nervous  Syflem  by  a  new  Supply  of 
Spirits, 


Upon  another  account  likewife 
it  is,  that  feveral  Subftances  come 
into  this  Clafs,  befides  thofe  that  fup- 
ply  the  deficiency  of  the  animal  Spi^ 
rits  5  and  thefe  iare  fuch  as  have  a 
deterfive  Qiiality,  join'd  with  fuch  a 
Stimulus,  that  altho  they  are  too  fine 
to  be  perceptible  any  where  elfe, 
yet  when  they  enter  into  the  fmatl 
Fibres,  by  their  little  VelHcationSj 
they  irritate  their  Vibrations,  and' 
prevent  any  ufelefsMatter  from  lodg- 
ing in.  their  Interftices,  and  clogging 
their  Motions.  This  Quality,  when 
it  is  in.  grofier  Bodies,  pafles  under" 
other  Denominations  ;  and  may 
prove  a  Vul?ierary,  Diuretic,  or  the 
like,  according  to  the  different  Tex- 
ture of  the  Subftances  wherein  it  re- 
fides.  There  are  likewife  under  this 
Head,  Dryers,  or  Abforbents,  by 
reafon  they  prevent  thofe  fupei- 
f^uous  Moiftures,  which  the  Nerves 
are  frequently  overcharg'd  with,  and 
occafionR,6^//,'7?5,with  many  other  In- 
conveniences attending  the  Glands  5 
particularly  about  the  Head,  where 
they  are  large  and  numerous,  and 
very  apt  to  be  affeded. 

Tolia,  Herbs ; 

I.  AscLEPTADis,  Swallow-vjort.. 
Dlofcordes  hath  it  by  this  Name , 
and  it  is  the  Vincetoxicum  of  Ma- 
thiolus  J  but  known  moft  by  the 
Name  of  Hirundinaria,  whence  the 
Englifj  Term.  It  grows  in  Woods, 
on  a  gravelly  and  fandy  Soil,  and 
flowers  in  '\}t4y  and  Augujl.  Its 
Root  and  Seed  are  moft  in  ufe, 
and  recommended  for  their  drying 
and  warming  Qualities,  which  rank 
them  amongft  Alexipharmics  and 
Cephdics.  Antiently  a  diftilled  Wa- 
ter, and  an  Extraft  were  made  of 
this  Plant  J  but  modern  Pradice 
hath  rcjeded  them. 

z.  B  E  T  o  N I  c  ^,  Betony.  Some 
Botanifts  give   alfo  this  Name  to

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the  Primrofe,  with  the  diftiiidion 

of  Alha  t,  and  to  the  Garden-Clove, 

with  that    of   Coronnr'ta:    but  the 

Officinal  Betony  is  diftinguiQied  m-

Is  the  Betonka  Purpurea  of  Cafpar 

Baiihine  j  the — Aquatica,  which  is 

the  ScrophuhirM  aquatka  Major^  the 

greater   Water   Figwort  j    and   the 

Veronka.  Mas  Paul/,  the  Paul's  Be- 
tony   of  the    fame  Author.     The 

former  of  which  three  is  here  only 

regarded.     It    grows   in    Gardens, 

Meadows,    and   Hiady  Places,  and 

flowers  in  ^une  and   July,     It  is 

accounted   a  great  Dryer,    and  is 

much  ufed  with  Tohac-eo  under  that 

Notion,  in  Rheums  and  moift  Suf- 
fufions.      Antonlus  Mufa   wrote   a 

Treatife  about  it,  and  commends 
it  much  as  a  Vulnerary,  efpecially 
in  Wounds  of  the  Head.  Some 
recommend  its  Juice  boil'd  up  to 
the  Confidence  of  Honey,  and 
mix'd  with  a  fmall  quantity  of  the 
Perwv'ian  Balfam,  as  a  great  Hea- 
ler. A  Plaifter  in  the  London  Dif- 
penfatory  has  its  Name  from  it,  but 
it  is  little  now  in  ufe.  BarthoUne 
tells  a  very  odd  Story,  Cent.  3. 
Hijl.  97.  of  a  Gardiner,  who  up- 
on cutting  a  Bed  of  Betony  had  his 
Head  fo  affeded  by  it,  that  he 
ftagger'd  hke  one  fuddled.  It 
is  alfo  accounted  Diuretk ,  and 
ufefiil  in  Decoction,  to  Women 
after  hard  Labour.  But  it  is  by 
all  reckon'd  a  very  good  Cepha- 
lic.

'John  Bauh'me,  and  Vwl'^  Lutea  of 
Gerard,  It  grows  on  Walls  and 
Houfes,  and  flowers  in  June.  It 
is  faid  to  be  good  in  Apopleftic 
and  Paralytic  Diforders,  to  eafe 
Pains,  and  forward  the  Menfes.  Ouu 
College  have  now  order'd  an  Oil  to 
be  made  with  it;  but  it  is  not  yet 
brought  Into  ufe. 

*).  EuPHRAGliC,  Eyehright,  is 
alfo  fometimes  WTOte  Euphrafia, 
and  Eutrafia,  and  by  fome  called 
Ophthalm'ica,  and  Ocular ia.  Eye- 
wort.  The  Euphrafia  Officmarum 
o? Cafpar  Bauh'me  is  the  Eye-bright 
here  intended,  and  it  flowers  ia 
June,  July,  and  Augufi  fome- 
times. It  is  reckon'd  a  great 
Dryer,  as  the  former;  and  in  that 
refpeft  a  Cephalic:  for  which  rea- 
fon  likewife  it  is  fmoaked  as  To- 
bacco.     'Tis    of    great    efteem  in 


Diftempers  of  the  Eyes  :  but  its 
Juice  is  much  preferable  to  th? 
diilill'd  Water;  which  ufed  our- 
Vv'ardly,  is  affirm'd  to  take  off  all 
Specks,  Films,  Mifts,  and  SufFu- 
fions. 

G.  M  A  J  o  R  A  N  /?.,  Marjoram,  is 
alfo  by  fome  Writers  called  Ama- 
rkus  and  Sampfucus ;  and  dift:ii^- 
gullhed  into  feveral  kinds,  as  the 
Peregr'ma,  which  is  the  foreign  Mar- 
joram, called  Marum,  and  lately 
cultivated  in  Plenty  here  ;  the  Sylvef- 
iris.  Wild  Marjoram,  not  ufed  3  and 
the  Sativa,  which  is  alfo  diftlngul Di- 
ed Into  two  for^s,  the  Laltfolia  vuU 
garis,  broad-leav'd  common  Marjo« 
ram ,  and  the  Tenu'ifolia  minor, 
the  lefTer  narrow-leav'd  Marjorarn. 
The  laft  two  are  mod  in  ufe,  and 
of  them  the  broad-leav'd,  which  is 
fometimes  likewife  called  red,  be- 
caufe  Its  Stalks  have  a  reddifh  Cafl. 
It  delights  in  a  well-dung'd,.  moift, 
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fh^dy  Soil;,  and  blows  in  jtuie  and 
^<^>_y.  It  is  a  mod  fragrant  Arc- 
jnatic,  aiid  even  in  Smell  very 
cointbrtable  to  the  Head.  It  is 
rank'd  amongft  the  Dryers^  and 
ijpon  that  account  is  very  fervice- 
able  in  Catarrhs  ai.d  cold  DeP.a.>nons. 
Xt  p?;iT;s  witii  fome  iikevvife  for  a 
powerful  Alsx'tpharmic,  and  is  good 
agaiiill  the  Poifons  of  feme  veno- 
mous  Creatures.  The  Juice,  or  dry'd 
Pouoer,  is  a  goodErrhins,  and  much 
n^ti.  in  mtdicinsl  Snuffs.  Its  Buds 
nfed  to  be  dilliiled  with  Wine,  and  a 
ConfeweVijzs  formerly  made  with  it ; 
tut  tiiey  are  now  di'ufed  :  however 
it  makes  an  excellent  Ingredient  in 
the  Sal  Volatile  Oleofum,  It  decays 
much  by  long  keeping,  as  all  the 
fineft  Aro'inatics  do  ;  and  therefore 
it  is  bed  juft  after  it  is  dry.  The 
Tops  are  much  better  than  thofe 
parts  nearer  the  Root. 

7.  Malaeathri,  Indian  Leaf. 
It  grows,  by  the  relation  of  Diofco- 
r'ides^  in  wet  places,  and  lies  upon 
the  ''^ater  like  the  Lens  PaUifins. 
But  others  with  more  probability 
affirm  h  to  be  the  Leaf  of  a  large 
Tree  common  in  the  Gardens  in 
the  Eaji-f?2dles,  particularly  m  Cam- 
haja.  That  which  looks'  greeneft  is 
the  beft  5  for  Age  changes  it  bbckifli, 
when  it  becomes  good  f^r  nothing. 
It  is  a  warm  Aromatic,  and  a  Dryer : 
fome  alfo  commend  it  for  a  Diure- 
tic. It  is  in.  very  few  Compounds 
unlefs  the  Venke-Treacle,  and  there 
but  in  a  fmall  quantity. 

8.  Mari  Syriaci,  tlie  Mafiic 
Plant,  as  fome  call  it.  It  is  rec- 
kon'd  a  kind  o?  Marjoram ,  agreeing 
therewith  in  Virtue  and  Figure,  in- 
fomuch  that  by'  fome  they  have 
been  confounded  for  the  fame  Plant. 
But  what  we  have  nov/  cultivated 
in  our  Gardens,  is  much  more 
volatile,  and  is  a  wonderful  good 
Efrhme  in  ever  fo  fmall  a  quantity 


put  np  the  Nofe.  Its  Scent  is  very 
grateful  and  pungent,  and  makes  an 
excellent  Sal  Volatile  j  and  in  fuch 
a  Compofition  is  the  beft  of  Ce- 
phalics.  '  M'mderertss  makes  the  Ma- 
rum  of  the  Antients  a  principal  In- 
gredient m  a  Mafs  of  Pills,  which 
from  thence  he  mves  the  name  of 
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Marocifitn/S. 

9.  Origan  I,  V/tld  Marjoram. 
This  is  the  Origanum  Cretlcumy 
the  Crttic  Marjoram,  and  the  O- 
mtes  of  Cafpar  Bauhim  j  as  alfa, 
the  Vulgjwe  Spontaneum  of  'j}ohn 
Bauhhie.  It  grows  in  open  cham- 
paign Grounds,  and  flowers  in  June 
and  July.  It  is  a  very  hot  fpicy 
Plant,  but  not  quite  fo  gratefully 
fcented  a5  the  Marjoram.  It  is 
not  much  ufod  in  Compofition  j 
its  chief  place  is  in  the  Stephens*s 
VTatcr.  It  has  been  much  recom- 
naended  in  Baths,  both  for  Dif^ 
tempers  of  the  Head,  and  Hyfierie 
Cafes ;  as  likewife  for  cutaneous 
Eruptions.  The  eflential  Oil  is 
much  in  ufe  amongft  our  Farriers, 
and,  by  its  fiery  Heat,  often  puts 
by  the  Tooth-Ach,  as  a  Cau^ 
file. 

10.  Ros  SoLis,  Sun-Dew.  This 
Plant  is  divided  into  two  kinds  j 
that  Folio  rotnndo,  with  a  round 
Leaf  J  and  Folio  oblongo,  a  longifh 
one :  but  the  former,  as  defcrib'd 
by  Cafpar  Bauhine,  is  that  moft 
in  ufe.  It  grows  in  champaign 
and  marfhy  Grounds,  in  a  pale  red 
Mofs,  and  flowers  in  Alay.  It 
is  accounted  very  hot ;  and,  ac- 
cording; to  the  old  Cant,  in  the 
fourth  Degree,  which  antiently  oc- 
cnfion'd  its  Ufe  to  be  forbid.  It 
is  reckon'd  by  fome  a  great  Refto- 
rative,  and  a  Provoker  to  Venery^ 
By  \x.s  hot,  and  confequently  drying 
Qiialities,  it  is  plain  what  Affec- 
tions of  the  Nerves  it  is  of  ufe  in. 
Apply 'd  outwardly  to  the  3elly,  it  is

faid  to  promote  Delivery  ;  held  in 
the  Mouth,  to  cure  the  Tooth-ach  j 
hung  about  the  Neck,  to  cure 
Madfzefs  j  and  ty'd  upon  the  Wrifts 
fix  hours,  to  cure  Agues.  Mi*.  Ray 
takes  notice,  that  its  hot  efcharotic 
Quah'ty  makes  it  very  hurtful  to 
Sheep,  in.  rendring  their  Vifcera 
fchirrous  j  whereby  in  Tome  Coun- 
tries it  is  call'd  by  the  common 
People  Red-Rot. 

II.  SALVii^,  Sage:  by  reafon  of 
the  great  Efteem  Tome  have  had 
for  it,  call'd  Berl^a  Sacra,  the  holy 
Herb.  It  flowers  in  July  and  Au- 
gufi.  There  are  feveral  forts  of 
this  Plant  ;  but  only  two  in  ufe. 
One  is  the  Salvia  major ,  or  Lati- 
folia,  moft  in  ufe  in  the  Shops. 
This  grows  of  two  Colours,  red 
and  green.  The  former  is  pre- 
ferred ;  tho  the  Difference  is  but 
little.  The  other  is  the  Minor,  or 
AngufiifoUa,  not  ufed  in  the  Shops, 
but  much  in  private  Families,  under 
the  Name  of  Sage  of  Virtue,  and 
Tea-Sage.  There  is  alfo  a  Salvia 
Sylvefiris ,  defcribed  by  Cafpar 
Bauhine,  which  is  the  Scordoma, 
or  Salvia  agrejlis  of  Gerhard,  but 
is  not  ufed  in  the  Shops,  altho 
much  recommended  ^  by  antient 
Writers  for  poffeiling  the  fame 
Virtues  as  Cloves.  This  Herb 
Has  been  in  fach  Efteem,  as  to 
occafion  the  Verfe  j 

Cur  moriatur  Homoy   cut  Salvia 
crefcit  in  Horto  ? 

It  is  undoubtedly  a  very  good  Ce- 
phalic of  the  detergent  kind  5  and 
thereby  it  likewife  comes  under  the 
Clafs  of  Vulneraries,  Diuretics,  &c. 
It  has  an  Aufterity  upon  the  Palate, 
and  makes  a  very  good  Gargarifm, 
efpecially  i?  fharpenM  with  a  little 
Acid.  It  makes  an  excellent  Li- 
fmoYj  after  the  manner  of  Tga,  in

Eevers,  and  is  mighty  grateful  aii3, 
cooling  with  the  addition  of  a 
little  Lemon-Juice,  which  with  the 
red  Sage  makes  it  of  a  delightful 
Colour.  As  it  is  bpth  detergcTif 
and  abforbent,  it  is  a  very  good 
and  common  Ingredient  in  Diet*, 
Drinks  and  medicinal  Ales,  in.'* 
tended  for  Sweetners  and  Gleanfers 
of  the  Blood. 

12.  ScHOENANTHi,  Sc^uinanch  5 
call'd  alfo  Juncus  Odaratus,  fvf^t 
PvUih^  and  Foenum,  or  Strufnen  Ca^ 
melorum.  Camels  Hay,  or  Straw. 
It  grows  in  fome  parts  of  I?idia,  as 
common  as  the  Grafs  here  ;  and 
is  in  plenty  likewife  in  many  Parts 
of  Arabia,  whence  it  is  broucrjit 
into  Europe.  It  is  a  grateful  Aro- 
matic, of  volatile  and  fubtile  Parts, 
and  upon  that  account  rank'd  in  this 
Clafs  of  Cephalics.  It  is  only  in 
Compofition  in  the  capital  Medi- 
cines, and  in  the  Venice-Treacle  prin- 
cipally 5  being  both  in  the  Body  of 
the  Prefcription,  and  the  Trochtfci 
Hedychroi  5  as  likewife  in  the  Mithri- 
date,  under  the  Name  of  Ju72cus 
Odoratus  ;  and  in  the  Trochtfci  Cy- 
pheos,  by  the  Title  it  ftands  undcy: 
here. 

15.  Serpylli,  Wild  Thyme, 
There  are  various  kinds  of  this  as^ 
diUinguifhM  by  Botanic  Writers  j  but 
the  "EfTTihhO'  of  Diofcorides,  the 
SerpyllumSylveftre  of  Mathiolus,  and 
the  Serpyllum  vuhare  minus,  the 
common  lefler  Wild  Thyme  of 
Cafpar  Bauhine,  feem  to  be  thc^ 
fame,  and  are  what  is  referred  tQ 
under  this  Name  by  our  modern  Dif 
penfatories.  It  flowers  in  May.  It 
is  not  much  ufed,  altho  it  enters 
the  Aq.  Stephani.  It  is  hot,  pun- 
gent, and  a  Dryer.  Some  com- 
mend it  as  a  good  Uterine,  and  fay 
it  promotes  the  Menfes  5  and  that  it 
is  very  helpful  in  many  Diftempers 
of  the  Head,  ufed  in  Baths. 

14.  Tiixm, 
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14.  Thymt,  •r%;»^.  There  are  therefore  prejudicial  It  is  with 
feveral  forts  of  this,  but  the  Fiff/g-^nV 
folio  tenmoriy  the  common  Thyme, 
with  a  imall  I^eaf,  of  Cafpar  Bau- 
hine,  is  moft  in  ufe,  and  that  in- 
tended in  Officinal  Compofjitjons. 
It  flowers  in  July,  Ip  is  fo  much 
of  the  Nature  of  Serpyllum,  that 
in  cafe  of  want  tliey  n^ay  be  ufed 
for  one  another. 


Tlores,  Plowers: 

i^.  Ant  HO  s,  of  Rofemary. 
Thefe  are  the  Flowers  of  the  Kof- 
mar'im  angufi'tore  follow  the  narrow 
leaved  Rofemary  of  Cafpar  Bau" 
hine.  They  blow  m  April.  Thefe 
are  reckon'd  the  principal  Aro- 
matic s  of  our  own  Growth.  They 
are  good  almoft  in  all  nervous 
Complaints,  efpecially  fuch  as  arife 
from  too  great  Moifture  and  Cold, 
as  they  are  hot  and  drying.  In 
Epilepfies,  Apoplexies,  Paljies,  and 
all  Difeafes  of  that  kind,  they 
are  hardly  ever  omitted  in  Pre- 
fcription  under  fome  Form  or 
other.  .They  abound  with  a  fub- 
tile  detergent  Oil,  which  makes 
them  univerfaliy  deobflruent  and 
opening.  They  are  therefore  pre- 
fcrib'd  in  Uterine  Obflrudioris,  in 
the  Jaundice,  and  even  in  the 
Gout.  With  thefe  is  made  the  ce- 
lebrated Hungary  Water  5  a  fmall 
Quantity  of  which  diluted  v^ith 
common  Water,  is  reckon'd  ex- 
cellent in  diflodging  and  bringing 
away  Wax  which  hardens  in  the 
Ears,  and  hinders  the  Hearing, 
It  is  to  be  injecled  warm  with 
a  Syringe  made  on  purpofe  for 
that  ufe. 

i^.  AuRANTlORUM,  of  Oranges. 
The  Aurantia  Major  of  Cafpar 
Bauhine  is  the  kind  here  intended. 
They  are  of  an  admirable  Scent, 
tho,  like  all  fuch  Perfumes,  too 
pjowerfiil    for  fome  Perfons  5   and 


thefe  the  Aqua  Naph£  is  made. 
They  are  now  but  little  ufed  in 
Medicine  :  However,  where  the 
Spirits  are  almoft  quite  extindt  in 
malignant  and  putrid  Fevers,  they 
are  fometimes  very  cordial  and  re- 
frefhing. 

17.  Cariophylli  Hortb-nses, 
Clove  Gillifioivers  5  cali'd  alfo  very 
commonly,  Flore s  Tunica,  and  I'l:- 
tpnica.  The  Alt  ills  Alaior  of  Caf 
far  Bauhine  is  the  officinal  fort. 
They  blow  in  July,  and  thence 
are  called  July-flowers.  They  are 
a  fine  Aromatic,  and  very  grate- 
ful to  the  Smell  and  Tafie.  They 
have  place  in-  a  -Syrup  which  is 
ufed  in  moft  Cephalic  and  Cordial 
Juleps.  There  is  alfo  a  Conferve 
inade  of  them,  but  hardly  ever 
ufed.  The  dry'd  Clove  is  the  Fruit 
of  a  large  Tree,  but  is  not  fo  much 
ufed  in  Medicine  per  fe^  as  in  fea- 
foning  of  Food.  An  effential  Oil, 
of  which  they  yield  great  plenty, 
is  ufed  in  many  things  5  and  as  it 
is  very  warm,  and  agreeable  to 
the  Nerves,  it  enters  into  the 
Compofition  of  many  Cathartics 
as  a  Corre^or.  In  this  Rank  it 
ftands  in  the  PiL  ex  I)uohus  5  and 
in  the  Ele5iuarium  Caryocoftinum 
the  Clove  is  pouder'd.  It  is  much 
ufed  likewife  for  the  Tooth-ach, 
4ropt  upon  a  little  Cotton  or  Lint, 
and  flufPd  into  the  Hollow,  or 
held  as  near  as  can  be  to  the  Part 
affeded. 

1 8.  Jasmini,  of  Jejfamy,  The 
Plant  which  produces  thefe  is  the 
Jafininum,  and  Apiana  of  Dodo- 
ndus,  the  Gelfaminum  of  Mathi- 
olus,  and  the  Jafminum  vulgatius 
flore  albo,  the  white  flower'd  Jef- 
fimy  of  Cafpar  Bauhine.  The 
Flowers  blow,  almoft  the  whole 
Summer.  Thefe  are  but  little  ufed, 
and  of  the  fame  Nature  as  thofe  of 

OrangeSj, 


Oranges,  rather  a  Vcrfume  than  a 
CorduiL  But  in  that  refped  they 
are  very  excellent  ;  and  where  Per- 
fumes are  not  diiagreeable,  they 
are  very  grateful  to  the  Smell,  and 
reft'elliinjj.

19.  LayenduL;^,  of  Lavender, 
The  Pkmt  which  produceth  thefe 
was  antiently  moil  known  by  the 
Name  of  Stica,  divided  into 
Male  and  Female  ;  the  former  of 
which  is  not  ufed,  the  latter  is  the 
Lavender  of  the  Shops,  and  diftin- 
guifhed  "by  Cnf^ar  Banhtne,  by  the 
Name  of  Lavendnla  Angujiifoliay 
the  narrow-leaved  Lavender  j  it  is 
aifb  the  fame  as  the  Pfeudcnardus 
"Femma  of  Mathwlus.  The  Flow- 
ers blow^  in  Ju?ie  and  July,  and 
are  much  of'  the  Nature  of  the 
Rofe-mary  Flowers,  only  more 
fv/eet,  or  approaching  to  a  Perfume. 
Tliere  are  no  Difeafes  of  the  Head, 
in.  which^  they  are  not  employ'd 
inider  fome  Form  or"  other  ;  they 
are  alfo  veiy  grateflil  and  cordial 
to  the  Stomach.  In  all  paralytic 
AfFedions  they  are  reckon'd  to  give 
place  to  nothing,  and  in  lofs  of 
Speech  they  do  wonders.  Kulandus 
mentions  one  he  cured  in  that  Cafe, 
by  drinking  a  Spoonful  at  a  time  of 
an  Ihfufion  of  them  in  Spirit  of 
Wine..  The  celebrated P/?//y  Drops 
are  the  compound  Spirit  o^ Lavender 
of  the  Shops  -,  and  are  a  mod  noble 
Cephalic  and  cordial  Medicine. 
But  in  the  cafe  Rulandus  fpeaks  of^ 
It  is  much  better  dropt  upon  Sugar, 
to  be  gradually  difTolv'd  In  the 
Mouth,  than  fwallow'd  at  once. 

2,0.  LiLii  CoNVALi.ir,  Liilies 
of  the  Valley,  or  May-Lill'ies.  Thi^ 
Plant  is  the  LlUutn  ConvalUum,  feti 
Vernum  of  TheophraftuSy  and  the 
L'll.  ConvaL  album  of  Cafpar  Bau- 
hine.  The  Flowers  blow  early, 
by  the  beginning  of  May.  They 
are  of  a  mighty  fragrant  Scent,  but 
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it  is  fo  languid  and  volatile,  that  in 
drying  it  is  qtiite  or  very  near  loft.; 
Therefore  w^here  they  enter  into 
the  Compofition  of  Waters,  they 
ought  by  all  means  to  be  put 
into  the  Spirit  of  Wine  as  fooH  as 
ever  gathered,  and  if  pofTible  before 
the  very  Dew  is  off  them  s  as  in 
the  Aopua  Paoms,  Cemp.  Antient 
Difpenfatorlcs  dired  a  diftflled  Wa- 
ter, a  Spirit,  a  Conferve,  and  an 
Oil  to  be  made  of  thefe  Flowers  ; 
but  they  are  all  now  in  difufe. 
However,'  they  juflly  fland  in  the 
firft  Rank  of  Cephaltcs,  if  thus 
manag'd,  otherwife  they  are  good 
for  little  ;  for  akho  they  are  com- 
monly made  the  Bajls  of  a  Cephalic 
Snuffy  they  are  of  no  very  great  Ef- 
ficacy therein  :  fo  that  what  Feats 
fuch  Snujfs  doy  are  ufiially  more 
owing  to  the  other  Ingredients. 

zi.  P.'tONii^,  of  Pmiey,  Tliis 
Plant  is  divided  into  Male  and  Fe- 
male 5  the  foraner  of  which  is  pre- 
ferred in  Medicine  5  they  are  diftin- 
guifhable  both  in  the  Root  and 
Leaves ;  the  Male  is  defcribed  by 
Cafpar  BauhlnCy  folio  nigricants 
fplendidoy  with  a  fliining  blackifib 
Leaf,  from  which  the  Female  differs 
in  being;  lisihter  coloured.  The 
Root  of  the  Male  kind  is  likewife 
more  bulbous,  fhorter,  and  branch- 
ed 5  whereas  the  other  runs  out  into 
few,  longer,  and  thinner  fhoots. 
The  Flovv^ers  blow-  irj  May  and 
'[^une.  They  are  much-  in  efteeni 
for  Convullions  in  Children,  and 
accounted  good  in  all  nervous- 
Diftempers.  The  fimple  Syrup  of 
the  Shops  is  the  moft  they  are  em- 
ploy'd in.

of  Damask  Rofes.  '  This  is  alfo 
called  Rofa.  Mofchata,  the  Musk 
Rofe,  from  its  Sweetnels.  The 
Flowers  blow  in  May  and  'Jmw, 
In  this  Chfs  diey  obtain  a  Place  as 

the 
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the  Orange  and  'j-ejfamy,  being  of 
much  greater  Efficacy  in  Medicine 
by  reafon  of  their  Cathartic  Qua- 
lity ;  under  which  Divifion,  they 
will  be  conllder'd  more  at  large. 

25.  Staghados,  of  Arabian 
St&chas^  or  Cotton-weed  j  diftin- 
guiflied  by  Cafpar  Bauhine,  by 
Ftirfiireay  the  Purple  Cotton-weed  : 
but  there  is  a  St&chas  Citrtna  An- 
guftifoliay  taken  notice  of  by  the 
faine  Author^,  called  alfo  Elkhryfum, 
and  in  Engiijlj  French  Lavender, 
■which  gro\^s  plentifully  up^n  the 
^hme^  and  other  fandy  Soils,  both 
indifFexently  ufed.  Many  things 
Were  formerly  made  from  them, 
BOW  in  negled  5  and  thefe  are 
of  little  6'r  no  ufe  at  prefent,  un- 
Jcfs  in  fom_e  of  the  capital  Me- 
dicines. They  are  by  all  rank'd 
amongfh  the  Cephalics,  and  Tome 
afcribe  to  them  the  fame  Virtue  as 
to  Hyjjhpy  which  comes  under  ano- 
ther Clafs,  as  a  Pi^oral.  Schro- 
der, and  after  him  Etmtdler,  prefer 
it  to  Hyjfop  upoh  that  account,  and 
will  have  it  to  be  very  elflcacious 
for  fuch  Intentions  5  but  our  Phyfi- 
ciahs  prefcribe  it  not. 

2, 4.  T I  L  I  ^,  of  the  Lime-Tree. 
The  kind  here  meant  is  the  Temlna 
foliQ  majore,  the  Female  with  a 
krger  Leaf,  of  Cafpar  Bauh'me. 
They  are  univerfally  recommended 
in  Epilepfies-j:  a^d  all  nervous  Dif- 
tempers  5  and  upon  that  account 
make  a  part  of  the  com',30und  Piony- 
Water.  Ray  al^o  afcribes  to  them 
a  Nephritic  Qualitv,  and  fays  they 
help  m  fome  Diforders  of  the 
Womb. 

Semlna,  Seeds  : 

z^.  SiNAPios,  o^  Mufcartl.  This 
Plant  is  divided  into  Garden,  and 
V^ild  Muftard.  The  former  is, 
only  ufed,  and  diflinguifhed  by 
^ohn  Banhmi  in:o  the  Sinapi  fii^iud 


latiufculA  glahra,  femlne  rufo  Jive 
vulgare,  the  rough  broad  podded 
Muftard,  with  a  brown  Seed  ;  and 
the  jinapi  alhumy  Jiliqua  hirfut^ 
femine  albo,  rough  podded  Muftard 
with  a  white  Seed.  The  formec 
is  moft  ufed,  and  its  Seeds  makd 
a  very  pungent  deterfive  Cephalic^ 
They  are  much  more  ufed  in  Sauce, 
than  in  Medicine  :  altho  they  are 
mighty  efficacious  in  flimulating 
the  Fibres,  and  loofening  and  di(^ 
cuffing  Vifcidities  ;  and  therefore 
excellent  in  all  Paralytic  Cafes, 
and  the  Decays  and  Defluxions  at- 
tending Old  Age.  They  are  alfo 
very  JDiureiicy  and  ferviceable  in 
Aflhma's,  as  well  as  DropJIes. 

16,  Tklaspios,  of  Mithridate" 
Mujlard,  as  Mr.  Kay  calls  it.  Caf- 
par Batihine  diftinguifhes  that  which 
ought  to  be  ufed,  by  arvenfe  filiquii 
latis,  the  Field  Muftard  with  broad 
Pods.  The  Seeds  of  this  are  fel- 
dom  ufed  h\  Medicine,  unlefs  in  the 
Venice-Treacle.  Schroder  afcribes  to 
them  pretty  much  the  fame  Qua- 
lities as  the  former  5  but  forbids 
them  to  Women  with  Child,  be- 
caufe  he  fays  they  will  deftroy  the 
Foetus,  and  occafion  Abortion. 

Fruclus,  Fruits  : 

27.  An ACARDIT, -<^;z<2c^ri,  is  th« 
Fruit  of  an  Indian  Tree,  hke  4 
Bird's  Heart,  with  a  red  Juice.  I« 
is  diil:ino;uiflied  into  the  Orientate, 
called  the  Malacca  Bean,  which  is 
the  Anacardi'irs  of  Cafpar  Bauhine^ 
and  Gccidentale  the  American.  'John 
Bar^hine  alfo  defcribes  another  fort, 
under  the  Name  of  Cajou.  It  is 
faid  to  heat  and  dry,  and  takes 
place  as  a  Cebhdi'-y  in  f:)me  offi- 
cinal Compoftions.  Anticmly  ^ 
Co'tifetiion  was  prefcribed,  which 
took  its  Name  from  henc?',  as  alfo 
an  Honey  ;  but  they  are  both  reject- 
ed by  the  modern  Blfpenfnorles. 

'  28.  Alker* 
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2, 8.  A  L  K  E  R  M  E  s,  of  Alkermcs. 
It  is  the  Berry  of  the  ilex  aculeata 
focci  glandifera,  of  Caff  ar  Batihine, 
and  the  Ilex  coccigera  of  Chjius, 
called  Cocctitn  i?7fcclormm  by  Ma- 
thiolus,  and  Coccus  hafhlca  dv  Diof' 
corides.  The  Juice  is  v/onderfUily 
grateful  to  the  Palate,  and  a  fine 
Cordial.  The  Ccnfe6iton  in  which 
it.  is  the  principal  Ingredient^  and  to 
which  it  give?  its  Name,  is  not  at 
all  better,  \?.  fo  good,  iiS  the  clari- 
iy'd  Juic-  alone.  There  \z  a  very 
fine.Cor^ial  Liquor,  which  takes  its 
Naniii^from  it,  'v;\Bates ;  kt  Part  5. 
of  Cofnpounds.  This  Juice,  or  ra- 
ther the  Confedion  made  v/ith  it,  is 
in  great  requeft  amongil  our  Mid- 
lives, for  ailifting  in  Delivery.  It 
is  reckon'd  likev/ife  a  Bringer-out  of 
the  Meafles  and  Small- Pox.  ■ 

zg.  B  A  N  I L  L  I,  Vanelloes.  This 
is  the  Fruit  of  the  Jlracus  Aromatl- 
CHS,  diilinguifhed  by  Mr.  Ra'y,  Volu- 
b'dis  filtqviofa  Mexkana  foliis  Plan- 
taginis.  It  comes  from  New  Spain  5 
and  IS  chiefly  mixed  with  Chocolate^ 
to  which  it  gives  a  Flavour  agree- 
able to  fome, '  but  hurtful  to  many 
as  a  Perfume. 

3 o.tC  E  R  A  s  o  Ru  M,  of  Cherr'iss, 
Luxury  has  prodigioufly  multiply'd 
and  improv'd  the  kinds  of  thefe  in 
our  own  Country.  Many  of  the 
forts,  and  particularly  the  K^ntifh 
Red  Cherries,  are  3  very  wholefome 
Fruit, .  and  grateful  to  the  Stomach, 
but  the  Black  only  are  ufed  in. 
Medicine.  They  are  prefcribed  in 
"iall  Difeafes  of  the  Head  and  Nerves, 
and  by  fome  are  alfo  accounted 
Diuretic,  efpecially  the  Water  di- 
ftill'd,  from  them. 

31.  CoFFEiqj,  the  Cofee-Ber- 
ries.  They  grow  only  in  the  De« 
vfart  of  Arabia,  whence  they  are 
tranfported  through  all  the  Domi- 
fiions  of  tlie  Grand  Seignior,  and 
Jrgm  Turkey  brought  into  Europe, 
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They   are.  the  Fruit  of  a  kind  of 
Jeflamy,  with  a  Chelhat  Leai'^  and 
a  white  fweet  Flower.     Thefe  are 
not    employ 'd    in    Medicine ;    yet 
they   are  fo  much  \\\.  eveiy  one's 
way,  (that  is,  the  Liquor  made  olT 
them)  that  it  may  be  wpi'th  a  Per- 
fon's  wliile  to  know   that  thev  are 
very  drying,    and  die'-efore  in  Dii^ 
orders  of  the  Head  from  Fumes, 
and  too  great  Moiltures,  very  fer- 
viceable   by  their  ab.'^orbent  Quali- 
lities.     This  moit  experience,  who 
try  them,  after  a  Bebau^-h  of  "^'m^ 
or  ftrong  Liquors.     But  in  thin  and 
dry   Cotifcitutions    they    are   veiy 
hurtful,    as    they  dry    the  ■  Nerves 
too  much,  and ,  c^re   apt  tp   make 
them  tremble,   as  ^^n  Palfies :    by 
the  fame  means  likewife  they  pro- 
mote  Watching,    by   bracing  the 
Fibres  too  tenfe  for  that  Relaxritioii 
which  is  necefTary  for  Sleep.    Altho 
in  a  Cafe  of  extraordinary  Defluxioii 
of  Rheum  from  the  Glands  about 
the  Head  and  3tomach,  m  a  cold 
Conftitution ,    which  occafion'd   a 
great    hindrance    to    the    Perfon's 
fleeping,  I  once  advis'd  them  5  and 
according  to  Expeftation,  they  ora- 
cur'd  Sleep,  by  abforbing  the  fii- 
periiuous  and  continually  diftilling 
Rheum.     So  that   the    fame  thing 
may  have  different  Eifeds,  accor- 
ding to  the  Conftitution  to  be  opc* 
rated  upon. 

32.  CuBEBi^,  of  Cub  eh  s.  They 
are  fmall  fpicy  Grains,  or  Berries, 
like  Pepper,  brought  chiefly  from 
^ava  in  the  Eaf -Indies,  ina  pretty 
much  of  the  like  Virtue.  It  is 
much  queftioned  of  what  thefe  are 
the  Fruit.  Some  will  have  them  to 
be  of  the  Pepper  kind,  and  the 
Piper  Rotundum  of  ihe^^phraflus  j  o- 
thers  the  Fruit  of  the  R.ufm-j  and 
others  the  Carpe'fium  ox  Galen  :  but 
C<cfalpi9i^  affirms  them  to  be  the 
.  Fruit  of  the  true  AmomHrn,  How- 
ever 
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ever  It  be,  the  Natives,  it  is  faid, 
will  not  export  any  of  them  till 
boiled,  to  prevent  their  Culture  and 
Growth  in  other  Countries.  They 
are  very  warm,  and  fuppos'd  to 
flrengthen  the  Memory  •  which 
they  cannot  do,  but  by  being  very 
grateful  to  the  Nerves.  They  ar6 
alfb  reckon*d,  as  moft  fuch  Aroma- 
tics  are.  Provokers  to  Venery  5  as 
they  fill  the  Juices  with  many  aftive, 
Spirituous  and  titillating  Particles. 

33.  Nucis  VLoscuhr  Ky  of 
Nutmegs i     called     alfo  Nux   Aro- 

mat'tca -•Myrijlica,  feu,  Unguen- 

tarla,  by  Mathiolus  and  Clujius : 
the  latter  diftinguiOied  them  into 
Male,  which  are  the  greater  oblong 
fort  5  and  Temakj  which  are  the 
fmall  round  ones.  Cafpar  Bau- 
htne  defcribes  them  by  the  Dif^ 
tin^lion  o^  Nucifia,  ov  Nux  Mof- 
chata  fru^u  rotundo.  This  is  a 
moft  delicate  Aromatic  Fruit,  and 
enters  into  our  Sauce  as  well  as 
our  Phyjic.  It  is  a  great  Comfor- 
ter of  the  Head  and  Stomach  5  and 
likewife  a  good  Carminative^  by 
its  warm  difcuding  Quality.  3ut  it 
is  to  be  ufed  fparingly,  for  i?  in 
too  large  a  quantity,  it  will  fume 
«p  too  much,  and  prove  ofFenfive 
in  the  fame  manner  as  Perfumes  do 
to  fome  particular  Conftitutions. 
Etmuller  very  much  commends  it, 
boil'd  with  Motherwort,  in  fome  ' 
AfFeftions  of  the  Womb,  and  ufed 
as  a  Bath. 

34.  PiPERis,  of  Pepper.  Ma- 
thiolus, the  Bauhines  and  other 
Botanic  Writers,  defqi-ibe  a  white 
Pepper  ;  but  what  we  have  of  that 
Name,  is  but  the  black  Pepper 
manufadured  by  our  -induftrious 
Neighbours  the  Dutch.  It  comes 
from  Malabar,  'Java,  Sund,  and 
other  Parts  of  the  Eafl-Indtes.  There 
is  alfo  the  Piper  Indicum  called  Cap- 
ficum,  the  Guinea  Pepper,   which 


grows  in  large  Pods,  and  is  ufed 
by  the  Spaniards  in  their  Sauces  and  ^ 
Pickles  J  but  Medicinal  Prefcrlptions 
take  no  notice  of  it.  This  is  much 
of  the  fame  nature  as  Cubehs,  but 
rather  hotter  and  drier.  It  enters 
therefore  hot  only  into  many  Com- 
pofitions  as  a  Cephalic,  but  alfo 
into  Cathartics ,  as  a  Correftor  5 
it  affiftiiig  the  Bowels  the  eafier  to 
endure  the  Vellications  of  a  purging 
Medicine.  Hoffman  commends  it 
in  the  Cholic,  to  be  drank  whole  in 
a  little.  Brandy.  And  our^iCountry 
People  have  got  a  Trick  of  curing 
Agues  with  a  large  Dofe  of  the 
fame,taken  juft  before  theFit  comes  5 
but  they  require  good  Athletic  Con- 
ftitutions, who  fubmit  to  be  fet  on 
fire,  to  be  cured  of  a  contrary 
Extreme.  It  fometimes  likewife 
will  relieve  the  Tooth-ach.  The 
Long  Pepper,  ufed  too  in  Medicine,, 
tho  not  by  a  great  deal  fo  much  in 
Sauces  as  the  other,  is  pretty  much 
of  the  fame  virtue. 

3 ^.  P I  M  E  N  T  o :  This'is  called 
by  the  common  People  All-Spice, 
and  indeed  it  has  in  its  Tafte  and 
Flavour  fomewhat  refembhng  moft: 
of  the  Spices.  It  comes  to  us  chiefly 
fi'om  y-amaica,  znd  is  generally  fold 
by  the  Name  of  Jamaica  Pepper, 
It  IS  accounted  a  Species  of  the 
Cariophyllus  Aromaticus,  and  by 
fome  titled  Cariophyllus'  Aromati- 
cus Atnericanus,  lauri  acuminatis 
foliis,  fru5iu  orbiculari.  We  meet 
not  with  it  'n\  either  antient  or  mo- 
dern Difpenfatory  Compofltions,  un- 
lefs  in  the  laft  Edition  of  our  Col- 
lege.  But  it  is  pretty  much  got  in- 
to the  Shops,  as  a  Succedaneum  to 
fome  Spices  which  are  dearer:  And 
fome  have  found  a  way  to  ufe 
nothing  elfe  in  the  Aqua  Mirabilis,' 
tho  none  of  it  is  order'd  ;  and  it 
anfwers  fo  well,  that  if  it  be  care- 
fully diftill'd,  and  the  Spirit  be  good,

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H  IS,  hardly  to  be  perceiv'd  from  that 
which  is  genuine,  and  may  per- 
haps be  not  inferior  m  its  Medicinal 
Virtues. 
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Balfamumy  Balfam : 

^6,  Peruvian  UM,  Balfam  of 
Peru,  This  is  produced  from  a 
Tree  in  the  Weft-Indies.  By  boiling 
the  Wood,  the  Balfam  rifes  to  the 
top,  which  is  fcummed  off  for  ufe. 
The  beft  is  of  the  darkifli  red  Co- 
lour, and  of  an  admirable  Fra- 
grancy*  It  heals,  dries,  and  dK- 
culfes,  and  is  a  great  Strengthner 
and  Warmer  of  the  Nerves.  Schro- 
der commends  h  in  Aflhma's  > 
Phthificks,  Nephrhk  Pd'ms,  ObHruc- 
tions  of  the  Menfes,  Weaknefs  of 
the  Stomach,  and  in  the  Jaimdice  j 
and  fays  alfo,  that  it  comforts  the 
Womb,  and  promotes  Conception. 
It  is  much  ufed  outwardly,  not  only 
in  Wounds,  but  in  Palfie-^  Jfchia^ 
die  and  Rheumatic  Fains,  Some 
pretend  to  cure  Intermitting  Fevers 
by  rubbing  the  Back-bone  with  it, 
and  applying  it  in  Plaifters  to  the 
Pit  of  the  Stomach. 

37.  L  A  D  A  N  u  M,  or  Lahdanum. 
This  is  a  Balfam  or  Gum.  ouzing 
out  of  the  Leaves  of  the  Ciftus- 
Tree,  called  Ledon,  01'  Ladon,  by 
Mathiolus,  and  Gift  us  Ladantfera 
by  Cafpar  Bauhine,  which  is  com- 
mon ia  Cypfus,  and  fome  parts  of 
Arabia,  Diofcorides  faith,  it  is 
puU'd  off  from  the  Beards  of  Goats, 
who  feeding  upon  thofe  Leaves, 
the  vifcous  Juice  by  degrees  ga- 
thers aftd  hardens  into  little  Lumps 
upon  the  Hair.  M.  Touniefort,  in 
his  Voyage  into  the  Levant,  de- 
fcribes  the  Method  of  gathering  this 
Gum  in  Candia.  He  fays,  it  is 
brufhed  off  the  Leaves  of  the  Shrub, 
in  a  calm  Day^  by  a  fort  of  Whip 
compos'd  of  many  Straps,  to  which 
it  adheres :  and  after  it  is  feraped  off 


the  Straps,  it  is  made  into  Cakes  of 
different  flzes.  That  which  is  brit- 
tle, of  an  Alli-colour,  fweet-fcented, 
and  cleared  from  Drofsi  is  the  beff. 
It  warms,  dries,  and  deterges  j  but  is 
moft  ufed  outwardly,  and  is  in  many 
of  the  Plaifters  which  are  accounted 
warm,  emollient,  and  digejiive. 

Lignum,  Wood  i 

38.  Agallochi^  called alfa 
Xyloaloes ,  Aloes-Wood.  It  is  a 
Tree  in  the  Eaft-Indies,  brought  to 
us  in  fmall  Bits,  of  a  very  fragrant 
Scent.  The  beii  is  accounted  of  a 
blackifh  purple  Colour,  and  fo  light 
as  to  {\vim  upon  Water.  It  is  hot 
and  drying,  and  eftcemed  a  great 
Strengthner  of  the  Nerves  in  gene- 
ral ;  but  particularly  of  the  Head 
and  Stomach.  Ang,  Sala  was  a  great 
Admirer  of  this  Wood,  and  made 
an  Extraft  from  it  with  Spirit  of 
Wine^  which  he  wonderfully  com-» 
mended. 

59.  A  s  p  A  L  a  T  H  T,  or  Rhodit, 
Rofezvood.  It  is  accounted  aftrin- 
gent  and  drying  ;  but  tho  much  ia 
ufe  amongft  the  Antients,  'tis  almoft 
cjuite  tejeifted  out  of  internal  Medi<* 
cines  now.  An  Oil  drawn  from  if, 
is  of  dn  admirable  Scent,  and  very 
comfortable  to  the  Head,  v/herd 
Perfumes  arft  not  offenfive ;  foe 
this  may  be  reckon'd  one  of  the 
principal.  It  is  chiefly  ufed  in  fcent^ 
infr  Pomatums  and  Lim^nents^

40.  M  a  c  I  s.  Mace.  It  comes  off 
from  the  Nutmeg,  and  is  a  kind 
of  Bark  or  Covering  thereunio. 
It  is  much  of  the  jfame  Virtues, 
and  ufed  both  in  Cardiac  Com* 
pofitions  and  in  Cathartics,  as  a 
Gorrefton 

41 .  Wi  NTERANUS>  Winter'' s^ 
Bark,  This  is  a  warm  Aromatic 
Drug,  which  takes  its  Name  front 

Q  thf! 
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die   Perfon  who  firfl:  brought   the.   It  is  much  warmer  than  the  Aco^ 


Eitrppeans  acquainted  with  it.  It  is 
accounted  a  Species  of  the  Cinna- 
mon, and  therefore  called  CanelU 
aiha,  or  the  White  Cinnamon.  It 
is  not  much  ufed  in  the  Shop-Cora- 
pp(j[ions,  nor  mentioned  by  this 
Name,  efpecially  in  any  Difpenfa- 
/(jry-Writers.  It  has  a  flavour  not 
greaily  unlike  Lemon-Peel,  is  fub- 
tjle  and  penetrating,  foon  fenfible 
to  the  Nerves,  and  therefore  claims 
4  plfice  in  this  Rank  j  altho,  as 
many    qther  Aromatics,    it   is  fre 


rus,  and  is  much  efteemed  in  Fla- 
tulencies and  Indigeftions,  It  is 
ufed  with  Succefs  in  all  Indifpofl- 
tions  either  of  the  Head,  Stomach, 
or  Womb,  arifing  from  Weaknefs 
of  the  Nerves.  It  is  a  very  good 
Ingredient  in  Stomachic  Bitters,  and 
in  all  Compofitions  that  anfwer 
the  Intentions  of  a  Cardiac  or  Ce- 
^halic. 

44.  GiNszENG,  called  alfb 
Nmzigy  is  a  2,oot  brought  from  Ja' 
pauy  and  by  fome  praifed  for  a  Ce- 


quently  met  with  in  the  Prefcrip-    phalic,  and  a  Promoter  of  Venery  j 


tions  amongft  Anttfrorhutics  :  and 
certainly  with  good  reafon,  be- 
coufe  the  Subtilty  of  its  Parts  much 
aflills  in  attenuating  the  Vifcidities 
and  grofs  Concretions  which  ob- 
ftru£t  and  erode  the  Capillaries  and 
linall  Glands, 

Rfzdices,  Roots: 

42.  Ac  OR  I,  I'd  Calami  Aro- 
maticiy  Sweet-Cane.  This  isdiftin- 
gurilied  into  Verus  and  Adultermus  5 
but  the  former  only  is  the  officinal 
fort :  and  Schroder  will  have  it  to 
be  different  from  the  Calamus  A~ 
rornatknsy  ^\ith  vrhich  moft  Wri- 
ters confpund  ir.  It  is  a  fpicy  bit- 
^rifh  Root,  and  an  agreeable  In- 
gredient both  in  Cephalic  and  Sto~ 
rnach'ic  Compofltions.  It  is  good 
Ckewife  in  ChoUcs,  and  all  Com- 
plaints ariiing  from  Indigeftion  and 
a  cold  v/eak  Stomach. 

43.  G  A  L  A  N  G  .'E,  of  GalangaL 
It  is  a  fmall  knotty  Root.  This  is 
diftinguifhed  into  the  greater  and 
leffer  fort  j  the  latter  of  which  is 
preferred.  Clufiiis  and  fome  others 
judge  it  to  be  a  Species  of  the  Iris, 
and  others  of  the  Acorus.  And 
the  lefler  kind  is  by  the  modern 
Greeks  called  Cyperus  Bahylonica. 
That  which  is  heavy,  well-fcented, 
and  of  a  reddifh  Cclour,  is  beft. 


but  modern  Praftice  takes  no  no 
tice  of  it. 

45.  PoEONi:^,  o£ Piony,  This 
Root,  as  well  as  the  Flowers  before 
mentioned,  is  accounted  a  good 
Cephalic.  The  good  Women  high- 
ly efleem  Necklaces  made  of  them 
to  hang  about  Childrens  Necks,  fbi* 
Convulfions  and  difficult  breeding 
of  Teeth.  They  are  likewife  ape-f 
rient,  and  upon  that  account  rec- 
kon'd  amongft  Diuretics  and  J^ter^ 
gents :  as  likewife  Alexipharmic  ; 
upon  which  account  they  had  a 
place  in  the  College  Plague-Wa.' 
ter. 

4^.  Satyrii,  fen  Orchitis, 
Satyrion.  Diofcorides  diftingiullies 
between  thefe,  and  faith,  the  5<i- 
tyr!o;i  hath  a  fingle  Root,  but  the 
Orchis  a  double  bulbous  one.  Pli" 
ny  however  confounds  them  j  and 
our  Country-man,  Mr.  Dale,  ranks 
them  under  the  fame  Tribe.  It 
pafles  for  a  great  Cordial  and  Rtf- 
Jiorative.  And  amongft  all  who 
have  been  influenc'd  by  Whimfies, 
it  has  been  judg'd  from  its  Signa- 
ture to  be  a  great  Provoker  to 
Venery,  The  Ele^uari'dm  Diafa* 
tyrion,  which  is  in  many  Difpen- 
fatories,  and  which  takes  its  Name, 
from  this  Root,    is  certainly  witU

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great  Strengthner  j  and  ir  won-  from  India.  The  bed  is  white, 
detfully  warms  and  titillates  the  fragrant,  heavy,  found,  and  of  a 
Nerves,  whereby  fuch  Defires  are  fpicy  bitterifh  Tafte,  wliich  briny-s 
excited  :  and  on  the  like  account  it  under  this  Clafs  of  Cephdlics.  JBut 
in  many  Conftitutions  may  cure  it  is  alfo  reckon'd  by  many  amon^ft 
Barrennefs,  and  promote  Concep-  the  Alexipharrracs,  ior  which  reafoa 
tfon.

in  Form.  Mathiolus  will  have 
the  Zedoary  of  Avken  to  be  the 
Ant  h  or  a  of  the  Moderns  3  and  Do" 
doriAus  takes  the  Officinal  Zedoa- 
ry for  the  Zermnheth,  or  Zerum- 
het  of  Avlcen  and  Serap'ion.  The 
Antients  had  many  Profjarations  and 
Compofitions  of  this  floot,  which 
are  now  quite  rejefted.     It  comes 


g-reeable  Bitternefs  it  is  prefcribcd 
likewife  as  a  StD7r,ach:c,  and  for  its 
fpicy  Warmth  tis  commended  alio  in 
Cholics  and  hyjierical  AfFe(ftion5,  and 
likewife  for  promoting  the  Mcnfes. 
48.  Z  I  NziBERis,  of  Ginger. 
This  n  likewife  an  Indian  Root,  ge- 
nerally brought  over  dry,  but  fonie- 
times  in  Preferve.  It  is  alfo  brought 
to  lis  from  Arabia.     It  is  very  hot 
and   penetrating,    and   therefore    a 
great  Warmer  of  the  nei-vous  Parts  5 
whence  it  enters  into  Compofidons 
of  other  Intentions  than  fuch  as  are 
merely  Cephalic. 


Clafs  2.     Of  Carminatives* 


THESE  have  a  place  among 
the  Nervous  Si'mpleSy  by  reafon  the 
nervous  Parts  are  frequently  under 
great  Diforders  from  Flatus's,  or 
Wind  pent  up  :  and  therefore  what 
diflipates  and  expels  fuch  Vapours, 
muft  be  reckon'd  of  great  Service 
to  thofe  Parts. 

A  great  many  feem  to  be  Stran- 
gers to  this  Term,  as  it  does  not 
appear  to  carry  m  it  any  thing  ex- 
predive  of  the  medicinal  Efficacies 
of  thofe  Simples  v/hich  pafs  under 
its  Denomination.  This  Term  had 
certainly  its  Rife  as  thus  apply 'd, 
when  Medicine  was  too  much  in  the 
hands  of  thofe  Jugglers,  W'ho  for 
want  of  a  true  Knowleda;e  in  their 
Pi'ofeflign,   brought  Religion  intg 


their  Party;  and  what  thro  their 
Ignorance  they  were  not  able  to 
do  by  rational  Prefcription,  and  the 
ufe  of  proper  Medicines,  they  pre- 
tended to  effed  by  Invocation  and 
their  Intereft  Vi'ith  Heaven.  Which 
Cant  being  generally,  for  the  Suf-' 
priz*  fake,  couch'd  in  fome  llioit 
Verfes  j  the  word  Car?nen,  w-hich 
fignifies  a  Verfe,  wcis  made  alfo  to 
mean  an  Inchantment :  w-hich  as  it 
v/as  a  very  good  Cover  for  their 
Ignorance  as  v;ell  as  their  Knavery, 
was  frequently  mads  ufe  of  to  fa- 
tisfy  the  People  of  the  Operation  of 
a  Medicine  they  could  not  account 
for.  And  as  thofe  Medicines  nov/' 
under  this  Name  are  of  fome  quick" 
Efficacy,  and  the  Confequences 
G  i  thereof 
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ttei'cof  in  many  Inftances  very 
gteat  an<}  furprizing  ^  and  the  moll 
violent  Pains  fometimes  ariling 
from  pent  up  Wind,  which  imme- 
diately ceafe  upon  its  Difperflon  : 
for  thefe  Reafons,  I  fay,  fuch 
Medicines  as  give  Relief  m  this 
cafe,  are  move  particularly  term'd 
Carminatives,  as  if  they  cured  by 
Inchantment  j  the  Complaint  re- 
moved by  them  being  fo  fudden, 
that  the  ordinary  Means  of  the  Ope- 
ration of  a  natural  Caufe  are  not 
caiily  iraagin'd  to  take  place  fo 
foon. 

But  howfoever  this  Term  came 
into  the  Profeflion,  its  common 
UCq  has  fufficiently  determined  its 
Meaning  •,  fo  that  by  it  every  one 
underftands  fuch  things  as  conduce 
to  expel  Wind.  How  they  do  fo, 
may  be  conceiv'd,  when  we  confi- 
der  that  all  the  Parts  of  the  Body 
die  perfpirable.  San6ior'ms,  in.  his 
Medic'ina  Statka ,  determines  all 
we  call  Wind  in  the  Rowels,  to 
be  fuch  perfpirahle  Matter  as  makes 
Its  efcape  thro  the  Coats  of  the 
Stomach  and  Inteftines.  Between 
'the  feveral  Membranes  likewife 
of  the  mufcular  Parts  may  fuch 
Matter  break  out,  and  lodge  for 
fbme  time.  Now  whatfoever  will 
rarify  and  render  thinner  fuch  Col- 
lections of  Vapours,  muft  con- 
duce to  their  utter  Di (charge  out  of 
the  Body,  and  confequently  remove 
thofe  Uneafinefles ,  which  arife 
from  their  Detention.  And  as 
all  thofc  things  in  Medicine  which 
pafs  under  this  Denomination,  are 
warm,  and  confift  of  very  light 
fubtile  Parts,  it  is  eafy  to  conceive 
liow  a  mixture  of  fuch  Particles 
may  agitate  and  rarify  thofe  Fla- 
tulencies, fo  as  to  facilitate  their 
Expulilon  :  and  efpecially  when  we 
confider  what  a  Help  to  promote 
tliis  End  thofe   grateful  Senfstions 


may  be  which  fuch  Medicines  give 
to  the  Fibres  j  which  cannot  biu  in^ 
vigorate  their  tonic  Undulations  fo 
much,  that  by  degrees  the  obftruc- 
ted  Wind  is  diflodg'd,  and  at  laft 
quite  expell'd.  But  '  if  the  Ob- 
itrudion  is,  not  great,  as  it  feldom 
is  in  the  Bowels,  by  reafon  of  the 
large  Vent  both  uowards  and  down- 
wards,  the  Rarifadion  of  the  Wind 
upon  taking  fuch  a  Medicine  is  often 
fo  fiidden,aud  likewife  its  Discharge, 
that  it  goes  oiF  like  the  Explofion 
of  Gunpouder. 

All  the  things  under  this  Clafs, 
being  warm  and  difcuffive,,  are 
much  ufed  ivs.  the  Compofitfons  of 
Cathartics,  of  the  rougher  fort  efpe- 
cially. For  the  Irritation  occajfion'd 
by  thofe,  would  be  fcarce  tolerable 
without  the  mitigation  of  fuch  grate- 
ml  Ingredients.  Many  likewife  of 
this  Sortment  are  in  the  Compofi- 
tlons  of  difcuffive  Topics,  as  they 
warm,  rarify  and  attenuate  the  ob- 
ftruded  Humours. 

Tolla,  Herbs  :

There   is  of  this Sylvefiris,  a 

wild  Angelica,  which  is  alfo  divi- 
ded into  majar  and  minor  Monta- 
na ;  but  the  only  kind  ufed  in 
Pharmacy  is  the  Sativa,  feu  Cojius 
nigra  of  Caffar  Bauhine,  called  al- 
fo by  fome  Angelica  odorata,  and 
Smyrnium,  It  flowers  in  July, 
This  is  a  warm,  fragrant,  aroma- 
tic Plant,  in  great  efteem  with  ma- 
ny Authors.  Schroder  will  have  it 
to  be  a  moll  noble  Cordial,  Sudo" 
ripe,  and  Vulnerary  5  and  alfo  to 
promote  the  Menfes,  forward  De^ 
livery,  and  ftrengthen  the  Womb  : 
and  that  it  is  efficacious  againft 
all  manner  of  Poifons  and  pefti- 
lential  Contagions.  But  at  pre- 
fent  it  is  regarded  little  otherwife 
than  as  a  Carminative,  and  there- 
lore 
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fore  we  give  it  a  place  in  this  Clafs,     Finckle  ;    and   into  the 
The  College  hath  a  compound  Wa- 


ter which  takes  its  Name  from  it, 
in  which  are  many  Ingredients  of 
the  fame  Rank.

Thefe  all  agree  m  their  Carmina- 
j^fi'^- Qualities,  and  are  therefore  fre- 
quently    ufed    in  Compofitions    of 
that  Intention  ;  as  alfo  in  Glyflers, 
and  difcutient   Topics.     The   Anife- 
Seed  was  fo  much   in  favour  v/ith 
Helmcnt,    as  to   obtain  the  Name 
from  him  of  Solamen  Intefiinoriim, 
The  Coriander,  as  they  do  not  fo 
much  abound  with  Oil  as  the  other, 
fo  they  are  more  drying,  and  there- 
fore frequently  ufed  for  that  Inten- 
tion.      The    Card^.amoms    of    both 
VinAs  are  much  hotter,  and  upon 
that    account    (land    frequently    fn 
Compofition  with  the  Simples  of  the 
foregoing  Claf  ;  and  are  alfo  ac- 
counted Provokers  to  Vencry.     The 
Cummin   have  a   difculJive  Piaifter 
from  their  Nam.e,   in    the  Colleze-

WHAT  we  have  reduced  un- 
der this  Head,  may  perhaps  be 
more  properly  ftyled  Utcr'mes  j  for 
we  Oiall  here  include,  not  only 
all  that  are  called  Hyfierlcs  by 
the  Writers  of  Phyfic,  but  alfo 
flich  Simples  as  are  accounted  fer- 
viceable  in  menjlrual  Ohjiru5iions  : 
for  fuch  Diforders  brins  on  a  2;reat 
many  Symptoms  which  are  always 
reckoned  Hy/ierical ;  and  conse- 
quently, the  means  of  removing 
them  juftly  come  into  this  Clafs. 

All  of  this  kind  are  very  remark- 
able for  their  ftrong  Scent  ;  and 
have  been  by  fome  diilinguilli'd  into 
Odoriferous  and  Fetid  Medicines. 
But  of  the  former,  fuch  as  Musk, 
Ambergreafe,  and  the  like,  there  are 
fo  extremely  few  Conftitutions  with 
which  they  will  agree,  that  we  have 
refus'd  moft  of  them  a  place  here, 
and  rank'd  them  In  the  firft  cUfs 
of  this  SeHion. 

Diforders  of  the  Womh,  all  which 
come  under  the  name  of  Hyfierical 
Affediionsj  arife  from  too  titillating 
or  from  too  uneaf)'  Senfations.  The 
former  proceed  from  that  Irritation 
of  the  Nerves,  which  the  Make  and 
Secretion  of  thofe  Parts  have  natu- 
rally fubjefted  them  to  :  this  in  fome 
fort  of  Confl:itutions  arifes  to  that 
degree,  as  to  draw  the  whole  Syftem 
into  diforder,  and  occafion  a  fur- 
prizing  Variety  of  Symptoms,  as 
ftveral  forts  of  Convulfions,  and 
fpecies  of  Madnefs  5  which  there- 
fore are  by  fome  term'd  Furores 
Uterini.  Now  thefe  Diforders  feem 
to  be  moft  effedually  allay'd  by 
fuch  things,  as  are  in  a  manner  the 
Reverfe  o^  Cordial,  and  are  both  in 
Smell  and  Tafie  very  offenfive  and 
difagreeable.     And  they  feem  to  an- 


fwer  this  End,  by  fuffocating  as  it. 
were  the  Spirits,  and  damping  their' 
inordinate  SaUies,  fo  that  fuch  Sti- 
mulation ceafes,  and  the  Fibres  re-^ 
turn  to  their  natural  Tone  and  Mo- 
tions. For,  as  what  is  grateful  to  the' 
Senfes  gives  an  iriexpreffible  Emo- 
tion to  the  fine  nervous  Filaments, 
fo  does  what  is  fetid  and  difagreea-^' 
ble  quite  deftroy  that  Emotion,  and' 
deaden  it.     And  as  the  former  kind 
confifts  chiefly  of  fine  fubtile  vola- 
tile Parts,  by  which,  as  was  before 
explain'd,  they  are  the  fitter  to  pene- 
trate the  Nerves  j  fo  thefe  are  gene- 
rally of  a  clammy  vifcous  Contex- 
ture, .and  therefore  the  fitter  to  en- 
velope   and   entangle   that    fubtile 
Juice,  whereby  its  Motion  is  much" 
retarded,     and    confequently    the" 
Fibres  render'd  lefs  fpringy. 

In  the  latter  Cafe,  theUneafinefs 
of  the  Burden  in  Geftation,  and  of^ 
ten  the  Diforders  of  the  Foetus  it  felf^ 
brings  the  Womb,  and  by  degrees 
the  whole  nervous  Syftem,  into  con- 
vulfive  Diforders  5  which  admit  of 
little  or  nothing  to  be  done  by  way 
of  Medicine,  but  are  beft  remedy 'd' 
by  contributing  to  the  Eafe,  and 
gratification  of  all  the  Defires  and 
Cravings  of  the  Mother.  But  the 
worft  mifchief  to  thefe  Parts,  is  from 
a  Lodgment  of  fome  difagreeable 
Matter  upon  their  Glands,  whereby 
they  are  frequently  apt  to  grow  can- 
cerous 5  or  from  an  Obftrudh'on  of 
the  Difcharges, which  at  certain  times 
Nature  (that  is,  the  Conftitution)- 
requires  to  be  made  from  thofe  Part?.- 
In  the  firft  of  thefe,  all  fuch  things 
come  to  be  deem'd  Hyjierics,  which 
by  their  deterfive  Qualities  open 
thofe  Glands,  and  bv  degrees  wear 
away  the  obftrucled  Humours.  In

It  is  much  ufed  in  Complaints 
peculiar  to  the  Eemale  Sex,  both 
in  inward  and  outward  Applica- 
tions. It  is  faid  to  be  opening 
and  difcuflive,  to  promote  the 
Menfes,  Delivery,  and  to  cleanfe 
the  Womb  of  all  Impurities.  It  is 
in  sreateft  efteem  amono;ii:  Mid- 
wives  and  Nurfes.  For  in  the 
Shops  It  is  ufed  in  little  elfe  than 
the  compound  Syrup  of  the  College, 
which  has  its  Name  from  it.  The 
Moxa,  mentioned  by  Sir  William 
Tempk,  is  the  Produdion  of  t1iis 
Plant  in  China;,  titled,  Artemifia 
Chinenfis  cujus  Mollugo.  Moxa  di- 
ciutr  ;  and  is  by  fome  fuppofed  to 
be  the  Ylx^ecuinpathi  of  Hernandez,, 

^^.  Atriplicis  O'ltd^, 
J^ve  Foetidd,  Stinking  Orache,  is  a  Spe- 
cies, of  the  Blitum,  or  Wild  O- 
rache,  and  diftinguifhed  by  Ray, 
Bliturn  foetidum,  Vulvaria  di5lum. 
It  grows  about  Dunghils,  and  flow-. 
evs.in  Jiugujr,  but  is  of  very  little 
life  m  the  prefent  Practice,  tho 
of  fome  confiderable  repute  for 
the  fame  Occalions  as  the  former.

The  Stacle 
of  the  Antientswas  a  kind  of  liquid 
Myrrh,  which  P/iwy  rehites  to  have 
flowed  from  a  Tree  of  its  own 
accord  ;  but  Dwfcondes  affirms 
it  to  have  been  a  Solution,  and 
Expredion  of  the  true  Myrrh  with 
Water :  which  latter  Opinion  is 
nlfo  fupported  by  Cordus.  That 
which  is  moft  clear,  brittle,  light, 
and  fragrant  of  Smell,  is  beft.  It 
is  of  CTre:?t  ufe  in  Medicine,  infomuch 
as  to  enter  into  Compofitions  al- 
moft  of  all  Intentions.  It  is  warm 
and  bitterifh,  and  upon  that  account 
found  helpful  to  the  Stomach.  It 
will  frequently,  by  a  prudent  Ad- 
miniftration ,  remove  Agues.  In 
malignant  and  peftilential  Fevers, 
it  has  always  been  reckon'd  excel- 
lent ;  and  m  times  of  the  Plague, 
People  carry  it,  and  chew  it  m  their 
Mouths  tb  prevent  Infection.  It  is 
of  manifeft  Service  in  ripening  the 
Small-Po-Y,  efpecially  that  fort, where 
the  Puftules  rife  with  a  pellucid 
Humour.

But  the  moft  pre- 
vailing Opinion  is,  that  it  naturally 
fecretes  into  a  proper  Receptacle, 
and  is  cut  off,  or  taken  out  of  the 
Creature  when  kill'd  ;  which  feems 
confirm'd  by  the  hairy  Bags  which 
our  Merchants  lliew  it  to  be  pro- 
duced in  .;  altho  indeed  fome  have 
found  the  Art  of  counterfeiting 
thefe,  and  filling  of  them  with  co- 
aijulated  drv'd  Blood,  and  a  little 
mixture  of  the  true  Musk  :  but  this 
Cheat  may  be  difcover'd  by  burn- 
ing a  little  upon  a  hot  Iron  ;  the 
genuine  all  exhaling,  while  the 
adulterated  fort  will  leave  a  good 
deal  behind.

This 
is  a  bituminous  Juice  or  Refin, 
which  from  a  'pimr  grows  hard  and 
brittle  ;  for  that  it  once  was  in  a 
State  of  Fluidity,  h  manifeft  from 
the  feveral  Parcels  of  it,  which  have 
inclofed  Strav^s  and  Infeds  of  va- 
rious kinds.  The  whiteft  and  moft 
tranfparent  is  accounted  beft.  It  is. 
of  no  great  ufe  \\\  Medicine  -per  fe, 
as. its  Texture  feems  too  compact  to 
.open  and  yield  to  the  natural  Ela- 


But  certain  it  is,  that  ^'hat  the  Art 
of  Pharmacy  extorts  from  it  is  of 
wonderful  EfEcacy,  efpecially  in 
nervous  Cafes.  The  Salt  of  Amber 
is  an  incomparable  Medicine,  as 
we  fliall  further  fee  hereafter  j  and 
the  Oil  likewife  is  very  powerful  in 
many  Cafes,  outwardly  ufed.  The 
Caput  Morttaim-,  which  remains  af- 
ter the  Salt  and  Oil  is  gone  over, 
is  by  fome  ingenious  Perfons, 
who  have  been  very  inquifltive  into 
this  matter,  conjedur'd  to  afford 
that  Pouder,  which  has  been  fo 
induftrioufly  quacked  upon  the 
World  for  a  Specific  in  Convul- 
fions  ;  and  is  fold  under  the  Title 
of  Dr.  Morton'' s  Antifpafmodic  Pou- 
der, 

94.  Cinnabar  N  a  t  i  v. 
Native  Cinnabar,  There  is  alfo  in 
the  Shops  a  faditious  Cinnabar, 
which  is  the  common  Vermilion  of 
our  Painters.  The  true  Native  is 
very  heavy,  and  of  a  beautiful  red 
Qolour.  There  is  certainly  a  great 
deal  of  Quickfdver  and  Sulphur  in 
its  Compofition  ;  and  Diofcorides 
will  have  it  to  be  a  Minium,  by" 
reafon  a  great  deal  of  Quich/ilver 
may  be  obtain'd  from  it.  Wt  have 
it  chiefly  from  Hungary,  and  fome 
Parts  oi  Germany  ;  in  which  Coun- 
tries Schroder  fliys  the  very  Peafants 
know  hov/  to  draw  the  Sjuickfilver 
from  it.  'Tis  taken  out  of  the 
Mines  as  it  comes  to  us.  It  is  by 
all  accounted  a  wonderful  Remedy 
in  Epilepjies  ;  and  it  was  upon  tliis 
fcore  a  great  Favourite  with  Crato^ 
fiom  whofe  Name  fome  Authors 
call  a  Pouder  made  with  it  Pulvis 
Crato'nis.  It  is  very  probable  that.

Of  Strengthners, 


BY  Strengthners,  we  would  be 
underftood  to  mean  fuch  things 
as  add  to  the  Bulk  and  Firmnefs  of 
the  Solids  :  And  thefe  differ  from 
what  has  been  ranged  under  the 
preceding  Sedion,  as  a  JBandage 
does  from  a  Flefh-Brufli.  The  for- 
mer are  fuch  as  facilitate  and  drive 
on  the  vital  Adions  j  but  thefe  fuch 
as  confirm  the  Stamina,  and  main- 
tain the  Solids  in  a  Condition  to 
exert  themfelves  into  Adion  on  all 
proper  Occafions  with  the  greateft 
Porce  and  Vigour. 

The  continual  Wafle  which  con- 
flant  Motion  makes  in  the  Confti- 
tution,  were  it  not  for  frequent  and 
proper  Supplies,  would  foon  wear 
the  Body  quite  out.  The  Attritions 
and  Abraiions  of  the  circulating 
Fluids  would  quickly  carry  away 
the  Canals  in  which  they  circulate. 
Were  not  fomewhat  furnifh'd  and 
convey'd  to  them,  which  is  fuited 
to  fall  into  and  adhere  with  them, 
and  fo  recruit  w^hat  is  wafhcd  off. 


And  thofe  Particles  mud  be  much 
more  difpofed  fo  to  do,  whofe  Ad- 
hefions  are  greateft  when  once  they 
come  into  Contad  j  fuch  are  thofe  of 
Bodies  we  call  glutinous,  and  which 
eafily  form  themfelves  into  Jellies, 
and  fuch-like  Conflftencies  :  for  the 
Parts  of  fuch  Bodies  are  veiy  light, 
by  reafon  of  the  Over-proporiioa 
of  their  Surfaces  to  their  Solidities, 
whereby  their  Motions  are  both 
more  languid  when  in  Circulation  ; 
and  when  once  they  flop,  their 
Cohefions  will  be  fo  much  the 
ftronger  with  whatfoever  they  hap- 
pen to  fall  into  Contad.  Medi- 
cines of  this  Tribe  are  therefore  of 
great  Service  in  Hedicks,  where 
the  fwift  Motion  of  a  thin  fharp 
Blood  wears  aw'ay  the  Subftance  of 
the  Body  inftead  of  nourilhing  it ; 
for  they  not  only  retard  the  inar- 
dinate  Motion,  but  give  fuch  a 
Weight  and  Confiftence  to  th© 
Juices,  as  fits  them  alfo  for  Nou- 
rifhmenr. 

There 
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There  are  likewife  other  Caufes, 
which  may  weaken  the  Solidsj  by 
admitting,  or  occafioningf  them  to 
relax  too  much.  Whatloever  there- 
fore afts  as  a  Stimuli^!:,  and  crifps 
and  corrugates  the  Fibres  into  a 
more  compared  Tone,  which  mod 
auftere  and  pointed  Bodies  do,  will 
remove  fuch  Weaknefs,  and  iijcreafe 
Strength  :  and  as  alfo  too  much 
Moifture  jnay  contribute  to  inch  Re- 
laxation, what  has  no  other  Quality 
but  abforbing  and  drying  up  fuch 
fuperfluous  Humidity,  may  deferve, 
tho  accidentally,  to  coihe  under  this 
Denomination. 

And  thus  we  have  a  clear  Notion 
of  the  three  Subdivifions  made  un- 
der this  Head,  and  the  manner  by 
which    they    feverally   operate   vci 


bringing  about  the  main  Intention^ 
This  therefore,  it  is  hoped,  may 
ferve  for  an  Explication  of  the  three 
fubfeqiient  ClalTes  \  obferving  that 
under  the  laft  do  very  naturally  fall 
all  thofe  -things  which  ufually  pafs 
for  Sweetners  :  For  that  Term  can. 
have  no  'other  Meaning,  .than  that 
the  animal  Fluids  Sre  by  them  ren- 
der'd  lefs  fharp  ;  and  this  cannot, 
be  done  but  by  either  breaking  ofF 
the  Points  or  Afperities  of  their 
Particles^  oi'  fo  abforbing  and  ca- 
fing  them  up^  by  foft  and  porous 
Bodies,  that  they  cannot  be  per- 
ceiv'd.  Increafe  of  Motion  con- 
duces to  the  former  j  and  what 
comes  under  the  third  Clafs  of  this 
Divifion,  will  do  the  latter*

It  is  the  Weepings 
of  a  Tree  v/hich  bears  a  Fruit  not 
wniike  a  Cherry  j  the  Skin  of  which 
puli'd  off,  they  fay  refembles  a 
Dragon.  It  is  called  Draco  arbor, 
by  Gerard,  Parkin/on,  and  the  Ba^- 
hines  j  Efquanlnth,  by  Hernandez,  j 
and  in  Commelmus'%  Catalogue  of 
the  Amjlerdam  Garden,  'tis  titled 
Palma  prumfera  foliis  Tucca  ^  qua 
fanguis  Draconis  ojjic.  The  Shops 
fhew  two  kinds  of  this  Drug,  which 
differ  only  m  Finenefs  5  the  beft 
being  wrapped  up  in  Flags.  Many 
are  of  opinion,  tliat  the  prefent 
officinal  Dragon*s-Biood  was  the 
Cinnabar  of  Diofcorldes,  and  that 
the  Cinnabar  of  the  Moderns  was 
the  AliniHrn  of  the  Antients.  This 
Gum  is  like  wife  by  fome  thought 
to  proceed  from  an  Anmdo,  or 
Cane  Plant ;  but  the  various  Opi- 
nions of  Naturalifts  hereupon  are 
not  of  moment  enough  to  recite 
here.  It  is  experienc'd  to  be  of 
2n  agglutinating  Quality ,  and  1% 
prefcribed  Avith  fuccefs  in  moil 
Tluxes  and  Haemorrhages.  Its  prin- 
cipal Share  in  Compofition  is  in  the 
Lucatellns  Baljhw,  as  fome  make 
it.  'Tis  efteemed  a  good  Ingre- 
dient likejvife  in  firengthning  Platf- 
ters.

Draganty  or  Tragacanth,  is  a  Gum 
from  the  Goats-Thorn.  That  is 
b-efl:  which  is  whiteft  and  li^lueif. 
It  diOolves  eafily  in  any  aqueous 
Menfirpi-im,  to  which  it  will  give 
the  Confidence  of  a  Syrup,  in  the 
fmall  Proportion  of  a  Dram  to  a 
Pint.     It  is  fniooth  and  (o^itmn^^. 


and  therefore  good  to  obtund  the 
Acrimony  of  any  Humours  5  which 
makes  it  of  fervice  in  fuch  Coughs 
as  proceed  from  Catarrhs  and  De- 
fluxions  of  Rheum.  It  is  alfo  very 
ftrengthning  in  fome  feminal  Weak- 
neffes,  and  prevalent  againfl  the 
Whites  in  Women  j  efpecially  i£ 
skilfully  diffolv'd  in  rough  Red 
Wine,  in  which  form  I  have  often 
known  it  given  in  thofe  Cafes  with 
good  Succefs. 

Cortices,  Barks  of 

ii8.  CasiaLignej^,  Cajia 
Bark.  This  is  a  Bark  which  by  In- 
fufion,  or  a  little  boiling,  runs  very 
much  into  Jelly  ;  and  is  of  the  fame 
Virtue  with  mofi  things  of  the  like 
nature.  The  Tree  fi'om  whence 
it  is  produced,  is  called  CanelU 
Malavarica  ct"  Javanen^s,  or  Ar- 
bor Canellifera  Malabarica,  whofe 
Leaves  are  the  officinal  Malaba- 
thrum.  This  Bark  very  much  re- 
fembles Cinnamon  in  Appearance 
and  Tafle,  infomuch  as  to  entice 
fome  to  ufe  it  in  its  flead,  being 
much  cheaper,  but  it  is  not  by  far 
fo  good.  In  Diflillation,  the  Wa- 
ter drawn  from  it,  {links  of  an 
Empyreuma  j  and  in  the  Compo- 
fition of  an  Eletluary,  it  will  make 
it  fo  fiimy,  as  hardly  to  be  parted 
into  Dofes  for  ufe.  Galen  took 
this  and  Cinnamon  to  be  both  the 
Bark  of  the  fame  Tree,  as  many 
others  likewife  have  done ,  but 
very  unjuflly  :  For  their  Difference 
is  too  manifefl:  to  want  any  Ar- 
guments to  refute  fuch  a  Conjec- 
ture.

130.  B  u  N  I  A  s,  is  the  Napus 
didcis  feu  fativus  of  the  Shops,  as 
defcribed  by  Gerard,  and  the  Bau- 
hines :  Its  Seeds  are  blackifh,  of  a 
biting  Tafte,  and  enter  into  fome 
officinal  Compofitions.  Schroder 
fays,  they  dry,  and  are  Enemies  to 
Venery  5  but  modern  Pradice  takes 
little  notice  of  them. 

131.  Glasti,  Woad.  This  is 
cultivated  in  many  ialand  Countries, 
and  is  much  ufed  in  Dying.  'Tis 
what  the  antient  Britons  ufed  to 
paint  themfelves  with.  It  is  not 
much  ufed  in  Medicine,  but  accoun- 
ted very  aftringent,  and  efFedual 
in  flopping  Haemorrhages. 

131,  Gnaphalii,    Cudweed, 

diftinguifhed Vulgareyna'jus, 

and  '  Germanicum  by  the  Bau- 

htnes  J  and  -. Minus  five  herha 

hnpia,  by  Gerard.  It  grows  in  dry 
Places,  and  flowers  in  Ju)2e.  It 
is  drying  and  aftringent ;  and  re- 
commended in  Dyfenteries,  Hae- 
morrhages, and  all  kinds  of  Fluxes ; 
but  the  modern  Pharmacy  makes 
little  ufe  of  it. 

153.  Herniari^e,  Rupture- 
ivort.  It  is  titled  Herniaria  glabra 
in  the  Oxford  Catalogue,  and  by 
Cafp,  Bauhine,  Polygonum  minus  feu 
millegrana  major.  It  flowers  m 
June  iiiA  July,  Schroder  com- 
mends it  in  a  Diabetes  j  fays  it 
helps   to   diiTolve  the  Stone,    and 


abfterges  the  Mucus  from  die  Sto- 
mach, and  other  Parts,  where  it  is 
apt  fometimes  to  colled  in  too  great 
quantities  5  and  that  it  pur2;es  Cho- 
ler,  and  is  therefore  good  in  the 
Jaundice,  But  its  chief  Ufe  is  in, 
Emplajiers  and  OintrneyitSi  to  be  ap- 
ply'd  outwardly  againft  Ruptures-, 
upon  which  account  Hollerim  had  it 
in  great  eftecm. 

154.  M  E  N  T  H  i^.  Mint ;  diftin- 
guiihed  Angujiifolia  Spicata  by  Cafp, 
Bauhine :  there  is  alfo  a  Mentha, 
Aq^uatica,  Water  Mint,  called  .Si" 
fymhrium,  and  a  Mentha  Sylvefris, 
called  Mentaftrum ,  Horfe  Mint  ; 
with  a  great  many  other  kinds  ta- 
ken notice  of  by  Botanifts,  but  not 
worth  Enumeration  here,  becaufe 
thefe  only  are  referred  to  by  modern 
Prefcription  5  and  of  thefe  chiefly 
the  firfl:,  wmich  flowers  in  July.  It 
is  juftly  efteemed  a  great  Strength- 
ner  of  the  Stomach,  and  is  of  great 
fervice  in  taking;  off  Naufeoufneis 
and  Reachings  to  vomit,  as  alfo  ia 
flopping  Fluxes  of  the  Belly.  Its 
fragrant  Scent  makes  it  enter  into 
many  Compofitions  as  a  Cephalic, 
There  are  feveral  Medicines  made  of 
it  in  the  Shops  j  but  the  Spirit,-  the 
diftill'd  Water,  and  the  Syrup, 
which  is  a  Compound,  are  the  prin- 
cipal.

What  are 
uled  in  the  Shops,  unlefs  for  the 
dilliU'd  Water,  and  the  Mel  Ko fa- 
rum,  are  the  Buds  before  they  quite 
blow  J  becaufe  then  they  are  much 
rougher,  and  more  aftrInG;ent<  The 
Conferve  m-^de  of  them  is  defer- 
vedly  in  great  efteem  ;  but  the 
common  Notion  of  its  beinjy  the 
better  for  Age,  i?  an  Error  i  for 
their  Aftringency,  which  arifes  from 
the  Solidity  and  Afperity  of  their 
component  Parts,  by  long  lying  hx 
the  Sugar,  which  mellows  and  fof- 
tens  them,  very  much  decays.

This  is  a  very  delicious  Fruit,  which 
ripens  at  the  latter  end  of  the  Sum- 
mer. They  are  very  rough  and  a- 
Itringent,  eaten  raw.  They  mighti- 
ly cool  and  flirengthen  the  Stomach, 
removeNaufeoufnefs,  andilop  Flux- 
es of  the  Belly.  For  thefe  Purpofes 
they  are  much  in.  ufe,  efpecially 
their  Juice  made  into  a  Syrup, which 
is  both  very  pleafant,  and  agreea- 
bly afl:ringing.  The  Juice  will  keep 
a  whole  Year  very  good,  with  Oil 
upon  it,  in  the  manner  that  Wine 
is  kept  in  Flasks :  And  it  is  much 
better  to  pieferve  it  fo,  and  make 
the  Syrup  often  ;  for  all  Aftringems 
rot  or  mellow  by  lying  long  in  Com- 
pofltion  with  Sugar,  fo  as  to  lofe  in 
a  great  meafure  their  Efficacy.  The 
C07npGund  Syrup  of  Mint  is  much  the 
better  for  what  it  receives  from  this 
Juice.  EtmulUr,  after  his  .  ufual 
way  of  talking,  afcribes  the  Aftrin- 
gency  of  this  Fruit  to  an  acid  aufl:ere 
Salt  with  v/hich  it  abounds.  Some 
of  the  Antients  accounted  it  an  Anti- 
dote for  fome  particular  poifonous 
Qualities  \\\  Hellebore.  The  Seeds, 
bruis'd  well  with  an  aqueous  Liquor, 
afford  a  good  Mucilage,  which  is  ex- 
cellent in.  fome  SoreneiTes  of  the 
Mouth  J  and  anfwers  likewife  all  the; 
Intentions  of  the  preceding  Clafs. 

145.  C  Y  P  R  E  s  s  I  N  u  c  E  s  , 
Cyprefs  Nuts.  Thefe  are  little  ufed 
in  inward  Compofltion,  but  enter 
into  fome  of  the  flrengthiiing  Plai- 
fters,  as  they  are  accounted  auftei'e, 
rough,  and  afl:ringent. 

146',  Gall  M,  Galls.  Thefe  are 
the  Produdion  of  the  §uercus-GaU. 
lam  ferensy  the  Gall-0?k,  which 
grows  much  in  Hungary,  and  fome 
Parts  o?  Italy.  They  are  a  kind  of 
excrementitious  Tubercles,  in  wiiicfi 
according  to  the  Opinion  of  fofaie 
H  4  are 
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at-e  hatch'd  particular  Infecls.  They 
likevyire  hold  the  fame  Rank  as  the 
former,  and  are  ufed  in  little  elfe  be- 
llvies  the  Emplafirw/n  ad  Herniam.

They  are  ac- 
counted elfedual  in  ftopping  H&- 
morrhageSy  and  therefore  Ink  is  put 
up  the  Nofe  to  ftop  Bleeding. 

147.  G  L  A  N  D  E  s.  Acorns.  Thefe 
are  pretty  much  of  the  fame  Kind 
and  Qiiality  as  the  two  former. 
Some  will  have  them  to  be  ftrong 
Carmir.ath'es,  and  grate  them  into 
warm  Liquors,  like  Ginger  and  other 
Spices,  to  expel  Wind. 

14?.    G  R  A  N  A  T  OR  U  M,    Poihe- 

granates,  called  by  many  Botanifts 
the  Mains  Punka,  or  Carthag'mian 
Applei  its  different  Parts  are  diffe- 
rently denominated,  as  the  Flowers 
CviinL  and  the  Peel  Malicormm. 
This  is  a  delio;htfal  Fruit,  not  much 
differing  in  its  Medicinal  Virtues 
from '|W;V;f?5.

Thefe  are  of  different  kinds  j 
but  the  Vitis  Jds.a  foliis  oblongis  ere- 
natis  fru5lii  nigricante  of  Cafpar, 
and  ld£a  fruiHn  nigra  of  John  BaU' 
hine,  is  the  fort  referred  to  by  the 
new  Catalogue  of  our  College,  which 
are  called  alfo  F<3Ci:/;>z/<if, Black Whor- 
tles.  They  grow  in  ftony  Grounds, 
and  are  cooling  and  aftringent ; 
but  litde  ufed  in  modern  Phar* 
macy. 

155.  PrunellorumSyl- 
V  E  s  T.  Sices.  Thefe  are  the  Fruit- 
of  a  particular  Thorn  Tree,  which  is 
the  fame  as  the  Acacia  Gerjnanica, 
the  infpiffated  Juice  of  which  is 
fometimes  fold  for  the  true  Egyp- 
tian  Acacia.  We  have  in  the  Shops 
a  Conferve  made  with  them,  which 
with  care  is  a  very  good  one.  For 
this  purpofe  they  are  to  be  gather'^d 
before  they  begin  to  wither  and 
mellow  upon  the  Trees  5  for  after 
they  are  frofl-bit,  as  the  Country 
People  call  it,  and  made  fit  for  eat- 
ing, they  are  not  (o  rough,  and  con- 
fequently  not  fo  fuitable  for  this  In- 
tention in  Medicine. 

154.  R  u  B  I  '  I  D  .'E  I,  Rafpher- 
ries,  are  the  Fruit  of  a  particular 
Bramble  differing  not  much  from 
the  Riibui  vulgaris  Fru^u  nigro,  the 
Black-Berry,  unlefs  in  Colour  :  and 
thefe  are  diflinguilhed  by  both  tlie 
Bauhi?;es,  Idaus  fpl:iof.i  fruBu  ru- 
hro.  ■  Thefe  ripen  about  June, 
They  are  much  like  the  Mulberries, 

for 
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for  their  medkinal  Virtues,  but 
'  fomewhat  rougher^,  and  of  a  more 
fragrant  Plavour.  They  are  ufed 
chiefly  in  a  Syrup,  which  is  like- 
wife  mucl>  prefcribed  in  Garga- 
rifms  5  and  is  reckon'd  good  againft 
Vomitings,  and  Loofenefs  of  the 
Eelly. 

155.  Sorb  I,  Services,  are  the 
Fruit  of  a  Tree  cultivated  in  the 
Gardens,  and  diftinguifhed  Sorbus 
fativa  vel  legitima,  in  oppofition 
to  the  Cretago,  or  Sorbus  tormi- 
nalis  of  Theophrafius  and  Pliny , 
charaderized  by  ,  Apt  folio 
fylvefiris  non  fpinofa,  the  Wild 
Sei-vice-Tree.  Thefe  are  much  of 
the  fame  kind  as  Medlars,  and  as 
little  known  in  Medicine  ;  tho  as 
much  valu'd  in  Diet  for  the  fame 
Qualities. 

15^.  PiNi  Con  I,  Pine- Ap- 
ples. The  Tree  producing  thefe,  is 
the  Pinus  fativa  five  domejlica  of 
,  Gerard,  diilinguifhed  <yjficulis  duris, 
foliis  oblongis,  by  John  Bauhine,  in 
oppofition  to  the.  ~~SylveJiris  fea. 
•vulgaris  Genecenfs,  the  Mountain 
Pine,  whence  Turpentine,  Frank- 
incenfe,  ctt.  are  procured  ;  and 
the  ■  Maritima,  a  Sea  Pine, 

alfo  taken  notice  of  by  Botanifts. 
Thefe  are  not  different  in  their  Vir- 
tues from  the  Cyprefs  Nuts,  and  a- 
bout  as  much  ufed  in  Compofition, 
for  the  fame  Purpofes. 

Sued  infpijfati.  Juices  : 

157.  AcACii^,  Thorn-Tree, 
There  are  three  kinds  of  this  men- 
tion'd  by  Botanic  Writers  j  one  is 
from  the  Prumis  fjlvefiris,  or  Aca- 
cia. Germanica,  which  is  the  Sloe- 
Tree,  or  Black-Thorn  ;  another  is 
*rom  the  Cytifus  fpinofus,  or  Aca- 
cia trifolia.  Trefoil  Acacia  ;  but 
the  laft  and  true  fort  for  medicinal 
\1^^^,  is  from  the  Spina  Egyptiaca, 
diilinguifhed  by  Herman  in  his  Ca- 
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talogue  of  the  Leyden  Garden,  — . 
foliis  fcorpoides  legummof^,  filiquis 
albis  comprejfts,  Ifthmo  intcrcepti'Sy 
floribus  luteis  j  which  is  the  Mir* 
quith  of  Hernandez.,  the  Egyptia-a 
Thorn.  It  is  very  auftere  and  bind- 
ing, and  therefore  powerful  in  all 
Flu:<es.  Upon  what  account  it 
makes  an  Ingredient  in  the  Theria^ 
ca,  is  not  eafy  to  be  guefs'd  5  as 
bearing  no  refemblance,  either  in 
Smell  or  Tafte,  to  any  Ingredients 
of  that  Tribe. 

158.  HypocisTiDisis  the 
infpilfated  Juice  of  a  Tree  or  Shrub, 
called  alfo  Orohanche,  the  Holly- 
Rofe.  It  is  divided  into  Male  and 
Eemale,  the  former  of  which  only  is 
the  Cifius  Hypocijiidem  ferens,  and 

diflinguifhed Mas  folio  oblon^o 

incano  by  Cafp,  Bauhine.  Diofco- 
rides  gives  a  very  particular  De- 
fcription  of  this  Shrub,  too  long 
to  infert  here.  The  officinal  Juice 
is  blackifh,  and  fhines  like  the  bed 
Spanijh  'Juice  of  Liquerife.  It  is 
reckon'd  more  powerful  in  its  af- 
tringent  Quality  than  the  foregoing. 
But  it  is  ufed  in  few  officinal  Com« 
pofitions,  and  never  in  extempora- 
neous Prefcriptions. 

159.  Bitumen  Judai- 
CUM,  Jew-Pitch.  Its  Ufe  in  Me- 
dicine hardly  makes  it  worth  en- 
quiring into,  being  found  but  in  one 
or  two  Compofitions  of  the  Shops, 
and  never  order'd  for  any  one  In- 
tention  in  common  Pradice.  See 
Afphaltus. 

Cortices,  Barks  of, 

160.  CiNNAMOMi,  Cinna' 
mon,  is  the  Bark  of  a  Tree  call'd 
Canella  Zeilaniaca  by  Cafpar  Bau- 
hine ;  Laurus  Zeilaniaca  Baccis  ca- 
lyculatis  Hermanni  by  B.ay,  and  Is 
the  Cuurdo  of  Pifo.  This,  as  was 
obferv'd  before  under  the  Cajjfia 
Bark,  was  by  the  Amieats  confound- 
ed 
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ed  with  that  5  but  it  is  of  a  much " 
more  aromatic  flavour  and  Tafte, 
and  is  rough  upon  the  Palate, 
whereas  the  other  is  quite  flimy. 
This  is  not  only  an  admirable  A- 
ftringent,  and  a  great  Strengthner 
of  the  Stomach  and  Bowels,  but 
alfo  a  good  Cephalic.  There  are 
no  kind  of  Defluxions  or  Weak- 
nefTes,  but  what  it  is  of  fervice  in. 
It  affords  an  Oil  which  will  (Ink  m 
Water,  and  Is  of  great  efteem,  and 
much  prefcribed  in  extemporaneous 
Praftice.  But  its  Dearnefs  fubjeds 
it  very  much  to  Adulteration,  which 
is  generally  done  with  a  Mixture  of 
Oil  of  Cloves  or  Clove-Bark,  which 
are  alfo  fpecifically  heavier  than 
Water,  for  otherwife  the  Cheat 
would  eafily  be  difcover'd.  The 
beft  way  to  know  its  Goodnefs,  is 
by  diluting  it  5  which  may  be  done 
by  dropping  it  upon  Sugar,  and  then 
diflblving  it  in  a  fmall  Spirit.  For 
before  it  is  fo  manag'd,  its  extraor- 
dinary Heat  upon  the  Tongue  will 
not  fuffer  one  to  difcern  its  true 
Tafte  J  but  when  it  is  thus  diluted, 
it  eafily  difcovers  any  foreign  Mix- 
ture. 

\6i,  Granato^um,  Pome- 
gmnatesy  call'd  alfo  Malicorium. 
This  is  reckon'd  much  more  aftrin- 
gent  than  the  Juice,  already  takeii 
notice  of.  It  is  therefore  much  or- 
der'd  in  Decoftions  agalnft  Gonor- 
rh&aSi  and  Pluxe.s,  and  often  in  af- 
tringent  Glyfters  j  tho  its  fhare  in 
the  Shop  Compofitions  is  but  little. 

I  €z.  Q^u  E  R  c  u  s.  Oak.  This 
has  not  a  place  any  where  in  the 
Difpenfatories,  that  I  know  of  5  yet 
it  h  a  powerful  Afiringent,  The 
chief  medicinal  Ufe  it  is  put  to,  is 
m  warm  Baths  for  fuch  as  are  cut 
for  the  Stone,  into  which  they  -are 
put  in  a  proper  Vefle!,  until  the 
Wound  heals.  To  which  purpofe 
ic  is  qf  general  Ufe  amongft  Litho- 


tomijls.  From  its  great  Ajlrmgency, 
and  its  Affinity  upon  that  account 
with  the  Peruvian  Bark,  fome  ima- 
gine it  will  prevail  againft  Intermit- 
tents',  but  there  do  not  appear 
any  Inilances  of  Tryj^l  to  fupport 
fuch  a  Conjedure.  ' 

1^3.  SuBERis,  Corh-Tree. 
This  hath  a  Place  given  it  here,  only 
in  refped  to  the  new  Catalogue  of 
the  College,  tho  it  cannot  be  learn'd 
ever  to  have  been  ufed  for  any  me- 
dicinal Purpofe. 

Radices,  Roots  of, 

i6'4.  B I  s  T  o  R  T  /E,  Bifiort,   or 

Snakeweed,  diftinguifh'd Major 

ri^gofiorihus  foliis,  by  John,  zn.d-r-' 
Kadice  minus  intorta,  by  Cafpar 
Bauhine.  This  grows  in  feveral 
Parts  of  England,  in  low  Grounds. 
Its  Root  only  h  of  ufe  j  and  this  \s 
very  aftringent,  and  therefore  ufed 
againft  all  kind  of  Fluxes.  In  I>e- 
codion  it  is  beft.  It  is  accounted 
good  againft  Vomiting,  fpitting  of 
Blood,  and  all  Haemon'hages.  It 
pafTes  with  fome  alfo  for  an  Alexi- 
pharmic,  and  is  reckon'd  to  pro- 
mote Sweat ;  for  which  reafon  it  is, 
that  we  fometimes  find  it  in  Com- 
pofitions and  Prefcriptions  of  that 
Intention. 

I^^.    To  R  M  E  N  T  IL  L  iT.,  TiJr- 

mentils,  diftinguifhed  Vulga^ 

ris  by  Parkin/on,  and  Sylvejiris  by 
Cafp.  Bauhi?ze.  It  grows  in  Paf- 
ture-Grounds,  and  flowers  in  June. 
No  part  of  this  Plant  is  ufed  in 
Medicine  but  the  Root.  Altho  this 
is  moft  noted  for  its  binding  Qua- 
lities, yet  it  is  rank'd  amongft  the 
Alexipharmics  likewife  j  and  is  of 
great  efteem  in  malignant  Cafes, 
attended  with  any  Fluxes,  either 
of  the  Bowels  or  the  Womb,  all 
which  it  is  reckon'd  to  reftrain. 
Scl?roder-Czys,  there  is  not  a  better 
Vegetable  grows  than  this,  for  all

fuch  Intention?.  It  agrees  mighty 
well  with  the  White  Brink,  and 
chancres  its  Colour  to  a  very  agree- 
able Red,  and  mii.ch  increafes  its 
Efficacy  in  checking  a  Loofenefs 
in   the  Meajles,  Small-Ptf'x,  or   Fe- 

z'ers. 

i6C.  O  SMUND  A  Reg  AL  I  s, 
efmund  Royal,  is  a  Species  of  the 
Fern,  and  diftinguifhed  by  Cafpar 
Bauhine,  lilix  florida,  ra?njfa,  non 
dent  at  a  5  and  by  "^ohn  Bauhine, 
— — —  Jloribiis  injignis.  It  is  to  be 
met  with  m  MarQies.  The  Root 
is  the  only  part  of  it  ufed  ii\  Medi- 
cine. Schroder  reckons  it  of  a 
mix'd  Temperament,  and  fays  it 
deterges,   and  is  fubaftringent.     It 
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is  moft  in  edeem  for  retraining  the 
Whites  in  Women,  and  ftren^th- 
ning  tlie  Womb.  It  pafTes  with 
fome  ibr  almoft  a  Specific  m  tha 
Rickets  j  but  how  it  fiiould  da 
great  Feats  that  way,  does  not  ap- 
pear from  any  of  its  fenfible  Qiia- 
lities.  Some  efteem  it  veiy  power- 
ful iw  difperfing  bruis'd  Blood,  and 
taking  away  the  Blacknefs  that  a- 
rifes  therefrom  :  and  Mynficht  made 
it  the  Bajis  of  a  Cataplafjn  foi* 
fuch  Purpofes.  But  notwithftand- 
ing  thefe  many  Virtues,  it  grows 
cut  of  ufe,  and  is  now  in  very 
few  Shop-Medicines,  and  hardly 
ever  occurs  in  extemporaneous  Pre=> 
fcriptions.

Ligna,  Woods : 

*■**.  Buxi,  ^ox.  There  is 
little  Diftindlon  made  'of  this,  but 
into  the  Arhorefcens  of  Cafpar  Bau- 
hine,  and  Vulgaris  of  Parkinfon  j 
nor  is  it  much  us'd  in  Medicine, 
altho  a  chymical  Oil  is  direded 
from  it  ;  and  fome  fay,  boil'd  in 
Decoftions,  it  is  as  efficacious  a- 
oainft  the  Venereal  Difeafe  as 
Cuaiacum. 

167.  Santalorum  om- 
nium,  all  the  Saunders,  There  are 
three  foits  in  the  Shops ;  the  Ci- 
trine or  Yellow,  the  White,  and 
the  Red  ;  tho  many  think  the  two 
firfl:  to  be  of  the  iame  Tree,  the 
White  being  the  cortical  Part,  and 
the  Yellow  the  middle.  Garcias 
fays  indeed,  that  the  Trees  are 
both  fo  much  alike,  that  none  but 
the  Inhabitants  who  are  ytrj  con- 
verfant  with  them,  can  diftinguifh 
them.  The  firft  is  reckoned  the 
beft,  as  it  is  moft  aromatic  5  but 
the  laft,  vizi.  the  Red,  moft  aftrin- 
gent  and  drying.    They  are  in  many 


of  the  SKop-Medicines,  and  Ibme- 
times  ufed  in  Prefcription  amongft; 
the  Sweetners  and  Antifcorbutics, 
as  they  are  call'd,  and  are  put  into 
Diet-JDri'aks  and  medicated  Ales^ 
They  are  warm  and  drying,  and  by 
that  means  take  their  place  ixi  this 
Clafs. 

1(^8,  Br  ESI  LI  I,  Brafd-vjood^ 
the  Pfeudo-S  ant  alum  ruhrmn  of 
Cafpar  Bauhine,  and  the  Lignum 
rvJhrum  o^  Pifo.  It  hath  alfo  many 
other  Diftindions  amongft  Bota-. 
nifts  i  but  it  is  agreed  on  by  all 
to  be  a  Species  of  the  Saunders,  and 
poftefTed  of  the  fame  phyfical  Vir- 
tue*, tho  it  is  feidom,  if  ever,  pre- 
fcribed. 

iCs.  E  B  E  N  I,  Ebony,  What 
was  the  Ebony  of  the  Antients  is 
not  very  certain ;  fome  will  have 
it  to  be  the  Palrn^  others  of  the 
Guaiacum  kind  j  and  feveralDIfti no- 
tions are  given  it  by  the  Botanifts  : 
but  its  Ufe  in  Medicine  is  fo  little, 
as  to  deferve  no  further  notice  of 
ix, 

170,  Lek- 
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170.  L  E  N  T  I  s  c  I,  Majilc-Tree, 
Bellonmst  in  hisObfervations,  li^.  z, 
c.  S.  affirms  this  Plant  to  afFord  the 
Gujii-Mafik  no  where  but  In  the 
llland  of  Chios  :  but  Schroder  con- 
tradicbs  it,  and  fays  that  he  had  a 
Prefent  of  a  large  Piece  of  it  very 
replete  with  that  Gum,  from  his 
Kinfman  johan-nei  GUferus,  a  skil- 
ful Apothecary,  which  he  brought 
iiimfelf  from  a  Mountain  in.  Helve- 
tia.  It  is  much  of  the  fame  Vir- 
tues as  the  Saunders,  and  prefcrib'd 
in  the  like  Cafes  j  but  as  it  ap- 
proacheth  fomewhat  nearer  to  the 
Turpentine  Kind,  it  is  rather  more 
detergent,  and  pafTes  in  fome  mea- 
fure  by  Urine. 

171.  GuAiACi,  Holy-wood f  or 
Pock-wood  ;  for  it  has  many  Names. 
This  is  the  Wood  of  a  Tree  that 
grows  very  tall  in  the  IVejl- Indies. 
Some  pretend  there  are  many  forts 
of  it ;  but  Maihiolusy  in  his  Notes 
upon  Diofcoridcs,  is  of  the  con- 
trary Opinion,  and  afcribes  the 
Differences  of  Colour  to  its  diffe- 
rent Age  and  Maturity  ;  the  oldeft 
looking  of  the  darkeft  Colour,  and 
the  young  more  ligl'>t.  Cafpar  Bau- 
hine    diflinguifhes    two    forts  j    the 

lirfl-,   Mag'iJi   Matrices  and 

the    other, fine   Mairic'e  ; 

and  Hernandez,  calls  the  one  Guaya- 
can,  and  the  other  Hoaxacan  : 
tho  the  Appellation  of  Lipzum 
San^um  is  given  in  common  to 
both.  That  wliich  is  heavieft  is 
beft.  It  is  very  hot  and  drying, 
and  therefore  a  great  Promoter  of 
infenfible  Perfpiration  rather  than 
Sweat.  Upon  this  account  it  is  rec- 
kon'd  a  wonderful  Sweetner  and 
Cleanfer  of  the  Blood,  and  there- 
fore much  prefcrib'd  in  cutaneous 
FoulnefTes  of  all  kinds.  By  the 
fame  hot  penetrating  Quality,  it 
likewife  is  efleem'd  good  m  the 
Qmtt  by  diflipating  and  infenflbly 


wafting  the  Humours  thrown  upon 
the  Joints  5  as  alfo  in.  Dropfies  and 
Catarrhsy  by  drying  up  and  wafting 
the  fuperfltious  Humidities.  But  'u\ 
V^enereal  Cafes  it  is  faid  to  do  won- 
ders J  upon  which  account  it  has 
obtain'd  its  Name  of  Pock-wood, 
Dr.  Martin  Lifter ,  in  a  Diftertation 
T>e  Lue  Ve72ereay  lays  great  flrefs  up- 
on it,  and  fets  light  by  all  that  the 
Mercury  can  do  without  its  help. 
Continual  Experience  does  beyond 
contradiction  demonftrate  its  \3£q,' 
fulnefs  in  all  Depravations  of  the 
Conftitution,. which  arife  from  too 
much  Humidity  j  but  how  far  it 
eradicates  any  particular  Infeftion, 
I  mild  leave  to  Perfons  of  more 
penetration,  and  who  are  betteir 
turned  to  abftrufe  ways  of  Think- 
ing. 

172,.  Sassafras.  It  is  the 
Wood  of  a  very  large  Tree,  which 
grov/s  in  Florida,  Virginia,  5c c. 
It  is  of  an  aromatic  Scent  :  fome 
compare  it  to  Fennel.  ^oh'a 
Bauhlne  calls  it  Lignum  Pava- 
num  5  and  Cafpar  Bauhlne  diflin- 
guifhes  it  —  ■  ex  Florida  ficuU 
r.co  folio,  from  the  Places  it  \s 
brought  from  ;  and  \\.  is  the  An- 
hulba  of  Pifc.  It  is  very  drying 
and  hot,  tho  not  quite  fo  much 
as  the  Guaiacum.  ft  is  ufcd  \\\  all 
the  fame  Intentions,  and  is  much 
more  met  with  \\\  extemporaneous 
Prefcriptions,  than  ivi  the  Shop- 
Medicines  J  tho  the  College,  xn 
their  Dlfpenfatory ,  gives  us  an  E- 
le5luary,  of  which  this  is  the  Bafis, 
and  whence  it  has  its  Name.  This 
is  fomewhat  come  into  fafliion  in 
Families,  by  way  of  Tea,  which 
the  Shavings  of  it  make  agreeably  e- 
nough  ;  but  the  Scandal  of  its  bcin^ 
good  in  Venereal  Cafes,  is  a  great 
Detriment  to  its  Credit,  v/hich  pre- 
vents a  sreat  deal  more  ^ood  bcinsj 
done  by  it,  than  otherv^'ifc  might  be  j 

for

for  'tis  certainly,  in  the  fGnfQ  we 
have  explain'd  the  Term  at  the  Head 
of  this  Sedion,  an  admirable  Sweet- 
ner.  Tho  with  fome  indeed  it  does 
not  well  agree,  at  firft  efpecially, 
and  in  a  Morning,  as  it  affeds  the 
Head  like  fome  Perfumes,  and  oc- 
cafions  Pains,  Droufinefs,  and  Va- 
pours ;  but  Ufe,  and  firft  drinking 
it  in  Afternoons,  will  with  moli 
Conftitutions  wear  off  thefe  Incon- 
veniences. 

17^.  The  Bark  ofGuAiACUM 
is  fo  much  of  the  fame  Virtue  as 
the  Wood,  as  to  need  no  parti- 
cular account  j  they  are  given  pro- 
mifcuoufly  in  the  fame  Intentions. 

1 74.  The  Bark  of  Sassafras 
is  alfo  as  agreeable  to  the  Nature 
of  its  Wood. 

Radices,  Roots  of^ 

175.  Chin/e,  china.  This 
Root  comes  from  the  Country, 
whofe  Name  it  bears  ;  and  it  is  alfo 
brought  from  New  Spai'/T,  and  moft 
of  it  we  have  now  from  Peru, 
which  is  the  true  officinal  fort,  and 
diitinguifhed  by  Occident  alts ,  in  op- 

pofition  to  the  former,  called 

Orient  alls,  and  Smllax  afpera  Chl- 
nenfis  Lampatcim  di^a,  as  the  iat> 
ter  is  Srn'ilax  vltlctdls  afperls  Vir- 
ginlana,  follls  angujlls,  Uvihus, 
multls   aarlculls  pr^dlta,    which-  is 
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all  nervous  Cafes  which  proceed 
from  too  much  Humidity,  and  may 
deferve  to  be  recommended,  as  it 
much  is,  in  the  Gout,  and  fome 
kinds  of  the  Palfy.  It  comes  in 
for  an  Ami  venereal  upon  the  fame 
foot  as  fome  of  the  foremen  tion'd 
Woods.  .  Begulnusj  in.  his  Tyrocl- 
nlum  Chymlcum,  is  at  the  pains 
to  make  an  Effence  of  it  5  and  the 
great  Vefalms  wrote  a  Treatife  con- 
cerning it.  JBrafavolus  alfo  fays  a 
great  deal  coecerning  its  Virtues  in 
his  Treatife  de  Morbo  Galileo. 

176.  SARSAPARiLLit,  Sarfi, 
or  Sarfaparll.  This  comes  fl'Oin 
the  Weji-Indles.  Nlcolaus  Monar^ 
dus  fays  there  arc  three  forts  ^  one 
from  New  Spain,  which  is  very 
flender  and  pale  ;  another  from 
the  Honduras,  which  is  of  a  darker 
Colour,  and  thicker  ;  and  a  third 
from  the  Province  of  Giulto,  near 
Gulaqull,  which  is  the  darked  and 
thickeft  of  all.  But  notwithftand- 
ing  thefe  diftindions,  it  is  much 
queftion'd,  whether  this  differs  fpe- 
cifically  from  the  preceding,  or 
not  5  and  Botanifls  much  con- 
found them  by  their  CharafteriC- 
ticks.  Parklnfon  calls  this,  Smllax 
Afpera  Peruana  ;  Cafpar  Bauhme, 
Afpera  Peruviana  five  Sarfaparllla  j 
others,  Vltlculls  Afperls  Vlrylmana, 
folio  hederaceo  leni,  Zara  7iobillJfiraa  ;

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qiieftion  whether  there  b^  really  any

177.  Rasura  C.  C.  Shavings 
of  Hartshorn.  This  is  much  more 
in  efteem  amongft  Family  BoHref- 
fesy  than  in  the  Shops,  although  it 
is  ufed  there  too  upon  many  ac- 
counts 5  but  what  moft  gives  it  a 
Title  to  this  place,  is  that  Jelly 
which  it  is  eafily  boiled  into,  in 
common  Water,  and  is  accounted 
very  nourifhing  and  ftrengthning. 
Thofe  who  make  it  a  Trade  to  rafp 
it  for  Ufe,  have  learned  the  Art  of 
mixing  Bone  with  it,  to  raife  their 
Profit,  infomuch  that  it  is  hard  to 
buy  any  now  in  the  Shops  that  has 
not  a  Dafh  of  it  ;  and  fome,  rather 
than  turn  away  a  low  priced  Cufto- 
mer,  are  provided  with  the  Shavings 
of  nothing'but  Bone,  The  fame 
Cheat  is  put  upon  us  frequently  ill 
the  burned  Hartshorn,  with  which 
they  mix  feveral  forts  of  Bone. 
But  as  for  that  which  is  the  com- 
monly fufpeded  Fraud,  of  draw- 
nig  the  Spirit  from  them  before 
hey  are  burnt,  and  fo  diverting 
feem  of  their  better  Part  j  they  are 


not  at  all  the  worfe,  were  it  {o  : 
for  ii  they  are  put  freih  in.to  the 
Potmaker^s  Kiln,  where  they  are 
generally  calcinM,  the  Spirit  is'  as 
much  for^ced  away,  as  in  the  Chy- 
mical  Furnace  :  and  all  the  diffe- 
rence is,  that  in  the  former  Cafe  it 
is  diffipated  into  the  Air,  and  quite 
loft  5  and  ill  the  latter,  it  is  preferv'd 
by  a  proper  Receiver  :  for  in  both 
Cafes  the  Horn  is  robbed  of  it  ; 
and  therefore  after  the  Spirit  is 
drawn,  it  is  ftill  as  good  for  Calci- 
nation as  before.     '

They 
are  not  onlj^  the  Froduce  of  a  par- 
ticular 0;y7?(?r' called  Concha  Marga- 
ritifera,  but  of  many  other  Oyjiers, 
MufdeSy  and  fuc^i-iike  Shell-Fifli. 
Pliny  will  have  them  to  be  gene- 
rated by  a  Dew  ;  but  'i^ohannes 
Taber  contradi£ts  him,  and  alledges 
them  to  be  only  morbid  Ex'crefcen- 
czs,  faying  all  ConchA  are  leprous  5 
which  Opinion  h  received  by  moIV, 
imd  that  they  have  no  other  Qjiali- 
ties  than  the  Shells  in  which  they 
are  generated.  They  are  very 
different  in  Shape  and  Bulk.  The 
whiteft  andmoftslitterino;  are  moft 
in  "''deem  :  Some  Authors  afcribe 
wonderful  Viitues  to  them,  and  fay, 
they  are  not  only  tlie  greateft  Cor- 
dial, but  alfo  povvCiful  Alexiphar- 
mlc<,  andReiiftersof  Poifon.  But 
Sty  far  as  they  are  mariifeftlv  abfor- 
•bent,  and  deftroyers  of  Acidities, 
we  are  juftifiable  iw  rankmg  them 
ivi  this  Place.

183.  Lapis  H  a  m  a  t'i  t  e  s, 
l^loQd-Jione,  This  is  found  in  many 
places  in  Germany^  and  in  great 
plenty  in  England,  It  is  very 
heavy,  of  a  reddifh  Iroji  Colour, 
of  which  Metal  it  has  great  deal  m 
its  Compodtion,  it  being  a  true 
Iron  Oar.  It  is  coviling  and  aftrin- 
gent,  and  generally  given  in  Sub- 
ftance  after  'tis  reduc'd  into  a  fine 
Pouder.  It  is  reckon'd  good  in 
all  H&?norrhageSy  and  but  little  ufed 
in  any  other  Cafes.  It  is  but  rarely 
found  in  Compofition.  The  Helio- 
tropium,  alfo  called  Blood-ftone,  and 
r-scommeiided  for  the  fame   Pur- 
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pofes,  feems  very  different,  and  {^ 
of  a  dusky  Green,  flreaked  witli  red 
Veins  j  and  this  latter  fort  only- 
fee  ms  to  have  been  t!i\Q  true  Blood- 
flone  of  the  Antients,  concernincr 
which  fuch  flrange  things  have  been 
alledged  :  But  the  prefent  Prac- 
tice gives  vety  little  into  thofe 
Opinions. 

1 84.  A  L  u  M  E  N,  ^lum.  Some 
Authors  mention  feveral  forts,  but 
the  Alumen  Rupeura,  or  Roche  Alum, 
is  made  of  an  Alum  Mineral  mixt 
with  Urme  and  Kali.  It  is  extreme 
rough  and  aftringent,  as  every  one 
finds  who  tafles  it.  It  is  apt  to 
provoke  Vomiting,  by  its  vellica- 
ting  the  Fibres  of  the  Stomach  veiy 
much  J  upon  which  account  ft  is 
not  much  ufed  inwardly,  and  then 
not  without  fbme  finooth  aromatic 
Ingredients  in  Compofition  with 
it.  I  had  it  from  a  very  worthy 
Perfon,  that  he  had  cured  a  great 
many  poor  People  in  the  Country 
o^  Agues,  with  a  large  Nutmeg, 
and  its  equal  Weight  of  Alum, 
pouder'd  and  divided  into  three 
Dofes,  giving  one  every  Morning 
fafling  ;  and  that  it  never  failed  : 
But  upon  fome  Trials  I  have  been 
difappointed,  altho  it  has  anfw^er'd 
iw  many  Inflances  5  but  moflly  I 
have  obferv'd  in  flrong  tough  Con- 
flitutions,  for  it  is  offenfive  to  the 
Stomach  ^t  firfl  taking.  The  Ra^ 
tionale  of  tliis  will  fbmewhat  ap» 
pear,  when  we  come  to  confider 
the  Operation  of  the  Bark  in  like 
Cafes.  This  is  likewife  ufed  out- 
Vv'ardly  in  fome  aftringent  Lotion^j, 
and  enters  into  fbme  Compofition?: 
as  a  very  good  Dentifrice^,  and  a 
Prefei-ver  of  the  Gums.

185.  Creta,  Chalk.  Rsmdms 
takes  notice  of  three  forts,  and 
others  of  more^  but  we   know  of 

Jtione 
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none  but  the  white,  efpecially  that 
ufed  ia  Medicine.  This  is  very 
aftringent,  and  ufed  fometimes  as 
iuch,  though  very  imprudently,  in 
Gonorrhea's  j  and  for  that  purpofe 
there  is  a  Compofition  in  the  Di£' 
penfatory  that  bears  the  Nanie  of 
P'll.  de  Creta.  Its  moft  experienc'd 
Virtue  is  in  removing  that  Uneafl- 
iiefs  at  Stomach,  which  is  common- 
ly called  the  Heart-hum.  Some 
commend  it  in  drying  of  old  Ulcers, 
but  that  does  not  feem  to  be  a  very 
rational  Pradice. 

i8^.  Bolus  Armena,  Ar- 
men'mn  'Bole.  This  is  a  natural 
Earth,  and  brought  chiefly  from 
Armeriiay  whence  it  takes  its  Name, 
tho  it  I?,  frequently  improperly  ex- 
prefs'd  in  Englijlj,  being  vulgarly 
called  Bole  Armoniac;  Some  con- 
je<n:ure,  that  it  has  a  {Inall  mixture 
of  Iron  in  its  Compofition.  That 
which  is  of  a  palifn  red,  foft  and 
fattifh  to  the  Palate,  and  ftrohgly 
adheres  to  the  Tongue,  is  the  beft  : 
it  is  very  much  adulterated  in  the 
Shops,  or  at  leaft  a  great  deal  is 
brought  there  which  is  good  for  lit- 
tle. It  is  both  a  noble  Aftringent, 
and  a  Vulnerary  :  and  therefore 
with  very  good  reafon  frequently 
found  in  the  Shop-Medicines,  and 
often, prefcribed  fov  Diarrhea's,  Dy- 
fenterieSyH&morrhages,  Catarrhs,  and 
all  kinds  of  Defluxions.  It  \s  like- 
wife  much  ufed  outwardly  in 
ftrengthning  Plaifters,  and  Luxa- 
tions of  the  Joints.  , 

187.  Terra  Japonica,  'Ja- 
pan Earth.  It  is  alfo  call'd  Cate- 
chu. There  are  various  Opinions 
concerning  its  Produftion,  all  of 
which  feem  to  be  enumerated  by 
IVedelms  in  the  119th  Obfervation  of 
the  id  Volume  of  the  German-  Mif- 
cellanea  Guriofa.  The  moft  proba- 
ble one  is,  that  it  is  not  a  Mineral, 
but  the  infpijfate  Juice  of  a  Fruit 


in  the  Eajl-Indies,  generally  faid  to 
be  the  Artca  or  Eaufel  of  Gerard, 
which  i%  that  Species  of  the  Palm 
Cafpar  Bauhine  diftinguifhes  by 
Palma  cujm  Fru^lus  fejjilis  Faufel 
dicitur  j  and  is  called  Pynang  by 
Bontius.  Garcias  and  his  "Followers 
will  have  it  to  be  from  the  Lycium 
Indicum,  the  Indian  Thorn  5  but 
Clujius,  with  others,  oppofe  that 
Opinion.  Cleyerus  thinks  it  an  Ex- 
trad  from  an  Indian  Acacia,  not 
unlike  the  Tamarind  Tree  5  and 
Paulas  Ammannus  takes  it  to  be 
a  Compofition  :  but  all  the  Con- 
jedures  about  it  are  too  many  to 
infert  here.  That  it  is  an  infpiifa- 
ted  Juice,  and  not  an  Earth,  is  nia- 
nifeft  from  feveral  Confiderations, 
but  from  none  more  than  its  dif- 
folving  in  Water,  and  pafling  %v"th 
it  thro  a  Filter,  which  an  Earth  will 
not  do.  By  Japan  Earth,  our  A- 
pothecaries  commonly  underftand  the 
plain  Extrad  or  Juice  j  and  fay  Ca^ 
techu,  the  fame  aromatized  with 
Musk,  Ambergreafe,  and  the  like, 
it  is  of  a  dark  purple  Colour,  very 
auftere  upon  the  Palate,  feems  to 
melt,  like  the  Bole,  in  the  Mouth, 
and  leaves  fomewhat  of  a  fweetifh 
Tafte  behind  it.  It  is  famous  for 
flopping  Eluxes  of  the  Belly,  and  is 
good  in  Catarrhs.  Upon  which 
account  it  is  in  many  Compofitions, 
and  is  very  often  prefcribed  in  thofc 
Intentions  by  the  chief  Phyficians 
now  in  Pradice.

•they  are  given  coaife,  by  the  Hard- 
nefs  and  Afperities  of  their  Angles 
they  will  be  alnioft  as  injurious  to 
the  Coats  of  the  Stomach,  as  i^o 
much  Glafs)  and  in  the  grinding 
they  will  neceffariiy  wear  off  {^o 
much  even  of  the  hardeft  M.irble, 
as  to  increafe  their  weis^ht  fome- 
times  to  double  the  quantity  :  where- 
by the  levigating  Materials  frequent- 
ly make  a  coniiderable  part  of  the 
Medicine.  And  if  it  was  not  for 
this  Inconvenience,  it  is  not  eafy 
to  imagine  what  the  animal  Diges- 
tion can  draw  out  from  fuch  hard 
Bodies  :  and  therefore  their  Vir- 
tues mult  wholly  depend  upon  the 
Figures  and  Bulks  of  thofe  Parts 
they  are  reduced  to  by  Preparation, 
which  is  a  thing  fo  uncertain  and 
precarious,  as  a  careful  Perfon 
would  not  willingly  truft  to.  Thefe 
feem  to  have  got  a  Place  in  Medi- 
cine, pretty  much  in  the  fame  man- 
ner as  Gold  and  fome  other  things 
which  are  v?ry  dear,  more  10  coun- 
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tenance  an  extravagant  Price  of  a 
Compofition,    than   to    contribute, 
any  real  EfHcacy  thereupon. 

19^.  Cor  ALLIUM-  RUBKU  Mj, 

Red  CoraL  There  are  alfo  of  other 
Coloui's>  but  this  is  chiefly  ufed  iu 
the  Shops.  Some  Naturalifts  tell  us, 
it  grows  at  the  bottom  of  the  Sea 
like  a  Plant  or  Shrub,  and  that  it  is 
not  fo  hard  as  we  hav,e  it,  until  it  is 
gather'd  and  brought  up  into  the 
Air.  The  bri2:hter  and  higher  the 
Colour,  it  is  accouned  the  better. 
Pliny  fpeaks  of  it  as  found  only  in 
the  Indiafi  Seas,  but  we  have  it  now 
from  many  parts  of  the  Medlterra- 
7iean^  and  Naples  is  a  great  Market 
for  it.  This  alfb  by  its  extraordi- 
nary hardnefs,  cam'es  along  with  it 
fome  part  of  the  levigating  Stones. 
It  is  a  very  good  Aftringent,  and 
given  with  good  fuccefs  in  JDlar- 
rhea'Sj  and  Defluxions  of  all  kinds. 
It  is  likewife  accounted  a  great 
Sweetner,  and  therefore  with  go.od 
reafbn  prefcrib'd  to  co/recl  the  Aci- 
dities in  the  Stomachs  of  young 
Children  :  by  which  means  it  very 
probably  has  obtain'd  the  Reputa- 
tation  of  being  good  againft  Fits, 
and  eafing  the  Pain  in  cutting  the 
Teeth.  For  the  little  Convulfions 
Children  are  fo  mighty  fubjed:  to, 
may  have  nothing  elfe  for  their 
CauTe  but  thofe  vellicating  Juices 
in  their  Stomachs  and  Bowels. 
There  is  a  compound  Syrup  in  the 
Shops,  which  has  its  name  fi-om  this 
Drug,  and  is  in  much  efteem  iqi 
fome  Female  >5^eakneffes.  Para- 
celfus  fpeaks  of  Amulets,  made  of 
Coral,  againfl  Inchantments,  Fits, 
<0'c.  but  fuch  Impofitions  are  now 
defeiTedly  laughM  out  of  the 
World.  Helmont,  and  fevei*al  o- 
"thers.  Have  alfo  given  in  to  the 
fame  Delufions.  Kircher,  in  his 
Mundus  Subtirraneus,  is  very  co- 
I  pious 
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pious  in  his  Account  of  this  Drug  5     it,  to  concentrate^  as  he  calls  it,  th^

SECT.     III. 

Of  Stomachics. 


T  is  not  at  all  difficult  to  appre- 
hend  the  Operations   of  thofe 
things  which  come  under  this  Deno- 
mination.     All  nervous  Medicines 
indeed  have  fome  Claim  to  this  Di- 
vifion  ;  as  whatfoever  is  good  for 
the  Nerves,  cannot  but  be  fervice- 
able  to  the  Stomach,  both  upon  ac- 
count of  its  beins  fuch  a   nervous 
Part,    and  as   it   has  generally  the 
firft  Effeds  of  fuch  Medicines.     Eqt 
as  for  fuperior  Reafons  |:hey  are  dif- 
tributed  under  other  Denominations^ 
We  fball  rank  under  this  only  fuch 
Simples  as  are  either  feldom  ufed 
in  either  Intentions,  or  hardly  ever 
omitted  in  this.     Thefe  are  fuch  as, 
by  a  peculiar  Warrnthj  give  both  a 
grateful  Senfation,    and   a    fuitable 
Tenflty  to  the  fibrous  Coats  of  the 
Stomach  ^  whereby  the  Senfe  of  Hun- 
ger is  not  only  excited,  but  alfo  the 
^tomach    rendered    more    able    to 
j^reak  and  dige^i  what  is  taken  iv^ 


to  nourifh  the  Body.  And  as  moft 
Bitters  are  of  tliis  Tribe,  and  al{b 
as  by  that  Quality  they  contribute 
frequently  to  the  deftroying  of 
Worms,  we  have  likewife  given 
fbme  Stmplesj  prefcribed  fcarce  for 
any  other  purpofes,  a  place  here.

by    Stool  and  Urine  :    and  in  the 
Glands  of  the  Extremities,  and  near 
the  Surface,  it  attenuates  fuch  Hu- 
mours, fo  as  to  fit  them  for  Per- 
fpiration.

as  it  wonderfully  warms  the  Sto- 
mach, and  excites  the  Appetite  ; 
and  alfo  as  it  enables  it  the  better 
to  digeft  what  it  receives.  The 
Subtility  of  its  Parts  makes  it  alfo 
pafs  for  a  Difcutient  and  Aperient, 
in  many  Compofitions  of  thofe  In- 
tentions 5  and  likewife  for  an  A- 
lexipharmic,  and  a  great  Antidote 
againft  many  kinds  of  Poifons,  as 
it  wonderfully  promotes  both  fen- 
fible  and  infenfible  Perfpiration.  For 
killing  and  e^cpelling  Worms,  it  Is 
in  the  beft  efteem  :  and  in  Chirur* 
gery  it  not  only  goes  for  z  Difctttient 
in  their  Fomentations,  but  is  alfo 
ufed  in  faie  Pouder  to  jffUes,  to 
promote  their  running,  and  as  a 
Tent  both  to  enlarge  and  cleanfe 
fome  Fiftulms  Apertures.  Some 
Authors  extol  this  beyond  all  Credi- 
bility for  its  Alexipharmic  Qualities, 
and  rank  it  almoft  VjiththQ  Peruvian 
Bark  in  Intermittent^,  And  for 
this  reafon  undoubtedly  we  meet 
with  it  not  only  ii\  the  Therlaca  An^ 
dromachi,  but  in  fome  other  Shop- 
Compofitions  of  the  fame  Inten- 
tion, altho  it  now  ceafes  to  be  prc- 
fcribed for  fuch  Purpofes  in  extem- 
poraneous Praftice.  That  it  very 
much  aflifts  in  fome  Compofitions 
for  removing  Agues,  and  fome 
kinds  of  Intermittents,  I  have  found 
by  Experience  in  many  Inftance's, 
but  it  i$  not  to  be  depended  upon 
alone  :  and  by  its  great  Subtilitv  atid 
Heat,  if  Caution  be  not  ufed,  it 
will  inflame  in  many  cafes  rather 
than  abate  the  Symptoms  ;  as  we 
fhall  further  fee  in  the  next  Part. 
With  t'lis  only,  and  the  outer  Rind 
of  Orange-Peels,  may  be  made  a.

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SECT.     IV. 

Of  Balfamics, 


WHAT  pafles  under  this  De= 
nomination,  has  a  great 
liiare  in  the  Materia  Medica..  But 
the  Term  is  Co  general  and  lax,  that 
we  hav'e  brought  this  Tribe  into 
four  Subdivisions. 

Under  Balfamics  feem  to  be  com- 
prehended all  that  is  meant  by  fof- 
teningy  refior'mg,  healing,  and  clean- 
fing :  to  all  which  Intentions  there 
ieems  this  neceilary  .Requifite>  m 
the  Parts  of  all  Bodies  which  are  ufed 
therein.  That  they  be  foft,  yielding, 
adhefive,  and  by  their  Smallnefs, 
haye  a  ready  Difpofition  to  Motion, 
It  is  not  difficult  to  forefee  how 
many  Ends  "are  to  be  anfwer'd  by  a 
Medicine  with  all  thefe  Properties  5 
as  likev/ife  what  a  vaft  Progrefs  they 
mufi:  take  m  many  Inftances,  before 
they  can  arrive  at  the  intended  Scene 
of:Acl:ion. 

For  in  thefe  Intentions,  the  Seat 
of  the  Complaint  is  moft  common- 
ly in.  the  Vifcerai  Now  it  is  ceitain^ 
a  Medicine  cannot  come  at  any  of 
thefe,  but  by  the  common  Convey- 
ance of  the  Blood  •  and  how  long 
from  its  being  taken  into  the  Sto- 
mach, it  muft  be  before  it  can  be 
prepared  for,  and  goes  its  Circuit 
that  way,  every  one  knows,  who 
is  but  indifferently  acquainted  With 
the  Animal  OEconomy.  And  there- 
fore tho  the  Lungs  are  by  their  Si- 
tuation £0  near  the  Stomach,  yet  It 


muft  be  many  hours  before  a  Medi=* 
cine  can  arrive  at  'em,  after  it  is  ta- 
ken in  by  the  Stomachy  by  reafoti 
it  mud:  pafs  the  ufual  Courfe  intcj 
the  LaSlealsy  through  all  the  Mean- 
ders of  the  Mefe7itery,  and  go  up 
widi  the  Ch'^le  into  the  Subclaviaft 
Vein,  and  there  fall  into  the  Bloody 
before  it  Can  come  near  the  place  it 
is  intended  for  :  and  even  then  it 
has  but  the  Chance  of  coming  thi- 
ther, only  in  fuch  a  quantity,  as  has 
a  proportion  to  the  whole  which 
comes  into  the  Blood,  equal  to  that 
which  the  pulmonary  Artery  bears 
to  all  the  other  Arteries,  into  which 
the  Heart  throws  the  Blood  in  every 
Pulfition. 

But  as  to  ariy  particular  Subdivf- 
fion  of  this  general  Term,  a  Medi- 
cine given  iiiwardly  muft  pafs  thrd 
condderable  Alterations,  before  it 
can  anfwer  its  End,  even  in  the  Sto- 
mach and  Bowels ;  and  therefore 
nothing  of  this  kind  can  be  depend- 
ed upon  in  a  fingle  or  few  Dofesj 
but  mufl  be  foliowM  and  repeated 
until  the  Animal  Juices  are  fufH- 
ciently  charg'd  therewith  to  afford 
a  continual  Supply,  whether  to  any 
particular  Part,  or  to  the  Wholes 
We  fhall  the  better  Underftand  the 
Operations  of  thefe  by  proper 
Explanations,  under  the  feveral 
Branches  we  have  divided  thenx 
into*

By  what  means  foever,  whether 
in  the  Stomach  or  any  other  Parts, 
(the  large  Glands  being  very  fubjeft 
to  Erofions)  the  Juices  have  obtain'd 
a  Sharpnefs  and  Afperity,  fo  as  to 
velHcate  and  render  unesfy  the  Fibres 
and  nervous  PartSy  which  ofien 
happens ;  thofe  things  which  are 
fmooth,  foftj  and  yielding,  cannot 
but  wrap  up  their  Points ,  and 
render  them  imperceptible  j  where- 
by they  may  gradually,  by  the  pro- 
per Courfe  of  Circulation,  be 
brought  to  fome  convenient  E- 
mundory,  without  doing  any  In- 
jury by  the  way.  Such  Parts  like- 
wife  draw  the  Fibres  into  Spafms, 
keep  them  too  tenfe,  and  frequent- 
ly thereby  occafion  Obftruftions 
of  the  w^orft  kind.  In  all  fuch 
Cafes ,  Emollients  lubricate  and 
moiften  the  Fibres,  fo  as  to  relax 
them  into  their  proper  Dimenflons, 
whereupon  fuch  Difordersceafe,

no.  AiTHitit,  Marjljinallows, 
called  alfo  Bifmalva,  and  ibifcus. 
It  grows  on  marlliy  Grounds,  and 
flowers  in  'i}ul<y  and  Augufi.  This 
Plant  affords  a  very  foft  mucilagi- 
nous Subftance  in  Becouiion  j  which 
is  therefore  good  in  all  Complaints 
ai-iling  from  Acrimony.  Thus  it  is 
of  great  fervice  in  Dyfenteries, 
•Vvhere  the  Mucins  of  the  Guts  is 
abraded,  and  in  many  kinds  of 
Cholics.  It  alfo  greatly  affifts  m 
Obftrudiions  of  the  Reins  and  uri- 
nary Paifages,  from  fandy  Concre- 
tions, by  lubricating  the  Parts,  and 
thereby  making  them  yield  better  to 
the  Pallages  and  Expulfion  of  fuch 
Matter:  tho  Etmuller  will  have  it, 
that  this  is  good  in  fuch  Cafes,  on- 
ly by  obtunding  and  deftroyiag  the 


Acidities  from  which  fuch  Concre- 
tions arife  5  and  derides  the  No- 
tion of  its  lubricating  the  PafTages, 
but  certainly  with  great  Injuftice. 
It  is  likewife  good  in  Stranguries, 
and  Heat  of  Urine  t  and  with  fome 
Perfons  is  a  great  Secret  in  the  Go- 
norrhea,  infomuch  that  they  pre* 
tzvA  to  make  a  Cure  with  it  alone,

The  Oil  exprefTed,  whi^h 
is  {b  well  known  and  To  fi'cquently 
in  ufe,  is  a  mighty  fafe  and  good 
Remedy  in  Nephritic  Pains,  and  may 
be  given  in  large  quantities  j  for  it 
not  only  blunts  and  obtunds  the 
fharp  Points  which  irritate  the  Mem- 
branes, but  alfo  relaxes  and  ftretches 
the  Paflages,  (o  as  very  much  to  fa- 
vour the  ExpuKTon  of  aB  fuch  Mat- 
ter.

^uarta  of  Hernandez,  This  is  a 
%alfam  of  a  deep  yellowifli  Colour, 
approaching  near  to  red,  and  of  a 
moft  delicate  Scent,  much  beyond 
any  other  Balfam,  Schroder  fays, 
''tis  brought  from  feme  Parts  of  the 
African  Continent,  near  Carthage  j 
but  we  have  it  from  the  V/efi- In- 
dies. It  firft  flows  from  the  Tree 
which  produces  it,  of  the  Confif- 
tence  of  ordinary  Turpentine  3  but 
bv  keeping  we  meet  with  it  ii\  the 
Shops  frequently  fo  hard  as  to  be 
brittle  :  and  it  feems  not  the  worfe 
for  being  fo,  its  balfamic  Parts  co- 
hering too  clofely,  to  fly  off  in 
the  wade.  It  is  a  moft  excellent 
palfamic   and  Refiorntive  j  is  very- 


good  in  all  Decays,  particularly  of 
the  Lungs,  It  foftens  and  thickens 
the  Blood,  and  cures  Catarrhs,  and 
all  Coughs  from  tickling  Defluxions. 
Its  healing  Virtues  alfo  extend  to 
the  remoteft  Parts,  and  it  is  an  ex- 
traordinary Medicine  in  Seminal 
Weaknefs  and  oldjGleets,  in  both 
Sexes.  In  Ihoit,  there  is  not  a  bet- 
ter, pleafanter,  and  more  eifica- 
cious  Drug  in  the  Shops,  in  all  the 
above-mentioned  Intentions.  Both 
Lindanus  and  Sylvius  de  la  Boe  v/ere 
great  Admirers  of  it.  ,  Its  external 
iKt  is  recommended  in  many  Cafes 
by  Schroder  and  EimuUer,  as  well 
as  by  feveral  who  took  notice  of 
it  before  tbem  j  but  it  is  not  fo  ap- 
ply'd  in  the  prefent  Pradice. 

248.  Bdellium,  Bdellium, 
There  is  great  uncertainty  concern-;

kind  it  is.  Bontius  takes  it  to  be 
a  very  branchy  Shrub,  not  unlike 
the  Smilax  Af^era,  or  Sarfaparilla  : 
But  Garzias  and  Grimmius,  who 
both  lived  in  the  Eafl-lndies,  affirm 
it  to  be  a  large  tali  Tree,  bearing 
an  hairy  Fruit,  as  big  as  a  Hazel 
Nut.  The  Gum  which  is  beft  is 
almoft  white,  having  Lumps  in  it 
like  Almonds,  for  which  reafon  it 
is  called  Amygdaloides,  in  diftin^^ion 
from  other  forts  not  fo  ^ood,  and 
darker  coloured.  It  is  a  wonderful 
Peroral,  and  very  effectual  againft: 
Catarrhs,  Coughs,  and  Afihma^s. 
It  has  a  Place  alfo  amongft  Cepha- 
lics,  confiding  of  very  aromatic  vo- 
latile Parts,  It  Vvill  not  diffolve  but 
in  a  fpirituous  Menjiruum  ;  and  in 
Spirit  of  Wine  it  makes  a  Tin^lure 
very  much  commended  in  taking 
Freckles  from  the  Skin,  It  enters 
the  Compofition  of  fome  Plaifters, 
as  a  Difcutient  and  a  Strengthner, 

2^0.  Styrax,  Storax.  The 
Tree  producing  this  is  diftingulfh'd 
by  Cafpar  Bauhine,  Folio  Mali  co- 
tonei  •,  and  it  grows  in  Ital'y,  and 
other  Countries.  Some  diftinguifh 
between  the  Styrax  Calamita  and 
the  red  fort^  but  Hoffman  feems 
rightly  to  judge  them  the  fame,  and 
to  differ  only  in  Age,  it  growing 
higher  coloured  by  keeping.  There 
is  alfo  a  Liquid  Storax^  cqncerning 
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which   there  are  various  Opinions 
not  worth  reciting  here,  efpecially 
fince  that  which  is  now  fold   in  the 
Shops  under  that  Name,  is  fo  julfiy 
fufpeded  to  be  faditious,  that  it  is 
hardly  ever  ufed.     The   former  is 
both  an   excellent  Peroral  and  C^-.

much  to  the  detriment  of  the  Me- 
dicine.     It   mightily  thickens  and 
foftens  (hzrp  Rheums,  and  cures  the 
Coughs  and  Irritations  thence  ari- 
fing.     It  is  good  almoft  in  all  Dif^ 
tempers  of  the  Breaft  ;  and  makes 
a  very  good  Ingredient  in  Peroral 
Apozems,  if  care  be  taken  to  boil 
them  in  a  clofe  Veffel ;  for  it  gives 
an    agreeable   Flavour,    and    veiy 
much  conduces  in  all  fuch  Inten- 
tions.    A  Syrup  may  be  made  of  it, 
not  at  all  inferior   to  that  from  the 
Balfam  of  Tolu,  if  not  better  ;  be- 
caufe  its  Parts  feem  not   quite  fo 
fubtile  and  volatile,  and  therefore 
will  not  be  fo  much  wafted  in  Boil- 
ing.

It  grows  on  moun- 
tainous and  woody  Places,  and 
flowers  in  ^tme  :  But  tho  it  is 
recommended  for  Virtues  belong- 
ing to  this  Clafs,  and  received  by 
the  College  in  their  new  Catalogue 
of  Officinal  Simples,  yet  the  pre- 
fent  Pharmacy  is  an  utter  Stranger 
to  It, 

277.  Vis  CI  Q^uERCiNi, 
Mtfletoe.  This  grows  out  of  feveral 
Trees,  and  bears  a  white  Berry : 
^t  which   the  Oak  produces,  is 


reckon'd  much  the  beft  5  altho  we 
leldom  have  it  but  from  Apple  or 
Pear-Trees,  th'e  White-Thorn,  Ajh, 
Lime,  Willow,  or  Elm.  We  have 
Accounts  of  flrange  fuperftitious 
Cuftoms  ufed  in  gathering  it,  and 
that  if  they  are  not  comply 'd  with,  it 
lofes  its  Virtues.  This  is,  by  fome, 
conjectured  to  be  the  Golden  Bough, 
which  Mneas  made  ufe  of^  to  in- 
troduce him  to  the  Elyjlan  Regions, 
as  it  is  beautifully  delcrib'd  in  Vir- 
giVs  fixth  JEneid.  But  it  is  not  of 
any  moment  either  to  that  Poem, 
or  the  Virtues  of  this  Plant,  whe- 
ther it  was  fo  or  not.  This  is  both 
by  the  antient  and  prefent  Phyfici- 
ans  in  great  efteem  for  Epilepfies, 
againft  which  fome  will  have  it  a 
Specific.  It  is  alfo  frequently  pre- 
fcribed  in  Apoplexies  and  Vertigoes, 
and  wore  about  the  Neck  by  Chil- 
dren, to  prevent  Convulflons,  aiid 
eafe  their  Pain  in  breeding  Teeth  : 
Which  altho  it  is  not  eafily  to 
be  accounted  for,  yet  many  have 
thought  Children  to  be  the  better 
for  wearing  this  about  thejr  Necks ; 
and  it  is  certain  they  never  are  the 
worfe  for  it  j  and  therefore  it  may 
properly  pafs  amongft  what  Is  call'd 
fafe  PraHice.  It  has  a  Place  in  Rt- 
verius's  Pnlvis  de  Gutteta,  but  in. 
few  Compofitions  beiides.  There 
hath  lately  been  publifli'd  In  Eng- 
lijh  a  Treatlfe  of  the  Mi(letoe,  where-^ 
in  the  Author  profefledly  fupports 
his  Opinions  of  Its  Virtues:  both 
from  Fads  and  Experience  ;  and 
warmly  recommends  its  U{e,  as  a 
Specific  in  Epilepfies,  and  many  kinds 
of  Convulfions  5  alledging  where 
it  fails  it  can  do  no  harm  :  But 
Its  mnnifeft  Qualities  of  Aftringency 
and  Vifcidity  plainly  fuggeft  the 
Rules  for  its  Application,  and  the 
Cafes  wherein  it  ra«y  do  harm.

met  with  it  in  extemporaneous  Pre- 
fcription. 

299.  Capparis,  Capers,  diftin- 
guifhed  Capparis  fpinofa,  fru6iu  mi- 
nore,  folio  rotundo,  by  Cafp.  Bau- 
hine.  Thefe  are  the  Buds  or  Fruit 
of  a  Tree,  which  are  brought  over 
to  us  in  Pickle.  They  are  in  fome 
antient  Difpenfatory-Compofitions  j 
but  their  ufe  in  any  medicinal  Form 
IS  quite  laid  afide  now,  and  we 
meet  with  them  only  in  Sauces. 
•Tis  probable  the  Pickle  in  w^hich 
they  are  preferv'd,  may  alter  their 
natural  Qualities ;  but  as  we  have 
them  in  that,  they  are  cooling  and 
grateful  to  the  Stomach,  conduce 
to  Digeftion,  and  are  Cleanji?ig,  A- 
perient,  and  Diuretic. 

500.  C  APR  I  Fo  LI  I,  called  alfo

This  Pro- 
perty alfo  fuits  it  vei-y  much  for 
Diftillation  ;  and  the  Plain  Spirit  of 
Scurvygrafs,  which  is  in  fuch  migh- 
ty Efteem  amongft  the  common 
People,  has  the  beft  part  of  the 
Herb  in  it.  Indeed  the  weightier 
faline  Parts  may  not  rife,  fo  that

Vhites,  Schroder  fojaiinends  it  boil'd 


in  Water,  half  an  Ounce  to  two  Pints 
for  a  Diarrhda,  tho  that  feems  but 
an  indifferent  way  of  managing  it. 
We  meet  with  it  in  many  ftrength* 
ning  external  Applications  as  Plaif^ 
ters    chiefly,    both    in.    the  offici- 
nal Compofitions,  and  extempora- 
neous Prefcriptions.

mahac.  This  is  a  rejinous  Gum,  from 
New  Spain  in  the  Weji-Indies.  It  dif^ 
tils  from  a  tall  Tree  not  unlike  the 
Poplar  J  diftinguiChed  Populo  Jimdis 
frii^liiy  colore  PAonu  Jimilis,  by  j?. 
Bauhine,  and  called  Tecomhacca  by 
Hernandez,  and  differs  not  much 
from  the  Galbanum,  but  is  of  a  more 
pungent   and    acrid    Scent,  which 
makes  it  too  offenfive  to  be  much 
ufed  inwardly.  It  is  .reckon'd  good 
burnt  upon  Coals,  for  hyflerical  Fits 
in  Women  ;  and  like  wife  apply 'd  to 
the  Belly  in  the  form  of  a  Plaifler. 
It  is  by  fomeapply'dto  the  Temples 
in  the  fame  manner,  and    to  the 
Nape  of  the  Neck,  for  Pains  of  the 
Head,  Defluxioons  of  Kheum  upon 
the  Throat,  and  Inflammations  of 
the  Eyes  j  as  alfo  in  the  Tooth-ach^ 
It  is  of    (o    fubtile  and    penetra- 
ting a  nature,  that  it  is  greatly  ufed 
in  external  Applications,  to  flippu- 
rate  or  diflblve  Tumours  ;  and  is  ac- 
counted effedual  even  in  thofewhich 
are  fcrophulous.  It  is  likewife  apply'd 
to  afTuage  arthritical  Fains  with  fuc- 
cefs  I  Indeed  the  Indians  ufe  it  for 
all  kinds  of  Pain,  according  to  the 
report  of  Monardes  ;  and  Scroder  afr- 
firms,  that  he  has  known  intolera-r

It.  IS  almoft  as  conftant  likewife  a^ 
inongft  the  Deohjiruents  ^  and  is 
prefcribed  in  the  Jaundice,  in  Hy- 
^ocondriacal  AjfeHions,  and  fimongft 
Diuretics.  It  has  its  Ihare  ahb 
as  a  Corredor  of  fome  Cathartics  ; 
and  Infufions  of  Sena  and  B.huharh 
are  hardly  ever  order'd  without  it. 
In  fhort,  it  is  almoft  of  univerfal 
ufe,  and  is  hardly  fuperfluous  in  any 
one  Intention.  Its  infpifTated  Juice 
is  the  moft  convenient  form  to  keep 
it  in,  in  the  Shops,  for  moft  pur- 
pofes  :  but  what  is  made  herefrom 
our  own  Roots,  is  much  the  beft  5 
altho  what  comes  from  abroad  is 
cheapeft,  and  therefore  moft  fre- 
quently to  be  met  with.

Here  therefore  it  may 
not  be  amifs  to  obferve  the  Affinity 
there  feems  to  be  between  the  Juices 
of  this  Animal,  or  any  other  of  the 
like  Efficacy,  with  the  Juices  of 
thofe  Vegetables,  which  are  ranked 
Under  the  fame  Intention.  For  that 
fame  Property  which  makes  the 
Ever-greens,  as  moft  of  the  Balfa- 
mic  and  Terebinthinous  Plants  are, 
continue  (o  thro  the  Change  of 
Seafons  j  makes  alfo  thefe  Animals 
fo  difficultly  to  be  deprived  of  Life: 
which  is  a  certain  Tenacity  in  the 
Fluids,  neceiTary  to  maintain  the 
ileal  Influences,  into  a  Metaphyfi-     Vital  Moiign*;,  that  keep  them  from 


Antlents  are  fo  confus'd,  that  it  is 
difficult  to  gather  any  confiftent  No- 
tion from  them,  even  from  M.  Au- 
relitis  Severinus,  the  beft  who  firom 
them  has  given  an  account  upon 
this  Head.  Van  Helmont  among 
the  Moderns,  very  much  fpiritualized 
(if  we  may  be  allowed  the  Expref- 
fion)  upon  this  Subjeft  5  and  con- 
jeftur'd  the  Poifon  to  be  rather  of 
an  ideal  and  imaginary  Nature 
than  material  j  and  that  it  did  not 
arife  from  any  particular  phyfical 
Property  in  the  Juices  of  the  Viper, 
but  from  a  peculiar  Determination 
and  Efficacy  given  them  by  the  en- 
raged Spirits.  This  Author  had 
certainly  the  greateft  Dexterity  in 
refining  Matters  of  Senfe,  and  Phy- 
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t>iilipating,  or  fofoon  running  off 
by  any  Wounds  or  external  Injuries. 
And  this  fame  Property  it  \^  that 
makes  them  equally  adhefive  to  thofe 
■l^acuola,  or  abraded  Interftices  in 
a  human  Body  which  want  fupply  j 
that  is,  makes  them  equally  Nutri- 
tive or  Kefiofathe,  But  in  thefe 
tenacious  Confinements  there  ap- 
'  pear,  by  other  manifefl  Properties, 
to  be  Wrapped  up  great  Quantities  of 
a  moft  fiihtile  and  'volatile  Spirit  j 
which  gives  them,  under  proper 
Circumftances,  a  wonderful  Adi- 
vity,  or  a  Difpofition  to  be  moved 
with  great  Rapidity.  Hence  arife 
ill  thofe  Virtues  afcrib'd  to  them, 
tvhich  give  them  a  Place  amongft 
the  moft  powerful  Alexipharmics  : 
and  for  this  reafon  Andromachus 
order'd  them  in  his  Theriaca,  and 
Galen,  and  all  Praftical  Writers 
fince  him,  fb  often  mentfon  them 
againft  Malignities  and  Epidemical 
Infe^ions  of  all  kinds.  But  beiides 
this  important  Intention,  by  the 
fame  Qualities,  they  have  been  ex- 
perience to  do  wonders  in  cutaneous 
Cafes  ;  the  Force  and  Adivity  of 
their  Parts  breaking  thro  the  little 
Obftrudions  in  the  Miliary  Glands^ 
which  turn  into  Ichor,  Scabs,  and 
Blotches  ;  and  by  reltoring  a  free 
Perfpiration,  render  the  Skin  finooth 
and  beautiful.  For  thefe  reafons 
they  are  given  in  all  cutaneous  Foul- 
Jiefies,  in  the  Itchy  Leprofy,  and 
worft  Eruptions  and  Deformities  of 
the  Skin,  as  can  arife  even  fl-om 
Venereal  Caufes.  In  the  latter 
Circumftance  they  were  a  great 
Secret  with  Cardan,  and  fome  o- 
thers.  And  Etmuller  tells  us^  that 
one  Elid^us  Paduanus  cured  a  W"o- 
man  with  Viper-Broth  of  a  con- 
firm'd  obftinate  Leprofy  ;  and  that 
.altho  with  her  Diftemper  flie  had 
jikewife  the  Misfortune  of  Bnrren- 
nefs,  yet   lh«  afterwards  conceived 


and  bore  Children.  And  this  re- 
minds us  of  another  celebrated  Pro- 
perty of  thefe  Animals,  That  they, 
in  a  wonderful  manner,  invigorate 
the  Organs  of  Generation,  and  ren- 
der prolific  thofe  conjugal  Inter- 
courfes,  which  might  have  been 
often  repeated  in  vain  without  their 
help.  For  this  purpofe  the  Viper- 
Wine  is  in  prodigious  efteem,  and 
very  commonly  made  in  Itahy,  and 
thofe  Parts  where  thefe  Animals  are 
in  plenty.  In  fnort,  their  Efficacies 
are  fo  manifeft  in  many  Intentions, 
that  it  is  a  great  Misfortune  we  can- 
not have  them  here  at  a  Price  which 
can  be  comply'd  with,  but  by  the 
mofl  Wealthy.  For  this  reafon  we 
meet  with  them  rarely  in  Prefcrip- 
tion.  The  Fat,  which  comes  in 
plenty  from  the  Entrails,  is  reckon*d 
that  Secret,  whereby  our  Viper-- 
Catchers  prevent  the  Mifchiefs  of  a 
Bice  from  them.  It  is  much  com- 
mended by  fome  in  Struma,^ s  j  as 
likewife  in  Dimnefs  or  Decay  of 
Sight,  gently  to  rub  the  Eye-brows 
with  iu  Their  ExuvisL-,  or  Skins, 
which  they  yearly  fhed,  are  ordered 
for  fome  purpofes,  but  there  does 
,  not  feem  to  be  much  in  them.  See 
further  in  \\\<t\'i  Preparations,  2X  th« 
latter  end  of  this  Part.

By  this  means  the  ferous  or  thinner 
part,  foon  changes  into  the  fame 
Condition  as  the  Juices  which  join 
with  it,  and  the  mofl:  nutritive  Part 
is  harden'd  into  a  Subftance,  which 
v^ill  be  fo  far  from  admitting  any 
Nourifliment  thro  the  La^leals^  that 
'tis  a  chance  if  the  Perljlaltic  Mo- 
tion of  the  Bowels  is  fufHcient  to 
procure  its  ejedment  by  Stool. . 
Where  therefore  Mtlk  of  what  kind 
foever  is  order'd  in  Confumptions^ 
and  as  a  Reftorative,  |it  is  with 
very  good  reafon  join'd  with  the 
Tejiacea,  and  fuch  things  as  are 
proper  to  deftroy  thofe  Acidities. 
As  for  the  difference  of  Milks,  from 
the  diflferent  Creatures  which  pro- 
duce them,  there  feems  as  much  to 
be  owing  to  their  different  Food 
and  manner  of  living,  as  to  any 
Ipecific  difference  in.  the  Creatures 
themfelves.  That  which  is  mofl 
common  in  our  Food,  Covjs-Milk, 
feems  to  be  of  the  mofl  Subflance, 
and  the  mofl  nutritive  of  all.  In 
the  ufe  of  thefe  a  great  deal  is  in 
beihs  more-or  Xs.k.  accuflom'd  to 
any  particular  fort  ;  for  at  fiffl  with 
many,  it  is  frequently  purgative, 
but  this  does  not  continue.  In  fhort. 
Experience  is  the  befl  Guide  in 
thefe  Courfes ;  and  Phyficians  of 
the  befl  Skill  and  Penetration  fome- 
times  are  baulk'd  in  their  Expeda- 
tions  from  their  \li^t.  There  are 
fome  other  Intentions  likewife,  for 
which  Milk  Courfes  are  direded, 
befides  that  of  a  Reflorative,  for 
they  are  gone  into  frequently  as 
Correders  and  Sweetners ;  but  they 


mufl  be  very  indifferently  acquaint* 
ed  with  the  Materia.  Medical  who 
trufl  to  fuch  Aids  in  thofe  Cafes  5 
or  the  Patient's  Cafe  mufl  be  migh-^ 
ty  pecmiar  and  difficult,  which  will 
admit  of  no  other  means  j  altho 
thefe  are  certainly  good  Helps  to- 
gether with  more  effedual  Means 
in  the  mofl  obfiinate  Cafes  of  the 
like  Intentions.

The  College  however  in  jtheir 
lafl  Difpenfatory,  have  juflly  rejec- 
ted a  Compofitioii  under  its  Title, 
3 7(j.  S  p  E  R  M  A  C  E  1 1,  Par- 
mafitty.  The  Antients  were  great 
Strangers  to  this  Drug,  and  Schro^ 
der  himfelf  feems  very  much  unac- 
quainted with  it,  not  well  knowing 
whether  to  make  it  an  ji7iimal  ot 
Mineral  Subflance,  tho  he  places  it 
amongfl  the  Minerals,  and  calls  it 
aliud  Genus  Bituviinisy .  his  '  p'rece-  « 
ding  Articles  being;  about  fuch  Sub- 
fiances.  It  is  now  almofl  univer- 
fally  known,  that  a  particular ,  fort 
o^  Whale  affords  the  Oil  whence 
this  is  made  J  and  that  it  is  very 
improperly  call'd  Sperma,  becaufe 
it  is  only  the  Oil  that  comes  from 
the  Head,  which  it  can  be  made 
from.  I  fay  made  from,  becaufe  it 
15,  by  Tome  peculiar  Management, 
which  is  in  the  Knowledge  only  of 
very  few,  mightily  changed  from 
what  it  is  naturally,  before  it  comes 
to  be  fit  for  ufe  in  the  Shops  ;  the 
Oil  itfelf  being  vefry  brown  and 
rank.

In  all  thefd  Intentions  ft  is  now 
very  much  prefcrib'd.     It  is  befl  in 
Decotlion,  \vlierein  it  is  fometimes 
join'd  with  other  Peciorals,  more  or 
iefs  warm  and  deterdve,  as  the  Cafe 
and  Conftitution   feem    to    dired. 
The  liraple  Waters  of  Penniroyal 
or  Hyilbp,  are  as  good  as  moft  Li- 
quors, to  infufe  it  in.     It  ought  to 
laave  but  a  e;entle  Heat,  and  to  be 
kept  clofe    ftopped.       White-wine 
feems  beft  to  take  ofFits  Naufeouf^ 
nefs,  but  may  not  be  fo  agreeable 
HI  fome  Circumffances  as  fofter  or 
more  oily  Vehicles.     But  whatfo- 
ever  it  is  infus'd  in,  I   never  6b- 
ferv'd  it  the   Iefs  efFeftual  for  Cla- 
rification J  and  that  will  bring  the 
Liquor  to  look   fine,   and   be  Iefs 
naufeous,   tho  it   will  not  def^roy 
its  natural  Smell,  but  that  the  Pa- 
tient may  flill  difcern  it.

Tar  5  and  how  much  thefe  differ  in 
their  Produdion  I  am  not  able  to 
determines  Some  commend  this  in 
Burns,  Scalds^  and  hiflw/nmatidns  j 
but  the  regular  Pra£l:ice  does  not 
much  juftify  any  fuch  ufe  exter- 
nally. Amongft  the  Country  Peo- 
ple it  is  in  mighty  requell  for 
Scald-Heads,  which  is  a  thing  trou- 
blefome  enough  to  cure,  and  often 
puzzles  a  good  Phyfician.

3 84.  Sal  Commune,  Co7n- 
mon  Salt.  It  is  needlefs  to  fay  what 
ufe  tliis  is  of  in  Diet.  In  Medi- 
cine, ftriftly  fpeaking,  it  is  of  very 
little  ufe,  unlefs  we  include  that 
common  Cheat  which  pafles  in  the 
Shops  for  the  Salt  of  the  Purging- 
Waters,  which  is  the  Common  Salti 
but  very  little  chang'd  5  as  we  fhall 
further  fee  under  the  Head  of  Aci- 
duU.  It  is  fometimes  us'd  to  check 
the  Operation  o£  Emetics,  which  it 
will  certainly  do,  and  makfi  them 
run  off  by  Stool.  The  reafon  of 
which  we  ihall  better  underftand, 
when  we  come  to  confider  the  6- 
peration  of  the  Medicines  which 
come  under  that  Denomination.This 
is  likewife  fometimes  ufed  to  quick- 
en the  Operation  of  Glyjlers,  which 
it  does  by  irritating  the  Pibres  of 
the  F.eHum  5  and  thereby  folliciting 
that  Motion,  which  forwards  the 
Expulfion  of  its  Contents.

It  is  frequently  talk'd  of  indeed,  as 
Sood   in    forae  Affeftions    of  tlis 
Bowels  ;  but  there  are  very  few  In- 
flances   of  its  XJfc  in  fuch   Cafes. 
Nor  can  that  at  all  appear  reafo- 
nable,  which  is  commonly  rep'ort" 
ed  of  its  quick  Paflage  through  the 
Body  ;  for  the  Argument  which  the 
Favourers  of  fuch   Reports  niake 
ufe  ofj  is  quite  againft  them;  that 
is,  its  prodigious  Weight.  Forwheri 
it  firit    conies  into   the  Stomach,  it 
cannot     but   fall  to   the   bottom  % 
which  is  Co  much  below  the  Pylo^ 
rus,  that  a  vaft  Force  muft  be  re= 
quired  to  throw  it  over  into  the  III- 
teflines :  and  when  it  conies  there> 
by  their  manifold  Convolutions,-  it 
very  frequently    muft  afcend,  ancl 
particularly  while  it  palTes  the  Co-^ 
Ion  :  So  that  'tis  hardly  conceivable 
how  a   Body  of  fo  great  a  Weight 
can  be  lifted  over  fo  many  Afcent?^ 
as  it  neceffarily  comes  at,  betWeeii 
the  OEfophaTus  and  the  Re5ium,    ti 
is  reckon'd  by   fome  very  extraor- 
dinai-y  in  killing  of  Worms,  only  by 
being  boil'd  in  Water  j    and  that 
aitho  it  communicates  fiicli  a  wdfi« 
derful  Efficacy  to  the  Water,   ft  lo- 
{^.s  nothing  perceivable  in  its  Weight 
by  fuch  boiling^.  This  is  what;;  I  coii-' 
fefs,  I  never  knew  an  Infl:arice  6f) 
and  am  fomewhat   fufpiciotis,-  that 
had  thofe   who  have  try'd  it  found 
it  to  hold  good,  the  Eafjnefs   afi4 
Cheapnefs    of  the  Pra £tice  would 
have   brought  it-  much  more  Intd 
ufe.     How  far  fome  of  its  Prepara- 
tions are  efficicious  to  this  purpofe>

Of  ^hiretics. 


UNDER  this  Head  will  be 
examin*d  thofe  Simples,  whofe 
moll  remarkable  Properties  appear 
in  their  increafing  the  Difcharge  by 
Urine  5  or  which  are  fuppos'ci  to 
have  any  Power  in  removing  Ob- 
flmclions  in  the  urinary  Pallages, 
from  what  Caufe  foever,  whether 
Hmnors  or  Gravel. 

The  beft  way  to  underftand  how 
a  Medicine  operates  to  anfwer  this 
Intention,  will  be  firft  to  confider 
by  what,  means  it  comes  to  be 
wanted.  This  mud  happen  either 
from  a  Fault  of  the  PafTages,  or  of 
the  Liquid  which  ought  to  make  its 
way  thro  them.  The  Pafllijes  may 
be  in  fault  from  any  Caufe  which 
contrafts  them,  and  draws  them  up 
too  ftrait  ;  which  of  courfe  lefTens 
fheir  jy'iameters,  and  will  not  let 
Particles  thro  of  the  fame  Bulk  as 
they  would  before  :  and  they  may 
alfo,  m  their  natural  Capacities,  be 
obftriifted  by  the  cafual  Intrufion 
of  Particles  too  big  to  go  forward, 
or  by  the  Concretion  of  Particles 
attrading  one  another  in  their  Pro- 
gi'efs.  The  Fluid  alfo  which  ought 
to  go  off  this  way,  may  be  pre- 
vented by  its  Giofln^fs,  and  by  be- 
ing united  with  other  Particles  too 
bulky  for  thofe  Outlets. 

In  this  View%  Dmretks  come  un- 
der theCe  following  kinds.  They  are 
either  fuch  as  foften  and  lubricate 
the  fibres  which  compofe  the  Uri- 
nary Gl/i?jds  and  Canals,  by  which 
niean^  they  yield  and  relax  into  their 
due  Dimenfions  and  Capacities  5  of 
which  kind  are  many  of  the  EmoU 


lients,  Sei^.  4.  Clafs  i.  already  6X= 
plain'd  :  Or  they  are  fuch  as  by 
their  attenuating  and  deterfive  Pro- 
perties rarify  and  thin  vifcous  Hu- 
mors, and  adhere  lo  and  carry 
them  along  with  them  in  their  Pal- 
fages,  which  thofe  of  the  fourth 
Clafs  of  the  fame  Section  have  been 
demonftrated  to  do,  and  upon  thjlt 
account  prov'd  Diuretic  :  C)r  again, 
they  muft  be  fuch  as  have  a  Power 
of  altering  the  Crafs  of  the  Hu- 
mors, fo  as  to  fit  thofe  to  pafs, 
which  could  not  get  thro  before  ; 
and  this  remains  yet  to  be  explain*d, 
and  has  particular  regard  to  moft 
of  the  Simples  coUeded  under  this 
Se5iion. 

Without  venturing  out  too  far 
for  the  Compafs  here  allotted,  into 
the  Nature  o^  Secretion ;  it  may  be 
proper  to  take  notice,  that  the 
thinner  Separations  in-creafe  in  pro- 
portion to  the  Blood's  Velocity  :  for 
the  Swiftnefs  of  its  Motion  not  only 
keeps  the  Parts  more  divided,  but 
alfo  brings  them  ofiner  to  the  Se- 
cretory Orifice,  which  every  where 
is  what  takes  off  the  thinnefl  of 
the  Blood  at  that  Part  5  fome  of 
the  vifizid  and  thicker  Secretions  re- 
quiring for  the  fame  reafon  a  vaft 
Check  of  the  Blood's  Motion,  before 
they  can  be  perform'd  ;  that  is,  be- 
fore the  Blood  has  obtained  fuch  a 
Confiftence  by  the  Slownefs  of  its 
Motion,  that  what  is  to  be  feparated 
is  the  thinneft  at  that' Part  ^  for  no 
other  will  go  off  any  where.  If 
therefore  from  any  Caufe  the  Blood 
does  not  move  with  its  due  Velocity, 

its 
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its  Paits  will  attract  one  another, 
and  make  the  whole  too  thick  to 
part  with  any  thing  by  the  Kidneys, 
or  fo  much  as  it  ought.  Nature 
indeed  feems  particularly  to  have 
provided  againft  this  Inconvenience> 
by  fo  near  a  Situation  of  the  Kidneys 
to  the  Heart,  that  its  Motion  can- 
not be  retarded  when  it  conies  to 
them,  unlefs  it  moves  flower  thro 
the  Heart  it  felf  In  this  cafe  fuch 
things  prove  Diuretic,  which  not 
only  forward  the  Blood's  Motion 
by  their  Irritation  of  the  Solids,  and 
quickening  their  Vibrations  j  but 
are  fo  fubtile  as  to  keep  the  Blood 
in  as  fluid  a  ftate  as  pomble.  Many 
therefore  under  the  firfl:  Clafs  of  the 
firft  Sc5iio7i  come  into  this  Rank,  be- 
caufe  their  Volatility  gives  them  fuch 
Properties.  But  befides  the  Small- 
nefs  and  Aptitude  to  Motion  of 
fome  Parts  which  keep  the  Blood 
fluid,  there  are  others  which  do  it 
by  their  Roughnefs'and  Rigidity  5 
for  thereby  they  hinder  fuch  Par- 
ticles of  Blood  from  coming  into 
Contad,  which  would  make  them 
cohere  5  and  fuch  are  of  the  nature 
of  alkaline  and  lixivious  Salts, 
which  for  this  very  reafon,  in  all 
fluggifli  and  vifcid  Habits  of  Blood, 
prove  Diuretic,  and  procure  fome- 
times  very  large  Difcharges  by 
Urine. 

Another  way  of  forcing  Urine, 
is  to  increafe  the  quantity  of  fuch 
Salts  in  the  Blood,  as  feem  fitted  by 
their  fpecific  Gravities  to  pafs  more 
eafily  by  the  Kidneys  than  any  where 
elfe  :  for  the  Largenefs  and  Swift- 
nefs  of  the  Stream  in  which  the 
Blood  comes  to  them  cannot  admit 
of  the  Separation  of  any  Particles, 
but  fuch  as  are  fmall  and  heavy  j  of 
which  kind  are  all  nitrous  and  acid 
Salts.

in  the  Blood,  and  help  the  fooner 
upon  that  account,  vixL.  by  ad- 
ding to  their  Gravities,  to  determine 
them  thro  the  Kidneys  into  the 
Bladder. 

But  fuch  feem  to  be  the  moft  na- 
turvil  and  lafefl;  Medicines  fo'r  this 
Intention,  which  have  in  their  Com- 
pofitions  Salts  near  of  this  kind* 
and  fomewhat  at  the  fame  time  fa 
emGllient,  as  to  guard  them  againfl 
vellicating  the  Membranes,  and  to 
lubricate  and  facilitate  their  Pafl^a^es 
with  what  they  take  with  them  into 
their  proper  Emun<flories.  Thu? 
all  of  the  Mallow  kind,  and  moil 
of'  the  Ingredients  in  the  Syrupm 
de  Alth&a,  have  a  great  deal  of  a 
penetrating  Salt  wrapt  up  [n  a.  foft 
mucilaginous  Juice.  Dr.  Grew,  an 
able  Phyiician,  and  a  mofl:  faithful 
Recorder  of  Experiments  of  this  na- 
ture, obferves  more  Salts  to  be  in 
Plants  of  this  kind,  than  many  o- 
thers  which  feem  to  difcover  more 
of  them  to  the  Tafte.  If  then  Nature 
be  allow'd  the  befl  Compounder, 
thofe  of  her  Productions  which 
have  thefe  two  Properties  fo  well 
blended  together,  muu  be  the  befl 
that  can  be  contriv'd  for  the  Pur- 
pofes  under  Confideration,  For 
fuch  Plants  or  Simples  feem  fitted 
to  anfwer  both  thefe  important  In- 
tentions at  once,  of  lubricating  and 
relaxing  the  Paflages,  and  of  preci* 
pitating  at  the  fame  time  the  proper 
Fluids  thro  thofe  Paflages.  An4 
this  may  ferve  as  a  good  Hint>  to 
condud  us  in  the  ufe  of  thofe  Means 
V/hich  Art  contrives  to  anfwer  the

the  Seeds  of  the  common  fort  are 
generally  fubftituted  in  their  ftead. 

394.  ThaaViridis,  Greeji 
Tea,  We  have  given  fome  fliort 
Account  of  this  elegant  Exotic  un- 
der the  Article  of  Bohsa.  But  this 
feems  to  have  been  the  fort  much 
longed  known,  and  is  meant  by 
mo8  Authors  who  have  mention'd 
Tea  in  their  Writings,  It  is  cer- 
tainly in  great  efteem  amongft  the 
Natives  of  Ch'nia  and  Japan,  and 


and  becaufe  the  Stomach  is  the  beft 
Preparer  of  fuch  Ingredients,  for 
all  vegetable  Subftances  eafily  re- 
folve  therein,  and  yield  their  na- 
tive Properties.  And  there  is  no 
Form  in  Medicine  which  can  draw 
jDUt  the  Virtues  of  this  Herb  to  fuch 


almoft  in  all  their  Complaints,  and 
many  live  to  a  healthful  old  Age  by 
its  Benefit.  Schroder,  or  his  Edi- 
tors, have  been  at  the  pains,  in  his 
Account  of  this  Plant,  to  give  its 
\3^Q  and  Virtues,  in  various  Lan- 
guages ;  it  may  not  be  amifs  here  to 


advantage,  as  they  fefide  in  its  own    tranfcribe  fome  part  of  it.     '*  The 
Subftance  3  becaufe  they  manifeft-     ''  Property  of  this  Herb  is  to  difcufs 


ly  confift  in  a  fixed  nitrous  Salt, 
which  in  Diftiliation  does  not  sife, 
and  leaves  the  Water  good  for  no- 
thing. This  is  fometimes  ufed  out- 
wardly by  the  common  People  in 
Cataplafms,  to  difcufs  and  refolve, 
which  by  its  penetrating  nitrous 
Salt  it  is  frequently  fuccefsful  in  do- 
ing. Tliere  is  hardly  a  better  In- 
gredient in  our  ordinary  Sallets, 
for  cooling  and  cleanfing  the  Vif- 
cera :  It  alfo  abfterges  much  Slime 
and  vifcid  Adhefion  from  the  Sto- 
mach and  Bowels,  cleanfes  all  the 
Paffages,  keeps  the  Juices  fluid,  and 
greatly  aflifts  their  Difcharge  by  U- 
rine.  The  Roots  likewife  are  very 
good  in  Decoftions,  Diet-Drinks 
and  medicinal  Ales,  for  cleanfing  the 
Blood,  as  it  is  commonly  call'd,  and 
draining  off  ill  Humors  by  Urine, 
There  is  a  Petrofelinum  Macedoni- 
ffm^  referred  to  in  fome  Cprnpoit- 


and  diliipate  or  drive  away  the 
"  thinneft  Humors  •.  whence  it 
'^  follows,  that  in  all  Cafes  when. 
"  any  are  affeded  with  Rhew/ns^ 
''  and  thin  and  molft  Humors,  it 
'^  may  to  good  purpofe  be  ufed^^ 
"  whether  to  preferve  from  or  cure 
''  them  of  the  fame.  As  efpeci- 
*■'  ally,  in  thofe  Diftillations  of  Hu- 
''  mors  which  are  callM  Catarrhs  5 
*■'  from  whence  proceed  Infirmities 
"  of  the  Head  and  Bread,  Running 
"  of  the  Eyes,  Heavinefs  of  the 
"  Head,  Nolfe  In  the  Ears,  Short- 
'*■  nefs  of  Breath,  Palpitations  of  the 
''  Heart,  ct*^.  'Tis  alfo  ufeful  in 
'*"  the  lower  Parts  of  the  Body,  for 
"  weak  Stomachs,  and  in  want  .of 
"  Digeftion.  In  the  Weaknefs  of 
*'  the  Joints  it  is  likewife  fervicea- 
''  ble,  as  alfo  for  the  Gout,  In 
*'  fliort,  the  Inhabitants  of  China ^ 
^*  whq  ufe  it  much,  are  fi-ee  fron; 
M  4  ^^  ;h^ 
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*'  the   DiTeafes  of  the  Joints    and 
^^  Reins.''     He  alfo  pretends,  it  is 
good  to  take  off  the  ill  Effeds  of 
Jiard  Drinking,  and  that  it  will  ena- 
ble a  Perfon  to  continue  a  long  time 
without  Sleep.     "  To  fum  up  all, 
"  fays  he,  it  is  eileem'd  the  great 
*'  Aiigme'nier  of  human   Strength, 
*■'  preferving    from    the   Accidents 
"■  which  proceed  from   ill  Air    or 
•*■  otherwife  :;  to  wliich  piirpofe  dci- 
"  vers  AmhiiJJ'adQrs  refiding  in  thofe 
^'  Qiiarters,  ufe  it  in  the  Mornings." 
This  Herb   has   prodigioufly  ob- 
tained m  the  Ule  and  Efteem  of  moft 
People  in  our  own  Country,  and  ,it 
certainly  d^ferves  very  great  Com- 
Kiendadon.     It  is  admirably  grateful 
%o  the  Smell  and  Taile,  and  carries 
an  a<;reeable  Rou^hnefs  along  with 
■it  into   the  Stotnachj  vyhich  geqtly 
^Uringes  the  Fibres,  and  gives  them 
fuch  a  Tenfity,    as   is  requifite  to 
a  good  Digeftion.     This  Roughnefs 
indeed  may  be  increas'd  fo  fiir,  as 
to  m<ike  the  Stoynach  fometimes  con- 
trad  and  throw  ulp  its  Contents  -, 
for  which  reafon  it  is  fometimes  ufed 
as  an  Emetic  :  and  in  many  Cafes, 
where  the  Delicacy  and  Tcndernefs 
of  .a  Conftitution  will  not  admit  of 
iiarmer   and  more  naufeous  Dofes, 
there  is  not  any  thing  more  proper  : 
for  it  gently  deterges  the  over-quan-

It  is 
wonderfully  ferviceablc  after  Cni/'^- 
la.s,  by  gradually  helping   off  the 
yifcid  Remains  which  naufeate  3nd 
ficken  theSenfes,  and  bv  drawing  up 
the  Fibres  again  to  tiieir  dtie  Tone. 
Its  XTfe  therefore  after  Djnner  or 
Eating;  \s  of  great  fervice  in  afliftina 
Digcllioii;,  and  preventing  tne  Une^- 


finefs  which  attends  a  full  weakly 
Stomach.  It  fates  the  Blood  and 
Juices  with  fuch  gently  deterging 
Parts,  as  keep  clean  all  the  Emunc- 
tories ;  and  is  reckon'd  fey  fome  to 
carry  its  Influences  to  the  remoteft 
Parts,  anci  prevent  Arthritic  Pains, 
The  Difcharge  it  mofl  remarkably 
promotes,  is  by  Urine  5  but  in  fome 
thin  Contlitutions  it  is  thought  too 
cleanilng,  and  in.  the  Excefs  that 
fome  drink  it,  it  may  poffibly  abrade 
and  wear  away  the  Subftance  of  the 
Solids  as  well  as  ill  Humors,  and 
thereby  bring  on  a  Confumption. 
It  likewife  too  fenfibly  vellicates  the 
Bowels  of  fome  very  nice  and  ten-

They  are  powerful  Diu- 
retics,  and  force  by  the  Urinary 
Pailages  veiy  much  5  and  are  there- 
fore very  conveniently  made  into 
the  Form  of  an  Emulfion  with  Bar- 
ley-ivater,  or  fuch  foftning  Liquor, 
becaufe  that  guards  the  tender  Parts

i)r.  Groenvelty  who  publifh'd,  in 
Vindication  of  his  own  Practice,  a 
finall  Treatife  Be  tuto  Cantharidum 
u[u  interno,  fuffer'd  much  by  a  Pro- 
fecution  for  giving  them  inwardly, 
being  charg'd  with,  and  fued  for 
Mai  PraHice.  The  Ijfue  ruin'd  the 
unhappy  Doftor,  and  taught  his  en- 
vious Profecutors  the  Safety  and  Va- 
lue of  his  Pradice.  They  are  now 
frequently  in  extemporaneous  Pre- 
fcriptions  for  the  above-mention'd 
Intentions  5  but  m  Venereal  Cafes, 
where  a  great  deal  of  Slough  and 
Pilth  has  been  thrown  down  upon 
the  genital  Parts,  there  is  not  a  bet- 
ter Medicine.

UND  E  R  this  Name  o^Biapho^ 
retics  are  included  what  alfo 
are  underftood  by  Alexipharmics 
and  Febrifuges  3  becaufe  all  under 
thofe  Denominations,  whofe  Ope- 
rations we  have  any  notice  of,  ex- 
ert ihemfelves  that  way,  by  more 
or  lefs  increafing  a  Diaphorefis  5 
which  is  a  fenfible  Difcharge  by  the 
Skin,  and  Ihews  itfelf  liJce  a  Dew 
upon  it. 

All  thofe  Medicines  which  anfwer 
^is  Intention,  muft  do  it  either  by 
their  Subtility,  whereby  they  divide 
and  attenuate  the  Humors  to  fuch 
a  degree,  that  they  become  fine 
enough  to  efcape  thro  fuch  fmall 
Paflages,  as  thofe  of  the  cutaneous 
Glands  5  or  elfe  by  their  contrafting 
and  fqueezing  the  Solids,  which 
force  out  of  the  Extremities  what 
lay  before  in  readinefs  for  Expul- 
fion.  Of  the  former  fort  are  many 
Simples,  which  for  their  other  more 
manifeft  Qualities,  we  have  placed 
under  other  Heads,  and  chiefly  a- 
mongft  the  Cephalics :  for  all  aro- 
matic t  warm  and  fubtile  Bodies, 
have  a  natural  tendency  this  way, 
becaufe  they  cannot  but  divide  and 
attenuate  the  fluids,  which  make 
them  fitter  to  go  off  by  the  fmall er 
Paflages.  What  we  have  colled- 
cd  under  this  Se^ion,  are  mofl:Iy 
^ct^rmin'd  to  ^p  faia^  Iftt^iipon^ 


by  a  like  Te?tture  and  Difpofitio^ 
of  Parts  J  but  then  they  are  gene- 
rally fuch  as  are  feldom  met  with 
in  Compofition  or  Prefcription  foif 
any  other  purpofe.     And,  without 
tranfgreffing  the  Rules  laid  down 
for  determining  things  of  thiskind^ 
it  may  be  conjeftur'd,  that  there  is 
a  difference  between  thefe  and  the 
common  Arojvatics  ;  that  the  latter 
a£k  as  foon  as  ever  they  come  into 
the  Stomach,  and  by  the  Volatility 
of  their  Parts  divide  and  thin  the 
Juices  in  the    PrimA  Vi&y  but  go^ 
off  in  a  great  meafure  by   fome  of 
the  larger  Difchar2;es  ;  whereas  the 
former  feem  not  to  have  any  thing 
in  their  Compofition  fo    adive  as 
to  render  them  fenfible,  until  they 
have    pafl^ed    the    laft   Commina- 
tion    or  Digefl:ioa   in    the  circula- 
ting Blood  :    and   that  there  they 
obtain  fuch  a  Refolution,  as  fuits 
them  not  only   for  the   cutaneous 
Secretion   themfelves  ;  but  alfo  to 
break,  and  as  it  were  flife  the  Blood 
itfelf,  thereby  caufing  its  thinner  and 
ferous  Parts  to  flow  thro  the  Pores 
in  great  Plenty.     And  this  will  not 
perhaps    appear  fo    flrange,  whea 
we  confider  a  manifeft  difference  in 
our  food,  not  unlike  what  we  here 
affign  to  Medicine.    For  fome  parts 
of  our   Aliments  are  fooner  thani 
cth^rij  broke  and  digefted  in  the- 

Stomac^ 
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Stomach  and  firft  Offices  5  and  fuch 
always  furnifli  the  greateft  Supply  to 
the  larger  Eir.undories,  and  go  oiF 
moftly  by  Urine ;  whereas  others^ 
which  have  Subtility  enough  only  to 
pafs  the  Laileals,  and  get  into  the 
Blood,  but  are  too  folid  to  undergo 
the  laft  Comminution  but  by  a  long 
Circulation,  beftow  more  Matter 
both  for  NouriQiment,  and  the  finer 
Secretions.  Thofe  Subftances,  or 
Bodies,  therefore,  which  obtain  this 
Appellation  of  Diaphoretic,  are  fuch 
as  are  capable  of  being  divided  in- 
to very  fmall  and  fine  Parts,  which 
do  not  fenfibly  operate  until  they 
are  brought  into  the  minuteft  Vef- 
fels,  where  their  Smalinefs  and  Ac- 
tivity fit  them  both  to  pafs  them- 
felves,  and  belldes  make  v/ay  for 
many  other  Particles  to  go  off  with 
them. 

Eut  the  other  Cafe  of  a  B'mpho- 
rejis,  or  raifing  a  Sweat,  is  moft  ex- 
tenfive  and  efficacious,  and  that  is 
by  fqueezing  and  contracting  the 
fibres,  and  fo  forcing  thro  what  is 
in  readinefs  to  pafs  j  of  which  Mat- 
ter there  often  is  a  great  deal  in  the 
Capillariesy  or  juft  at  the  Surface, 
that  fometimes  alrnoil  {Magnates  for 
want  of  fuch  fhocks.  All  Acids  do 
thisi  and  whatfoever  vellicates  and 
contrads  the  Fibres  powerfully. 
Thus  we  fhall  fee  People  prefgntly 
fweat  upon  eating  Vinegar  or  Le- 
mon  'juke.  Upon  the  fame  ac- 
count does  Pear,  or  any  fudden  Paf- 
iion,  produce  the  like  Effed  ;  as 
likewife  all  kinds  of  Exercife.  But 
thefe  are  not  fo  diredly  our  Eufinefs 
to  account  for  ;  nor  likewife  how 
Sweating  mofl  commonly  termi- 
nates Eevers,  and  throws  off  Poifons 
or  contagious  Infedions  by  which 
they  come  to  be  term'd  Ahxlphar- 
m'lcs  and  Jehrifuges  ;  becaufe  this 
would  take  up  more  room  .than  we 
Ifave  here  to  fpare,  as  requiring  ths 


whole  Theory  of  Fevere  to  be  treat- 
ed of,  in  order  to  arrive  at  a  per- 
fect Knowledge  of  it. 

Tol'iay  Herbs  : 

415.  Anthor^,  mhneU 
Jlowery  called  by  fome  Writers  An- 
tithora,  who  will  alfo  have  it  to  be 
the  Zedoary  of  the  Arabians,  par- 
ticularly ofAvicen  and  Serapion,  The 
Aconitum  Salmiferum,o\:  wholefom 
Wolf-Bane  of  C.  Bauhine,  is  what 
the  officinal  Prefcriptions  intend 
wherefoever  this  is  ordered.  It 
grows  on  the  Mountains  in  Hehetiai 
and  m  Savoy.  The  Root  is  chiefly 
in.  ufe,  which  is  of  a  warm  bitterifli 
Tafle,  and  is  reckon'd  Cardiac  and 
Alexipharmic,  much  of  the  fame  na- 
ture as  the  Contrayerva  Fvoot,  011 
w^hidi  account  by  fome  it  is  called 
the  German  Contrayerva.  It  is 
however  now  ufed  only  in  a  few 
officinal  Compofitions.

?nint.  That  defcribed  flore  magno 
ziulgarishy  J.  Bauhine,  ought  to  be' 
the  officinal  fort  j  but  the  ftarcity

the '— Sylve/lris  odore  Palegii  fed 
Kepeta  of  C.  Bauhine.  There  is 
alfo  a  —  Palujiris,  call'd  Aquatica 
by  Gerard,  and  Mentha  ari-enjis 
verticillata  hirfntai  by  J.  ^atihinei 
Water  Calamint  ;  which  altho  re- 
ceived into  the  new  Catalogue  of 
the  College,  is  not  known  in  the  pre-^ 
fent  pharmacy.  The  firft  of  thefe 
flovrers  in  ^iwe  and  July,  and  is 
warm,  aperient,  and  enters  many 
Alexipharmic  Compofitions  of  the 
Shops.  A  Compound  Ponder  irt 
the  College  Dlfpcnfatory,  has  its 
Name  from  it.  It  is  alfo  reckon'd- 
by  fome  to  be  Hepatic,  Pe^orali 
and  Uterine,  to  promote  Urine,  the 
Menfes,  and  forward  Delivery  ;  but 
it  is  feldom  prefcrib'd  in.  thefe  Ih- 
t^ntioas* 
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417,  Cae.Lin.<e,  Car  line  Tbif- 
tie,  is  the  Chamsleon  alhits  oi  Diof- 
coridesi  yi  Humilis  of  Parkm- 


fon,  and  Acaulos  magna  flore  of 
C  Bakhine.  It  grows  in  the  Val- 
lies  of  Germany  and  i/^/y,  and 
flowers  m  ^une^  Its  Root  is  moft 
in.  efteem,  and  recommended  for 
its  Alexipharmic  QuaUties,  in  re- 
ilfting  lafedion,  and  expelling  Ma- 
lignities. But  the  prefent  Pradlice 
takes  little  or  no  notice  of  it. 

418.  DoRONici, Leopards-Bane, 
Mathiolui  will  have  this  to  be  the 
Aconttum  Pardalianches  of  Theo- 
fhrafius  5  but  the  modern  Botanifts 
diiTent  from  him  in  that  Particular, 
This  grows  in  many  Places  in  Ger- 
many, and  is  faid  ^o  be  Alexiphar- 
mic, and  good  againft  the  Bites  of 
Venomous  Creatures  j  but  modern 
Praftice  gives  it  little  Credit  m  any 
fuch  Intentions. 

419.  Dracunculi,  and, 

410.  D  R  A  c  o  N.  T 1 1,  Dragons, 
Thefe  have  by  miftake  been  diftin- 
guifhed  as  different  Simples,  but 
they  are  only  different  Names  for 
the  fame  thing.  The  BracunmlHs 
Polyphyllus  of  C.  Bauhine,  is  what 
the  new  Catalogue  of  the  College 
direds  to,  and  feems  to  be  a  Spe- 
cies of  the  Arums  being  titled  in. 
Hermanns  Catalogue,  Armn  Poly- 
phylUim,  Draamculus  z^  Serpen- 
taria  4i^um,  caule  maculato,  ma^ 
jus  zp'  elat'ms.  It  is  reckoned  A- 
lexipharmic,  and  a  Refifter  of 
Poifons,  on  which  account  it  hath 
a  Place  in.  the  College  Plague^ 
Water. 

411.  G  AL  E  G  A,  called  alfo 
"Ruta  capraria.  Goat's  Rue,  This 
has  a  great  Name  with  fome  Au- 
thors, and  paffes  for  a  powerfiil 
Alexipharmic,  Sudorific,  and  a  Re- 
fifler  of  Poifon  and  peftilential  Con- 
tagions. It  has  been  recommended 
alfo  for  bringing  out  the  Meajlei 


and  Small-Pox  ;  but  neither  the 
Tafte  or  Smell  of  this  Plant  dif. 
cover  any  fuch  Virtues  likely  to  be 
in  it,  nor  does  the  prefent  Pradice 
encourage  any  fuch  Expedations, 
it  being  hardly  ever  prefcrib'd. 
It  is  a  ufelefs  Ingredient  \\\  the 
Milk^Water-.  Some  have  vented 
Notions  of  Animals,  and  particu- 
larly the  Lisiard,  guarding  them- 
felves  with  it  againft  the  Poifon  of 
Vipers,  and  curing  themfelves  with 
it  when  bit  5  but  thefe  are  Fables. 

412,.  Melissj^,  Bau7n,  diOdn' 

guiihed  Vulgaris  odore  Citric, 

by  J.  Bauhine.  It  flowers  in  "j-uly. 
This  Herb  is  very  well  known  in, 
our  Gardens.  It  is  of  a  fine  Cor- 
dial Flavor  5  but  fo  weak,  that  in 
mofl  medicinal  Forms  it  is  lolfj  and 
'tis  hard  even  to  dry  it  with  its  na- 
tural Scent.  The'  BifiiWd  Water 
made  fi*om  it  therefore,  is  befb 
drawn  when  the  Plant  is  green> 
which,  by  the  way,  holds  good  in. 
very  few  other  Plants  ;  But  with  all 
the  care  imaginable  it  will  foon  fade^, 
unlefs  fprinkled  with  a  little  Spirit 
before  'tis  diftiU'd.  It  is  a  good  Cor- 
dial, and  makes  an  agreeable  Ingre- 
dient in  many  Alexipharmic  Waters, 
Any  other  Form  it  is  not  fit  for. 

415.  ScoRDir,  V/ater  German'* 
der.  It  grows  in  watry  Grounds* 
and  flowers  in  June  and  July 6  It 
is  fomewhat  of  a  Garlic  SmelJ> 
mix'd  with  an  Aromatic,  It  is 
juftly  efteem'd  a  good  Alexiphar- 
mici  ajid  makes  an  excellent  In- 
gredient in  all  Compofitions  of  that 
Intention  ;  as  well  as  in  that  grand 
Medicine  in  the  Shops^  which  has  its 
Name  from  it,  Diafcordium  5  tho 
in.  Prefcriptioil  it  mofl  frequently 
bears  the  Name  of  its  Inventor,  and 
is  call'd  ConfeJiio  Fracajiorii.  There 
is  alfo  art  excellent  compound  Water ^ 
which  derives  its  Name  from  this 
Simple,  and  is  titled  In  the  Shops 
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Aqua  Scordii  compofita.  It  is  good 
in  all  kinds  of  Fevers,  and  helps 
both  to  raife  the  Spirits  as  a  Cor- 
dial, and  promote  Sweat,  or  the 
Eruption  of  fuch  Humors,  as  do 
often  critically  terminate  fuch  DiA 
tempers.  This  Plant  keeps  its 
Smell,  i?  well  dry'd,  tho  reduc'd 
into  a  fine  Pouder  j  and  therefore 
may  very  convenientlv  be  prefcrib'd 
in  BoleSy  as  well  as  Infufion  j  which 
makes  it  flrange  that  it  is  not  oftener 
met  vfith  m  extemporaneous  Prac- 
tice, in  the  room  of  fome  things 
not  by  much  fo  efficacious,  nor  fo 
eafily  to  be  procur'd.  Some  Au- 
thors mention  this  Simple  amongft 
HyftericSy  and  Deftroyers  of  Wormsy 
-SltA  alfo  for  a  good  Deterger  of  ma- 
lignant and  inveterate  Ulcers  j  but 
fuch  Practice  is  not  at  all  warranted 
by  Experience. 

424.  IJ  L  M  AR  I  ^,  Meadow- 
f-iveet.  lt9^o\VQXsmJune.  We  have 
this  amongft  the  beft  Alexipharmks, 
111  fome  Writers,  and  it  is  call'd  Regi- 
na  Prat'jy  Queen  of  the  Meadow,  and 
by  Cafp.  Bauhine,  Barba  Capri  fiorl- 
hus  compacts.  It  has  a  very  agree- 
able Scent,  but  it  does  not  by  any 
great  Volatility  of  Smell,  or  Pun- 
gency in  Tafte,  feem  to  difcover 
\\\  it  flich  Properties,  ivi  fo  large  a 
degree  as  Authors  mention  ;  tho  the 
fimple  Water  which  is  order'd  from 
it  in  the  B:fpe77fatory,  has  a  very  re- 
markable Smell  and  Tafte,  but  foon 
turns  mothery,  as  all  fuch  Waters 
will  do 
diem  in  the  Milk-Water,

C  A  L  E  N  D  u  L  /« ,  Marygold, 
Thefe  blow  almoft  all  the  Summer. 
They  are  well  known  in  the  Kitchen 
as  well  as  the  Shops.  Amongd 
Phyfical  Writers  they  pafs  for  Alexi- 
pharmics,  tho  ir  a  much  inferior 
degree  to  Saffron,  which  it  is  com- 


par'd  to.  Many  alfo  fpeak  of  them 
as  HyJiericSf  and  we  meet  with 
them  often  in.  Riverius's  Practice 
for  that  purpofe. 

42^.  Croc  I,   Saffron,     Thefe 
blow  in  September,  and  are  of  a  nice 
Culture,  and  a  valuable  Commodity 
in  fome  parts  of  England,  particu- 
larly in.  Ejfex  and  Cambridge/hire  ; 
which  are  the  beil  of  any  in  the 
World  we  have  yet  met  with.     The 
German  Writers  mention  that  for 
the  beft  which  grows  in  the  Circle  of 
Aujiria,  but  by  their  Dofe   it  muft 
fall  fhort  of  ours  j  for  a  Scruple  was 
their  ordinary  quantity,  whereas  five 
or  fix  Grains  of  EngUJh  Saffron  that 
is  good,  has  very  fenfible  EfFeds. 
Foreign  Authors  alfo  fpeak  much  of 
its  Narcotic  Quality,    and  pretend 
that  an  immoderate  Dofe  of  two  or 
three  Drams,  will  bring  on  a  parti- 
cular kind  of  Delirium,  and  occafion 
Death.     Etmtdler  gives  a  Story  of 
a  Perfbn,  who  trading  in  this  Com- 
modity, for  the  fake  of  faving  fome 
Duty,    conceal'd  a   Bag  of  Saffron 
fo  long  under  his  Clothes,  that  its 
Steam  had  fuch  an  effed  upon  hira 
as  to  kill  him.     It  is  certainly  one  of 
the  greateft  Cordials  of  any  Simple 
the  whole  Materia  medica  fupplies  j 
and  as  effectually  promotes   a  Dia- 
phorejis,  which  makes  it  hardly  ever 
omitted    in     extemporaneous   Pre- 
fcriptlons,  for  any  Species  of  F^x/^r/. 
It  wonderfully  afiifts  the  Eruption 
of  the  Meajles  and  Sfnall-Pox  j  and 
at  the  fame  time  that  it  puts   the 
Conftitution  upon  a  force  to  throw 
off  fomewhat  difagreeable,  it  enables 
it  to  fuiiain  fuch  an  Exertion.     It 
is  alfo  given  in  almoft  all  Diforders 
of  the  Lungs;  and  for  its  great  Effi- 
cacy  in   promoting  Expedio ration, 
and  relieving  the  Breath,  it  is  calPd 
by    fome    Anima   Pulmonam,    the 
Soul  of  the  Lungs.     There  are  many 
Forms  which  it  is  made  into  in  the 

Shops  5 
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Shops  5  but  It  is  much  better  given 
in.  Subftance,  and  is  very  conveni- 
ently poudei^-'d;,  and  made  into  Boles 
and  EleHuarles.  The  Dearnefs  of 
this  Commodity  makes  fome  draw 
out  its  TinHure  for  a  Syrup,  or  to 
ufe  by  it  felf  j  and  afterwards  dry 
and  pouder  it  for  ufe.  That  which 
has  not  been  fo  ferved  is  ahnoft  of 
a  red  Colour  when  pouder'd  5  and 
upon  but  juft  touching  it  with  any 
Moifture,  will  ftain  extremely  yel- 
lovj.  The  Colour  which  it  gives  h\ 
Tindure,  tho  deep  and  fine  at  Hiit;, 
will  fade  with  keeping,  and  the 
fboner,  a?  the  Menfimum  is  more 
acid  J  for  this  reafon,  that  which 
is  order'd  with  Treack-Water,  and 
feems  beft  fitted  to  anfwer  the  In- 
tention of  an  Alexipharmicy  is  hard- 
ly ever  made  :  it  generally  is  done 
'with  Canary,  and  (lich  Wines,  which 
are  moft  remote  from  Acidity  5  but 
that  is  only  for  the  fake  of  the  beauty 
of  the  Medicine.  This  Flower  parts 
'with  a  great  deal  in  Infufion  tliat 
-will  rife  in  the  Still  ;  and  therefore 
what  is  fold  for  Spirit  of  Saffron,  if 
well  made,  is  an  admirable  Cor- 
'dial  3  and  in  the  ftri£t  Senfe  of  the 
Term.,  perhaps  a  greater  than  Me- 
dicine any  other  v/ays  fupplies. 
This  way  likewife  there  is  nothing 
.of  the  Simple  lofi,  becaufe  the  Refi^ 
duum  may  conveniently  be  evapo- 
rated into  an  Extract,  in  which 
will  be  retain'd  the  moft  deterfive 
;Parts,  and  will  make  a  good  Medi- 
cine in  l\\Q  Jaundice,  Cachexies,  and 
nil  Diforders  arifing  from  Obft ruc- 
tions and  foul  Vifcera.  There  are 
many  who  extol  this  alfo  in  Uy fieri- 
cal  AfFedions  ^  and  are  of  opinion, 
that  it  cleanfes  the  Womb,  pro- 
motes the  Menftmal  Difchnrges,  and 
adifts  in  Delivery.  Borelhs,  in.  his 
Obfervations,  fpeaks  of  a  Perfon,

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a  Dlaphorefis  is  to  be     And  for  its  allaying  Inflammations ^ 

that  may  be  dojie  by  the  Subtility 
of  its  Parts,  dividing  and  difculfing 
fo  far  the  obftruded  Humors,  that 
they  either  perfpire,  or  are  taken 
up  again  into  Circulation  by  the 
refluent  Blood  :  for  this  Spirit  of 
Wine,  and  many  things  allow'd  by 
all  to  be  hot,  will  do,  by  the  fame 
means.  It  has  alfo  been  much 
contefted,  whether  this  is  prejudi- 
cial to  Generation^  by  its  abating  all 
Defire  of  Venery,  and  procuring 
Barrennefs  :  but  as  the  Authors 
themfelves  are  divided  upon  this 
Point  fo  much,  fome  of  them  af^ 
firming  that  the  Countries  where  it 
abounds,  and  is  much  ufed,  pro- 
duce almoft  childlefs  Inhabitants ;

prevents  the  Lodgment  of  fuch  Par- 
ticles upon  them.

It  has  been  much  de- 
bated, whether  tins  be  really  hot 
or  cold  J  its  Senfe  upon  the  Palat, 
at  firft  taking,  perfuading  the  for- 
mer ;  and  its  Ufefulnefs  in  allaying 
Inflammations,  encouraging  the  lat- 
ter Opinion.

K  u  s.  Jive  S}u'mquina,  Jefuits  Bark. 
This  comes  to  us  from  P^ru  in.  the 
Wefir-Indies  j    whence  the   Romifh 
MifKonanes  firft  brought  ft  into  Eu- 
rope, and  gave   occauon  for  its  be- 
ing call'd  Jefaits  Bark.     After  vari- 
ous Conjedures  amongft  Eotanifts 
concerning   what  Tree  this  is  the 
Bark  of,  which  are  needlcfs  and  te- 
dious to  repeat  here,  the  mofl  fatif^ 
fajStory  Account    comes   from  an 
Apothecary  who  lived   long  upon 
the  /pot,  and  had  often  gathered 
it,  who  fays,  it  comes  from  a  Tree 
about  the  bignefs  of  a  Plumb-Tree, 
with  Leaves  like  Ivy,  but  not  quite 
€0   big,    and  always   green.     The 
Indians  call  it  (^arango.     It  bears 
a  Fruit  not  unlike  a  Chefnut,  which 
is  properly  called  §l^mquma,  and 
is  efteem'd  by  the  Natives  beyond 
the  Bark.  See  more  in  Phil.  Tranf- 
a6i.  N®  290.     Its  Qualities  in  cu- 
ring Intermittent s  are-  well  known 
to  Phyficians  j    but  there  is  more 
than  an  ordinary  Skill  required  in 
its  ufe  :  as  there  is  no  one  Medi- 
cine perhaps  more  efficacious  in  do- 
ing good,  fo  there  is  a  great  deal  of 
Mifchief  to  be   done  with  ft  in  ig- 
norant Hands.

£rfl  is  Arifiolochia  Polyrrhizos,  au- 
riculis  foliis  ;  defcribed  under  the 
Title  of  Polyrrhizos  Virginiana  by 
Parkinfon,  and  Pifiolochia  Virginia- 
na by  Gerard.  The  fecond  is  Arh- 
fiolochia  VioU  fruticofd  foliis  Virgini- 
ana,  cujus  radix  Serpentaria  dicitur  :

But  all  thefe  are  by  Cuftom  funk 
into  the  common  Appellation  of 
Snake-Root,  It  is  very  hot  and  pun- 
gent, both  in  Smell  and  Tafle.

This  is  a  miginy  Commodity 
from  Nezv  Spain  in  the  Weft-hidies, 
and  moftly  ufed  in  the  dying  Trade  t, 
tho  it  is  aifo  frequently  prefcribed 
in  Medicine,  but  there  a  little  of  it 
goes  a  great  way.  Yet  notwithftana- 
ing  our  acquaintance  with  it,  there 
have  been  great  Controverfies  about 
its  JProducrion,  whether  it  be  an 
Animal  or  Vc^etf.hk  ;  but  moil  now 


come  into  the  former  Opinion,  and 
cgree  that  it    is    an  Infe^,   which 
breeds  upon  the  Leaves  of  Trees  j 
of  which  we  have  many  Inftances, 
and  particularly  in  the  Poplar  :  that 
they  lay  their  Eggs,  and  hatch  them 
there,    until    the    increafing    Bulk 
breaks  thro  its  Confinement  in  the 
Leaf,  and  lets  out  the  young  Brood. 
We  are  inforni'd  by  ibme  Travel- 
lers, that  the  way  of  procuring  thefe 
is  to  fet  fire  to  fomething  under  the 
Trees   whereon    they    breed,    the 
Smoak  of  which  fuftocates  them, 
and  makes  them   fall  off.     Their 
Wings  and  Legs  fecm  to  be  broke 
and  fifted  or  pick'd  from  them,  no- 
thing but   the  Trunk  of  the  InfeH 
being  brought  to  Market.     Lewwen- 
hoeck  has  pretended  with  his  Glaffes 
to  have  difcover'd  many   Parts  in 
'em  peculiar  only  to  an  Animal,  and 
has  been  fo   very  particular,  as  to 
have  defcribed  their  Ovaria.  They 
who   dedre  to   be  informed  more 
concerning  thefe  InfeSis,  may  turn  to 
Philof.  Tranfacl.  N''  176,  zn6.  193, 
The  ufe  of  thefe  in  Medicine  h  as 
an  Alexiphnrmic  j  they  raife  Sweat, 
and    are    al fo    accounted    Cordial. 
They   make    the  Pulvis  Purpureus, 
in  Bates's  Difpsnfatory,  a  good  Me- 
dicine ;  it  is  nnich  preferable  to  the 
Gafcoiirn^s  Pouder  m  Childrens  little 
feverifh   Diforders,   as   alfo  in  the 
Sm.ill-Pox  and  Meajles.  It  agreeably 
tinges  the  White  Brink,  now  known

Some  Naturalills  j^ive  ftrancre 
Accounts  of  what  goes  under  this 
Name  j  and  tho  we  have  placed 
it  here  as  a  Mineral,  yet  it's  dif- 
ficult to  afcertain  which  of  the 
three  Kingdoms  it  belongs  to. 
That  it  is  found  m  qn  Eagle's  Neft^ 
whence  it  has  its  Name,  moft  a- 
gree  j  but  not  how  it  came  there. 
It  is  about  the  bignefs  of  a  Chef- 
nut,  and  is  hollow,  with  fome- 
what  in  it  that  rattles  upon  fhak- 
ing  J    this    has    occafion'd    fome 


very  odd  Conceits,  it  being  for  this 
reafon  term'd  by  fome.  Lapis  veluf 
ti  preg7ians,  alio  in  utero  fonante  j 
that  is,  a  Stone  pregnant  with  ano- 
ther in  its  Womb.  And  upon  this 
chimerical  Foundation,  it  feems  to 
have  afcribed  to  it  the  Power  of 
influencing  the  Foetus  in  Women, 
The  Efpoufers  of  this  Delufion  fay, 
that  if  it  be  wore  about  the  jirm, 
it  prevents  Abortion  ;  and  about 
the  Thigh,  that  it  helps  Delivery  j 
but  in  the  latter  Cafe  it  is  very 
gravely  advifed  not  to  be  wore  too 
long,  left  it  draw  out  alfo  the 
Womb  itfelfl  Even  Galen  and  Pliny, 
with  many  others,  have  much  gi- 
ven into  thefe  Superftitions  ;  and 
Wormius  pretends  to  give  Inftances 
of  its  drawing  down  the  Womb* 
Valeriola  likewife  attefts  the  fame 
in  his  Obfervations,  but  a  true 
Knowledge  in  Anatomy  will  not 
allow  of  any  Afftnt  to  fuch  Re- 
ports. 


SECT.     VII, 

Of  Emetics. 


THAT  Tart  of  the  Materia 
medica  which  comes  under 
this  Head,  altho  it  is  not  fo  exten- 
jfive  as  fome  of  the  precedent  Divi- 
iions,  yet  it  is  of  that  Efficacy  as 
to  require  the  utmoft  Skill  and  Caii- 
tion  in  its  management.  For  a 
Vomit  cannot  be  giyen,  v/ithout  do- 
ing either  good  or  harm  :  it  is  not 
therefore  to  be  indifferently  regard- 
ed as  the  Operation  of  fome  Ake- 
rativesy  which  are  frequently  pre^ 
fcribed  only  to  keep  the  Patien^^ 
cafy  under  ix)me  Expedation,  until 
a  Phyfician  morecl  early  fees  v^ha^ 
^^.^    Nature  indicates  to  b§  done, 


Vomits  and  Purges  are  fo  much 
airke  in  their  Operations,  that  ©ne 
cannot  be  well  apprehended  with* 
out  the  other  t  thus  mucli  therefore 
is  common  to  them  both,  that  any 
Medicine  which  fo  far  vellicates  the 
Membranes  and  Coats  of  the  Sto- 
mach and  Bowels,  as  to  draw  them 
into  convulfive  Twitches,  or  much 
accelerate  their  natural  Motions, 
will  be  Emetic  or  Cathartic,  and 
fometimes  both.  But  the  A(^ion 
of  Vomiting  is  more  properly  a 
convulfive  Motion  in  the  Stomach 
than  any  which  can  happen  in  the 
3o%^ds,  unlefs  theiv  Periflaltic  tJji- 

dulations^ 


Sea. 
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emulations  are  inverted,  as  it  happens 
in  the  PaJJio  Illaca.  Whatfoever 
therefore  comes  into  the  Stomach, 
which  fo  irritates  its  Fibres,  as  to 
make  them  contrad,  or  draw  up 
with  Force,  will  throw  its  Contents 
upwards  5  the  Vent  being  much 
larger  that  way  than  thro  the  Pylo- 
rtiSj  which  would  fend  them  down 
by  Stool.  The  difference  there- 
fore between  an  Emetic  and  a  Ca- 
thartic, lies  only  in  this,  that  the 
latter  confifts  of  fuch  Particles  as 
pafs  the  Stomach  without  any  vio- 
lent Vellications  of  the  Fibres,  and 
the  former  of  fuch  as  have  that  Ef- 
fed:  ahiioft  as  foon  as  they  come 
there  ;  fo  that  a  Vo7nit  feems  ftron- 
ger  than  a  Cathartic  :  and  this  is 
the  reafon  why  a  Cathartic-  in  an 
increas'd  Dofe,  will  prove  Emetic. 

Some  are  of  opinion,  that  the 
Subftance  it  felf,  that  procur'd  a 
Vomit,  is  thrown  up  again  in  the 
firft  or  fecond  Ejedion  j  and  that 
the  following  SoUicitations  are  cau- 
fzA  by  the  Acrimony  of  the  Juices, 
which  the  iirfl:  Motions  pumped, 
as  it  were,  and  occafioned  to  drain 
into  the  Stomach.  It  is  of  no  great 
Importance  whether  it  be  thus  or 
not  5  but  'tis  certain,  that  the  Adion 
of  Vomiting  gives  the  ftrongeft 
Sliake  to  all  the  Mufcles  and  Solids 
of  the  Body,  that  any  Motion  is  ca- 
pable of ;  and  therefore  in  all  me- 
dicinal Intentions  it  may  be  confi- 
der'd  as  an  Exercife.  And  the  laft 
Reachings  do  generally  difcover  a 
Drain  of  Humors  derived  into  the 
Stomach  from  fome  confiderable 
Diftance  5  their  Color  fhewing  them 
to  come  from  the  Liver,  or  Parts 
more  remote.  But  fervice  is  not 
fo  much  to  be  expeded  from  what 
thefe  Medicines  difcharge  upwards, 
as  from  what  their  violent  Emoti- 
ons and  Concuffions  fit  for  Separa-^ 
lion  snd  Force  thrp  othes  Outlets ; 


and  even  that  by  the  Skin  is  pro- 
digioufly  increas'd  by  thefe  means, 
as  is  manifeft  from  the  profufe 
S-weats  which  a  Perfon  naturally 
falls  into  afterwards,  upon  the  leaA 
encouragement  thereunto. 

Tmviures,  Extra^s  and  Ref?is, 
are  always  obferv'd  to  operate 
rougher  this  w^y  than  more  limple 
Preparations  5  and  the  reafon  feems 
to  be,  that  fuch  Management  of  an 
Ingredient  divides  its  Parts  too 
much,  and  makes  them  too  inti- 
mately come  into  contad  with  the 
Fibres  -,  fo  that  they  are  not  fo 
foon  fhook  off  by  their  convulfivc 
Twitches  or  Throws,  as  more  grofs 
Parts  might  be.  Upon  this  account 
therefore  moft  of  the  Simples  which 
come  under  this  Head,  are  beft 
order'd  in  their  natural  Forms ;  and 
the  elaborate  Preparations  of  the 
Chymical  Pharmacy  efpecially,  pro- 
duce no  Vomit  fo  good  as  we 
find  amongfl  Nature's  own  Produc- 
tions :  and  this  Opinion  the  prefent 
Practice  fully  fupports  j  for  all  the 
Antimonial  and  Mercurial  Emetics 
are  almofl  quite  laid  aflde,  unlefs  ia 
very  obflinate  Cafes  j  and  fome  Sim^ 
fie  generally  is  now  prefcrib'd,  only 
in  Pouder,  as  the  Ipecacuanha, 
The  Emetic  Tartar  likewife,  which 
us'd  to  be  fo  much  in  vogue,  is  at 
prefent  to  be  found  only  In  fuch 
Hands  as  are  Strangers  to  wilder 
and  fafer  ll^lethods,

It  is  a  very  pa- 
latable and  gentle  Medicine  for 
Children,  provoking  them  to  puke 
without  any  manifeft  Sicknefs.  It 
alio  moft  commonly  gives  a  Stool 
or  two.

4^0.  Carthami,  BaJIard- 
Saffron,  called  alfb  by  many  Cmcus, 
is  produced  by  Ciilture.  Thefe  are 
faid  to  purge  watry  and  vifcid  Hu- 
mors ,  and  deterge  the  Mucus 
which  adheres  frequently  to  the 
inner  Coats  of  the  Stomach  j  but 
they  are  very  little  ufed  in  Compo- 
Ution,  and  hardly  ever  occaiionally 
prefcrib'd.

SqulllSi  diftinguifhed Vulgaris 

radice  rubra  by  C.  Bauhim.  They 
are  ufed  only  in  Infufion,  general- 
ly with  Vinegar,  which  they  ren- 
der Emetic,  It  is  fometimes  boil'd 
into  the  Confidence  of  a  Syrup 
with  Honey,  and  call'd  Oxyjnel  Scil- 
liiicum  in  the  Shops,  which  retains 
the  fame  Properties.  They  won- 
derfully deterge  and  fcour  off  vif- 
cid Adhefions  m  the  Bowels,  and 
gently  irritate  the  Stomach  to  ejec- 
tion. They  are  alfo,  as  all  of  the 
Onion-kind  are,  very  Diuretic  5 
and  therefore  in  great  efteem  with 
fome  in  Drop/ies  :  for  if  their  Inr 
fufion  be  mix'd  with  Cinnamon- 
IVater,  they  will  feldom  vomit  5 
bur  work  downwardsa    a^^d  yfesy 


forcibly  by  Urine.  In  Afihma*s^ 
and  all  Obftruftions  or  Infarctions 
of  the  Lungs,  wliich  are  to  be  re- 
mov'd  by.  Beterfives  and  ExpeSlora-^ 
tiony  there  is  fcarce  any  thing  mor^ 
efFe<fl:uaL  Thefe  are  alfo  efteem'd 
Alexipharmic ,  and  upon  that  ac-r 
count  have  a  Place  in  the  Theriaca 
Andromachi.

Igpecaya  five  Pygaya  j  by  Mr.  Ray, 
Herba  Paris  Brafiliana  polycoccos  j 
and  in  the  Oxford  Catalogue,  Peri- 
clymeno  accedens  plania  Brafiliana, 
flofculis  congefiis  albis.     Its  Root  is 
but  lately    received    iq    Medicine. 
The  French,  fince  their  Knowledge 
of  it,    feem  to   have  been  much 
more  diligent  in  learning  its  Vir^ 
tues   than     our    felves.     A^dnfieur. 
Romberg  a  Chymifi,  and  Monfieur 
Bolduc  an  Apothecary,    have  both- 
made  Analytical  Enquiries  into  its 
Texture.      It    will  be   worth   the 
Reader's  while   to  be  inform'd  of 
what  the  latter  fays  of  it    in  the 
Afemoirs  of  the  Royal  Academy  of 
Sciences    for    1700.  '     He  takes  it 
for   granted,    that  all    allow  it  to 
be    a    Divine    Rernedy    in    Biar' 
rhAo's  and   JDyfefiteries  j    apd   that 
it  is  at  the  fame  time  Emetic,  Ca- 
thartic,  and  Afiringent.     He  leaves 
to     Botanifis    the    Defcription    of 
the    Plant,    of    which    it    is    the 
Root ;  and  coritents  himfelf  to  ob- 
ferve,  that  there  are  two  forts  of 
it,  the  one  grey,   the   other  brown, 
inclining   to  black  on  the  outfide. 
The  grey  is  lefs  violent  in  its  Ope- 
ration, tho   the  other  is  rnore  cer-

ral  Ufe.  He  adds,  that  of  late  we 
have  another  fort  brought  over, 
which  is  white,  and  unUke  tlie  o- 
thers,  and  which  is  given  to  preg- 
nant Women  and  Infants,  by  rea- 
fon  of  its  Mildnefs.  He  confines 
himfelf  for  that  time  to  the  Exami-

And  this  he  does  both   by  Diftilla 
tion  with  a  Retort,  and  Extraction 
with  fuch  different  Diffolvents  as  are 
proper  and  convenient.     By  Diftil- 
lation   he  drew  off  a  Phlegm,  an 
acid  Spirit,  and  a  little  OiLj  and  from 
the  black  Mafs  that  was  left  at  the 
bottom  of  the  Retort,  he  was  able 
to  get  but  a  very  little  fix'd  Salt,  by 
a  violent  Pire,     It  was  not  found 
Wjorth  while  to  take  further  notice 
of  this  Analyjis  j  believing  the  other 
way  by  Extradion  to  afford  more 
li^ht  into  the  Nature  of  this  Root. 
The  Extraftion  was  begun  with  ve- 
ry well  reftify'd  Spirit  of  Winey  by 
which  was  drawn  off  its  Sulphur  or 
rejinous  Part,  ten  Drams  from  eight 
Ounces  of  the  Root.   The  Remain- 
der  thus    depriv'd  of  its   refinous 
Parts,  and  well  dry'd,   weigh'd  fix 
Ounces.     From  this  he  again  drew 
with  diftill'd  Rain- Water,  two  Oun- 
ces of  an  Extrad  as  folid  as  the  for- 
mer, which  contain'd  nothing  be- 
fides  the  faline  Particles,  accompa- 
ny'd   with   fome    terreftrial    ones, 
which  were  infeparable   from  the 
others.     This  laft  was  but  of  a  lax 
Confiftence,  becaufe  all  the  refinous 
Parts  were  fepar^ted  by  the  prece- 
ding Operation.     The  Remainder, 
or   Caput  Mortuurriy  thus  depriv'd 
both  of  its  refinous  and  faline  Parts, 
weigh'd  but  four  Ounces.  Monfieur 
Bolduc  believ'd    this    double    Ex- 
traction to  be  ufeful,  viz.  One  by 
the  Spirit  of  Wine,  the  other   by 


Wine,  both  its  faline  and  refinous 
Parts  might  be  drawn  Vv'ith  Water 
alone  j  fince  the  faline  more  abound 
in  it  than  the  refinous  Parts,  the  for- 
mer would  attenuate,  draw  off,  re- 
folve  and  atti-aft  the  latter,  info- 
much  that  they  would  become  one 
Body,  i.  e.  make  a  Mafs  compos'd  of 
the  faline  and  refinous  Parts.  This 
is  conformable  to  Experience,  fines 
iti^  the  known  Property  of  Salts  to 
diffolve  the  Sulphurs  j  which  is  con» 
firmed  by  Trials  made  on  purpofe. 
For  with  Rain- Water  alone,  and 
the  fame  quantity  of  Root,  Mon- 
fieur Bolduc  drew  three  Ounces  and 
a  half  of  an  Extra £1,  as  folid,  and 
conflftent,  and  united  ia  its  Parts, 
as  the  former  :  and  from  the  re- 
mainder'; which,  when  well  dry'd, 
weigh*d  five  Ounces,  and  whereof 
the  Water  could  extrad  no  more, 
he  could  draw  v^^ith  Spirit  of  Wine 
but  a  Dram  of  fomewhat  like  Re- 
fin. 

In  another  Differtation  publifh'd 
in  the  fame  Year,  Monfieur  Bolduc 
gives  his  Obfervations  on  the  hrovjn 
Ipecacuanha.  By  Diftillation,  he 
remarks,  that  it  yielded  \q£s  Oil 
than  the  ^rey ;  and  that  the  lafl 
Portion  of  Spirit  which  comes  awav 
with  its  Oil  upon  the  greateft  Vio- 
lence of -Fire,  altho  confiderably 
acid,  appear'd  to  him  to  have  more 
volatile  Paits,  than  the  fame  Porti- 
on of  Spirit  in  the  former.  He  fays, 
that  by  trial  with  Salt  of  Tartar,  the 


die  Watei* :  being  peifuaded  that  the    Particles  of  die  brown  efcaped  with 
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tlie  greater  brisknefs,  and  ftruck  the 
Sen{e  of  Smelling  more  powerfully. 
Hence    he    concluded    beforehand, 
that  as  the  hrovjn  contains  lefs  oily 
Parts    than  the  gre'^,  fo   it  contains 
fewer  refinous  ;  and  m.  the  fecond 
place,  that  this  lad  Portion  of   Spi- 
rit feems  to   contain  more  volatile 
Parts  5  which  is  the  reafon  that  it  is 
more  violent  in  its  efFeds.     This 
Obfervation  may  countenance  the 
Opinion  of  fuch  as  believe  the  pur- 
gative Virtues   of  Medicines  to  .be^ 
exalted  by  means  of  a  certain  vola- 
tile Salt  5  and  that  they  are  more  or 
lefs  violent,    in   proportion  to  the 
quantity  of  volatile  Salt  contained  in 
them.     By  Extradion'  both  by  Spi- 
rit of  Wine  and  by  Water,  that  of 
the   brown  weigh'd  lefs   than    the 
grey.      The  Proportions  are  thefe, 
from  eight  Ounces  of  thzgrey,  he  had 
by  Spirit  of  Wine  ten  Drams  of  a 
i'efinous   Extrad:  j     but   from    the 
fame   quantity   of  the  brown,    but 
fix   Drams.      Prom  the  remainder 
thus  freed  of  its  refinous  Parts,  by 
An    aqueous    Menfiruum    he    drew 
from  the  grey  two  Ounces,  of  a  fa- 
line, Extrad  ;    but  from  the  brown 
only  between  five  and  fix  Drams. 
The  remainder  of  the  grejy  after  it 
had  been  thus  depriv'd  of  its  refi- 
lioiis  Parts  by  the  Spirit  of  Wine, 
and  of  its  faline  ones  by  the  Water, 
weigh'd  four  Ounces,    but  that  of 
the  brown  weisrhed  near  fix  Ounces  j 
which  fhews  that  the  aftive  Princi- 
ples abound  more  in   the  grey  than 
\v\.  the  brown  :  which  is  farther  con- 
firm'd    by   the    following   Wiiy  of 
Extradion.     In  the   former  he  be- 
gan with  the  Spirit  of  Wine,  and 
then  ufed  Water  ;  but  here  he  ex- 
traded    firfl:  with  Water,  and  after- 
wards   with   Spirit  of   Wine ;    and 
obferv'd   that   eight  Ounces   of  the 
Ifrown    yielded    by    a   watry    Me77- 
firuii'm  one  Ounce  three  Drams  of 


an  Extrad  very  folid  and  corhpad  * 
and  the  remainder  well  dried,  yield-*^ 
ed  by  means  of  Spirit  of  Wine, 
but  twenty  four  Grains  of  a  refi.- 
nous  Extrad  j  whereas  the  'like 
quantity  of  grey  affortied,  by  an,  a- 
queous  Menfiruum-,  three  Ounces 
and  a  half  of  Extrad,  and  its  re- 
mainder by  Spirit  of  Wine,,  thirty 
fix  Grains  of  a  refinous  Extrad. 
Whence  Ivlonfieur  Boldnc  thinks  it 
eafy  to  conclude,  that  the  brown 
contains  lefs  of  principal  Parts,  and 
more  of  terreflrial  ones  than  the  grey^ 
It  is  however  certain,  that  the  brown 
is  more  efncacious,  which  feems  4 
fort  of  Paradox  :  The  reafon  of 
which  is  conjedur'd  to  be,  that  ac- 
tive Virtues  are  not  to  be  efteem'd 
according  to  the  Meafiire  or  Weight 
of  their  Bodies.  Thofe  of  lefs  Bulk 
have  often  more  ppree  and  Energy  : 
Vfs  maxima  in  minima  Mole,  is  a 
Maxim  which  holds  good  in  many 
Inflances.  It  has  been  taken  no* 
tice,  that  the  Spirits  drawn  lafl  from 
the  brown  were  more  picquant,  and 
flruck  the  Senfes  more  briskly  than 
thofe  of  the  grey  j  why  then  may 
they  not  have  the  fame  Adivity  ia 
our  Bodies,  to  irritate  the  interior 
Parts,  and  agitate  the  Humors 
more  violently  ?  The  Extrads  of  the 
brown  are  indeed  lefs  in  quantity, 
but  their  Virtues  may  be  more  con- 
centrated, and  by  (^onfequence  more 
adive. 

In  the  Memoirs  for  1701,  this 
fame  Inquirer  difcourfes  farther  on 
the  Ipecacuanha,  and  fays  he  has 
found  means  to  deprive  this  Root 
of  its  emetic  (^nlity.  The  Diffe- 
rence that  \?,  between  this  and  other 
violent  Purgers,  he  fays,  encouraged 
him  in  this  Search,  The  other  vio- 
lent Cathartics,  as  Scammony  and 
Colocinth,  however  prepared  and 
correded,  leave  too  often  -fatal 
Marks  of  th«ir  Adion  •■,  but  Ipeca- 
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cuanha,   tho  it   may  appear    veiy 
brisk  in   its  Operation,  leaves  ge- 
nerally behind  it  but  an  Aftriftion 
of  the  Parts  it  had  before  open'd 
and  fatigued.     He  made  a  rgfinous 
Extrad  with  Spirit   of  Wine,  and 
then  drew  out  the  faline  Parts  with 
Rain- Water,  and  found   by  Expe- 
rience, that  its  Violence,  as  m  moft 
other  PurgerSy    was    owing  to  its 
Refin.  For  the  EfFeds  of  the  Reiin 
were  more   violent  than  the  Root 
itfelfi  leaving  little  or  no  Aftridion 
afterward  j    but   the  faline  Extrad 
was  BiuretiCy  purg'd  gently  with- 
out any  or  little  Naufeoufnefs  ;  and 
in  fhort,  had   the  fpecific  Quality 
of  the   Root,  that  is,  to  cure  Dy- 
fenteries. 

Thus  far  we  thought  proper  to 
follow  our  Trench  Guide ,  whofe 
Experiments  give  a  good  Infight 
into  the  Contexture  and  Virtues  of 
this  Root.  But  the  common  Prac- 
tice here  makes  any  Preparations  of 
it  little  needed,  it  being  moft  e- 
fteem'd  and  prefcrib'd  m  Subftance. 
Its  Dofe  is  from  ten  Grains  to  twi} 
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Scruples  J  fome  give  a  Dram,  but  ft 
v/ill  riot  fail  to  work  in.  a  lefs  ouan- 
tity  with  proper  Management. 

Mmerals. 

455.     Borax,    Borace,  vs  tho 
Santerna   of  Plimy  5  and  we  have 
of  it  two  kinds.  Native  and  Fa^i- 
tioH$,     The     Native    is   ortly    the 
Chryfocolla  or  Tincal,  calcined,  diC~ 
folved,  and  cryftalized.     There  are 
alio  two  kinds  of  the  Faclitious^one 
made  of  Nitre  and  Urines  and  tlie 
other  with    an  addition  of  more 
things,  which  may  be  feen  in  Schro* 
der,  but   it  is  now  negleded.     Its 
ufe  in  Medicine  is  but  little.  Taken 
alone  in  Pouder  it  provokes  to  vo- 
mit 5  but  'tis  feldom  us'd  for  that 
purpofe.     Mixed   with   any  warm 
Aromatic,  it  has  no  fuch  Effed  in 
the  Stomach  5  but  \s    reckon'd  of 
fome  efficacy  in  aflifting  Delivery  j 
and  IS  by  our  Midwives  frequentlv 
adminifter'd  with  a  Drop  or  two  o£ 
Oil  of  Cinnamon^  for  that  end.  It  is 
alfo  fometimes  ufed  in  Gar^arifms, 


SECT.    VIII. 

Of  Cathartics, 


Somewhat  may  be  underftood 
concerning  the  Operation  of 
Cathartics,  from  what  has  been 
already  faid  about  Emetics  j  the  Vel- 
lication  or  Irritation  of  the  Fibres 
and  Membranes  bein^  the  fame  m 
both.  But  as  the  Difference  of  the 
Parts,  in  which  their  Scenes  of  Adi- 
on  are,  makes  a  great  deal  of  Dif- 
ference in  the  Confequences  of 
their  Operation  on  many  accounts  j 
therefore  it  may  be  further  neceifary 


to  know  what  a  Stimulm  will  do, 
in  the  Intefiines  particularly. 

The  Perifialtic  or  Verinicular  Mo- 
tion of  the  Guts,  is  fuch  as  continu- 
ally propels  forv/ards  their  Contents, 
from  the  P'^lorus  down  to  the  Rec- 
tum. Now  every  Irritatton  either 
quickens  that  Motion  in  its  natural 
Order,  or  occafions  fome  littde  In- 
verfions  of  it.  In  both,  what  but 
flightly  adhered  to  the  Coats,  or 
inner  Membranes,  will  be  loofen'd 
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and  (hook  ofF,  and  carried  foi-ward 
with  their  Contents  j  and  they  will 
alfo  be  more  agitated^  and  thus  ren- 
dered more  fluid.  By  this  only  it  \s 
manifeft,  how  a  Cathartic  haftens 
and  increafes  the  Difcharges  by 
Stool  J  but  the  fame  manner  of 
Operation  alfb  carries  its  EfFeds 
much  further,  in  proportion  to  the 
Force  of  the  Stimulus,  For  where 
it  is  greati  all  the  Appendices  of  the 
Eowels,  and  even  all  the  Vifcera. 
^  in  the  Abdomen,  will  by  a  Confent 
of  Parts,  that  is,  a  Communication 
of  Nerves,  be  pulled  or  twitched, 
ib  as  to  affed  their  refpedive  Juices 
in  the  fame  mannei?  as  the  Intefimes 
themfelves  afFed  their  Contents. 
The  Confequences  of  which  muft 
be,  that  a  great  deal  will  be  drain'd 
back  into  the  Intefi'ims,  and  mad^ 
a  Part  of  what  they  discharge.  And 
when  we  confider  the  vaft  Number 
of  Glands  vs\  the  Inteftines,  with 
the  Outlets  of  thofe  Vifcera  opening 
thereinto,  and  particularly  of  the 
Pancreas  and  Liver  j  it  will  be  no 
wonder  what  vafi:  quantities,  efpeci- 
•  ally  in  full  Conftitutions,  may  be 
carried  oiF  by  one  (m^n  Purge.  .. 

It  has  been  a  prevailing  Notion, 
that  there  is  fome  Specific,  or  E* 
leftive  Qiiality  in  Cathartics,  by 
which  fome  are  fuited  to  draw  off, 
and  expel  fuch  particular  Humors, 
and  will  not  meddle  with,  or  afFed: 
any  other  ;  and  upon  this  Nation 
it  is,  that  they  are  fo  conftantly 
diftinguifh'd  in  Phyfical  Writers,  by 
peculiar  Names  expreflive  of  their 
refpedive  Properties :  hence  fuch  a 
one  is  call'd  a  Cholago^ue,  a  Purger 
of  Choler  5  this  a  Hydragogue,  a  Pur- 
ser of  Water  ;  and  another  a  Phleg- 
raagogue,  a  Purger  of  Phlegm.  But 
our  Theory  in  the  firfl  Part  will 
not  admit  of  any  fuch  Conclufion  j 
becaufe  no  Medicine  under  this  De- 
nomination,   how   efficacious    and 


furprizing  foever  in  its  Operation, 
can  ad  but  mechanically,  according 
to  thofe  Laws  of  Motion,  which  all 
other  Bodies  arc  fubjed  to  :  and 
therefore  when  the  Difcharges  by 
Stool  difcover  an  over-proportion 
of  any  particular  Humors  j  the 
Purge,  to  whofe  Efficacy  it  \%  a- 
fcrib'd,  is  not  to  be  fuppos'd  to 
have  done  it  by  any  fuch  Eledion  5 
but  that  there  was  either  a  Redun- 
dance of  fuch  a  Humor,  whpf@ 
Difcharge  any  common  Irritation 
would  occafion  j  or  that  tliere  v/as 
fome  peculiar  Aptitude  from  the  Fi- 
gures and  Bulks  of  the  Medicine,  to 
deterge  thofe  Parts  where  they  were 
lodg'd,  and  fet.them  in  fufion.  Thus 
m  proportion  to  the  Proximity  of 
fome  Humors  to  the  mtefiinal 
Tube,  and  the  Difpofition  of  the 
PafTages  to  convey  them  that  way^ 
they  require  greater  or  leller  Vi^ 
brations,  ,or  Shakes  of  the  Fibre? 
from  a  Cathartic,  to  fetch  them 
out.  For  this  reafbn  the  brisker 
Cathartics,  which  vellicate  the  Mem* 
branes  moft.of  all,  pump  out  as 
it  were,  from  all  the  Mefenteriat 
Glands,  and  neighbouring  Parts, 
their  Contents  j  which,  becaufe  they 
abound  fo  much  with  Lymphatics, 
and  vifcid'  watry  Humors,  make 
the  Difcharges  thin  and  watry  j 
thofe  which  ad  in  fomewhatalov/er 
dei^ree,  vet  irritate  enouo;h  to  de- 
terge  and  draw  out  a  great  deal  or 
mucous  and  .vifcid  Matter  ;  which 
fometimes  by  Lodgment,  and  y^'-ant 
of  due  Motion,  changing  into  va- 
rious Colors,  occafions  different 
Names  of  Phlegm,  or  Choler.  As 
the  former  therefore  pafs  for  Hy- 
dragogues,  fo  6.0  the  latter  for  Pur* 
gers  of  Phlegm  and  Choler. 

Dr.  Keil,  in  his  Account  of  Ant" 
mal  Secretion,  feems'  to  favour  thi$ 
Opinion  of  the  Antients  about  elec' 
tivs  PpirgerSf  becaufe  it  appear'd  td 
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him  folvable  by  his  Theory  of  At- 
ti'adion  j  but  it  is  to  be  fear'd  he 
tranrgrefsM  his  own  Laws^,  when  he 
makes  the  Particles  of  '\^ala^  attrad 
the  aqueous  Particles  out  of  tlie 
JBlood  as  it  wafhes  thro  the  intefti- 
hal  Glands,  by  any  other  Power 
than  the  Particles  of  any  other  Me- 
dicine would  do  \ii  in  the  like  Cir- 
cumftancesi  that  is  endu'd  with  the 
fame  mechanical  Properties.  What- 
foever  therefore  has  the  fame  Pro- 
perties, as  by  the  Effefts  it  appears 
feveral  Medicines  have,  as  "[j-alap,  it 
will  purge  Water  as  much  as  'Jalap  5 
and  confequently  deferve  as  much 
the  Name  of  a  Specific,  But  if  it 
can  be  explain'd,  as  here  it  is  hoped 
to  be  done,  how  fuch  Medicines  are 
fitted  by  their  manifeft  and  mecha- 
nical Properties  to  produce  fuch  an 
effed  j  then  it  muft  be  miich  more 
inftrudive  to  rely  upon  fuch  Proce- 
dure, than  have  recourfe  to  an  ima- 
ginary Agency,  which  puts  the  Un- 
derftanding  in  confufion. 

Upon  another  account  alfo;  be- 
fides  that  of  a  Stimulus,  a  Cathar- 
tic anfwers  its  Intention  j  and  that 
is  by  fufing  the  Humors,  or  ren- 
dring  them  more  fluid  than  they 
were  before  5  whereby  they  are  bet- 
ter fitted  to  pafs  off  by  their  proper 
Emunftories.  And  how  this  is 
done,  may  be  underftood  from  ma- 
ny Hints  already  interfpers'd  in  this 
Work.  Thofe  which  confift  of 
very  fubtile  and  adive  Parts,  are 
not  fo  feniible  in  the  larger  Parages, 
becaufe  of  the  great  quantities  of 
Matter  which  lay  too  great  a  Load 
upon  them,  and  make  them  un- 
heeded :  but  wheii.  th^y  aie  got 
into  the  Blood  in  any  confiderable 
Number,  they  divide  and  fufe  thofe 
Cohefions  which  obfcrud,  or  move 
heavily  in  the  Capillaries,  and  fcoiir 
the  Glands  4  infomuch,  that  every 
Pufitioft  thtgws  fom€ tiling  thro  the 


inteftinal  Glands,  which  goes  o^t 
by  Stool,  that  the  refluent  Bloo^ 
had  waflied  away,  and  brouirht 
back  from  all  Parts  of  the  Body; 
Of  this  kind  are  all  ihofe  Cathar- 
tics which  are  faid  to  piirge  the 
Joints,  and  are  prefcrib'd  in  Rheu-^ 
matifiins  and  Arthritic  Pains,  a^ 
the  Radix  Turpelhi,  and  all  the 
Aloetics.  It  may  not  be  amifs 
here  to  obferve^  that  the  reafoii. 
why  Cathartics  oi  this  fort  are  fd 
eafily  chang'd  into  the  mofl:  effica- 
cious Alteratives^  is  becaufe  an  Al- 
terative is  a  Cathartic  in  this  Senfe^ 
in  a  lower  Degree^  or  of  a  more  re- 
mifs  Operation.  Whatfoever  bring^ 
fuch  Particles  to  a  fecretory  Office.; 
which  are  fitted  for  its  Paflage  oftner 
than  ufual,  either  by  accelerating 
the  Blood's  Motion,  or  breaking  it 
into  more  Particles  of  that  particu- 
lar Size  and  Ificlination,  will  increafc 
that  Secretion.  According  therefor^ 
to  the  Difference  of  the  Parts,  where 
fuch  Secretions  are  enlarg'd,  as  the 
Glands  of  the  Intefiines,  Kidneys^ 
or  Skini  are  the  Medicinfes,'  v^'hicii 
are  infl:rumental  therein,  term'd  ei- 
ther Cathartics,  Diuretics^  or  Dia^ 
phoretics. 

Further,  another  way  of  promo- 
ting the  Difcharges  by  Stool  d'oni 
Fufion,  or  rendring  the  Humors 
more  fluid,  is  to  mix  fuch  Particles 
with  them,  as  prevent  their  running 
into  vifcid  Cohefions,  and  by  de- 
grees divide  and  break  them  wheii 
in  Contad  3  whereby  they  are  ren- 
der'd  fitter  to  run  off  by  the  mofl: 
convenient  Outlets.  This  is  don^ 
by  Subfiances  which  have  Parts  ri- 
gid, grof'^,  arid  full  of  Afperities  | 
and  thefe  are  many  kinds  of  Salts} 
and  tartaroiis  Medicines.  For  by 
Experimenf,  the  mofl:  eafy  to  b^ 
tried,  thofe  Bodies  mix'd  ivitli 
nny  thing  tenacioiis  and  adhe- 
fiv?/  will  deftroy  fuch  Properties.- 
0  ThB^ 
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Thus,  let  any  pne  mix  a  few  Grains 
of  Salt  of  Tartar  with  the  Ex- 
tra^lum  Rudii,  which  of  it  felf  is 
fo  tenacious  as  to  draw  out  into 
any  figure  ;  and  it  will  immediately 
run  into  almoft  a  dry  Pouder,  and 
crumble  fo  as  not  to  be  capable  of 
being  made  into  Pills.  To  the 
quantity  of  this  Salt  alfo  in  the  Mat- 
thew's Pill,  as  it  is  commonly  cal- 
led, IS  owing,  that  that  Mafs  is  fo 
difficultly  made  up  into  Ptlls.  Like- 
wife  all  tenacious  and  mucilaginous 
Bodies  of  much  thinner  Confidence, 
will  by  the  like  means  be  rendered 
much  lefs  adhefive,  and  more  dif- 


pos'd  to  Fluidity.  Cathartics  of  this 
fort  are  generally  too  grofs  to  pafs 
thro  the  LaHeals  j  and  therefore 
their  Influence  extends  no  farther 
than  the  Prima  VU,  that  is,  the  StO' 
mach  and  Bowels.  After  this  man- 
ner Cream  of  Tartar,  with  its  Cr^^f- 
tals,  which  differ  not  much,  Manna^ 
and  all  the  milder  Purgers  operate  j 
that  is,  by  feparating  and  keeping 
from  Contad  and  Cohefion,.  the  fe- 
veral  Contents  of  thofe  Parts,  which 
renders  them  fo  fluid,  as  to  run  off 
the  fooner,  and  in  larger  quantities 
by  Stool,  than  otherwife  they  would 
do.

454.  Sen/e,    Sena.      The  befl 
comes    from    Alexandria,    is    the 
fharpeft -leaved  of  any  of  the  forts, 
and.fmells  brisk  if   it   be  not  old. 
The  Bi'ightnefs  of  its  Colour,  and 
Quickr.efs  of  its  Flavor,  are  the  Li- 
dications  of  itsGoodnefs^  for  when 
it  has   loft    Its   Scent,    and   grows 
dusky,  it  is  good   for   little.     It  is 
one  of  the  mofl  common  Purgers 
in  the  Shops,  and  in  extemporaneous 
Prelcription.     Altho  it  is  here  placed 
amongft   the   milder    fort,    yet    in 
fome  Circumftances,  and  efpecially 
in  an  increafed  Dofe,  it  will  work 
Jfmartly  enough.      Its  Dofe  in  Pou- 
der  is  from  half  a  Scruple  to  half  a 
Dram,    but  it  is   feldom  given  in 
that  manner  by  It  felf  j  altho  it  is  in 
feveral  of  the  College  Compoficions 
of  Species,    sn6.  one  has  its  Name 
from    it   of  Pulvis  Sem  com1)ofitHs  : 
of  which  there  are   the  lelTer  and 
greatei',  but  in  both,    the  Propor- 
tions of  Sena  are  near  the  Dofe  here 
adign'd  ;  as  alfo  in  the  Pulvis  Dia- 
fe\n&,  allowing  for  the    addition  of 
Diagrydiiii?j-    In  comiJion  Prsfcrip- 


tion  it  is  generally  orderM  in  Infu- 
fion,  from  one  Drafn  to  half  an 
Ounce.     Its  common  CorreHors  are 
Liquerife,  fome  of  the  Carminative 
Seeds,  or  Salt  of  Tartar  :  the  lat- 
ter gives  a  much  higher  Color  to 
the   Infuiion,    and    feems   a   very 
agreeable  Ingredient  as  a  CorreSior  ; 
for  all  lixivious   Salts  both   divide 
the  fulphurous  Parts  of   a  Cathar- 
tic, whence  they  are  not  fb  apt  to  - 
adhere  to  the  Coats  of  the  Bowels, 
which  often  makes  their  Vellications 
too  fenfible;   and  they  alfo  aflifl  in 
attenuating  thofe  Vifcidities,  which 
a   Cathartic   is   intended    to    carry 
off,  and  therefore  make  them  pa/s 
away  more  eafily.      This  Brug  is 
apt  at  firft  taking  to  naufeate  the   - 
Stomach  5  and  therefore  in  its  Infu- 
fion,  or  to  the  flrain'd   Liquor,  if 
a    little  Cinnamon,  or  a  Dram  or 
two  of  Its  diftill'd  Water  be  added, 
it  pafTes  thro  with  lefs  Sicknefs,  and 
will    afterwards    operate    as    well. 
This    is    exa(fl:Iy    conformable    to 
the  Sentiments  of  Ludovicus,  who 
fays,  the  purgative  Qiiality  of  this 
Herb  I'Qfides  in  its  mucilaginous  of      ^ 

gummy 
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gummy  Juice,  whkhj  the  more  it 
is  divided,  makes  it  gripe  lefs  in  its 
Operation  5  and  therefore  he  orders 
its  InfuHon  in  Water  orfmall  Wine 
with  half  a  Dram  of  Salt  of  Tartar 
to  a  Dofe,  and  fome  Cinnamon  or 
Ginger,  But  the  Dofe  he  deter- 
mines by  the  quantity  of  the  Men- 
Jiruum,  upon  a  Conjecfture  that  it 
cannot  be  fated  beyond  a  certain 
Degree  5  fo  that  if  the  quantity  of 
Sena  exceeds  the  Proportion  which 
will  do  that>  it  makes  it  never  the 
ftronger,  the  Menfiruum  being  ca- 
pable of  receiving  no  more.  Ru- 
landus  imagined  a  Sudorific  §lua- 
lity  to  be  in  it,  and  accordingly  or- 
der'd  it  in  fome  Compofitions  of 
that  Intention*  This  is  fo  antient 
in  Medicine,  that  Schroder  fays, 
Serapion  firft  defcribed  it.  There 
are  fcarce  any  Forms  of  Cathar- 
tics,  in  which  this  is  not  an  Ingre- 
dient J  and  it  is  generally  the  prin- 
cipal, in  purgative  Diet-Drinks  and 
medicated  ^es. 

455.  Fungus  Agarici,  A- 
garic.  This  is  a  Fungus  or  Mujlj^

457.  V  1  o  L  A  R  uJvi,  Violet  St 
Thefe  blow  early  in  the  Spring,  and 
are,  in  every  one's  acquairirance,  for 
their  Cjfe  iil  Medicine.  The  5yr/^ 
made  of  them  is  the  only  Prepa- 
ration in  the  Shops,  bur  it  is  not 
by  much  fo  often  prefcribed  as  foi- 
merly  5  altho  amongft  the  Nurfes, 
it  ftili  remains  in  its  wonted  efteem, 
for  a  foSz  and  gentle  Purger  of 
young  Children.  Its  Dofe  \s  froiix 
a  ciuarter  of  an  Ounce  to  one  Ounce^ 
It*s  never  given  to  grown  Perfonsy 
becaitfe  no  Dofe  is  fiiincient  to  make 
it  a  proper  Pur%e  to  them.  Some 
baye  got  the  Art  of  levij^ating  th^ 
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teftaceous  Pouders  for  the  Pulvis  e 
Chelis  compofitus,  with  the  exprefTed 
Liquor  which  is  made  for  the  5^- 
rup  5  for  that  changes  them  green, 
very  much  refembh'ng    the  Bezoar

are  much  in  the  Arabian  Phar- 
macy. Sennertus  often  ufed  them, 
and  frequently  in  l>iarrh£a's  and 
Dyfenteries,  for  fome  Aftringency 
which  attended  their  purgative  Qua- 
lity. They  are  in  fome  officinal 
Compofitions,  but  not  regarded  in 
common  Prefcriptioii.  The  medi- 
cinal Catalogues  take  notice  of  feve- 
ral  kinds  of  tliefe  j  and  even  the 
new  one  of  our  College  does  fo  j 
but  the  beft  of  them  are  not  worth 
any  regard,  and  rather  clog  than 
allifl:  in  any  Compofitian. 

4^o. .  P  R  u  N  A,  Primes.  The 
medicinal  Ufe  of  thefe,  almoft  every 
one  k  acquainted  with.  They  arc 
gently  laxative  and  cooling,  and  are 
an  Ingredient  in  the  Lenitive  Elec- 
tuary. 

4^  I .  T  A  M  A  R  r  NT  D  I,  Tamarinds, 
This  is  the  Fruit  of"  an  Indian  Tree 
of  the  Palm  kind,  and  not  greatly 
unlike  the  EngliJJ}  Ajl)  in  manner  of 
Growth.  It  is  called  Siliqua  Ara- 
bica  by  C.  Bauhmey  and  Intay  Jive 
Tamarindus  by  Pifo.  The  Fruit  h 
by  fome  Writers  call'd  Indian  Dates, 
and  by  others  Indian  Acacia,  They 
come  to  us  now  from  bath  the  In- 
dies, and  are  either  blackifh  or  red. 
The  former  are  ufually  preferM. 
The  Sailors  are  apt  to  enlarge 
their  Bulk  with  too  much  Sugar,  for 
a  little  does  not  hurt  them.  They 
are  acid,  pleafant,  and  cooling  ;  and 
gently  relax  the  Bowels,  For  this 
reafon  they  are  in  the  Lenitive  Elec- 
tuary, and  alfo  prefcrrbed  in  burn- 
ing Fevers,  to  moiften  and  cool  the 
Mouth,  by  fucking  and  gradually;^

Tri'Mus,  Fruits : 
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Cnjfia,  or  the  Puddi/ig-Pipe  Tree. 
Tli;s  IS  a  kind  of  Pod  or  Cane, 
wiiich  grows  upon  a  large  Tree  in 
ibme  Parts  of  Brafil,  not  greatly 
Mnlike  our  Walnut.  The  Part  ufed 
in  Medicine,  is  the  Pulp  which  gi'ows 
within  fide,  and  is  black,  and  ex- 
tremely fweet,  which  makes  fome 
call  it  iVild  Honey.  That  is  bed 
which  is  bright,  black  and  heavy, 
and  does  not  rattle  when  fhaked  ; 
becaufe  when  the  Pulp  decays  with 
too  much  drying,  the  Seeds  which 
lie  in  certain  interftices,  have  room 
fenough  to  itrike  againft  the  fide, 
and  fo  be  heard  upon  fhaking. 
This  Pulp  \s  a  gentle  Purger,  not 
much  fironger  than  Syrup  of  Vio- 
lets 5  and  therefore  is  more  u!^:d  to 
procure  a  convenient  Laxnefs  In 
feme  cofiive  Habits,  than  as  a  Purge 
to  difcharae  anv  Overload  of  Hu- 
mors.  This  Pulp  or  ExtraH  is 
kept  in  the  Shops  by  it  felf,  chiefly 
for  Glyjiers  j  but  it  is  feldom  boil'd 
up  hi'^h  enough  to  make  it  keep 
Ions;  without  Fermentation  and 
Sonrino;.  Ef/mdler  had  an  odd 
Notion  of  its  purgative  Property 
confifiiiig  in  fome  fermentative 
Qiiality,  wliich  made  him  forbid  it 
to  hypocondriacal  Perfons,  and 
Women  big  with  Child  5  as  alfo 
.11  the  begmning  of  a  Fever,  left 
it  fliould  add  to  the  febrile  Fer- 
ment :  But  fuch  ways  of  Reafon- 
iiif^  have  now  loft  their  Credit  too 
much  to  be  regaydedj     Its  principal 
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4(?2.  Aloes,  Id.  It  isthein- 
fpiil'ated  ^«ice  of  a  Fendacious  Plant. 
"The  extreme  Bitternefs  of  this  Drug 
has  occafion'd  foixie  Writers  to  call 
it  Fel  Nature.  There  are  three 
principal  kinds  of  this  taken  notice 
of.  The  — — —  Vulgaris  of  C.  Bau- 
hine,  whjch  is  the  Sempervivum  ma^ 
rmum  of  Gerard  and  Parkinfon  :

angujlifolia  [pnofa,  flore  purpurea, 
of  Breynius,  The  fecond  kind  is 
called  Hepatic  J  from  its  Liver  colour, 
and  Cab-allt72ey  from  its  Strength 
and  ciiftomary  Ufage  Tor  Horfes  5 
and  the  third  fort  hath  its  Name 
from  the  Place  it  chiefly  comes 
from.  Many  are  of  opinion,  that 
they  all  differ  only  in  degree  of 
Finenefs  and  Purity  ;  but  the  ob- 
flinate  Smell  of  the  Caballine  fort, 
which  cannot  by  iany  Ablutions  be 
deftroyed,  m^k^s  Commeline,  Dale, 
and  fome  others,  think  them  fpeci- 
fically  different.  The  Hepatic  comes 
from  Barbadoes  in  great  Shells  like 
Gourds,  from  which  Place  it  like- 
wife  fbmetimes  takes  its  Name  5 
and  the Succotrine  is  brought  inSkins, 
being  of  a  fhining,  golden  Hue, 
and  no  ill  Smell  :  and  this  fort  is 
always  intended  for  inward  Ufe,  be- 
ing mild  and  fafe  5  the  other  is  fo 
naufeous  and  offenfive  to  the  Sto- 
mach, that  it  is  ufed  for  little  elfe 
but  Cattel,  aiid  is  a  mighty  Purge 
for  Horfes  in  Ex-gland,  Ludovicus, 
Etmuller,  and  many  others,  will  have 
this  compos'd  of  two  forts  of  Sub- 
ftances  j  the  one  rejmous,  which  is 
fooneft  diffolv'd  and  taken  up  by  a 
fpirituous  Menfiruum  ;  and  the  o- 
ther  mucilaginous  or  gummy,  whi^h 
fooneft  joins  with  Water,  and  Men- 
firuums  of  that  kind.  Hence  the 
Diffolvent  i\\  this  cafe  is  to  be  more 


gr  lefs  fpirituous,  as  the  IntenticBi 
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is  for  brisker  or  milda*  Purgation. 
In  the  refinous  Parts  likewlfe,  which 
mix'  with  a  fpirituous  Liquor,  is  ixv^- 
pos'd  to  confift  the  Qiiality' which 
makes  it  fo  good  a  Vulnerary.  Its 
Bitternefs  renders  it  fo  naufeous, 
that  it  is  not  much  ufed  in  liquid 
forms,  but  generally  made  into  Pdls^ 
where  half  a  Dram  is  a  mean  Dole. 
Salt  of  Tartar  is  its  beft'  Corrector  5 
and  Etmuller  infinuates,  that  fo 
much  may  be  mix'd  with  it,  as  v,'iil 
quite  deftroy  its  purgative  Quality, 
There  are  hardly  any  of  the  officinal 
purging  Pills  without  this  in  their 
Compofition.  There  is  certainly  a 
Dexterity  in  bringing  this  to  be  lit- 
tle more  than  an  Alterative  ;  atjd 
Tintlura  Sacra,  which  is  an  Infufion 
of  the  Species  Hier.?,  of  which  this 
is  the  chief  Ingredient,  as  it  is  or- 
der'd  ufually  in  the  Shops,  with 
many  will  not  operate  until  a  long 
time  after  taking; :  and  I  have  known 
Inftances,  where  it  has  been  fo  ma- 
nag'd,  as  not  to  work  fenfibly  till 
after  a  third  or  foui'th  Dofe.  It  ap^ 
pears  that  many  antlent  Phyficlans 
had  a  Skill  to  ufe  it  thus  j  and  in 
cafes  where- the  Veffels  are  ftuffed, 
and  as  it  were  almoft  glued  up  with 
Vifcidities,  if  this  be  fo  order'd  as 
not  to  go  off  by  the  firft  Difcharges, 
but  gradually  to  mix  with  the  Bloody 
it  cannot  bwt  very  powerfully  break 
and  deterge  the  Humors  in  the 
fmalleft  Veffels,  fo  as  to  fit  them 
for  fome  Evacuation.  And  this  is 
the  reafbn,  that  frequently  after  re^- 
peated  Dofes,  when  it  once  begins 
to  operate,  it  continues  to  do  (o 
long  together  ;  for  having  In  its 
many  Circulations  at  laft  fo  much 
fufed  the  Juices,  they  flow  thro  tlia 
inteftinal  Glands  in  great  quantities, 
and  run  off  by  Stool,  But  in  thef© 
cafes  great  caution  muft  be  had, 
that  the  Evacuation,  when  it  once 
beginsj  does  not  continue  long 
O  5  enough 
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€11011  jIi  to  make  ii  wafte  of  the  «e- 
Ceiliiiy  Fluids  5  which  the  Strength 
of  the  Patient  is  the  fureft  Rule  to 
know  by.  It  is  a  good  Cathartic y 
in  watry,  cold^  corpulent  Conftitu- 
tions,  as  it  heats  and  attenuates  very 
jiiUch  J  but  it  is  bad  for  thin  and 
heftical  Perfons.  It  is  accounted 
very  efficacious  in  promoting  the 
menjirual  Difcharges,  and  is  very 
proper  to  be  interpos'd  in  Steel 
Courfes.  It  is  alfo  good  to  de- 
ftroy  Worms,  and  fcour  av^ay  thofe 
ropy  vifcid  Humors,  apt  to  breed 
them  in  the  Bowels  of  Children. 
The  Hepatic  Aloes  is  fb  penetra- 
ting in  its  Scent,  as  to  purge,  and 
kill  Worms,  appiy'd  only  to  the 
Belly  m  a  Plaijrer.  It  is  of  great 
account  amongft  Surgeons,  in.  the 
'I'lnMitre  of  Myrrhy  for  external 
Intentions.  In  fhort,  there  is  not 
iiny  one  Drui  of  more  univerfal 
\-yi'&  in.  Medic'rse  than  this,  or  of 
greater  Efncacy  for  many  impor- 
tant Ends. 

46" ;?.  Manna,  This  is  a  Drug 
in  great  ufe  now,  but  does  not  ap- 
pear JO  have  been  very  long  fo,  by 
tlie  liknce  of  antient  Authors  about 
it.  It  is  thought  by  fome  to  be  a 
Icind  of  Honey-Dezv,  that  falls  in 
the  Night,  gathers  upon  certain 
Trees,  and  hardens  with  the  Sun  ; 
but  this  Opinion  does  not  obtain, 
becaufe  fuch  Dew  melts  in  the  Sun, 
whereas  Manna  whitens  and  har- 
dens in  it  :  for  fuch  Deiv  is  found 
only  on  the  Tops  and  Extremities 
of  the  Leaves,  v/hereas  Manna 
is  obferved  to-  lodge  nearefl  the 
Trunks  of  the  ^ranches  •,  and  be- 
caufe the  Honey-Dczvs  fall  only  up- 
on Trees  open  to  the  Air,  whereas 
Manna  abounds  on  thofe  Trees 
that  are  under  Cover,  as  hath  been 
experienced  by  Dr.  Cormllus,  who 
hath  gathered  Manna  from  Branches 
fOYei'ed  01;  purpqfe  with  Cloths  ; 


and    Lohel'iHSy    with    fome    others, 
affirm  Manna  to  have  been  collect-*' 
ed  from  Branches  of  the  AjIj^  which 
had    been    thrown     the    Day    be- 
fore into  a  Cellar,  none  being  then 
vifible  upon  them.     Befides  which 
Confiderations,    this    comes    only 
from  a  particular  Tree  in  Calabria, 
and  fome  few  other  Pgrts  of  Italy y 
which    is  the  true   Fraxinus  :    but 
why  it   is  not  produced   frorr^  it  in 
other   Countries,    is   accounted  for 
from    the  difference   of  Soil,    Cli- 
mate,   e7c.     which    occafions    as 
great    Changes     in    other    Plants, 
Dr.  Tancred  Rohinfon,  in  his   Tra- 
vels   about   Naplesj    obferved    cer- 
tain Animals  to  feed  upon  this  A/^j, 
and  c6njed:ured  the  Manna  to  flow 
o.ut  at  thofe  litde  Holes  thefe  Crea- 
tures made  to  draw  out  their  Nou- 
rifhment.     It  iflues  out  moft  about 
Midfiimmer,    and    before    the    Aur 
tumnal  Rains  fall,  and  then  ceafes 
to    f^ow    till    the    following   Year. 
It  is  as  fweet  as  Sugar,  and,  like 
It,    diflfolves  in  any  warm  Liquor, 
It  is  given  to  Children,  from  two 
Drams  to  an  Ounce,  and  to  grown 
Perfons  from  one  Ov.nce  to  two,  or- 
upwards.      It   \2,  reckoned  only  tQ 
deterge  the  Prims,  V'i&,  and  carry  its 
Influences  no  farther  than  the  Sto- 
mach  and  Bowels.     It  is  therefore 
not  to  be  depended  on  in  any  cafes 
of  Obftinacv.    That  is  now  account- 
ed beft  which  comes  from  Calahr'ia 
in    Itahj,     and    is    in   white    large 
Elakes  j    tho   formerly    the  Syrian 
Manna   was     in    greateft     efteem, 
which     granulated      like     Majiich. 
Some  have  imagin'd  flrange  Proper- 
ties in  a  Spirit  to  be  made  from  it, 
from    its   wonderful  Volatility   and 
Penetration,  which  it  receives  from 
the    fubtile   Salts    of  the   Air,    as 
May-Dew  j     and     pretend     gi'eat 
things   from  it,    in    extrafting  the 
SulfhuT    of   Gold.      But   tli^fe    are 

fitter 
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fitter  for  Amufement,  than  reduci- 
ble into  any  ufeful  Practice. 

Zadices,  Roots  of, 

4^4.  Hermodactyli,  Her- 
rnodakyls.  Cafp.  Bauhme  calls  this 
Colchicum  radice  Jiccatd  alba^  which 
is  the  Meadow-Saffron-^  but  many 
difpute  whether  it  be  of  this  kind, 
or  not,  fome  taking  it  to  be  a  Spe- 
cies of  the  Dens  Camnus,  others  of 
the  Iris  tuberofa,  amongft  v/hom 
is  Mathiolus,  and  others  of  the  Cy- 
clamen :  However,  this  ftands  fo 
much  m  the  efteem  of  fome  Wri- 
ters, as  to  be  dignify'd  v/ith  the 
name  of  Anima  Art'tctiloni,m,  the 
Soul  of  the  Jo'mts  5  becaufe  they 
believ'd  it  to  be  very  efficacious 
in  fcouring  the  mucilaginous  Glands, 
and  preferving  them  from  the  Lodg- 
ment of  fuch  gritty  Matter,  as  oc- 
cafions  the  Gout  and  Arthritic 
Complaints.  This  is  of  that  kind 
of  Cathartics  y  wh"ich  exert  not 
themfelves  but  in  the  fmalleft  Paf- 
fages,  and  therefore  are  flow  in 
Operation ,  altho  of  great  confe- 
cjuence  in  their  EfFefits.  The  Auguf- 
tan  Bifpenfator'j  has  a  compound  Pill 
with  its  Name  from  it ;  and  it  is  a 
principal  Ingredient  in  the  Pulvis 
Arthriticus  Tumeric  as  likewife  in 
fome  Recipes  of  the  ExtraSlum  Rudiij 
and  other  officinal  Compofitions  of 
the  like  Intentions. 

4^5.  MechoacannjE,  white- 
^alap.  This  is  brought  chiefly  from 
a  Province  in  New  Spain,  call'd  Me- 
choacan,  whence  it  has  its  name. 
Some  indeed  call  it  Indian  Rhubarb, 
but  improperly,  Monardus  will 
have  it  a  Species  of  Exotic  Bryony  5 
and  C,  Bauhine  calls  it  Bryonia  Me- 
fhsacaona  alba\  Ray,  Convolvulus 
A7mricanus,  It  is  defcribed  under 
the  Tide  of  Jetucu  by  Pifo,  and  ft 
is  by  moft  fuppofed  the  Tacuache 
ffff  Radix    Mich(i4canif4  of   Jtipr^ 
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nandez.  This  is  reckon'd,  as  the 
former,  a  very  efficacious  Parge, 
but  of  flow  Operation,  the  Seat  of 
its  Adion  being  cliiefly  in  the  ex- 
treme  Parts,  and  therefore  accounr- 
ed  good  in  all  Arthritic  Pains :  foe 
which  purpofe  it  ftands  in  great 
commendation  amongft  the  Antients, 
altho  it  is  almoft  rejeded  in  modern 
Practice. 

4<^  ^.  R  K  A  B  A  R  E  A  B.  I,  Rhubark 
This  is  a  Species  of  the  Lapathum, 
and  comes  to  us  of  tv/o  forts  j  one 
from  China,  titled  amongft  Bota- 
nifts,  Lapathum  Chinenfe  longifo^ 
Hum,  which  is  of  a  fine  Nutmeg 
Grain  j  and  another  from  Mufco' 
njy,  that  is  heavier,  and  of  a  more 
dusky  Colour  J  tho  Garcias  and 
Acofla  believe  it  all  to  grow  na- 
turally in  China,  onlyj  and  thap 
what  is  met  with  In  Mufcovy,  is 
brought  thither  by  the  way  of 
Tartary  to  Aleppo,  and  thence  fm> 
ther.  It  is  certain  this  Root  was 
not  known  to  Diofcorides  or  Ga* 
ten  5  fo  that  fome  injudicioufly  coi> 
found  it  with  their  Rhapontic,  tho 
they  differ  in  moft  of  their  manifefl 
Properties :  and  the  prefent  officii- 
nal  Rhubarb  is  accurately  defcribed 
by  Abr.  Muntingius ;  which  fhews 
the  Miftake  of  Amanhus,  v/ho  de- 
nies it  ever  to  have  been  ^o.  That 
which  is  accounted  the  fineft  of  all, 
is  very  little  purgative,  but  is  much 
preferable  in  all  the  Intentions  of  a 
Reftringent,  and  therefore  is  beft 
in  Fluxes  of  all  kinds.  The  purga- 
tive Quality  of  this  Root  feems  to 
confift  moft  ir\.  its  gumm.y  Parts,  by 
reafon  it  is  beft  drawn  out  with  a^ 
queous  Menjlrua  impregnated  with 
a  lixivial  Salt.  Extreme  drying  de» 
ftroys  its  purgative  Virtue ;  where- 
fore it  is  frequently  order*d  to  be 
toafted  on  purpofe  to  make  it  lefs 
purgative  and  more  aftringing.  It

Another  Species  of  the  Laureola 
h  call'd  Cham&Ua,  or  Mezereon, 
the  Spurge  Olhe,  and  accounted 
pf  the  Female  kind,  as  the  pre- 
ceding is  the  Male.  This  is  culti- 
vated in  Gardens,  and  hath  the 
fame  Virtues  as  the  former.  The 
ThymeUa,  Spurge  Tlax,  is  alfo  of 
the  fame  Clafs,  and  to  be  met  with 
in  the  Phyfic  Gardens.  The  Berries 
of  this  lafl:  have  the'fame  Virtues, 
and  are  the  Grana  Cnidia  of  the 
Shops,  according  to  the  Opinion  of 
the  moft  skilful  Botanifts  amongft 
the  Antients  5  but  Cordus  and  Schro- 
der will  have  the  officinal  Grana 
Cnidia  to  be  the  Berries  of  the  Aie- 
zereon  :  but  none  of  thefe  are  now 
much  ufed  in  Medicine.

mum.  This  is  own'd  \\\  Medicine 
only  by  the  common  People.  It 
is  a  rough  harfh  PurgCj  and  pow- 
erfully deterges  and  evacuates  vifcid 
and  watry  Humors,  from  the  moft 
remote  Lodgments.  This  makes 
them  fond  of  it  in  Rheumatifms^  but 
it  is  only  fit  for  very  robuft  flrong 
C^oiiltimyoas.     It  is  ufually  infus'd 


or  boil'd  in  Ale  or  Wine  5  what 
they  call  a  fmall  Handful,  in  a  fuf- 
ficient  quantity  of  Liquor,  being 
the  ufual  Dofe.

The 
laft  of  thefe  is  by  fome,  tho  falfely 
fays  C,  Bauhine,  called  Granadilla, 
Thefe  are  violent  burgers,  both  by 
Vomit  and  Stool  j  and  therefore 
hardly  ever  met  with  in  Pradice, 
unlefs  amongft  Empirics  and  Psr- 
fons  of  no  Credit.

to  corre6i  ^ivA  mitigate  k.  By  fome 
it  feems  to  refide  in  certain  refi- 
nous  Particles,  which  fooneft  join 
with  a  fpii-ituous  Mcnfiruumy  and 
therefore  make  fuch  Infufion  too 
violent  J  for  which  reafbn  they  direff 
more  aqueous  DifTolvents,  and  fuch 
as  are  capable  of  uniting  w'ith  Salt 
of  Tartar^    wbicb    would  feparate 
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the  Reiins,  and  make  their  Effica- 
cies upon  the  Fibres  more  moderate. 
Schroder  and  Ludovicus  fpeak  much 
of  this  Management,  and  commend 
the  Extradt  made  by  Evaporation  of 
the  Liquor  with  Salt  of  Tartar  io'^ 
its  Corrector.  They  direft  it  from 
three  to  eight  Grains.  Others  con- 
jedure  its  Cathartic  Property  to  be 
more  in  its  flimy  and  mucilaginous 
'p2ins,  wiiich  are  beft  dravy  n  out  and 
diflblv'd  by  plain  Water;  but moft 
ailign  it  to  a  penetrating  volatile 
Salt.  And  this  latter  feems  to  have 
been  the  Opinion  of  the  Antients, 
particularly  of  the  Arabians  j  for 
which  reafon,  in  the  Trochtfci  Al- 
handaU  ( for  Handala,  or  Alhan- 
dala,  was  the  name  by  which  this 
JDrpig  was  known  to  them)  it  ftands 
correSIed  with  gummy  and  mucila- 
ginous Bodies  j  as  they  are  moft 
proper  to  blunt  the  violence  of 
thofe  SpicuUj  and  prevent  their  too 
great  Irritation  of  the  Membranes. 
Van  Hel?no72t  fpeaks  of  this  as  a  thing 
which  might  eafily  be  divefted  of  its 
Ipurgative  Quality,  and  reduced  into 
an  extraordinary  Alterative  in  fome 
chronic  Cafes:  but  this  is  a  Secret 
not  yet  found  out. 

In  the  Memoirs  of  the  French  A- 
cademy  for  lyoip  the  above-men- 
tion'd  Monfieur  Bolduc  has  given  his 
Obfervations  and  Experiments  on 
tliis  Drug,  v^^hich  are  worth  our  no- 
tice. He  tells  us,  that  it  is  the  Fruit 
pf  a  Plant  of  the  nature  of  a  Wild 
Gourdy  and  is  very  purgative  ;  info- 
fnuch  that  its  operation  is  fometimes 
attended  with  Excoriations  of  the 
Membranes  and  Blood.  Whence 
jnany  have  conjeftur^d,  that  Colo- 
qtiintida  by  its  volatile  Salts  would 
fender  the  Blood  more  ^uid  :  but 
pur  Author  did  not  find  this  true  by 
his  own.  Experience ;  for  he  put  a 
good  quantity  of  it  in  Ponder  to  new- 
$ii'a\vn  ]3lood^  which  did  not  prgyeni: 


it  from  running  into  its  ufual  Coa- 
gulations. The  little  Succefs  of  the 
Means  hitherto  attempted  to  cor- 
red  this  Remedy,  has  not  hinde^'d 
Monfieur  Bolduc  from  trying  others. 
He  fermented  four  Ounces  of  its 
Pulp  with  fix  Pounds  of  good  Mufl 
of  Wine,  for  ten  or  twelve  Days 
together ;  then  he  diftill'd  this  Mix- 
ture m  Balneo  Vaporis,  by  degrees. 
The  firft  Portion  of  eight  Ounces 
was  very  clear,  moderately  fpiri- 
tuous,  and  exceflively  bitter.  The 
other  Portions  gradually  decreased 
in  their  Qualities ;  and  when  the 
Liquor  came  altogether  infipid,  he 
put  an  end  to  the  Diftillation,  and 
evaporated  the  Remainder  into  an 
Extrad,  which  was  of  a  fufficiently 
folid  Conflftence,  and  weighed  two 
Ounces  and  a  half. 

With  thefe.  Experiments  were 
made  upon  the  Sick  with  all  necefla-. 
ry  Precaution.  An  Ounce  of  what 
came  away  firfl  in  the  Diftillation, 
caus'd  great  Naufea*s  and  fevere 
Cholics,  without  Effect  5  which  were 
obliged  to  be  appeas'd  by  other 
Remedies;  tho  two  Ounces  of  the 
fame  upon  another  Trial,  had  its 
effed,  but  with  Gripings.  Of  the 
Extrad  made  after  Diftillation,  he 
gave  ten  Grains,  which  operated 
without  Violence  or  Irritation  j 
which  he  attributed  to  the  ejfential 
Salts  of  the  Wine,  whofe  Acids  had 
fupprefs'd,  and  as  it  were  fix'd  the 
volatile  Salt  of  the  Coloquintida. 

Next,  inftead  of  Muft,  Monfieur 
Bolduc  made  ufe  of  Water,  and  put 
in  digeftion  for  fifteen  days,  fixteen 
Ounces  of  the  Pulp,with  two  Quarts 
of  boiling  Water  j  after  which -he 
diftill'd  the  whole.  The  Liquors 
which  came  away,  had  nothing  in 
them  penetrating  or  volatile,  had 
no  tafte,  and  if  taken  inwardly^  had 
no  effcdi  But  the  Extrad  made  of 
yyV.^l  refnVm'd  fitter  Piftillation,  h^ 
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found  to  be  very  efficacious.  It  was 
a  gentle  Purger,  and  of  fufficient 
force,  given  in  but  little  quantity. 
Perhaps,  {ays  he,  as  the  Subftance 
of  the  Coloquintida  is  extremely 
{pongy,  its  mucilaginous  Parts, 
which  are  in  great  number,  are  the 
moft  ofFenfive  ;  and  a  long  Dlgef^ 
tion  in  a  large  quantity  of  Water 
may  ib  attenuate,  fubtilize,  and 
dilfolve  them,  that  an  Extrad  made 
in  this  manner  may  be  a  good  Pre- 
paration :  and  he  believes  the  follow- 
ing Experiments  confirm  this  Opi- 
nion. He  drew  from  the  Coloquin- 
tida  all  t\fe  Tinftures  poffible  with 
Water,  and  by  Filtration  feparated 
the  clear  from  the  mucilaginous : 
of  each  of  thefe  he  made  a  folid 
Extra^,  of  which  the  former  was  a 
more  efficacious,  tho  a  more  gentle 
Purger,  than  the  latter.  The  laft 
Trial  he  made,  was  with  Spirit  of 
Wine.  From  eight  Ounces  was  ob- 
tain'd  but  half  an  Ounce  of  a  refi- 
nous  Extract,  whereas  he  had  from 
the  fame  weight,  by  the  means  of 
Water,  near  three  Ounces  of  a  fa- 
line  one,  reckoning  both  its  clear 
and  mucilaginous  Parts.  Whence 
he  concludes,  that  the  Colocmih  con- 
tains much  more  Salt  than  Oil  or 
Sulphur  J  and  that  it  is  probable  the 
Salts,  particularly  the  more  grofs, 
enveloped  in  the  mucilaginous  Parts, 
are  the  occafion  of  its  violent  Ope- 
ration. 

I  fhall  leave  the  Reader  to  make 
the  beft  Application  of  this  Account 
to  his  own  Praftice  he  can,  and  on- 
ly obferve,  that  the  common  way  of 
making  the  Eufiachian  Extrafly  that 
iSjExtratlurn  Rudii,  contradicts  Mon- 
fieur  Bclduc's  firft  Experiment,  of  the 
Spirits  coming  over  exceflively  bit- 
ter and  purgative  :  for  the  Liquor  in 
which  the  Ingredients  of  this  Com- 
pofition,  the  chief  being  Colocmthy 
are  infus'd.  when  it  is  drawn  off  by 
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Diftillation  (which  moft  do  only  for 
good  Husbandry,  as  it  may  ferve 
for  the  fame  ufe  again)  has  neither 
Color,  Tafte,  or  purgative  Qijality^, 
any  more  than  common  Spirit  of 
Wine.  So  that  Monfieur  Bolduc 
feems  to  have  made  a  Miftake  in 
the  Experiment,  by  letting  fome 
fmall  quantity  of  the  Infufion  inad- 
vertently pafs  over  into  the  Recei- 
ver, which  in  the  leaflquantity  v/ould 
give  an  extreme  Bitternefs  to  the 
whole  that  came  over  by  Vapor, 

This  Drug  is  yet  much  in  the  offi- 
cinal Compofitions,  but  hardly  ever 
met  with  in.  extemporaneous  Pre- 
fcription  j  its  naufeousTafte  not  ma- 
king it  tolerable  in  any  forms  but 
Pills,  where  it  can  be  coyer'd.  It 
is  fo  finart  a  Purger,  as  not  to  be 
fafe  but  to  athletic  Conftitutions, 
and  fuch  full  Habits,  where  the  Fi- 
bres are  fufficiently  guarded  by  a  Sa- 
hurra  Humorum  from  its  vehement 
Vellications.  It  is  by  all  efteem'd 
very  efficacious  againft  Worms  5  h\x% 
its  Roughnefs  of  Operation  makes  it 
hardly  fafe  to  give  to  Children, 
who  moftly  want  it  upon  that  ac- 
count, unlefs  in  Glyflers.  The  Con- 
feSl'io  Hamech,  which  our  College 
retain  in  their  Difpenfatory,  is  never 
prefcribed,  becaufe  it  is  fo  irkfome 
in  taking,  from  the  tafte  it  has  of 
this  Ingredient. 

472,.  Rhamni  BACCiS,  fet& 
Spin  A  CervtriA,  Buckthorn  Berries^ 
Thefe  are  too  well  known  by  all 
People,  to  want  defcription.  The 
Syrup  which  is  made  by  many  priy 
vate  Families,  as  well  as  in  the 
Shops,  is  the  only  Preparation  of 
them  now  in  ufe.  It  is  a  ftrong 
Purger,  and  effedual  in  difchargfng 
watry  and  flatulent  Humors  ;  and 
is  therefore  in  efteem  in  Dropjtes 
and  Rheumatifms.  It  is  alfo  recr 
kon'd  by  fome  to  be  powerful  and 
fearching  enough  j  Cg  as  to  fetch  bad 

furriers 
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Humors  from  the  Extremities,  and 
to  do  fervice  in  the  Gout,  We  are 
told,  that  one  of  the  German  Em- 
perors made  it  his  conftant  Medi- 
cine in  that  Diftemper,  and  with 
good  fuccefs.  It  is  frequently  gi- 
ven by  the  poorer  fort  ro  purge 
their  Children,  but  it  is  too  rough 
for  fuch  tender  Conftitutions.  They 
give  of  it  from  two  Drains  to  an 
Ounce,  and  to  grown  Perfofis  two 
Ounces.  It  is  frequently  m  extem- 
poraneous Prefcription  order'd  in 
Cathartic  Draughts,  which  are 
made  of  other  purgative  Irjgredf- 
cnts  by  Infufion,  in  proportion  to 
-their  flrength,  to  quicken  th^ir  Ope- 
ration.

473.  GAMBoGiit,  Gamboge, 
called  alfo  Gutta  Gamba,  Gamandra 
and  Jemou,  comes  from  the  Carca- 
puli  of  Park'mfon,  and  the  Bauh'meSy 
idefGi-ibed  by  Ray,  Truilu  muilo  aureo 
£.mHh,  which  grows  in  Malabar.  It 
iiath  indeed  been  difputed  of  what 
tliis  is  a  Gum,  and  whether  it  be  na-' 
tiwal  OY  fafiitiofis :  fome  will  have  it 
i'rom  Spurge,  as  Bontius  j  others  from 
71  Ricinns ;  and  others  again  fl'om  a 
Convolvulus,  not  unlike  what  produr 
ces  the  Scammony  :  but  fuch  Contro- 
verlies  are  of  no  great  moment  here. 
This  Gum  hath  been  longer  known 
in.  Painting  than  in  Medicine,  for  its 
yellow  Color.  The  Violence  of  its 
Operation,  both  by  Vomit  and 
Stool,  has  occafion'd  abundance  of 
Search  for  fome  proper  Corre^or  3 
but  none  has  yet  been  found  better 
than  the  Ikavious  Salts,  and  parti- 
cularly Salt  of  Tartar.  Monfieur 
JBolduc,  who  has  been  induftrious 
this  way,  and  communicated  his 
Experiments  to  the  Academy  ofScir 
4nces  upon  many  of  the  mod  effi- 
cacious medicinal  Simples,  in  the 
Memoirs  iox  i70i,  has  a  DilTcittV 


tation  upon  Gamboge.  He  fays,  that 
it  ought  to  be  reckon'd  amongft  the 
refinous  Juices,  fince  it  is  inflamma- 
ble and  will  flow  in  the  Fire,  and  be 
almoft  intirely  difToly'd  in  Spirit  of 
Wine  i  but  on  the  contrar)t,  in  a- 
queous  Menjlruums  fpreads  itfelf  in- 
to a  milky  Subftance  like  Scammo^ 
ny,  and  afterwards  precipitates.  It 
feems  at  fir(l  to  be  infipid  upon  the 
Tongue,  but  foon  after  becomes 
fenfible  m  the  Throat  by  its  Acrimo- 
ny, aiid  an  infupportable  Drought. 
It  is  a  powerful  Hydragogue  and 
Emetic,  but  ought  to  be  ufed  with 
caution,  and  not  until  it  has  been 
corrected.  Moniieur  Bolduc{^ys,\\e 
eiideavour'd  to  get  Flowers  from 
this  refinous  Juice,  like  thofe  from 
Benjamin,  but  without  fuccefs.  He 
made  trial  on  it  with  Spirit  of  Wine, 
a  Lye  of  akalious  Salts,  and  Wa^ 
ter  :  The  Spirit  of  Wine  diiTolv'd 
all,  except  about  a  fixth  Part  5  the 
remainder,  which  the  Spirit  would 
not  touch,  was  eafiiy  diifolv'd  by  a 
Solution  of  Salt  of  Tartar.  This, 
fays  he,  may  be  efteem'd  the  faline 
part  ce(  Gamboge  ^  and  tbo  it  had  no 
purgative  Virtue,  was  very  diuretic. 
The  Refin,  which  was  made  by  the 
Spirit  of  Wine,  purg'd  more  vio-p 
lently,  and  with  greater  Irritation, 
than  the  Gamboge  itfelf. 

This  Gum  was  intirely  diflblv'd 
by  an  equal  quantity  of  Salt  of  Tar- 
tar, and  a  fufficient  one  of  boiling 
Water,  excepting  fon^e  few  terref- 
trial  Parts.  The  Liquor  filtrated 
and  evaporated  by  a  gentle  Fire, 
gave  a  fort  of  grey  Salt,  which  ea-^ 
fily  flow'd  in  the  Air,  if  not  kept 
clofe  ftopt  in  a  Phial.  This  faline 
Extrad  purg'd  with  lefs  Irritation, 
and  in  a  fmalier  Dofe  than  the 
Gum -^  but  caus'd  a  great  Acrimony 
and  Heat  in  the  Throat,  infomuc]^ 
that  it  was  intolerable,  and  ought 
therefore  to  b§  inveloped  in  foms?

It  is  fo  adhe- 
five  that  it  will  not  pouder,  unlefs 
the  Mortar  be  fometimes  rubbed 
with  a  little  Oil :  and  in  the  pou- 
dering.  Care  ihould  be  taken,  that 
It  does  not  set  ud  the  Nofe,  for  it 
will  purge  the  Head  fo  violently,  as 
to  occafion  oftentimes  a  great  deal 
of  Mifchief  Loaf-Sugar^  and  any 
Alkalious  Salts,  are  alfo  very  con- 
venient to  rub  it  into  pouder  with 


the  Alnus  nigra  baccifera,  the  Blacks 
^^rry-bearing  Alder  of  C.  Bauhine,  is 
the  fort  referred  to  by  our^fficinal 
Prefcriptions,  the  it  is  indeed  but 
feldom  met  with  in  them.  It  is 
a  very  ftrong  Cathartic,  and  ufed 
therefore  to  be  given  in  Dropfies, 
and  where  a  great  Load  of  Hu- 
mors were  to  be  purged  awav. 
The  Antlents  accuftomed  them- 
felves  to  correft  it  with  Cinna- 
mon, Ginger,  and  the  Carminative 
Seeds  j  but  it  is  nov/  very  little 
in.  ufe.

It  is  reckon'd  a  ^oo.d  De- 
ft royer  of  Worms,  but  gre-At  Care 
IS  to'  be  taken  how  it  be  given  to 
Children  :  altho  fome  Ejnftrics  put 
off  Suf^ar-plumbs  and  Loze'figes  for 
fuch  intentions,  where  this  is  the 
only  purgative  Ingredient  5  as  its 
<]uantity  in  a  Dofe  is  but  {inall.  But 
fuch  things,  altho  thev  chance  to 
Work  off  well  with  fome  ftrong 
Children,  yet  they  often  <^o  a  great 
d&ll  of  Mifchief^  and  occafion  Coa- 


the  Antlents,  in  the  moft  obftinate 
chi*onic  Cafes  ;  but  grows  neglefted 
novv',  either  thro  our  Unacquain- 
tance  with  its  Virtues,  or  the  Sort 
which  comes  to  us  not  having  the 
efficacy  of  that  vvhich  they  mad-e 
•  ufe  of.  ,The  latter  may  be  our  ITn- 
happlnefs ;  for  Botanic  and  Difpen- 
fatory  Writers  differ  much  in  deter- 
mining which  is  the  true  officinal 
Hellebore.  Mathiolus  tells  us,  that 
is  the  right  which  flowers  like  a 
Rofe  ^  others,  that  it  has  a  sky-co- 
lour'd  Plower,  and  Bauhine  takes 
It  to  be  the  Elleborus  niger,  tenui 
folio,  Buphthahni  flore.  And  by  the 
flrength  and  manner  of  the  Opera- 
tion of  that  they  fpeak  of,  ours 
feems  to  be  of  the  fame  Species,  but 
much  weaker  in  EiHcacy,     What 
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comes  to  us  noW;,  will  not  operate  trad  which  he  procured  with  Spirit 
much  by  Stool -^  but  is  a  powerful  of  Wine,  v/as  very  little  in  quantity. 
Alterative,  and  wonderfully  affeds  l  ../-.-  ^ 
the  Juices  in  the  nioft  remote  Re- 
cefTes.  For  this  reafon  it  greatly 
promotes  all  the  thinner  Secretions, 
and  particularly  that  by  Sweat,  efpe- 
cially  if  join'd  with  any  convenient 
Volatiles.  This  Root  is  almoft  in- 
fallible in  Obftrudions  of  the  Men- 
feSy  and  where  Steel  is  not  only  in- 
effedual,  but  improper  ;  as  in  Ple- 
thoric Habits  :  for  in  fuch.  Steel 
will  fometimes  raife  Hyfieric  Com- 
motions, Convulfions,  and  a  fort 
of  Uterine  Furor  j  whereas  this  fo 
thins  the  Blood,  as  to  difpofe  it  for 
that  Difcharge  without  making  it 
more  impetuous.  So  that  tho  Steel 
and  Hellebore  both  promote  the 
Menfes ,  yet  they  do  it  different 
ways  J  one  by  increafing  the  Blood's 
Velocity,  and  giving  it  a  greater 
Momentum  in.  the  Uterine  Arteries  ; 
and  the  other  by  dividing  it,  and 
rendring  it  more  fluid.  In  all  Ner^ 
'vous  Cafes  the  moft  antient  Pradice 


becaufe  this  Root  contains  few  rel&- 
nous  Parts :  and  I  am,  fays  he,  the 
more  confirm'd  in.  this,  fince  from 
what  remain'd  I  was  able  to  get  a 
great  quantity  of  an  Extrad  with 
Water. 

He  alfb  made  an  Extrad  of  the 
Root  with  Water,  wherewith  was 
drawn  all  that  could  be  extraded  5 
for  from  the  Refidue  there  was  no- 
thing to  be  got  by  means  of  Spirit  of 
Wine.  Whence  it  feems  reafona- 
ble  to  conclude,  that  the  faline  Parts 
are  able  fo  to  diflblve  its  few  refi- 
nous  ones,  that  both  may  be  drawn 
off  by  Water,  without  the  aid  of 
Spirit  of  Wine.  He  further  remark 'd, 
that  the  firft  Extrad,  which  was 
purely  refinous,  and  made  with  Spi- 
rit of  Wine,  purg'd  little,  and  with 
Irritation  ;  that  the  Extrad  made  of 
its  remainder  with  Water,  purg'd 
not  at  all,  but  was  very  Diuretic  5 
and  that  on  the  other  hand,  the  Ex-

Wefhall  not  take  no- 
tice of  thofe  made  by  Diftillation, 
becaufe  he  himfelf  believ'd  them  to 
be  of  no  confequence.

Eut  if  cof- 
tefting  it  confifts  in  feparating  its 
Parts,  what  occafion  was  there  for 
the  Pains  of  drawing  them  from  the 
Root,  and  joining  them  in  the  Form 
of  a  Refm?  And  therefore  that  Ope- 
ration feems  to  have  been  very  need- 
lefs.  Monfieur  Bolduc  has  likewife 
upon  this'Dru^  made  fome  Experi- 
ments very  ufefal  to  inform  us  in  its 
true  Virtues :  which  we  fhall  there- 
fore abridge  from  the  Memoirs  of 
the  Royal  Academy  of  Sciences  in 
France,-  for  1701.

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SECT.    IX. 

Of  Sternutatories, 


THIS  IS  a  way  of  Application 
in  Medicine  feldom  made  ufe 
of,  but  to  loofen  and  drain  away 
fach  Humours  by  the  Nofe,  as  are 
not  well  to  be  come  at  by  other 
means.  A  very  little  part  therefore 
of  the  Materia  med'ica  falls  under 
tliis  Divifion,  akho  many  Volat'tUs 
and  Aromat'ics  are  ufed  for  this  In- 
tention 5  which  by  reafon  of  other 
more  important  Properties  are  rank- 
ed under  other  Heads  :  what  we 
liave  fubjoin^d  here,  being  hardly 
made  ufe  of  in  Medicine  for  any  o- 
tlier  purpofe. 

How  a  Medicine  occafions  Sneez- 
ing, is  not  at  all  difficult  to  under- 
fland,  to  one  who  has  confider'd 
Wgll  the  manner  by  which  Etnetics 
draw  the  Stomachy  and  its  Appen- 
dices, into  that  Motion  which  is  ob- 
fervM  mVomlt'mg.  The  Fibres  and 
Membranes  within-fide  the  Noftrils 
are  extremely  fenfible  ;  whatfoever 
fherefbre  flimulates  them,  makes 
them  contract,  and  thereby  pull 
thofe  Parts  they  have  any  Commu- 
nication with  J  which  by  degrees 
brings  on  that  general  convulfive 
Shake,  that  throws  off  the  irritating 
Matter,  Every  one''s  own  Experience 
demonftrates,  and  be(l  explains  to 
himfelfhow  this  is  produc'd  ;  and 
likewife  manifefts  the  great  Influ- 
ences which  may  be  communicated 
over  the  whole  Body,  by  the  Com- 
munication of  Fibres,  from  an  al- 
moft  unheeded  Senlation  upon  the 
leafi:  part. 

The  (aliitaiy  Effefts  of  this  forci- 
ble Concufllon^of  the  whole  Body, 


are  very  confiderable.  There  are 
manyGlands  about  the  Head,deftin*d 
for  the  Separation  of  very  vifeidl 
and  mucous  Subftances ;  by  which 
means  many  Sinuses,  or  Cavities,  of 
fervice  in  the  OEconofrly,  are  fre- 
quently fluffed  fo  with  fuch  Matter, 
as  not  to  give  that  ropm  to  fome  of 
the  VefTels,  as  it  is  their  Office  to , 
do  5  whereby  the  circulating  Fluid 
in  ibme  Parts  makes  them  too  tur- 
gid :  which  upon  many  accounts 
will  occadon  uneafy  Senfations,Pain, 
Giddinefs,  and  other  Diflempers 
frequently  experienc'd  in  the  Head» 
By  a  particular  Conformaton  the 
Nofe  receives  and  difcharges  many 
fuch  fuperfluous  Vifcrdities.  There- 
fore a  Sthnulus,,  from  what  we  call 
Sternutatories,  or  commonly  Snujf, 
will  provoke  thofe  Parts  to  increafe 
thofe  Difcharges,  whereby  a  trouble- 
fom  load  is  drawn  oflF^  and  the  Head 
render'd  brisk  and  lightfom. 

But,  befides  the  benefit  which 
the  Head  immediately  receives  from 
fuch  a  Difcharge,  the  whole  Con- 
ftitution  is  likewife  fo  fenfibly  afw 
fedted,  that  in  many  Cafes  it  is  of 
ufe  as  an  Exercife.  There  is  no 
Motion  whatfoever,.  even  not  that 
of  vomiting,  which  fo  fuddenly  and 
forcibly  Iliakes  the  whole  nervous 
S<yfte'f7i ;  fo  that  in  all  Obffruftions 
of  the  finer  Paffages,  and  particu- 
larly of  the  nervous  Fluid,  whatfo- 
ever produces  fneezrng  muft  be  of 
great  Advantag'e.  And  common 
Experience  in  Pradfice  confirms 
this  in  many  Inflances  of  Paraly^ 
tic,  Apo^ls^ic  and  LethArgic  Cafes ;, 
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where  this  Motion  roufes  and  enli- 
vens, as  it  were,  the  Spirits,  and  by 
fhaking  the  moft  remote  Fibres, 
;aflifts  their  fi'oper  Juices  in  Circula- 
tion, which  before  leeai'd  to  Mag- 
nate, or  not  to  irritate  the  Fibres 
enough  to  maintain  their  natural 
Elafticity.  And  of-  fuch  great  effi- 
cacy h  this  Convulfion,  that  it  is 
fometimes  procur'd  on  purpofe  to 
siflift  the  Expulfion  of  the  Fxtus, 
and  with  good  Succefs* 

How  far  the  Cuftom  of  taking 
Snuift  as  it  now  prevails,  is  fer- 
Viceable  or  detrimental,  is  not  di- 
rectly to  our  purpofe  to  determine  j 
but  thus  far  it  may  not  be  amifs  to 
inform  thofe  wha comply  fo  much 
with  it  as  a  Faihion,  that  they  put 
it  out  of  their  power  to  receive  any 
benefit  from  it  as  a  Medicine, 
whenfoever  there  may  be  occaflon 
for  fuch  helps  :  for  continually  fti- 
mulating  thofe  Parts  with  hot  pun- 
gent Sjjujfsj  makes  them  by  degrees 
grow  as  it  were  callous,  and  much 
lefs  fenfible  ;  which  all  Snujf-takers 
experience,  being  not  provok'd  to 
iheezing,  if  they  take  ever  fo  muchj; 
when  one  Pinch  of 'the  fame  would 
immediately  operate  upon  a  ftranger 
to  it.  There  is  another  Inconve- 
liiency  alfo  from  this  Practice,  and 
that  is  fpolling  their  Appetites :  for 
moft  of  the  common  Snnjfs  are 
TobaccOy  of  one  kind  or  other  j 
whereof  fome  will  pafs  down  the 
Throat  into  the  Stomach,  efpecially 
in  thofe  who  take  much  ;  which  de- 
jftroys  the  natural  Appetite,  as  many 
confefs  they  find  by  Experience, 
altho  they  cannot  be  prevail'd  with 
to  leave  it  off.  For  fuch  who  ima- 
gine the  continual  taking  of  Sjiuff 
to  be  neceffary  or  beneficial  to 
them,  many  things  in  liquid  Forms 
Would  much  more  properly  anfwer

Their  Juice 
is  generally  cxpreiTed  5  and  after  ii 
is  fined  p^r  Subjidentiar/i^  made  ufe 
of  to  provoke  Sneezings  in  fuch 
Cafes  as  the  Drain  which  that  pro* 
cures,  is  imagin'd  to  do  fervice,- 

481.  A  SAB.  I,  Afarabacd.  This 
is  become  a  mighty  Snuff  of  late^ 
The  Leaves  are  common  in  the  Phy- 
flc  Markets  5  and  to  dry  and  reduce 
them  to  Pouder  is  all  that  is  requir'd 
in  making  them  intoS?iiiff':  Some' 
Empyrics,  or  Traders  in.  phyfical 
Matters,  have  put  off  a  Snuff  hy  the 
Name  of  Ki3 3/4/,  at  a  good  round 
Price,  which  is  little  elfe  than  this,- 
decorated  with  fome  Leaf-Gold, 
This  has  antiendy  been  much  iri 
ufe  as  an  Emetic  zrid  ^Cathartic  ^ 
and  in  fome  AuthoVs  we  find  a 
Superflition  in  gathering  it  i  for 
they  alledge,  that  pulling  forward 
makes  it  work  mofb  by  Vo777it  5 
but  pulling  backward,  moft  by  Stooh 
Kulandus  frequently  prefcribes  the 
Root  z^  a.  Diuretic,  as  alfo  does' 
Fernelius  i  in.  whofe  Works  we' 
meet  with  an  Electuary,  in  v/hich 
that  is  the  chief  Ingredient.  Its 
Operation  is  very  brisk,  and  there- 
fore  commended  in   Conftitutions 
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thaf'are  nioift  and  cold,  andfubjed 
to   generate  Vifcidities,    ^iiLd   what 
obfti'Lids  and  fouls  the  Vifcera,  and 
retards  the  contradile  Force  of  the 
Fibres  j  but  in  none  of  thefe  Cafes 
does  the  prefent  Pradice  acknow- 
ledge   it.      As    a   Sternutatory ,     ft 
does  frequently  good  fervice  5  for  it 
powerfully  drains  mucous  Humours 
oat,  of    the   Head.     It   is    not  fo 
pungent  as   to  be  immediately  felt 
upon  taking,  like  the  Tobacco  Snuffs  , 
but   after  fome  time  it  makes  the 
Nofe  run  very  much,  and  not  uri- 
frequently  Blood  it  felf,    if  its  ufe 
be  long  continu'd.     The  ufual  way 
is  to  take  near  a  Scruple  going  to 
bed,  for  three    or  four  Nights  to- 
gether:   and  by  the  next  Motning 
its  Operation  will   be  very  fenfible, 
tho  it  occafions  little  or  no  fneez- 
ing,    unlefs  by    the   Acrimony  of 
the  Humors  which  drain  off,  and 
irritate   the  Fibres    in    their    Paf- 
fiige. 

482.  EiTpHORBii^  Id.  This 
is  a  Gum,  or  rather  infpilTated  Juice 
of  a  Tree,  which  Authors  much 
differ  about.  Dodon&us  defcrfbes  it 
as  a  Plant ;  but  Diofcorides  mentions 
it  as  a  Tree.  Etmuller  fays,  the 
F.uphorblum  of  the  Antients  is  not 
known  to  us  5  and  that  the  Vegeta- 
ble which  produces  it,  is  not  in  the 
acquaintance  of  the  mov^ern  Bota- 
n'lfts.  Moft  make  it  a  ferulacious 
Plant',  a^nd  fdme  of  our  Gardens 
Slew  Specimens  of  that  kind.  Hcff- 
mariy  who  was  no  incurious  Wri- 
ter, fays  it  is  an  iafpifPated,  or  ra- 
ther indurated  Juice  of  an  Indian. 
Tithymal ;  and  we  find  it  titled  in 
Herma-n's  Catalogue,  Tithymallus 
I'fduritanlcus^  aphyltos^  angulofus  o* 


againft  ferous  and  vifcous  Humors^ 
and  its  Dofe  aflign'd  from  half  a 
Scruple  to  a  whole  one  5  yet  it  is 
now  never  given  inwardly,  becaufe 
its  Violence  tears  off  the  necellary' 
Mucus,  or  Covering  of  the  Stomach' 
and  Bowels,  and  occafions  Byfente- 
ries.  As  a  Sternutatory,  it  is  to  be 
ufed  very  cautioufly,  and  never  to 
be  taken  alone,  but  mixed  in  a  fmall 
quantity  with  fome  other  Pouders, 
proper  to  foften  the  Fibres,  and 
guard  them  agairift  the  intolerable 
Heat  of  the  Euphorblum.  in  pound- 
ing it  there  may  be  much  danger  ;, 
becaufe  without  great  care,  fo  much 
will  fly  up  the  Noftrils,  as  to  do 
mifchief  It  is  of  good  ufe  in 
Ch'irurgery,  in  cleanfing  very  foQl 
ulcers,  and  exfoliating  of  carious 
Bones.  Efjnuller^s  Reafon  for  this 
is,  becaufe  ks  Alkaltne  G}ualities 
deftroy  the'  Acid's  which  erode  Ul- 
cers, and  even  the  Bones  them- 
felves,  fo  as  to  induce  Rotfenniefs. 
Hilda?2us  greatly  commends  it  in  the 
like  Intentions. 

48  g.  ElleboriAlbi,  W/y'iii 
Hellebore,  called  alfo  Veratrum  al- 
bum. It  grows  on  fome  Mountains 
in  Germany.  The  Antients  gave 
this  inwardly  as  a  Purger  of  Phlegm 
and  vifcid  Humors  j  but  its  violent 
Operation  has  expeli'd  it  now  from 
internal  vif&:  and  it  remains  at 
prefent  in  Medicine,  little  otherwife 
than  as  an  Errh'me.  And  even  thus, 
its  Irritations  are  fo  great,  as  to 
make  it  not  prudent  to  venture  it 
alone;  and  therefore  it  is  join'ti 
to  other  things  which  abate  its 
Vehemence.  It  is  alfo  prepar'd 
in  fome  Lotions  for  cutaneous 
Foulneffes,  and  is  fuccef«;ful  often- 
fp'mcfus,  ex  quo  Eup.horbiu?n  ojfcina-  times  in  deterging  t'hofe  little  Ulce- 
' riim.  It  is  fo  extremely  hot  and  rations  which  bFotch  and  deform

If  it  be  infus'd,  and  the 
Liquor  drank,  it  produces  Sicknefs, 
Vomiting,  and  afterwards  dofing 
Stupidity.  And  therefore  altho  it

mean 
pie  ;  yet  common 
hitherto  kept  it  out 
Practice.  How  its 
comes  to  make  it  fo  familiar  to  PeN 
fons,  as  not  to  have  any  of  thofe 
ftrange  effects  upon  them  as  it  has 
at  firit,  is  not  properly  our  buflnefs 
to  explain  here  ;  altho  the  Fa£t  is 
'\n  every  one's  knowledge.  Some 
Hints  of  this  m.ay  be  colleded  from 
what  Vv^ill  be  faid  hereafter,  in  our 
Explication  of  the  Simples  under  the 
next  SeUion.  What  we  place  it  for 
here,  is  as  a  Sternutatory,  fince  it  is 
the  Bafis  of  all  the  SnufF  now  in. 
ufe  ;  in  which  manner  of  taking  it. 
People  are  as  well  acquainted  with 
it,  as  in  fmoaking. 


SECT.    X, 

Of  Narcotics, 


UNDER  this  Head  we  include 
all  that  Part  of  the  Materia 
Medich  which  '  any  way  produces 
Sleep,  whether  call'd  by  this  name. 
Hypnotics,  or  Opiates.  But  altho 
many  of  this  Tribe  ftand  with  fome 
Authors  in  the  rank  of  Poifons,  yet 
we  fhall  not  here  enter  into  the 
Controverfie??,  whether  fuch  things 
can  be  medicinal,  or  w'hether  a  Me- 
dicine can  pdifon ;  be'caufe  it  is  cer- 
tain there  is  Truth  on  both  fides  the 
Debate.  Thefe  are  Inftruments 
whofe  Agency  lies  very  remote  from 
the  reach  of  our  Senfes,  as  wonder- 
ful Effects  are  often  produced  almoft 
from  unheeded  Caufes.  But  the  dif- 
ficult)' here  is  very  much  remov'd, 
by  what  has  been  publiQi'd  by  one, 
Ifyhpfe  tme  Merit  iias  now  fet  hijii 


at  the  head  of  his  ProfefHon,  in 
the  opinion  of  all  the  beft  Judges, 
as  well  as  the  common  Vogue  :  the 
Reader  need  not  be  inform'd  that 
hereby  is  meant  Dr.  Mead,  who  ia 
his  fourth  Ejfay  on  Poifons  has  taught 
us  how  to  reafon  in  thefe  abftrufe 
Matters,  And  therefore  what  we 
there  find  for  our  prefent  Purpofe, 
fhall  be  tranfcribed,  as  near  as  con- 
veniently can  be,  in.  the  Docior^s 
own  words. 

To  underftand  the  Manner  of 
Operation  of  thefe  medicinal  Sim^ 
pies,  and  to  help  us  to  afcertain  their 
Ufes  in  many  Cafes,  we  fhould  be- 
forehand be  rightly  appriz'd  of  their 
Natures  and  Way  of  ading.  And 
in  order  hereunto,  it  is  neceffary, 
befides  fome  other  Pr&cognita,   to 
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define  diftinftly  what  Skep  is,  or  ra- 
ther (to  avoid  Confufion  and  Dif- 
pute  about  Words)  what  difference 
there  is  between  an  animal  Body 
when  ajleep  and  when  aivune. 

Pirft  then,  there  is  no  one  but 
Icnows  that  in  Sleep  there  is  a  Cef- 
fation  from  Aftion.  When  waking, 
we  walk,  difpute,  move  this  or  that 
Limb,  err.  but  in^  natural  and  un- 
difturbed  Red:,  there  is  nothing  of 
all  thefe  :  that  is,  whereas  being  a- 
wake  we  do  perform  feveral  Motions 
by  the  I'olKntarj  Contractions  of 
cur  Mufcles  j  when  afleep,  thofe 
Mufcies  only  are  conti'aded,  whofe 
Aciion  is  in  a  manner  involuntary, 
or  to  which  the  Mind  has  {o  con- 
ilantly  determin'd  the  Spirits,  that  it 
does  it  by  a  Habit,  without  the  in- 
tervention of  the  r.eafoningTaculty  i 
iiich  are  thofe  of  the  Heart  and 
Breaft.  So  that  there  is  at  this  time 
a  kind  of  Relaxation  or  Loofenefs 
pf  the  moving  Fibres  of  the  feveral 
Members  ^  or  at  leaft  fiich  a  quiet 
Pourion  and  State  of  thein,  by 
which  all  the  Antagonift  Mufcles  are 
in  an  Equ.l.hrium  and  Equality  of 
Action,  not  overpowering  one  ano- 
tlier.  For  this  indeed  feems  to  be 
one  great  Defign  of  Sleep,  to  re- 
coyer  to  the  Parts  overftretch'd  by 
J^abor,  their  former  Force :  and 
therefore  we  do  naturally,  when 
fompofing  our  felves  to  Kejly  put 
©ur  Body  into  that  Pofture,  which 
ynofl:  favours  the  j^artiadarly  wea- 
ryM  Limbs,  and  conduces  to  this 
fnd. 

In  the  next  place,  it  Is  very  plain, 
that  there  is  in  Sleep  not  only  a 
Reft,  and  a  Sufpenfion  from  afting 
of  moft  of  our  bodily  Organs,  but 
even  of  our  thinking  Faculty  too  5 
|hat  is,a  celtatton  from  fuch  thoughts, 
as  when  waking  we  are  exercifed  a- 
|)out,  which  we  do  refe^  iipon  anc} 


will  to  employ  our  Mind  with.  For 
tho  Dreams  are  Thoughts,  yet  they 
are  imperfed:  and  incoherent  ones, 
and  are  indeed  either  fo  faint  and 
languid  Reprefentations,  as  to  be 
confiftent  with  our  Sleep,  as  fome 
may  be  j  or  elfe,  if  they  be  ftrong 
and  lively,  they  are,  as  every  one 
knows,  the  Interruption  and  Diftur- 
bance  of  it.  From  hence  it  will 
follow,  thnt  the  Motion  of  the  ar- 
terial Fluid  muft  hty'  cdterts  paribus, 
more  fedate,  even,  and  regular,  in 
the  time  of  fleeping  than  waking. 
For  befides  the  various  Alterations 
which  in  the  latter  ftate  this  receives 
from  the  feveral  Padions  of  the 
Mind,  the  very  Contractions  of  the 
Mufcles  themielves  in  Exercifes  of 
the  Body  do  differently  forward  its 
Gourfe  5  whereas  in  Sleep,  the  Force 
of  the  Heart  and  perioral  Mufcles, 
being  more  conflant  and  uniform^ 
gives  it  a  more  calm  and  equally 
continu'd  Impulfe.  Hence  alfo  it 
will  come  to  pafs,  that  the  Influx 
of  the  Liquor  of  the  Nerves  into 
the  Organs  of  the  Body,  as  alfo  its 
Reflux  towards  the  Brain,  is  in  Sleep 
either  none,  orvery  iacon^fider^ble: 
that  is,  that  this  Fluid  has  at  this 
time  but  little  or  no  Motion.  For 
'tis  mufcular  A(^ion  and  Senfation 
that  require  it  to  be  thus  determin'd, 
this  way  or  that,which  are  now  hard- 
ly aiiy..  And  ypt  by  the  arrival  of 
Blood  St  the  Brain,,  this  juice  will 
flill  be  feparated  tjiere,  fit  to  be  de- 
rived-into  its  Carial^  6r  JTiibes.  Sb 
that  by  this  means'  there  Vvjll  be  a 
kind  of  Accumulation,  or  layiiig  up? 
in  flore,  of  Spirrts^;  forithe  Onrc^s 
and  Requirements  of  Waking. 

Thus  we  may,  in  fhort,  loiDk  upon 
the  time  of  Watching  as  the  time 
of  wearing  out,  or  the  Deflrudion 
of  the  animal  Fabric  ;  and  the  time 
of  Skep  as  that  irx  which  ft  is  repair 'd 
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and  recruited  j  not  only  upon  ac- 
count of  what  we  have  juil  men- 
tion'd  concerning  the  nervous  Li- 
quor, but  alio  with  refped  to  all 
other  Parts,  as  well  fluid  as  folid. 
For  Adion  does  neceflarily  by  de- 
grees impair  the  Springs  and  Or- 
gans J  and  in  Motion  fomething  is 
<:ontinually  abraded,  and  ftruck  off 
from  the  diltraftile  Pibres,  which 
cannot  othervvife  be  reftored,  than 
by  their  being  at  reft  from  Tendon. 
Befldes  that  fuch  a  regular  and 
fteady  Courfe  of  the  Blood,  as  has 
been  obferv'd  to  be  m.  Sleep,  is  by 
far  more  fit  and  proper  for  Nutri- 
tion, or  an  Apportion  of  Parts  to 
the  Veflels,  which  an  uneven  Hurry 
of  it  is  more  apt  to  tear  off  and 
vvafh  away. 

The  Cafe  being  thus,  it  is  very 
plain,  that  whatfoever  can  induce 
fuch  a  Difpofition  of  the  Fluids  and 
mufcular  Parts  of  the  Body,  as  we 
have  defcribed,  will  -caufe  Sleepi- 
nefs.  And  in.  like  manner,  when 
any  thing  interpofes  and  hinders 
this  Compofedn efs  and  Tranquilli- 
ty, the  removing  the  Impediment 
will  be  the  caufing  of  Sleep  j  inaf- 
^uch  as  this  is  only  reducing  the 
^Animal  OEconomy  to  its  right  ftate, 
in  which  by  natural  Order  there 
muft  be  a  fucceflion  of  Sleeping  and 
Waking.  Thus  it  appears  how  ne- 
ceilarily  continu'd  Exercifes  caufe 
Sleep,  fince  thefe  exhauft  the  Juice 
of  the  Nerves  j  that  is,  both  leflen 
its  Influx  into  the  Organs  of  Motion, 
and  incline  the  Mind  not  to  deter- 
mine it  any  longer  that  way,  upon 
the  account  of  the  Pain  and  Uneafi- 
nefs  with  which  too  violent  a  Ten- 
fion  of  the  Parts  is  always  attended ; 
which  therefore  we  muft  defire  to 
relax  or  lay  to  refi. 

That  Sleepinefs   which    follows 
upon  a  Fulnefs  of  the  Stomach  af;er 


lis 

eating  or  drinking,  is  owing  to  a 
ditferent  Caufe  j  and  does  indeed  ^ 
fo  nearly  fall  in  with  the  EfFeds  of 
Op'mte  Medicines,  that  It  requires  a 
particular  Confideratlon. 

As  Hunger,  or  the  Emptinefs  of 
the  Stomach,  is  a  painful  Senfationj 
fo  the  fatisfying  or  removing  of 
this,  is  a  pieafing  and  agreeable 
one.  Now  all  Pain  is  a  Stimulus 
upon  the  Part  affedled  ;  and  thlf, 
we  all  know,  being  attended  with 
Contraftions  of  the  pain'd  Mem- 
branes, caufes  a  greater  Afflux  than 
ordinary  of  the  nervous  Juice  that 
way.  On  the  other  hand,  Pleafure, 
or  a  delightful  Senfation  in  any  Part, 
is  accompany'd  with  a  fmooth  Un- 
dulation, and  eafy  Reflux  of  the 
Liquor  of  the  Nerves  towards  the 
Brain.  This  is,  as  it  were,  the  En- 
tertainment of  the  Mind,  with  which 
being  taken  up,  it  does  not  deter- 
mine the  Spirits  to  the  Organs  of 
Motion ;  that  is,  there  is  fuch  a 
Relaxation  of  the  mufcular  Fibres, 
and  fuch  a  Difpofition  of  the  ner-. 
vous  Fluid,  as  we  have  obferv'd  to 
be  necelTary  to  Sleep.  And  this  i^ 
th«  reafon  of  that  Chillinefs  in  tha 
Limbs,  which  is  commonly  com* 
plain'd  of  after  a  good  Meal, 

If  it  feems  ftrange  that  a  Plea- 
fure in  the  Stomach  fhould  fo  pow- 
erfully influence  the  Mind,  let  it  be 
conflder'd  on  the  other  hand,  whax 
violent  EfFe£ts  an  uneafy  and  dii^f 
agreeable  Senfation  in  the  fama 
Parts  produces ;  what  a  terrible  Ago^ 
ny  two  or  three  Grains  of  Crocus 
Metallorum  throws  the  whole  Fa» 
bric  Into  j  how  readily  the  Fluid  of 
the  Nerves  is  with  a  more  than  or* 
dinai7  Impetus  determln'd  and  com^ 
manded  Into  the  Mufcles  of  the 
Sto-maih  and  Abdomen,  in  order  to 
throw  off  the  Enemy,  and  remove 
the  ingrateful  Senfation,

of  thefe  which  the  oppofite  Affec 
tion  of  Pain  induces.  And  indeed, 
^leapire  and  Pain  are  two  great 
Springs  of  Adion  in  the  Animal 
GEcoiiomv,  The  Chanires  thev 
make  in  the  Fabric,  are  the  Caufes 
of  many  Effects  which  feem  fur- 
prizing,  becaufe  we  do  not  regard 
the  Mechanifm  by  which  they  are 
produced  i  but  tliefe  muft  be  more 
confiderable  in  the  Stomach,  than 
any  where  elfe  5  this  Part  being,  for 
many  wife  purpofes,  of  fo  acute  a 
Feeling,  that  fome  Philofophers 
have  for  this  reafon  thought  it  to 
be  the  Seat  of  the  Soul. 

Befides  thefe  Confiderations,  it 
may  be  taken  notice^,  that  the  Sto- 
mach being  diftended  with  Food, 
prefTes  upon  the  defcending  Trunk 
of  the  Aorta,  and  thus  caufes  a 
greater  Fulnefs  of  the  VelTels  in  the 
upper  parts  j  whereupon  the  Brain 
is  loaded,  or  the  Derivation  of  Spi- 
rits into  the  Nerves  diminifli'd,  up- 
on which  Una^Hvh'y  or  Droufi/jefs 
cnfue«.  From  hence  proceed  thofe 
Miijhin.gs  in  the  Face,  Rednefs,C7'c. 
after  plentiful  eating  and  drinking, 
mofV  vifible  in  thofe  whofe  VeiTels 
are  lax  and  weak  ^  as  in  e?<hauf{:ed 
and  hectic  Perfons  they  more  efpe- 
cially  are.  Thus  we  may,  without 
rhe  atlTftance  of  the  nezv  Chyle  en- 
tering into  the  VeiTehs  account  for 
that  Inclination  to  Sleep,  which  fol- 
lows upon  a  full  Stomach  :  tho  v/e 
mUit  alQ)  allow  theDifi:eniion,-from 
thi'sj  to'be  a  confiderable  Caufe  of 
the  fame  Effed .  But  this  does  not 
hap[;en  immediately,  nav  fometimes 
perhaps  not  within  two  or  three 
hoUrs  after  eating  ;  and  tl  e  fudden 
jDroufmefs  mull:  ( as  well  as  the 
prefent   Refrefhment  and  P.eviy"ng 


to  the  Contents  of  this  Se^'wriy  it 
may  be  neceflliry  to  confider  yet 
more  nearly  the  Effects  of  an  Opiate 
or  Narcotic  5  firft  upon  the  Sto- 
mach j  and  afterwards,  when  they 
have  pafs'd  the  Prim&  Via,  upon 
the  arterial  Fluid  itfelf. 

An  agreeable  Senfation  produced 
in  the  Stomachy  together  with  a 
Bittenfion  of  its  Membranes,  has 
been  already  obferv'd  to  be  the 
Caufe  of  that  Sleepinefs,  to  which 
we  are  fo  incHnable  after  eating. 
The  one  of  thefe  engages  the  Mind, 
the  other  ads  upon  the  Body.  For 
Pleafure  amufes  the  Soul  as  it  were, 
fo  that  it  does  not  think  or  exer- 
cife  itfelf  about  any  outward  Ob- 
jeds  ;  that  is,  it. is  inclined  to  Kejl: 
and  the  Fulnefs  of  the  Veffels  in 
the  Brain  checks  and  hinders,  in. 
fome  meafure,  the  Derivation  of 
the  nervous  Juice  into  the  Organs. 
Now  they  who  take  a  moderate 
Dofeof  an  Opiate,  efpecially  if  not 
long  accuftom'd  to  fuch  things,  are 
fo  tranfported  with  the  pleafing 
Senfe  it  induces,  that  they  are,  as 
they  often  exprefs  themfelves,  in 
Heaven  j  and  tho  they  do  not  al- 
ways fleep,  (which  proceeds  from 
the  Prefentation  of  pleafing  Images 
to  the  Mind  being  fo  ftrong,  that 
like  Dreams  thev  do  over-engage 
the  Fancy,  and  fo  interrupt  the  State 
of  Reft)  yet  they  do  however  en- 
joy fo  perfed  an  Indolence  and 
Quiet,  that  no  Happinefs  in  the 
world  can  furpafs  the  Charms  of  fo 
agreeable  an  Extafy. 

Thus  we  have  from  thefe  Medi- 
cines, but  in  a  far  more  eminent 
degree,  all  thofe  EfFeds  which  were 
obferv'd  to  follow  upon  that  grate- 
ful Senfe   in    the   Stomach,   which 


^'hicli  Meat  gives)   be  chiefly  ow=     a  moderate  Fulnefs  produces.     For 
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no  Bodies  are  fo  fit  and  able  plea- 
dingly to  afFed  our  fenfible  Mem- 
branes, as  thofe  which  confift  of 
volatile  Parts,  wliofe  Adivity  is 
temper'd  and  allay'd  by  the  Smooth- 
nefs  of  fome  which  are  lubricating 
and  oily  :  for  they  lightly  rarify  the 
Juices  of  the  Stomach,  and  caufe 
a  pleafant  Titillation  of  its  nervous 
Coat,  whereby  there  is  induced  an 
agreeable  Plenitude,  and  the  Mind 
is  entcrtain'd  with  Ideas  of  Satisfac- 
tion and  Delight.  And  thus  we  ea- 
Uly  fee  upon  what  Mechanifin  the 
other  Virtues  of  Opiates  depend  :  for 
their  eafing  Pains,  checking  Evacu- 
ations, CTT.  proceed  not  only  from 
the  Mind's  being  taken  up  with  a 
pleafing  Senfe,  whereby  it  is  divert- 
ed from  a  dira2:reeable  one  ;  but 
ail  Pain  bein»  attended  with  a  Con- 
ti'adion  of  the  Part,  the  Relaxation 
of  the  Fibres,  which  they  caufe, 
eludes  and  deftroys  the  Force  of 
the  StimHlus. 

In  like  manner,  in  immoderate 
Secretions  there  is  moil:  commonly 
an  Irritation  of  the  Organs,  the  Re^ 
moval  of  which  will  abate  the  Dif- 
charge.  And  herein  lies  the  incraf- 
fating  Qtiality  of  thefe  Medicines,  m 
that  the  twitching  Senfe  upon  the 
Membranes  of  the  Lungs,  Bowels, 
CT'c.  being  leflen'd,  the  fharp  Hu- 
mor is  fuffer'd  to  lodge  there  in  a 
greater  quantity,  before  it  is  fo  trou- 
blefome  to  be  thrown  off  and  ex- 
pell'd;  it  being  all  one  as  if  there 
were  no  Irritation  of  the  Part,  i£ 
the  uneafy  Senfe  thereof  be  not  re- 
garded by  the  Mind.  Thefe  EfFeds 
will  all  be  heighten'd  by  the  mixture 
of  the  Narcotic  Particles  with  the 
Blood  J  which  is  hereupon  rarify'd, 
and  diftends  its  Veffels,  efpecially 
thofe  of  the  Brain  :  and  this  does 
ftill  to  a  greater  degreelefifen  the  In- 
flux of  the  nervous  fluid  to  the 
Parts,  by  prefHng  upon  the  Tuhdi, 
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or  little  Canals,  thro  which  it  is 
derived.  This  is  the  reafon  of  that 
Difficulty  of  Breathing,  which  they 
do  for  a  time  experience  who  take 
this  kind  of  Medicines ;  this  Symp- 
tom being  infeparable  from  the 
Rarifadion  of  the  Blood  in  the 
Lungs. 

From  hence  it  appears  that  the 
Adion  of  thefe  Medicines,  and  par- 
ticularly that  of  Opium,  is  very  ana- 
logous to  that  of  other  volatile  Spi- 
rits ;  only  that  a  fmall  Portion  of 
the  former  has  a  force  equal  to  that 
of  a  greater  quantity  of  the  latter. 
And  this  is  very  evident  In  tho{e 
who  accuftom  themfelves  to  take 
large  Dofes  of  Opium  j  as  the  Turks 
and  Perfians  do  to  fuch  a  degree,  that 
it  is  no  uncommon  thing  there  to 
eat  a  Dram  or  two  at  a  time  5  foi* 
the  effeds  of  It  In  them  are  no  o- 
ther  than  downright  Drunkennefs : 
upon  which  account  it  is  a  common 
Saying  with  them,  and  on  the  fame 
occafion.  He  has  eat  Opium  j  as 
with  us.  He  has  drunk  too  much 
Wine.  Neither  indeed  do  they  bear 
fuch  large  quantities  of  It  otherwi/e 
than  Tipplers  will  a  great  deal  of 
Brandy;  that  is,  by  habituating  them- 
felves to  it  by  degrees,  beginning; 
with  fmall  Dofes,  and  requiring  ffill 
more  and  more,  to  ralfe  themfelves 
to  the  fame  pitch.  Juft  as  Galen. 
tells  of  a  Woman  at  Athens,  who 
by  a  gr:5dual  Ufe  had  brought  her 
felf  to  take,  without  any  hurt,  a 
confiderable  quantity  of  Hemlock  : 
which  Inffance  is  the  more  to  our 
purpofe,  be  caufe  Nicolas  Tontanus 
knew  one,  who  being  recover'd  of 
the  Plague,  and  wanting  Sleep,  did, 
with  very  good  efFed,  eat  Hemlock 
for  fome  time  ;  till  falling  ill  acrain 
of  a  Fever,  and  having  left  off  the 
Ufe  of  this  Remedy,  he  endeavour'd 
to  procure  Reft  by  repeated  Dofes 
of  Opiumf  which  ( Nature  having 

beei^ 
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been  accuftom'd  to  a  ftronger  Alte- 
ranve)  had  no  Operation,  until  the 
help  oF  Hemlock  was  again  call'd 
in,  with  the  deCLr'd  liiccefs. 

It  is  a  fufHcient  Confirmation  of 
all  this  Reafoning,  that  Profper  Al- 
^'mus  obferv'd  amongft  the  Egyp- 
tians, thofe  who  had  been  accu{^ 
tom'd  to  Ofmm,  and  were  faint  and 
languid  for  want  of  it,  (as  Drinkers 
are,  if  they  have  not  their  fpirituous 
L-iquors)  to  be  recover'd,  and  put  in- 
to the  fame  ftate  of  Indolence  and 
Pleafure,  by  large  Dofes  of  Cretic 
Wine,  made  hotter  by  the  Infuiion  of 
Pepper^  and  the  like  ftrong  Aroma- 
i'lcs.  Nor  is  it  perhaps  amifs  to  re- 
mark, that  in  Maniacal  Perfons,  as 
is  frequently  obfervM,  a  quadruple 
Dofe  of  an  Opiate  will  fcarce  pro- 
duce any  confiderable  effe-d.  Now 
in  Perfons  fo  affeded,  the  Mind  is 
deeply  engag'd,  and  taken  up  with 
fome  Image  or  other,  as  Lovcy  An- 
Iger^  See.  fo  that  it  Is  not  to  be  eafily 
moved  or  diverted  by  thofe  pleafing 
Reprefentations  which  it  would  at- 
tend to  at  another  time,  and  upon 
"Which  the  Virtues  of  thefe  Medicines 
do  in  a  great  meafure  depend.  Ee- 
fides  this,  thofe  who  are  Maniacal, 
do  to  a  wonder  bear  the  Injuries  of 
Cold,  Hunger,  g?^.  and  have  a  pro- 
digious degree  of  mufcular  Force  5 
which  argues  the  Texture  of  their 
'Blood  to  be  very  ftrong,  and  the 
Cohefion  of  its  Globules  gieat :  fo 
that  the  fpirituoiis  parts  of  an  Opiate 
cannot  make  that  Difunion  and  Ra- 
refaction of  this  Pluid  in  them, 
which  it  does  in  ordinary  Bodies 
and  Conftitutions. 

How  far  this  Theory  is  improva- 
ble Into  Practice,  all  fuch  are  com- 
petent Judges,  who  have  a  true  ac- 
quaintance with  the  Animal  OEco- 
nomy.  And  becaufe  many  Medici- 
|ial  simples  under  tl-iis  Dlvifion,  have 
joft.en  Effsds  which  are  term'd  de- 
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Uterious  and  poifonous ,  infomuch 
as  to  kill,  and  that  very  fuddealy  j  it 
may  be  worth  while  to  inform  our 
felves  from  the  fa.ne  Inflrudor,  who 
has  conduded  us  hitherto  on  this 
head,  how  fuch  Inftruments  ad  in 
bringing  about  thofe  fatal  confequen- 
ces.  For  the  moft  gentle  of  this  Tribe 
In  an  Over-Dofe,  have  the  fame  ef- 
feds  as  a  Poifon,  and  prove  equally 
deftrudlve.  Opium  in  too  great  a 
quantity  will  inflame  the  Stomach, 
and  rarify  the  Blood  to  fuch  a  degree, 
that  the  Veffels  cannot  again  reco- 
ver their  Tone  j  whereupon  Apoplec- 
tic Symptoms,  (^'c.  will  enfue. 

To  be  convinc'd  of  this  Dr.  Mead 
tells  us,  that  he  forced  into  the  Sto- 
mach of  a  fmall  Dog  about  half  a 
Dram  of  crude  Opium,  diffolv'd  in 
boiling  Water.  He  quickly  vomited 
it  up  with  a  great  quantity  of  frothy 
Spittle  5  but  repeating  the  trial,  by 
holding  up  his  head  and  beating  him, 
the  I>o5ior  made  him  retain  three  or 
four  Dofes,  intermitting  between 
each  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour. 
When  the  Dog  had  thus  taken,  as 
near  as  he  could  guefs,  about  two 
Drams,  he  watch'd  him  an  hour  j 
when  he  began  to  fleep,  but  pre- 
fently  flarted  up  with  Convuliions, 
fell  into  univerfil  Tremblings,  his 
Head  conftantly  twitch'd  and  fhook, 
he  "breath'd  fliort  and  with  labor, 
and  at  length  loft  entirely  the  ufe 
firft  of  his  hinder  Legs,  and  then 
of  the  fore  ones,  which  were  ftlfF 
and  rigid  like  Sticks,  As  he  lay 
fnorting,  the  Do5lor,  to  haflen  his 
End,  was  giving  him  more  of  the 
Solution,  but  on  a  fudden  his  Limbs 
grew  limber,  and  he  died.  Upon 
opening  his  Stomach,  It  was  found 
wonderfully  diftend^d,  tho  empty 
of  every  thing  but  fome  Water  and 
Opium,  together  with  fome  parcels 
of  frothy  Mucus  fwimmins;  In  It  -, 
the  In(i4?  was  as  clean  as  if  fcrape^ 
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and  wafh'd:  from  rJl  the  Slime  of 
the  Glands,  and  fome  rednefs  here 
and  there,  as  in  a  beginning  Inflam- 
mation :  The  Pylorus  was  contrac- 
ted :  The  Blood- V^gflels  of^  the 
Brain  were  very  full  5  and  he  took 
out  a  large  Grume  of  concreted 
Blood  from  the  upper  part  of  it,  by 
cutting  into  the  Sinus  Longhudlnalisy 
as  is  not  uncommon  in  Apopledlic 
Carcafes :  but  found  no  extravafated 
Serum  in  the  Ventricles,  nor  among 
any  of  the  Membranes. 

And  thus  from  the  Effpfts  of  an 
Over-Dofe  of  an  Opiate  may  we 
conceive  how  many  under  this  Clafs 
are ,  fo  powerful  in  their  Narcotic 
Qualities,  as  to  prove  deadly  in  ve- 
ry fmall  quantities,  and  are  therefore 
not  fafely  admitted  into  Pradice. 
Some  of  them  confifl:  of  fuch  hot, 
acrid,  and  corrofive  Paits,  as  by  ra- 
rifying  the  Juices  of  the  Stomach, 
and  wounding  its  nervous  Mem- 
branes, are  the  caufe  of  all  thofe 
Diforders,  which  do  immediately 
follow.  For  upon  the  Senfe  of  a  vi- 
olent Irritation  and  Pain,  the  Fluid 
of  the  Nerves  is  immediately  in 
large  quantities  determin'd  to  the 
part  affefted  ;  and  this,  i^  the  Sti- 
mulus is  not  over-great,  will  be  on- 
ly to  fuch  a  degree  as  is  fliffici^nt, 
by  contrading  the  Fibres  of  the 
Stomachy  and  Mufcles  of  the  Abdo- 
me'/i,  to  throw  off  the  Caufeofthe 
(Jifagreeable  Senfatioq  :  but  the  un- 
eafy  twitching  being  too  ftrong  to 
be  born,  the.  Mind  by  a  kind  of 
Surprize,  ^o^s  with  hafte  and  fury 
^s  it  were  command  the  Spirits  thi- 
ther. Thus  the  bufinefs  is  over- 
done, and  the  A£lion  of  the  Fibres 
becomes  fo  vlolentjthat  the  Orifices 
of  the  Stomach  are  quite  clofed  5  fb 
that  inflead  of  di^chargina;  the  noxi- 
ous Matter,  the  Torment  is  made 
greater,  and  the  v/hole  OEconomy 
put  imp  confnfion.     The  Inftance 
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of  the  Child  in  WeJ>fer,  which  ia 
fuch  an  Agony  made  water  to  the 
height  of  five  or  fix  foot,  with  a 
furprizing  ftrength  and  violence,  is 
a  Demonflration  of  this  forcible 
Contradion  of  the  Mufcles.  Nor 
is  it  any  wonder,  if  in  thefe  Cir- 
cumflances  all  Senfe  be  loft.  Blood 
gufh  out  at  the  Ears,  Noflrils,  {jrc, 
the  Parts  being  all  torn  and  broke 
by  the  violence  of  the  Convulfions  ; 
which  tho  they  begin  in  theMufcleS 
of  the  Belly,^  muft  at  lafl  prevail  ia 
the  Members  too,  till  the  whole  Fa- 
bric is  fhock'd  and  overturn'd  j  and 
fome  corrofive  5/ri/2'^  perhaps  getting 
into  the  Blood,  and  by  the  Rari- 
fadion  of  it  diflending  the  VefTels, 
the  membranous  Coats  of  them 
being  already  overf^retch'd,  will 
the  more  eafily  give  way  and  let 
out  their  Fluid. 

And  befides  the  irritating  faline 
Particles  in  the  Compofition  of 
fome  of  this  kind,  many  of  them 
abound  with  an  extremely  fetid  and 
ofFenflve  Sulphur  j  which  gives  fuch 
a  difagreeable  and  uneafy  Senfatioti 
to  the  Nerves,  as  fufFocates  in  ^ 
manner  the  Spirits,  and  deadens  their 
Motions.  But  thofe  who  defire 
yet  further  Satisfaction  concern- 
ing the  Operations  of  thefe  parts 
of  the  Materia  medica,  may  turq. 
to  the  Learned  Baccius  de  Ve* 
nenis,  and  Dr.  Mead's  EJfays  upon 
Poifonsj  from  whence  this  has  beetx 
principally  tranfcribed.

485.  C I  c  u  T  /E,  Hemlock,  This 
Plant  grows  much  like  Parjley,  and 
it  is  fo  difficult  to  diftinguiili  them 
when  young,  that  in  all  probability 
they  have  fometimes  been  gather -d 
and  fold  together.  For  there  have 
been  many  Inftances  of  PerfbnSjj 
and  fometimes  whole  Families  be-? 
ing  fuddenly  taken  ill^  fo  as  to  occa? 
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fion  fufpicion  of  Poifon,  when  they 
had  reafon  to  fufpett  it  m  the  PArf- 
ley,  by  having  eat  ftufF'd   Beef^  as 
is  common,  or  fome   other  Food 
where  that  had  been  ufed.     It  has 
to  much   the   Difu-epute    of   being 
' polfonotiSy  that  it  is  never  taken  in- 
wardly, unlefs  by    fuch  accidental 
Miftakes  as  above-mention'd  5  but 
I  never  heard  of  an  Inftance  where 
it  has  proved  deadly,  tho  many  are 
fo  caught  with  it.     It   firft  affeds 
Perfons  with    a    Giddinefs  of  the 
Head  and  Dimnefs  of  Sight,  and 
afterwards    operates    violently   by 
Vomit  and  Stool.     Fat  Broths  and 
"oily  foftening  Liquors  are  good  in 
fuch  Accidents^  to  defend  the  Sto- 
mach and  Bowels  againft  itsVellica- 
tions.    After  its  Fury  is  over,  which 
lall-s  not  long,  it  leaves  fometimes 
a  Dofinefs  or   Heavinefs  to  Sleep, 
and   goes  off  without   any  further 
mifchief.     The   OEnanthe,    which 
'Wepfer  defcribes  under  the  name  of 
Cicuta  Aquatica,  Dr.   Mead  thinks 
to  be  very  prpbabJy  the  Poifpn  which 
was  ufed  fo  much  of  old,  efpecially 
at  Athens,  for  killinsr  Malefa£tors : 
But  xho.  comxnon.  Hemlock,  ht  fays. 
Is  not  by  much  fo  mal  ignarit,     Et- 
mkller  mentions  a  Perfonwho  took 
the  Root  inwardly,  to  the  quantity 
of  a  Dram,   which  ciired  him  of  a 
fch'irrom  Liver  and  Spleen-  5  and  re- 
coniraends,   for  further  knowledge 
"of  its  Properties,  ;to  Ktrcher,    Shnon 
PauU,  and  Amatus  Lufitanus.    But 
we  have  but  indifferent  warrant  for 
fuch  Praftice  ^  and   (o  antiently  as 
DJofcorides,.  does   it  fland    re).e<^ed 
from  all  hiward  Ufe,  for  its  poifo- 
Bous  Qualities.     However,  it  is  by 
many  in  efleem  externally,  for  the 
spleen  :\nA  Hypocondriac  Inflations, 
Its  Juice  is  boii'd   up  with  Gums, 
and  -fuch  convenient  Ingredients  as 
are   necelTary  for  the   form  of  an 
EmpUiJIer.      Our  College  .hzs  one 
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which  bears  its  name,  and  is  pretty 
much  prefcribed  in  the  above*men^ 
tion'd  Cafe  j  as  likewife  to  difcufs 
hard,  flatulent,  or  cold  Tumors, ;  in 
other  Parts.    '  :    <,

a  flrong  Narcotic  Quality,  and  is 
mention'd  in  fome  antient  Wri- 
ters as  convenient  to  be  given  be- 
fore an  Amputation,  to  deaden  the 
Senfe  of  Pain  by  ftupifying  the 
Patient  5  but  modern  Pradice  owns 
it  not  for  any  fuch  ufe.  It  is  rec- 
kon'd  cooling  in  external  Applicati- 
ons, and  therefore  commended  in. 
Inflammations  of  the  Eyes,  or  any 
Eryfipelas  ;  upon  which  foot  it  ftands 
in  the  Unguentum  Populneum  of  the 
Shops  in  prefent  ufe.

See  the  preceding  Clafs.  Common 
Experience  manifefts,  upon  theiirft 
0fe  of  this,,  lis  Narcotic  Properties-; 
altho  it  be  only  fmoak'd  according 
to  the  ufual  cuftom,  or  chew'd,  as 
fome  take  it,  or  adminifter'd  in 
Snujf,  it  has  always  the  fame  efFed : 
But  upon  long  Pradice,  like  many 
other  things  of  this  kind,  it  grow$ 
lefs  perceivable  in  fuch  Qiialitiesi 
and  with  fome  feems  to  have  no 
Influence  at  all.-  Its  inward  Ufe  is 
no  way  pradis'd,  but  amongft  fome 
poor  People,  for  cheapnefs  fake,  as 
a  Vomit  5  unlefs  in  thofe  unnatural 
ways  which  Invention  has  found 
out,  of  fnioaking,  chewing,  61: 
taking  it  in  Snujf,

490.  Papaveris  Erratic!, 
Wild  Poppies,  is  the  poidis  of  Dio~ 
fcorides,  TheophrafttiSy  and  Pliny  j 
the  Rh&as  of  Gerard  5  and  the  Er- 
raticum  ruhrutn  campejire  of  j?. 
Bauhine,  the  Corn  Rofe.  The 
Flowers  blow  in  '^une,  and  have 
a  fetid  faint  Scent,  but  make  a 
Syrup  pleafant  enough,  which  is 
much  ufed  in  the  Shops.  They 
are  gently  An9dyne  and  Narcotic, 
fo  that  they  are  given  fafely  to 
young  Children  j  of  the  Syrup  two 
Drams  to  half  an  Ounce  i\\  a  Dofe, 
very  moderately  inclining  to  Sleep, 
and  alfo  promoting  a  Diaphorefis. 
There  is  an  Infufion  made  of  them 
in  a  low  Spirit,  in  fome  Shops  ; 
which  being  dulcify'd,  and  Warm'd 
with  a  few  proper  Aromatics, 
makes  a  very  toothfom  Dram  ;  and 
is  much  ufed  by  fome  with  good

The  Flowers  are  com- 
monly enough  known,  and  rec- 
kon'd  of  the  fame  Virtues  as  the 
former,  but  in  a  lefs  degree. 
They  are  m  ufe  very  little,  but 
for  a  Syrup i  a  fimple  Water,  and  a 
Conferve.  The  Syrup  is  weH  e- 
nough  to  fvveeten  Juleps  for  Chil- 
dren, but  is  not  fo  efFedual  in  any 
refpeft,  as  to  deferve  an  Aflignmenf 
of  its  Dofe,  there  being  no  fear  of 
Error  in  Quantity.  The  Water  h 
good  for  nothing,  and  the  Coyi' 
ferve  for  little  elfe  than  to  give  a 
convenient  Confiftence  and  Bulk  to 
EleHuaries  or  Boles,  amongft  Ingre- 
dients of  more  efficacy^

492.  N 1/  X  Vomica,  Id,  Thfs 
is  the  Fruit  of  the  Sclanum  arho- 
refcens  Indicum,  according  to  Brey" 
nerus  ;  the  Wood  of  which  is  tb^ 
Lignnm  Colnhrinamy  Its  princi- 
pal 
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pal  \J^Q.  is  to  do  mlfchief  with,  by 
killing  a  jyog  or  Cat.  It  has  all  the 
Operaiions  of  a  violent Po'ifon.  The 
Semina.  Hyofcjamij  CoccuU  Indies, 
and  Staphidis  agrU,  are  all  Co  much 
of  the  fame  nature,  that  we  have 
forbore  to  give  them  diftincl  places. 
They  are  commended  for  deftroying 
flich  Vermine  as  are  apt  to  breed 
in  uncleanly  People.  Kiverim  pre- 
scribes the  CoccuU  in  a  Cataplafin, 
againO:  the  Gout.  Some  Poachers 
have  learnt  a  trick  of  making  thefe 
.Up  into  Pafte  to  intoxicate  Fifh 
with,  fo  that  they  may  be  taken  out 
of  the  water  with  one's  hand.  And 
this  appears  to  have  been  an  old 
Pradice,  as  we  find  them  for  this 
reafon  in  fome  Authors  diftinguifh'd 
by  the  name  of  Bacca  PifcatorU. 

493.  Capita  Papaveris 
A  L  B  I,  white  Poppy 'He ads.  Thefe 
are  cultivated  in  the  Gardens,  and 
contain  a  great  deal  of  a  Juice, 
which  may  be  extraded  into  an  O- 
fmmy  being  of  the  fame  Virtues. 

494^  Capita  Papaveris 
K I G  R  1 ,  Black  Poppy-Heads.  Thefe 
grow  as  the  former,  but  wild  a- 
rnongft  the  Corn,  and  are  reckon'd 
ftronger.  With  thefe  is  made  the 
Syrupus  de  Meconio,  fo  much  in  ufe. 
They  are  fo  Narcotic,  that  their 
Scent  will  even  afFe£t  Perfons  with 
l)roufinefs.  Of  this  I  once  knew 
an  odd  Inftance  :  A  whole  Family 
infenfibly  fell  into  fuch  an  Inclina- 
tion to  sleep  and  Heavinefs,  as  for 
two  or  three  days  to  be  fcarce  able 
to  keep  awake  ;  until  at  length  ima- 
gining the  Caufe  to  be  from  a  great 
many  green  Poppies  which  were  hung 
2i!iiioft   in  all   the  Room^  to  diy^ 


the  Poppies  were  remov*dj,  and  the 
Lethargy  w^ore  off.

495.  Meconium,  Id.  This  is 
the  Extrad  of  our  Englijh  Popples, 
which  has  all  the  Virtues  of  the 
Foreign  Opium ,  but  in  fome  What  a 
lower   degree. 

49^.  Opium,  Id.  This  is  the 
infpiffated  Juice  of  the  Turky  Pop" 
pies,  and  very  much  in  the  acquain- 
tance of  all  concern'd  in  Medicine. 
This  Drug  is  of  fo  great  confe- 
quence,  that  there  is  no  following 
the  Notions  of  all  Authors  concern-^ 
ing  it  ;  many  Treatifes  have  beert 
wrote  profefledly  about  it.  The 
moft  worth  the  Reader's  while  to 
confult,  is  Hartman.  Some  have 
been  fearful  in  meddling  with  it  j 
but  others  again  are  very  bold  in 
its  ufe.  plater  us  extols  it  prodi- 
gioufly  J  and  Sylvius  us'd  to  .  fay, 
if  it  was  not  for  Opium  he  would 
not  pradife.  Its  moft  difficult  ufe 
is  m  DeliriumSy  which  fometimes 
it  does  mighty  fervice  in,  and 
fometimes  much  mifchief.  Van. 
Helmont  forbids  it  at  fuch  times  5 
but  (b  much  Skill  in  a  Phyfician  is 
required  in  this  cafe,  that  the  room 
we  have  here  for  Hints  only  can- 
not teach  anv  Perfon  its  ufe,  who 
{?.  not  fo  qualify'd.  What  concerns 
its  Principles  and  Preparations,  we 
fliall  be  as  large  upon  as  poffible  in 
the  latter  end  of  this  Part.  For  fur- 
ther Acquaintauce  herewith,  let  the 
Reader  confult  Dr.  Mead's,  Effay 
upon  it  5  and  a  Book  wrote  by 
Dr.  "Jones,  call'd.

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SECT.    XI. 

Of  Coolers. 


THESE  are  as  little  regarded 
in  Medicine  as  any  Clafs  of 
Simples  j  being  of  flight  efficacy, 
and  us'd  for  no  important  Inten- 
tion i  feldom  prefcrib'd  any  other- 
wife  than  as  Palliatives,  and  to  mi- 
tigate the  uneafy  Senfation  of  fome 
particular  Symptoms,  more  than  to 
cure  the  Difeafe  whence  they  arife. 

All  of  this  Rank  may  be  confi- 
der'd  under  thefe  tw^o  Divilions : 
The  iiiil  are  fuch  as  immediately 
produce  a  prefent  Senfe  of  Cold. 
Thefe  are  chiefly  Fruits  and  Acid 
^uices:,  and  are  mod:  commonly  or- 
der'd  to  cool  the  Mouth  and  Sto- 
mach, and  allay  that  extreme  Thirft, 
which  an  inflammatory  Fever  is  apt 
to  occafion.  What  comes  under 
this  Intention,  feldom  has  any  fur- 
ther effect,  than  giving  a  grateful 
Senfation  to  thofe  Parts,  which 
were  before  uneafy  with  Heat  and 
Drought,  unlefs  they  are  taken 
down  in  large  quantities  j  and  then 
they  may,  from  a  fudden  Chillinefs, 
make  fuch  an  alteration  in  the  Pulfa- 
tion  of  the  Fibres,  as  will  fhock  the 
whole  Conftitution.  And  this  is  an 
effect  fo  much  in  the  Experience  of 
every  body  from  fiich  things  one 
time  or  another,  that  it  needs  no 
large  Explications  :  only  thefe  two 
Confequences  are  moft  likely  to 
happen  j  fuch  convulfive  Contrac- 
tions of  the  VefTels  may  either  ob- 
ftrud  their  Contents,  and  thence 
caufe  Stitches  and  Inflammations  j 
or  may  fo  {uddenly  retard  the  cir- 
cnlating  Juices,  as  will  difpofe  them 


to    undue   Coheilons   and  Confli- 
tencies. 

The    other  kind   of  Gaolers  arer 
fuch,  as  by  their  Vifcidity  are  dif^- 
pos^d    to   communicate    the   fame 
Quality  to  the  Animal  Iluidsy  with 
which  they  are  mixed.     Thefe  can 
be  prefcrib'd  in  no  falutary  Inten-^ 
tion,  unlefs  to  check  the  inordinate 
Celerity  of  the  Blood,  which  arifes 
from  a  Debauch  with  fpirituous  Li- 
quors 5  or  to   give  a  thicker  Con 
flflence  to  that  of  hedic  Conilitu^ 
tions,  whereby  it  may  be  reftrain'd 
from  flowing  too  faft.     But  in  both 
Cafes  there  is  a  great  deal  of  hazard" 
from  the  fame  means,  becaufe  the 
diminution  of  the  Blood*s  Velocity 
cannot  fo  exaftly  be  reflrain*d,  bue 
it  may  be  carried  too  far,  and  prove 
too  great  :   whereupon   fuch    Sub- 
fl:ances   for  want   of  due   Motiorr 
from  Circulation,  will  fall  into  one 
which  IS   fermentatfve  j  and  fo  by 
allaying   one   Heat,    raife   another 
of  much  woi'fe  confequence.     Thro 
this    Error,    Coolers    in    the  hands 
of  injudicious  Perfons,    frequendy 
change     i7mple     Inflammatory    Fe- 
vers,   which   would    perhaps   fbont 
go    off     by    a     critical    jyinphorc^ 
fis,     into    putrid    and     malignant 
ones,    which    o^tzn.    terminate    in- 
Death.

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grows  in  Meadows  and  Pafture 
Grounds,  as  well  as  by  Culture  in 
Gardens,  and  flowers  in  Af<^y.  It 
is  well  known  in  our  common  SaU 
letSf  and  is  little  otherwife  us'd.  It 
is  acid  and  grateful  to  the  Stomach, 
quenches  Thirji,  allays  the  Heat  of 
Choler  j  and,  as  Schroder,  with 
many  others,  fays,  refifts  Putrifac- 
tion,  and  is  of  great  ufe  in  Peftilert- 
tial  Fevers.  But  a  better  Theory, 
and  Experience,  now  renounces 
fiich  Pradice,  and  convinces  us, 
that  fuch  things  by  retarding  and 
chilling  the  Juices  too  much,  give 
them  an  opportunity  of  fermenting, 
and  running  into  Corruption  and 
Putri£iclion.  It  is  a  grateful  and 
falutary  Ingredient  in  a  Summer 
Sallet,  if  eat  in  moderation  :  But 
it  is  little  taken  notice  of  in  medici- 
nal Prefcription. 

498.  Agni  Casti,  Agnus 
Cafius,  the  Chafte  Tree,  called  alfo 
V'ttex  by  Gerard,  and  fome  others, 

and  diftfhguifhed  Fol'ns  an- 

gujlioribus,  cannabis  modo  difpoji- 
tis,  by  C.  Bauh'me  j  and  Agnus  folio 
nonferrato,  by  J.  Bauhine.  This 
has  got  a  Name  for  a  Cooler,  and 
particularly  of  the  genital  Parts,  fo 
as  to  have  been  prefcrib'd  to  allay 
thofe  inordinate  Emotions  and  De- 
fires,  which  arife  from  Seminal 
Turgefcency  :  for  which  Intentions 
many  Authors  have  Compofitions, 
Ivherein  this  is  a  principal  Ingre- 
dient, and  from  whence  they  take 
their  Names.  But  they  are  not 
now  in  any  efteem,  or  fcarce  ever 
made  or  Us'd  in  the  Shops. 

499.  A  L  s  I  N  £  s,  called  alfo 
MbRSUs  GALLiNit,  Chickzveed, 
or  Hen-Bit.  There  are  many  forts 
of  it  defcribed  by  Botanic  Writers  5 
but  the  Mfme  Media,  the  middle 
kind,  of  C.  Bauhine,  is  the  Chick^ 
zveed  of  the  Shops.  It  grows  in 
Gardens,  and  almofl;   all  manured 


Grounds.  It  comes  out  in  the 
Winter,  and  flowers  until  Midfum- 
mer.  The  whole  is  in  Ufe,  and  is 
accounted  a  Cooler,  much  of  the 
fame  Virtues  as  Pellitory  of  the 
Wall  J  but  it  is  now  rarely  ufed  iw 
Medicine. 

500.  A  N  G  H  u  s  /E,  Alkanet, 
Some  milke  this  a  Species  of  the 
Buglofs,  and  afcribe  to  it  the  famfi 
Virtues,  particularly  of  its  being 
moderately  cooling.  But  it  is  ufed 
only  in  officinal  Compofitions,  and 
in  them  but  very  feldom. 

501.  CicHOREi,  Succory,  is 
diftinguiflied  by  Botaniits  into  a 
Garden,  and  a  wild  fort,  but  they 
differ  not.  This  Plant  has  generally- 
pafs'd  for  a  Cooler  j  but  Schroder^ 
and  after  him  our  own  Mr.  Ray^ 
from  its  Bitternefs,  pronounce  it 
rather  on  the  contrary  fide,  and  will 
have  it  to  be  a  good  Detergent ; 
and  upon  that  foot,  of  fervice  in  all 
Obftrudions  of  the  Vifcerat  and  par- 
ticularly of  the  Liver,  which  makes 
it  in  their  account  an  excellent  Hepa- 
tic :  and  indeed,  in  this  view  is  it 
regarded  in  thofe  Shop-Compofi- 
tions  where  it  is  concern'd.  Almoit 
all  Authors  extolling  it  in  Cafes  pro- 
ceeding from  a  Redundance  o£  Cho- 
ler, may  have  occafion'd  it  to  pafs 
for  a  Refrigerative.  Etmuller  greatly 
commends  the  Syrupus  de  Cichoreo 
cum  Rhaharharo,  which  the  College 
yet  retain  in  their  Difpenfatory,  for 
Children.  Panarolus  much  com- 
mends this  Herb  in  all  Intempera- 
turns  of  the  Vifcera  ;  and  Spigelim

Hepatic.  Etmuller  fays  it  is  not  a 
defpicable  Medicine  in  Pleurifas , 
and  other  Obfl:ru£lions  from  gru- 
mous  Blood.  It  is  alfo  accounted 
outwardly  a  good  Abflerger,  and 
Cleanfer  of  foul  Ulcers.  Some  have 
foolifh  Superftitions  in  gathering  its 
Root,  and  wearing  it  as  an  Amulet 
againfl:  fome  Diftempers  of  the  Eyes, 
and  alfo  againft  Tertian  Agues. 

«ii 4.  Umbilici  Muralis, 
Wall  Navel-wort.  This  is  not 
known  of  late  in  Medicine,  except 
in  the  Populneurn  ;  and  is  the  true 
and  only  foit  which  ought  to  be  in 
that  CoMipofition,  the  otlier.  Umbi- 
licus Veneris,  being  of  a  contrary 
Quality :  Altho,  as  the  Ingredients 
for  that  Ointment  are  generally  dif.

Grapes.  The  Juice  of  thefe  is  the 
Omphacium  of  the  Antients  j  as 
their  Oleum  Omphacinum  was  the 
exprefTed  Oil  from  unHpe  Olives, 
They  ufed  to  expofe  the  Grapes  to 
the  Sun  fome  days,  and  then  prefs 
out  their  Juice  into  large  Vats ;  and 
in  the  time  of  Diofcorides  they  ufed 
to  let  it  Hand  open  in  them,  ex- 
pofed  to  the  Sun,  till  mofl:  of  the 
Humidity  was  exhaled,  and  the  Re- 
mainder infpiflated  into  a  Rob,  a 
Form  much  ufed  amongft  the  An- 
tients.

Crabs.  Thefe  are  fo  extremely  four^ 
and  reftringent  upon  the  Palate,  ^i 
not  to  be  eaten  raw  ;  they  are  there- 
fore us'd  only  for  their  exprefs'd 
Juice,which  feives  infome  Countries 
inftead  of  Vinegar^  and  is  much  of* 
the  fame  Virtue.  It  is  fold  by  th^ 
Kame  of  Verjuicei  .  and  makes  id 
many  cafes  a  very  goosl  Gar^arifm« 
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52,7.Melones>  Melons,  Thefe 
differ  not  much  fi'om  the  Cucumber, 
either  in  Property;,  or  Manner  of 
Produdion,  only  as  they  are  a  lar- 
ger Fruit,  and  fomewhat  more  deli- 
cate. The  Seeds  alfo  are  another 
o£  i\\Q.  four  greater  cold  Seeds* 

518,  Mom,  Mtdherrles,  Thefe 
afford,  a  grateful  auftere  Juice,  and 
are  us'd  pretty  much  in  the  Shops 
for  the  Syrup  which  is  made  of 
them,  and'  bears  their  Name.  It 
both  cools  and  aftringes  the  Sto- 
mach 'y  and  is  often  an  Ingredient  in 
Gargarlfms  for  its  deterfive  Rough- 
nefs.  IftheB'uit  hangs  until  it  is 
too  mellow,  it  grovYS  more  flimy^ 
and  is  not  fo  good. 

52, 9.  Oliv>£,  olives,  Thefe 
are  not  the  Produce  of  our  own 
Country  5  but  come  to  us  in  Pkkky 
chiefly  in  Salt-Water,  They  are 
very  oily  and  fmooth  3  and  are 
therefore  not  fo  good  for  the  Sto- 


mach, being  apt  to  pall  and  relax  i^ 
too  much,  as  mofl  things  of  the 
like  Properties  generally  do.  It  is 
from  the  fame  Fruit  we  have  the 
Oil  of  olives,  {o  much  in  ufe  5  the 
Virtues  of  which  we  fhall  confider 
m  the  thirteenth  Section, 

530.  RiBEsi  A, Cur  rants.  Thefe 
are  of  many  forts,  but  the  red  and 
white  only  are  m  ufe,  unlefs  for 
fome  very  fingular  Purpofes.  For 
the  black,  and  chiefly  the  Leaves 
upon  firft  coming  oat,  are  us'd  by 
fome  to  flavor  Englifh  Spirit,  and 
counterfeit  French  Brandy.  The  red 
and  white  are  very  agreeably  acid, 
and  accounted  as  wholefom  Fruit  as 
any  we  have  of  our  own  Growth. 
They  gready  ailiiage  Drought,  cool 
and  fortify  the  Stomach,  and  help 
Digeftion.  They  may  indeed  be 
eat  in  too  great  quantides,  other- 
wife  no  Harm  can  be  receiv'd  from' 
them.

both  concur.  An  Increafe  in  the 
Velocity  of  the  Fluids  makes  them 
'«iore  forcibly  pufh  againft,  and  dif-- 
tend  all  the  Parts  in  their  Circuit : 
If  therefore  any  Part  be  unequally 
preffed,  or  relaxed  by  external  Inju- 
ries, that  will  be  more  elevated  than 
any  other  5  and  for  want  of  equal 
refiftance  with  the  reft  of  the  Eody, 


ment,  whereby  it  fooner  turns  into 
Pus,  and  then  they  come  under  the 
Denomination  of  Suppuraffves  or 
Ripeners.  What  therefore  in  the  moll 
ftrid  Senfe  is  to  be  reputed  a  R.e- 
peller,  is  that  which  aftringes  and 
ftrengthens  the  Part,  fo  as  to  make 
it  refill:  any  fuch  Lodgment.  Thefe 
are  fuch  whofe  Virtues  refide  in 
their  Coldnefs  and  drying  Proper- 
ties. But  there  are  fo  very  few 
Inftances  wherein  Bandage  is  not 
better  than  fiich  Application,  that 
very  little  comes  to  be  us'd  for  thai: 
purpofe.  In  Hemorrhages  and  Oaz- 
ings  out  of  Serum i  fo  as  to  deform

mor,  efpecially  if  any  ofits  Veflels 
be  obftrucled :  becaufe  the  Protru- 
fion  of  frefh  Matter  a  tergo  will 
continue  to  add  thereunto,  until  the 
Part  is  upon  the  utmoft  ftretch,  and 
can  hold  no  more."  In  this  cafe 
all  thofe  Means  are  faid  to  be  re- 
pellent, which  check  the  growth 
of  the  Tumor,  and  aflift  the  reflu- 
ent Blood  in  taking  up  the  obftrud:- 
cd  Matter,  and  wa filing  it  again  into 
the  common  Stream.  This  Inten- 
tion is  chiefly  favor'd  by  Evacua- 
tion and  Revulfion ;  for  whatfoever 
leflens  the  quantity  of  the  Fluid,  will 
diminifh  the  force  upon  the  tume- 
f)''d  Part:  But  it  concerns  us  moft 
here  to  know,  how  external  Appli- 
cation to  the  part  it  feii^  helps  [n 
this  Affair. 

Now  a  Medicine  comes  to  be  a 
Repellent  m  this  cafe,  by  confifting 
of  fuch  fubtile  Parts,  as  may  tranf 
init  fome  of  them  thro  the  Pores, 
and  help  to  render  the  obftrufted 
Matter  more  fluid  j  fo  that  it  be- 
comes the  more  eafy  to  be  loofen'd, 
and  fall  acrain  into  the  circulntino: 
Current.  But  in  this  cafe  there  is  a 
hazard  of  fach  things  like  wife  putting 


Ends  by  aftringing  the  Fibres,whence 
thofe  Apertures  are  fo  clos'd,  as  not 
afterwards  to  admit  thro  them  any 
fuch  Fluid. 

Some  things  alfo  anfwer  this  end 
only  by  ftimulating  the  Fibres  of  the 
tumefy'd  Part,  fo  as  to  give  them 
fudden  and  forcibleTwitches,  where- 
by the  Obftrutlion  is  fometimes 
loofened  and  fhook,  as  it  were,  a- 
way  into  the  refluent  Current.

That  of  the  Vi* 
per  feems  to  have  the  moft  right  to 
claim  fomething  extraordinary  upon 
this  account ;  and  therefore  we  mall 
give  the  Reader  the  Thoughts  of  the 
beft  Authority  the  Profeflion  can 
produce  concerning  it,  in  an  Effay 
upon  this  Animal.  Having  inquired 
into  the  many  w'ays  of  curing  the 
Vlper'me.Poifon,  which  is  inflided  by 
a  Bite  j  he  tells  us,  that  the  Viper- 
Catchers  have  a  Remedy  far  beyond 
them  all,  and  in  w^iich  they  place  fo 
great  Confidence,  as  to  be  no  more 
afraid  of  a  B'tte^  than  of  a  common 
Pundure ;  immediately  curing  them- 
felves  with  this  Fat,  which  they  va- 
lue in  fuch  Cafes  as  a  Specific,  as  he 
difcover'd  upon  the  ftrifteft  Inquiry. 
Rut  to  be  convinc'd  himfelf  further 
of  the  Truth,  in  fo  important  a 
Point,  the  Dotior  enraged  a  Viper, 
and  caufed  it  to  bite  a  young  Dog 
by  the  Nofe  ;  both  the  Teeth  were 
ftruck  deep  in  ;  he  bowi'd  bitterly, 
and  the  Part  began  to  fwell  j  but 
upon  Application  of  fome  of  the 
Aximgia,  which  was  ready  at  hand, 
he  was  very  well  the  next  day. 

But  becaufe  fome  Gentlemen  who 
faw  this  Experiment,  were  apt  to 
impute  the  Cure  rather  to  the  Dog's 
Spittle  (he  licking  the  W^ound)  than 
to  tlie  Virtue  of  the  Fat,  he  was 
Caus'd  to  be  bit  again  in  the  Tongue  ; 
upon  which,  forbearing  the  Ufe  of 
this  Remedy,  he  died  within  four 
or  five  hours.  The  fame  Trial  was 
made  another  time  with  like  fuc- 
cefs  :  which  the  Botfor  afcribed  to 
the  clammy  and  vifcid  Parts  of  the 
Fat,  tho  withal  it  was  more  pene- 
traring  and  aclive  than  other  oily 
Subftances.  For  by  this  Property 
he  fuppofes  it  to  involve,  and  as  it 
were  fheath  the  volatile  Salts  of 
the  Venom,  fo  as  to  prevent  their 
fhooting  into  thpfe  SpicuU y-\yhic\\

The 
Ufe  of  this  is  commonly  enough 
known.  They  are  convenient  fome- 
times  to  draw  Elood  from  a  parti- 
cular Part,  as  the  Temples,  Hemor- 
rhoidal Veins,  and  where  the  Lancet 
cannot  well,  be  ufed  5  as  likewife 
from  young  Children,  whofe  Veins 
feem  too  fmallto  admit  ofPundure 
by  an  Inftrument  with  fafety.  It 
is  the  general  Opinion,  that  thefe 
are  good  to  draw  av/ay  the  Hu- 
mors from  any  particular  Part,  ef- 
pccially  i£  it  be  much  pain'd  ;  and 
tinder  this  notion  they  are  apply'd 
to  the  Gums  for  the  Tooth-Ache, 
Eut  m  fome  Habits  of  Body,  and 
peculiar  Difpofitioa  of  Humors, 
they  occafion  fuch  a  Derivation  to 
the  part  fuck'd,  as  to  raife  great 
Swellings,  and  fometimes  an  Ery- 
fipeUs.  They  ought  not  therefore 
%o  be  usM  inadvertently,  and  with- 
out proper  Advice.

Nicotian  A,  Tobacco, 
Altho  this  has  been  mention'd  be- 
fore, both  as  a  Sternutatory ,  Seel.  $, 
and  as  a  Narcotic,  Se£t.  10.  yet  it 
defer ves  alfo  to  be  confider'd  parti- 
cularly as  a  Topic  ;  being  of  more 
real  jjfe  that  way,  than  any  other 
in  medicinal  Intentions.  It  is  Co 
hot  and  penetrating,  as  to  yield  to 
none  of  this  Rank  as  a  Drawer  or 
Ripener,  efpecialiy  when  we  confi- 
der  that  at  the  fame  time  it  gives  this 
Difpofition  to  the  inclofed  Hu* 
mors,  it  alfo  quiets  and  fooths  the 
Parts  with  its  Narcotic  Qualities  j 
whereby  the  Irritation  is  prevented, 
which  many  of  this  Tribe  too  much 
occafion.  Upon  this  account  it  is 
frequently  of  great  fervice  "Where 
there  are  fharp  Pains,  attended 
with  a  Tumor  j  and  particularly  in 
thofe  of  the  Rheumatifm  and  Gout.

Thefe  all  come 
under  thisHead,  and  are  more  or  \qCs 
deterfive,as  theymore  or  Icfs  abound 
with  warm,  aromatic,  and  fubtile 
Particles.  Some  of  them  are  too 
cleanfing,  and  therefore  the  Tolk  of 
an  Eggy  as  was  taken  notice  of 
under  the  preceding  Article,  is  mix'd 
with  them  to  check  their  Adivity, 
and  adminlfter  as  it  Wjere  an  exter- 
nal Nourifhment  to  the  abraded 
Part.  Medicines  of  this  Tribe  fome- 
times  incarnate  too  faft,  and  fill  up 
the  Ulcer  with  a  Tungus,  or  what  is 
■commonly  call'd  Proud  FleJJj ;  which 
brings  on  a  Necefllty  for  the  fubfe- 
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quent  Clafs,  Befidcs  what  hath 
been  already  faid  under  the  difFcrenc. 
kinds  of  Turpentines  above,  which 
was  chiefly  extraded  from  Authors 
who  wrote  fometime  a2;o,  it  mav  be 
acceptable  to  acquaint  the  Reader 
that  our  New-England  Traders  have 
found  out  ways  to  imitate,  or  come 
up  -very  near  to  the  fineft  Ttirpen- 
tines  and  Balfams  of  the  Eaft,  from 
Trees  of  their  own  Growth  5  info- 
much  that  not  many  have  skill  e- 
nough  to  diftinguifli  them  j  tho  the 
true  Balm  of  Gilead,  the  Chio,  and 
Strashurgh  Turpentines  are  yet  fin- 
gular  m  their  chief  Charaderiftics, 
particularly  their  Delicacy  of  Fla- 
vor. The  Counterfeits  which  fome 
make  here,  are  knowable  in  a  lit- 
tle timekeeping,  by  a  Separation  of 
them  into  thinner  Parts,  almoft 
like  an  Oil,  and  thicker,  like  a  Coa^ 
gulum.  All  the  Turpentine  of  late 
vended  for  the  Venice  fort,  hath 
been  thus  manufadured  from  the 
common  Turpejitine ;  but  that  from 
Strashurgh  will  not  eafily  admit  of 
fuch  Adulteration,  without  bein^ 
difcovered  at  firft  fight,  its  greenifb 
Color,  and  peculiar  Frag  rancy  be- 
ing almofl:  inimitable.

THESE  are  fuch  things  as  by 
fheir  violent  Adivity,  and  Heat 
thence  occafion'd,  deftroy  the  Tex- 
ture of  the  Part  itfelf  to  which 
they  are  apply'd  3  and  eat  it  away, 
as  we  commonly  exprefs  it,  or  burn 
it  into  an  Efchar.  And  they  differ 
from  the  former  pretty  much,  as 
the  Piperine  Volatiles  do  from  thofe 
of  the  Garlick  or  Onio?T-kind  ;  as 
was  before  obferv'd.  Ripe'ners  and 
Detergers  have  fomething  foft  and 
imooth  in  their  Compofition,  which 
|aard5  thenj  againft  wounding  the 


Fibres  themfelves,   tho  it  does  not 
hinder  their  Volatility ;  but  in  thefe 
we  call  Caujiies,  the  volatile  Parts:  . 
are  altogether  unguarded    by    any 
thing  of  that  kind  ;   and  by    their 
extreme  Minutenefs,  Afperisy,  and 
Quantity  of  Motion,  Hke  tho/e  of 
Fire   itfelf,  tear  afiinder  all  Obfta- 
cles,  deftroy    the  Texture    of  the 
very  Solids  themfelves,  and  change 
what  they  are  apply*d  ro,    into  a 
Subftance  like   burnt  FlePn  5  which, 
in  a  little  time,  with  detergent  Dref- 
fings,  falls  quite  off,  and  leaves  ^

Vacuity  in  theSubftanceofthe  Part. 
Thefe  are  of  ufe  generally  mAbfcef- 
fes  and  Impojlhumat'wnsy  to  eat  thro 
to  the  fuppurated  Matter,  and  give 
it  vent }  and  alfo  to  make  Ijfues  m 
Parts  where  cutting  is  difficult  or  in- 
convenient. We  have  rank'd  fome 
things  under  this  Head,  which  do 
Jiot  come  up  to  (6  great  a  degree 
of  Efficacy  as  to  make  an  Efchar  j 
but  becaufe  they  are  able  to  raife 
the  Flefh  into  BUJiers,  and  make  con- 
iiderable  Changes  by  the  fame  man- 
ner of  Operation,  in  a  more  remifs 
degree,  we  thought  it  moft  proper 
to  give  them  a  place  here. 

570.  Calx  Viva,  ^Ick- 
Ltme.  This  comes  by  thofe  Qua- 
lities which  intitle  it  to  this  Clafs 
from  the  Fire  5  for  before  Burning 
there  is  nothing  in  the  Stone  which 
has  any  fuch  Properties.  Thofe 
who  are  acquainted  with  the  man- 
ner how  this  h  burn'd  in  Kilns  from 
Pit-ftone  into  this  Subflance,  will 
not  wonder  that  fuch  a  number  of 
igneous  Particles  are  lodg'd  m  it : 
but  however,  the  Commotion  and 
Heat  which  arife  from  its  being  firft 
wetted  with  common  Water,  fuffi- 
ciently  demonftrates  what  it  has  in 
its  Compofition.  Whenever  there- 
fore this  is  ufed  as  a  Capijik,  its 
Operation  is  to  be  accounted  for  in 
the  fame  manner  as  that  of  Fire  it- 
felf;  v^'hich  is  to  be  undcrftood 
from  the  preceding  Explication. 
This  is  alfo  ufed  for  many  medi- 
cinal purpofes  befides  that  of  a 
Cauftic.  The  Water  in  which  it 
is  flaked,  as  the  ufual  Term  is,  par- 
takes fo  much  of  its  hot  drying  na- 
ture, as  to  be  wonderfully  good  in 
wafhing  and  cleanfing  fome  floughy 
foul  Ulcers,  as  alfo  tetterous  Erup- 
tions ;  its  Alkaline  Saks,  made  (o 
by  Calcination,  greatly  dedroying 
thofe  Acidities  which  fo  ouze  out 
and  deform  ti^e  Skin.     Il  is  alfo  in 


internal  Prefcription,  as  a  Dryer  or 
an  Abforbent,  which  it  obtains  by 
the  fame  Qualities*  The  Ingredi- 
ents therefore  for  fweetning  Diet* 
Drinks,  are  frequently  boil'd  in  it* 
It  is  likewife  accounted  one  of  the 
beft  Remedies  in  a  Diabetes,  for 
reafons  which  the  Reader  may  find 
in  Dr.  KeiVs  Book  of  Animal  Se* 
cretion,  too  long  to  be  inferted 
here. 

571.  Cantharibes,  Spanijh 
Flies.  The  external  Ufe  of  thefe  is 
fufficiently  known  to  all.  They 
raife  Blijiers  by  their  Pungency  and 
Adivity  i  for  ftimulating  the  cu- 
taneous Fibres ,  they  occafion  a 
greater  Derivation  of  Fluids  to  that 
part  J  which  pafltng  the  Skin,  and 
not  being  able  to  penetrate  the  C«-« 
tide,  they  divide  them,  and  elevate 
the  latter  up  into  a  Blijier,  as  has 
been  already  hinted  under  N^  5  «^  (J", 
err.  of  the  fecond  Clafs  of  this  Sec^ 
tion.  The  Subtility  of  thefe  is  niani- 
feft  from  their  entering  into  the 
Blood  ia  fuch-Quantities,  when  on- 
ly externally  applyM,  as  are  fuffici- 
ently felt  beyond  the  Kid?ieySf  and 
often  occafion  Stranguries,  and  great 
Heat  of  Urine,  Thefe  are  fome- 
times  managed  fo  as  to  open  IJfues, 
but  it  is  a  painful  and  uncertain  way* 
The  perpetual  Blifier-Plaiflers,  which 
are  fo  much  advertis'd,  are  iiothing 
elfe  but  the  common  Epifpajlic,  drefl 
with  a  mixture  in  which  the  Can^ 
tharides  are  finely  pouderM  and 
mix'd  :  therefore  thofe  who  value 
theirifelves  upon  it  as  a  Secret,  ei- 
ther abufe  themfelves  or  other  Peo- 
ple. By  the  fame  management 
Iffues  may  be  provoked  to  make 
the  greater  Difcharges,  the  leaft  Par- 
ticle being  put  at  the  bottom  of  the 
Pea,  or  touching  the  Pea  with  an 
Unguent,  with  Tome  of  them  in  it*

We 
mention'd  this  amongft  the  Sternu- 
tatories, Se5i,  9.  But  its  wonder- 
ful Subtility  and  Heat  fometimes 
give  it  a  place  in  external  Compo- 
fitions,  which  are  intended  for 
powerful  Stimuli,  and  to  make  a 
Derivation  of  ferous  Humors  to 
the  Parts  where  it  is  apply'd.  Upon 
this  foot  it  is  an  Ingredient  in  the 
Emplafirum  Cephalicum  of  the  CgU 
lege  Bifpenfatory ,  which  is  ^  laid  up- 
on the  Head  to  draw  out  ferous 
Humors,  and  make  a  Revuldoa 
from  thofe  Glands  v/hich  fufFer  by 
the  continual  drain  of  Rheum,  in 
common  Defluxiftns  and  Catarrhs. 
The  fame  Compound  is  alfo  preHiri- 
bed  to  be  apply'd  to  the  Peet  in  Fe- 
vers, for  the  like  Property.

This  ftands  in  fome  Ca- 
talogues of  medicinal  Simples,  but 
feems  good  for  nothing  ;  and  is  of 
no  ufe  but  to  gratify  wanton  Peo- 
ple in  playing  Tricks  with  it.  This 
is  brought  to  us  from  the  Eaft-Indies, 
and  is  a  Down,  or  hairy  Subflance, 
grovv^ing  on  the  outdde  of  the  Pod 
of  the  Phafeolus  Zurratenfn  filicma, 
hirfuta..  It  is  fo  pointed,  as  like  3 
Nettle  to  fiing  the  Flefh,  but  not 
with  fo  painful  a  Senfation  j  this 
caufing  only  to  itch  ;  which  con- 
tinues fo  long,  and  at  laft  will  grow 
{o  troublefome,  as  to  excite  much 
Pain  in  rubbing  to  allay  it ;  fo  that 
it  frequently  occafions  a  Flux  of 
Humors  to  the  Parts= 

578.  T I  T  H  Y  M  A  L  L  u  s.  Spurge. 
This  differs  not  iw  Species  from  the 
Cataputia,  nor  in  its  phyfical*  Pro- 
perties ;  and  therefore  needs  no  fur- 
ther explication  than  v/hat  is  to  be 
met  with  there. 

<^79.  Skv  o,SQap.      What  we 
mean  here  is  the  black  Soap,  which 
has  (^6  much  of  the  Pot-Afh  Lixi- 
vium iw  it,  that  it  is  extremely  pe-

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netrating  ;  and  this  makes  it  much 
order'd  in.  Cntaplafms,  to  be  ap- 
ply'd  to  the  Soles  of  the  Feet  'n\  Fe- 
vers.

hinej  Pojnum  Hicrofolyfratanum,  BaU 
famita  rptundifolia  repens,  feu  Afas^ 
the  Jertifalem  Balfam  Apple,  which 
was  antiendy  ufed  in  Pharmacy_j 
but  loft  to  us.  A  Species  of  the

By  the  Tex- 
ture and  Nature  of  its  Subftance,  it 
fends  to  relax  the  Solids,  and  fup- 
plies  the  Tuices  with  Particles  light 
and  adhesive.  Upon  the  firft  ac- 
count it  mav  be  good  in  dry  and 
coftive  Conftitutions  ;  but  muft  be 
hurtful  in  lax',  moift,  and  corpulent 
one*;.  By  the  Levitv  and  Tenacity 
of  its  Parts,  it  is  alfo  very  apt  to 
ftop  in  the  Glands  and  Capillaries, 
Vv'herepy  it  fouls  tlie  Vifcera,  but 
particularly  the  fmall  Glands  of  the 
Skin  :  hence  it  is  apt  fo  produce 
Blotches,  and  all  cutaneous  Defor- 
miti^'S.  ■  And  this  Opinion  is  much 
confirm'd  by  the  Experience  of  ail 


vei-fant  with  young  Children,  they 
having  much  of  this  in  their  Diet  5 
whereby  they  have  been  obferv'd 
to  grov/  weakly,  corpulent,  big- 
be!K  'd,  and  very  fubjeft  to  break- 
ings-out, 'and  to  bread  Lice,  and 
fuch-likeUncleanlinefles  ;  but  upon 
reftraiiiing  them  from  it,  without 
any  other  vidble  means,  they  hav^ 
out-grown  all  thofe  Inconvenien- 
ces.

This  is 
fomewhat  of  the  fame  nature  as  the 
former,  conflfting  of  light,  tough, 
vifcid  Parts  5  which  for  the  fame 
reafon,  as  given  before,  will  occa- 
Ciow  Obftrudions,  with  their  Con- 
fequences  :  but  in  this  refpefit  Cheefe 
is  not  fo  liable  to  thofe  Inconveni- 
encies  as  the  other,  becaufe  of  the 
fubtile  acid  which  it  has  from  the 
Ren-aet,  that  gives  it  a  warm  biting 
Tafte,  and  makes  it  more  eafy  of 
Digeftion  and  Comminution.  How- 
ever therefore  the  Palat  may  be  pre-

2.  The  Strength  of  thefe  IJ- 
cjuors,  makes  them  of  difi^erent  effi- 
cacies, as  to  any  Medicinal  Regards. 
The  fironger  they  are,  the  more  vif- 
cld  Parts  they  carry  into  the  Blood  ; 
nnd  although  the  fpirituous  Parts 
make  thefe  imperceptible  at  firfl. 
Yet  when  tliey  are  evaporated  or 
gone  off,  which  will  be  in  a  few 
iiours,  the  other  will  be  fenfibly 
enou^Th  felt  by  Pains  in  the  Head, 
Kaufeoufnefs  at  the  Stomach,  nnd 
Laditude,  or  Liillefnefs  to  Motion. 
This  thofe  are  much  the  befr  judges 
of,  Vvho  have  experienc'd  the  Ex- 
tremes of  drinking  of  th.efe  Li- 
jquors,  and  of  Wines  :  for  a  De- 
bauch of  >5^'ine  thev  find  much 
fooner  wear  off;  and  they  are  more 
lively  and  brisk  afterwards ,  than 
upon  over-tlpling  Malt.  Liquors, 
Ivliofe  yifcid  Remains  VY'ill  be  lon-r 


before  they  can  be  fhook  away. 
Thefe  Liquors  therefore  are  mucb 
the  more  wholefom  for  being  fmall, 
that  is,  of  fuch  a  Strength  as  to  carry 
fome  fmall  degree  of  warmth  inta 
the  Stofnnch  j  but  not  fo  as  to  pre-; 
vent  their  being  proper  Diluters  o^ 
our  necedary  Food.  People  of  ro- 
bufc  Conftitutions,  who  labour  very 
hard,  maydifpenfe  with  reafonable 
quantities  of  the  ftrongeft,  efpecially 
as  their  Food  is  frequently  poor  and 
flender  enough,  the  Deficiencies  of 
which  this  fupplies  ;  and  their  con- 
tinual Exercife  and  Srength  of  Body, 
digefis  and  breaks  the  Vifcidities  of 
the  Drink  into  convenient  Nourifh- 
ment :  ahho  in  Perfons  of  another 
Habit,  and  way  of  Living,  they 
would  onlv  produce  ObflruAions 
and  ill  Humors, 

3.  Malt  Drinks  are  diftinguiflied 
into  Pale  or  Brown,  from  the  Malt 
they  are  brewed  with.  That  whicli* 
is  flenderefl  dry'd,  makes  it  lefs 
tinge  the  Liquor  in  Brewing,  and 
therefore  Is  call'd  Pale  5  whereas  that 
which  is  higher  dry'd,  or  roafled  as 
it  were  in  coraparifbn  of  the  other>^ 
makes  it  of  a  high  Color  j  and  a 
mixture  of  both,  of  an  Amber ^ 
which  Name  likewife  feveral  of 
thofe  Liquors  bear.  The  Pale  Malt 
has  certainly  moft  of  the  Grain  in  it, 
and  is  therefore  moft  nouriOiing.j 
but  alfo  for  that  very  reafon  re- 
quires a  flron^  Conftitution,  fuffi- 
ciently  to  di2;efb  it.  Thofe  who  drink 
much  of  it  are  generally  fleek  and  fat 
in  the  bloom  of  their  Age;  but  if  they 
are  not  fuddenlv  cut  off  by  Fevers, 
as  they  generally  are,  they  fill  ve- 
ry early  into  a  diftemper'd  old  Age,, 
and  hardly  fuppoi't  the  Burden  of 
Life,  w^ith  a  Retinue  oi  jyiCtix^QS. 
The  Browa  makes  a  Di'ink  much 
lefs  vifcid,  and  fitter  to  pafs  the  fe- 
veral Strainers  of  the  JSody  ;  but 
what  is  very  (Irong  of  it  may  be  us'd> 
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efcape,  and  the  remainder  becomes 
vapid  and  four.  By  what  there- 
fore \-\is  been  akeady  faid,  it  will 
appear  that  the  older  Drinks  are 
the  mod:  wholefom,  fo  they  be 
kept  up  to  this  iliandardj  but  not 
beyond  it. 

There  \s  fo  much  of  VA^  might 
be  faid  upon  this  Head^  becaufe 
thefe  Liquors  have  the  greateft 
fhare  vn  our  way  of  living,  that  it 
Vvould  exceed  the  Eounds  we  have 
fet  ourfelves.  We  fhall  therefore 
only  make  this  farther  Obfervation, 
that  thofe  whofe  Fortunes  permit 
them  to  intermix  Wine  with  their 
common  Drink,  are  not  fo  fubject: 
to  Coughs,  with  other  Diftempers  of 
the  Breafij  and  Dropfies  j  yet  thev 
are  more  afHi£ted  with  Gravel  and 
Arthritic  Pains  :  fo  that  alcho  the 
French  may  be  merry  (as  what  is 
not  the  /ubjed  of  Mirth  to  th.em  ;  ) 
with  the  EngliJJj  coughing  T^i Churchy 
yet  we  can  return  it,  that  the  Eng- 
lijJ}  do  not  fo  often  cry  out  under 
the  Torments  of  the  Stone  and 
Gout,  unless  it  be  the  unadive  Drink- 
ers of  their  Wines. 

We  have  not  here  given  Wine  a 
diftinft  Article,  becaufe  it  is  a  Fo-r 
reign  Liquor  5  and  this  Work  h 
profelfedly  calculated  for  our  own 
Country  ;  however  as  it  is  fomuch 
in  our  com.mon  Drink,  amongd 
the  higher  Order  of  People  efpe- 
cially  5  it  may  not  be  amifs  to 
obferve,  that  the  flrong-er  Wines 
feem  much  tlie  more  agreeable  to 
EngUJh    Conflitutions  j    but   v;herf 
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in  excefs  enough  to  bring  on  the 
Inconveniences  of  the  former,  tho 
a  fingle  Debaiich  with  it  much  more 
eafily  wears  off.  How  far  it  may 
be  a  ufeful  Hint  to  thofe  v/ho  find 
their  accounts  only  in  the  Profits  of 
brewing,  I  cannot  be  a  judge  j  but 
for  the  Health  of  the  Confamer,  I 
can  venture  to  affure  him,  that  the 
Pale  Malt  brew'd  with  hard  Waters, 
fuch  as  thofe  of  Springs  and  Wells, 
is  the^beft:  becaufe  the  Mineral 
Particles,  with  which  they  are  im- 
pregnated, will  help  to  prevent  the 
Cohefions  of  thofe  drawn  from  the 
Grain,  and  enable  them  to  pafs  the 
proper  Secretions  the  better  ;  as  the 
vifcid  Particles  of  the  Grain  will 
likewife  defend  them  from  doing 
the  Mifchief,  which  otherwife  they 
mi2:ht  occafion.  But  fofter  Wa- 
ters,  as  Rl^tn  and  Rtver  Waters, 
•feem  moft  fuited  to  draw  out  the 
Subflanee  of  high  dry'd  Malts, 
which  retain  many -igneous  Parti- 
cles in  their  Contexture,  and  are 
therefore  befl  loft  in  a  fmooth  Ve- 
hicle. 

4.  The  Age  of  thefe  Liquors  is 
the  laft  thing;  we  are  to  eonfider, 
by  which  they  become  more  or  lefs 
wholefom.  And  this  feems  to  do 
fo  me  what  the  fame  as  Hops  :  for 
thofe  Liquors  which  are  longeft 
kept,  are  certainly  leaft  vifcid  j  Age 
by  degrees  breaking  the  vifcid  Parts, 
and  rendring  them  fiualler,  makes 
them  fitter  for  Secretion.  But  this 
is  always  to  be  determin'd  by  their 
Strength  ;  becaufe  in  proportion  to 

that,  they  will  fooner  or  later  come     they  are  too  ftrong  when  neat,  they

Le^ 
jTiery  the  younger  has  a  DifTertation 
on  Ho'nc'y,  in  the  Memoirs  of  the 
Academy  for  170^  ;  He  fays,  t-liat 
the  Spring  Honey  is  the  beft,  be- 
caufe  the  Bees  are  then  in  t'leir  Vi- 
^or.  He  eileems  that  which  is 
made  in  La'/iguedoc  and  Dauphiny  3 
but  that  of  G(?r^i(?rf ,  three  Leagues 
d ilia nt  from  Narhonne,  is  preferable 
%o  all  j  and  they  therefore  call  it 
Honey  of  Karhorme.-  The  Excel- 
lency of  this  is  thought  to  be  ov/- 
hi'y  to  tl^c  abundance  o^  'Rofemary 
.that  is  to  be  met  with  thereabouts  3 
jbut  when  he  Vv'as  in  thofe  Parts, 
notwithflanding  all  the  Rofemary 
was  deflroy'd  by  the  fevcrity  of 
the  preceding  Winter,  yet  lie  ob- 
ferv'd  the  Honey  to  be  as  good 
«is  ever  was  known.  In  our  Coun- 
try, Hampflnre  Honey  has  tlie  great- 
cfi  name,  but  1  cannot  fay,  whe- 
ther for  its  greater  Excellency,  or 
tlie  Quantity  which  that  Country 
affords.  That  which  Is  whitcft  and 
haraeft  is  moft  prefer'd,  but  the 
broxv-ner  and  fmoother  fort  is  bed  irs. 
>iedicine,  becnufe  it  Is  not  fo  apt 
to  cand ,y;\\\z\v  deforms  and  fpoils  it : 
befides,  Lemery  the  Elder,  in  his 
Chy?niftr''] ,  fays  it  Is  more  fpiri- 
tuous  J  winch  very  well  agrees  with 
its  keeping  more  fluid.  And  that 
certainly  muft  moft  abound  with  fa- 
line  Parts,  which  fhoots  fooncft  in- 


that  the  Mel  alburn.  Some  Natura-. 
lifts  and  phyfical  Writers,  fpeak  of 
Honey  being  found  in  many  Places 
where  there  ai*e  no  Bees,  and  it  is  by 
them  therefore  call'd  Kos  and  Cibus 
Coelejiis,  Pliny,  Book  ii.  Chap.  14, 
mentions  a  Mountain  in  Cri??^,  where 
there  was  found  great  plenty  of  Hor 
ney,  but  never  were  feen  any  Bees. 
And  G^/^JzafHrms,  Lih.  11.  defimp. 
Medic,  Facult,  that  he  found  Honey 
perfedly  form'd  upon  divers  Trees 
and  Plants.  His  W'ords  are  to  this 
porpofe  ;  I  remember  I  have  fome- 
thnes  in  the  Summer  cbferv'd  Honey 
upon  the  Leaves  of  Trees  and  Plant s,, 
infomuch  thai  the  Hinds  have  with  joy 
cry'd  out,  Jupiter  rains.  Honey  ! 

The  medicinal  Virtues  of  this  are 
many  and  great,  Infomuch  that  there 
is  no  Author  from  the  moft  antient 
times  but  makes  mention  of  them  j 
efpeclally  from  the  Divine  Hippo- 
crates,  down  to  this  Age.  It  \^ 
very  penetrating  and  deterging, 
and  is  therefore  good  in  all  Obftruc- 
tions,  efpeclally  from  vifcid  and 
tough  Humors.  \\\  Infardions  and 
Stuffing  of  the  Breafl^  it  is  of  great 
efficacy,  and  wonderfully  promotes 
Expedoration,  In  fhort,  there  is  no 
Diforder  from  Phlegm,  or  any  thing 
w^hicli  is  the  produce  of  a  cold  Con- 
.ftitution,  which  it  \%  not  of  fervice 
in.  But  in  thin  and  hot  Habits,  It 
h  not  good.  It  was  antiently  ufed 
as  S:A,gar  is  now  5  and  great  pity  it 
is,  that  it  is  not  at  prefent  moiie  ufed- 
It  does  great  fervice  to  fuch  as  are 
troubled  in  a  morning  with  thick 
tough  Phle%m,  with  which  they  can- 
not be  eafy,  until  it  Is  hawk'd  up, 
tho  it  gives  a  great  deal  of  difficulty 
and  ftraining  to  do  it.  For  this  pur-  .

by  the  Heat  of  the  Sun^  But  this 
is  not  greatly  to  our  purpofe,  fines 
we  are  fufEciently  now  acquainted 
with  its  Produdion.  Its  medicinal 
EfFeds  vary  fomething,  according 
to  its  different  degrees  of  Finencfs  : 
the  browneft  is  moft  fvveet,  becaufe 
there  is  moft  of  an  oily  nature  in  its 
Compofition,  which  makes  it  more 
adhere  to,  and  abide  longer  upon 
the  Palat  5  it  is  alfb  moft  opening, 
and  therefore  beft  to  ufe  ii\  puri^a- 
tive  Syrups,  as  alfo  iaGlyJiers.  The 
finer  has  more  of  a  binding  Qiia- 
lity,  but  the  fineft  of  all  has  a  de- 
terfive  one,  and  is  therefore  ufeful 
where  Phlegm  abounds  j  for  it  cuts 
and  attenuates  vifcid  Humors,  and 
promotes  Expedoration,  The  com= 
mon  Sugars  have  fo  much  in  them 
that  Is  grofs  and  vifcid,  that  if  much 
ufed  they  foul  the  Glands,  particu- 
larly thofe  of  the  Skin,  and  occa-? 
iiQi>  jnanv  fcorbutic  Symptom 5^^ 
R  4  Man^ 
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Many  Authors  too  have  a  Notion 
pi  their  being  hurtful  to  hyfterical 
and  hypocondriacal  People^  becaufe 
of  ti-ieir  fermentative  nature  5  and 
for  the  fame  reafon  aifo  forbid  them 
in  Fevers.  The  Arabians  firft 
brought  them  To  much  into  Medi- 
cine,  and  cohtriv'd  a  great  many 
S'yriips,  which  were  to  have  their 
Cojififtence  from  them.. 

(Soi.SpiritusVini,  Brandy. 
What  is  ftridly  a  Spirit  of  WmQ,  is 
only  a  Vegetable  highly  exalted  by 
•volatile  Salts,  as  was  before  hinted 
m  the  firil  Part,  concerning  Prin- 
ciples -J  but  here  we  mean  that  which 
is  m  common  ufe  m  potable  Li- 
quorSj  which  is  the  former,, with  a 
large  fliare  of  P'hlecm  :  for  what 
comes  up  to  that  Standard^  which 
the  Dijiillers  call  Proof,  contains 
near  ftven.  parts  of  Phlegm  to  nine 
of  Spirit.  Upon  the  exadeft  Tri- 
al I  have  known  made,  thirty- 
tzvo  Ounces  of  Brandy  of  common 
Proof  Vr'ould  raife  over  nineteen 
Oance.S;,or  very  near,  ofSpirit,which 
y;ould  all  burn  away  ,  but  no 
iriore,  the  red  bein<T  mere  Phlegm, 
The  medicinal  Effeds  of  this  may 
be  found  in  the  Explanation  of  the 
firft  Clafs  of  the  firft  Section,  of  this 
Part, 

601.  Serum,  Whey.  This  is 
accounted  a  great  Cooler  and  Sweet- 
ner  of  the  Blood.  By  taking  away 
the  Curd  fi'om  the  Alilk,  the  moft 
vifcid  and  grimioiis  Part  is  gone, 
and  the  Whey  which  remains  is 
thereby  left  thinner  and  fitter  to  pafs 
the  feveral  Strainers  of  the  Body  : 
and  for  this  reafon,  v;here  it  does 
not  coo  much  chill  the  Stomach,  it  is 
very  good  to  drink  in  large  quan- 
tities, to  rinfe  the  Vifcera,  and 
particularly  the  Kidneys,  by  wiiich 
it  is  very  apt  to  pafs  off.  The 
Cuftom  of  infufing  Fumitory  in  it, 
to  drink  for  many  Mornings  toge- 


ther fading,  is  of  long  Handing, 
and  is  greatly  approv'd  of  by  many 
antient  Phyficians  :  Where  it  is  not 
too  naufeous  (  for  the  Fumitory  is 
very  bitter)  it  cannot  but  be  an  ex- 
traordinary good  Medicine  for  mo- 
derately deterging,  cleanfing,  and 
flrengthning  the  I/iwards. 

(jQ3.     SPERMA.     RanABUM, 

Frogs  Spawn.  This  was  forgot  un- 
der the  Divifion  of  Coolers,  and  in- 
deed there  will  be  no  great  damage 
was  it  quite  lofl,  and  expung'd  the 
Materia  medica  ;  for  there  is  only 
a  /i7nple  Water  made  with  it,  which 
flands  in  the  account  of  fome  for 
many  good  purpofes  :  but  it's  an 
infipid  Phlegm:,  and  good-  for  no- 
thinjT  more  than  common  Rain- 
Water,  and  will  not  keep  long  with- 
out motherins;  and  flinkinjj. 

(^04.  T  A  E.  T  A  R  u  M ,  Tartar. 
This  is  what  is  found  ll:icking  ta 
Wine-Casks,  like  a  hard  Stone,  ei- 
ther white  or  red,  according  to  the 
Color  of  the  Wine  from  whence  it 
comes.  The  w^hite  is  preferable,  it 
containing  lefs  Dro fs  or  earthy  Parts. 
The  beft  comes  from  Germany,  and 
is  the  Tartar  of  the  Rhenijli  Wines. 
It  is  not  ufed  but  after  Preparati- 
on ;  we  fhall  mention  its  Virtues  iii 
their  proper  Place.

^y^jATER  IS  fo  ufeful  and 
V  V  necelTary  a  part  of  all  that 
•ve  are  concerned  in,  with  regard 
<ither  to  Diet  or  Medicine,  that  we 
cannot  be  too  inquifitive  into  its 
IJ^ature  and  Difference  j  nor  too 
ftllicitous  and  nice  in  our  choice  of 
h  It  is  the  main  Diluter  of  our 
F»od,  and  is  the  beft. for  that  pur- 
pcfej  the  freer  it  is  fi'om  the  mix- 
tu.e  of  any  foreign  Particles.  By 
ths  Element,  or  Divifion  of  Matter, 
We  underftand  nothing  but  a  flmple 
unnix'd  Ehud  5  and  Water,  as  fuch, 
is  lot  manageable  by  Pharmacy  to 
alt<r  it  for  the  better.  But  as  it  is 
not  to  be  met  with  unmix'd  with 
forre  heterogeneous  Particles,  we 
fhal.  be  better  inftmcbed  how  to 
ufe  md  chufe  it  for  the  Purpofes  of 
Life,  bv  inquiring  how  it  is  alter'd 
and  affeded  by  the  Mixtures  it  re- 
ceives of  fuch  foreign  Matter,  in 
the  feveral  Conditions  we  meet 
with  it. 

In  this  Search  we  find  again  the 
beft  Helps  fi"om  fome  fhort  Hints 
(and  fuch  only  w^e  have  room  for) 
of  Dr.  Mead's,  in  his  laft  EJfay  on 
Poifons. 

Water  is  of  fo  conilant  a  fervice, 
not  only  for  our  Drink-,  but   alfo 


in  preparing  our  Elefh  and  Breads 
that  it  may  juftly  be  faid  to  be  the 
Vehicle  of  all  our  Nourifhnient : 
fo  that  whenever  this  happens  to 
put  on  other  Properties  than  are 
neceilary  to  fit  it  for  this  purpoie, 
it  is  no  wonder  if  in  its  Paliage 
thro  the  Body  thefe  do  make  fuita- 
ble  Impreflions  there.  Thus  at  Pa^ 
rlsy  where  the  Water  of  the  River 
Seine  is  fo  full  of  ftony  Corpufcles, 
that  even  the  Pipes  thro  which  it  is 
carried,  in  time  are  incrufted  and 
ftopt  up  by  them  j  the  Inhabitants 
are  more  fubjeft  to  the  Stone  ia  the 
Bladder  than  in  mod  other  Cities. 
The  fame  has  been  obferv'd  in  the 
Baths  of  Ahano,  a  few  Miles  from 
Paduay  to  that  degree  that  it  is  fre- 
quently neceflary  to  clear  the  Wheel 
of  a  Mill  driven  by  the  Current  of 
thofe  Springs,  from  the  great  quan- 
tity of  petrify' d  Matter,  with  which 
it  is  from  time  to  time  incumber'd. 
Naturalifts  give  us  many  Hiftories 
of  fuch  Waters,  and  one  Inftance  I 
have  my  felf  feen  in  Northampton^ 
Jhire,  in  the  Parifh  of  Rothwell  or 
Rowell,  of  the  fame  kind  the  Dodor 
mentions  near  Padua.  It  is  what 
the  Country  People  there  call  an 
QverJ})ot-Mill,    where     the    Water 

turns 
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turns  the  Wheel  by  its  Weight  fal- 
ling upon  it  into  little  Buckets,  plac'd 
round  the  Periphery  at  convenient 
diftances  :  which  Contrivance  in 
nioil  places  wears  away,  and  wi- 
dens the  Paflage  in  which  the 
Wheel  moves  j  but  fuch  is  the  pe- 
trifying nature  of  this  Water,  which 
comes  from  a  Spring  but  a  little 
above,  that  they  are  forced  with 
convenient  Inftruments,  in  no  great 
diftances  of  time,  to  cut  way  for 
its  Motion. 

In  like  manner,  let  the  grofs  Par- 
ticles with  v.^hich  the  Water  is  fatu- 
rated  be  of  any  other  nature.  Me- 
tallic,  Salts  J  &c.  thefe  according 
to  their  various  Gravity,  the  Capa- 
city of  the  Canals,  and  fuch-like 
Circumftances,  will,  when  they 
come  to  circulate  ii\  the  animal 
]Bod)r,  be  by  the  Laws  of  Motion 
depofited  ii\  one  part  or  other.  So 
thofe  nu'neral  Bodies  and  nitrous 
Salts,  which  abound  in  the  fnowy 
Waters  of  the  Alps,  do  fo  certainly 
ftufF  and  enlarge  the  Glands  of  the 
Throat  in  thofe  who  drink  them, 
that  fcarce  any  who  live  there  are 
exempt  from  this  Incon^nience,

yor  this  reafon,  the  Choice  of  Wa- 
ter for  Drink  amongft  the  Antients 
was  made  by  weight  5  the  lighteft; 
being  prefer'd,  as  moft  free  from 
all  heterogeneous  Bodies. 

A  great  Negleft  in  this  refpeA 
the  Doftor  charges  upon  the  Inha- 
bitants of  tliis  City  J  and  that  h,  in 
chufing  of  ftagnating  impure  Well- 
Water  for  the  brewing  of  Beer,  and 
making  other  Drink?.  Such  a  Fluid 
indeed  has  a  greater  Force  and  Apt- 
fiefs  to  extrad  the  Tindure  out  of 
Malt,  than  is  to  be  had  in  the  more 
innocent  -^nd  (oh  Lic^uor  of  B^ivQi's  | 


but  for  this  very  reafon  it  ought  not, 
unlefs  upon  mere  neceffity,  to  be 
made  ufe  of  j  this  Quality  being 
owing  to  the  mineral  Particles  anc 
aluminous  Salts  with  which  it  is  im- 
pregnated. 

A  late  Author,  Dr.  J,  H.  in  a  Boot 
call'd,  Scelera  Acfuarum^  or  a  Supple- 
ment to  Mr.  Graunr  on  the  Bills  oj 
Mortality,  by  fearching  into  the  firfi 
Accounts  of  the  Diftemper  we  cali 
the  Scurvy,  defcribed  by  Pliny  anc 
Strabo  under  the  promifcuous  name; 
of  Stomacace  and  Sceloturbe;  anc 
examining  the  authentic  Hiflories  o^ 
it  in  later  Years,  made  by  the  mot 
obferving  Phyficians  in  thofe  Coui> 
tries  where  it  was  unhappily  re* 
viv'd,  as  Olaus  Magnus,  Bakiuints 
Konfeus,  J.  Wierius,  Solomon  A~ 
hertus,  6cc.  finds  that  the  Origin  of 
it  was  in  all  times  and  places  charg'd 
upon  the  Ufe  of  unwholefom  ftig^ 
nating  Waters,  Then  by  compariig 
together  the  Clayey  Strata  of  Kie 
Earth  about  the  Citi'es  of  Londin, 
Paris,  and  Amfierdam,  he  fhe^s, 
that  where  the  Water  is  worft,  tbre 
this  Malady  is  moft  rife.  So  tha'^  he 
has  put  it  out  of  all  doubt,  that  noft 
of  the  perplex'd  and  complicated 
Symptoms  which  are  rang'd  under 
this  one  general  Name,  if  thej'  do 
not  entirely  owe  their  birth  to  the 
Malignity  of  this  Element,  do  kow^ 
ever  acknowledge  it  to  be  their  nairt 
and  principal  Caufe. 

And  indeed  Hippocrates  himfelfv, 
as  he  has  very  plainly  deciphered 
this  Difeafe  by  the  title  of  cih^Vii 
^iyd\Qi,  or  great  Milts  ;  fo  he 
does  very  particularly  in  another 
Treatife  take  notice,  that  drinking 
of  ftagnating  Well-Waters  muft  ne- 
cefTarily  induce  an  ill  Difpoiition 
botli  of  the  Milt  and  Belly, 

If  we  enquire  into  the  Reafon 
of  fuch  ill  Effeds,  we  muft  con^der

lity  twitch  and  irritate  the  fenfible 
Membranes  of  the  Stomach  and 
Bovv'els.  Nay,  beddes  all  this, 
when  they  come  into  the  Blood,  it 
is  no  wonder  if  the  fmall  Canals 
of  infenfible  Tranfpiration  are  fre- 
quently ftopt  up  and  obilruded  by 
them  :  for  it  is  upon  this  fcore  that 
Sanciorius  teaches  us,  in  his  Medi- 
c'ma  Statica,  Se^.  z.  Aphor.  C.  that 
heavy  Water  converts  the  Matter 
of  Tranfpiration  intp  an  Ichor, 
wHch  being  retained,  induces  a 
Cachexy. 

What  Mifchiefs  will  enfue  here- 
upon, every  one  £t&s  ;  not  only 
Pains  in  the  Limbs,  livid  Spots  in 
the  Surface  of  the  Body,  Ulcers,  ^c. 
from  the  Acrimony  of  the  undiA 
charg'd  Moifture  ;  but  many  alfo  ever  was  publidiM,  has  in  a  gi-eat 
of  thofe  perplexing  Symptoms,  meafiire  accounted  not  only  for  the 
which  go  by  the  name  of  Hyjle-  Difeafe,  but  even  £br  the  Temper 
rical  and  Hypocondriacal,  may  take  and  Difpofition  of  the  People  of 
their  rife   from  the  fame   Source  :     feveral  Countries,  from  th«  Differ 


in  it  is  unavoidably  follow 'd  with 
the  wonted  Complaints. 

For  thefe  reafons  PVmy  tells  us, 
that  thofe  Waters  are  condemned 
in  the  firft  place,  which  when  boii'd 
do  incruft  the  Sides  of  the  VeiTels  ■: 
and  that  our  Well- Waters  do  this, 
no  body  who  looks  into  the  Tea*- 
Kettles  of  our  Gentlewomen  can  be 
ignorant.  And  indeed  in  antieut 
times,  when  Phyfic  was  more  a 
Science,  which  is  now  more  a 
Trade  ;  as  that  part  of  it  which  re- 
lates to  Diet  was  more  carefully 
fludy'd  than  it  is  now-a-days,  fo 
this  Point  particularly,  of  which  w« 
are  treating,  was  of  fo  great  mo- 
ment, that  Hippocrates,  who  wrote 
the  beft  Book  on  the  Subjed  that 


For  the  before-cited  San5loritis  has 
remark'd,  in  Se^,  3,  Aphor.  15. 
that  the  Flatus  or  Wind,  fo  infe- 
parable  from  thofe  Cafes,  is  no 
other  than  the  Fluid  of  Perfpiration, 
rude  and  unfinip*d.  If  the  Incon- 
veniences are  oftentimes  not  felt, 
at  leaft  not  till-towards  a  declining 
A2;e,  in  flrong;  and  aftive  Habits  of 


rence  of  the  Waters  witli  which  N-a- 
ture  has  fupply'd  diem. 

<?09.  Aq^u  a  F o n  t  a n  a,  Sprmg^ 
Water.  By  the  Courfe  of  this,  we 
are  liable  to  a  Mixture,  in  one  fort 
or  other,  of  all  the  metalline  JOt 
mineral  Particles  which  lie  con- 
cealed in  the  Earth,     For  the  Water 


Body ;  yet  I  arn  fi-om  very  good     of  all  Springs  (that  is,  all  Waters 
Experience  alTiu'ed^   that  ^hey  de-    \vhich  are  circj^uiatcd  or  (Ira in 'd  thro 
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the  Earth,  and  which  we  call  Springs 
when  they  break  out  upon  the  Sur- 
face) wafli  off  and  carry  along 
with  them  fome  Particles  of  the  Soil 
they  travel  thro  ;  fo  that  they  be- 
come falubrious  or  mifchievous,  ac- 
cording to  the  nature  of  the  mine- 
ral Matter  which  they  have  taken 
up  and  join'd  with  \\\  their  Courfe. 
So  far  as  this  anfwers  any  medici- 
nal Purpofes,  and  makes  the  Water 
in  any  refpeft  purgative,  v;ill  come 
under  inquiry  in  the  Article  of  Ad- 
duU.  Here  therefore  we  have  only 
occafion  to  be  (atisfy'd  what  are  beft 
for  the  common  occafions  of  Life, 
as  they  muft  neceifarily  make  a  part 
of  our  Diet  5  and  thefe  are  the  light- 
eft,  as  the  precedent  Reafonings  de- 
monftrate,  and  fuch  as  are  freeft 
from  mineral  Mixtures. 

That  Spring-Waters  are  thus 
loaded  in  their  Current,  cannot  be 
doubted  by  thofe  who  have  ever 
experienc'd  but  the  Taft  and  Effi- 
cacy of  our  ordinary  medicfinal 
Springs :  and  tho  our  own  Country 
furniilies  us  not  with  any  fuch  In- 
ftances,  unqueftionable  Authority 
informs  us  of  fome  Springs  which 
bring  along  with  them  poifonous 
and  deadly  Companions  3  which 
muft  be  their  corrofive  Corpufcles 
mix'd  with  their  Water,  that  can- 
not fail'  (when  forfaken,  in  the 
Canals  of  the  Body,  by  their  Ve- 
hicle) to  do  the  fame  Mifchief  as 
they  would  if  taken  by  themfelves 
undiluted  :  only  with  this  difference, 
that  they  may  in  this  form  be  car- 
ry*d  fometimes  farther  into  the  ani- 
mal Frame,  and  fo  difcover  their 
2viali2;nity  iii  fome  of  tlie  inmbft 
Recedes.  Thus  the  ^ons  Ruber 
in  Ethiopia,  mentioned  by  Pliny, 
about  which  abundance  of  native 
Minium  or  Cinnabar  was  found, 
fhew'd  its  ill  effects  chiefly  on  the 


Brain  :  which  gave  occafion  for 
Ovid  to  fay  of  it, 

•    ■   •St  quis  faucibus  haujit, 
Autfurity  aut  patitur  mirutn  grA" 
vitate  foporem. 

But  there  is  no  need  of  enlarging 
further  on  this  Head,  fince  an/ 
mineral  Poifon  may  impart  its  deadl/ 
Quality  to  perfluent  Streams  :  and 
accordingly  there  are  Inftances  cf 
Arfenical,  Mercurial,  and  other 
Fountains,  of  which  the  Hiftories 
may  be  (^^zn  in  the  Colledions  cf 
Baccius  de  Thermis,  lib.  6.  and  a  veiy 
remarkable  one  in  the  Philofophicd 
Tranf anions,  N^  8. 

We  are  taught  many  curious 
ways  of  trying  what  are  the  princi- 
pal Mixtures  in  thefe  Waters,  which 
muft  be  of  great  ufe  to  fuch  as  tia- 
vel  in  unfrequented  Countries,  and 
where  Neceility  often  forces  them 
to  unexperienced  Springs  j  but  that 
would  be  too  long  for  us  here  :  we 
fhall  therefore  only  drop  this  gene- 
ral Rule,  That  thofe  Waters  are  beft 
for  ufe  which  are  lighteft  ;  and  this 
itiay  be  determin'd  with  the  utmoft 
exadnefs,  by  weighing  other  con- 
venient Bodies  in  them,  which  we 
are  taught  by  the  common  Hydro- 
Jiatteal  Scales,  now  any  where  to  be 
had  in  the  Shops.  The  common. 
Experiment  of  trying  them  with 
Soap  is  alfo  ufeful  5  for  the  more 
remote  they  are  from  lathering  with 
that,  the  more  unfit  they  are  for 
ufe.  Thofe  Springs  which  arife 
from  a  chalky  Earth,  are  generally 
accounted  beft  :  which  may  be  either 
for  their  not  giving  to  the  perfluent 
Waters  any  thing  tinwholefom,  or 
their  abforbing  many  mineral  Parti- 
cles from  them  in  their  Percolsftion. 

Tiiete  may  Circumftances  hap- 
pen^  where  Spwngu Waters  fbalj  be 

foi^r4 
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found  of  good  fervlce  drdnk  alone,  mix'd.  But 
In  fome  Stomachs  relax'd  from 
Intemperance ,  thefe  drank  \n  a 
morning  not  only  help  to  wafli 
off  a  great  deal  of  ilimy  Pilth, 
the  Remains  of  a  Debauch,  but 
alfo  to  aftringe  the  Fibres,  and 
draw  up  the  Membranes  to  a  due 
Tenfity.  And  the  more  loaded 
fuch  Waters  are  with  fome  mineral 
Particles,  efpecially  of  the  alumi- 
nous or  nitrous  kind  ;  the  more  ab- 
fterfive  and  more  reftringing  will 
they  be,  and  the  better  anfwer 
thofe  Intentions.

Thefe  have  been  taken  notice  of 
in  all  Ages  and  Countries,  and  have- 
gone  thro  various  Opinions,  in 
accounting  for  their  Virtues  and  Ef- 
ficacies, according  as  the  Humor  of 
Philofophizing  has  happen'd  to  run.- 
Belmont  and  his  Difciples  have 
ftrangely  fpiritualiz^l  upon  this  heady 
as  on  moii  others  j  and  talk  much 
of  a  Gas  and  Aporrea  of  the  Earth 
in  their  Compofition.  '  But  we  muflr 
content  our  felves  to  keep  within  the 
compafs  of  fenfible  Qiialities,  and 
pretend  to  know' no  farther  than  they 
will  conduft  u,s  i  and  thefe  we  are 
pretty  well  informed  of,  from  the 
vifible  Mixture  of  mineral  Matter,^

There  is  no  Coun- 
ty fcarce  in  England,  but  difcovers 
fome  of  thefe  Springs,  Thofe  a- 
bout  London  are  chiefly  Epfom, 
~I>ulwkh,  ASlon,  and  North-Hall-, 
t\\o  there  are  many  others,  and  per- 
haps as  good,  but  of  inferior  note. 
They  all  agree  in  this,  that  they  a- 
bound  with  a  Salt  of  an  aluminous 
and  nitrous  nature,  which  they  take 
up,  and  waih  along  with  them  in 
their  Paflages.  This  is  not  only  ma- 
nifeft  to  the  Taft,  but  upon  Eva- 
poration they  leave  it  in  confidera- 
ble  quantities  behind.  It  is  not  of 
moment  enough  to  diftinguifh  the 
feveral  kinds  of  thefe  Salts,  which 
fome  Perfons  of  great  Leifure  have 
done  5  fuch  as  are  therefore  very 
inquifitive,  may  confult  Mr.  Allen's 
Natural  Hifiory  of  Mineral  Waters, 
where  they  will  meet  with  Nicety 
and  Perplexity  enough.  By  this  fa- 
line  Mixture,  thefe  Waters  greatly 
deterge  the  Stomach  and  Bowels, 
And  carry  along  with  them  by  Stool 
a  great  deal  which  it  may  be  bene- 
ficial to  have  well  gotten  rid  of. 
They  do  often  therefore  good  fer- 
vice  where  the  Prims.  Via,  want 
cleaflngj  but  this  is  to  be  done 
with  a  few  Repetitions :  but  if  Per- 
fons go  on  longer,  (as  it  is  too  cuf- 
tomary,  fome  thinking  the  more 
they  purge,  the  further  they  are 
from  being  fick)  the  ^3.ks  will  too 
much  get  into  the  Blood  j  which  by 
their  Groffnefs  will  gradually  be 
coUefted  in  quantity  enough  in  the 
Capillaries  and  Glands,  to  obftrudl 
them,  and  occafion  Fevers  pejfimi 
moris.  For  all-  thofe  Fevers  which 
cgme  after  lon^  Purging,  efpeciaily 
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after  tlie  Waters,  are  of  the  wor(t 
kind,  and  often  fatal.  Some  foften 
thefe  Waters  by  boiling  up  enou^-h 
Milk  with  them  to  make  a  kind  of 
Whey,  which  is  agreeable  to  fom« 
tender  Perfons,  who  might  be  too 
much  chill'd  with  the  Water  raw. 
Thefe  do  great  fervice  fometimes  in. 
fuch  Cholics  as  invert  the  Periftal- 
tic  Motion  of  the  Inteftiiies,  and, 
as  People  commonly  exprefs  it, 
twiji  the  Guts  j  where  the  Patie*i£ 
can  walk  about,  or  be  kept  conve- 
niently in  an  ere£l  Pofture :  fos 
their  Weight  prelling  downwards, 
and  their  Moifture  foftening  and  re- 
laxing the  Fibres,  concur  to  promota 
their  Paflage  quite  thro,  wherein^ 
confifts  the  cure  in  fuch  cafes.  Bu^s 
it  is  fuppos*d  here,  that  they  ar.® 
boil'd  with  fome  Milk  j  a  Quart  q4 
Water  with  half  a  Pint  is  the  ufual 
quantity  :  for  that  much  cor;tribuift3f 
to  its  relaxing  Quality. 

It  is  difficult  to  pafs  this  Article, 
without  fetting  a  mark  upon  that 
abominable  Cheat  which  is  now  fold 
by  the  name  of  the  Salt  of  Epfom 
Waters.  JDr.  Grew ,  who  was  a 
moft  worthy  Phyfician ,  and  a  a 
induftrious  Experimenter  himfelf^ 
made  trial  how  much  Salt  thefe  Wa- 
ters would  leave  upon  Evaporation  ^ 
and  found  that  a  Gallon  left  about 
two  Drams,  or  near,  according  to 
my  beft  remembrance,  for  I  have 
not  his  Writings  by  me  He  like- 
wife  found  the  Salt  thus  procured 
anfwer'd  the  Virtues  of  the  Water 
in  its  Cathartic  Qualities.  Of  thi^ 
an  account  was  given  before  the 
Royal  Society,  in  a  Latin  Differta-'

IT  Is  a  much  hacder  Task  in  this 
Part,  not  to  fay  too  much,  than 
to  fay  what  is  rieceffaiy.  Many 
Perfons  who  have  chiefly  given 
themfelves  up  to  the  Chymical 
Pharmacy,  have  entcrtnin'd  fuch 
Notions  of  Meymriesy  Sulphur s, 
and  other  imaginary  ]&xiftences  'n\ 
the  Compoiitions  of  Metals,  that 
the  Shops  are  loaded  with  their 
Vokimes.  And  aferious  purfuit  of 
their  Reafbnings  would  not  only  be 
the  Bufinefs  of  one  Life,  according 
to  the  ufual  Age  of  Man  j  but  would 
alfo  I'lin  a  Perfon  into  Enthufiafm, 
if  not  Biftraftion.  And  this  Con- 
tagion has  rag'd  ever  fince  the  Ex- 
pulfion  of  Mechanical  Knowledge, 
and  the  Ufurpatlon  of  a  Spiritual 
kind  of  Philofophy,  prop.igated 
hy  the  So7is  of  Fire  :  for  by  this 
title  have  the  Furnace  Sages  thought 
Hi  to  diftinguiil:^  themfelves  until 
very  lately.  The  laft  EngUJlj  Dif- 
penfitorj'- Writer  has  veiy  injudi- 
cioufly  amafs'd  together,  the  worft 
and  moil:  infiunificant,  with  the  beft 
and  moft  efficacious  Preparations. 
We  fhall  therefore  in  this  Part  AK- 
jnifs  all  that  is  not  of  prefent  \5{q, 
■  sirid  real  Service  in  Medicine,  how 
j)omp'ouf]y  foever  dignified  with 
Names :  and  what  is  of  a-ue  Effi- 
cacy, we  fhall  endeavour  to  account 
for,  both  as  to  theiv  manner  of  Pre-

tf i  r.  A  u  R  u  %\,Gold.  What  fhould 
have  been  the  principal  Inducement 
to  torture  this  Metal  with  fo  much 
Violence,  to  obtain  from  it  fome 
Medicinal  Virtues,  is  not  eafily  to 
be  guefs'd  :  unlefs  it  was  to  keep 
up  the  Authority  of  an  ill-deferv'd 
Regard,  and  a  Jealoufy  that  they 
could  not  be  well  in  the  common 
Opinion  for  Phyficians,  who  could 
not  do  extraordinary  things  in  their 
Profedion,  with  a  Metal  which  had 
•fuch  a  prodigious  Influence  almoft 
on  every  other  account.  Many  in- 
deed there  have  been,  who  have 
honefl:ly  oppos'd  this  Artifice,  but 
the  contrary  fide  has  a  long  time 
prevail'd,  and  to  fuch  a  degree, 
that  this  Metal  it  felf  has  not  only- 
been  transform'd  into  all  the  Shapes 
imaginable  for  Medicinal  Purpofes, 
but  even  its  Name  has  been  tr^yif- 
fer'd  to  do  honor  to,  and  enhance 
the  Price  of  many  other  worthlefs 
Preparations  that  bore  but  any  re- 
femblance  to  its  fenfible  Qualities. 
Hence  many  Tinctures  of  a  yellow 
Color,  are  prefently  the  Golden 
Tindure  of  fomething  or  other. 
Moft  indeed  acknowledge,  that  Gold 
in  Subfiance,   or  reduc'd  into  the 

fmallef^ 
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as  in  the  Leaf-Gold^  is  not  digefti* 
ble  in  the  Stomachy  fo  as  to  be 
tranfmitted  into  the  Blood,  and  to 
be  there  of  any  Efficacy.  But  there 
are  neverthelefs  many  who  are  con* 
fident  of  its  doing  extraordinary 
Matters,  if  reduc'd  into  a  Pouder, 
by  Amalgamation  with  Mercury , 
and  by  evaporating  the  Mercury 
afterwards.  Zacutus  Lufitanus  h 
one  of  the  fmarteft  Pleaders  on  this 
fide  the  Controverfy,  againft  Mufa, 
PicHs  Mlrandula ,  and  Platerus  5 
who  befides  many  Inftances  of  its 
Efficacy,  urges  the  Authority  of 
Avkeriy  Serapion,  Geber,  and  ma- 
ny of  the  Arabian  Phyficians,  with 
thofe  of  other  Countries,  and  of 
later  date.  G^ercetan,  Schroder, 
Zwelfer,  and  Etmuller,  with  many 
other  more  modern  practical  Phy- 
ficians, fell  into  the  fame  Opinion. 
But  which  fide  foever  the  Truth  lies 
on,  the  modern  Practice  rejeding 
all  Preparations  of  it,  will  be  a  fuffi- 
cient  Juftification  for  our  retaining 
fo  few  of  them.

Monfieur  Lemery  has  been  very 
honeft,  in  expofirlg  the  Knavery  of 
the  Chymifts  and  Empirics  in  this 
refped  5  what  therefore  we  find  in 
him  retain'd  of  the  Preparations, 
for  any  medicinal  Ufe,  we  fhall 
venture  to  infert,  and  no  further.  In 
the  Purification  of  Gold,  there  hap- 
pens nothing  of  any  ufe  but  to  the 
Refiner  and  manual  Artificer  j  and 
therefore  we  fliall  begin  with 


Take  any  quantity  of  Gold  beat 
into  thin  little  Plates  j  put  it  into  ^ 
a  Phial,  and  pour  gradually  upon 
it  three  or  four  times  as  much 
Ao[ua  Regalis  :  fet  it  in  Sand  a 
little  heated,  until  the  Aqua  Re- 
galis is  fated  with  as  much  Gold 
as  it  can  take  up,  which  may  be 
known  by  the  Ebullition  ceafing. 
Afterwards  pour  the  Solution  into 
a  Glafs  VefTel  of  five  or  (ix  times 
as  much  common  Water,  and 
drop  into  it  by  degrees  the  0:1  o£ 
Tartar  made  per  Deliquiufv^  and 
the  Gold  will  fall  to  jhe  bottom  : 
after  which  pour  off  the  clean 
Water,  and  wafli  it  with  freli 
S3  '  wafiii 
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'  warm  Water  till  it  grows  infipid  j 
'  then  dry  it  on  Pliper  by  a  gentle

This  is  faid  to  caufe  Sweat,  and 
drive  out  noxious  Humors  by 
Tianfpiration.  It  may  be  given  m 
thQ  Small-Pox  ^nd-MeaJles  i  and  is 
alfo  reported  to  ftop  Vomiting,  and 
check  the  Aftivity  of  Mercury,  fo 
as  to  be  ufeful  in  lowering  a  Saliva- 
tion, when  there  is  occafion.  Its 
Dofe  is  from  two  to  fix  Grains. 
The  walking  will  not  take  out  all 
the  Points  of  the  Aqua  Regalis-j  {o 
that  if  it  has  the  Properties  afore- 
faid,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  reafon 
to  fufped  them  to  arife  from  Thofe> 
more  than  the  Metalline  Particle's. 
And  the  Operations  of  many  Mer- 
<:urial  Preparations  are  thus  ac- 
counted for.  The  Aurptm  Potah'de, 
which  fome  have  fo  many  ways  of 
making,  has  no  Claim  to  any  me- 
dicinal Virtues,  but  upon  the  fame 
account :  tho  moft  Preparations  un- 
der that  Name  are  Impofitions,  as 
3nay  be  feen  at  large  in  Le?nery's 
Chyimjiry. 

'.  '6iz.  A  R  G E N  T u  M,  Stiver.  Ma- 
ny medicinal  Virtues  are  attributed 
to  this  againft  Dif  eafes  of  the  Head,-

Purification  of  Stiver. 

This  is  done  by  the  Coppel,  which 
is  an  earthen  Veflel  that  refifts  the 
Fire,  fafhion'd  like  a  Difti.  It  is 
fiU'd  with  a  Paft  made  of  Afhes, 
which  have  loft  their  Salt,  fuch  as 
thofe  of  Bones,  (  for  their  Salt, 
while  they  are  burning,  evapo- 
rates :)  a  Hole  is  made  in  the  mid- 
dle to  let  in  the  Matter  that  is  to 
be  compelled,  and  fo  the  Veffel  is 
fet  a  drying.  This  Procefs  is  only 
to  give  the  Reader  a  Knowledge  of 
Litharge  which  arifes  therein,  be- 
caufe  that  is  much  ufed  in  external 
Remedies. 

'  Heat  a  Coppel,  cover'd  over  in 
'  the  Coals,  until  it  grows  red  hot  j 
'  then  throw  into  it  four  or  five 
'  times  as  much  Lead,  as  the  Silver 

*  intended  to  be  purified :  after  the 
'  Lead  is  melted,  and  the  fides  of 
'  the  Coppel  filPd,  which  will  foon 

*  be  done ;  caft  the  Silver  into  the 
'  middle,  and  it  will  prefently  run. 
'  Pile  Wood  up  round  about,  that 
'  the  Flame  may  reverberate  up- 
'  on  the  Matter;  and  the  Impuri-^ 
'  ties  will  mix  with  the  Lead,  and 

*  the  Silver  remain  pure  in  the 
'  middle.* 

The  Lead  being  fiU'd  witH  the 
drofly  parts  of  Silver*  '\'i'ill  lie  011 
the  fides  like  a  Scum,  that  may  be 
gatherM  up  with  a  Spoon,  and  this 
is  tliat  which  is  call'd-  Litharge  % 
which,  according  to  the  degree  of 
Calcination,  becomes  of  divers  Co- 
lors, and  is  fometimes  call'd  Li- 
tharge of  Gold,  and  fometimes  if- 
tharge-  of.  Silver,  The  Vii'tues 
therefore  of  this  Litharge  may,  be 
pretty  well  guefs'd  at  by  the  manner 
of  its  Production,  it  appearing  to 
confift  moftly  of  Saturnine  Parti- 
cles,

Gaufticuiii  Lunarej   the  Lu7}ar

Naturalifts  abundantly  inform  us, 
concerning  the  Produtiion  of  this 
Metal  J  and  Phyfical  XY^-Iters  fuf!2- 
ciently  prove  how  much  it  is  pre- 
ferable  for  all  Medicinal  Parpofes 
to  Steely  which  is  only  a  more  ii^.r- 
den'd  compad  Iron,  made  fo  by 
Alt  J  whereby  it  is  render'd  moi-e  Un= 
fit  to  yield  thofe  Principles,  or  Parts 
in  Preparation,  which  the  Phyficiaii 
requires  to  be  drawn  out.  What 
concerns  the  Controverfy  of  its  be- 
ing an  Acid  or  Alkali,  is  too  trilling 
for  our  l^Jotice  here  ;  we  Oiall  only 
therefore  inquire,  by  v/hat  manifcil: 
Properties  this  Metal  comes  to  afford 
fo  much  of  moment  in  Phyfical 
Preparations, 

And  to  this  purpofe,  thus  far  iii 
common  may  be  concluded,  as  from 
all  ■  other  Metalline  Particles  j  That 
fuch  as  can  be  mix'd  with  the  Blood, 
and  made  part  of  the  circulating 
Fluid,  muft  of  courfe,  by  the  ne- 
cefTary  Laws  of  Motion,  from  theiif 
fuperior  Gravities,  be  of  great  force 
to  break  their  Vv'^ay,  where  Particles 
of  lefs  Gravities  cannot  get  thro.

ftands  in  its  way,  than  of  any  0- 
ther,  not  fo  heavy  :  and  therefore 
will  any  Obftru£tion  iw  the  Glands 
and  Capillaries  be  fooner  remoy'd 
by   fuch   Particles,    than    by  thofe 


j?!^.  Terrum,  Irorii  If  oiu* 
regard  of  the  Planets  was  to  be  pro- 
portioned to  the  medicinal  Efficacies 
of  thofe  Metals,  which  the  Chymifts 
haye  imagln'd  them  to  influence  ; 
Mar sov^\i  to  be  much  more  in  our 
efteem  than  the  Sun  or  Moon,  as 
Iron  is  vaftly  preferable  in  Medicine 
to  either  Gold  or  Silver,  tho  fup- 
pos'd  to  be  under  the  Dominion  of 
thofe  great  Luminaries, 


which  are  lighter.  This  is  a  v/ay 
of  Reafoning  that  is  plain  to  the 
meaneft  Capacity  5-  and  altho  it 
iiiay  be  cali'd  Aiathe?7:atical,  a 
Ijfame  rerrrble  to  fome  in  Phyfic, 
S  4  yet 
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yet  It  has  no  CoHJuration  in  it,  un- 
lefs  to  force  AlTent  by  Demonftra- 
tion. 

But  if  Steel  or  Iron  has  this  Pro- 
perty, by  virtue  of  the  SoHdity  and 
fpecific  Weight  of  its  Particles,  in 
common  with  fome  other  Metals  j 
it  has  alfo  fomewhat  further  of  an 
advantage  of  being  a  powerful 
Deohflruent t  from  the  Shape  of  its 
component  Parts  :  for  both  our 
Tad  and  Sight  convince  Us  of  their 
pointed  angular  Forms,  efpecially  if 
We  view  them  in  their  Shoots  into 
Cryftals,  in  the  .making  the  Vitriol 
of  Salt  of  Iron.  For  another  rea- 
fon  therefore,  that  is,  the  lliarp  and 
p>ointed  Figures  of  the  Particles  of 
Iron,  will  they  be  efficacious  to  cut 
their  way  thro  many  hindrances  :  fo 
that  upon  a  double  account,  we 
lee  how  this  Metal  deferves  its  E{^ 
teem  of  being  a  very  noble  Tieoh- 
Jiruent.  What  was  before  ob- 
ferv'd  likewife  in  the  Firll  Part, 
concerning  Fermentation,  or  intef^ 
tine  Motion  being  encreas'd  by 
Elafiic  Particles,  does  as  plainly 
account  how  this  Medicine  comes 
/b  much  to  heat  the  Etood.  For  the 
Refilition  of  an  Elajiic  Particle  up- 
on its  Occurfion  againfl:  any  thing 
that  {tops  it,  contributes  to  increafe 
another  kind  of  Motion  in  a  circu- 
lating Fluid,  than  that  which  is  pa- 
rallel to  the  Axis  of  the  Veflel  thro 
Wliich  it  is  propelled  j  and  it  is  this 
"mixed  Motion  upon  which  the  Flui- 
clity  and  Heat  of  the  Blood  depends. 
So  that  the  Chal'yheate  Particles  be- 
ing alfo  FAafiiCy  they  heat  and  thin 
the  Blood,  by  promoting  its  inteftine 
l^iotion,  as  well  as  help  k  thro  Paf- 
fa^es,  bv  encreafiniJ  its  Weiijht  and 
Puree  againft  them. 

There  is  another  obvious  Property 
of  Iron,  and  many  of  its  Prepara- 
tions, which  we  have  not  yet  found 
tolerably  accounted  for ;  an  i  that 


is,  its  Aftringency  in  the  Bowels, 
and  its  promoting  of  Urine  :  which 
may  to  fome,  at  firft  fight,  appeair 
contrary  Effeds^from the  fameCaufe, 
But  this  will  not  feem  ftrange,  if 
we  confider  its  ftiptic  corrugating 
Taft  upon  the  Tongue,  which  can- 
not but  arife  from  the  Points  and 
A  ngles  of  its  Particles.  When  there- 
fore It  comes  into  the  Bowels,  as  of- 
ten as  thofe  Particles  touch  any  of 
the  Fibres  of  their  inner  Coat, 
thofe  Fibres,  by  the  fame  Mecha- 
nifrn,  will  contraft  j  and  fb,  by  the 
Paffage  of  a  Chalybeate  thro  the 
Inteftines,  will  they  be  gently  drawn 
into  fuch  Corrugations,  as  to  retain 
their  Contents  longer,  by  the  Paf^ 
fages  being  render'd  firaiter.  And 
that  thefe  Medicines  have  this  efFeft 
in  the  Bovv^els  by  this  means,  is  fur- 
ther evident  from  the  Twitches  they 
pye  the  Stomach  fometimes,  at  their 
firft  admillTon,  infomuch  as  to 
draw  it  frequently  into  a  generaf 
Contraftion,  and  occafion  their  E- 
jeftmenc  by  Vomit. 

Upon  another  account  alfo  does 
Iron  aftringe  in  thofe  Parts  j  and 
that  isj  by  hardening  the  Faccs  them- 
felves,  whereby  they  are  longer  re- 
taln'd.  In  the  crude  Contents  of 
the  Bowels,  there  are  many  Parti- 
cles grofs  and  large  in  their  Sur- 
faces, which  may  be  the  fibrous  pait 
of  the  Food  not  digefted  enough  ta 
go  ofF  any  otherwife  than  by  Stool. 
Now  thefe  Filaments,  or  little  Shreds 
of  Fibres,  tho  in  themfelves  inani- 
mate, are  capable  of  Contraftion, 
or  rather  Corrugation,  upon  the 
Contact  and  Impulfe  of  a  lliarp- 
pointed  Particle  ;  as  we  fee  In  Lea^ 
ther,  Veltumy  and  any  membranous 
Subftances,  how  they  ftinnk  up 
at  the  Contaft  of  the  Particles  of 
Fircy  or  any  fubtile  Acid.  So  that 
befides  hardening  the  Coats  of  the 
Inteftines,  the  Particles  of  a  Chaly- 
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hate  Medicine  aftringe  5  that  is,  oc- 
<afion  more  confiftent  and  lefs  fre- 
quent Stools,  by  hardning  the  Con- 
tents of  the  Bowels,  and  rendring 
them  more  flow  of  Expulfion.  But 
the  cafe  is  very  different,  when 
thefe  Particles  are  flrain'd  into  a 
pluid  as  fine  as  themfelves,  and  they 
are  propelled  in  Canals  with  a  great 


ties  and  Diftances  from  the  Heart. 
Wherefoever  therefore  they  turn  off 
neareft  to  Right  Angles,  and  their 
Capacities  are  greateft,  at  fuch  a 
place  the  Blood  is  the  mofl  likely  to 
break  thro  :  and  fuch  is  the  Con- 
flrudure  of  the  Uter'me  Blood-Vef- 
fels.  For  further  Satisfaci:ion  on  this 
Head,  the  Reader  will  be  greatly

prevents  any  fuch  Conta£t  as  was 
admitted  of  in  the  Bowels,  and 
only  ferves  to  propagate  their  Mo- 
tions 5  fo  that  they  can  do  nothing 
here,  but  go  on  with  the  Current, 
until  their  Force  ftrikes  them  thro 
fome  fecretory  Outlets  :  but  by 
their  Rapidity,  and  more  forcible 
Refilitions  upon  all  Occurfions,  they 
cannot  in  this  Scene  but  greatly 
contribute  to  thin  the  Fluid,  of  which 
they  make  a  part,  and  difpofe  it 
more  to  fupply  the  thinner  Secreti- 
ons, of  which  that  by  Urine  is  the 
chief.  As  alfo  does  the  Gravity  of 
their  Paits,  fo  far  as  the  circulating 
Force  will  admit  its  Influence,  more 
difpofe  them  to  go  off  that  way  5 
as  it  does  mofl  of  a  faline  nature, 
and  fuch  as  are  a-kin  thereunto. 

After  this,  there  can  need  but  lit- 
tle to  explain  how  Chalybeate  Me- 
dicines an{3ver  fo  efFedually  that 
known  Intention  of  promoting  the 
mendrual  Bifcharges,  For  by  heat- 
ing the  Blood,  that  is,  rendring  it 
more  fwift  and  fluid,  the  Blood 
muft  take  up  more  room,  and  prefs 
harder  againft  the  fides  of  the  Vef- 
fels  5  and  by  increafing  its  quantity 
of  Impulfe,  it  alfo  preifes  or  flrikes 
harder  againft  whatfoever  oppofes 
it,  infomuch  as  fometimes  to  break 
the  VeiTels  themfelves.  And  thefe 
efFeds  it  is  moft  likely  to  have,  of 
breaking  the  Veflels,  where  their 
Contortions  or  Obliquities  are  great- 
eft,  in.  proportion  to  their  Capacl- 


Preparattons  of  Iron. 

*  Dr.  Willis'^  Preparation  of  SteeL 

*  Take  clean  Filings  of  Iron,  and 

*  Cream  of  Tartar  in  fine  Pouder, 

*  of  each  a  like  quantity  j  mix  them 
'  well,  and  make  them  into  a  Paft, 
'  with  White- Wine.  Then  fet  them 
'  to  diy  in  the  Sun,  or  other  gentle 
'  Heat  ;  break  it,  and  if  it  has  not 
'  acquired  a  greenifti  Color,  pou- 
'  der  it,  moiften  and  dry  it,  as  be- 
<  fore.* 

This  Preparation  is  as  opening  as 
any  which  are  made  of  this  Mine- 
ral, and  is  conveniently  enough  ad- 
minifterM  in  Boles  or  Eleduaries  5 
for  thefe  Preparations  render  Pills  {o 
bulky,  as  to  make  a  Dofe  tirefom. 
It  alfo  yields  its  Virtues  very  readily 
in  Tindure,  with  Wine  or  any 
proper  Liquor.  Its  Dofe  is  from 
10  to  30  Grains. 

*  Mars  cum  Saccharo  Prasparatus, 
Another  Preparation  of  Steel  with 
Sugar. 

'  Take  Filings  of  Steel  |  iii.  and 
'  brown  Sugar  Candy  |  ii.  let  them 
'  be  rubbed  together  in  a  dry  Mor- 
'  tar,  to  a  fine  Poudef.' 

This  will  certainly  require  great 
Labor  before  the  Steel  will  be  fine, 
tho  the  Sugar  will  help  to  break  it, 
and  is  of  much  the  fame  effect  with 
iti  as  the  Salt  of  Tartar  5  but  may 

make

make  It  more  pleafant  to  take  in 
fome  Forms.  It  is  faiJ  to  be  thus 
prepared  in  our  Hofpitals, 

■*  Crocus  Martis  Aperfens,  Opening 
Saffron  of  Iron. 
'  Let  thin  Plates  or  Filings  of  Iron 

*  be    expos'd  to  the  Air  in  dewy 

*  Nights,  and  Rain,  until  they  be* 
*■  come  very  rufty  -,  then  clear  ofF 

*  the  Rujlf  and  do  as  before,  until 

*  the  whole  is  Co  changed  j  let  all 

*  be   rubb'd   in    the   Mortar,    and 

*  pafs'd  rhro  a  fine  Sieve.* 

This  is  the  moft  proper  aperlene 
Preparation  of  all  that  are  in  ufe, 
becaufe  the  Acids  which  are  In  mod 
others  made  ufe  of  to  dilTolve  the 
Iron,  render  it  rather  aftringent,  ef- 
pecially  in  the  Primx,  Vu.  And 
what  the  College  order  under  this  Ti- 
tle with  Sulphury  is  rather  afir'mgent 
than  aperient y  as  may  be  feen  under 
fome  of  the  fubfev]uent  Prepara- 
tions. 

*  Ivfars    cum  Tartaro   Prceparatus, 

Iron  prepared  with  Tartar. 
'  Take  equal  quantities  of  Filings 

*  of  Irony  and  of  common  white 

*  Tartar  ;  put  them  into  a  Crucible, 
''  and  fet  It  in  a  Fire  ftron^  enough 
'  to  make  the  Materials  red^iot  ^  m 

*  which  condition  let  them  continue 

*  fome  time.     Afterwards  remove 

*  it,  and  when  they  are  cool,  pou- 

*  der  them  in  a  Mortar ;  and  what 
*^  will  not  pafs  a  fine  Sieve,  hent  {o 
'  again,  and  again  pouder.  And 
*■  this    repeat,    until  all  goes  thro. 

*  Mi):  the  feveral  Siftlnsjs,  and  keep 

*  them  in  a  VefFel  clofe  ftopt  from 

*  the  Air.* 

This  is  indeed  more  aperient  than 
the  former  Preparations,  but  that 
qualitv  it  receives  from  tlie  Tartar. 
The  laft  Burnintis  and  Siftings  will 
be  more  difficult  to   perfcrnl  than 


the  firft,  hcc^uC&mo&ioC  the  Tartar 
goes  off  then.  It  muft  be  kept  from 
the  Air,  elfe  it  will  run  like  the  lixi* 
I'ial  Salts,  on- account  of  the  Tartar 
which  is  amongft  it  j  and  for  this 
reafon  it  is  not  fie  to  be  prefcribed 
in  any  dry  Forms,  as  Ponders.  There 
are  other  ways  of  preparing  this 
with  Tartar,  but  that  here  deliver'd 
feems  moft  fuited  to  anftveu  the  In-» 
tention  of  an  Opener, 

*  Mai'S  cum  Sulphure  Praeparatus, 

Iron  prepared  with  Sulphur. 
'  Take    equal   quantities  of  the 
'  Filings  of  Steel,   and  Flowers  of 
*■  Sulphur  5  mix  them  together,  and 

*  make  them  into  a  Pafte  with  Wa- 
*■  ter,  which  leave  to  ferment  for 
'  four  or  five  hours :  after  which, 
'  put  it  into  a  Crucible  over  a  good 
'  Fire,  and  ftir  the  matter  with  an 
*^  Iron  Spatula,  It  will  flame,  and 
'  when  the  Sulphur  is  burnt,  it  will 
'  appear  black  :  but  by  raifing  and 

*  continuing  the  Heat,  it  will  change 
*■  to  a  red  color,  which  fhews  when 
'  it  is  enough.' 

That  which  the  College  have  lately 
given  under  this  Title,  is  little  elfe 
than  Sulphur  ;  it  being  only  com- 
mon Brimftone  melted  in  an  hot 
Iron. 

This  is  call'd  alfo  an  aperient 
Saffron  of  Ivlars  \  but  the  Salts  it 
receives  from  the  Sulphur,  make  It 
more  fixt,  and  lefs  opening  thart 
the  former  :  and  indeed  there  is 
not  much  difference  between  this 
and  the  aftringent  Crocus  .which  fol- 
lows. 

*  Crocus  Martis  Aftrlngens,  jiJlr'iriM 

gent  Saffron  of  Iron. 
*■  Take  Iron    prepared    with  Sul- 
'  phur,    and    wafii   It   five    or   (ix 

*  times  with  ftrong  Vinegar,  leaving 
'  it  to   fleep  an  hour  at  a  time  ; 

*  iheif 
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*  then  calcine  it  in  a  Crucible  :  and 
'  after  it  has  been  red  hot,  let  it 
'  cool,  aud  keep  it  for  ufe.' 

■  In  this  the  Salts  of  the  Vinegar 
make  it  yet  more  reftridive,  info- 
much  as  to  give  it  the  name  it  here 
bears  in  the  Shops,  and  common 
Prefcrlption.  And  fome  fay  it  will, 
contrary  to  the  former,  ftop  all  Hae- 
morrhages 5  but  in  that  they  are 
much  miftaken.  However  they  err 
not,  who  prefcribe  it  in  Diarrhea's, 
in  which  it  is  of  good  fervice.  This 
is  near  the  fame  as  the  College  di- 
red  under  the  Title  of  Alars  cum 
aceto  frdparatus.  But  that  which 
bears  this  Title  amongft  them,  is 
only  Iron  burnt  to  a  BmJI. 

Thei'e  is  alfo  another  way  of  pre- 
paring Iron  with  Sulphur^  which 
gives  it  a  Reftringency,  and  exhi- 
bits fome  Ph&nomena  in  the  Pro- 
cefs,  which  are  very  furprizing  and 
entertaining.  This  way  I  firft  learn'd 
from  fotoe  Experiments  made  before 
the  Ro'^jal  Society,  more  with  a  view 
to  fome  Philofophical  Inquiries, 
than  to  make  any  difcovery  in 
Medicine. 

*  Another    Ajlrmgent    Saffron    of 

Iron. 

'  Take  Tilings  of  Iron  one  part, 

*  of  Flowers  of  Sulphur  three  parts, 
'  mix  them  into  a  Pafte  with  diJlilVd 
'  Vinegar ;  then  with  ftrong  Cap- 
'  Paper  wrap  it  round  eight  or  ten 
'  times '  thick,  like  a  Ball,  and  tie 
'  it  clofe  on   all   fides  with  ftrong 

*  Packthred  ;  lay  it  before  the  Fire, 
'  near  enough  by  degrees  to  warm 
'  thro.     In  a  little  time  it  will  reek, 

*  and  fend  forth  fuch  a  penetrating 

*  Steam,    as  will  almoft  fuffocate, 

*  and  at  length  burft  out  into  adual 

*  Fire  in  feveral  places.     And  thus 

*  it  will  continue  a  perfed  Ball  of 

*  Fire,  until  the  Sulphur,  or  the 
5  combufcible  parts  of  it,  are  fpent  j 


*  when  it  will  go  out  and  cool  into 

*  a  Pouder  of  a  fine  red  color.' 

This  differs  not  fi-om  the  former 
ia  its  Virtues.  All  the  foregoing 
Preparations  are  good  to  raife  the 
Blood  in  poor  weakly  Conftitu- 
tions,  if  there  be  but  ftrength  e- 
nough  to  pafs  it,  without  diforders, 
thro  the  firft  Digeftions.  There  is 
no  kind  of  Medicine  more  effica- 
cious than  thefe  in  Cachexies,  Jaun- 
dice, and  Dropjtes,  efpecialiy  the 
more  aperient  forts.  In  many  hyfte- 
rical  and  hypocondriacal  Cafes  like- 
wife,  they  are  very  effedual.  They 
are  convenient  almoft  in  any  forms, 
particularly  in  Boles,  Eledluaries, 
and  Pills.  Their  Dofes  are  from 
ten  Grains  to  half  a  Dram,  if  not 
taken  above  once  a  day  j  but  lefs, 
if  oftner. 

■*"  A  Rejlrlngent  Preparation  of  Iron, 
fold  by  the  name  of  ColbatcliV 
Stiptic  Pouder. 

'  Take  any  quantity  of  Filings  of 

*  Iron,  and  pour  upon  them  Spirit 
'  of  Salt,  to  the  height  of  three  or 
'  four  fingers  above  them  ;  let  them 

*  ftand  'm.  a  gentle  Digeftibn  till  the 
^  Fermentation  n  over,  and  the  Spi- 
'  rit  of  Salt  is  become  fweet :  then 
'  pour  off  what  is  liquid,  and  eva- 
'  porate  it  in  an  Iron  or  Glafs  Vef- 
'  fel  until  half  is  confumed  ,  at 
'  which  time  put  to  it  an  equal 
'  quantity  of  Saccharum  Saturni, 
'  and  evaporate  to  a  dry  Pouder„ 
'  If  upon  its  firft  becoming  iir)% 
'  the  Operation  be  ftopt,  it  has  ex-^ 
'  aftly  the  Appearance  of  Colbatch^s 
'  Pouder;  but  if  it  be  continu'd 
'  longer,  and  the  Heat  rais'd,  ic 
'  will  turn  red  like   the  preceding 

*  Preparation.  It  muft  be  kept 
'  clofe  ftopt  from  Air.' 

If  this  is  not  kept  clofe  ftopt,  it 
'will  imbibe  the  Air,  and  How  fo  as 

to 
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to  lofe  its  efficacy.  I  have  been  fn- 
form'd  from  very  good  hands,  that 
this  is  the  St'i^t'ic  with  which  there 
was  (b  much  noife  made  fome  time 
ago,  by  the  Author  of  Novum  Lu- 
men Chirurgicum,  and  for  the  Sale 
of  which  a  Patent  was  procured  5 
only  in  that  was  ufed  Oil  of  Vitriol^ 
inllead  of  the  Spirit  of  Salt  in  this : 
but  that  difference  is  infignificant. 
This  is  a  Preparation  of  MaetSy 
once  Profeflbr  at  Leyden,  and  is  in 
the  Colle5ianea  Chymka.  Leydenjia, 
how  much  foever  fome  have  pre- 
tended to  make  a  Secret  of  it  fince. 
It  is  commended  as  a  Reftringent 
in  moft  kinds  of  Fluxes  inwardly, 
and  particular  Hemorrhages.  Its 
Dofe  h  from  four  Grains  to  twelve  5 
and  is  conveniently  given  in  any 
forms,  but  Ponders  or  Pills. 

*  Sal  Martis,  Salt  of  Iron. 

*  Take  eisht  Ounces  of  Filings  of 

*  Iron,  put  It  mto  a  Glals  with  a 

*  long  Neck,  and  pour  upon  it  two 
'  Pound  of  common  >5^ater  a  little 

*  warm,  and  a  Pound  of  good  Spi- 
'  rit  of  Vitriol  ;  ftir  it,  and   fet  the 

*  Veffel  in  hot  Sand  twenty  four 
'  hours  ;  then  feparate  the  Liquors, 

*  and  filtrate  it.  Thts  gently  eva- 
^  porate  until  there  appear  a  Skin  at 

*  top,    of  various  fhining  Colors, 

*  like  the  Rain-bow  :  then  fet  it  in 

*  A   cool   place,    and   in.  a  night's 

*  rime  there  will   be  all  round  the 

*  Veffel  beautiful  green  Cryflals. 
'  The  Remainder  of  the  Liquor 
'  muft  be  again  evaporated  to  the 
'  fame  Standard,  and  will  then  fhoot 
'  again.  And  this  may  be  repeated 
'  till  all  the  Salt  is  obtained..  The 
'  fivfl:  Shoots  are  largefl  and  moft 
'  regular,  but  the  latter  will  be  the

'  abating  the  Acidity,  and  making  it 
*  fhoot  fainter.* 

There  is  another  way  likewife  of 
making  this,  with  Spirit  of  Wine 
and  Spirit  of  Vitriol,  of  each  equal 
parts,  by  ftanding  in  an  Iron  Veffel 
fo  long,  that  it  diffolves  enough  to 
fhoot  into  Cryfials  j  but  this  is  not 
fo  convenient  upon  many  accounts, 
altho  direded  by  the  College.  This 
is  much  prefcribed,  fometimes  by 
the  name  of  Vitriolum  Martis,  and 
alfo  that  of  Anima  Hepatis  ;  of 
fuch  account  has  it  been  with  fome, 
for  its  Efficacy  upon  the  Liver,  as 
to  deferve  to  be  call'd  the  Soul  of 
the  Liver.  It  is  good  in  all  the  In- 
tentions of  other  Chalyheate  Prepa- 
rations, and  is  more  conveniently 
introduced  into  fome  Forms  by  rea- 
fon  of  the  Smallnefs  of  the  Dofe, 
being  from  three  Grains  to  half  a 
Scruple  ;  tho  its  Tafle  i$  rather  more 
difcoverable.  Lemery  Orders  fome 
Spirit  of  Wine  in  tm  Preparation 
of  this  Salt,  and^alfo  draws  from  it 
the  following:. 

"*  Spiritus  Salis  Martis,  Spirit  of  the 
Salt  of  Iron. 

'  Put  into  a  Retort  of  Stone,  or 
'  ofGlafs,  covered  with  Clay,  eight 

*  Ounces  of  the  Salt  of  Iron  made 
'  with  the  Oil  of  Vitriol  and  Spirit 
'  of  Wine  :    place  the  fame  in  a

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'■  more  comes  out  from  the  Retort. 

*  The  Operation  ordinarily  lafts 
'  twelve  Hours.  Let  the  Veflels 
'  cool,  and  take  the  Clay  from 
'  them,  and  there  will  come  out  of 

*  the  Receiver  a  very  ftrong  fmell 
'  of  Sulphur,  and  one  fhall  find 
'  there  five  Ounces  and  five  Drams 
'  of  a  clear  Spirit,  having  an  acid 
'  Tafte  almoft  like  the  ordinaiy 
'  Spirit  of  Vitriol,  but  more  Stip- 
'  lie,  and  participating  much  of  the 
'  Spirit  of  Steel.  Keep  it  in  a 
'  Glafs-bottle  well  ftopt.' 

This  is  a  very  good  Contrivance 
for  thofe  who  cannot  take  the  for- 
mer in  Subftance,  and  it  will  have 
much  the  fame  effeds.  The  Au- 
thor of  it  fays  the  Iron  will  not  rife 
fo  well  without  a  mixture  of  Spirit 
of  WiriQ  in  its  Preparation  ;  but  it 
is  the  degree  of  Fu'e  to  which  fuch 
Rife  is  rather  to  be  attributed.  It 
may  be  given  from  four  Drops  to 
twelve  in  any  convenient  Liquor, 

*  Floras  Martis,  Flowers  of  Iron. 
'  Take  equal  quantities  of  Iron 
'  and  Sal  Armoniac,  and  fublime 

*  them  in  an  eaythen  Cucurbit  over 

*  an  open  Fire,  into  a  Glafs  Head, 

*  as  long  as  any  thing  will  rife. 
'  The  Flowers  will  be   between  a 

5  ^  red  and  yellow  Color.* 

Thefe  are  alfo  titled  fometimes 
in  the  Shops  Floret  Salts  Ammom- 
act  Martiales.  They  are  reckon'd 
very  attenuating  and  aperient,  and 
therefore  are  prefcribM  in  ma^iy  ob- 
ftinate  chronic  Difeafes,  from  Ob- 
itrudions  j  and  in  Aflhma's.  From 
the  ReCduum  in  the  Cucurbit  fome 
draw  a  Tindure  with  Spirit  of  Wine  j 
and  this  is  call'd  in  the  New  Lon- 
don Difpenfatory,  Tin^ura  Martis 
cum  fale  Ammoniaco.  From  the 
Flowers  alfo  diffolv'd  in  warm  Wa- 
ter, and  precipitated  with  OL  Tar^ 
taripr  delt(iumm,  is  produced  that 
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Pouder  which  is  call'd  Mars  Bin- 
phoretlcus  j  and  by  Zwelfer,  Sul- 
phur V'ltrioli  Anod^num  Martiale. 
Thefe  Flowers  diffolv'd  in  Spirit  of 
Wine,  make  the  Sedativum  Arch&i, 
which  Bates  retains.  But  thefe  are 
little  ufed  in  the  prefent  Pradlce, 

*  Ens  Veneris. 

'  Take  Salt  of  Steel  one  part,  Sal 
'  Armonlac  two  parts,  and  fublime 
'  as  \n  making  the  Flores  Ammo^ 

*  niaci  Martiales  preceding  5  and 
'  there  will  be  at  the  top  a  Collec- 
'  tion  of  yellow  Flowers.' 

This  is  directed  by  the  College 
with  blue  Vitriol  inflead  of  the  Salt 
of  Steel  5  but  by  the  nioft  experi- 
enc'd  in  chymical  Pharmacy,  the 
latter  is  accounted  much  preferable. 

It  may  feem  mighty  ftrange,  that 
a  Preparation  of  Steel  or  Iron  fhould 
derive  its  name  from  Copper  j  but 
perhaps  it  being  ufeful  in  Diflem- 
pers  Women  are  very  fubjed  to, 
might  influence  ks  Inventer  to  give 
it  the  Appellation  it  bears.  How- 
ever that  may  be,  it  is  certainly  a 
wonderful  good  Medicine,  not  on- 
ly in  all  Interations  where  Chaly- 
beats  are  prefcribed  ;  but  alfb  fti 
Hyjierlcal  AfFedions,  and  all  ner- 
vous Diforders.  It  is  much  in  ex- 
temporaneous Prefcription ,  from 
gr.  vi.  to  B  i.  and  fiu'ts  the  Form  of 
a  Bole  bell  j  for  it  is  naufeous  in 
a  Liquid,  and  makes  Pills  fwell 
and  crumble,  except  fuch  as  are 
made  of  the  Gums.  Lemery  hath 
alfo  given  us  the  following  Extracts, 
which  may  be  worth  making  for 
many  Purpofes.

«  on  it' four  ^irits  of  a  ftrong  red 
»  ^'mt  ^  'fet  the  Pot  over  the  Fire, 

*  and  hiving  covered  it,  make  the

*  time  witl^(||i  Iron-Slice,  till  two 
"  thirds  of  fP^be  con  fumed -pa  fs

This  is  prefcribed  from  two 
Drams  to  half  an  Ounce  in  fome 
convenient  Vehicle.  It  is  often 
given  in  a  Chlorofis,  i,  e.  Green-- 
ficknefs,  with  good  fuccefs.  It  is 
alfo  of  fervice  in  all  Cachexies 
and  decays  of  natural  Heat  in  the 
Blood  J  and  is  very  fuitably  join'd 
wtth  the  flomachic  Bitters  irx  fuch

Tindura  Martis  cum  Splrltu  Salis, 
Tm6iure  of  Iron  with  Spirit  of  Salt, 
'  Take  an  Ounce  of  Filings  of

They 
who  would  fee  more,  may  meet 
with  choice  in  Schroder,  and  many 
other  Authors  j  particularly  the  Col' 
lecianea  Chymca  Leydenjia,

is  offo  little*fervice  as  to  any  medi- 
final  purpofes,  efpecially  in  inwarcf 
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\Ke^s,  that  great  care  is  taken,  that 
the  VelTels  made  of  it  are  not  ufed 
about  fuch  Medicines  as  are  like  to 
take  any  Imprellions  from  it,  lefi 
they  lliould  thereby  become  ofFcn- 
five  to  the  Stomach,  and  occafion 
Vomitings.  All  Acids  therefore, 
and  things  of  a  corrofive  and  pene- 
trating nritiire,  are  fludioufly  kept 
from  it.  There  are  only  .two  or 
three  external  Preparations,  which 
deferve  any  mention  here.  The

What  of  this  commodity  comes 
fi'om  Trance  is  much  the  befl: :  it 
enters  many  external  Compofiti- 
ons,  and  is  a  good  Cleanfer  of 
.  floughy  and  fo,ul  Ulcers  ;  it  alfa 
keeps  down  proud  Flefh,  and  is 
very  ferviceable  in  deflroying  thofe 
cankerous  Specks,  as  the.Nurfes  caU 
them,  fo  apt  to  be  troublefome  in 
Childrens  Mouths  :  for  which  pur- 
pofe  a  little  "of  it  is  mix'd  with  Ho- 
ney, and  gently  rubbed  upon  the 
Parts,  affeded. 

Le  Mort  made  a  Tincture  of  C^/- 
per,  which  fome  Perfons  value  them- 
felves  greatly  upon  j  and  many  have 
pretended  to  be  Authors  of  .a  Spe- 
c'lfic  \r\  Go7iorrh&.cCsy  which  is  no- 
thing elfe.     It  is  as  follows  :

This  is  not  fit  for  any  inward 
Ufe ;  for  it  offends  the  Stomach, 
and  provokes  to  Vomiting  :  but  it 
makes  an  admirable  injeftion  for  a 
Gonorrh&a ;  and  if  care  be  taken, 
and  Skill  enough  acquired  to  know 
when  the  Infedion  \s  only  in  the 
Urethra,  a  Perfon  may  be  foon  and 
infallibly  cured  with  it.  But  'tis 
advifable  that  Beginners  be  not  too 
iufy  with  it. 

62,  «5.  Plumbum,  Lead.  This 
Is  called  Saturn,  from  the  Planet 
under  whofe  Influence  it  is  imagin'd 
to  be.  It  is  of  a  cold  drying  Qua- 
lity, which  makes  thofe  who  work 
in  it  apt  to  be  paralytic,  and 
troubled  with  a  ftrange  kind  of 
Cholic. 

Lemery  obferves,  that  Lead  ferves 
to  purify  Gold  and  Silver,  as  was 
before  taken  notice  of,  concerning 
the  Produdion  of  Litharge,  as  the 
White  of  Eggs  does  Syrups?  that  is, 
by  joining  with  the  grofs  and  im- 
pure part  6f  thofe  Metals-,  and  fe- 
parating  them,  ^his  is  of  no  inr 
ward  Ufe  in  Medicine;  but  in  fome 
Preparations,  andmoftof  them  too 
have  a  place  only  among  the  To- 
pics. •''"'■., 

*  Minium,  Red-ttad. 

*  This  is  made  by  melting  Lead 
'  in  an  earthen  unglazed  Pan;  and 

*  ftirring  it  over  the  fire,  till  it  is  re- 

*  duc'd  to  a  Pouder  ;  when  itis  call'd 
'  calcined  Lead.  But  wheri  this  is 
*■  put  into  a  reverberJitory  Fire  for 
'  three  or  four   hours,  it  will  turn

'  ^his  is  a  Corrofion  of  Lei*d  by

Thefe  are  all  ©f  a  drying  nature,  / 
and  mix'd  with  many  of  the  offici-/ .

unite,  and  give  them  their  chief 
Confiflence.  The  College  order  ra- 
ther to  melt  the  Lead,  and  flir  tit 
about  till  reduced  to.  a  Calx,  which 
is  much  the  better  way. 


Saccharum  Saturni,  Salt  or  Sugar 
of  Lead.

This  is  vei-y  (drying  "aji<!  aftrin- 
gent  :  ft  is  mix'd  with  Pomat^mi 
and  other  Unguents,  for  hot  tettfe- 
rous  Humors,  and  many  Difeiifes 
of  the  Skin.  It  turns  milky  with 
Water,  and  makes  what  goes  by 
the  name  of  Lac  Virginale.  It  is 
alfo  ufed  in  CoUyriums  for  the  Eyes. 
Some  venture  upon  ft  inwardly  a- 
gainft  Fluxes,  and  there  are  not 
wanting  thofe  who  commend  it  even 
for  Expedoration  j  but  the  common 
Praftice  does  not  warrant  any  fuch 
tlfe.  Lemery  gives  fome  other 
Preparations  of  Lead  ;  and  amongft 
them,  a  Spirit  by  Diftillation  from 
Its  Salt ;  but  they  do  not  feem 
to  be  worth  Recommeftdation,  and 
dre  not  of  any  ufe  iii  modem  Prac- 
tice. 
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*  Sal  Jovfs,  Salt  of  Tin. 
*  Take  any  quantity  b^  calc'm'd 
'  Tin;  (which  i^  done  exaftly  as 
'  Lead)  and  put  it  into  a  MAtrafsi,

very  effedual  in  thofe  Heavinefles 
of  the  Head,  Giddmefs,  and  Dimnefs 
of  Sight,  whence  proceed  Apoplexies 
and  Epilepfies,  it  does  great  (ervice. 
And  in  all  Aifedions  and  Foulnef- 
fes  of  the  Vifesra  of  the  lower  Belly, 
at  is  reckon'd  inferior  to  nothing  in 
cleanfing  away  and  difcharging  their 
Impurities,  Thus  it  obtains  in  the 
'^'Jaundke,  Dropjies,  and  all  kinds  of 
Cachexies.  It  is  likewife  efteem'd 
of  sreat  fervice  even  in  obftinate 
Venereal  Cafes  5  in  clearing  the 
Blood  from  all  Impreflions  of  Con- 
tagion, and  cleanfing  the  Glands 
from  thofe  corrofive  Recrements 
which  fuch  Diftempei'S  frequently 
lodge  upon  them,  and  occafion 
Blotches  and  ulcerous  Deformities. 
In  fhort,  there  is  hardly  a  Prepara- 
tion in  the  Ch^micAl  Pharmaoj  of 
greater  efficacy  in  moft  obftinate 
chronic  Diftempers  :  but  it  is  not 
often  met  with  in  Prefcription,  al- 
tho  conftantly  kept  in  the  Shops. 
The  Dofe  is  from  ^lyi  Grains  to  a 
Scruple,  in  growi  Perfons  5  for  it  is 
jfeldom  given  to  Children,  their  ten- 
der Veflels  not  well  bearing  the 
force  of  fuch  Medicines,

^ly.MERCURius,  §lHickfilver, 
This  Metal  has  long  had  a  large  fliare 
in  Medicinal  Compofitions  j  buc 
has  not  feem'd  to  be  rightly  under- 
flood,  either  as  to  the  true,  manner 
of  its  Preparation,  or  its  Operatioix 
in  the  Body,  till  lately.  In  this  we 
have  a  remarkable  Inftance  of  the 
Ufefulnefs  of  MechanicalKnowledge 
in  Phyfical  Searches  ;  which  an  or- 
dinary Reader  may  foon  be  con- 
VWlc'd  of,  who  will  but  compare 
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the  Reafonings  of  iMonfleiir  Lemery, 
who  is  the  lateft  and  bell  Improver 
of  Chyniiilry  ,  and  Di%  Chcyne,  in 
his  New  Theory  of  Fevers ,  upon 
the  Properties  of  this  MetaL  The 
former  is  abfurd^  ohfcure,  and  un- 
intelligible $  but  the  latter  inftrud- 
ing  and  demonilratlve.  His  Me- 
thod therefore  we  fhall  follow  in 
explaining  the  hitherto  furprizlng 
Qiiallties  of  this  Drug  ;  fo  far  as  it 
may  tm-n  to  Ufe,  either  as  to  its 
Preparations^  or  Operations  upon 
our  Bodies. 

The  Fluidity  of  Mercury  is  eafily 
cnou<Th  underftood  fi'om  the  Sphe- 
ricity of  its  Parts,  which  makes  them 
fo  readily  roll  over  one  another  5 
and  its  Gravity,  from  the  Solidity 
of  thofe  Parts,  containing  \o  much 
Matter  in  proportion  to  their  Sur- 
face :  for  a  Sphere  of  all  Figures  has

known  Laws  of  Gravitation.  There- 
fore becaufe  the  Sphericity  of  Mer- 
curial Particles,  gives  them  lefs  Con- 
tad  with  one  another  j  and  tHat  by 
the  force  of  fo  minute  and- active  ail 
Agent  as  Fire,  its  Globules  are  to  be 
broken  almoft  into  an  infinite  num-^ 
bei-  of  other  Globules  j.  their  fpe- 
cilic  Gravities  will  foon  be  rgnder'dl 
fo  much  lefs  than  thofe  of  Air,  thai 
they  cannot  but  Ry  upwards  ia 
imperceptible  Vapor  •  Vvhen  other 
Bodies  fpecifically  lighter,  m  laro-ei" 
CoalefcencieSj  becaufe  they  are  not 
fo  divinble,  and  their  Fii^ures  ad- 
mit not  of  iiich  a  decreafe  of  Sub- 
fiance  fo  much  faiier  than  their  Sur^ 
faces,  as  thofe  of  MerCur^  do^  can-^ 
not  be  render'd  fo  mMz\\  fpecifically 
lighter^  and  therefore  they  cannot  (o 
foon  rife  in  Vapor»

This  Procefs  is  extrafted  from  J5/- 
ptlntts,  which  is  much  the  beft.

Our  Countryman  Wilfon's  Method  is 
much  more  perplex'd.  This  Subli- 
mtite  is  a  violent  FfcharGtic,  and  eats 
away  proud  Flefh  :  half  a  Dram  of 
ft  dilTolv'd  in  a  VonwAo? Lime-water, 
nrrns  it  yellow,  and  is  called  Phage- 
denic-Water^  which  is  us'd  to  wafli 
Vicers,  and  fome  tetterous  Eruptions.

Jllver  appears  j  then  fill  one  third 
of  a  Bolt-head  with   it.

tl»t  each  Particle  conies  to  be  like  a 
Ball  ftack  round  with  fharp  Needles. 
The  firft  manifeft  Quality  or  Alte- 
ration made  hereby,  is  the  lofs  of 
Fluidity  in  tlie  Mercury.  -,  for  their 
rolling  about  in  fuch  an  acid  Men- 
Jiruum,  until   they  become  full  of 
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Cryftals  or  armM  Balls,  as  (b  many 
Knives  and  Daggers,  wound  and 
ftab  the  tender  Coats  of  the  Sto- 
mach, and  all  the  Parts  they  pafs 
thro  5  whereby  they  abrade  their  na- 
tural Mucus y  tear  off  the  Extremities 
of  the  VelTels,  and  draw  Blood  it-^ 
felf :  and  if  they  get  fo  far  as  the

tho  thefe  Inftruments  are  fingly 
fhiall,  yet  being  many  in  number, 
they  all  together  make  up  one  con- 
tinued and  incurable  Moitification. 

This  being  the  Nature  of  the 
crude  Sublmate,  from  fuch  a  Con- 
texture of  Parts,  it  will  not  be  dif- 
ficult to  apprehend  how,  in  the 
laft  Procefs,  this  fame  Compound 
re-fublim'd  with  Mercury,  efpeci- 
ally  if  it  be  repeated  three  or  four 
times,  lofes  its  Corrofivenefs  to  that 
degree,  that  it  not  only  becomes  a 
very  fafe,  but  in  many  cafes  a  no»- 
ble  Medicine.  To  this  purpofe  it  is 
to  be  confider'd,  that  the  Aftion  of 
thefe  faline  SpicuU  depending  upon 
their  Gravities  and  Largenefs,  they 
muft  neceffarily  by  every  fubfequdlic 
Sublimation^  be  broken  into  fmaller 
and  fmaller  Parts  ;  whereby  thofe 


ther,  but  become  permanent  and 
fix'd.  In  this  therefore  thefe  two 
Circumftances  feem  to  concur,  to 
change  thofe  things  into  mifchievous 
Difpofiuons,  which  feparately  had 
none.  The  Salt  being  fo  drove  into 
the  mercurial  Globules,  gives  them 
Points  which  they  had  not  before  ; 
and  the  mercurial  Globules  add  to 
the  faline  Particles  a  Gravity  and 
Force,  which  they  had  not  without 
them  ,  that  is,  crude  Mercury  by  its 
weight,  when  in  Circulation  in  the 
Jui<:es,wou'd  flrike  hard  upon  what- 
foever  it  met  with  5  but  for  want  of 
Angles  or  Points,  could  not  velli- 
cate  the  Parts :  and  the  faline  Par- 
ticles, tho  they  had  Points,  have 
not  force  enough  to  drive  them  into 
the  Membranes,  fo  as  to  do  much 
harm.  But  when,  by  this  Procefs, 
they  are  join'd  together,  the  weight 
of  thQ  Mercury  drives  in  the  faline 
SpicuU  like  Wedges,  and  makes 
them  cut  and  tear  to  pieces  what- 
foever  comes  in  their  way. 

The  Confequences  alfo  of  this 
Poifon  manifeft  fomewhat  like  this 
to  be  the  Texture  of  its  Parts ;  for  it 
occafions  violent  Gripings,  Diften- 
fions  of  the  Belly,  a  flimy  Froth  by 
Vomit,  bloody  Stools,  and  an  in- 
tolerable Heat  and  Thirft,  v/ith  cold 
Sweats,  Tremblings  and  Convulfl- 
ons  :  which  Symptoms  demonftrate 
uncommon  Twitchings  and  Velli- 
cations  upon  the  fibrous  and  mem- 
branous   Pams,       And  thus  thefe 


Daggers  which  were  before  fo  Iharp, 
will  be  near  loft,  fo  as  not  to  make 
Wounds  deep  enough  to  be  mif^ 
chievous  and  deadly  5  and  therefor^ 
will  only  vellicate  and  twitch  the 
fenfible  Membranes  of  the  Stomach 
to  that  degree,  as  to  excite  them  to 
an  Excretion  of  their  Contents  and 
glandular  Juices,  upwards  or  down- 
wards, according  as  the  Force  of  the 
Irritation  is  greater  or  lefs.

fame  prapoi'tioii.  Therefore  this 
external  Management  of  Mercury  h 
only  to  be  allow'd  of,  where  cither 
the  cafe  will  bea\*  the  Violence  of 
fuch  a  Method,  or  outward  Ulcers 
and  Tumors,  require  a  particular 
Cure  by  Liniments,  o'c. 

Nor  is  it  improper  to  remark^  that 
ive  do  hereby  fee^how  thisufe  of  this 
Mineral  comes  to  produce  that  ef- 
feft  fo  often  complain'd  of  (tho 
not  always  with  reafon)  of  making 
the  Bones  foul  or  carious.  Por  if 
the  LaminsL  or  Tihres  of  thefe  are 
already  fo  much  broken^  and  fpcil'd 
by  a  Difeafe,  as  that  the  Circulation 
of  the  Fluids  thro  them  cannot  be 
maintain'd,  they  muft  neceflarily  be 
corrupted  more  by  the  weight  of  the 
Mercurial  Globules:  tho  here  alfo  it 
is  plain,  that  the  <?/^?zi'^r^ufeof  this 
Remedy  will  be  more  to  be  blam'd 
than  the  inward. 

And  indeed  as  the  earlieft  ufe  of 
Mercury  \yas  in  Unguents  and  E7n- 
plajlers  ;  i^o  moll  of  the  Prejudices 
and  Outcries  about  it  are  owing  to 
Effefts  produced  this  way.  For  the 
firft  Attempts  of  the  Cure  of  Vene- 
real Alaladies  by  tliis  Remedy,  were 
learn'd  from  the  Arabians ;  who  ha- 
ving secommended  Mer<:urial  Oint- 
meius  iu  the  Lepra  and  S^cahies^ 
gave  a  handle  to  the  Italian  Phyfi^ 
cians  to  try  their  Efficacy  in  re- 
rnoving  the  Foulnefs  of  the  Skin 
from  a  new  and  terrible  Contagion  : 
neither  were  they  fparing  of  their 
Liniments,  which  they  continued  to 
rub  in,  twelve  or  fifteen,  nay,  fome- 
times  for  above  thirty  ciays  toge- 
ther :  fo  that  it  is  no  v/9nder  if  they 
often  met  with  ver)'  untoward  Symp- 
toms from  fo  fevere  a  Treatment  5 
and  if  (as  fome  of  them  do  affirm) 
they  now  and  then  found  Mercury 
Lni  fhe  rou?u  Bones  of  the  Patient  5 
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who  had,  it  may  be,  fufFer*d  too 
much,  both  from  the  Difeafe  and 
the  Phyfidan. 

After  thus  much  of  the  Operation 
and  Effeds  of  Mercury,  in  thefe 
two  Preparations,  little  need  be  ad- 
ded under  any  other,  nor  in  what 
cafes  the  Mermrius  Dalcis  is  to  bes 
prefcrib'd.  There  is  hardly  a  Cafq 
or  Conftitution  wherein  it  can  b^ 
hurtful,  unlefs  in  thofe  who  are  in- 
clijiable  to  the  Hedical  5  for  as  that 
Habit  arifes  fl'om  the  Secretions  be^ 
ing  too  large,  (I  mean  the  Glandu- 
lar, and  not  the  Difcharges  of  the 
Prima,  Vis)  and  the  Fluids  thereby 
wafhing  off  too  fail,  and  being  ren^^ 
der'd  too  thin,  this  Medicine  would 
encreafe  that  Mifchief  rather  tliaii 
redrefs  it.  For  further  Light  herein, 
confult  Dr,  Cheyne's  new  Theory 
cf  Fevers.  But  altho  thefe  Reme- 
dies {land  here  io  much  extoll'irf, 
yet  they  are  too  much  like  edg'd 
Tools  to  be  tfufted  in  childilh 
Hands.  It  is  not  therefore  every 
Empiric  or  Pretender  in  Medicine 
from  Infpiration,  that  h^  to  be 
ventur'd  with  their  Direction  5  but 
fuch  only  whofe  Genius  and  Edu- 
cation affift  to  accomplifh  them  in 
the  true  Knowledge  of  Nature, 
and  the  Mechanical  Agency  of  Phy« 
ideal  Caufes, 

Cinnabari  Faditium,  Artificial 
Cinnabar. 

*  Take  Sulphur  one  Pound,  melt 
^  it  irv  an  earthen  Pan  ;  then  put 
'  to  it,  by  a  little  at  a  time,  three 

*  .Pounds  of  crude  Mercury,  ftir- 
'  ring  them  until  no  Mercury  ap* 
^  pears  j  then  let  them  cool ;  pou- 
*■  der  the  mixture,  and   put"  them 

*  into  an  oval  Bolt-head,  and  lute 
'  it.  Place  it  over  a  naked  Fire, 
'  which  increafe  gradually  to  the 
^  fourth  degree  t,  and  the  Cinnahav 
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f  will  be  fep^rated  above  the  F<£r 

This  makes  the  common  Ver- 
fn'tlion  of  the  Shops  ufed  chiefly 
in  Painting. 

jMercui'ius  refufcitatus.  Mercury  re- 
viv'' d  fro7n  Cinnabar. 
*  Take     Chmabar    one    Pound, 

f  calcin'd  Tartar  or  Pot-Ajlies  one 

*  Pound,  Calx  Viva  two  Pounds  j 
^  grind  thefe  well  together,  and  put 
'  them  into  a  ELetort,  leaving,  at 
^  leall,   one  part  m  three    empty. 

*  Place  it  in  a  Reyerberatory  Fur- 
^  nnce,  and   fit   to  it  a  Receiver ; 

*  let  it  {land  twelve    Hours,  and 

*  then  kindle  a  Fire,  encreafing  it 

*  gradually  to    the  fourth  degree  ; 

*  keep  it  (o  till  the   Mercury  is  all 

*  come  .  over  into  the  Receiver ; 
f  which  will   be  in  {t\ti\  or  eight 

*  Hours  time  :  thenwafh  away  the 

*  Filth,  and  drain  the  clean  Mer^ 

*  cury  thro  a  clean  Napkin  into 
^  an  earthen  Difh.' 

Thefe  two  PrpceiTes  are  not  of 
any  great  moment  in  themfelves  j 
the  firO:  being  not  us'd,  or  very 
iirtle,  in  any  Prefcription,  but  ra- 
ther defign-d  for  the  higheft  Puri- 
HRcation  of  Mercery  j  as  that  which 
is  receiv'd  from  it  in  the  laft  Opera- 
tion, is  preferable  to  any  other  for 
many  purpofes.  The  Mercury  join- 
ing fo  with  the  faline  Parts  in  the 
Sulphurf  and  rifing  wjth  them  in  a 
Cinnabar,  depends  upon  the  fame 
pifpofition  and  Mechanifm  of  Payts, 
as  was  before  taken  notice  of  hi 
the  Sublimate.  In  the  firfl  Opera- 
tion the  Mercury  is  beft  fet  in  a 
iChimney,  while  the  Sulpk'-^f  i^  rnix:- 
ing  with  it,  to  give  vent  to  the 
Stench  j  for  its  Fumes  are  very  of- 
fenfive.  And  the  Sulphur  is  to  bp 
kept  but  juft  hot  enough  to  keep  it 
fluid,  until  all, the  Mercury  is  mix'd, 
}efl:  it  Ihou'd  carry  av/ay  any  of  the 


mercurial  Particles  along  with  the 
Fumes.  In  the  lafl  procefs,  the  rea- 
fon  why  the  rrjixture  is  to  remain  fp 
long  before  it  is  put  to  the  Fire,  is 
to  give  time  to  the  alkaline  Mattter 
of  the  Calx,  gradually  to  f  A^ell  with 
and  ferment  the  ifulphureous  Partis 
cles  which  hold  the  ffjuickjilver,  and 
to  break  off  their  Points,  whereby 
they  fooner  let  it  go,  and  feparate 
in  the  remaining  part  cf  the  Operar 
tion  :  and  by  this  means  likewifq 
the  Retort  is  fecured  from  being 
broke,  becaufe  the  fudden  Rari- 
fadion  of  the  mixture,  by  imme- 
diately putting  tbe  heat  to  it,  would 
make  it  fly.  Some  put  Water  intQ 
the  Receiver.  < 

Mercurius  Prasclpltatus  corrofivus 
ruber.  Red  corrojive  Precipitate 
of  Mercury. 

*  Take  crude  Mercury  It  i\  Aqua. 
'  Mortis  %  ii.  let  thefe  ftand  in  the 

*  heat  of  Afhes,  in  an  open  up-^ 
'  right  Glafs,  Ilia ped, like  the  Hun" 
^  gary-water  Phials,  until  the  Flow^ 
'  ers  begin  to  appear,  and  the  Mer^ 
'  cury  feems   all   djifolv'd    into  ^ 

*  white  Mafs  :  Then  gradually  en^. 
'  creafe  the  Fire  to  ^he  third  degree, 
'  and  fo  keep  it  till  it  turns  of  Ji 
*■  deep  red  j  then  take  it  away  j  let 
'  it  cool,  and  break  the  Phial  to  ge^ 

*  out  the  Precipitate,  which  will

The  Precipitate  thus  made  (tho 
very  improperly  fo  call'd )  will 
weigh  I  xviii.  fo  that  the  Mercury 
gains  I  ii.  by  the  addition  of  the  Cz-r 
line  Patrs  of  the  Aqua  Fort  is.  This 
is  rarely  given  inwardly,  but  by 
Empirics  and  ignorant  bold  Per* 
fons.  It  is  a  good  Efcharoticj, 
and  much  us'd  among  the  Surge- 
ons for  that  purpofe  in  Ba/iliconj, 
and  other  Deflings,  It  is  alfo  in. 
UngU2nts   for  the  Jtcht  and   other 
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cutaneous  Foulneifes  j  but  is  to  be 
us'd  with  Caution. 

Pulvis  Principis,  Princess  Ponder. 
'  Take  of  the  foregoing  Precipi- 

*  tate  ft  (s,  grind  it  very  well  upon 

*  a  Marble  or  Porphyry  Stone  ;  put 

*  it  into  a  Cucurbit  with  two  Quarts 

*  of  Water  j  place  it  in  a  Sand-Fur- 

*  nace,  and  give  it  a  Fire  to  make  it 

*  fcalding  hot :  let  it  ftand  fo  twelve 
'  Hours,  ftirring  it  about  once  in

The  feveral  Ablu- 
tions ferve  only  to  leflen  the  Quan- 
tity and  Pungency  of  the  Salts,  which 
the  Precipitate  received  in  making 
from  the  Aqua  Fortis,  and  fo  to 
render  it  milder  in  its  Operation. 

Panacea  Mercurii  rubra. 
'  Take  any  quantity  of  red  Preci- 
'  pitate  ;  put  it  into  a  Cucurbit,  and 

*  afterwards  eight  times  its  weight

'  warm  Sand  ;  let  it  ftand  -  fifteen 
'  or  twenty  days,  and  fhake  it  e- 

*  very   day  two    or    three    ymes. 

*  Then  fit  a  Glafs  to  the  Mouth  of 
'  the  Cucurbit,  and  make  it;  a  cir- 

*  culating  Glafs.  Separate  the  Spi- 
'  rit  either  by  Decantation  or  Diftil^ 
'  lation,  and  dry  the  Pouder  in  a

This  h  yet  milder  than  Calomel, 
and  therefore  may  be  ventured  in. 
larger  Dofes  as  a  Cathartic,  efpe- 
cially  to  Children  :  it  has  the  fame 
Virtues  with  that. 

Lemery  gives  us  a  mercurial  Pa^- 
nacea  in  the  laft  Edition  of  his 
Courfe  of  Chymiftry,  which  he  calls 
Violet  MercHry  j  but  it  feems  too 
tedious  to  be  worth  making,  and  is 
after  all  little  other  than  an  ^throps^, 
being  Quickfilver  incorporated  with 
Sal  Armoniac  and  Sulphur ^  The 
fame  Author  alfo  prefcribes  a  Pana* 
cea  not  much  uij)ike  the  preceding. 
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but  moL'e  elaborate,  and  no  ways 
excelling  it  m  Virtue.  He  hath  alfb 
siiiiltiply'd  his  Precipitates  5  but  I 
cannot  fee  it.v/urth  the  while  to  fol- 


low hiiTi  'm  any  of  them,  and  the- 
Shops  feem  already  fufficieiitlyfup- ♦ 
ply'd  with  fuch  xMedicines, 

Mercurlus  Dulcis  PrEecipItatus,  Swe^st 
Precipitate  cf  Mercury, 

'  Take  of  crude  Mercury,  drove 

*  over  from  Sea-Salt  in  a  Retort,  or 

*  revived   from  common  Cim35.bar 

*  one    part  5    of  Aqua  Mortis  two 

*  parts :  and  make  a  Solution  S.  A. 

*  In  the  mean  tiaie  prepare  a  Brine, 
^  with  Spring- Water  and  $ea-Sait,

The 
way  jiere  taught  is  but  very  little 
dif]^ereat  from  preceding  Dtfpenfa^ 
t ories i  tnoQc  of  which  allow  fome 
Sal  Armoonkc  in  the  Brine,  but 
that  makes  no  Alteration  of  any 
^reat  Confequence.  Its  Opera- 
tion is  moftly  by  Stool,  and  fome- 
times  by  Vomit  ;  and  it  will  like- 
wife  falivate,  if  order'd  accordingly. 
Its  Dofe  is  from  v  to  xv  gr.  This 
for  its  ncatne fs  of  Colour  is  often 
rnix'd  with  Pomatums  for  the  Itch, 
and  outward  Foul neifes  of  the  Skin  ; 
but  this  v/ay  Perfbns  are  often  be- 
tray'd  into  a  Salivation  againft  their 
Intention  :  therefore  at  fuch  times 
due  Care  is  to  be  taken  that  it  get 
l%ot  ofi   that  way,  by  kajpin^  the 


Body  laxative,  and  giving  fuch, 
things  inwardly  as  lay  hold  on  the 
mercurial  Particles,  and  carry  them 
another  way  j  for  which  end  n.o- 
thing  is  better  than  Flowers  of  ShU. 
phur. 


Turpethujn  Minerale,    Turhith  Mi- 
neral, or  yellow  Precipitate, 

'  Take  ^luickflver  %  iV.  put  it 
into  a  R-gtort,  and  add  to  it  J  iv, 
of  Spirit  of  Nitre  5  let  it  fland  till 
it  has  done  filming  j  then  addoC 
Vitriol,  lb  Cs,  place  the  Retort  in 
a  Sand-Furnace  ;  give  it  a  gra- 
dual Fire  to  the  fourth  degree,  and 
the  Operation  will  be  perform'd 
in  fix  or  feven  hours  time  :  then 
take  out  the  Retort,  and  break 
it  :  pulverize  the  white  Mafs, 
either  in  a  Glafs  or  Marble  Mor» 
tar  ;  put  it  into  a  wide-mouth'd 
Glafs,  and  pour  to  it  ft  iii.  of 
warm  Water.

Lemery,  infl'ead  of  Spirit  of  Nitre^ 
ufes  Oil  of  Vitriol,  in  which  he  is 
now  followed  by  the  College  in  their 
new  Difpenfatory ,  biit  he  added  a 
larger  quantity  :  for  that  is  not  fo 
ftrong  by  much  as  the  Spirit  of  Nitre, 
Beguinus  has  a  way  different  froii^ 
both,  which  is  worth  inferting.

The  Dofe  of  this  is  from  two  to

Children,   but  fafe  enough  to  grown 
perfons.     This,  as  indeed  ail  Pre- 
parations of  the  fame  kind,    which 
are   ponderous  and  given   m  Httle 
quantity,   ought  not  to  be  exhibited 
i\\  Liquors,  where  they  fo  fuddenly 
fail  to  the  bottom,  as  to   be   dif- 
ficult  to    take  ;    but  in  Boles  with 
Conferve  of  Rofes,   or  fome  fuch 
^•liing,  they  are  not"  either  inconve- 
nient or  unpleafant.     The  Turbith 
is  accounted  the  moft  efficacious  of 
all   the   Mercurial   Preparations    in 
Venereal  Cafes  ;    it  works  fmartly 
upwards,    and  v/ill  fometimes  of  it 
felf  raife  a  Spitting,   if  a  Cathartic 
be  not  given  foon  after  it.     In  vi- 

*  rulent  Conorrhs.d'Si  and  where  the 
Humors  flow  much  to  the  Privy- 
Parts,  it  is  of  great  fervice  j  but 
muft  be  ufed  with  great  care,  and 
particularly  not  to  take  cold.  The 
mofl  obflinate  Lepro/ies  generally 
yield  to  it.  The  Water  with 
which  it  is  wafh'd,  is  by  fome  ufed 
for  the  Itch,  and  other  cutaneous 
Deformities,  in.  which  it  does  much 
good,  if  the  Patient  is  not  too  bufy 
with  it  ;  for  it  is  fo  loaded  with  fa- 
line  Spicule,  as  not  to  be  inferior  to 
a  Poifon,  if  much  gf  it  fhould  gej:

This  i$  a  heavy  metalline 
Subftance,  compared,  as  it  were, 
of  long  fhining  Needles.  It  is  in 
many  Places  in  Europe  j  but  what 
is  generally  in  the  Shops,  is  not  the 
frue    mineral  Antimony,    but    has 
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been  melted,  and  caft  into  pyrami- 
dal and  conical  Forms.  Its  metal- 
line Parts  approach  near  to  the  na- 
ture of  Lead  5  but  thofe  Virtues 
which  give  it  fuch  a  large  Ihare  m 
Medicine,  altogether  arife  from  its 
fulphureous  Parts,  In  crude  Sub- 
ftance  it  is  much  ufed  in  Diet- 
Drinks  of  the  >5^oods,  and  fuch 
things  as  ar€  intended  againft  the 
Scurvy,  and  to  promote  the  natural 
Tranfpiration.  It  is  alfo  given  in 
Siibftance  as  a  Diaphoretic  and  De- 
obfiruent,  but  it  is  very  apt  to 
change  with  the  Humors  it  meets 
with  in  the  Stomach  into  a  kind  of 
Regulusj  and  prove  violently  Eme- 
tic :  for  by  many  Preparations  of 
this  Mineral,  and  a  Coraparifon  of 
their  EfFeds  with  thofe  of  crude

Monf  Lemer^j  defcribes  a  Prepa-

He  is  alfo  very  prolix  in  the  Lir

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SECT.    XVI. 

Of  Salts. 


IT  has  been  already  obferv'd  In 
the  fii-ft  Part,  of  Principles,  that 
Sali  h  the  main  Bajis  of  all  com- 
pound Bodies,  as  ft  chiefly  gives 
to  them  Weight  and  Solidity.  In 
proportion  therefore  to  thofe  Qua- 
h'ties,  muft  its  Efficacies  be  in  Me- 
dicines, as  has  been  already  taken 
notice  of  in  the  preceding  Section. 

<J30.  Sal  Commune,  Com- 
mon Salt.  This  is  the  principal 
part  of  Salt  Water/  viz,,  of  the  Sea, 
or  of  Fountains,  which  remains  af- 
ter the  Evaporation  of  the  infipid 
Humidity.  Of  this  there  are  three 
forts  3  Sal  Gem,  fo  call*d  from  it.% 
Tranfparency  and  Similitude  to  pre- 
cious Stones ;  that  made  by  the  Eva- 
poration of  the  Water  of  Salt  Foun- 
tains ;  and  that  by  Sea- Water.  The 
Sal  Gem  comes  from  the  North-Eafl: 
Countries,  as  Polani,  &c.  where 
there  are  large  Rocks  of  it  ;  the 
Fountain  Salt  out  of  Chejhire  and 
WorceflerJJnre  ;  and  that  of  the  Sea 
from  -all  Paits  of  the  World  near 
the  Sea  :  and  of  it  are  two  forts, 
that  made  by  Evaporation  with  Fuel, 
and  that  dry'd  by  the  Sun,  the  iaft 
of  which  is  ilrongeft. 

Salt  is  purify'd  by  feparating  ft 
from  its  more  earthy  pai't,  and  acci- 
dental Dirt,  by  Diifolution,  Filtra«- 
tion,  and  Cryftallization.  In  de- 
crepitating Salt,  put  what  quantity 
of  common  Salt  you  pleafe  into  a 
Crucible,  or  any  other  earthen  Vef- 
fel  which  will  endure  Fire,  give  it 
fifch  a  He^t  as  will  make  it  cya^kle. 


but  not  luelt ;  continue  It  In  tii.at 
degree  of  Fire,  now  and  then  ftir- 
ring  it  with  an  Iron  Hook,  till  ic 
cracks  no  more  5  and  this  may  be 
-done  either  before  or  after  Purifica- 
tion. 


Spiritus  Sails,  Spirit  of  Salt, 

'  Take  of  common  Saltifcifs.  of 
burnt  Tobacco  Pipes  or  Fuller's 
Earth  ft  i-/  {^s,  let  the  Salt  and 
Earth  be  well  dry'd,  and  beaten 
into  a  very  fine  Pouder  j  then 
mix  them  exaftly,  and  put  them 
into  an  earthen  or  glafs  Retort 
luted,  which  ought  not  to  be  quite 
two  thirds  full.  Place  the  Vef- 
fel  in  a  Reverberatory  Furnace  5 
cover  it  with  its  Dome  :  fit  and 
lute  on  a  Receiver,  make  under 
it  a  Fire  of  the  firft  degree,  and 
continue  it  about  tw'o  hours,  in 
which  time  the  Lute  will  be  dxy  :

mijls  can  be  fuppofed  to  make  the 
Other,  when  it  is  order'd.  When 
any  alkaline  Salts  are  mix'd  with  the 
Sal  Armoniac  for  thefe  Preparations, 
the  Operator  muft  be  very  nimble, 
^^0.  the  SaI  Armoniac  opens  and 
exhales  fo  fuddenly,  that  there  will 
be  a  great  wafte  of  it  5  and  if  the 
Lime  was  not  to  run  a  litile  in 
the  Air  before  mixture  in  the  laft 
Procefs,  it  would  be  difficult  to  get 
it  into  the  VefTel.  In  the  former 
Preparation  ft  i^s.  of  Pot-AQies 
would  do  as  well  as  the  Salt  of  T^r- 
tary  if  they  be  clean'd  by  Diffolu- 
tlon.  Filtration,  and  Evaporation ;

It  is  much  varied,  according  to  the 
different  Humours  of  the  Makers, 
fo  that  there  would  be  no   end   of 
giving   all   the   Recipe's   follow'd.

Sfernm/itorks  that  can  be  invented. 
It  is  eafy  "to  irqj^regnate  this  with 
Steel,  as  either  witTl"th«.^^re;  Arn- 
monlacl    Manlati,    or   the  Regulns 
Martls  5  which  is  the  moft  delicate 
way  of  giving  thaj  Mineral  to  nice 
ConPiitutions,  and  where  it  requires 
a  previous  Communication  into  the 
fineft  Parts.  The  flower  the  Fire  is, 
the  more  Salt  crufts  upon  the  top 
of  the  Receiver   and   Neck  -,  and 
therefore  if  care  be  taken   not   to 
draw  it  too  near,  whereby  that  S?ilt 
is  melted  down,  a  great  deal  may 
be  preferv'd,  which  is  vaftly  prefe- 
rable to  all  of  this  kind  ;  not  only

fhare  in  the  Contrivance  of  Lamps,

P  E  t  R  o  t  E  tJ  M,  Oil  ofPe^ 
ter.     This  is  a  Mineral  thrown  up/ 
and  diftiU'd  as  it  were  by  a  fubterra- 
nean  Heat,  in  feveral  Mountains  In 
Italy  and  Naples  -j  from  whence  it 
drains  down,  and  lies  upon  the  Sur- 
face of  Lakes    and  Fountains,  on 
fome  of  which,  Naturalifts  report, 
it  continues  burning,  and  particular- 
ly near  the  antient  City  of  Babylon, 
and  alfo  at  Mejanum,  a  Village  in 
the  Pannefan.      It  is  much  com- 
mended  in   many   outward   Com- 
plaints,   as  Rheumatic  and  Arthri- 
tic   Pains,    and   Paralytic   Limbs  j 
becaufe  it  is  veiy  warm  and  pene- 
trating.

thof^  Plants  whofe  volatile  Parts  are 
fo  loofe  m  their  Combinations,  that 
they  fly  ofF  m  drying,  ought  to  be 
committed  to  the   Still   as  foon  as 
gatlier'd,     as   Lillies  of  the  Valley, 
Baiin:,  and  thofe  of  a  tender  Scent  5 
whereas  thofe  which  preferve  their 
Volatility,  as  Marjoram,  B^cfemary, 
and   :he   ftronger  Aromatic?,  may 
be  trufted  when  dry,  if  they  have 
not  been  kept  too  long,     Thefe  are 
all  beft  ralfed  in  the  Alemhk  with  a 
Crane-Head y  the  higher  the  better  : 
and  if  a  Handful  or  two  of   Pot- 
Afhes  are  thrown  in,  they  will  both 
help  to   load  and  keep  down   the 
groffer  Phlegm,    and  .  feparate  and 
volatilize  the  finer  Tarts.     As  by 
the  common  way  of  running  what 
comes  off  into   an  open  Receiver, 
many  of  the  finer  Parts  fly  off,  and 
are  loft ;  by  the  Contrivance  of  a 
Bladder    and    Funnel,    it   may    be 
convey'd  into  a  Bottle  as  clofe  as 
into    a   Receiver    w'ith    a   Retort. 
Take  a  ftrong  Bottle  of  any  con- 
venient bignefs,  into  which  put   a 
Rmnel ;  tie   to  the  Worm,  a  Blad- 
der, in   the  fame  manner  as  it  is 
fitted  to   a  Glyfter-Pipe ;  cut  ouen 
•what   covers   the  Aperture  of  the 
Worm,  and  draw  the  Bladder  back 
over  the  Funnel,  fo  that  it  may  be 
clofe  t)'M  about  the  Neck  of  the 
Bottle.     By  tliis  means  not  a  Par- 
ticle can  be  loft  :  but  the  Fire  muft 
be   more  moderate    than  in   open 
Biftilbtion,  otherv/ife  it  will   force 
up  the  Still-Head,  or  burft  the  Blad-

nage all  their  Diftiliations  of  odori- 
ferous Plants  this  way  :  for  the 
Waters  will  be  much  the  bettet 
for  it. 

Th6  Spirits  of  vegetable  Subftan- 
ces,  efpecially  of  Herbs,  made  by- 
Fermentation,  cannot  be  depended 
upon  to  have  much  of  the  Virtue  of 
the  Plant  in  them :  for  in  Fermen- 
tation of  an  odoriferous  Plant,  the 
Spirit  which  Nature  has  made,  flies 
away  in  that  inteftine  Motion,  fo 
that  what  is  afterward  produced  has 
no  advantage  beyond  thofe  made 
fi'om  inodorous  Subftances  by  the 
fame  Artifice.  Thofe  Wnters, 
therefore,  exceedingly  err,  who 
teach  to  ferment  any  Plant  whatfb- 
ever,  in  order  to  draw  out  any  me- 
dicinal Virtues ;  becaufe  the  Spirit 
is  made,  by  the  very  Action  of 
Fermentation,  as  has  been  before 
demonflrated  in  the  firft  Part,  un- 
der that  Head,  Setf.  4.  So  that  iv 
fignines  not  fo  much  what  Sub- 
ftances  fuch  a  Spirit  is  drawn  fronv 
as  what  Properties  refide  in  a  Spirit 
made  by  fach  Contrivance. 

In  this  Limiitation  of  the  Term, 
we  have  no  Spirits  from  either 
Animals  or  Minerals  j  all  undei* 
this  Denomination  obtained  from 
them,  being  either  not  properlv^ 
fo,  or  procured  by  fuch  artificial 
Helps,  as  will  come  to  be  ex*- 
plain*d  under  their  refpedive  Pre- 
parations. 

All  that  has  been  here  advanc'd^ 
i^  very  eafily  appIyM  to  Waters  % 
we  Hiafl  therefore  only  fubjoin,  that 
all  the  Waters  exhal'd  from  in<:iisO^' 
rous  Plants,  are  not  worth  Diftilla- 
tion,  becaufe  they  cannot  rai£e  any 
thing  befides  Phle?,m,  *  unlefs  a  very 
fmall  Portion  of  a  nitrons  Salt, 
which  is  ftrain'd'  into  them  with 
their  NouriiTimeht  from  the  Earth, 
px  i^bibsd  frgsi  th^  Air  and  Dews  s 
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and  fo  many  ways  as  there  are  to 
procure  all  the  medicinal  Efficacies 
of  fuch  a  Salt  to  much  better  ad- 
vahtage,  can  never  juftify  the  Trou- 
ble and  Expence  of  diftilHng  of 
Plants  to  obtain  it  from  them. 
Where  therefore  a  Perfon  has  fuch 
an  opinion  of  thofe  Herbs  wliich 
are  term'd  cold,  as  Plama'm,  Sca- 
brous, and  the  like,  as  not  to  be 
cafy  without  them,  he  had  better 
take  them  in  his  Sallets  and  Broths, 
than  diftil  them.  This  further  may 
be  worth  remarkino;,  that  all  thofe 
Plants  which  are  deem'd  cold,  are 
beft  when  they  fhoot  up  rank  and 
Jarge  j  but  of  the  hot,  they  are 
ftrongeft  when  leaft  fucculent,  and 
when  the  Leaves  fhoot  (iiiall.

'  Take  any  quantity  of  Gum,  Ber- 
ry, Seed,  Herb,  or  Wood,  fuch 
as  are  proper  to  be  bruifed  or 
pouder'd  ;  let  them  be  put  into  a

Exaftly  the  lame  Method  will 
draw  the  ejj'ential  OH  from  any  Sub- 
ftance  whatfoever  that  contains  it  j 
and  thofe  of  fome  Woods,  SLs'Cin" 
namon,  Sajfafras,  Cloves,  and  the 
like,  becaufe  they  are  heavier  than 
Water,  will  fall  to  the  bottom  j  but 
are  as  eafily  fepai  ated  by  decanting 
the  Water  by  gentle  Inclination. 
Becaufe  that  of^nifeeds,  with  fome 
fev*'  others,  will  coagulate  towards 
the  latter  end  of  the  Diftillation,  the 
Water  in  the  Worm-Tub  fhould  ceafe 
to  be  renew'd,  that  it  may  grow 
warnij  and  diffolve  away  all  that 
has  condens'd  in  its  PafTage.  The 
moft  valuable  of  this  Clafs  aregrie- 
voufly  fophifticated  by  the  Chymifts 
and  wholefale  Dealers,  either  with 
exprefled  Oils,  or  fuch  diftilled 
ones  as  are  cheaper,  and  approach 
neareft  to  their  Flavors.  Thefe 
Cheats  are  difcoverable  either  by 
fpecific  Weight,  as  in  the  Oils  of 
Cinnamon,  Cloves,  and  the  like,  no 
other  anfwering  exadly  to  the  fam^ 
Standard;  or  by  Evaporation  of  a 
little  in  a  Spoon :  for  if  there  be 
anv  Mixture  of  an  exprefled  Oil,  it 
will  all  remain,  and  the  other  exhale  j 
as  the  Oils  of  Anije,  Caravjay,  §cc. 
and  laflly  by  Dilution,  fb  that  the 
Flavor  is  but  ^uft  retained,  ^v^■lich 
Oil  appears  in  the  Spoon,  let  out     will  much  fooner  difcover  a'foreign

It  is  a  moft  ftimulating  Cor- 
dial, and  cannot  fail  to  excite  to 
conjugal  Intercourfes  J  where  a  Con- 
il:itution>  by  any  Misfortune,  has 
fallen  into  a  Coldnefs  or  Indifteren- 
ty  that  way  5  for  (if  the  Expreffion 
may  be  allow'd )  where  there  is 
.Fuel,  it  will  infallibly  kindle  it.  The 
Satyriony  and  all  of  that  Tribe,  are 
not  to  be  compared  to  it.    In  many 
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Glafs  oi-  Canary,  or  any  other  Li- 
quor which  a  Patient  may  like  bet- 
ter, Eut  notwithftandfng  thefe 
Commendations  of  this  Medicine, 
which  indeed  cannot  be  greater  than 
it  deferves;  yet  none  but  the  truly 
skilful  mud  dare  to  meddle  with  it; 
for  by  an  injudicious  Adminiftra- 
tion,  it  may  occafion  Stranguries, 
Erojions,  Excor'mtionSy  and  even 
Convuljlom  :  fuch  is  the  difference 
of  an  efficacious  Medicine  in  the 
hands  of  a  good  Phyjician,  and  an 
EmUric.

'  Iron  Wire,  to  make  it  burn  clear  j 

*  then  coyer  it  v;jth  tlic  Bell,  and  in 
'  three  or  four  hours  time   tlie  Oil 

*  ir.ay  be  perceiy'd  to  condsnfe  a- 

Z  4  '  bou 
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boiiL  the  Bell,  and  drop  into  the 
Difn,  and  fo  into  the  Receiver. 
Whenever  the  Sulphur  appears  to 
burn  dull,  take  off  the  Bell,  and 

*  ftir    about   the   Sulphur  with  an 
Iron-wire  as  before :  then  fet  the 

'  Glafs  again,  and  fo  proceed  till 

*  there  be  as  much  Oil  (  or  rather 
'  Spirit  of  Sulphur)  as  is  defired,' 

This  is  a  powerful  Acid,  and  its 
Operation  is  chiefly  Diuretic  j  but  'tis 
more  commonly  prefcrib'd  to  give 
a  palatable  Acidity  to  fome  internal 
Medicines,  than  to  anfwer  any  In- 
tention by  its  proper  Virtues.  Its 
greateft  ufe  is  in  other  Preparations. 
Its  Dofe  for  Palatablenefs  is  at 
pleafure,  and  as  a  Diuretic  from  5 
to  |0  Drops  in  any  proper  Vehi- 
cle. Many  queftion  whether  there 
be  any  real  difference  between  this 
and  Oil  of  Vitriol,  which  is  difficult 
to  determine ;  fo  that  they  may 
fpeak  as  truly  as  pleafantly,  who 
pronourice-  one  to  be  a  Vitriolic 
Spirit  of  SulphiiY, .  and  the  other  a 
Sulplmreous  Spirit  of  Vitriol :  our 
Chvmifts  however  are  feldom  at  the 
trouble  to  iupply  us  With  this  ge- 
nuinely made. 

Sal- SWphuris,  Salt  of  Sulphur, 
'  Put  of  5^/  Polycrejium  (as  pre- 

*  par'd  under  the  Article  ot  Nttre) 
'  %  iv.  pouder  it  in  a  Glafs  Mortar, 
"  with  a  Peftle  of  the  fame  ^  put  it 
'  into  a  flat  wide-mouth'd  Glafs, 
'  and  add  to  it  of  the  Spirit  of  Sul- 
'  phur  ^  ii.  ftir  them  well  together, 
*■  and  evaporate  in  a  Sand-Heat ; 
"■  which  will  leave  a  pleafant  acid 
'  Salt,  which  put  up  in  a  Phial  for 
'  ufe.' 

This  is  not,  ftridly  fpeaking,  the 
Salt  of  Sulphur,  but  Nitre  fix'd  by 
Sulphur,  and  afterwards  impregna- 
ted with  its  Spirit.  It  is  Diuretic, 
and  if  given  in  a  large  Dofe, 
Cathartic,    as  moll  Saks  are.     In 


the  former  Intention  it  is  given 
from  gr.  x.  to  3  i.  in  the  latter  up 
to  3  iv.  diffolv'd  in  Broth,  or  any 
proper  Vehicle  warm. 

Spiritus  Saponis,  Spirit  of  Soap* 

*  Cut  into  fmall  pieces  fixteen 
*■  Ounces  of  the  Soap  of  Alicante 
'  and  foften  it  in  an  earthen  Veffel 
'  by  a  gentle  Fire,  and  mix  in  it  7 
'  or  8  Ounces  of  Clay-Pouder  :  Put 
'  theMixture  in  a  Retort  big  enough, 
'  that  one  third  part  may  remain 
'  empty  5  place  the  fame  in  a  Fur- 

*  nace  of  Reverberation,  adapt  a 
'  Recipient,  lute  the  Joints  exadly, 

*  and  make  a  little  Fire  in  the  Fur- 
'  nace  to  the  third  degree,  and  con- 

*  tinue  doing  fo   till  nothing  more 

*  diftils.  Separate  the  Veffels  when 
'  cooled,  and  pour  the  whole  con- 
*■  tained  in  the  Recipient  into  a  Tun- 
'  nel  furnillied  with  grey  Paper,  and 

*  there  will  come  out  a  watry  and 

*  clear  Liquor,  which  is  yellowidi, 
*■  and  of  a  bitter  Taft  :  which  may 
'  be  called  the    Spirit  of  Soapy    of 

*  which  there  will  be  fix  Ounces.' 

I  do  not  know  that  this  has  been 
made  in  our  Shops,  but  it  feems  na- 
turally fuited  for  fo  many  Purpofes 
of  moment,  as  to  deferve  Recom- 
mendation ;  for  it  cannot  but  be 
very  opening  and  refolutive,  both 
inwardly,  and  externally  apply'd  5 
and  feems  admirably  calculated  for 
Embrocations,  with  other  fuitable 
Ino;redients,  a2:ainft  arthritic,  and 
fuch  like  obftinate  Pams.  I  cannot 
alfo  but  think  it  efficacious  in  the 
Jaundice^  ScrophuWs,  and  the  like 
glandulous  Foulneffesj  as  likewife 
a  good  Menjiruum  for  Opium,  to 
make  a  Liquid  Laudanum  Vikh, 

Spiritus  Sacchari,  Spirit  of  Sugar, 

'  To  lb  i.  of  pouder'd  Sugar  put 

*  ft  iii.  of  Fullers  Earth  alfo  m 
*.  Peudev;,  or  in  its  room  £0  mi>^h 

*  Si\nd 
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^  Sand  clean  wafh'd  j  place  a  Re- 
'  ceiver  half  full  of  the  mixture  in 
*^  a  Sand-Furnace,  and  give  it  Fire 
'  of  the  firft  degree  for  two  hours  j 

*  then  encreafe  it  to  the  fecond  for 
'  two  hours  more  ;  proceed  to  the 
'  third,  where  keep  it  till  no  Fumes 

*  appear  in  the  Receiver.  Then 
f  let  all  cool,  and  in  the  Receiver 
'  there  will  be  found  a  fetid  Oil  and 

*  Spirit,  which  feparate  as  ufual. 
'  Put  the  Spirit  into  a  Retort  or 
'  Cucurbit :    i^t  to  it  a  Receiver 

*  unlut€di  make  Fire  of  the  firfl: 
'  degree,  and  there  keep  it  till  the

*  away  the  Phlegm,  lute  on  the

This  will  diflblve  Pearl  or  Coral, 
and  is  alfo  accounted  a  good  Medi- 
cine in  the  Stone  and  Gravel  in  the 
Eladder  or  Kidneys  ;  but  it  is  hardly 
made  or  prefcrib'd.  Dofe  from  lo 
to  $o  Drops.  There  is  another 
Spirit  of  Sugar  J  which  the  Chy- 
mifts  call  Compound,  that  has  half 
as  much  Sal  Ar^noniac  as  Sugar,  It 
makes  a  finer  and  ftill  more  aperi- 
tive Spirit,  but  is  not  us'd. 


Splritus  Sacchari  Ardens,  A  burning 
Spirit  of  Sugar. 
*  Take  of  coarfe  Sugar,  or  Mo- 

*  loiTes,  any  quantity  at  pleafure,  in. 
'  proportion  to  the  Still ;  put  to  it 
'  ten  or  twelve  times  its  weight  of 
'  Water,  and  let  them  ftand  a  fiifE- 
'  cient  time  to  ferment :  as  foon  as 
'  the  Fermentation  is  over,  put  the 

*  Liquor  into  a  Copper  Scill  with  its 
'  Refrigeratory,  and  give  it  gradual 

*  Fire  till  it  begins  to  drop.     Ob- 

*  ferve  fo  to  manage  the  Fire,  that 
'  the  Spirit  come  from  the  Mouth 

*  of  the  Worm  in  a  fniail  Thrsd,

f  then  let  out  the  Fire^  and  rectify 
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*  the  Spirit  by  a  fecond  Diftillation,

This  is  of  the  fame  ufe  as  the  Spi- 
rit of  Wine,  and  is  much  preferable 
to  our  Malt  Spirits,  both  for  Softnefs 
and  Flavor,  and  is  exceeded  by 
none  but  that  of  the  Grape. 

Cryftalli  6c  Cremor  Tartari,  Cry- 
Jials  and  Cream  of  Tartar. 
'  Take  any  quantity  of  crude 
*■  Tartar,  boil  it  in  Water  till  the 
'  Parts  which  are  capable  of  Solu- 
'  tion  be  entirely  diffolv'd  ;  run  the. 

*  Liquor,  whilfl  it  is  hot,  thro  a 
"  flannel  Bag  into  an  earthen  Pan^ 
^  and  evaporate  till  a  Pellicle  ap- 
'  pears  :  then  fet  it  in  a  cold  place, 
'  and  fufFer  it  to  ftand  quiet  two  or 
'  three  days;  afterwards  decant  the 
*■  Liquor,  and  there  will  be  found

'^  ftrong  brown  Paper,  which  tie  up 
'  V/ith  Thred,  and  wet  it  with  Wa- 

*  rers

a  little  Oil  of  Almendiy  and  fome- 
times  with  Rofe  and  Orange- Wa- 
ters.    This  Salt  is   aperitive,    and 
us'd  much  to  draw  out  the  Tindures 
of  Vegetables,  and  is   given  jn  all 
Icinds  of  Obftru6lions.      This   the 
Ciiymifts,  by  feme  fmall  difference 
of  Management,  make  ferve  for  the 
lixivioHS  Saks  of  all  Plants;  and  it 
IS  much  to  be  wifli'd  all  their  Fiauds 
Were  as  little  detrimental :  forwhat- 
foever  is  reduc'd  into  fuch  a  Sub- 
ftance  by  CaWmationt  has  no  Qua- 


lities but  what  the  Fire  gives  it,;  and 
therefore  Salt  cf  Tartar  is  as  good 
as  the  Salt  of  any  Plant  whatfoever, 
procur'd  the  fame  way,  as  has  been 
before  taken  ncjtice  of^  N^  ^04.  of 
the  Simples.

'  for  half  an  hour  :  then  take  it

^  Cream  of  Tartar,  and  Salt-Peter,

*  well  together,  and  put  them  into  a 

*  red-hot  Cmcible  by  a  Spoonful  at 
'  a  time  :  when   it  is  melted,  take 

*  out  the  mixture  with  a  little  Iron 

*  Ladle,   and  put  \t  into  a  warm 

*  earthen  Pan,  adding  to  it  fo  much

Oleum  &  Spiritus  Tartari,  oil  and 
Spirit  of  Tartar. 
'  Take  of  the  pure  Cryftals  of 

*  Tartar  ft  iv.  diftil  m  a  Retort 
'  with  a  large  Receiver,  encreafing 
*■  the  Fire  by  degrees,  till  the  Fumes 
*■  altogether  difappear.  There  will 
'  come  out  a  Phlegm,  a  Spirit,  and 
^  an  Oil  J  after  the  laft  of  thefe  is 

*  feparated,  put  the  other  into  a 
'  Glafs  Cucurbit,  and  reftify  in  a 

*  Sand-Heat  two  or  three  times  o-

and  give  it  a  Fire  of  the  firft  de- 
gree, till  the  Lute  be  dry ;  then  ad- 
vance to  the  fecond,  in  which  will 
come  over  a  very  penetrating  and 
grateful  Spirit,  which*  is  a  moil 
powerful  Diaphoretic,  and  alfo  af- 
fifts  by  Urine.  It  is  given  from 
9  ii.  to  5  ii,  in  any  proper  Vehicle, 
in  the  mod  obftinate  chronic  Dif- 
cafes. 

Sal  Tartari  Volatile,  Vjlatih  Salt 
of  Tartar. 

'  Take  the  Lees  of  Wine,  and 
*■  dry  them  gently  ,  when  dry,  beat

thtm  into  gfofs  Pouder  :  place  a 
Giafs  coated,  or  earthen  Retort, 
half  full  with  them,  in  a  Rever- 
beratory  Furnace :  oive  it  a  gen- 
tle Fire  to  drive  off  the  Phlegm, 
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*  which  comes  oyer  firft  j  and  when 
*"  the  Fumes  begin  to  rife,  fit  and 

*  lute  on  the  Receiver,  augmenting 
*"  the  Fire  gradually,  till  at  laft, 
'  with  the  moft  extreme  degtee,  no 

*  more  Fumes  will  arife.     Then  let 

*  all  cool,  and  take  off  the  Recei- 
^  ver,  wherein  there  will  be  a  whi-

Inflances  of  fuch  a  Deflroyer  being 
prevented,  or  ^hrown  off,  by  pro- 
fufe  Sweats,  which  have  been  pro- 
cur'd  by  wrapping  the  Patient  up  in 
a  Sheet  wet  with  Vinegar :  which 
cannot  but  be  an  infallible  way  of 
procuring  Sweat,  becaufe  it  gives 
fuch  an  univerfal  fqueeze  to  the  So-. 
lids,  as  muft  prefs  and  force  the 
thinner  Fluids  thro  the  cutaneous 
Glands  j  and  at  the  fame  time  gives 
them  that  Firmnefs  and  Tenfion, 
as  will  make  them  vibrate  with  too 
much  Smartnefs  to  fuffer  the  Fluids 
ftagnating,  or  falling  into  any  un- 
due Cohefions  from  any  foreiga 
Taii^t.

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made  Acetatn  Sambucimim,  Antho- 


jatum,  5cc.  Vinegar  of  Elder,  Rofe- 
mary,  and  the  like,  by  an  Inftifioii 
of  their  Flowers  3  and  their  Ufes  are 
manifefl,  from  the  Virtues  of  the 
Ingredients  already  defcrib'd.  Some 
T)tfpenfitory-W ntt\:Sy  efpecially  the 
Germans,  abound  v\fith  medicated 
Vinegar?,  and  moft  of  them  aini'd 
againft  peftilential  Pifeafes :  but  nei- 
ther the  Difeafes  of  our  Climate, 
nor  the  Pradice  amongft  us,  ever 
call  for  fuch  Medicines.  Our  Col- 
lege indeed  retain  feme  few  of 
them,  and  particularly  the  Acetmn 
Theriacale  Norimbergenfe,  but  it  is 
never  prefcrib'd,  or  made.  We 
Ihall  therefore  here  give  room 
only  to  one  more,  which  is 
called

'  Infufe  the  Leaves  of  Rue  and 
'^  Scordiumy  that  is,  Water-Gcrman- 
*"  der,  pick'd  from  the  thick  Stalks, 

*  ana  m.  iii.  Juniper-Berries  and  An- 
*^  geiica  Roots,  ana  |  ii.  Zedoary 
^  and  Sevile  Orange-Peels,  ana  %  i. 
'  in  the  beft  Vinegar  ib  viii.  let  them 

*  digefl:  for  a  Month,  and  then  prefs 
'  the  Vinegar  from  the  Ingredients, 
*■  which  keep  for  ufe.' 

This  IS  not  prefcrib'd,  or  kept  m 
the  Shops,  but  is  fo  eafily  made  by 
any  private  Family,  and  is  fo  good 
a  Medicine  to  procure  Sweat  upon 
any  threatnings  of  a  Fever,  or  upon 
a  Surfeit  ^  that  it  is  very  well  worth 
any  one's  making,  and  keeping  by 
him.  It  may  be  given  from  half  a 
Spoonful  to  two  or  three  Spoon- 
fuls, in  any  convenient  warm  Li- 
quor. And  if  the  Patient  is  kept 
warm  with  Clothes,  it  cannot  fail  of 
raifing  a  Sweat  j  and  it  is  the  beft 
Sucudaneum  to  Treacle* Water  m 
the  World,  where  that  caniig^  t?

•■  their  Bodies  j  and  when  they  are

Many  great  and  wonderful  Vir- 
tues are  attributed  to  this  Salt  j  and 
it  is  reported  to  give  relief  even  in 
thofe  Difeafes  which  are  moll  re- 
fra(f^ory  and  difficult  to  cure,  as  A? 
poplexies.  Lethargies,  ConvuHions, 
Palfles,  and  all  other  Maladies  be- 
liev'd  to  have  their  Source  from  the 
Brain  5  likewife  in  Diftempers  of 
the  Breaft,  as  Afthnia's,  Pleuriiies, 
Palpitation  of  the  Heart,  ct'^:.  for  it 
opens  and  attenuates  exceedingly^ 
whereby  it  divides  and  dillodges 
Humors  \\\  the  moft  remote  Re= 
cefles,  and  difpofes  them  for  fome 
Secretion.  Li  all  Diftempers  pecu- 
liar to  the  Female  Sex,  it  is  likewife 
in  great  efteem^  and-  promotej  the 
natural  Cleanhngs  {o  neceffary  to 
their  Plealth.  Some  will  have  it 
too-  to  be  a  Specific  againft  the 
Bires  of  venomous  Creatures,-  but 
this  Opinion  feems  moftly  built  up- 
on Fancy  :  yei  >bv  its  Activ  i:y  it  will 
ivi  fuch  cafes  prevent  the  Eloc^d j6.;om 
ru;;ining  into  tiiofe  Gi'umes  ar|d  un- 
iiatural  Coi^eflons,  v/hicli  pbfti  ugl 
the  VefT^ils ;  ana  t.Herjeby  do  great 
fen'Lcei  But  the.greatefl  Virtue  of 
jail  in  this  Medicine^  is  its  wonderflil 
Efficacy  in  all  cutaneous  Cafes  :  of 
which  fee  further,  under  the  V'lp^r 
it  felf,  Se5l.  4.  Clifs  2,.  of  Anl^ 
tnals.  The  Dofe  of  this  is  from 
X  gr.  to  5.ii.,  The  great  Scarcity  of 
Vipers  m  ourCour.try,  makes,  tlys 
Medicine'  too  de?.f  here  to  be  fo 
much  ufed  as  it  deferves.  Our  Chj'- 
mills  play  ftich  Tricks  with  it,  that 
it  is  not  to  be  trufted  to  from  them, 
becaufe  they  mix  Harts-Hornj  Sd- 
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ArmonlaCt  and  other  volatile  Sui^s 
with  it,  or  vend  th.°m  alone  for  i-' 
If  it  be  defired  ftill  Hner  than  the 
firft  Redification  makes  it,  mix: 
three  parts  of  clean  and  very  dry 
Chalk,  in  fine  Pouder,  with  on^ 
part  of  reftify'd  Salt  of  Vipers  :  put 
it  into  a  xVIatrafs  or  uncut  Cucurbit, 
With  its  Head  and  Receiver  well 
luted,  and  with  a  gentle  Fire  fubr 
lime  the  Salt,  which  will  leave  all 
its  oily  Particles  abforb'd  in  the 
Chalk.  Some  diftil  a  Water  froirj 
the  live  Vipers,  which  is  fuppos'd 
to  contain  their  chief  Virtues,  and 
to  be  fudorific  ;  but  it  m.uft  be  in  a 
much  lower  degree,  and  therefore 
is  not  worth  makins;.

Let  the  Dif^ 
folution  ftand  quiet  fOr  three  or  four 
hours,  and  decant  it  gently  froni 
the  Fues ;  draw  off  the  Spirit  of 
Wine  in  a  gentle  Heat  of  Sand  in  ^ 
Retort:  diffolve  the  Salt  again  in 
the  fame  Spirit  of  Wine,  and  repeat 
the  Operation  till  no  F&ces  remain  i 
Return  the  Salt  again  into  the  Spi- 
rit of  Wine,  in  which  it^vi^  totally 
diffolve. 

This  IS  the  true  tartariz'd  Spi- 
rit of  Wine,  with  which  honeff 
Mr,  George  Wilfon  fays  he  ufed  to 
extrad  the  Tinfture  and  Anodyne 
Sulphurs  of  Metals,  and  unite  them 
with  vegetable  fix'd,  and  animal 
volatile  Alkalies  j  and  he  further 
owns  it  to  be  the  chief  Ingredient 
in  the  Anti-Rheumatic  Tin5lure  (of 
which  he  does  not  give  the  Recipe) 
that  cured  him  of  a  violent  Rheuma- 
tifwy  which  afflided  him  three 
Years  fuccefUvely  ;  and  that  he  was 
not  only  freed  fi'om  thofe  acute 
Pains  which  attend  the  Diftemper, 
but  then  continu'd  without  any  Re- 
turn, which  was  about  fifteen  Years 
after.  Nor  are  its  Virtues  (he  con- 
tinues to  inform  us)  confined  to 
that  Difeafe  only;  for  the  Gout, 
Scurvy,  Dropfy,  Jaundice,  Cholic, 
Green-Sicknefs,  and  Stone  in  the 
Bladder  or  Kidneys,  give  way  to  it. 
Its  Dofe  (  that  is,  of  this  Spirit)  is 
from  50  Drops  to  5  ii.  diluted  in 
Wine  and  Water,  or  both  mix'd.

.*  Retort  or  Iron  Pot,  which  may 
'  be  fiU'd  two  thirds.  If  it  be  an 
*■  Iron  Pot,  fit  to  it  a  Copper-Head, 
^  with  its  Receiver  5   if  a  Retort, 

*  only  a  Receiver :  place  them  on 
'  a  naked  Tire,  which  increafe  gra- 

*  dually,  fo  as  to  keep  fome  Fumes 
*■  in  the  Receiver,  and  put  the  Oil 
'  and  Spirit  into  a  feparating  Glafsj 
,*  wafh  out  the  Salt  which  remains 

*  behind  with  clean  Water,  and  put 
'.'  it  to  the  Oil  and  Spirit.  Then  let 
**  it  ftand  2  4.  hours  to  feparate,  and 

*  draw    out  the    Spirit ;    then    put 

*  them   into  a   Cucurbit   or  long- 

*  boll'd  Retort,  in   a  gentle  Heat 

*  of  Sand  to  rectify  :  the  Salt,  and 
'  fome  part  of  the  Liquor  com- 
*■  monly  call'd  Spirir,  will  firfl  af^ 
*■  cendj  the  Salt  will  increafe  till 
'  the  Neck  of  the  Retort  and  Re- 

*  ceiver  are  well  charg'd.     When 

*  the  Salt  begins  to  diffolve,  take 

*  off  the  Receiver,  and  feparate 
■*  the  Spirit  from  the  Salt,  as  before 
'  direfted  in   that   of   Urine.      If 

*  after  Redificatlon   any  Oil   ^p- 

*  pears  upon  the  Spirit,  feparate  it 
'  by  aGlafs,  and  keep  the  Spirit  by 
'  it  felfi  in  a  Phial  extremely  well 
'  flopt.' 

What  is  here  call'd  the  Spirit,  is 
nothing  but  fome  Portion  of  the 
a'olatile  Salt  floating  in  the  Phlegm  ; 
and  is  good  for  Httle  elfe  than  to  fli- 
.mulate  the  Noftrils  in  fainting  and 
fwooning  Fits,  and  alfo  fometimes 
to  give  inwardly  in  the  like  Cafes, 
where  any  new  Senfation  is  of  fer- 
vice,  only  as  it  gives  a  different  De- 
termination to   the  Spirits,  and  fo 


thing  but  from  that.  This  ex- 
tremely rouzes  the  Spirits,  and  con- 
tributes t(^  their  regular  Motions. 
It  is  of  infinite  fervice  fometimes 
at  the  clofe  of  an  unmerciful  Fever, 
which  has  burn'd  up  the  Vitals,  and 
tore  the  Conflitution  quite  out  of 
frame,  fo  that  Life  is  as  a  glimmer- 
ing Snuff,  which  may  tenderly  be 
cherifh'd  into  Vigour  again  :  herein 
it  fupplies  the  parched  Fibres  with 
frefh  Fluid  fuited  to  their  Exigencies, 
and  helps  to  keep  on  the  main 
Springs  and  Motions  of  Life,  (till 
the  Enemy  is  critically  difcharg'd) 
which  otherwife  might  languifh,  and 
at  lafl  fland  flill.  The  Dofe  is  from 
iii  to  xii,  xv,  or  xx  gr.  But  there 
are  great  Errors  committed  in  the 
common  Praiftice  in  its  Prefcrlp- 
tion,  by  putting  it  either  into  Forms 
which  it  will  deflroy,  or  which 
will  lofe  its  Volatility  before  it  gets 
to  the  Patient.  In  Pills  it  will 
not  lie,  no  more  than  any  other 
VolatiJes,  but  will  rarify  them 
into  ten  times  their  proper  Eulk. 
Boles  likewife  it  will  puff  up  in  like 
manner,  and  foon  make  its  efcape  : 
and  in  Pouder,  wherein  it  is  often 
ordered,  in  a  very  fmall  time  it  is 
not  better  than  a  Calx,  or  fo  much 
Pouder  of  Lime.  There  is  therefore 
no  Form  to  preferve  its  Virtues  in, 
but  by  diffblving  it  with  fome  pro- 
per Vehicles  into  Draughts :  unlefs 
the  Apothecary  attends  with  his 
ftone  Bottle,  and  waits  at  the  Bed- 
fide  to  diftribute  every  Dofe  as  it  is 
to  be  taken.  '  .- -

After 
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After  the  fame  manner  may  be 
made  the  Spirit,  Oil,  and  Salt  of 
the  Scully  Bones,  Homi,  Hoofs,  or 
Bair,  of  any  Animal.  And  if  the 
Biftillation  be  made  m  an  Irpn-Pot 
with  a  Copper-Head,  that  He^d 
ought  to  be  kept  only  for  fuch  ufe. 
If  the  Spirit  and  Salt  is  defired  ab- 
solutely free  from  the  Oil,  to  tt  i.  of 
the  Spirit  (after  the  fecond  Rectifi- 
cation) put  of  Bone's  or  Horns  cal- 
cined to  a  white  Pouder  I  iv.  and  dif- 
til  m  a  gentle  Heat  of  Sand,  And 
if  all  the  Salt  be  defired  in  a  dry 
Form,  feparated  from  the']?hiegm, 
put  the  aforefaid  Mixture  into  a  Ma- 
trafs,  or  long  Body,  with  a  Head 
and  Receiver  fitted  to  it,  and  m  a 
very  gentle  Heat  of  Sand,  the  Salt 
\vill  be  elevated  into  the  Head  and 
Keck  of  the  Matrafs  :  for  the  vola- 
tile Salts  of  Ammals  are  properly 
their  Spirits  ;  an(i  what  we  call  Spi- 
rits, is  no  other  than  part  of  t\\Q 
volatile  Salt  dilfolvM  in  the  Phlegm, 
as  was  above  obferv'd ;  which  ne- 
Verthelefs  has  the  fame  Virtue,  but 
jnuft  be  given  in  a  larger  Dofe. 

'  "Thefe  Preparations  have  hereto- 
fore ftood  in  the  front  of  nervous 
Medicines,  but  the  wicked  Sophifti- 
caiions  of  owy;  Chymifls  have  de- 
biafed  them  into  Difregard,  and  al- 
moft  expell'd  them  out  of  Pradice. 
To  give  the  Spirit  an  uncommon 
Pungency  and  Qiiicknefs  of  Smell, 
which  is  all  they  want  to  recom- 
hiend  it  to  Sale,  a  way  has  been 
found  to  quicken  it  "with  Lime  and 
urinous  Volatiles  j  iind  they  have 
been  fo  hardy  herein  as  to  own  it, 
and  2;ive  it  a  place  in  their  Ca^a- 
jos^uc,  of  spirit  us  Cornu  Cervt  cum 
Cake,  Spirit  of  H'arts-Horn  ivith 
Lime.  And  now  the  Fraud  is  fb 
far  improved,  tkit' they  will  make 
It  without  any  Harts-horn  at  all, 
hiit  with  Bittern  ;  that  is,  the  Brine 


which  they  get  from  the  Salter f. 
Urine  and  Lime,  which  will  raife 
a  ftrong  fcented  Spirit  :  and  this 
thefe  very  honeft  Men  give  fome 
Scent  and  Color  to,  with  a  little  of 
the  fetid  Oil  of  Harts-Horn,  and  put 
off  for  what  is  genuine  ;  or  without 
tliat  Oil,  for  Spirit  of  Sal  Armo' 
niac.  So  that  from  eight  and  ten 
Shillings  per  pound,  which  the  ge- 
nuine Medicine  deferv'd,  thefe  Gen- 
tlemen, to  oblige  a  good  Cuftomer, 
can  afford  it  now  for  as  many 
Pence.  But  a  curious  Perfon  may 
pretty  eafily  difcover  this  Cheat, 
by  the  rancid  urinous  fmell  of  the 
fophifticated  fort,  and  its  whitening 
the  infide  of  a  Glaft  in  which  it  is 
long  kept.  The  volatile  Salt  too, 
which  is  now  fold  in  the  Shops  for 
that  of  Harts-Horn,  is  a  perfect 
Cheat,  and  more  a  Caujlic  than  a 
Cordial,  by  ,the  quantity  of  Lime 
and  urinous  Salt  that  is  thrown  up 
with  it :  whereas  that  which  is  care- 
fully to  be  colleded  in  the  Diftilla- 
tion  of  the  Spirits,  about  theTopand 
Neck  of  jthe  Receiver,  is  truly  aq 
animal  volatile  Salt,  foften'd  with 
fuch  a  Portion  of  a  highly  fubti- 
liz'd  Oil,  as  renders  it  an  admira- 
ble and  agreeable  Medicine ;  but 
this  is  never  to  be  met  with,  or 
made  ufe  of^  unlefs  the  Phyfician 
will  be  at  the  trouble  of  attending 
t!Ve  Elaboratory,  or  find  a  Perfon  ho- 
neft enough  to  make  it  on  purpof^ 
for  him.  For  3  i.  of  this  genuine 
Salt  may  be  ftretched  out  into  ft  i. 
of  that  us.'d  in  the  Shops. 

After  the  whole  Procefs  is  over, 
the  pieces  of  Harts-Horn  may  be 
taken  out  of  the  Body,  and  in  a 
Potter's-Kiln,  or  any  convenient 
Furnace,  bui'n'dj  and  that  makes 
the  Burnt  Harts-Horn  of  the  Shops, 
which  is  not  at  all  the  worfe  for  th6 
Spirit,  Oil  and  Salt   bein^  drawfv

Preparations 

ciFaiid  preferv'd  j  for  when  it  is  put 
4-efh  into  a  Furnace  to  burn,  thofe 
Parts  are  entirely  forced  from  the 
Horn,  and  loft  in  Vapor,  which  by 
Biftillation  are  preferv'd  for  very 
good  pui^ofes.  This  is  reckon'd  a 
Sweetner,  and  of  the  fame  nature  as 
ihe  Tejlacea.  It  is  much  us'd  in  De- 
fodion  againft  Diarrhea's,  and 
Pluxes  of  the  Belly  5  and  makes  that 
which  is  call'd  the  White  Drink, 
when  boil'd  alone  in  Spring-Water 
with  a  little  Cinnamon. 

Spiriti^s  Cornu  Cervi  Aromaticus, 
Aromatic  Spirit  of  Harts-Horn, 
'_Take  the  Spirit,  Oil,  and  Salt 
of  Harts-Horn,  after  the  firft  Dif- 
tlla  tion,  and  reftify  them  5  put 
them  when  re£^ify'd  into  a  clean 
long  boiled  Retort ;  to  each 
Pound  of  which  put  of  Sal  Vola- 
tile Oleofum  I  ii.  Spiritus  Nitri 
Dtdcis  I  iv.  fhake  them  well  to- 
gether, and  fet  them  in  a  very 
gentle  Sand-Heat  t^Iute  on  a  Re- 
ceiver, and  continue  the  Fire  not 
exceeding  the  fecond  degree,  till 
all  be  diftili'd  ;  and  in  the  Re- 
ceiver  there  w411  be  a  Spirit  clear 
of  an  Empyrenmaj  and  of  a  plea- 
fant  Scent.' 

This  is  reckon'd  a  powerful  Diu- 
retic and  Diaphoretic,  and  to'  be 
endu'd  with  all  the  Virtues  attribu- 
ted to  Goddard's  Drops.  Its  Dofe  is 
fi'om  50  to  100  Drops.  If  it  be 
once  more  redify'd,  its  Scent  wiU 
be  yet  much  more  agreeable.

their  Tricks  in  adulterating  both  of 
them,  as  may  be  feen  under  each 
of  their  Procefles.  The  Virtues  may 
be  eafily  known  from  thofe  of  the 
Ingredients  feparate,  which  this  Me- 
dicaie  retams. 

Spiritus  Cornu  Cervi  Succinatus,  Sp'i^ 
rit  of  Harts-Horn,  with  Amber. 
*  This  is  made  by  putting  in  half 
'  as  much  Amber  as  Harts-Horn, 
*■  and  then  proceeding  as  in  the  fim- 
'  pie  Diftillation/ 

The  Virti^es  and  Dofes  are  the 
fame  as  of  the  former  plain  Spirit. 
The  Oil  which  comes  over  is  not 
much  us'd,  or  known  iw  Prefcripr- 
tion ;  and  therefore  the  more  to  be 
fpar'd  for  the  Cheats  above-men- 
tion'd :  but  it  is  of  great  efEcacy 
in  Arthritic  and  Rheumatic  Pains, 
if  embrocated  upon  the  part  af. 
fefted ;  and  there  is  hardly  any 
one  thing  of  greater  force  in  fuch 
cafes,  efpecially  if  it  be  artfully  ma- 
nag'd  with  fome  lixivial  Salts,  as  1% 
making  the  Soap  of  Tartar.  But  of 
this  We  fhall  have  room  to  fay  more 
in  an  Eflay  upon  the  Gout,  prepar- 
ing for  Publication.

In  this  Operation  a  watchful  Eye 
jnuft  be  had,  that  as  foon  as  the 
Cryftals  are  perceived  to  give  in  the 
Head,  the  Cucurbit  muft  be  drawn 
out  of  the  Sand,  and  the  Head  and 
il^ceiver  taken  off 3  put  the  Spirit 


and  Salt  apart  into  Phials  well  ftoptj 
This  Salt  will  unite  with  Salt  of  Tar- 
tar, and  readily  diflblve  in  Spirit  of 
Wine.  It  is  extremely  penetrating, 
and  IS  the  moft  effeftual  Diflblvent 
of  vegetable  and  animal  Subftances, 
as  well  as  a  powerful  Diuretic  and 
Sudorific  5  and  is  therefore  good  in 
all  chronic  Difeafes.  Its  Dofe  \^ 
from  10  to  50  or  70  Drops,  in  any 
convenient  Veliicle.

IN  this  Part  are  intended  to  be 
given  all  the  Compofitions  of 
the  College,  according  to  their 
laft  Amendment  of  the  Lon- 
don Difpenfatory,  Next  will  be 
colleded  many  from  Dr.  Bates^s 
Pharmacopoeia ;  and  afterwards  from 
any  other  Author  or  Perfon,  whofe 
Compofitions  have  had  Merit  e- 
nough  to  bring  them  into  the 
Shops,  and  give  them  a  place  in 
Prefcription.  Some  Recipe-s  alfb 
will  be  retain'd,  that  have  fallen 
Into  difregard,  either  thro  the  dif- 
ficulty of  making,  or  their  liable- 
nefs  to  Sophiftication,  but  are  of 
uncommon  Efficacy  j  and  likewife 
fome  inferted,  which  may  be  pre- 
fumed  worth  bringing  into  the  Rank 
of  Officinal  Medicines,  both  upon 
the  account  of  their  eafy  Compo- 
sition, and  convenient  keeping ; 
and  their  Efficacy  in  many  Inten- 
lions  of  Cure. 


Thofe  of  the  College  are  given 
exadly  as  they  ftand  in  their 
own  Difpenfatory  :  and  in  the  (iib- 
join'd  Remarks  notice  is  taken  of" 
the  particular  Alterations  made  from 
the  former,  with  fome  Suggeftions 
of  the  Reafons  for  fo  doing.  The 
whole  Materials  of  this  Part  are  di- 
ftributed,  as  much  as  could  be,  un- 
der divers  Seftions,  according  to 
their  neareft  Affinity  and  Conveni- 
ency  in  Preparation ;  for  the  Me^ 
thod  in  the  preceding  Part  of  Sim« 
pies,  which  has  been  directed  by 
their  Virtues  and  Intentions  in 
Cure,  would  have  made  this  to© 
perplexing,  and  have  given  more 
trouble  than  the  Advantages  of  it 
could  anfwer.  And  in  this  like- 
wife, as  in  the  former,  what  Me«^ 
dicines  are  not  well  reducible  un- 
der any  particular  Divifion,  have  a 
Sedion  given  them  apart  at  the 
latter  end.

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reckon'd  amongft  the  Compositions. 
And  as  the  Rauonaie  of  this  Procefs, 
or  manner  of  Preparation,  has  al- 
ready been  given.  Pari  I.  Section 
I  3 .  and  many  necefTary  Remem- 
brances drop'd  concerning  it,  in 
many  of  the  foregoing  Pages,  it  will 
be  needlefs  to  fay  any  more  by  way 
of  Preface  to  this  Sedion,  than  that 
for  the  Reafons  before  given,  there 
can  be  expeQ:ed  no  Medicines  under 
it,  but  for  the  Intentions  either  of 
Cordials,  Diuretics,  and  Diaphore- 
tics :  for,  to  fliorten  the  Contro- 
verfy,  if  a  Balfamic,  Cathartic,  or 
Opiate,  could  be  rais'd  by  Vapor ; 
yet  the  very  Contenders  for  that 
Opinion  allow,  that  thofe  Proper- 
ties are  much  more  conveniently 
drawn  out  by  other  Procefles  :  and 
therefore  it  ma}'  be  concluded,  that 
no  wife.Earfon  will  expeft  in  a  dif- 
tiil'd  Water  any  thing  elfe  than 
fuchfubtile  and  light  parts  of  a  me- 
dicinal Simple,  as  can  fall  m  with 
the  foremention'd  Intentions  ;  and 
indeed  for  this  reafon  very  little  un- 
der this  Dividon  comes  over  weigh- 
ty enough  to  afFe£l  even  the  urina- 
ry Secretions  s  and  therefore  all 
which  require  gj'offei'  ^^'^^  more  ef- 
ficacious Inftruments,  are  excluded 
from  hence ;  as  all  that  is  to  be 
done  by  the  ijiinutefl:  Agents,  and 
immediately  concerns  the  nervous 
Syftem,  and  its  proper  Moifture?, 
commonly  call'd  the  animal  Spi- 
rits, is  moft  naturally  comprehend- 
ed herein. 

A  Si7nple-Water  is  intended  to 
draw  out  the  Virtues  of  any  Herb, 
Seed,  Flower,  Root,  cc.  wliich  may 
be  more  conveniently  given  in 
that  "Form  than  in  any  other  :  but 
becaufe  the  Phlezm  or  watry  Parts 
of  any  medicinal  Simple,  is  no  bet- 
ter than  common  \5^ater  imdiftilled  j 
therefore  all  thofe  Ingredients  which 
iti  DiftilUtion  raife  nothinji  but  a 


Phlegm,  as  may  be  difcover'd  by 
the  Scent  and  Tafte  of  what  comes 
over,  are  not  fit  for  the  Still.  For 
which  rcxfon  the  College  have  nov/ 
rejeded  all  they  judged  ufelefs  for 
thefe  PurpofeSy  and  have  retained 
only  the  following. 

Trom  the  Leaves  and  Buds  of 
Both  the  Wormwoods,  Angelica, 
Carduus  B.  Succory,  the  greater 
Celandine,  Eyebright,  Fennel,  Fu- 
mitory, HyfTop,  Marjoram,  Baum, 
Mint,  Parfley,  Plantain,  Penny- 
Royal,  Oak,  Rue,  Saxifrage,  and 
Meadow  Sweet. 

Trom  the  Flowers  of 
Oranges,  Camomile,  Beans,  Lil- 
lies  of  the  Valley,  Red  Poppies, 
Cowflips,  Piony,  Rofemary,  White, 
Red  and  Damask  Rofes,  Elder,  and 
Limes. 

Trom  the  Fruits  of 
Citrons  the  Peel,  Rafp-berrles, 
Green  Walnuts,  an<|  Black  Cherries, 
from  ib  xii.  of  the  latter  of  which, 
bruifed  with  the  Stones,  draw  one 
Gallon. 

Trom  an  Animal, 

Frogs-Spawn. 

Herein  is  made  a  vei7  great  re- 
dudion  of  the  Simple  Waters,  and 
certainly  with  good  reafon,  becaufe 
there  were  not  only  many  before 
ordered  of  no  EfKcacy,  but  like- 
wife  they  were  fo  numerous,  that 
a  great  deal  of  needlefs  trouble  and 
expence  were  employ'd  to  keep 
them  all  in  readinefs.  It  may 
podibly  be  difputed,  whether  all 
thefe  new  retained,  are  of  Impor- 
tance, or  EfiBcacy  enough  to  deferve

But  here  it  may  not  be  amifs  to 
advertife  the  Reader  that  whatfoever 
Properties  any  Simple  has  from  the 
Groffnefs  or  Solidity  of  its  Parts, 
which  make  it  ad  as  an  Emetic, 
Cathartic,  or  Aflringent  j  the  Reji- 
duum,  which  is  left  after  DiftiJla- 
tion,  will  remain  in  full  pofleflion 
of  them  :  and  therefore  the  Opera- 
tor may  husband  it  accordingly. 
Thus  the  purging  S<yrup  of  Rofes, 
is  as  well  made  after  the  Damask- 
Rofe  Water   is   drawn  off,    as  if 


to  have  their  Stones  all  broke,  be- 
caufe  from  the  Kernel  proceeds  the 
chief  Part ;  for  which  reafon  many 
make  the  Water  from  the  prefling, 
after  the  Juice  is  taken  out  for  other 
ufes  5  and  fome  even  from  bitter 
Almonds,  as  they  yield  a  Water  not 
to  be  diftinguifh'd  from  the  other. 
The  Waters,  whofe  Excellency  con- 
fifts  in  their  Flavor,  as  the  Orange- 
Flower  and  Damask  Rofes  ought  to 
be  drawn  into  a  Receiver  fitted  to 
the  Worm  with  a  Bladder,  as  before 
direded  under  the  Preparation  of 
SimpleSj  fo  that  no  Particles  may 
exhale  and  be  lofl.  As  for  the  Red

Of  thefe  Waters,  the  they  all 
bring  over  fomething  befide  Plil egm, 
as  is  manifeft  from  the  Smell  and 
Tafte  of  the  refpedive  Simples 
whence  they  are  drawn  j  yet  it  is 
fo  faint  in  fome  of  them,  that  they 
will  not  keep  long  without  mother- 
ing, and  growing  ropy.  Such 
therefore  fhould  have  a  fmall  quan- 
tity of  Spirit  thrown  into  the  Still 
with  them,  about  one  Pint  to  each 
Gallon  intended  to  be  drawn,  v/hich 
will  not  alter  the  Virtues,  but  make

The  New  Bif pen  fat  cry  omits  the 
needlefs  Circumftance  in  the  for- 
mer, of  depurating  the  Lemon  Juice 
before  Diiliillation,  and  very  pru- 
dently adds  the  diftilled  Vinegar  af- 
terwards, infcead  of  putting  it  into 
the  Still  5  becaufe  with  fuch  Ma- 
nagement, it  effe  dually  anfwers  all 
its  Intentions,  and  risks  iefs  ha- 
zard of  carrying  along  with  the  Me- 
dicine any  part  of  the  Metal,  v/ith 
which  the  Alembic  is  made,  as  all 
Acids  are  apt  to  do.  This  Hands 
in  the  old  T>ifpe'nfatories  under  the 
Title  of  Aqua  Theriacalis  Stillititia, 
to  diftinguifh  it  from  the  Aciua  The- 
riacalis per  Infiifionemy  ordered  in 
the  Leyden  and  fome  other  Difpepi- 
fatories.  This  Water  is  the  moft 
us'd  of  any  m  the  Shops,  altho  its 
Compofition  is  blamed  by  many  j 
for  the  Juices  can  contribute  very 
little  to  its  Virtues  ;  and  upon  ac- 
count of  the  proper  Seafon  to  ob- 
tain them,  this  Water  cannot  be 
made  at  all  times,  how  much  foe- 
ver  wanted  ^  unlefs,  as  fome  do,  the 
B  b  3  Juices 
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juices  are  exprefs'd  in  their  Seafon, 
and  kept  on  purpofe  :  but  then 
they  are  good  for  nothing  j  for  io 
little  as  is  of  a  Volatile  nature  in 
fuch  Simples,  will  very  foon  be  loft. 
The  reft  indeed  of  the  Ingredients 
a2;ree  well  enough  to  the  main-  In- 
tention of  an  Alexipharmic  and 
Sudorific  ;  and  the  Acids  contribute 
niuch  to  that  purpofe.

Its  Dofe  is  ufually  to  grown  Per- 
fons  fi'om  I  (s.  to  %  i,  which  is  too 
little ;  for  5  iv.   is  but  a  moderate 
Quantity  to  have  any  reliance  upon, 
efpecially  to  Perfons  who  are  ufed 
to  high  Living,  as  moft  are,  unlefs 
the  meaneft  of  the  People  j  and  in 
iiich  a  Dofe  it  can  do  no  harm.    But 
this  Medicine,    notwithftanding  the 
good  which  might  be  done  with  it, 
iF  properly  applyM,  is  amongft  thofe 
things  which  Are  become  familiar  to 
the  good  Women, and  fuch-like  Pre- 
tenders in  Phydc  •,  who   obferving 
it  to  be   frequently    ordered  m  Fe- 
vers  by   the    ableft    Praditioners, 
thence  conclude,  they  being  igno- 
yant  of  the  real  Effects  of  any  Me- 
dicine, that  there  is  nothing  more  to 
be  done  to  cure,  but  to  give  This,  or 
fome  fuch  Cordial  V^ater>  together 
with  Gafcoign's    Pouder  :    whereas 
oftentimes  Symptoms  will  arife  that 
can  never  be  overcome  by  fuch  lan- 
guid Medicines.     And  it  is  the  pro- 
per  Office  of  a  real  Phyfician  to 
diftinguifh  when    only  fuch  gentle 
Means  are  to  be  ufed,  and  the  cri- 
'  tical  Point  of  Time,  whe'rein  more 
eflicaciGUS    ones   ought  to  be  ven- 
tur'd   upon.     Which   part  of  Skill 
is  out  *of  the  Capacity  of  anv  of 
thefe   Pretenders  ;  who  would  ne-

This  Negled  is  often 
of  a  pernicious  Confequence,  and 
many  a  Life  is  loft  for  want  of  a 
Remedy  powerful  enough  to  fup- 
port  Nature  labouring  under  the 
Fury  of  a  Diftemper.

This  ftands  commended  for  an 
extraordinary  Medicine  in  many 
Cafes  of  Obftinacy;  and  if  it  be 
drank  |  iii  or  iv.  three  or  four  times 
a  day,  is  faid  to  cure  red  pimpled 
Faces,  Struma's,  Dyfenteries,  the 
Whites,  Rheumatic  Pains,  and  the 
Diabetes,  It  is  certainly  a  powerful 
Dryer,  and  very  proper  to  ufe  m 
Becodions  of  the  Woods,  and  all 
Ingredients  of  that  Intention  :  but 
tho  the  making  of  it  is  eaf)'  enough, 
yet  here  in  London  it  may  be  had  at 
any  time  from  the  Sugar-Bakers,  by 
the  Name  of  Lime-Water,  as  it  hap- 
pens to  be  wanted  -,  becaufe  they 
vSq  it  much  m  refining  their  Sugars. 
This  is  alfo  much  prais'd  for  cleanf^ 
ing  and  drying  up  old  foul  Ulcers, 
both  by  its  internal  ufe,  and  wafhing 
them  frequently  with  it.

This  is  an  excellent  Medicine  for 
many  Purpofes  exteriirJly  5  and 
therefore  deferves  to  be  more  re- 
garded than  it  is  at  prefeiit.  It 
greatly  cieanfes  Ulcers,  by  waPning 
them  frequently  with  it  warm,  it 
is  good  againfi  all  Inflammritiony, 
and  almoft  infallibly  cui-es  Defluxi- 
ons  of  Rheum  upoja  the  Eyes.  If 
it  be  too  fharp  for  that  \xi^c.,  it  may 
be  diluted  v/ith  a  little  Spring-Water,^ 
at  the  time  of  Application^  It  keeps 
the  Gums  clean  and.  firm  to  the 
Teeth,  if  they  are  frequently  rubb*d 
with  it.  And  in  the  Itch,  it  is  botl> 
fafe  and  efficacious,  by  fi-eciuently 
waJQiing  the  Eruptions  and  Parts  al> 
feded  with  it.

There  is  no  occafion  of 
rectiiy'd  Spirit  V.  if  it  be  drawn  by 
the  Alembic,  which  is  moft  proper  5 
unlefs  it  be  thou2;ht  that  a  lower 
Menflriium  will  not  extract  the  Vir- 
tues of  the  Ingredients  ;  and  there- 
fore double  the  quantity  of  common 
Proof  may  ferve  as  well.  It  may 
be  dulcify'd  v/ith  a  little  fine  Sugar, 
to  make  it  more  palatable.  It  1%  a 
very  good  Water  m  any  nervous 
Cafes  5  and  a  continu'd  moderate 
ufe  of  it  will  comfort  and  fortify 
the  Fibres,  fo  as  to  prevent  the  Dif- 
charge  of  fuch  Juices  upon  the 
Joints,  as  caufe  Arthritic  Pains 
and  Swellings.

But  this  is  much 
better  made,  by  putting  the  whole 
into  a  Retort,  with  a  fufficient  quan- 
tity of  the  Jellamy-Flowers,  and 
drpvi^S  \^  pff  '^^  ^  Sand-Heat^  with 
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a  Receiver  well  luted  :  for  by  this 
means  all  the  Scent  would  come 
over,  and  none  of  it  be  loft  a- 
gain.

We  have  not  any  Water  in  the 
Shops  of  this  Intention  ;  and  the 
manner  by  which  it  is  directed  to 
be  made,  will  certainly  give  over 
enough  of  the  Ingredients,  fo  as  to 
communicate  to  the  Water  an  Ano- 
dyne Property,  and  make  it  anfwer 
all  the  Intentions  of  Opium  given 
in  any  other  Form.  In  feveralCir- 
cumftances,  as  the  pleafantnefs  of 
taking,  and  requiring  a  flight  quan- 
tity of  the  Opiate,  this  may  be  pre- 
ferable to  any  Preparations  the  Shops 
are  yet  fupply'd  with  :  and  therefore 
it  may  be  well  worth  the  while  to 
try  this,  which  yet  I  have  not  done, 
tho  often  intended  it.

Wine 
ought  to  be  put,  or  Spirit  in  its 
room,  for  the  Waters  j  and  their  re- 
fpeftive  Simples  added  to  the  other 
Ingredients,  that  are  of  any  mo- 
ment in  this  Intention,  for  few  of 
them  are  kept  in  our  Shopst  The 
whole  thus  regulated  makes  an  ad- 
mirable Medicine  for  the  Purpofe 
exprefs'd  in  its  Title ;  and  Is  goodf 
to  raife  the  Spirits  and  flrengtheti 
the  Nerves  in  all  Cafes  whatfoever 
that  want  fuch  Helps.  It  is  gene- 
rally under  the  Title  of  A^ua  Car^ 
bunculi.

Thus  far  we  have  follovv'd  our 
PredecefTors,  who  have  been  in- 
duftrious  in  handing  down  to  us 
fuch  Recipe's  under  this  denomina- 
tion as  they  thought  moft  worth 
notice  :  but  tlie  prefent  Praftice 
iias  alfo  furni'Vi'd  us  with  fome 
Waters,  which  are  kept  either  at

What  is  got  indeed  this 
way,  is  loft  in  the  Extrad,  and 
therefore  the  Operator  may  ma- 
nage it  as  either  of  the  Medicines 
are  depended  upon.  If  the  Spirit 
be  but  once  drawn,  the  Refiduum

The  Salt  of  Tartar  is  added,  as  in 
many  other  Tindures,  to  open  the 
Root,  and  make  it  give  a  Tindure 
the  more  freely  :  forlixiviaPSaks 
greatly  break  and  divide  all  adhefive, 
vifcid,  and  refinous  Subftances.

5.  But  he  direds  a  great  many 
things  troublefome  and  unnecef- 
fary  in  its  preparation :  Croll'ms 
hath  given  fome  additional  Inftruc- 
tions  about  it,  much  more  approved 
of;  but  from  the  Emendations  of 
AgncoLi  it  is,  that  the  prefent  Prac- 
tice takes  it  J  and  thus  it  is  direded 
in  the  A'^guflan  Bifpenfatory,  as 
well  as  in  thofe  of  our  College,  and 
other  more  modern  Writers  in  Phar- 
macy. The  Saffron  muft  firft  be 
infus'd  In  the  Spirit  of  Wine  fepa- 
ratelv,  in  which  it  will  almoft  dif- 
folve.  When  that  is  {trained,  digeft 
it  much  longer  with  the  Myrrh  ; 
which  likewife  ftrain  or  decant  off: 
then  digeft  it  with  the  Aloes,  Vy'hich 


it  Will  now  take  up,  as  much  as  if 
charg'd  with  nothing  before.  Or, 
as  fome  do,  the  quantity  of  Spirit 
may  be  divided  into  three  parts;  and 
the  feveral  Ingredients  digefted  fepa- 
rately,  and  their  Tinftures  put  to- 
g^her  after  ftraining.  By  this  means 
the  whole  Virtues  of  the  Medicin© 
will  be  in.  force,  which  otherwife 
would  be  in  a  great  meafure  loft} 
the  Menjlrmtm  being  fo  foon  fated 
with  one>  that  it  would  not  take  up 
enough  of  the  other  :  and  indee^d 
with  the  Spirit  of  Sulphur  it  would 
rather  burn  and  calcine  them,  than 
extra£t  their  Virtues.

there  will  be  no  need  of  Diftilla- 
tion, to  give  It  a  Confiftence.  To 
5  i(s.  of  each  of  the  Ingredients, 
|xii.  of  Spirit  of  Wine,  and  5  iv. 
of  that  of  Sulphur,  will  be  fuffi- 
clent  to  make  It  into  a  good  Elixir. 
The  College  leave  it  (o  at  difcretion, 
that  no  one  knows  where  to  fix  its 
Standard ;  and  therefore  a  Phyfician 
cannot  well  know  how  to  determine 
the  Dofes  to  his  Patients,  different 
Shops  having  it  of  different  degrees 
of  ftrength.  This  may  be  given 
from  10  to  30  Drops  to  Children, 
and  to  grown  Perfons  from  2,0,  to  6<i 
Drops,  or  more.  It  is  a  veiy  good 
Stomach  Medicine,  and  greatly  for- 
tifies and  ftrengthens  the  Fibres,  at 
the  fame  time  that  it  deterges  and  for- 
wards the  difcharge  of  noxious  Hu- 
mors ;  which  It  very  gently  does,  and 
therefore  is  a  good  Cathartic  for  the 
PrimA  Vi^y  as  well  as  a  good  Alte- 
rative in  all  manner  of  Cachexies,

Many  have  got  a  way  of 
putting  in  '[Jamaica  Pepper  for  all 
the  Spices  ;    but  it  is  not  fo  juft  to 
vary  from  the  Recipe,  when  there  {& 
no  reafon  but  for  Cheapnefs,  and 
the  Medicine  thereby  becomes  the 
worfe  5  which  it  certainly  does  in  this 
Inftance,  becaufe  that  is  a  more  oily 
Spice  than  thofe  here  order'd,  and 
therefore  cannot  make  fo  good  a 
Stomachic.  This  Medicine  is  greatly 
come  into  Praftice  of  late,  and  very 
defervedly  j  for  it  mightily  ftreng- 
thens  the  Stomach,  and  v/illdo  good 
fervice  fometimes  where  Bitters  a- 
vail  nothing,  efpecially  in  Relaxati- 
ons from  Debauches  and  Over-feed- 
ing.    This  very  well  imitates   the 
Virtues  of  the  celebrated -B/^r,^,  2nd 
is  properly  given  in  all  Intentions, 
where  that  is  found  to  fucceed  :    fo 
that  by  its  help,  Intermittents,  and 
many  Diforders  from  too  lax  a  flate 
of  the  Solids,  may  be  remov'd  with  a 
much  \t(s  quantity  of  the  Bark  than 
they  might  other  wife  require.  It  has 
an  Influence  alfo  over  many  Di- 
flempersof  the  Head  to  advantage, 
and  prefervxs  againft  Epilepfies,  A- 
poplexies,  Palfies,  and  Rheumy  De- 
fluxions.     It  may  be  given  from  lo 
to  30  or  40  Drops  in.  any  fuitable 
Vehicle,    once,  twice   or  thrice  a 
day ;  obferving  to  take  it  when  the 
Stomach  is  moll  empty,   as  in  the 
Morning  fafting,  a  little  before  Din- 
ner, and  in  the  Afternoon.    This  is 
the  very  Medicine  which  Mr.  Fuller, 
Author  of  the  Medicina  Gymnajii- 
ca,  gives  an  Account  of  in  his  Ap* 
pendix,  to  have  been  order'd  to  him 
by  a  Phyflcian  now  of  the  greateft 
Note  J    and   by  the  fole   help  of 
v/hich,  he  was  recover^  from  a  moft ' 
deplorable  Decay  of  Conflitution, 
particularly  of  the  Stomach,   and 
continual  Reachings  to  vomit  for 
forac  time  :  tho'  from  a  return  after- 
^  e  ^  waxd^

This 
makes  a  Tindure  not  to  be  known 
from  feveral  which  are  fo  extrava- 
gantly cry'd  up  in  empirical  Advert 
tifements,  and  is  the  beft  that  can  be 
inade,  notwithftanding  thofe  Boa- 
irers  talk  of  fo  many  Ingredients  in 
theirs  ;  which  is  only  to  put  a  BKnd 
upon  the  Ignorant.  To  this,  Cen- 
tory,  and  many  things  of  the  like 
kind,  might  be  added  j  but  they 
would  rather  clog  the  Medicine, 
than  increafe  its  Virtues.  This  is 
very  conveniently  kept  in  the  Shops 
to  make  the  Bitter  Draught  extern- 
for'e,  with  any  kind  of  Wine  or 
other  -Vehicle.  From  15  to  60 
Drops  is  fufficient  for  a  Dofe  of 
ii  or  5  iii.  It  is  alfo  very  conve- 
niently tiddtd  to  Steel  Wine,  as 
JBitters  are  often  join'd  with  it. 
It  has  all  the  Virtues  of  the  com-

THIS  Form  of  Medicine  is  con- 
triv'd  to  prefervethe  ^Flowers, 
Herbs,  Roots,  Peels,  or  Fruits,  of 
{QYetzlSmplesj  as  near  as  poilibleto 
what  they  are  when  frefh  gather'd  : 
but  for  this  purpofe  there  is  fomuch 


Sugar  made  ufe  of,  that  a  Dofe  of 
the  Simple  to  anfwer  any  Intention 
of  moment,  is  render'd  very  incon- 
venient to  take.  All  the  things 
therefore  v/hich  come  under  this 
Divifion  are  to.  be  regarded  pretty 
E  e  4.  much 
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much  as  the  S<yrups,  more  for  the 
jfake  of  mixing  and  rendering  pala- 
table other  things  of  greater  Effica- 
cy, than  to  anfwer  any  Intention  of 
Cure  of  themfelves.  For  what  can 
be  expeded  from  a  Dofe  of  the  moft 
efficacious  Conferve  that  is  made  in 
the  Shops,  (fuppofe  |  i.  which  is  |- 
Sugar)  when  the  Herb  of  tvhich  it 
is  made  might  be  eat  by  handfuls, 
or  as  common  Salleting,  without 
finy  manifeft  Alteration  ?  In  this 
Torm  more  or  lefs  Sugar  is  ufed,  ac- 
cording to  the  Texture  and  Difpofi- 
tion  of  the  Smple  concern'd.  Thus 
to  Herbs,  and  Flowers,  there  are 
yut  three  parts  of  Sugar  to  one  of 
the  Simple  5  for  Roots,  and  fuch 
Subftances  as  will  better  keep,  dou-

Eut  according  to 
the  different  Succulency  of  thisir  re- 
fpedive  Simples,  they  grow  dry,  or 
run  as  thin  as  Syrup,  with  keeping, 
and  turn  four  and  ferment  5  in  both 
which  cafes  they  ought  to  be  put  by 
as  unfit  for Ufe,  and  good  for  no- 
thing but  to  add  to  any  fermenting 
Liquor  for  Diftillation.       ' 


and  for  fome  Fruits  and  their  Pulps, 
yet  lefs  will  ferVe.  That  part  of 
this  Branch  of  Pharmacy  taken  away 
by  a  diftind  Bufinefs  call'd  Prefer- 
ving,  does  not  much  differ  from 
this,  but  in  the  manner  of  mixture : 
for  the  fame  thipgs  are  preferv'd  by 
the  Confedioner  only  with  Sugar 
managed  in  a  different  way,  thaii 
what  the  Apothecary  does  by  his 
Conferve,  All  under  this  Denomi- 
nation, as  to  their  Virtues,  are  to 
be  known  from  their  refpeftive 
simples ;  and  therefore  we  fhall 
only  here  give  a  Lift  of  fuch 
Conferves  as  are  now  in  the  Shops, 
and  fometimes  prefcribed,  under 
fuch  Diftinftions  as  regard  any 
particular  Management  in  theii:

the  firft  of  thefe  is  in  ufe,  which  re- '" 
quires  great  Labour  to  make  it  ver^ 
fine  :  if  therefore  the  Orange  Chips, 
as  they   are   fhaved  thiri   off    the 
Orange,   are  put  into  an  earthen 
Pan  for  fome  weeks,  with  a  fuffi- 
cierit  quantity  of  Sugar,   they  will 
mellow,  or  as  it  were  rot  fo  toge- 
ther, that  it  will  require  jnuch  lefs 
.  "  trouble 
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trouble  to  reduce  it  into  a  good 
<  Conferve. 

Conferves  of  Hips,  Sloes^  and  the 
like,  are  made  with  three  parts  of 
ihe  Pulp  ot  the  Fruit,  and  five  parts 
Sugar.  The  former  is  brought  to 
-a  Pulp  by  (landing  till  mellow,  and 
the  latter  by  baking}  and  then  they 
are  to  be  driven  thro'  a  Sieve  made 
on  purpofe  for  fuch  ufe.  When 
the  Sugar  is  mix'd  with  the  Pulp,  fo 
much  Moijfture  is  to  be  evaporated 
over  a  gentle  Heat,  as  is  necelTaiy 
to  bring  the  Conferve  to  a  pretty  ftin* 
Confiftence ;  great  care  being  taken 
all  the  while,  by  continual  ftirring, 
that  it  does  not  burn  into  hard 
Lumps. 

The  Conferves  of  any  medicinal 
Simple,  that  is  not  ufually  kept  made, 
may  be  made  at  any  time  when  re- 
quired, according  to  fome  of  the 
foregoing  Methods,  with  a  Propor- 
tion of  Sugar  fuitable  to  its  Texture 
§nd  Dilpolition  of  Parts.

<yone  many  Alterations  amongft  Di- 
fpenfatory  Writers,  and  particularly 
by  thofe  of  the  Faculty  of  Motnpe- 
lier  and  Ley  den,  as  may  be  feen  in. 
the  Pharmaoopoeia  Regla  of  Zwelfer ; 
but  they  are  all  perplexed  and  inju- 
dicious ProcefTes.  The  College  at 
firfl:  received  it  into  their  Difpenfa- 
tory,  according  to  the  original  Pre- 
fcription,  but  it  hath  upon  every 
Revifal  fince,  been  alt«red,  until 
reduced  to  the  fimple  and  eafy  man- 
ner as  herein  ordered.  All  the  fu- 
perfluous  Ingredients,  and  trouble- 
fome  Parts  of  the  Procefs  are  here 
rejeded,  and  nothing  retained  but 
what  is  of  fomeEfEcacy  to  the  main 
Intention,  and  eafy  to  manage  : 
The  omiflion  of  the  Gold  indeed 
may  leffea  it  in  the  Efteem  of  fuch 
as  attributed  any  Cordial  Virtues  to 
the  Medicine  on  that  fcore  5  but 
when  they  have  learned  to  judge 
better,  they  will  be  more  reconciled 
to  it,  as  here  ordered,  without  that 
Decoration.  This^  happens  to  be 
one  of  the  Medicines  made  choice 
of  by  a  late  Pretender  to  reform  the 
D'lfpenfatory,  to  give  a  Specimen  in 
of  his  Ability  that  way ;  but  the 
Groflhefs  of  his  Errors  herein  is 
enough  to  ftop  any  one*s  Curiofity 
from  feeing  further  of  his  Perfor- 
mance, for  amongft  other  Alterati- 
ons he  hath  fluffed  it  with  |  iii.  of 
Crocus  Martis  Ajlrlngens.

7.  and  foe 
that  reafon  is  commonly  in  extem- 
poraneous Prefcriptions  called  Con^ 
fe6iio  Fracajforii.  The  firft  of  our 
College  Difpenfatories,  and  the  Au- 
guftan  inferted  it  alike  5  but  m 
fubfequent  Editions  it  hath  been  al- 
tered, tho'  chiefly  in  the  Tranfpo- 
fltions  of  the  Ingredients.  The 
prefent  however  is  copied  after  the 
firft  Form  exactly,  unlefs  in  the 
Sugar  of  Rofes  for  Conferve.  The 
Emendation  here  likewife  to  be 
made  at  Difcretion,  of  Diacodium 
for  Honey,  is  on  many  Accounts 
greatly  to  be  liked,  and  the  Rea- 
fons  for  luch  an  Altentipn  can- 

not 
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not  but  be  obvious  to  every  one 
acquainted  with  thefe  Matters.  The 
Scordium  and  Dittany  are  to  be 
fine  pick'd  from  their  Stalks,  and 
all  powder'd  together,  except  the 
Galbanum  and  Opium,  which  muft 
be  llrain'd  and  firft  mix'd  with  the 
Honey,  and  then  the  Species  fifted 
and  Hm-'d  in,  and  after  all,  the  Wine 
put  to  it,  as  Zwelfer  hath  dire£led 
in  his  Remark  hereupon.  Some 
alfo  ftrain  the  Styrax,  but  it  will 
ijafs  with  the  others  into  a  Powder ; 
but  then  it  muft  be  the  better  fet- 
tled from  Drofs,  eUe  the  quantity 
will  be  defedive.  For  the  Sugar 
of  Rofes,  I  i.  of  the  Ilowers  are 
pGwder'd  with  the  dry  Ingredi- 
ents, and  fo  much  the  more  Ho- 
ney put  inftead  of  the  Sugar.  If 
fer  the  Cajfia-Wood,  Cinnamon  be 
ufed.  It  much  betters  the  Medicine  j 
both  as  the  latter  is  a  much  more 
aftringent  Spice,  and  the  other  in 
time  gives  a  flimy  Qiiality  to  the 
Compofition,  and  fpoils  it.  This 
is  valu'd  for  its  Color,  which  it 
receives  only  from  the  Bole,  the 
Xliofl:  indifferent  Ingredient  in  it ; 
but  as  it  is  a  ilgn  of  its  frefhnefs. 
It  is  of  ufe,  for  this  Medicine  is 
much  the  worfe  for  Age,  and  \s 
known  to  be  fo  by  the  red  Color 
wearing  off :  but  that  likewife  may 
be  difcovcr*d  by  the  Faintnefs  of 
its  Taft ;  for  the  Aromatics  by  time 
exhale,  and  the  Roughnefs  of  the 
Ingredients,  in  which  its  Aftringen- 
cy  confifts,  by  long  continuance  in 
a  moift  Form,  grows  fofter  and 
fmoother  upon  the  Palat,  as  has 
been  already  frequently  obferv'd  of 
things  of  that  nature.  The  Color 
is  indeed  renewable  by  a  little  frefh 
Bole,  but  the  Deceit  may  be  dif^ 
covered  by  the  Taft.  Every  one 
knows  how  much  this  is  of  ufe, 
and  for  what  purpofesj  an(J  iU' 


deed  if  the  feveral  Ingredients  be 
nicely  feleded,  and  the  Medicine 
freth  made,  it  is  excellent  in  all 
Fluxes  whatfoever,  and  a  great 
Stremhener  both  of  the  Stomich 
and  Bowels.  In  its  Influence  upon 
Fluxes,  the  Opium  has  no  fmall 
fhare,  as  may  be  well  conceiv'd  from 
the  Virtues  of  that  Drug.  It  is 
given  to  Children  from  gr.  v.  to  9  i. 
and  to  grown  Perfons  from  9  i.  to 
5  ii.  for  a  Dofe.  There  is  but  gr.  i. 
of  Opium  in  5  v,  gr.  xii.  A  very 
mifchievous  way  fome  Nurfes  have 
got,  of  giving  their  Children  this 
Medicine  to  make  them  fleep,  more 
for  their  own  Eafe  than  any  thing 
elfe  J  which  is  frequently  the  Foun- 
dation of  many  lUneffes,  from  its 
keeping  them  too  coftive,  the  worft 
Temper  Children  can  be  in.  Be- 
caufe  Honey,  which  is  certainly  an 
Opener,  and  a  powerful  Detergent, 
and  therefore  contrary  to  the  main 
Defign  of  this  Compofition,  is  here 
in  fo  large  a  quantity  j  the  modern 
Pradice  has  very  prudently  order'd 
this  Medicine  to  be  made  without 
it,  by  ufing  in  its  ftcad  a  fufficient 
quantity  of  Syr,  de  Meconio,  boil'd 
up  to  a  due  Confiftence,  which 
greatly  improves  the  Medicine :  but 
the  quantity  for  a  Ddfe  muft  then 
be  proportionably  leffenM,  as  the 
Syrup  adds  to  its  Narcotic  Proper-' 
ty.  Many  alfo  of  late  have  a  way 
of  drying  the  Opium  fo  as  to  pow- 
der with  the  Species,  and  referving 
it  by  itfelf,  as  was  before  obfervM 
of  the  Species  pro  Confe^ione  de 
Hyacintho  :  and  this  is  the  bcft  way 
of  all  to  preferve  the  Virtues  of  the 
feveral  Ingredients  entire,  which 
no  moift  Form  can  do  thofe  of  an 
aftringent  nature.  Of  the  Species 
may  be  given  fpr  a  DQfe  from  gr.  y, 
to  9  i.

Thus  the 
Agaric  is  not  only  ufelefs  but  hurt- 
ful, by  making  the  Medicine  more 
naufeous :  the  Succus  Hypocijiidis  an- 
fwers  no  end  at  all  5  the  Cajfiat 
Bark  ftiould  be  rejeded  for  the 
fame  reafon  as  was  given  under  the 
Diafcordium ;  the  Poly-mountain, 
Daucus  Seeds,  Gum^Arabic,  Red

Root,  and  Acacia,  have  neither  of 
them  Virtues  of  any  refemblance

Many  Ingredients  are  by 
them  juftly  found  fault  with,  as  not 
at  all  agreeing  with  the  Intention 
of  the  whole,  fuch  as  Agaric,  Khu- 
barhy  Calcanthum,  6c c.  The  Troches 
of  Squills  are  likewife  rejeded,  with 
thofe  of  the  Viper ;  becaufe  the 
manner  of  making  them  into  thofe 
Porms,  deftroys  the  Virtues  which 
are  they  intended  to  retain.  If  there- 
fore fuch  were  omitted,  and  others 
proportionably  increas'd,  fo  that 
the  Opium  might  ftill  have  the  fame 
Proportion  to  the  whole  5  the  Me- 
dicine would  be  much  the  better.

In  the  Difpenfationof  this  Medi- 
cine, Zzt'^//er  divides  the  Ingredients 
into  feveral  Claffes,  according  to 
their  Similitude  of  Textures  ;  thofe 
of  each  Clafs  to  be  diffolv'd  as  the 
Gums,  and  the  other  powder'd  fepa-

It  makes  a  noble  Medi- 
cine, and  cannot  be  exceeded  by 
any  Compofirion  as  an  Alexiphar- 
mic,  and  a  Cephalic  j    for  there  is 
fcarce  any  particular  View,  which 
any  Symptom  can  give  in  cither  of 
thefe   Intentions,  for  which   there 
are  not  many  Ingredients  herein  of 
great  efScacy  provided.  It  is  a  good 
Opiate,  and  may    more   fafely  be 
taken  than   many  of   the  plainer 
Opiates,  in  Cafes  that  require  fome 
Stimulus  to  be  us'd  at  the  fame  time, 
with  fuch  things  as  procure  Indo- 
lence }  becaufe  fuch  alone  are  apt  to 
occafion  Stagnations,  and  other  In- 
conveniences*    There  is  2;r.  i.   of 
Opium  m  each  9  iv.  and  therefore 
it  may  be  given  from   9  i.  to  3  ii. 
as  the  Strength  and  Circumftances 
of  the  Patient  require.     Many  here 
have  a  Prejudice,  that  this  Medicine 
made  in  England  h  not  fo  good  as 
what  comes  from  Venice  5  as  if  the 
Name,  which  by  mere  accident  it 
has  obtain'd,confin'dit  to  be  made 
good  only  in  that  Place  :  and  their 
Vipers,  they  fay,  are  much  better 
than  any   other.     But  there  is  no 
Foundation  \rx  this :  for  tho*  their 
Country  is  hotter,  and  fo  may  the 
more  rarify  the  F/^em^  Juices,   m 
which  their  Efficacy  herein  confifts  j 
yet  the  manner   of  their  making 
them  into  Troches  lofes  fo  much  of 
their  Volatility,  that,  the  way  we 
have  heredireded  to  manage  them, 
carries  much  more  of  their  Virtues 
into  the  Medicine.    Befides,  this  is 
but  a   naked  Suppofition,  and   in 
which  there   does  not  feem  to  be 
any  weight:   for  if  we  may  judge 
by  their  poifonous  Properties,  the 
Bites  of  our  Vipers, ^x.  the  proper  time 
of  the  Year^ which  \s  the  hotteft,  are 
as  efficacious  and  deadly  as  theirs. 
But  to  end  all  Controverfy  on  this 
Head,  if  a  proportionable  quantity 
of  the  Vslath  Salt  drawn  from 
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thefe  Creatures^  be   put  into  this 
Medicine,  inftead  of  any  other  Pre- 
paration, the  Virtues  will  then  be 
exadly  the  fame :  for  the  Salt  which 
is  produced  from  one,  tho'  it  does 
not  rife  in  fuch  Plenty,  is  however 
of  equal   Virtues  with   that  which 
comes  from  another.    But  if  any 
other  Country  has  the  advantage 
over  us  in  this  one  Ingredient,  ours 
has  it  much  more  in  another  of  as 
great,  if  hot  greater  moment ;  and 
that  is,    in  the  Saffron  :    for  that

The  laft  Bifpenfatory  of  the  Col- 
lege before  this,  had,  in  fome  things 
of  no  great  confequence,  reced- 
ed, in  the  Order  of  Compofltion 
chiefly,  from  the  firft  Edition;  but 
this  hath  again  more  nearly  con- 
formed to  that,  except  in  rejeding 
the  Jujebs  and  Sebeffens,  and  fub-. 
ftituting  in  their  room  Figs  only, 
which  are  much  more  common  to 
be  met  with  good,  and  full  as  well 
anfwer  tb.e  Intention.  Mathiolus  in- 
deed, gives  thofe  Ingredients  a  very 
gfeat  Commendation,  but  ft  h  pof^ 
fible  in  his  Time  and  Country  thofe 
Fruits  might  be  fupply'd  in  much 
greaterPerfe£tion  than  tiiey  are  now 
amongft  us  here.  There  are  feve- 
ral  other  Lmtivc  Ele^uaries'm  m^.-

when  it  is  high  enough,  let  it  be 
almoftcold  before  the  Powders  are 
lifted  in,  becaufe  they  will  then  mix 
the  fmoother.  Few  boil  this  Medi- 
cine up  high  enough,  which  makes 
it  fret  and  ferment,  and  four  in  hot 
Weather  5  and  then  it  gripes  and 
operates  much  rougher  than  is  in- 
tended :  it  ought  therefore  to  be  of 
fuch  a  Gonfiftence  as  will  not  ftic 
by  the  greateft  Heat,  but  keep  its 
Form.

The  Divillon  of  the  Medicines 
of  this  Form  into  Alterant  and  Ca- 
thartic,  is  much  more  convenient 
and  methodical  than  in  the  pre- 
ceding Difpenfatoriesy  where  they 
were  confufedly  interfpersM.  There 
are  abundance  now  expunged  that 
Were  even  in  the  former  Edition  of 
the  College,  and  this  was  done  with 
great  reafon  on  many  accounts  5  but

a  nobleMedicine  5  and  byabforbing 
the  fuperfluous  Moiftures,  and  pro- 
moting Perfpiration  and  warming 
the  Blood,  it  greatly  guards  againft 
DropfieSjAfthma's,and  fuch  likeDi- 
ftempers.  It  may  be  given  by  itfelf^ 
or  with  other  things  ofthe  likelnteu- 
tion,almoft  at  difcretion.  But  its  ufe 
is  not  fo  fafe  to  fanguine  and  thin 
Habits.  It  helps  to  dry  up  Catarrhs 
and  all  kinds  of  Defludions,  and  is 
a  good  fecurity  agaioft  all  Rheuma- 
tic and  Arthritic  Pain's.  Sydenham's 
Gout'EleSiuary,  which  many  hav^ 
now  in  great  efteem,  is  upon  the 
fame  Bafis,  b«t  that  is  not  fo  well

There  are  none  of  all  the  Train 
of  Theriaca's,  Orvktans,  Counter-

the  Fevers  of  our  own  Country,  as 
this  is  :  and  there  is  almoft  nothing 
more  eaiily  made,  and  more  con- 
venient to  keep  in  the  Shops.  It 
may  be  given  in  all  Cafes  attended 
with  a  Fever,  and  where  Sweat  is  to 
^e  piH>moted,  in  all  Ages  and  Con- 
Hitutions,  from  gr.  x.  to  si.  or  9  iv. 
and  fuch  as  are  offended  at  Honey , 
cannot  diflike  it.  This  is  not  in- 
deed fo  perplex'd  and  operofe  a 
Compofition  asmany  of  thofe  of 
the  German  Writers  are,  who  think 
thay  can  never  croud  enough  into  a 
Medicine  ;  but  there  is  nothing  can 
be  added  within  the  compafs  of  an 
Alexipharmk^  which  is  not  in  it, 
unlefs  the  Syrup  may  be  thought  in- 
fufficient  to  give  it  enough  of  an 
Opiate  Quality  -  t>ut  where  any 
particular  Symptom  requires  more, 
that  is  eafily  fupply'd  extempora- 
iwoufly  by  any  of  the  Laudanums*

And  indeed  there  cannot 
eafily  be  any  Obftrud:tons  or  Foul- 
nets  of  the  F//c^r4,  which  this  vpill 
not  open  and  cleanfe  away  :    It  is 
calculated  for  moft  chronic  Diflem- 
pers,  and  will  effeftually  prevent, 
and  feldom  fail  of  curing,  without 
any  other  help,  the  Jaundice,Drop- 
fies,  and  all  ill  Habits  whatfoever. 
Its  Dofe  from  5  (s.  to  5  ii.  to  be  re- 
peated according  to  the  Urgency  of 
Symptoms,  with  any  proper  I>i!u- 
ter.     In    thofe    Foulneiles   which 
lay  a  Foundation  for  fo  many  Grie- 
vances in  the  Kidneys  and  Urinary 
Paffage5,   and    fometimes  Gravel 
and  the  Stone  itfelf,  it  cannotfail  of 
Succefs,  and  effectually  to  cleanfe 
thofe  Paifages  ;  and   even  in  Go- 
norrhea's there  is  hardly  a  Medicine 
better  adapted  to  deterge  and  heal 
them  with  S^xpeditiqn  and  Safety.

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Eleifluarium  Anti-Artbriticimi  Par- 
crans,  A  Purging  Eleviuary  ago-inft 
the  Gout.

This  is  not  greatly  unlike  what 
Cloffupis  gives  for  the  fame  Purpofe. 
It  is  much  preferable  to  the  Ca- 
riocofiinum,  and  fetches  the  Hu- 
mors from  the  niofl:  remote  Re- 
celTes.  If  it  be  taken  in  an  Under- 
Dofe,  and  in  fuch  a  manner  that  the 
Perfon  may  fleep  fome  hours  before 
it  works,  it  will  purge  the  moft  ex- 
treme Parts  5  by  which  it  h  of  incre- 
dible fervice  in  Gouts  and  Rheuma- 
tifms,  and  all  thofe  Cafes  where  the 


peccant  Humors  lie  out  of  the 
reach  of  ordinary  Medicines.  This 
is  alfo  a  good  Purge  for  Perfpnsin- 
chnable  to  Epilepfles,  Apoplexies, 
or  other  neiTousDiforders,becaufe 
it  fcours  and  keeps  open  theminuteft 
PafTages ;  which  preferves  the  due 
Diftribution  of  the  nervous  Fluids. 
It  may  be  given  from  ji.  to  ffs* 
at  a  Dofe,  but  is  fit  only  for  grown 
People. 

Di/p£nfatory-wntevs  prodigioufly 
abound  with  Medicines  of  this  Form; 
but  all  which  the  prefent  Pradice 
takes  any  notice  of,  and  which  are 
to  be  had  in  the  Shops,  we  have 
defcrib'd,  with  a  few  others,  worth 
advancing  to  the  fame  Rank, having 
omitted  the  reft  j  by  which  v/e  have 
much  fhortened  what  many  have 
drawn  out  into  a  very  unneceffary 
and  unprofitabie  Length.  What 
cf  this  Form  are  in  Bates,  and  fome 
others  in  prefent  efteem,  will  moft 
properly  come  into  our  laft  Part,  of 
Extemporaneous  Prefcriptions ;  be- 
caufe  they  are  not  calculated  for  Of- 
ficinal Medicines,  not  being  fitted 
for  keeping,  and  eafy  to  be  made 
at  any  feafons,  as  Occafions  re- 
quire. Thefe  Medicines  vary  as 
much,  if  not  more,  than  any  other 
Forms  5  if  therefore  the  Reader 
would  fee  what  the  laft  Ages  pre- 
fcrib'd  in  this  manner,  he  may  fa- 
tisfy  himfelf  from  the  Colledtions 
of  Schroder,  Zwelfer,  and  Etmuikr»

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ever  made.  The  main  Defign  of 
this  Form  feems  to  have  been  to 
preferve  in  readinefs  for  prefent 
ufe,  Subftances  which  flood  in  need 
of  fomc  PreparatioR,  and  took  up 
time  to  reduce  into  Powder,  and 
which  by  lying  in  a  dry  Powder 
would  likewife  be  fubjeft  to  decay 
fooner  than  in  this  Form.  Many 
of  thefealfo  are  contriv'd  for  the 
fake  of  taking  them,  which  is  by 
gradually  diflolving  in  the  mouth, 
as  moft  of  the  Balfamk  and  Perioral 
kind;  and  few  elfe  are  now  in  ufe, 
befides  thofe  commonly  callM  Lo- 
zenges, 

Agarlcus  Trochifcatus,    Troches  of 
Agaric,

The  laft  Difpenfaiory  of  the  Col- 
lege hath  conformed  to  the  Augujta??, 
where  the  Agaric  is  to  be  reduced 
with  Wine  into  a  kind  of  Pulp, 
and  brought  into  a  due  Confiftence 
with  Ginger  in  Powder  5  tho*  the 
firft  Edition  is  exaftly  the  fame  with 
Zwelfer^s  Emendation  of  it  in.  the 
Augufiany  which  hath  in  it  Sal  Gem, 
and  is  made  up  with  Oxymel.  How- 
ever none  of  thefe  Preparations, 
which  originally  came  from  Mefue 
and  the  Arabians,  are  now  much  in 
efteem,  and  never  enter  into  any 
but  fome  of  the  old  officinal  Pre- 
fcriptions.

Thefe  were  the  Contrivance  of 
the  Phyfician  whofe  Name  they 
bear  j_  but  in  the  firft  D'tfpenfatory 
of  the  College  they  were  direded 
with  half  a  Dram  of  Opium,  and  to 
be  made  into  Troches  with  Milk  5 
altho'there  indeed th«  Opium  is  or- 
dered to  be  omitted  at  difcretion. 
Thefe  are  difTolvM  inWhite-Wine, 
Rofe- Water  or  any  other  Liquid, 
to  make  Collyria  for  the  Eyes.  They 
aifuage  Inflammations,  and  fome- 
times  repel  hot  corrofive  Rheums* 
The  fame  are  fometimes  ufed  for 
Injedions  in  Gonorrhea's  to  cool 
the  Urethra,  and  defend  it  againft 
the  Corofions  of  the  gleeting  Hu- 
mors. 5  ii.  diifolved  in  |  ii.  of  Li- 
quid, is  the  ufual  Proportion  of 
Mixture;  with  which  the  affected 
Part  is  to  be  frequently  walhed,

jirft  Prefcriber,    from  whom  the 
College  tranfcribed  them  into  their 
iirft  Difienfatory  i,  and  they   have 
jQnce  continued  exadly  the  fame, 
except  in  fome  Circumftances   of 
making  into  a  Mafs,  which  are  of 
no  great  moment.     The  Augufian 
Difpenfatory  hath   a    Compofition 
for  the  fame  Intention  of  anHydra- 
gogue,  which  is  there  afcrib'd  to 
Mefue  or  Joannes  Damafcenus,  un- 
der the  Title  of  PiluU  de  Mezereo  j 
but  it  is  fo  different  from  this,  as

here,  but  fomewhat  differing 
in  their  proportions  j  and  in  the 
firfl  Bifpenfatory  of  the  College, 
thefe  are  recited  under  the  Title  of 
PiluU  PeftikntiaUs,  fo  that  they 
feem  to  have  been  inadvertently 
confounded  by  fome  Writers.  But 
In  this  the  modern  Prefcriptions 

chiefly 
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chiefly  differ  from  the  former,  in 
ordering  but  half  the  quantity  of 
Saffron  as  of  Myirh,  whereas  they 
generally  dired  them  equal,  and 
both  together  as  much  as  the  Aloes. 
The  moft  antient  Writers  likewife 
direft  them  to  be  made  into  a 
Mafs,  either  with  aromatized  Wine, 
or  Juice  of  Lemons  j  and  even  the 
College  at  firfi:  directed  the  Syrup  of 
the  Juice  of  Lemons,  which  is  here 
changed  for  the  Syrup  of  Worm- 
wood ;  which  fome  do  not  hoW- 
lever  fo  well  like,  becaufe  it  rather 
darkens  tlie  fhining  Yellow  of  the 
Ingredients,  for  which  Color  the 
Medicine  is  much  valued.  The  In- 
gredients are  much  the  befl  reduced 
into  Powder  feparately,  becaiife 
they  are  fo  different  in --texture 
from  one  another,  that  they  will 
not  do  in  a  Mortar  fo  well  together. 
This  Medicine  was  defigned  by  its 
firfl  Prefcribers  to  be  diffolved  for 
Potions,  but  its  extreme  Bitternefs 
making  that  intolerable,  the  Mo- 
derns have  very  juftly  retained  it 
in  Pills  for  their  extemporaneous 
Praciice.  Telix  Platerushzth  a  Pre- 
fcription,  under  the  Title  o? PiluU 
Pejiilentialesy  which  hath  all  the  In- 
gredients of  this,  but  joined  with 
many  others,  which  feem  rather 
to  clog  than  improve  it.  Schroder 
alfo  gives  one  by  the  name  of  Pe- 
fitlentiales  Compofit<s.,  not  differing 
but  in  the  Additionof  things,  that 
rather  fpoil  than  mend  it.  This  is 
actounted  a  good  Stomach-Purge, 
and  with  good  reafon  ;  for  it  greatly 
warms  and  ftrengrh ens  it,  and  but 
very  gently  purges.  It  is  pecu- 
liarly good  in  <:oI<l  Conftitiitions 
and  Indfgeflioris ;  and  will  many 
times,  without  other  help,  cure  a 
Green-Sicknefs,  \n  which  cafe  it 
greatly  promotes  the  Menftrual  Dif- 
charges,  and  opens  Uterine  Ob- 
ftriidions.    It  may  be  given  from 


pr.  XV.  to  si.  but  this  is  not  fo  fie; 
for  a  Cathartic  as  zn  Alterative -^ 
and  therefore  ought  rather  to  be 
given  m  moderate  Dofes,  and  be 
long  continued.

of  a  perplexed  Compolition  that  ii 
now  quite  expunged  the  Shops.  The 
Management  alfo  of  its  Preparation. " 
'  differs  fomewhat  from  that,  tho'  in 
nothing  of  confequence.     Zwelfir 
orders  the   fame  Procedure  as  in 
'  the  AUphangtna.  •    The  Scammony 
fliould  be  powdered  by  icfelf,   and 
the  Aloes  fliould  not  be  added  till  it 
'  is  ffraihed  from  the  other  Inoredi- 
ents  ',  and  wheii  that  is  diffolved, 
and   it  is  near  high   enough,  the 
Scammony  fliould  be  fifted  and  fl:ir- 
red  in.     The  fuperfluous   Spirit  is 
lall  drawn  off  by  a  Retort,  becaufe 

it 
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itmay  then  be  faved  again  for  the 
fame  ufe   another  time,  whereas 
Evaporation   in    an    open   Veffel 
VKPuld  lofe  it  J   but  it  can  hardly  be 
drawn  that  way  to  a  tuJlConiiftence, 
becaufe  it  requires  frequent  trial 
when  near  enough,  and  therefore 
*cfs  beftto  betaken  our,  and   put 
iilto  an  openVefTel to  finirh  it.  This 
more  flriclly  belongs  to  the  Clafs 
of  Extrads,  and  is  moft  generally 
titled  fo  in  the  Shops,  and  in   ex- 
temporaneous  Prefcription  ;    'wis 
iometimes  preferib'd  under  theTitk 
of  ExtraSlurti  Eufiachii,    the  other 
part  of  the  Name  of  its  Author,  En- 
Jiach'ms  Rudius.     There  are  many 
Prefcrlptions  in  the  antient  pradical 
Writers  and  DifpenC^.torks,  and  par- 
ticularly in  the  Collections  of  Schro- 
der and  Zxi;e//^r,  under  the  Titles  of 
Parich^rnagoga,    which  .come  very 
near  to  this,excepting  it  being  more 
cfouded  with  Ingredients,  and  \^i^$ 
elegantly  compounded.  SomeShops 
efpecialiy  thqfe  of  wholefale  Dea- 
leiv*?,,  who  make  vaft  quantities  at  a 
tijjie,    put  in  without  order.  Salt 
of  Tartar  to  preferve  this  Extract 
moift,  which  otherwife  grows  hard, 
and  requires  a  little  frefh  Spirit  to 
/often  it.  If  this  ^rows  likewife  too 
brittle,  moiften  it  with  frefli  Spirit. 
ItJnay  be  given  from  gr.  xv.  to  9  if. 
and  is  effe<2:ual  to  all  the  purpofes 
the  Alcephangi?2a{{ands  recommen^.: 
ded  for.     It  is  much  more  in  Pre- 
fcription than  that,  becaufe  it  an-  . 
fw'ers  the   common  Intention  of  a 
Cathartic, mucli better,  beinsftron^ 
gerand  brisker  inOperation  ;  which 
altho'  it  moft  pleafes  common  Peo- 
ple, yet  the  greateft  Feats  are  to  be 
done  byMedicines  of  flower  Opera- 
tion, unlefs  the  Humors  wanting 
Evacuation  are  only  in  the  firftPaf- 
fages,  which  is  rarely  the  Cafe  of 
fuch  as  take  Purges.     This  at  pre- 
fent  is  in  great  efteem  in  the  Shops 


for  a  Head-Purger  J  audit  islndeed 
the  chief  Pill  in  ufe  in  moft  Cafes 
where  Cathartics  are  preferib'd  in 
this  Form.

ing  of  nothing  but  Aloes,  Maftich 
and  red  Rofes,  with  Syrup  of 
Wormwood.

•  Royal  Difpenfatories,  there  are  alfo 
feverai  Compofitions  under  the  Ti- 
tle of  i'/'ow^^c^/c  Pills,  but  they  feeni 
fo  ill  calculated  for  any  one  f  nten- 
tion,  that  they  are  now  quite  out 
of  ufe.  And  this  is  hardly  ever  pre- 
fcribed  in  the  prefertt  Pratfice.

9  i.  of  Ambergreafe  to  fomewhat  a 
lefs  Quantity  of  the  Mafs.  He  fays 
that  S,  Clojfdus  ufed  it  with  great 
Succefs  to  breeding  Women  who 
were  in  danger  of  Mifcarriagefroni 
the  Trouble  of  frequent  Coughing. 
it  is  much  that  the  Augujian  Bifpen- 
fatory,  as  well  as  the  Pharmacopoeia 
Regia,  hath  omitted  it  5  as  it  is  a 
very  good  Medicine,  and  now 
much  ufed  in  common  Prefcription 
againft  Catarrhs,  c^-r.  In  this  Com- 
pofltion  tht  Storax  mui\:  be  ftrain'd 
and  the  Opium,  tho'  fome  dry  and 
powder  h,  and  beat  together  with 
the  Extrad  of  Liquerife  into  a 
Pafte  5  and  then  receive  the  reft  of 
the  Ingredients  in  Pow^der.  There 
is  gr.  i.  of  Opium  in.  every  gr.  vi.

The  firft 
Difpenfatory  of  our  College  had  no- , 
thing  under  this  Title,  altho' they 
have  added  one  fince,  which  W'as 
originally  from  <oluercetan,  and.cor- 
rededby  Sennertus :  Notwithftand- 
ing  which,  Zvjelfer  in  his  Animad- 
"jerjions  upon  it  in.  the  Augujlan 
I>ifpenfatory,  is  very  prolix  in  di* 
reding  the  manner  of  its  Compofi* 
tion  J  but  the  College  have  now  a- 
gain  expunged  that  as  Jin  injudicious 
and  Verytroublefome  Mixture,  and 
fubftituted  this  as  vailly  more  fim- 
ple,  and  more  efficacious  to  the 
Intention  it  is  defign'd  for,  from 
BontiuSy  formerly  Phyfician  to  rha 
Houfe  o^  Orange, zs  it  is  retained  by, 
Schroder  in  his  Pharmacopoeia  Medt- 
co-Chymica  j  where  he  tells  us  that 
it  was  of  fo  great  efteera  in  Holland. 
as  to  be  religioufly  made  common 
for  the  Public  Benefit.  Schroder 
gives  alfo  the  PiluU  Tartare&  of 
^ercetan,  not  much  different  from 
that  in  the  Augufian,  and  the  for- 
mer Edition  of  the  C£»/%^,  as  alfo 
a  fhorter  Compofition  of  his  owa> 
under  the  fame  Appellation  5  but 
thefe  have  none  of  them  obtained 
enough  to  come  down  to  our  pre- 
fent  Pradice. 

Moft  of  the  Compofitions  of  this 
Clafs  are  Cathartic,  Stomatic,,  or 
Hyftericj  but  many  of  the  old 
Difpenfatories  and  Pradical  Vv^ritings 
are  vaftly  crouded  with  Medicines 
of  thisForm  for  all  thefe  Intentions ; 
But  notwithflanding  the  great  Au-» 
thorities  of  many  of  their  Authors, 
and  the  Conveniency  of  keeping 
fuch  Forms  in  ^hc  Shops,  yet  the 
Uh  College 
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College  have  now  abridg'd  them  to 
a  much  lefs  number  j  and  given 
feme  new  ones,  much  more  (imple 
and  eafy  in  their  Compofitions,and 
more  efficacious  in  their  Opera- 
tions than  any  before  to  be  met 
with.  Thus  they  have  thrown  out 
the  PiluU  Aggregrativs.  Eupatorit, 
de  Lapide  Laz.uli  de  Hermoda^ylis, 
de  Opopanace,  all  of  Mefue  5  the 
HJerA  ctijn  Agar'icoy  and  AureA  of 
Nicolaus-y  the  Jmperiales,  Majli- 
ch'in&y  and  ex  Tr'thtii  of  Fernelius  ; 
the  PiluU  de  Succino  of  Crato,  the 
¥atkaiid,  de CretA  Palmariif  Macr'i, 
and  many  others  :  and  fiird  their 
places  with  the  Magijlrales  de  Am- 
moniacOj  EcphraHicAy  Gumfnof&, 
and  PiluU  de  Scammonio.  Eut  the 
greateft  Advantages  from  the  pre- 
fent  Emendations  are  from  the  Cor- 
redions  of  thofe  Gompofitions 
which^have  come  thro*  all  the  for- 
mer Bifp^nfatorieSj  and  are  yet  re- 
tained ;  all  with  a  judicious  Com- 
pounder will  eafily  difcern  as  they 
occur  in  Buflnefs.

UNder  thefe  names  we  ineUide 
only  fuch  as  are  compound  j 
for  what  concerns  the  reducing  any 
Simple  into  a  Powder,  belongs  to 
the  preceding  Part  about  Prepara- 
tion, and  does  not  require  any  fur- 
ther Dire<5Lions  5  fuch  things  always 
prefervingthe  Virtues  of  what  they 
ure  produced  from,  into  this  form 
many  Materials  are  reduced,  which 
are  intended  to  be  ^iwQ.n  in.  fub- 
iiancej  and  tho' forae  are  tbus  re- 
duced only  in  order  to  brinL^  them 
into  other  Forms,  as  Pills.^ElcL^u- 
♦vrw,  &c.  yet. many  are  kept  and 
prefcrib'd  in  this.  Whatfoever  of 
fli  volatile  and  aromatic  nature  is 
ebncern'd  herein,  ought  to  be  made 
\\\  fmall  quantities,  that  the  Medi- 
cincmay  be  always  as  frePn  as  pof- 
{ible  :  and  it  alfo  ought  %o  be  kept 

f Ipfe  ftopt  J   which  l\^^k^^  thofe 


wide  open  GlaiTcs,  which  arc  gene- 
rally cover'd  only  with  a  Paper  in 
the  Shops,  very  blameable  j  whence 
the  Piilvis  An  comp.  with  fome  o- 
thers,  become  good  for  little,  tho* 
made  of  very  efficacious  Ingredi- 
ents. The  oily  and  fiTiooth  Com- 
pofitions  likeW'ife  under  this  lyhi-^ 
fion,  which  are  moftly  of  Seeds  ahd 
the  like,  are  not  to  be  made  in 
any  quantity,  becaufe  they  grow 
rancid,  as  the  Pulvis  Halt,  And 
indeed  this  Form  is  altogether  im- 
proper for  things  of  that  natur-e, 
becaufe  thev  are  not  without  diffi- 
culty reducible  into  a  Powder,  and 
rnny  much  more  conveniently  be 
beat  «p  into  a  Paiie  for  Troches, 
or  made  into  Eleiluaries,  where- 
in alfo  th€;y  may  be  rnuch  bet- 
ter preferv'd.  All  refinous  Sub- 
i^t^ccs  which  come  under  this  Ma^ 

jl^^emeutj? 
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jiagement,  require  the  Mortar  to  be 
a  little  greafed,  elfe  they  will  not 
powder,  but  form  into  Lumps  at 
every  Ih'okej  and  they  fhould  be 
rather  rubb'd  tlian  beat.  The  Aro- 
matics,  which  waft  much  by  flying 
away^  ought  to  be  fprinkled  with 
Spirit  enough  to  keep  them  down, 
but  not  fo  as  to  make  them  clog 
the  Sieve,  by  fticking  in  their  Paf- 
fage.  Many  of  the  EUttuams^  as  be- 
fore taken  notice  of  under  the  D/Vz/^ 
cordium,  are  now  preferv'din  their 
Species;  and thedifterence  betw^een 
thofe  and  thefe,  h  only  the  moi- 
fture  with  which  they  are  made  into 
an  Ele<fcuary  j  which  makes  fo  lit- 
tle a  bulk  in  a  fimple  Dofe,  as  to 
be  of  no  moment. 

In  all  thefe  Conipofltions  the 
Herbs  are  expected  to  be  pick'd 
clean  from  Stalks  and  all  decay'd 
Leaves ;  the  Flowers  as  frefh  as  can 
be  dryed,  and  clean  pick'd  j  and 
every  other  Ingredient  in  the  great- 
eft  perfedion  in  every  rcfped,  be- 
caufe  the  whole  here  goes  into  the 
Stomach ;  whereas  in  Tindures, 
Diftillations,  and  the  like,  thegrofs 
is  left  behind,  and  is  not  therefore 
fo  much  regarded.

This  hath  but  a  very  modern

with  a  Jelly  made  of  Vipers  Skins, 
but  that  difference  is  of  no  great 
moment.

ings. Svc'/i  Perfons  therefore  are 
greatly  miilaken,  who  by  perufing 
the  Bills  of  Phyiicians,  and  find- 
ing this  and  fuch  like  Medecines 
frequently  to  occur,  imagine  themr- 
felves  able  to  cure  all  acute  Diftem- 
pers  by  almoll:  their  help  alone. 
There  are^  indeed  many  Inftances 
iv'here  the  moil:  prudent  muft  wait 
the  Efforts  of  Nature,  and  fee  which 
way  the  principal  Relief  from  Medi- 
tine  is  to  be  given  j  and  in  the  mean 
while  mufl:  do  fomething  to  anfwer 
the'Expedations  of  a  Patient,  and 
^ive  a  little  prefentEafe  :  but  to  lay 
the  fole  Dependance  upon  fuch  lan- 
guid Helps,  when  fomething  of  ef- 
Hcacy  is  indicated,  is  certainly  im- 
prudent.

What 
this  is  done  with  we  cannot  fo  well 
^affirm,  as  know  when  \%  is  fo,  from 
its  Deviation  upon  fome  Trials, 
which  the  i?^;:^^r  only  will  fland  the 
Ted  of,;  and  that  is,  flriking  its 
Colpr  diftind  upon  white  chalk'd

This  is  efleemed  a  great  Cephalic 
and  Cordial,  and  is  Frequently  pre- 
fcribed  in  nervous  Decays,  from 
Apoplexies,  Epilepfies,  Paliies,  and 
Old  Age,  It  ftrengthens  the  StCK 
mach  in  particular,  raifes  the  Spi* 
rits,  and  warms  the  Blood  to  a  very 
great  degree  3  whereby  it  is  a  Pro- 
voker to  Venery,  but  more  as  a  Sti^ 
inulus,  than  by  fupplyingany/reih 
Recruits  to  thofe  Parts,or  augment- 
ing the  Ability  of  Performance.  Its 
Dofe  is  from  gr.  x.  to  5  (s.

a  moift  Form,  than  when  kept 
clofe  ftopp'd  and  dry  by  themfelvcs.

This  is  originally  afcrifeed  to  JV/- 
colausj  who  ordered  in  it  Violet 
Flowers  j  in  which  manner  it  was 
exadly  copied  by  the  Collegey  and 
fo  continued  to  the  prefent  Bifpen- 
fator^jj  which  hath  alfo  conform'd 
in  everything  to  the  original  Pre- 
fcription,  unlefs  in  rejefting  thefe 
Flowers,  as  out  of  the  chief  Inten- 
tion of  moft  of  the  other  Ingre- 
dients \  and  herein  the  Augujlan 
Difpenfatory  feems  to  be  followed, 
where  the  fame  Alteration  is  made. 
Zwelfer  in  his  Annotations  gives  it 
an  uncommon  Recommendation 
for  a  Cardiac ;  and  praifes  it  alfo  in.' 
Defludions,  and  many  Weakneffes 
of  the  Conftitution,  fromlndigefti- 
on.  It  is  certainly  a  very  good  Com- 
pofition  for  all  nervous  Intentions, 
and  does  not' give  fuch  Diforders, 
as  fometimes  thofe  with  the  Swgets 
do.  It  IS  a  great  Strengthener  of 
the  Brain,  and  a  good  Prefervative 
againfl  thofeDiftempers  which  Age 
is  apt  to  bring  upon  it,  as  Apo- 
plexies, Epilepfies,  Palfies,  Lofs  of 
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Memory,  and  the  like.  It  greatly 
warms  the  Stomach  and  Bowels^ 
and  invigorates  the  whole  Mafs  of 
Humors.  Medicines  of  this  kind 
are  of  great  fervice  in  cold  Cachec- 
tical  Habits,  where  the  Load  of  Hu- 
mors has  been  forced  away  by 
.flrong  Detergents  and  Cathartics  j 
and  the  Fibres  are  left  weak,  fo  as 
to  be  continually  liable  to  relapfe  ; 
becaufe  they  ftrengthen  the  Solids, 
fill  them  with  due  Spirits,  and  pro- 
cure fuch  a  vigorous  Vibration  and 
Circulation,  that  afterwards  a  pro- 
per Digeftion  and  Separation  li 
made,  and  all  Supply  cut  ofFwhich 
might  occafion  a  return.  Things  of 
this  nature  are  therefore  indifpenfa- 
bly  neceiTary  after  purging  in  Drop- 
fies,or  to  be  given  in  their  Intervals ; 
and  for  want  of  this  Knowlege, 
many  whofe  utmoft  Acquaintance 
in  Phy  fic  goes  no  further  than  a  few 
violent  Purges,  undertake  fuch 
Cui'es,  and  make  fhort  ones,  by- 
carrying  off  the  prafent  Load,  but 
cannot  prevent  a  return  of  the  ^iC- 
eafe.

98.  is  ex- 
a£tly  tranfcribed  by  the  College  into 
their  firft  Difpenfatory  ;  where  alfo 
it  is  occafionally,and  at  pleafure  or- 
dered to  be  made  into  an  Eledua- 
ry  with  Syrup  of  Violets  j  biit 
therein  is  9fs.  of  Camphire,  which 
they  fince  have  thought  fit  to  leave 
out  J   aud  there  is  added   9  i.  of 

Wat€,r 
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Water-Lilly  Flowers  j    but  fuch  a 
fmall  Proportion  is  of  fo  little  con- 
iequence,  as  to   be  here   rejefted. 
The  Augufian  Dif^e7ifatory  likewife 
hath  it  both  without  the  Camphire 
and  Lilly  Flowers  ;  where  Zwelfer 
in  hisNotes  thereupon  recommends 
it  as  a  good  Pedoral,  and  a  Coo- 
ler  of  the   Blood  j   but  he  greatly 
blames  it  as  an  Ingredient  in  the 
.  ^qua  Dyfe?2terica  ^tercetani,  in  his 
Remarks  thereupon,  in  the  Phar- 
macopoeia  Regla,  becaufe  all  the  In- 
gredients of  it  are  incapable  of  gi- 
ving any   virtues   by  Diftillation. 
This  IS  frequently  prefcrib'd  in  hef- 
^lical  HeatSj  where  the  Rapidity  of 
the  Blood's  Motion  is  apt  to  abrade 
and  break  thro' its  bounds,  by  tear- 
ing off  the  Capillaries,  and  thereby 
caufingrometimes inward  bleeding; 
for  this  Medicine  is  cooling  andas- 
glutinating,    whereby  it  helps   to 
keep  the  Membranes  guarded  with 
their  proper  Mucus  ;  and  thereby 
alfo  defends  them  againft  Acrimo- 
Jifes ;  and  thus  it  is  likewife  offer- 
vice  in  choleric  Conftitutions,  and 
where   the    fharpnefs  of  Humors 
threatens  Excoriations  and  Exulce- 
rations.     Upon  this  account  too,  it 
comes  to  be  ufeful  in  many  Diftem- 
pers  of  the  Breaft,becaure  it  will  fof- 
ten  and  thicken  fharp  Defluiflions, 
and  eafe  the  Coughs  which  proceed 
thereli-om:    and  thus   Stranguries 
Heat  of  Urine,and  the  Pungency  of 
Venereal  Gleets,are  hereby  reliev'd 
both  by  fheathing  the  Acrimony  of 
the  Fluids,  and  defending  the  Vef- 
iels  from  their  Irritations.  For  thefe 
purpofes  this  is  a  goodCompoiition  ; 
but  the  quantity  of  Flowers  of  Wa- 
ter-Lillies  is   merely  ridiculous,  it 
bearing  no  manner  of  proportion 
to  its  Virtues ;  ten  times  the   quan- 
tity that  is  in  the  Medicine,  not  be- 
ing more  than  a  Perfon  would  give 
aconeDofc,  had  he  any  Intention 
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of  moment  to  anfwer  with  it.  The 
Dofe  of  the  whole  is  from  5  fs.  to 
Sii.  and  frequently  to  be  repeated. 
This  is  much  the  bed  when  frelh 
made,  becaufe  the  Seeds  with  keep- 
ing grow  rancid,as  in  the PulvisHaly,

Me- 
fm  hath  likewife  given  a  Prefcripti- 
on  under  the  fame  Title,  for  the 
fame  Intentions,  which  hath  alfo 
been  inferted  in  the  Augufian  Dtf- 
pmfatory  5  but  adds  fome  more 
Spices  and  carminative  Seeds.  The 
College  hath  thought  fit  to  receive 
the  firft  into  their  Difpenfatory,  and 
to  continue  it  without  Alteration 
till  the  laft,  where  the  Jamaica 
Pepper  is  added,  becaufe  the  black 
and  white,  before  intended  as  two 
of  the  three  Peppers,  are  but  the 
fame  in  kind,  and  differ  only  in  the 
particular  Management,  to  make 
them  appear  of  tVv'O  forts.  It  is  of 
the  fame  Virtues  as  the  Species  Di- 
anthus.

niongft  his  Addltamenta  to  the  laft, 
exactly  as  it  flands  here.  There 
are  indeed  many  of  the  fame  Inten- 
tion, under  the  Title  of  Pulveres 
Epilepticiy  in  Schroder,  Zvjelfer,  and 
othetf  Blfpenfatory  Writers ;  but 
they  are  very  different  from  this 
here  given.  It  hath  its  Name  from 
the  Tre72ch  Word  Goutte,  which  fig- 
nifies  a  Convulfion  5  and  in.  fueh 
Cafes  it  is  given  to  both  Children 
and  grown  Perfons,  from  gr.  x.  to 
x,£s.  for  Children,  and  to  si.  to 
^rown  Perfons.

The  new  Difpenfytory  of  the  Col- 
lege hath  rejeftedthe  Ivory  ordered 
before,  as  ufelefs  to  the  Intentioa 
of  the  whole  ^  but  in  other  parti- 
culars conforms  exaftly  to  the  for- 
mer Bifpenfatory.  A  Compofition 
very  like  this  is  in  the Augujlan  Dif- 
penfatory^  under  the  Title  of  Puhis 
AnonymiiSy  and  thereunto  is  fub- 
joined  by  Zwelfer  the  preceding, 
which  he  fays  is  defcribcd  by  Va- 
Ufcus,  and  recommended  againft 
Confumptions  J  tho'  therein  indeed 
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IS  ordered  prepared  Spodium  and 
Cotton  Seeds  j  the  former  of  which 
the  College  atfirfi:  receiv'd,  but  they 
are  both  now  rejcfted,  as  well  as 
the  Ivory.  A  general  Caution  is 
given  by  all  not  to  make  too  much 
at  a  time  of  this  Compofition,  be- 
caufe  fome  of  its  Ingredients  ren- 
der it  liable  to  grow  rancid.  It  h 
much  better  brought  into  a  Pafte, 
and  kept  in  Lozenges.  It  is  in- 
tended for  an  Emollient,  andtofof^ 
ten  and  heal  any  internal  Injuries j 
for  which  purpofe  it  is  prefcribed 
inDiftempers  of  the  Breaif,  in  fpif- 
ting  of  Blood,  Bruifes,  and  Difor- 
ders  of  the  Reins.  It  cools  the  U- 
rine,  foftens  its  PafTages,  and  helps 
in  Gonorrh&a^s  and  Stranguries,  it 
may  be  given  from  5  (s.  to  3  ii.

There  are  larger  and  more  perplex- 
ed Compofitions  under  this  Title  j 
as  one  of  Nicolaus  Aiyrepjius,  cal- 
led Hiera  Logadiiy  and  another 
of  NicotaHS   Alexandrl?}f4s.,     which

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Scrthontm  Largus,  Be  Compoft, 
Med.  Cap.  27.  afcribes  to  Pachius, 
and  extols  prodigiouily  for  its  Vir- 
tues. The  former  College  Bifpen- 
fatories  ufed  to  call  this  Species  Sim- 
plex, in  comparifon  to  the  length 
of  the  others  :  it  had  Galen  for  its 
Author,  but  hath  been  corrected  by 
'Fernelms.  This  prefent  Edition  of 
the  College  hath  very  juflly  altered 
all  the  foregoing,  by  rejefting 
the  Maftich  as  neither  anfwering 
the  main  Intention  of  the  whole, 
nor  capable  of  DiiTolution  in  fuch 
a  Menflruum  a«  this  is  generally  in- 
fufed  in  to  make  the  Tin^ura  So- 
era,  which  is  almoft  the  only  ufe 
It  h  now  put  to  5  the  Spikenard  \% 
here  alfo  omitted,  becaufe  grown 
fo  fcarce  as  not  to  be  met  with, 
and  the  lefTer  Cardamoms  fubfti- 
tuted  in  its  flead.  Cochineal  is 
added  for  the  Elegance  of  that  Tinc- 
ture which  it  is  intended  to  make  5 
and  all  the  Ingredients  are  much 
better  proportioned  to  their  refpec- 
tive  Virtues  than  before.

This  is  an  effi- 
cacious Medicine  for  many  good 
Purpofjes,  buf  particularly  to  warm 
and  dpfpnd  the  Nerves  fi-om  thofe 
T>eflu(^ions  which  prejudice  their 
>^otiojis  j  ^nd  when  theyprgve  of  a 


faline  tartarous  kind,make  the  Gout 
in  the  Joints.  To  preferve  againft 
this  lad  named  Diftemper,  there  is. 
not  a  better  Medicine,  confidering 
the  Conveniencies  of  making  and 
taking  it.  It  will  likewife  anfwer 
all  the  Ends  that  are  aim'd  at  by  the 
Wood  Diet- Drinks  j  it  dries  up  or 
diffipates  by  infenfible  Tranfpirati- 
on  all  fuperfluous  Moi{lures,is  good 
in  all  venereal  and  fcrophuloHs  Ca- 
fes, and  very  certainly  wears  off  an 
old  Gleet,  where  the  Virulence  has 
been  previoufly  rcmov'd.  It  will 
change  an  aqueous  Vehicle  milky, 
but  may  conveniently  enough  be  gi- 
ven in  any  Liquor  j  and  it  is  ufually 
taken  from  10  to  30  Drops,  two  or 
three  times  in  aDay.  It  is  fom  ewhat 
ftrange  that  this  Medicine  is  almoft 
negleded  in  regular  Pradice,  and 
yet  made  a  great  deal  of,  both  as 
to  Profit  and  Reputation,  by  Em- 
pirics, with  fome  of  whom  it  has 
been  pretended  a  Family-Secretj  as 
the  Elixir  Salutis,  i.  e.  Daffy*s  E- 
iwV,  and-fome  others,  which  are 
firft  flole  from  fomp  Phyiical  Wri- 
ters.

This  likewife  was  never  before 
in  any  officinal  Difpenfatory,  and 
hath  the  Credit  of  the  fame  Con- 
triver as  the  foregoing  ;  tho'  very 
much  like  unto  this  hath  been  long 
miade  in  the  Shops  a  Succedaneum 
to  the  Unguentum  Enulatum  cum 
Mercurio,  which  feems  to  have  ow- 
ed its  Invention  rather  to  Cheap- 
iiefs  and  Difpatch,  the  infeparable 
Motive  to  a  wholefale  Medicine- 
maker,  than  any  laudable  Defign 
or  Improvement.

This,  with  very  little  Variation, 
is  in  the  Rr^ Difpenfatory oith& CoU 
lege,  under  the  Title  of  Unguentum 
ad  Pruritum  Scahtoforum,  and  was 
taken  from  Renod^us,  It  is  defign'd 
for  the  Itch,  and  cutaneous  Diflem- 
pers,but  is  fo  troublefome  to  make, 
and  fo  uncleanly  at  beft,  that  it  is 
feldom  ufed  or  made.  There  is 
in  the  Pharmacopoeia  Kegia,  a  Com- 
pofition  not  much  unlike  it,  under 
the  Title  oi  Unguentum  ad  Scabiem  $ 
and  another  under  the  fame  Ap- 
pellation, in  the  Augufian  Difpen- 
fatory 5  but  that  greatly  differs  from 
both,  and  neither  of  them  are  re- 
garded in  the  prefent  Praftice.  Be- 
Tides,Ointments  long  made  forthefe 
Intentions,  grow  too  rancid  to  be 
tolerable,  and  therefore  are  much 
better  and  more  commonly  provi- 
ded for  in  extemporaneous  Pre- 
fcriptions.

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with  many  more,  as  alfo  hath  the 
Auguftan  Colledion,  one  yet  more 
loaded  5  but  that  alfo  gives  another 
from  Amatus  Lufitanus,  much 
more  contraded  j  and  from  thence 
•  likewife  our  College  feemed  firft  to 
take  it,  but  yet  with  a  further 
Abridgment  of  Superfluities.  Zwel- 
fer  takes  great  Pains,  in  his  Ani- 
madverfions,to  teach  the  mod  con- 
venient manner  of  Compofition, 
and  Mixture  of  fo  many  Things  of 
different  Texture :  But  as  fhort  a 
Compafs  as  it  is  reduced  to  here, 
feemingly  to  avoid  thefe  difficul- 
ties, the  common  Pradiceofthe 
Shops  has  of  late  found  out  a  much 
nearer  way  ;  which  is  by  buying 
it  of  Perfons  who  make  it  their  fole 
Buflnefs,  and  who  do  nothing  but 
beat  up  freft  Hogs  Lard  with  Rofe 
Water  into  a  kind  of  Curd,  and 
fcent  it  with  any  of  the  Aromatic 
Oils,  mofl  fuitable  to  the  liking  of 
their  Cuftomers.

tity. Zwelfer  feems  to  take  more

Nuclaus  was  the  firfl  who  gave 
a   Prefcription.  under   this    Tale, 


which  is  in  the  Augufian  D'tfpenfa^ 
iory }  but  that  is  loaded  with  a 
great  many  unnecefTarylngredients, 
and  differs  but  little  from  the  D/^- 
pompholygos :  bat  the  College  at  firft 
received  it  in  this  more  compen^ 
dious  manner,  ji^ith  the  liberty  of 
making  it  either  with  Hog's  Lard, 
or  the  Ungumtum  Rofaceum.  The 
Tutty  is  prepared  by  Levigation, 
but  if  the  Stone  upon  whicn  it  is 
ground,  be  not  extremely  hard,  it 
will  carry  a  good  deal  along  v/ith 
it  into  the  Medicine:  this  is  not 
very  often  referred  to  in  Prefcrip- 
tion,  but  is  in  great  efteemamongil 
the  common  People.

lived  in  the  Reign  of  Ediuard  rhe 
Third.  After  Infertion  of  this, 
which  they  hcA  from  an  antient 
Manufcript,  they  particularly  dire£l 
to  repeat  the  Procclfes  with  frefh 
Juice,  till  the  Lard  look  s  of  a  deep 
Green  ;  and  that  is  made  rhe  mea- 

fure  of  the  Repetitions  necelTary.  and  Tliys  that  it  will  certainly  cure 
The  Powers,  and  Koney  ofMul-  Irchfngs  in  any  Part  of  the  Body, 
len,  were  h'om  the  fame  Author,  and  is  a  moll  noble  Ointment.  But 
and  almoft  three  hundred  Years  it  feems  the  prefent  Pradice  hatli

The  Augufian  Difpenfatory  hath 
a  Compofition  of  this  Intention, 
under  the  Title  of  Unguentum  ad 
Vermes,  which  agrees  with  this  in 
many  Ingredients  j  but  that  takes 
in  many  others  which  Zwelfer  juft- 
ly  finds  fault  with,  as  of  no  Advan- 
tage to  the  Medicine.

Schroder  hath  one  alfo  under  the 
fame  Title,  but  different.  The  Col- 
lege have  two  Prefcriptions  under 
the  fameDenomination  m  their  firfl 
Dtfpenfatory,  the  laft  of  them  being 
diftinguifh'd  by  Unguentum  Spleneti- 
cum  al'mdr  Magijirale  3  -and  that  is 
exadly  the  fam.e  as  this  in  every 
thing  of  any  moment  ;  but  it  is  ve- 
ry rarely  called  for,  or  made.  The 
number  of  Compofitions  under  this 
form  in  the  Shops,.as  well  as  that  of 
Oils,  is  prodigioufly  abridged,  to 
what  has  been  antiently  ufed  5  be- 
caufe  their  Practice  turn'd  very 
much  upon  Exercife,  Frisian,  Ba- 
thing, and  Anointing :  fo  that  there 
was  hardly  any  one  Intention  which 
bad  not  foiucthing.  uader  this  F^rm 
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ailifting  therjunto.     But   as  thofs 
Practices  are  much  loft  amongft  us, 
this  is  alfo  funk  with  them  :  and  in-. 
deed,  fo  far  as  any  Dependance  \rt 
Cafes  of  moment  was  laid  upon  the 
Virtues  of  an  Unguent ,  it  has  beea 
rejected  with  very  good  reafon  j  for 
there  is  a  great  deal  of  4iffei'ence 
between   ufing  them   as  they   did 
Ijeretofore  foralUfting  fome  Inten- 
tions, in  Bathing,  Fridion,'  and  thtf 
like  5  and  laying  ftrefs  upon  them 
when  fuch  Pradices  are  difufed.  We 
have   here  given  all  that  are  ever 
heard  of  in  the  Shops,  tho'  they  ard! 
but  vei-y  few  of  the  number  that 
fland  in  the  Works  of  Bifpenfatory 
Writers;  and  even  of  them,  if  a 
Revifai  and  Alteration  of  this  Work 
fhould  hereafter  be  call'd  for,  as  the 
frequent  Changes  in  Pradice  may 
perhaps  make  neceflary,  it  is  hoped 
that  many  may  be  expunged.    We 
indeed  frequently  meet  v/ith  fuch 
Forms  in  extemporaneous  Prefcrip* 
tion,  but  then  they  are  feldom  con* 
fined  to  any   of  the   olHcInal  Oil's 
and  Unguents ;  and  therefore  in  the 
following  Part  we  fhall  give  choice 
of  fuch  For/nuUunAtv  all  thofe  In- 
tentions of  Cure,  as  fuch  Medicinesi 
are  likely  to  fall  in  with.

Edition  of  the  College  put  under  dif- 
ferent Titles  from  what  they  ftood 
with  before  in  other  Bifpenfatories, 
as  the  Vnguenmm  Lilliorum  the  fame 
as  the  Unguentum  Anod'^num  in  the 
firft  Edition  j  and  fo  of  fome  others, 
more  expreflive  of  the  chief  Ingre- 
dients, and  more  fuitable  to  the 
main  defign  of  the  Compofitions; 
as  is  generally  remarked  under  the 
refpedive  Forms. 


SECT.  XL 

Of  Cerats  and  Tlaijiers. 


A  Cerate,  or  Cere-cloth,  is  a  Con- 
fiftence  between  an  Unguent 
and  Plaijier:  A  Plaifier  is  a  Com- 
pofition  of  Oils,  Waxes,  Refins, 
and  Powders,  zp'c,  in  fuch  a  Con- 
fluence as  will  keep  its  Form  with- 
out running  or  flicking  to  any  thing 
when  cold,  but  \s  yet  moid  enough 
to  be  melted  and  fpread,  fo  as  to 
adhere  when  warm,  and  not  be 
brittle  or  dry  enough  to  crack  or 
break  off  what  it  is  fpread  upon. 
When  any  of  this  Form  therefore 
is  not  high  enough,  either  more  dry 
'Ingredients  are  to  be  added,  or  fuch 
as  are  m  themfelves  brittle,  as  Re- 
fin  J  or  it  is  to  be  boil'd  longer. 
And  when^n Empla/ler  is  too  high, 
it  is  to  be  lower'd  with  0/7  j  or  if 
crumbling,  with  Turpentine  or  fuch 
adhefive  Bodies.  This  DIvifion 
takes  in  but  a  fmall  compafs  in  the 
Intentions  of  Cure,  and  for  the 
Manner  of  their  Operation,itis  in- 
cluded under  what  has  been  ex- 
plained previous  to  the  three  firft 
ClafTesof  T(?//«:^/,  Sed.  12.

But  the  chief  Reafon 
why  this  Clafs  is  fo  much  reduced, 
feeras  to  be  the  Conveniency  of 
providing  for  all  the  Intentions  they 
are  fuited  for  by  extemporaneous 
PrefcHptions ;  (o  that  there  is  no  oc- 
cafion  to  trouble  the  vShops  with 
them  -till  they  are  called  for  :  As 
indeed  there  is  not  a  neceflity  of 
keeping  any  thing  in  readinefsthat 
can  be  made  with  difpatch  enough 
for  every  Exigence.

The  manner 
of  its  Compofition  hath  been  very 
particularly   direded    by   Zwelfer -, 
but  what  the  College  have  thought 
Ht  to  give  here,  is  fufficient  for  any 
Compounder.  Notwithftanding  tlie 
Abridgment  of  the  Saftron  in   its 
quantity   (which  in  fome  meafure

There  are  no  lefs  than  three 
Prefcriptions  under  this  Title,  in 
the  Pharmacopceia  Regia,  and  two 
in  the  firlf  Edition  of  the  College, 
one  of  which  is  afcrib'd  to  Mefue  : 
Schroder  hath  one  not  much  un- 
like. They  all  aim  at  the  fame 
Intention,  of  warming  and  com- 
forting  the  Stomach,  by  the  Steams 
of  Volatile  Aromaticks ;  but  what 
is  now  here  retained  is  much  pre- 
ferable to  them  all,  particularly  in 
Uniformity  of  Intention ;  tho'  this 
fufHciently  abounds  with  Ingredi- 
ents, which  is  fome  detriment  to  a 
good  Confiftence  in  the  whole.

NDER  this  DIvifion  we 
fhall  colled  allthat  part 
of  Medicine,   which   is 
to  be  met  with  in  the  ex- 
tempcraneous  Pi-efcriptions  of  Phy- 
ficians,  and  diftribute  them  as  con- 
veniently as  poffible  under  Heads 
fuited  to  their  intentions  in  Cure  j 
whereby  the  young  Prefcriber  may 
^'liave   at  one  View  all  that  linder 
any  particular  Form  is  ufually  dire- 
^ed,  and  kept  in  readinefs  in  the 
Shops>  for   any  Intention  whatfo- 
ever.     By  which  means  much   of 
the   trouble  will    be  faved>  that  a 
great  many  Writings  of  this  kind 
m^ake  necellary,  of  turning  from 
an   Index    of  Difeafes   to   a  new 
place  for  every  Kecipe  fuited  there- 
unto :    for  as  in  our  Second  Part  a 
Prefcriber  may  meet  with  all  the 
Simples  of  the  lame  Intention  toge- 
ther, fo   in  this  he  will   find  ail  of 
tlic    ;rame   lerm  diftributed  under 
like  'lieads.     Thus  in    Juleps,  {oi- 
inftance,  according  to  the  Method 
of  the  Second   Part,   all  fitted  for 
the  Intention  of  a  Cephalic,     Car- 
minative, Hyjieric,  and  fo  on,  will 
be  found  together  under  fuch   re- 
fpeftive  Divinons.      So  that  under 
each  Form  all  regard  poflible  is  had 
to  place  every  individual  in  fuch  a 


manner,  that  by  turning  to  that  Bi- 
vifion,  under  the  Intention  in  vieWi 
all  of  that  Form  fuited  thereunto 
will  be  found  together  :  but  that 
fomewhat  under  every  Form  fhould 
be  met  with  for  every  Intention,  is 
not  to  be  expeded;  becaufe  the 
Nature  of  the  Simples  proper  for 
thofe  Intentions,  may  not  fuit 
^Very  "one"  equally,  or  are  per- 
haps for  fome  very  improper. 
Thus  a  Cephalic  is  not  to  be  look'd 
for  amongil  Lrn^us^s  j  becaufe  the 
very  Form  which  paffes  in  Extem- 
poraneous Pradice  under  that  Ap^ 
pellation,  is  intirely  unfit  for  the 
Compofition  of  any  thing  fubtilc 
and  volatile.  And  thus  no  one 
win  exped  a  Balfamic  amongft 
Spirits,  becaufe  thofe  Properties  in 
a  medicinal  Simple  which  entitle  it 
to  that  Rank,  are  not  i*educible 
under  fuch  a  Form.  But  as  this 
matter  i^  of  the  greateft  momerrt 
to  a  l^refcriber,  and  has  not  yet 
in  the  leafl  been  hinted  at  in  any 
Work  of  tliis  kind,  we  fhall  here 
give  fuch  a  fhort  Scheme  of  the 
feveral  Intentions  of  Cure  as  the 
Simples  were  ranged  under,  in  the 
Second  Part,  v^'ith  the  Forms  moft 
convenient  for  thofe  Intentions.

But  in  Choleric  and  Sanguine 
Conflitutions,  (\xq\\  Cordials  2iS  thefe 
are  highly  to  be  condemn'd,  be- 
caufe  they  inflame  the  Blood,  and 
do  much  mifchiefthat  way;  the  con- 
trary Regimen,  fuch  as  Acids  and 
Diliuers,being  there  morenccef&ry. 
Cerevifia  Oxydorica,  A  Drink 
for  the  Eyes,  '  Take  Rue,  Sage^ 
'  Vervian,  Eyebright,  ana  m  i.  live 

*  Hog-lice,  No  400.  fweet  Fennel

This  is  a  very  good  Diet-Drink 
for  the  purpofe  its  Title  befpeaks, 
is  eafily  made,  and  not  ungrateful 
to  take  J  the  Ingredients  hardly  al- 
tering the  natural  Tafl  of  the  Ale. 
Its  ufe  ought  to  be  long  continued, 
to  anfwer  in.  any  Intention  of  mo- 
ment. For  when  peccant  Humors 
have  once  found  vent  by  the  Glands 
of  the  Eyes,  the  Seat  is  fo  far  out 
of  the  way  of  ordinary  Medicines, 
that  a  little  matter  will  not  reach 
it  J  and  fuch  things  as  thefedo  fer- 
vice in  thofe  Cafes,  by  gradually 
abforbing  the  Humors,  and  helping 
them  off  at  feme  convenient  Out- 
let. Thus  Diuretics,  amongfl  which 
Clafs  Hog-lice  iland  the  firfV,  by 
precipitating  the  Salts  of  the  Blood 
thro'  the  Kidneys  in  larger  quanti- 
ties than  they  would  otherwise  paf^i 
thatw.ay^  leave  fewer  of  them  to 
break  thro*>  other  Glands  not  de- 
ftin'd  for  any  fuch  Difcharge  ;  and 
therefore  in  allDefludionsofRheum 
they  make  the  mofl  effeftual  Re- 
vulfions.  The  Herbs alfo  herein,  as 
they  are  abforbent  and  drying,  wafl 
by  degrees  thofe  Humidities  which 
ouze  through  the  lacrymal  GlandSj, 
aijd  damage  the  Sight  feveral  wsy^. 

Such 
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Such  things  alfo  fomewhat  contri- 
bute to  inren(ibleTranfpiration,and 
leflen  the  Flux  of  thofe  Humors  by 
fuch  means.  Astothe  R^i/;V?^j  take< 
this  Rule  in  general,  becaufe  they 
arc  frequently  in  things  of  thisForm, 
that  in  all  Cathartic  or  Detergent. 
CompofitionSjthpfe  which  the  Gro- 
cers fell  by  the  Name  of  Rajjins  of 
the  Sun,  are  moft  proper,  becaufe 
they  are  fharp  and  attenuating  5  but 
in  all  Pectorals  and  Vulneraries,  the 
Malaga  Raifins  are  much  to  be  pre- 
ferred, they  being  mere  fat,  foft  and 
emollient.  Which  by  the  way  is  a 
difference  very  few  attend  to,  to 
the  great  detriment  of  many  a 
good  Prefcription.

This  is  a  very  good  Pre- 
fcription if  duly  follow'djand  made

and  a  Relaxation  of  the  Fibres  from 
too  much  Humidity ;  becaufe  it  will- 
render  t^iem  more  tenfe,  and  ab-?

If  the  Diet-Drinks  which  are  fo 
commonly  order'd  in  many  Chro- 
nic Cafes,  and  upon  which  fo  much 
Strefs  is  frequently  laid,  were  any 
thing  managed  like  this,  fo  many 
would  not  be  eluded  of  their  Expe^ 
stations.  All  that  a  Medicine  in  this 
form  can  promife  in  the  moil  obfti- 
nate  Cafes,this  will  perform,  if  duly 
continued  5  the  whole  concurring 
with  a  united  Force  to  penetrate  in- 
to, deterge,  and  fcour  every  Veffel;, 
Gland  or  Cell  of  the  whole  Body, 
as  well  as  to  break  and  deftroy  the 
Acrimony  of  the  Juices,  and  fill  up 
the  abraded  Cavities  with  a  better 
Subflance.  There  are  no  Diforders 
of  the  Glands,  how  remote  foever, 
that  this  will  not  wear  away  5  and 
even  where  Salivation  has  been 
tried  without  Succefs,  this  may  be 
trufled.  Cancers^nA  Ulcers,  v/hether 
Scrophulous  or  Venereal,  which 
are  little  different,  and  the  moft 
aggravated  Symptoms  of  the  Evil, 
will  give  way  to  it ;  and  where  the 
whole  Body  is  alnioft  one  continued 


Sore^  this  may  be  depended  upon, if 
clofe  and  carefully  followed.  They 
who  have  been  accuitomed  to  a 
higher,  anda  more  delicate  way  of 
living,  than  to  like  this  well  in  a 
Malt  Liquor,  may  contrive  it  with 
Wine,  by  letting  the  Ingredients 
ftand  longer  i\\  it,  vtz,.  for  fome 
Weeks,  and  fometimes  fhakingthe 
Veflel ;  but  giving  it  vent  always  at 
fuch  times,  for  fear  of  burfting  the 
VefTel,  tho'  a  great  deal  that  i%  vola- 
tile will  then  make  its  efcape.  It  alfo 
may  be  man^g'd  into  a  Hydromel ; 
and  for  fuch  as  Honey  is  not  dif^ 
agreeable  to,  it  may  be  the  better, 
becaufe  it  will  be  more  detei'five. 
In  fhorr,  the  whble  Circle  of  Pra- 
ftice  cannot  produce  a  moreeffica;- 
cious,  anda  more  convenient  Pre* 
fcripti6n  5  there  being  no  one  thing 
in  vain,  or  that  diftafts  or  renders 
naufeous  the  Medicine  when  made* 
The  §iuickjih'er  and  Antimon*)  may 
alfo  be  fo  husbanded,  as  to  mak© 
a  good  Cinnabar  afterwards  in  the 
common  way,  fo  that  in  them  there 
is  no  lofs.  At  the  fame  time  that 
it  is  a  pleafure  to  give  fuch  Recipes  as 
this  to  the  World,  whereby  thou- 
fands  may  riieet  with  Relief  in  the 
moft  deplorableCircumftlnces,  yet 
it  is  no  fmall  Check  to  that  Satis- 
fa^^ion,  to  thiiik  how  hiany  Em- 
perics  and  illiterate  Intruders  into 
Medicine,take  the  ad  vantage  of  fuch  ■* 
Helps  ;  but  be  it  known  to  fuch, 
that  this,  as  all  other  Compoiitipns 
of  greateft  efficacy,  is  not  in  their 
Talent  to  manage,  and  none  are 
advisM  to  meddle  with  fuch  things, 
but  under  the  Diredion  of  a  good 
Phyfician,forwhofeKemembrances 
this  is6nly  intended.  Such  Wretches 
indeed  are  too  low  for  any  Notice 
in  a  Work  of  this  nature  j  but 
many  of  them  are  fuch  Cor'mtjo'mn 
Intruders,  as  to   make  it  almofi

But 
this  IS  to  be  faid  in  general  againft 
that  Whetting,  as  it  is  ufually  call'd, 
in  a  Morningjwhich  feme  accuftom 
themfelves  to  :  for  tho*  one  Glafs, 
when  the  Stomach  has  by  t)ebauch, 
or  any  other  accident  from  Diftcm- 
per,  been  pall'd  or  weakn'd,  is  of 
fervice  by  warming  its  Fibres,  and 
giving  them  a  due  Teniity,in  which 
chiefly  confills  a  good  Appetite  and 
Digeftionj  yetwhen  the  Stomach  is 
perhaps  ah'eady  too  warm  from  a 
high  Diet,  and  frequent  Tipphng, 
this  Practice  helps  to  deflroy  the 
true  Senle  and  Springy n-efs  of  the 
Stomach,  and  in  Pro cefs  of  Time 
will  difable  it  from  doing  its  proper 
Offices.  After  a  great  Debauch  in- 
<!eed  there  is  fomewhat  to  be  faid  in 
favour  of  that  Englijh  Proverb>  A 
Hair  of  the  fame  Dog.  &:c.  becaufe 
the  undigefted  Remains  at  the  Sto- 
mach, and  the  quantity  of  flimy 
Juice  which  drains  into  it,  during 
Sleep  in  the  Night,  cannot  better 
be  got  off,  than  by  raifingit  with  a 
foiall  Glafs  or  two  next  Morning ; 
but  that  ought  not  to  be  carried  any 
further.

ufe.  It  is  a  wonderful  Reftorative, 
and  greatly  invigorates  the  whole 
Conftitution,fo  as  to  provoke  much 
to  Venery,  as  well  as  otherA^tions 
of  Vigor  J  but  it  mnch  more  contii- 


butes  to  this  latter  Purpofe,  if  it  be 
warm'd  with  fome  Aromatic^,  efpe- 
cially  the  Sweets,  as  Musk  and  Am- 
bergreafe.  It  is  almoft  an  infallible 
Remedy  m  cutaneous  Eruptions, 
and  even  in  a  confirm*d  Ltprofy  : 
but  of  this  fee  further  under  the  Ar- 
ticle of  Vipers^  Part  a.  Setiion  4. . 
Clafs  2.  of  Animals 3  N^  209. 

Vinum  Viperinum  alterum,  Ano^

It  is  an  admirable  Re- 
medy for  thofe  who  have  been  al- 
moft wore  out  with  Venereal  En- 
gagements, efpecialiy  if  there  Plea- 
fures  have  been  puvchas'd  at  the  ex- 
pence  of  a  few  Salivations,  or  a  fre- 
quent ufe  of  Mercurial  Medicines  J 
and  it  will  revive  any  Conftitutioii 
that  is  not  quite  mouldred  into  Rot- 
tennefs.  But  they  much  beft  deferve 
fucK  a  Reftorative,  who  by  acute 
Difeafe5,asmalignantFevers,Smali- 
Vo\,  or  the  like,have  been  fo  broke 
or  fhatter'd  in  their  Conftitutions, 
as  hardly  to  be  within  a  poffibi- 
lity  of  Recovery:  for  in  fuch  it  ^ 
will  to  admiration  repair  the  de- 
Cviy'd  Juices,and  fill  again  theVeitis 
with  a  warm,  generous,  nutritive 
Blood.  In  fcrop'hulous  Habits  like-.

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wife,  which  are  frequently  leaning 
towards  Confumptions,  it  will  do 
great  fervice.  And  where  young 
Perfons  are  not  fo  early  happy  in 
their  conjugal  Embraces  as  fome 
wifh  to  be,  and  it  be  fufpeded  from 
a  Coldnefs  or  Infufficiency  upon 
that  account  on  either  fide,  the  ufe 
of  this  cannot  fail  to  render  thofe 
Inrercourfes  prolific :  but  the  ufe 
of-  it  is  warily  to  be  indulg'd,  left 
with  it  be  kindled  a  *Heat,  which 
reafonable  Coition  cannot  afluage. 
And  let  fuch  likewife  who  indulge 
themfelves  too  lavifhly  in  thofe  En--

This  is  a  very  ferviceable  Com- 
pofition  for  many  Purpofes,  and 
will  infallibly  cure  a  Greenficknefs, 
or  any  Tendency  of  theConftitution 
that  way  5  which  is  manifeft  from  a 
pale  Complexion,  Debility  or  Lift- 
lefnefs  to  Aftion,  and  (liort  Breath. 
InHypocondriacal  Melancholy,  and 
all  AfFedions  of  the  Spleen,  it  will 
do  much  good ;  and  after  Fevers, 
or  any  Diftemper  that  fpqils  the 
Juices>  this  will  greatly  again  reftore

This  is  a  noble  Medicine  to  re- 
cruit with,  after  the  Conftitution  has 
been  almoft  tore  to  pieces  with  the 
Fury  of  a  Fever,  or  atiy  acute  Dff^ 
eafes ;  and  particularly  for  Women 
who  have  much  fuffer'd  in  Child- 
bed, and  are  reduced  almoft  to  5 
Confuraption :  for  this  will  noc 
only  promote  the  neceflary  Clean- 
fings,  but  al(b  raife  the  Blood  with 
new  Warmth  and  Nouriftiment^ 
This  indeed  is  an  expenfive  Me- 
dicine, but  then  it  may  be  confix 
der'd,  that  its  wondei-tul  Efficacy 
makes  fome  Amends  j  for  %  ii.  twice 
in  a  day,  will  certainly  in  a  little 
time  be  attended  withAmendment, 
m  the  moft  languifhing  Circum- 
ftances.

They  are  pretty  frequently  pre- 
fcribed  in  the  Spring-time  againft 
fcorbutic  Complaints,and  to  cleanfe 
the  Blood  from  Impurities  j  for 
which  purpofes  they  cannot  but  do 
fome  fervice,becaure  they  fcourthe 
Glands  by  their  fharp  deterfive 
Points,  and  give  a  Firmnefs  both  to 
the  Solids  and  Blood,  They  are  or- 
der'd  from  |ii.  to  |iv.  every  day. 
Morning  and  Evening,  for  two  or 
three  Weeks  together.  The  reafon 
why  we  give  them  a  Place  under 
this  Divifion,  is,  becaufe  there  are 
not  Materials  enough  under  the  ti- 
tle of  Juices  to  deferve  one  by  them- 
felves,  and  becaufe  this  comes  con- 
veniently enough  amongft  the

This  is  much  of  the  fame  ufe  as 
the  foregoing  Juices ;  but  for  a  cold 
Stomach  is  fomewhat  better  for  the 
Wine.  AWine  Glafs  may  be  drank 
of  it  twice  a  day  for  fome  Weeks 
together,  and  will  do  good  in  any 
,  fcorbutic  Difpofition.  Thefe  kind 
of  Medicines  ufed  m  the  Spring,

Wine.  *  Take  green  Elicampane- 
'  Root,  white  Su;»ar,  and  Currants 
'  cut  fmall,  ana  |  iv.  Infufe  them 
'  fourteen  days  cold  in  Ibiv.  of 
'  white  Port.* 

This  isaneafy  Liquor  both  to 
make  and  take,  and  will  do  fervice 
in  fuch  who  have  v/erJc  Lungs, 
which  are  often  apt  to  be  fiuff'd 
with  Phlegm,  which  itdeterges,and 
prevents  Ulcer:itiensi  and' fuch  In- 
juries as  would  bring  on  a  Con- 
fumption.  All  Afthmatic  Perfons 
therefore  would  do  well  to  ufe  this 
in  Plent^'^,  especially  in  the  Winter- 
time, when  the  external  Cold  lef- 
fening  the  quantity  of  perfpirable 
Matter  by  the  Pores  of  the  Skin, 
caufes  a  much  greater  PrefTure  of 
the  Fluids  upon  the  V'tfcerayoi  which 
the  Lungs  have  their  fhare,  and 
therefore  ftand  in  need  of  fuch  gen- 
tle Fortifiers  and  Cleanfers  as  this 
makes.  The  Elicampane  has  like- 
wife  that  deterfive  Power  by  which 
it  keeps  open  other  Vifcera ,VfhtncQ 
they  bettei*  perform  their  Offices, 
ana  leave  lefs  Force  to  protrude 
upon  the  Lungs.  It  is  therefore  of 
ufe  inallCachexies,  and  Tendencies 
towards  a  Dropfy.  Some  alfo  will 
have  there  to  be  a  Property  in  this, 
of  deflroying  Worms.  Drink  a 
Glafs  of  it  twice  a  day.

For  with  the  beft  of 
the  foreign  Juice  there  is  a  mixture 
of  gritty  drolly  Matter,  which  is 
not  in  our  own  :  which  we  gene- 
rally keep  under  the  T'n\QO^ExtraB 
in  the  Shops.  This  aflifts  in  Ex- 
pcdoration,  and  helps  to  deterge 
and  cleanfe  the  Glands  of  the  Brcn- 
chia  and  neighbouring  parts :  but  if 


the  fimplc  Waters  are  not  made 
ftronger  than  they  ordinarily  are, 
they  will  rather  be  a  prejudice  than 
of  any  fervice  to  the  Com.pofitionj 
and  it  would  be  better  to  infufe  the 
dry'd  Herbs,  and  prefs  them  out 
ftrongly  afterwards.  This  may  be

This 
therefore  is  of  that  kind  which  are 
properly  call'd  Sweetners,  and  its 
continued  life  will  be  of  great  fer- 
vice  to  fmooth  and  foften  acrimo- 
nious Humors,  and  remove  all  thofe 
Diforders  that  arife  from  a  hot  ir- 
ritating Blood.  It  may  be  drank  at 
difcretion.  The  Wort  muft  be  very 
ilrong,  elfe  the  Juices  will  lower  it 
io  much,  as  will  fubjed  it  to  decay 
and  turn  four.  Of  this  kind  of  An- 
tifcorbutics  we  hp.ve  the  leafl  choice 
of  any,  not  many  Authors  rightly 
diflinguifhing  it,  which  is  fo  com- 
mon, as  to  deferve  as  much  Atten- 
tion as  any.

Emol- 
lients and  AbforbentSj  which  are  the 
true  and  only  Sweetners  in    a  flritt 
fenfe,  altho'  they  are  of  great  note 
alfo  amongft    Antifcorbutics,    yet 
they  are   equally  injurious;  whilfe 
both  of  them  are  of  admirable  fer- 
vice  under  proper  Diredion.     But 
fuch  Difficulties  occur  likewife  in  all 
the  Inftances   of  Praftice  ;  which 
mull  be    a  continual  Admonition, 
how   far  the  mofl  common  Medi- 
cines require  the  Condud  of  a  skil- 
ful Advifer.

The  Woods  would  be  better 
boil'd  in  the  Wort,  and  the  tender 
Ingredients  with  the  Hog-Lice  only 
hung  in  the  Barrel  :  but  the  quan- 
tity of  Guaiacum  is  too  large,  be- 
caufe  it  will  make  it  fo  hot,  as  not 
to  be  well  endured  in  the  Mouth. 
It  is  an  efficacious  Detergent,  and 
will,  by  a  continu'd  ufe,  extend  its 
Influences  to  the  remoteft  Glands, 
and  by  degrees  wear  away  what  ob- 
ftruds  them,  and  occaflons  a  Lodg- 
ment of  fuch  Humors  as  erode 
and  deform  the  Parts.  What  it  alfo 
abrades  and  carries  intothe  common 
Stream,  is  eit!;er  exhaled  by  Trans- 
piration, ordetach'd  ofFbytheKid- 
neys,  and  thrown  out  by  the  Blad- 
der :  the  former  of  which  Dischar- 
ges is  promoted  mofl:  by  the  JVoods^ 
and  the  latter  by  the  Millepedes.  So 
that  in  the  height  of  a  fcorbutic 
Conllltution,  and  the  Evil  is  no 
more,  this  deferves  Recommenda- 
tion, and  cannot  fail  of  doing 
fervice,  if  duly  continu'd  for  fome 
rime.  It  fbould  be  ufedas  common 
Drink.

But  from  the  whole  it  may 
be  determined,  that  a  great  deal  of 
Its  Caufe  is  from  vifcid  pituitousHu- 
mors,  lodg'd  upon  the  Joints  j 
which  ftuflP  them  in  fuch  a  manner, 
as  not  only  to  hinder  their  due 
Jlexures,  put  alfo  to  occafion  an 
unequal  Circulation  andDiftribution 
of  Fluids  to  the  Parts  beyond.  -And 
this  Habit  is  moft  apt  to  be  fallen 
into,  when  allthofe  Caufes  concur, 
which  make  a  fizy  Blood,  and  fome- 
thing  like  what  produces  Agues  ; 
which  that  diligent  Obferver,  and 
faithful  Relater  of  fuch  Inftances, 
pr.  Sydenhamy  confirms  bv  his  Ob- 
fcrvarion,  that  the  Rickets  were  al- 
ways moft  rife,  when  Autumnal  A- 
£ues  were  fo.  Medicines  therefore 
of  this  kino,  which  fate  the  Blood 
with  Particles  that  are  detergent,and 
fubtile  enoui^h  to  circulate  thro'  the

ftrud,and  are  apttoerode  andchange 
them  into  what  palfes  for  the  Evil  : 
for  moft  of  thcfe  Ingredients  are  ab- 
forbent,foft  and  fweetning,whereby 
they  fmooth  fuch  Humors,  and  fit 
them  the  better  to  continue  their 
proper  Circuits  without  obftruding 
or  eroding  their  Paflages.  This  is 
therefore  preferable  in  the  thinner 
Habits,  where  the  Jiuces  are  rather 
acrid  than  fizy,  and  it  ought  alfo  to 
be  made  their  conftant  Drink.

ftrong  as  fcarce  to  be  endured. 
Where  therefore  thefe  are  any  Ob- 
jedrion,  they  may  be  lower'd,  or  the 
quantity  of  Ale  increas'd  at  difcre- 
tion.  It  will  both  deterge  powerfully 
all  the  Glands,  and  fet  open  the  pro- 
per Emundories  5  and  alfo  raife  the 
remaining  Fluids  from  a  watry  acrid 
State,  to  a  fmooth  balfamic  Con- 
fiftence.  In  the  moft  obftinate 
Jaundice  it  will  prevail,  and  effec- 
tually cure  all  Difpofitions  towards 
aDropfy:  it  may  be  conftantlymade 
ufe  of  for  a  common  Drink,  unlefs 
at  Meals,  if  then  thought  difagreea- 
ble.

|-  J  N  D  E  R  the  firft  of  thefe  is 
V^  included  all  that  part  of  extem- 
poraneous PJiarmacy,  which  is  em- 
ploy'd  in  drawing  out  the  medicinal 
Virtues  of  Simples  by  boiling  5  and 
thefe  in  common  Prefcriptions  are 
alfo  frequently  call'd  Apozejns,  The 
next  is  different  in  this  only,  that 
the  Ingredients  are  fteep'd  in  liot 
Liquors,  in  the  manner  that  Tea  is 
commonly  made.    And  the  latter  is 


drawing  out  the  oily  or  milky  part 
of  Seeds  or  Kernels,  by  Contu- 
fion  with  proper  Liquors.

All 
thofe  Decc6iions  which  are  Refir'm- 
gent,  and  moft  of  the  Cathartics, 
may,  for  greater  Elegance  and  Plea- 
iantnefs  to  take,  be  clarify'dj  but 
all  fuch  as  are  Emollient,  and  con- 
cern'd  in  joining  with  the  foftmuci- 
laginous  Parts  of  Simples,  are  by  no 
means  to  be  fo  managed,  for  Rea- 
fons  already  at  large  given.  Part  i. 
Se^,  i-i..Emuljions,  if  carefully  made 
are  a  very  neat  Form  ;  but  a  very 
fmall  Part  of  the  Materia  Medica  is 
reducible  thereinto,  and  only  thofe 
Seeds  which  yield  a  foft  milky  Juice: 
and  therefore  the  only  Intention 
which  this  Form  can  properly  be 
prefcribed  for,  is  that  of  an  Emol- 
lient', tho'  indeed  we  have  given 
fome  few  for  other  purpofes,  but 
they  are  not  fo  fuitable.  Oils  like- 
wife  may  by  the  help  of  anEgg,and 
a  little  of  any  of  the  Turpentine  Bal- 
fams,  be  reduced  under  this  Headj 
and  well  managed,  will  make  an 
elegant  Medicine,  as  we  fiiall  find  in 
jome  following  Inftances.

Therefore  althoB^/^^  and  ¥uller  put 
many  ofthefe  amono;ft  extempora- 
neous Forms  ;  yet  for  the  Reafons 
mention'd  we  judged  moil:  fuitable 
to  place  them  amongft  thofe  of  the 
Shops  3  from  whence  the  Prefcriber 
may  be  furnifli'd  for  all  the  Intenti- 
ons fuch  Jorms  are  proper  for.  Many 


that  others  give  under  the  Title  of 
Tindures,  for  conveniency  of  Me- 
thod, we  have  here  placed  as  Infu- 
flonsj  being  more  properly  focaird, 
becaufe  made  with  aqueous  Men' 
firuumsy  and  without  any  elaborate 
Digeftion.  Under  the  Divifion  of 
'juleps  likewife,  we  fhall  have  occa* 
fion  to  mention  all  thofe  extempo- 
raneous FormuU,  called  Spirits  or 
Drops,  that  are  met  with  in  the 
common  Pradice. 


SECT.    III. 


Of  Juleps  J  draughts,  and  Mixttires, 


TH  E    firfl  of  thefe  Forms   is 
fo  much  altered  in  the  prefent 
I*ra<^ice,that  the  lateft  Difpenfatory- 
Writers  cannot  be  of  any  fervice  to 
us  herein.  Under  this  Title  us'd  to 
he.  included  a  great  deal  made  by 
Infufion,    and  received   from    the 
^xpreffed   Juices  of  Herbs,  Fruits, 
^c.  and  Dr.  duller,  the  lateft  of  all, 
lias  fcarce  a  'jide^  in  his  whole  Book, 
which  VN^ould  not  be  thought  a  very 
odd   Prefcription  now  in  any  Apo- 
//7^f^ry's  Shop:    for  he  often  adds 
Powders  and  Chymical  Oils,  which 
deform  this  kind  of  2\Iedicine  j  and 
are  much  more  conveniently  exhi- 
bited in  Boles,  or  Powders,  or  E- 
Jeduaries.     The  prefent  Pradice  is 
not  extraordinary  only  in  the  Neat- 
nefs  and  Elegance  of  their  extempo- 
raneous Medicines,  by  which  it  has 
reje<fl:ed  out  of  'juleps  all  but  tranf^ 
parent  Liquors,  unlefs  in  Pearl  Ju- 
leps ;  but  alfo  regards  th^n  only  as 
Jitluiers,  and  therefore  orders  what 
the  main  Dependance  is   upon,  in 
feme  other  Form,     And  even  the 


quantities  herein  are  /b  exadlly  kept 
up  to,    from  §  viii.  to   about  |  x. 
for  the  largeft  Juleps^  that  the  Shops 
are    only  furnifh'd  wuth  Phials   of 
thofe   (izes  to  contain  them.     The 
fame  alteration  likewife  is  made  in 
Draughts,  they  being  now  little  elie 
than  a  lefs  Proportion  of  the  fame 
things  as  are  order'd  in   ''J-uleps,  for 
one  Dofe  to  walli  down  or  dilute  a 
Bolcy  or  a  Medicine  in  a  more  folid 
Form,     In  no  Intention    therefore 
are  they  trufled  to,  unlefs  as  Narco- 
tics    and     Cathartics ;     many     of 
thofe  Medicines  being  conveniently 
enough  exhibited  in  a  Bramht  for 
one  Dofe  :  And  a  Potion  feems  to 
differ  from  this  no  otherwife,  than 
as  itis  more  a  medicinal  Term,  and 
therefore  generally  apply'd  to  Ca- 
thartics,      A  Mixture  is  properly  a 
Julep  with  folid  Ingredients  difFolv'd 
in  it  J   or  when  Oils  are  added  to 
Draughts  without    Incorporation  : 
(for  by  Incorporation  they  become 
Lindlus's  or  Emuljions.)     The  for- 
mer is  out  ofPradice,  being  deem'd 

an 
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an  iinfightly  and  flovenly  way  of 
Compoution,  and  the  latter  never 
occurs  but  amongft  Emollients ;  and 
therefore  of  thefe  wc  (hall  meet  with 
but  few.  As  the  prefent  Pradice 
then  is  to  be  almoft  our  only  Guide 
in  thefe  Forms,  we  fhall  give  a  few 
Examples  of  each,  under  all  thofe 
Intentions  they  are  beft  fitted  for, 
in  the  Method  which  was  taken  in. 
the  DiLiiIbution  of  the  Medicinal 
Simples  in  the  Second  Part.  As  thefe 
likev/ife  were  ufed  to  be  fweeten'd 
with  a  q.  f  of  fonie  appropriate 
Syrup.,  they  are  now  generally  dul- 
cify'd  only  with  plain  Sugar  :  but 
as  this  Alteration  can  be  of  no  great 
Importance,  it  may  be  eligible  to 
retain,  in  fome  meafure  at  leaft, 
the  Old  way  j  becaufe  a  Patient's 
-Expeftation,  which  is  no  trifling  Re- 
gard,is  much  more  rais'd  with  a  well- 
color 'd  Cordialjthanby  what  is  clear: 
for  they  are  apt  to  flight  the  latter 
as  no  better  than  Simple  Waters^ 
which  they  have  no  opinion  of.

There  is  a  ha- 
zard in  afcertaining  the  Dofe  of 
Liquid  Laudanum  from  the  number 
of  Drops,  which  few  are  apprized 
of  5  and  that  is,  the  fhape  of  the 
Bottle  from  whence  it  is  dropp'd, 
will  make  the  quantity  more  or 
lefs,  becaufe  the  Drops  will  form 
larger  or  fmaller,  according  to  the 
fafhion  of  the  Phial,  as  may  be  de- 
monftrated  from  Experiment,  by 
weighing  fuch  a  number  of  Drops 
from  Phials  of  different  Forms  and 
Magnitudes.

H  E  ancient  Pradice  greatly 
_  abounds  with  Prefcriptions  m 
thefe  Form s,which  the  Prefcriber  at 
pleafure  titles  either  Lin^us^s,  Lam- 
bati'ves,  Lohochso):  Syrups  ^'  but  they 
are  much  negleded  by  the  prefent  j 
"Jiotrhing  being  well  reducible  into 


thofe  Forms  but  Pediorals,  and  what 
is  grateful  to  theTaft  ;  for  the  Con- 
iiftence  and  Manner  of  taking, 
makes  any  thing  bitter,  or  other- 
wife  naufeous,  herein  intolerable  5 
and  nothing  but  Emollients  andDeter- 
gems,  fuch  as  Oils^  opening  S^rupSy 

and 
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and  fubHances  proper  to  unite  them, 

and  agreeable  f.o  their  Qualities,  be 

ing  convenient  to  be  reduced  there-    '  lent  to  fetch 

into.     The  Sweetnefs  and  Adheilon 

likewife  of  thefe  Medicines,  make 

them  not  only  tirefome  in  taking,

Stomachs  5  that  while  by  them  it  is 
endeavoured  to  deterge  the  Lungs 
of  Phlegm,  the  Digeftion  is  fo  much 
hindred,  that  a  greater  Supply  is 
made  j  which  renders  fuch  Efforts  in 
vain,  if  not  worfe  for  the  Patient. 
In  fhort,  there  are  very  few  of  thele 
of  any  other  fervice,  than  to  pro- 
mote and  eafe  thofe  Coughs  in  old 
Age,  v^hich  are  necellary  to  keep 
open  the  Breaft,  and  break  away 
fuch  Infardions,  which  are  occa- 
iion'd  by  a  Diminution  of  Tranfpi- 
ration,  (i.  e,  what  is  commonly 
called  taking  of  Cold)  or  a  weaken'd 
Concoftion,  that  give  rife  to  Pleu- 
rifies,  Afthma's,  Coughs,  and  the 
like.  It  is  not  unfrequent  to  meet 
with  many  under  this  Denomina- 
tion, intended  to  rellringe  and  ag- 
glutinate J  but  they  are  juftly  rejeft- 
ed,  becaufe  Sugars  are  oppoflte  to 
all  fuchDefigns,  as  has  been  already 
fufficiently  urged  in  many  places. 
Where  Oil  is  to  be  mixed  in  thefe 
Forms,  it  is  firft  to  be  done  very  in- 
timately with  a  little  Sugar,  or  what 
Powders  elfe  are  order'd  ;  and  then 
the  Syrups  to  be  dropt  in  gradually 
at  flrft,  till  there  is  an  entire  Incor- 
poration :  tho'  Oil  and  Syrup  may 
be  mixed  without,  but  it  is  with  a 
great  deal  of  trouble. 

Dr.  Fuller  conchides  his  Article  of 
Lambatives^  with  fome  Hints  worth 
every  one's  regard,  and  therefore 
I'll  tranfcribe  theni.  *i. Sweet,  mu- 
*■  cilaginous  incraflatinr^  Medicines, 
'  tho'  they  may  help  Excretion  out 
'  of  the  Threat  it  felf,  may  render 
'  the  Blood  fofter,  and  difpofe  the

of  thick  Phlegm  is  to  be  brought 
out  of  the  Lungs,  fuch  things  as 
thefe  are  very  wrongly  and  noxf- 
oufly  prefcrib'd :  for  they  will 
farther  polute  the  Blood  with  a 
mucous  heavy  Chyle,  and  ftufF 
up  the  Lungs  with  a  greater  Col-* 
hvies.  2.  Brisk  acrious  ftimulating 
things,  which  do  not  really  de- 
fcend  into  the  Lungs,  but  only 
by  tickling,  pricking  and  irritating 
theTibres,  excite  a  Cough ;  and 
bymeans  of  it  exagitate  theLungs, 
and  fhakethe  Humors  out  of 'em, 
and  fo  do  it  not  primarily,  but  fe- 
condarily:  Thefe,  I  fay,  pump 
out  of  the  Pneumonic  Pipes  fuch 
Matter  as  lies  loofe  and  fluid  j 
and  are  therefore  in  vain  attemp- 
ted, when  a  great  Mafs  of  tough 
Phlegm  is  depofited,  and  flicks, 
faff  in  the  Bronchia,  and  inmoft 
Veficles.  And  oftentimes  theic 
ufe  is  not  only  in  vain,  but  hurt- 
ful alfo;  becaufe  they  raife  a 
Cough,  and  tire  out  the  Lungs  to 
no  purpofe,  and  weaken  their 
Tone  to  no  advantage.  3.  There 
are  no  fuch  things  as  Expe5lora^ 
tors,  properly  fo  call'd,  except 
Volatlles  and  Balfamics :  and  thefe^ 
do  not  flip  down  dire£tly  by  the 
Trachea,  but  firfl  being  convey 'd 
into  the  circulating  Blood,  are 
thence  fufFus'd  into  thePneumonic 
VelTels,  and  their  inmoft  Receffes. 
And  it  is  fuch  only  that  have  the 
power  to  remove  and  caft  clam- 
my phlegm  and  purulent  Matter 
out  of  t\-\Q  Bronchia,  Veficles,  and 
crude  Tubercles.'

lefs  with  infpifTating  Gums.  They  are 
to  be  taken  by  a  Spoonful  at  a 
time,  and  repeated  two,  three,  or 
four  times  a  day,  according  to 
the  Urgency  of  Symptoms.  The  oily 
Lambatives  are  moft  ordered  in 
Afthma's  and  Pleurifies,  and  to  heal 
Excoriations  and  Abfcelfes,  and  fof- 
ten and  relax  the  crifpy  Tone  of  the 
Fibres,  that  flraitens  the  Capacities 
of  the  Veffels.  And  thofe  with 
Gums  and  Balfamic  Redns,  are 
more  intended  to  envelop  the  adive 
Salts  which  continually  prick  and 
ftimulate  the  Fibres  to  cough,  and 
thereby  they  may  prevent  Catarrhs.

INTO  this  Torm,  there  are  fome 
things  reducible  almoft  for  all 
Intentions  j  and  as  they  convey  moft 
Medicinal  Simples  in  Subftance,'they 
are  generally  to  be  depended  on  in 
Cafes  of  Importance  andDifficulty; 
and  the  only  things  not  convenient 
to  be  managed  hereby,  are  fuch  as 
arc  extremely  bitter  and  naufeous, 
cr  of  that  efficacy,  that  their  Dofes 
cannot  be  exadly  enough  adjufted : 
thefe  being  aflign'd  generally  by 
guefs,  in  the  quantity  of  a  Nutmeg 
or  the  like  :  and  for  this  reafon  will 
be  found  under  this  Divifion,  none 
of  the  bitter  Stomachics  nor  of 
the  ftrong  Cathartics,  or  Nar- 
cotics 5  the  firft,  becaufe  they  can- 
not Vi^ell  be  got  dov^n  in  this  Torm, 
and  the  two  latter,  becaufe  their 
Doles  ought  to  be  weighed  with 
the  utmoft  exaftnefs,  and  are  there- 
fore proper  only  for  Boles.  The 
quantities  of  dry  and  liquid  Ingre- 
dients are  here  to  be  proportioned 
fo,  .  as  to  make  the  Confiftence 
lomewhat  thinner  than  that  of  the 
officinal  Electuaries ;  and  where 
there  are  much  Powder, they  ought 
to  be  mixed  very  tliin,  becaufe  they 
quickly  ftiffen  with  a  few  hours 
{landing,  as  when  made  xyith  the 
Powder  of  the  Perwvian  Eark,  and 
fuch  like  dry  Subftances.  Regard 
ought  to  be  had;  that  fuch  things  he 
not  herein  put  together  as  will  fer- 
ment, or  not  lie  quiet  in  the  Com- 
pofitions  5  for  VoUtiles,  fuch  as  Salt 
Armoniac,  Hartlhorn,  and  the  like^ 


will   always  be  rarifying  the  Ma/s 
until  they  efcape.  TefiaceousPowders, 
VfithSyrups  or  Conferves  of  any  man-  ^ 
ner  of  Acidity,  will  ferment  and 
fpoil  the  whole  :  as  likewife  will  all 
thePreparations  of  Steel,the5^^/^  ex- 
ceptedjthat  lying  quiet  in  moft  Mix- 
tures. For  want  of  Attention  to  this 
in  Prefcriptioii,   many  things   are 
ordered  together^which  by  that  time 
they  come  to  the  Patient,  cannot  be 
contained  in  their  Vefrels,and  give 
a  great  deal  of  diilike,  upon  iufpi- 
cionofafault  in  the  Materials,  or 
the  Apothecary  J  whereas  it  is  re- 
ally in  the  Prefcriber.     But  with  the 
utmoft  Care  many  Syrups  and  Con- 
ferves, in  hot  Weather,  will  be  apt 
to  ferment;     and  therefore   thefe 
ought  to  be  calculated  in  fuch  quan- 
tities, as  may  be  taken  within  two 
or  three  days  :  for  when  they  work, 
they  fpoilj  and  ought  to  be  rejeded.

All  thefe  are  very  detergent,  and 
will  wear  off  thofe  beginning  Lodg- 
ments of  foreign  Matter  upon  the 
Bowels,  which  obftrud  and  difor- 
der  their  Offices,  and  precipitate  it 
chiefly  by  Urine.  Therefore  in  the 
Jaundice,  Spleen,  Hypocondriacal 
AfFeclions,  Gravel,  and  Dropfies, 
they  will  do  fervice.  In  thofe  full 
Conflitutions  which  arife  from  too 
frequent  Tippling,  and  too  little  Ex- 
ercife,  which  is  the  Cafe  of  many 
who  keep  Publick  Houfes,  and  haf- 
ten  to  Dropfies,  thev  are  much  bet- 
ter than  thofe  flrong  Cathartics 
which  are  ufually  given,  and  the 
feryice  they  do  will  be  much  mora 
laftlng  :  for  flrong  Cathartics  only 
force  off  a  great  deal  by  Stool,  which 
tho  it  may  be  at  prefent  pleafing  ta 


the  deluded  Patlent,yet  they  Co  much 
overflrain  the  Springs  of  the  Solids, 
that  by  lofing  their  Tone  they  foon 
fill  again  j  whereas  Medicines  of 
this  kind  gradually  break  and  divide 
the  grofs  and  vifcid  Juices,and  fit 
them  for  the  fmaller  Difcharges, 
which  becaufe  they  make  no  force 
upon  the  Confl:itution,arenotmucb* 
attended  to  :  and  alfo  by  degrees 
do  they  abrade  fuch  Adhefions  as 
had  almoft  plugg'd  up  fome  of  the 
Vifcera,  and  fcourtheminutefl  Vef^ 
fels  in  fuch  manner,  that  the  necef^ 
fary  Fluids  meet  with  no  hindrance 
in  their  Circuit,  and  the  Body  has 
not  an  Over-load  to  fuftain.  Accor- 
ding to  the  Difference  of  Circum- 
flances,  and  Aggravations  of  Symp- 
toms, thefe  may  be  vary'd;  and  to 
anfwer  any  En4  of  moment,  ought 
to  be  given  fome  time,  becaufe  fuch 
habitual  IllnelTes  as  they  are  defign'd 
to  remove,  will  not  give  way  very 
foon.  They  alfo  may  be  affifled 
by  fuitable  medicated  Drinks.

THE  prefent  Prai^ice  very 
much  ufes  this  Form,  and  it  is 
indeed  the  moft  convenient  of  any 
for  mixing  things,  efpecially  of  fuch 
efficacy,  that  their  Dofes  require  to 
be  exadily  adjufted  5  as  the  ftronger 
Alexipharmics  ,  Cathartics  ,  and 
Opiates.

taken  five  to  a  Dofe,  two  or  three 
times  in.  a  day. 

Thefe  Examples  of  Prefcriptioii 
may  fufEce  for  all  Cafes  that  can  be 
expeded  to  happen  under  thisDivi- 
fion  of  Balfamics,  from  the  foftefl 
and  moft  emollient,  to  the  mofl  de- 
terfive  :  which  Subdivifions  have 
been  avoided  for  Brevity  only,  and 
as  not  very  neceffary  to  one  who 
has  gone  over  the  preceding  Work. 
To  thefe  therefore  we  fhall  alfo 
fubjoina  few  Examples  of  what  are 
deterfive  in  fo  manifefl:  a  degree, 
as  to  be  powerfully  Diuretic*

accounts,  and  there  is  nothing  under 
this  Intention  that  is  reducible  into 
Pills,  which  does  not  do  the  fame  ; 
and  therefore  it  will  rarely  happen  in 
pradice,  that  this  Form  will  be' re- 
quired 5  for  the  fafefr  Diuretics  are 
fuch  as  dilute  and  foften,  and  there- 
fore are  mofl:  to  be  expededamonaft 
the  liquid  Forms.  The  Operation 
of  C ant har ides  in  this  refped,  fee 
Part  ^.

Alexipharmics. 
This  is  an  inconvenient  Form  for 
moft  Alexipharmics,  becaufe  they 
generally  condft  of  Subftanceswhich 
are  aromatic  and  'volatile^  and  will- 
not  lie  in  a  Pi//,  without  extending 
their  bound?,  as  has  already  iw  the 
precedingPa'rt  beenfhewn  of  volatile 
Salts  J  or  eUe  they  will  evaporate 
and  be  loft.  Therefore  this  is  never 
to  be  made  ufe  of,  but  when  th.^' 
„^/  Prejudic 
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rrejndices  of  a  Patient  will  not  ^o 
e.ifily  comply  with  what  isneceflary 
hereiaunderany  other  Form  ;  which 
will  make  a  very  few  Examples  'n\ 
ihis  Intention  lufHcient.

It  is  the  common  Opinion  that 
P'lV-s  are  more  proper  for  the  Head 
than  any  other  F<?/-;»,becaure  they  lie 
longer  m  the  Stomach,  and  by  their 
Irritations  there  occadon  a  Flux  of 
Humors  from  the  Nerves  and  re- 
mote parts,  which  they  carry  down 
with  them  by  Stool.  Thefe  are 
only  for  one  Dofe,  and  are  mode- 
rate in  Operation..  They  will  work 
iiotwithftanding  with  the  ftrongell 
Bodies  ;  for  the  Salt  of  Amber,  tho 
not  Cathartic  in  it  felf,  yet  greatly 
promotes  their  Operation,  as  was 
lllewn  under  its  Preparation,  Part  2. 
The  ufual  way  of  taking  thefe,  is  -l 
over  night,  and  the  reA  the  morn- 
ing following  :  but  it  fecms  much 
better  to  take  them  early  in  the 
morningifor  thofe  over  night  which 
are  given  under  a  notion  of  prepa- 
ring the  Humors  for  the  other  to 
carry  off,  will  be  ready  to  operate 
by  the  morning,  and  leave  a  Naufea 
at  the  Stomach,  that  makes  the  next 
to  be  taken  very  loathfome,  and  apt 
to  be  thrown  up  again.

It 
may  be  given  every  other  morninfT 
for  three  or  four  times  together, 
five  to  a  Dofe.

This  very  well  anfwers  the  fame 
Intention  as  the  Jin^ura  Sacra, 
when'the  Bitternefs  of  that  cannot 
be  endured  by  fome  Patients.  It 
makes  but  one  moderate  Dofe,  and 
may  be  taken  early  in  the  morning 
eveiy  fecond  or  third  day,  for  three 
or  four  times  together.  This  is  like- 
wife  good  to  promote  the  Menfes, 
if  taken  about  the  time  they  ought 
to  flow.

It  requires  great  Skill  to  know 
when  purging  is  neceflary  in  the 
Cholic  i  for  in  fome  that  are  from 
hyfterical  Diforders,  Cathartics,znd 
even  Clyflers,cQ.n  hardly  be  endur'd, 
becaufe  the  leaft  Stimulus  promotes 
Convulfionsj  and  therefore  Opiates 
and  Anodyne  Fomentations  only  arc 
of  ufe.  But  in  a  Bilious  Cholic , 
to  give  Opiates  only,  would  quiet 
the  Bowels,  until  they  had  ftrain'd 
fo  much  into  the  Blood  as  to  caufe 
a  Fever;  and  therefore  ic  isnecella- 
ry  the  Humors  [hould  be  carry'd  off 
by  purging.  But  becaufe  the  Peri- 
(ialtic  Alotion  is  in  this  Diftempeu 
often  interrupted,  ii  not  quite  in- 
verted, and  a  Cathartic  alone  ruf- 
fles too  much  ;  therefore  Opium  is 
very  conveniently  added,  to  procure 
folong  Truce  f-om  Pain,  that  the 
Purge  may,  as  it  were  unfelt,  aft 
upQn  and  help  downwards  rhe  of- 

feadicg 
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fending  Humors  ;  which  is  like- 
wife  much  afiifted  by  foftening  Di- 
luters.  In  thefe  cafes  lilcewife,  and 
under  thisManagement,Purges  may 
be  given  much  ftronger  thanat  other 
times,  not  only  becaufe  the  Diftem- 
per  requires  it,  but  becaufe  the  O- 
pum  mitigates  its  Severity.  For  the 
like  purpofe  the  following  alfo, 
which  is  fomewhat  more  gentle, 
may  be  given.

Thefe  are  all  good  in  Dropfies, 
but  are  fit  only  for  ftrong  Conftitu- 
tions,  and  where  the  Vt[cera,  are 
found  5  and  therefore  in  an  Ana- 
farca,  and  OEdematous  Swellings, 
they  will  force  away  abundance  of 
Water,  and  flrangely  reduce  the  un- 
wieldy Bulk.  But  if  Reftoratives  and 
warm  Stomachics  are  not  given 
after,  the  Parts  will  foon  fill  again, 
becaufe  they  are  rather  more  flrain'd 
by  fuch  forcible  Medicines.

Three  of  thefe  may  be  taker!  over 
night,  and  they  will  hardly  operate 
till  next  morning,  and  then  with  a 
great  deal  of  Eafe  and  Moderation  :

they  may  be  taken  five  nights  toge- 
ther, and  they  can  hardly  fail  of  do- 
ing good  j  and  in  many  Inftances 
they  have  been  known  at  the  fecond 
or  third  Dofe  to  have  carry 'd  the 
Fit  quite  off.  And  it  is  upon  this 
Bafis  only  that  fuch  obflinate  Di- 
flempers  are  to  be  reach'd,  viz..  by 
fending  in  powerful  Cathartics, 
which  ihall  be  reftrain'd  by  Opium 
from  exerting  themfelves  in  the  firfl 
PafTages,  and  therefore  fitted  to  ope- 
rate  upon  the  mofl  diftant  Parts, 
where  the  offending  Humors  have 
their  Scene  of  Adion.

It  may  be  repeated  as  often  as 
convenient  and  needful,  and  will 
frequently  do  fervice  in  the  Gout, 
but  it  is  almofl  infallible  in  theRheu- 
matifm.  Other  Preparations  of  An- 
timony, that  are  flrongly  purgative^ 
may  be  managed  in  the  fame  man- 
ner 5  and  it  is  by  thefe,  many  Empi- 
rics have  got  great  Fame,  when 
Perfons  of  Learning  and  Judgment 
are  backward  in  at^enturing  on 
things  where  there  is  any  hazard  3 
tho  thefe  by  a  skilful  Hand  can  ne- 
ver do  harm.  They  are  the  Bafis 
of  Lockyer*s  Pill,  and  many  that  are 
nov/  in  great  efleem  in  the  moQt 
obftinate  Rheumatifms,  tho  made 
and  and  fold  only  by  ignorant 
People.

This  laft  is  proper  for  an  Offici- 
nal Medicine,  and  is  very  good  in 
in  all  kinds  of  Fevers,  where  either 
a  Diaphorelis  or  Reft  is  to  be  en- 
couraged. We  have  in  fome  of 
thefe,  as  well  as  in  thofe  of  ano- 
ther Form,  ordered  Gafcoign's  Pow- 
der, more  for  Cuftom-fake  than 
any  other  Reafon  :  but  have  not 
therefore  trufted  it  except  in  com- 
pany with  otherlngredientsof  fome 
virtue  and  efficacy.  And  thefe 
may  be  given  in  convenient  Juleps, 
as  often  as  the  State  of  a  Fever  re- 
<]uircs.  If  volatile  Salts  are  as  any 
time  judgM  neceffary  to  be  mix'd 
with  them,  they  ought  to  be  fo  or- 
der'd  at  the  moment  of  taking,  for 
Reafons  before  given.

TH  E  Erd  of  thefe  was  former- 
ly call 'd    in   fo  anfwer  many 
Intentions  which  the  prefent  Pra- 
iftice    has  no   recourfe  to,    having 
coritriv''d   mpre   efFedual  and  lefs 
troublefome  me^-'is  of  Cure.    And 
-they  are  now  feldom    us'd,   but  to 
make  a  {\x6.ditn  Difcharge,  whence 
Relief  rnay  be  fooner  had  than  from 
the  Courfe  of  an  OYdhi^iy  Cathartic ; 
as  in  CholicSj  wherein  purging  Gly- 
■fters  are  commonly  prefcrib'd  :  or 
where  the  Nature  of  a  Difeafe  will 
Tiot  admit    of  the  Operation  of  a 
'Purge  at  the  Stomach,  as  in  acute 
Diftempers^  and  then  Emollient szve. 
'ordered  to  relax  the  Bowels,and  Juil 
keep  the  Body  open.  And  in  Fluxes 
and  Over-'^eaknefs  of  the  Intef- 
tines,  they  are  now  fometimes  or- 
'der'd  with  Cordial  Refiringe?7t s y   be- 
caufethev  more  immediately  brin2 
■the    Medicine  to   the   Seat   of  the 
Difeafe,  than  when  it  is  taken  other- 
wii'e.

It  has  been  controverted  more 
than  a  little,  how  high  in  the  Intef^ 
tines  Gh^flers  may  extend  then-  In- 
fluence ? 
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fluence  :  and  by  all  it  is  agreed  that 
they  get  not  beyond  the  Valve  of 
the  Colorif  unlefs  the  Periftaltic  Mo- 
tion, with  the  Difpofition  of  that 
Valve,  be  quite  inverted  j  as  in  fome 
Cafes  it  fo  manifeftly  is,  that  Gly/lers 
have  been  thrown  up  by  Vomit. 
But  if  it  be  fuppos*d  that  they  reach 
BO  further  than  th^  Recium,  it  may 
eafily  be  conceiv'd  how  they  help 
to  fetch  down  the  Contents  of  the 
whole  inteftinal  Tube,  by  irritating 
and  pulling  the  Fibres  of  the  Kedlum 
fo  lorcibly  ,  that  they  are  fhook 
quite  to  the  remoteft  Part.  And 
thefe  ftrong  ones  lafl:  defcribed  are 
luppos'd  to  affift  in  Apoplexies*  and 
other  great  Diforders  of  the  Head, 
not  fo  much  by  the  immediate  Dif- 
charge  they  make,  as  by  pulling  and 
fhaking  the  whole  nervous  Syflem  ; 
which  promotes  their  natural  Vi- 
brations,and  throv/s  off  a  great  deal 
of  adhefive  fuperfluous  Humors,  as 
Water  may  be  fhook  off  a  Sheet. 
in  fuch  Cafes  therefore  Glyfiers  can- 
not well  be  made  too  flrong,  nor 
can  they  be  too  bitter  when  they 
are  given  to  deflroy^  Worms  j  the 
Afcarides  particularly,  which  fome- 
times  are  very  troublefome  hx  the 
Ke^um.

What  are  contriv'd  for  this  In- 
tention ought  always  to  be  in  a  little 
quantity,  becaufe  they  will  remain 
the  longer,  whereas  a  greater  would 
fooner  occalldn  their  Difcharge  ; 
end  likewife  ought  they  to  be  given 
chiefly  juft  before  going  to  bed,  that 
^y  ilee|>ing  upon  then^  they  n>ay  be 


retain'd  if  poffible  till  morning,  or 
as  long  as  can  be.  Whether  Alexi- 
pharmics  given  in  this  manner  may 
contribute  to  a  Diaphorefis,  or  driva 
the  Radii  of  the  Miafms  outward^ 
from  the  Centre  to  the  Circumfe" 
rence,  as  fome  very  unintelligibly 
talk,  who  have  encouraged  this  Prac- 
tice, is  not  worth  our  Enquiry,  be- 
caufe there  is  now  no  Dependance 
upon  it  for  fuch  purpofes :  or  whe- 
ther a  Perion  may  in  fome  extraor- 
dinary Injuries  at  the  Stomach,or  the 
firft  Paffages,  receive  their  Nourifti- 
ment  this  way,  bacaufe  fuch  Cafes 
fo  very  feldom  happen  j  tho'  th« 
Hiftories  of  Phyfic  confirm  to  us 
many  Inftances  of  Succefs  in  this 
Pradice  :  and  ft  fs  not  ftrange, 
becaufe  there  are  many  Lafteals 
within  the  reach  of  G73(/?^rj,thothey 
are  not  here  fo  plentiful  as  in  the 
fmall  Guts.  How  a  Cordial  can  be 
fupplied  this  way  too,  is  not  to  our 
purpofe,  becaufe  there  can  be  no 
neceftity  fo  to  fupply  it :  but  as  to 
fpirituous  Liquors  injeded  by  G/y- 
Jters  affeding  the  Head,  we  have 
fomething  remarkable  from  Dr.  Ful- 
ler ^  who  from  the  effeds  of  Brandy- 
Glyfters  ufed  in  Jamaica^  as  related 
by  Dr.  Stuhhs  ( Philof  Tranf.  N^  37.) 
which  would  fuddle  thofe  who  thus 
took  if,  altho  ufed  in  lefs  quantity 
than  when  drank  ,  decreas'd  the 
quantity  fo  given  to  two  or  three 
Ounces,  and  often  found  fafety  and 
fuccefs  in  it :  which  agrees  not  with 
the  account  of  Salmon,  if  any  regard 
can  be  given  to  fuch  a  Pretender  ia 
Medicine,  who  fays  it  w^as  his  com- 
mon Pradice,  and  after  the  true 
manner  of  an  Empiric,  gives  fome 
confident  Inftances  of  Cures  done 
by  it.  But  for  fuch  uncom- 
mon Cafes  as  may  require  Glyfters' 
warmer,  and  more  narcotic  than 
any  of  the  former,  take  the  foU 
lowing  for  Examples.

In 
fome  long  obftinate  Diarrhaea^s, 
thefe  may  be  continued  every  night 
for  fome  wseks  together  ;  and  if 
a  fui.tnbie  Diet,  and  way  pf  Hying, 
be  conform 'd  to  at  the  fame  time,  a 
gr-eat  deal  of  fervice  may  be  done  ; 
efpeciaily  if  nQv/  and  then,  aDofe 
of  Jpecdcua^ha  be  given,  which  may 
aftrin^ethe  Stomach,  promote  a  bet- 
ter Digeftion,  and  cut  off  a  fupply 
of  fuch  Humors  as  irritate  the 
Bowels,  and  follicite  their  Evacua- 
tion oftner  than  Nature  requires. 

There  is  another  Purpofe  for 
which  Ghfiers  are  given  ;  when  the 
Bark  Is  abfolarely  neceftary,  and  a 
Patient  thro  Prejudice  or  Obftinacy 
icannot  take  it  any  other  way,  which 
is  often  the  cafe  in  young  Children :

What  is  here,  is  Sufficient  for  a  mid- 
dle Conftitution  full  grown,  and  is 
proportionably  to    be  leflen'd  for 
thofe  of  fewer  Years.    The  manner 
is  to  give  them  as  foon  as  a  Fit  is- 
off,  and   repeat  them  after    every 
Stool :  or  if  they  come  not  away, 
three  or  four  may  be  repeated  in  a 
day.  Dr.  Helvetius  of  Paris  is  the  Per^ 
fon  who  has  given  moft  credit  to  this 
Pradice,  and  there  is  no  fear  of 
its  fucceeding,  if  it  be  carefully  ma- 
naged 5  but  he  gave  the  Powder  it 
feif  in  common  Water  warm,   tho 
we  take  boiling  it  to  be  better,  when 
not  half  need  beftrain'd  out,  if  it  be 
finely  powder'd  and  well  boil'd.    It 
may    be    check'd  with  Aftringents 
and  Opiates,   as  the  Patient  is  more 
or  lefs  difpos'd  to  a  Laxity  j  for  if 
they   continue  not  in   the  Bowels, 
but  come  again  foon  away,  they 
will  do  little  good, 

Inje^ions  are  a  Form  of  Medicine 
ufed  for  the  more  immediate  Con- 
veyance to  the  affefted  Part,  than  by 
the  common  coiu'fe  of  Circulation 
it  could  be  (uppos'd  to  arrive  there  j 
as  into  the  Ears,  Penis ^  or  Uterus, 
And  this  is  done  by  a  Syringe,  qr 
Glyfter-Pipe^as  they  beft  fuit  thepart 
to  be  injeded.  For  thofe  into  the  Ute^ 
rusy  the  Syringes  made  to  give  Gly- 
flers  with,  are  the  moft  convenient ; 
or  where  the  Patients  are  their  own

Care  muft  be 
had  that  it  be  not  thrown  in  too 
forcibly,  for  fear  of  injuring  the 
Membranes  which  are  extremely 
fine,  efpecially  the  Tympanum  5  and 
it  is  to  be  done  with  a  fhort-piped 
Syringe  made  on  purpofe  for  fuch 
ufes;  and  the  Liquor  fhould  be  mo- 
derately warm.  Eut  that  this  may 
be  done  with  the  more  fuccefs,fome- 
whatlike  the  following  is  to  be  drop- 
ped into  the  Ears  every  Night  going 
to  bed  for  fomCsNights  together, 
and  kept  m  with  a  little  Cotton  or 
Wool,  which  alfo  by  Its  v/armth 
aiiifts  the  Operation.

per.  Part  2.  but  Pradice  does  not  fa 
much  fall  into  this  way  as  it  de» 
ferves,for  want  of  a  truer  knowledge 
of  the  Diftemper,  as  well  as  thro 
fear  of  making  too  fhort  Cures.

The  Uterus  is  fubjed  to  a  great 
many  Ails  from  Weaknefs,  and 
thereby  are  occaflon'd  Ouzings  and 
Defliixions  of  Humors,  which  are 

very 
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Tery  troublelome,    and  fometimes 
there  is  a  continual  bleeding,  efpeci- 
ally  if  the  Glands  grow  cancerous,as 
they  do  in  many  fcrophulous  Confti- 
tutions,  efpecially  lome  time  after 
Child-bearing  and  the  flowing  of 
the    Menfes  is  over.     In  all  fiich 
Cafes  therefore  much  help  may  be 
had  from  hence  ;  and  acording  to 
the  degree  of  Relaxation,  or  Ag- 
gravation of  the  Symptoms,   may 
they  be  made  more  or  lefs  reftrin- 
gent,  and    be  injeded  once  in  a 
day,  as  there  fhall  be  occafion  :  tho 
as  to  thofe  Bleedings  which  come 
fome  Years  after  theftoppage  of  the 
Menfes,  we   have  the  Authority  of 
Hippocrates  that  they  are  fatal.    But 
when  they  happen  after  hard  La- 
bor, or  difficult  Mifcarriages,  they

Of  Gargles,  Lotions ,  and  Collyriums. 


THE  fivft  of  thcfe  are  ufed  chiefly 
either  to  cool  and  cleanfe  the 
Mouth  from  Phlegm,  and  are  acid 
and  fubaflringent  J  or  to  foftenand 
heal  it  when  fore  and  parched,  and 
are  fmooth  and  mucilaginous.There 
are  in  the  Writings  of  this  kind  many 
under  this  Divifion  for  other  pur- 
pofes ;  but  as  the  prefent  Praftice 
rcje<9:s  them,  and  becaufe  thofe  In- 
tentions are  better  anfwer'd  by  other 
means,  we  fhall  not  take  up  any 
room  with  them  here.

Lotions  are  fuch  as  flridly  fpeakin^ 
concern  beautifying  the  Skin,  by 
cleanfing  it  of  thofe  Deformities, 
which  adiftemper'dBlood  fometimes 
throws  upon  it,  or  rather  is  made  by 
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a  preternatural  Secretion :  for  gene- 
rally thofe  Biftempers  of  the  Skin, 
tt^hich  are  commonly  accounted 
Signs  of  a  foul  Blood,  are  from  thofe 
Salts  which  are  natural  in  the  belt 
Conftitution,  thrown  off  by  the  cu- 
taneous Glands,  which  ought  to  be 
walh'd  away  thro  the  Kidneys :  fo 
that  inftead  of  thofe  infignificant 
and  ridiculous  Tribes  of  Sweeiners, 
which  in  this  cafe  are  frequently 
tifed;  promoting  the  urinary  Dif- 
charge,or  redifyingthatof  the  Skin 
by  proper  Wafhes,  Fridions  or 
Ointments,  or  both  together,  is  the 
only  way  to  get  rid  of  fuch  Difor- 
ders.  Under  this  Divifion  we  fhall 
therefore  only  give  fome  Examples

Which  will  be  attended 
with  Inconveniency,  There  are 
fome  yet  more  repelling,  but  then 
their  ufe  is  liable  to  more  Mifchiefs, 
if  due  care  be  not  taken:  when 
therefore  any  thing  of  this  kind  is 
us'd,  a  Perfon  muft  always  regard, 
that  fome  other  Emundory  may  be 
in  readinefs,  to  difcharge  w^hat  is 
lelTen^d  by  the  Application  of  this 
Medicine  j  and  that  which  is  moft 
fuited  to  compenfate  for  what  the 
Skin  is  deficient  in,  is  that  by  Urine:

Things  of  this  kind  may  therefore  be 
very  convenient  for  thofe  v;iio  re- 
quire to  have  fuch  Difcharges  pro- 
moted, and  cannot  comply  with 
fmoaking  Tobacco,  or  for  whom 
that  deleterious  Plant  may  not  be 
proper.  In  Coma's,  Lethargies, 
Epllepfies,  Paliies,  and  va  fhort  all 
Diforders  from  a  moift  Tempera- 
ment of  the  Brain,  thefe  are  to  be 
lifed  v.ith  good  Succefs.  If  the 
EHphorb'mm  be  thought  too  hot  in 
this  Recipe,  it  may  be  left  out.

which  chiefly  confifts  its  Virtues,  is 
by  that  means  quite  loft,  or  in  a  great 
meafiire.  But  for  thofe  v/ho  have 
Opinion  enough  of  it  to  try  this 
Courfe,  thev  would  do  well  to  pro- 
cure it  fl'om  fom«  faithful  Correfpon- 
dentin  ii'^ai}', where  the  Vipers  are  beft 
and  in  greateft  plenty.  If  there  be 
any  Virtue  in  the  Sarfa,  it  is  certain- 
ly beft  obcain'd  this  way,  becaufe  it 
has  been  much  fufpeded  whether  it 
gives  any  to  a  Tinfturp.  As  to  the 
reftorative  Properties  of  the  Viper , 
wliich  ftipply  Nourifhmeirt,  there 
may  poilibly  be  fomewhat  confider- 
able  in  thiS;,  becaufe  that  confifts  in 
fuch  Parts  as  are  not  fo  apt  to  fly 
away  in  .drying. 

There  are  many  other  Ingredients

In  all  chronic  Cafes,   Medicines 
are  to  be  contriv'd  as  near  to  a  Diet 
as  can  be;  and  therefore  the  com- 
mon Drinks  and  Foods  are  to  be 
medicated  as  far  as  they  will  admit 
it^  and   the   Cafe  requires.     >5^hat 
medicinalForms  are  requi{ite,fliould 
be  both  the  mofl:  convenient  for  tak- 
ing, and  order'd  at  times  beft  fuit- 
ing  to  the  Condition  of  living,  and 
Conveniency  of  the  Patient,     Pills 
therefore,  Ele^uaries,  ThiSiures,  or 
Elixir Sf  are  the  moft  likely  Forms, 
becaufe  they  will  keep,  andmaybe 
fo  order'd    in  taking,  as  to   be   of 
very  little  trouble  ;  whereas  Boles o^ 
Draught Sy   where    there  is    a  long 
Continuance  required,  make  fuch  a 
formidable  Show,that  very  few  will 
have  patience  to  go  thro'theCoiu-fe. 
But  in  acute  Cafes,  which  are  ge- 
jjierally  dangerous,  there  is  required 
no  fuch  regard;  but  all  Alliflances 
muft  be  called   in  that  can  be  had, 
according  to  the   Exigency   of  the 
Cafe.

And  fuch 
Pradice  will  always  procure  the  beft 
Reputation  amongft  thofe  whofe 
Applaufe  is  moft  valuable,  and  befl 
fupport  theDignity  of  theProfefCon 
and  fecure  the  Satisfa^ion  of  a  good 
Confcience.
